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First  Business  Day— Thursday  Night 

Following  An  Order  of  Worship  for  the  Evening,  led  by  the  Rev.  Philip 
R.  Byrum,  The  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill,  Bishop,  called  to  order  the  One 
Hundred  Seventy-Second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina.  Bishop  Estill  welcomed  the  delegates  and  introduced  Mrs. 
Beverly  Wright,  general  chair  of  the  convention  planning  committee.  She 
welcomed  the  delegates  on  behalf  of  the  congregations  of  the  Raleigh 
Convocation,  who  hosted  the  convention,  and  made  several  an- 
nouncements. Mr.  Jerry  Vick,  chair  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  an- 
nounced that  166  lay  delegates,  representing  78  congregations,  and  95 
clergy  entitled  to  vote  were  present,  making  a  quorum. 

Upon  a  request  by  Bishop  Estill,  it  was  moved,  seconded  and  passed 
that  lay  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council  and  the  Standing  Committee 
not  otherwise  elected  as  delegates  be  accorded  the  courtesy  of  the  floor. 
The  Bishop  nominated  the  Venerable  Frank  Neff  Powell  to  be  Secretary 
of  the  Diocese  and  Convention.  The  nomination  was  seconded  and  pass- 
ed. He,  in  turn,  nominated  Mrs.  Bertha  M.  "B"  Holt  to  be  Assistant 
Secretary.  This  nomination  was  seconded  and  passed.  Bishop  Estill 
nominated  Mrs.  Letty  J.  Magdanz,  CPA,  to  be  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 
The  nomination  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Bishop  called  for  late  Resolutions,  as  per  Rule  of  Order  XIX.  The 
Rev.  E.  James  Lewis,  Director  of  Christian  Social  Ministries,  rose  to  offer 
two  late  resolutions:  A  Central  American  Peace  Proposal  and  On  the 
Israeli-Palestinian  Conflict.  Upon  separate  motions,  duly  made,  seconded 
and  passed  by  two-thirds  with  a  voice  vote,  they  were  accepted  and 
referred  to  the  Convention  Committee  on  Social  and  Political  Concerns. 
The  Rev.  Henry  N.  Parsley,  Jr.,  rose  to  offer  a  resolution  honoring  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Thomas  A.  Fraser,  retired  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  for  his  work  with 
the  Land  Stewardship  Council.  The  Presiding  Officer  ruled  this  to  be  a 
resolution  of  courtesy.  Upon  a  second,  it  was  immediately  passed 
unanimously  and  with  applause.  (See  page  237  for  the  text  of  the  resolu- 
tion.) Mrs.  Sarah  Shaw,  a  delegate  from  All  Saints',  Charlotte,  rose  to  of- 
fer a  late  resolution  In  Support  of  Those  in  the  Armed  Forces.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  passed  by  two-thirds  with  a  voice  vote,  to  accept  the 
resolution.  Bishop  Estill  referred  it  to  the  Convention  Committee  on  the 
Program  of  the  Church. 
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The  Rev.  Charles  I.  Penick,  chair  .of  the  Committee  on  Admission  of 
Congregations,  was  recognized  by  the  Presiding  Officer.  Mr.  Penick 
moved  that  St.  John's,  Wake  Forest,  a  Mission  congregation  in  union  with 
Convention  since  1913,  be  admitted  as  a  Parish.  The  motion  was  second- 
ed and  passed.  The  Rev.  Edwin  H.  Voorhees,  Jr.,  Vicar,  thanked  the 
delegates,  who  rose  in  applause.  A  large  contingent  from  St.  John's  was 
recognized  and  congratulated. 

Bishop  Estill  announced  his  appointment  of  Convention  Committees, 
(pp.  12-13) 

The  Rev.  Arthur  J.  Calloway,  chair  of  the  Committee  on  Dispatch  of 
Buiness,  announced  that  the  Greensboro  Convocation  has  invited  the 
173rd  Annual  Convention  to  meet  at  the  Holiday  Inn/Four  Seasons  Hotel, 
Greensboro,  On  January  21-23,  1989.  The  invitation  was  gratefully  ac- 
cepted upon  a  motion  duly  seconded  and  passed. 

Mr.  Calloway  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  schedule  and  agenda  as 
published  in  the  pre-convention  material.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
passed. 

The  Bishop  recognized  the  Rev.  Huntington  Williams,  Jr.,  who  gave 
the  first  report  of  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  He  sum- 
marized the  material  which  would  be  covered  in  the  second  report  of  the 
Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  and  invited  the  delegates  to  at- 
tend the  open  hearing  of  the  Commission,  following  the  opening  business 
session. 

Bishop  Estilll  announced  his  appointments  to  several  Diocesan  Com-

Bishop  Estill  recognized  and  honored  the  Rev.  Carl  F.  Herman  who 
was  present  for  his  45th  consecutive  Annual  Convention.  The  Bishop  in- 
troduced Mr.  William  J.  Moore,  the  new  Director  of  the  Thompson 
Children's  Home.  Following  announcements,  the  Convention  was 
recessed  at  9:00  p.m. 

Second  Business  Day— Friday  Morning 

Morning  Prayer  was  led  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cyril  C.  Burke  at  9:30  a.m., 
following  which  Bishop  Vest  called  the  delegates  to  order.  Bishop  Vest 
chaired  the  morning  session  at  the  invitation  of  the  Presiding  Officer. 
Bishop  Vest  called  upon  the  Rev.  Diane  B.  Corlett,  chair  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Elections.  Ballots  were  distributed  for  elections  in:  the  Diocesan 
Council,  the  Lay  Order;  the  Conference  Center  Board  of  Directors,  the 
Lay  Order;  the  Penick  Home  Board,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  the  Lay  Order. 

Bishop  Vest  called  upon  The  Rev.  Huntington  Williams  to  present 
the  second  report  of  the  commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  Mr. 
Williams  moved  that  amendments  to  the  Articles  of  The  Constitution 
which  were  passed  on  first  reading  at  the  171st  Annual  Convention  (see 
1987  Journal,  pp.  204-205,  214-216)  be  passed  on  second  reading  in  one 
motion.  That  motion  was  seconded  and  passed.  Following  which,  the 
amendments  were  passed  on  a  vote  by  Orders  in  both  Orders,  upon  a 
motion  duly  seconded. 

Mr.  Wiliams  moved  that  amendments  to  the  canons  to  use  "enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing"  language  consistent 
with  the  above  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  (see  1987  Journal,  pp. 
264-270)  be  voted  in  one  motion.  That  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 
Following  which,  the  amendments  were  passed,  following  a  motion  duly 
seconded. 

Mr.  Williams  moved  amendments  to  the  canons  on  the  following 
miscellaneous  subjects  be  voted  on  in  one  motion: 

—The  role  of  the  Trustees  (canons  10.2  and  23.1,2) 
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—Registers  and  reports  of  service  performed  by  clergy  (canons 
30.1,  2) 

—The  Bishop's  presence  at  interviews  of  ordination  candidates  with 
the  Commission  on  Ministry  (canon  32.4) 

—Eliminating  the  title  of  "Registrar",  and  clarifying  the  functions  of 
the  Historiographer,  Department  of  Records  and  History,  and  Diocesan 
Archives  (canons  8  and  15.4(d)) 

—Setting  minimum  procedure  standards  for  meetings  of  parish  and 
mission  vestries  (canons  19  and  22) 

Mr.  Williams  withdrew  a  proposal,  announced  in  the  first  report  of 
the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  that:  Amendments  to  Arti- 
cle XII  and  XVI  be  proposed  on  First  Reading,  to  authorize  the  Commis- 
sion on  Constitution  and  Canons  to  make  editorial  revisions  to  our 
legislation  without  prior  action  by  the  Convention.  Such  changes  would 
be  reported  to  the  subsequent  Convention  and  would  stand,  as  changed, 
in  the  absence  of  disapproval  by  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Williams  reported  on  other  business  dealt  with  by  the  Commis- 
sion, (see  p.  110)  He  moved  that  the  Commission  be  discharged  from  con- 
sideration of  the  172nd  Annual  Convention  Resolution  "Resolution 
Number  One' '  from  the  Committee  on  Disability  Concerns  and  that  the 
Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business  be  asked  to  include  the  above- 
mentioned  Resolution  in  the  permanent  record  of  its  policy  and  pro- 
cedures. This  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  passed. 

Mr.  Williams  moved  that  the  Commission  be  discharged  from  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  matter  of  proposing  amendments  to  Canon  12, 
section  3,  regarding  the  present  mandate  and  membership  of  the  Com- 
mission on  the  State  of  the  Church.  This  motion  was  duly  seconded  and 
passed. 

Mr.  Williams,  on  behalf  of  the  commission,  moved  that  a  proposed 
amendment  to  Canon  21,  section  5,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Harrison  T. 
Simons,  on  behalf  of  the  Commission  on  Small  Churches,  not  be  passed. 
This  would  permit  an  alternative  method  for  a  Parish  congregation  to  re- 
main a  parish,  if  its  average  number  of  enrolled  confirmed  adult  com- 
municants in  good  standing  fell  below  100.  This  motion  was  seconded 
and  failed  to  pass,  following  several  minutes  of  debate.  The  report  com- 
pleted, Mr.  Williams  asked  to  be  excused.  Bishop  Vest  thanked  him  and 
the  members  of  the  commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  and  he  was 
excused.  The  Rev.  Stephen  Elkins-Williams,  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel 
Hill,  rose  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and 
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Canons  for  the  thoughtful  job  which  they  had  done  in  proposing  gender 
neutral  language  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Mr.  Simons  rose  to  move  the  amendment  to  canon  21,  section  5,  pro- 
posed above.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  passed,  following  con- 
siderable debate. 

The  Convention  turned  to  the  consideration  of  reports  from  those 
Convention  Committees  which  would  be  presenting  resolutions.  The 
Chair  recognized  the  Rev.  Henry  N.  Parsley,  who  gave  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Program  of  the  Church,  (p.  193)  He  presented  several 
resolutions  referred  to  that  Committee.  Following  various  and  ap- 
propriate motions  duly  seconded,  they  were  dealt  with  as  follows: 

—A  Diocesan  Stewardship  Statement— passed  (p.  238) 

—Youth  Evangelism— referred  to  the  Youth  Commission 

—On  Satanism— referred  to  the  Education  and  Training  Commission 
for  further  study 

—On  the  Holy  Bible— discharged  from  further  consideration 

—On  Support  for  Members  of  the  Armed  Forces— passed  (p.  239) 

—On  Youth  Ministry,  memorializing  General  Convention— passed 
(p.  240) 

Bishop  Vest  thanked  the  Committee  for  its  work  and  Mr.  Parsley 
was  excused. 

Mr.  Joseph  Ferrell  was  recognized  by  Bishop  Vest  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  the  report  of  the  Convention  Committee  on  the  Administration  of 
the  Diocese,  (p.  192)  He  presented  two  resolutions  from  the  three  refer- 
red to  that  Committee.  Following  various  and  appropriate  motions  duly 
seconded,  they  were  dealt  with  as  follows: 

—A  Study  of  the  Funding  of  the  Diocese  (presented  jointly  with  the 
Committee  on  the  Program  of  the  Church,  per  Rule  of  Order  XX)— pass- 
ed (p.  240) 

—On  Employee  Relations  (a  substitute  for  two  related  resolu- 
tions)—passed  (p.  241) 

The  Chair  thanked  the  Committee  for  its  work  and  Mr.  Ferrell  was 
excused. 

Bishop  Vest  recognized  The  Retired  Bishop  of  North  Carolina, 
Thomas  A.  Fraser,  who  delivered  a  brief,  personal,  and  moving  address, 
(p.  91) 

The  Rev.  W.  Verdery  Kerr,  St.  Thomas,  Reidsville,  gave  a  report  for 
the  Hunger  Commission  (p.  159)  and  invited  the  delegates  to  a  special 
hunger  lunch  and  program  at  Shaw  University.  Following  the  report,  the 
Convention  was  recessed  at  11:30  a.m.  for  lunch. 
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Third  Business  Session— Friday  Afternoon 

Bishop  Estill  reconvened  the  Convention  at  1:40  p.m.  Mr.  Jerry  Vick, 
for  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  reported  that  282  delegates  represen- 
ting 110  congregations  and  136  clergy  were  registered.  He  moved  to  seat 
Bart  Willis  as  an  alternate  delegate  from  St.  Stephen's,  Durham  to  sit  in 
the  place  of  Bruce  Waters.  That  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Rev.  Diane  Corlett  gave  the  report  of  the  Elections  Committee. 
Elected  to  the  Diocesan  Council  in  the  Lay  Order:  Priscilla  Swindell, 
A.H.A.  Williams,  and  Eileen  Greenswood.  Elected  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Conference  Center  in  the  Lay  Order:  Frances  S.  Moser, 
William  A.  Short,  and  Susan  Smitherman.  Elected  to  the  Penick  Home 
Board:  Mrs.  Henry  D.  Haywood,  Mr.  W.  Clary  Holt,  Miss  Laura  L. 
Hooper,  Mr.  Thomas  R.  Payne,  Mrs.  Julian  Robertson,  Mr.  Philip 
Russell,  Mrs.  Barbara  Scott  Jester,  Mr.  Charles  M.  Shaffer,  Mrs.  C.  Leslie 
Sweeney  Jr.,  and  the  Rev.  G.  Markis  House.  Trustee  of  the  University  of 
the  South  in  the  Lay  Order:  George  A.  Atkins. 

Bishop  Estill  delivered  his  annual  address,  (p.  81) 

Bishop  Estill  recognized  Mrs.  Scott  Evans  who  rose  to  give  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Social  and  Political  Concerns.  She  presented  several 
resolutions  referred  to  that  committee  to  study.  Following  various  and 
appropriate  motions  duly  seconded  and  passed  or  defeated  they  were 
dispatched  as  follows: 

—On  Intermediate-Range  Nuclear  Forces— passed  (p.  241) 

—On  Freedom  of  Expression— passed  (p.  242) 

—On  Cop-Killers— discharged 

—On  Biblical  Sexuality— discharged 

—On  Media  Responsibility— referred  to  the  Commission  on  Chris- 
tian Social  Concerns,  to  be  reported  back  at  the  next  Annual  Convention

Fourth  Business  Session— Friday  Evening 

Bishop  Vest  reconvened  the  delegates  at  7:35  p.m.  and  chaired  the  even- 
ing session.  The  Rev.  Arthur  Calloway  previewed  the  evening's  agenda. 

The  Companion  Diocese  Commission  report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Mar- 
tha Alexander,  (p.  165)  She  showed  a  video  tape  of  the  recent  diocesan 
youth  trip  to  Belize. 

Bishop  Vest  introduced  the  four  senior  seminarians  attending  con- 
vention: Virginia  Norton  Herring,  Edmund  Pickup,  Jr.,  Randal  Arthur 
Foster,  and  Vickie  Jane  Smaby  Wesen. 

The  Rev.  John  E.  Shields  gave  the  report  of  the  Commission  on 
Alcoholism  and  Drug  Abuse,  (p.  172) 

Mr.  Frank  Grubbs,  Ph.D.,  Historiographer  of  the  Diocese,  gave  a 
summary  of  his  report  (full  report,  p.  113)  and  encouraged  the  delegates 
to  purchase  the  new  diocesan  history  book  and  for  each  congregation  to 
write  its  own  history. 

The  Stewardship  Commission  report  was  given  by  the  Rev.  Edwin 
H.  Voorhees,  Jr.  (p.  177) 

The  State  of  the  Church  Commission  report  was  filed  by  title  by  Ms. 
Sally  Cone.  (p.  152) 

The  Rev.  Robert  Hamilton  gave  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  In- 
stitutions, (p.  186) 

The  Rev.  Earl  James  Lewis,  Director  of  Christian  Social  Ministries, 
addressed  the  delegates,  (p.  118) 

The  Youth  Commission  summarized  their  report  in  song,  (full  report, 
p.  191) 

Mr.  Ken  Kroohs  gave  the  Evanglism  and  Renewal  Commission 
report,  (p.  141) 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Conference  Center  was 
summarized  by  Mr.  Lawrence  Tomlinson,  Vice-Chair  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  (full  report,  p.  139) 

The  reports  of  the  Archdeacon,  Deputy  for  Program,  and  Secretary 
of  Convention,  were  filled  by  title,  (pp.  153  and  174) 

Mrs.  June  Gregory  gave  the  report  of  the  Diocesan  Episcopal  Chur- 
chwomen.  (p.  121) 
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The  Rev.  Harrison  T.  Simons  rose  to  summarize  the  report  of  the 
Small  Church  Commission  and  the  Education  and  Training  Commission, 
Historic  St.  John's,  Williamsboro,  and  Education/Liturgy  Resources 
(commonly  know  as  The  Bookstore  Ministry),  (full  texts,  pp.  148, 
150, and  154)  He  noted  especially  that  he  was  retiring  as  chair  of  the 
Education  and  Training  Commission  after  15  years  of  service  in  that 
ministry.  He  recognized  the  Rev.  Roderick  L.  Reinecke  for  his  many 
years  of  service  on  that  commission. 

The  Bishop  having  issued  his  first  pastoral  letter  (p.  269),  the 
delegates  were  reminded  of  their  duty  to  read  it  to  their  congregations 
during  Epiphanytide. 

The  convention  was  recessed  at  9:20  p.m. 

Fifth  Business  Session— Saturday  Morning 

Moring  Prayer  was  led  by  the  Rev.  I.  Mayo  Little  at  9:00  a.m.,  after 
which  the  Convention  was  reconvened  by  Bishop  Estill. 

The  Rev.  Diane  Corlett,  Chair  of  the  new  Commission  on  Deaf 
Work,  moved,  and  it  was  seconded  and  passed,  to  seat  Nancy  Lewis  as  a 
delegate  and  Robert  Lewis  as  an  alternate  delegate  from  Ephphatha 
Church,  Durham. 

Bishop  Estill  recognized  Mrs.  Letty  J.  Magdanz  to  give  the  report  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  the 
report,  then  passed  without  discussion  and  with  applause,  (p.  205) 

The  Bishop  called  upon  the  Rev.  John  R.  Campbell,  J.D.,  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  to  chair  the  convention  during  the  presentation 
of  the  Maintenance  Fund  Budget.  The  bishops  excused  themselves.  Mr. 
Ferrell  gave  the  report  of  the  Budget  Department,  (p.  167)  He  began  by 
reviewing  the  budgeting  process.  He  moved  and  it  was  seconded  to  ap- 
prove the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  Budget.  The  motion  passed 
without  debate,  (p.  201)  The  bishops  returned  to  the  room  and  Bishop 
Estill  took  the  chair.  Mr.  Ferrell  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  Church's 
Program  Fund  budget  as  approved  by  Council.  After  some  precedural 
motions,  and  very  little  discussion,  the  motion  was  passed,  (p.  202) 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Frank  H.  Vest,  Jr.  gave  his  report  as  Suffragan  Bishop. 
|p.  86) 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Cyril  Burke  rose  to  file  the  report  of  the  Commission  on 
Ministry  by  title,  (p.  131) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop's  Address  was  given  by 
Mr.  Zachary  Smith  III.  (p.  189) 
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In  answer  to  a  question  from  the  Rev.  Fred  Pinkston  of  the  Chapel  of 
Hope,  Charlotte,  Bishop  Estill  reported  to  the  delegates  that  the  Resolu- 
tion on  Black  Ministries,  passed  at  the  171st  Annual  Convention,  had 
been  studied  by  the  Commission  on  Small  Churches  and  the  Department 
of  Mission  and  Outreach.  The  ACTS  Campaign  goal  includes  $100,000  to 
support  scholarships  for  minority  seminarians  and  the  newly  constituted 
Chapel  of  Christ  the  King  Center  were  also  responses  to  that  resolution. 

Bishop  Estill  recognized  and  thanked  The  Rev.  Harrison  Simons  for 
his  many  years  of  service  as  Chair  of  the  Education  and  Training  Com- 
mission. Mr.  Simons  encouraged  the  delegates  to  take  advantage  of  the 
Lambeth  study  material  produced  by  the  Education  and  Training  Com- 
mission. Bishop  Estill  explained  the  working  of  the  Lambeth  Conference. 
He  urged  the  congregations  to  study  the  issues  and  share  their  thoughts 
with  Bishop  Vest  and  with  him. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Bird  read  a  Resolution  on  Deceased  Members,  (p. 
244) 

The  Rev.  Fielder  Israel  read  a  Resolution  of  Courtesy. 

The  Convention  was  recessed  to  prepare  for  the  Closing  Eucharist 
and  ACTS  Campaign  Celebration.  The  Eucharist  was  celebrated  by 
Bishop  Estill,  assisted  by  Bishop  Vest,  the  seven  convocation  Deans,  and 
the  Archdeacon. 

With  the  conclusion  of  the  Eucharist,  the  172nd  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  adjourned,  sine  die,  at  1:15  p.m.

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Address  of  the  Bishop 

to  the  172nd  Convention 
of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

The  writer  of  Psalm  16  sang,  "The  lines  have  fallen  for  me  in  pleasant 
places;  yea,  I  have  a  goodly  heritage." 

And  such  is,  I  believe,  our  case.  What  a  pleasant  place  this  is  and 
how  blessed  we  are  to  be  here  and  to  serve  the  Lord  in  North  Carolina. 
The  publication  of  our  history,  from  its  beginnings  in  1701  until  Bishop 
Penick's  death  in  1959,  has  reminded  us  of  our  "goodly  heritage."  From 
those  early,  shaky  beginnings  until  now,  it  is  a  history  of  people 
dedicated  to  their  Lord  and  to  their  Church,  sometimes  on  the  verge  of 
collapse,  but  always  pushing  on,  holding  together. 

The  difficulties  with  the  Church  leaders  in  England,  the  lack  of 
episcopal  presence  and  oversight,  the  procuring  and  financing  of  clergy, 
the  building  of  churches  and  chapels  and  the  incredible  problems  of  com- 
munication and  transportation,  made  the  establishment  of  the  Church  of 
England  in  America  a  slow  and  frustrating  task.  Then,  with  the  Revolu- 
tion, that  establishment— with  its  Tory  clergy  sworn  to  allegiance  to  the 
sovereign  head  of  the  Church— added  flames  to  the  fire  already  created 
by  the  large  number  of  dissenters  in  the  colony. 

Yet  as  Bishop  Cheshire  pointed  out,  "the  rise  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
in  North  Carolina  (at  that  time)  was  in  actuality  a  native  revival  rather 
than  an  imported  creation.  Our  earliest  forebears  had  done  the  work  in 
their  generation." 

I  hope  you  will  get  a  copy  of  the  history,  and  I  hope  you  will  join  me 
in  gratitude  to  Lawrence  Foushee  London  and  Sarah  McCulloh  Lemmon, 
who  edited  it,  and  to  its  authors  and  to  those  who  brought  about  its 
publication. 

It  comes  at  a  good  time. 

You  and  I  are  being  called  in  1988  to  do  for  our  generation,  and  those 
to  come,  our  part.  In  our  ACTS  campaign,  we  are  building  on  the  heritage 
which  has  been  left  us,  and  providing  for  our  children  and  grand- 
children. We  have  not  entered  into  this  campaign  lightly.  Nearly  five 
years  have  been  spent  in  ascertaining  our  needs.  Countless  meetings 
have  been  held  and  each  step  has  been  communicated  to  our  wider  mem- 
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bership.  Still  there  is  something  a  bit  frightening  about  such  a  large 
undertaking. 

Old  mapmakers  wrote  at  the  edges  of  their  maps  a  warning:  "Beyond 
here  there  be  dragons."  Perhaps  that  "be"  so,  but  I  have  a  feeling  that 
beyond  this  campaign  there  "be"  a  new  commitment  to  mission  and  to 
stewardship  for  our  Diocese. 

You  will  be  hearing  more  about  the  ACTS  campaign  at  our  service  of 
celebration,  which  will  close  this  Convention  and  open  officially  the  cam- 
paign. Still,  it  is  the  most  ambitious  and,  I  believe,  important  undertaking 
this  Diocese  has  undertaken  in  our  lifetime.  For  our  youth  and  families 
with  children,  for  the  wide  range  of  mission  beyond  ourselves,  and  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  churches,  this  campaign  will  pro- 
vide the  tools  for  all  of  us  to  use  as  we  approach  a  new  century  in  the  life 
of  the  Church. 

Henry  Lewis,  in  his  fine  chapter  on  the  formation  of  the  Diocese, 
makes  the  point  that:  "An  important  psychological  hurdle  for  North 
Carolina  Episcopalians  was  the  realization  that  Diocese  rather  than 
parish  was  the  vital  unit  in  Church  organization.  That  the  bishop  was 
chief  pastor  of  the  flock,  and  that  the  Convention  had  authority  to 
legislate  for  the  Church  throughout  the  Diocese." 

Of  course  we  still  have  that  hurdle  today.  It  is  estimated  that  60%  of 
our  membership  nationally  in  the  Episcopal  Church  now  comes  from 
people  who  have  come  from  other  churches.  We  need  to  reemphasize 
what  the  Episcopal  Church  is,  and  not  the  least  of  the  good  things  which 
come  from  a  diocesan  campaign  will  be  this  awareness  of  ourselves  as  a 
Diocese  and  not  as  a  group  of  autonomous  congregations.  That  is  what 
our  "goodly  heritage"  is. 

Our  new  history  reminds  us  that  at  his  first  convention  as  Bishop, 
meeting  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston-Salem,  in  1894,  Bishop  Cheshire 
stressed  three  subjects  that  were  to  become  the  focal  points  of  his  ad- 
ministration: the  necessity  for  regarding  the  Diocese  rather  than  the 
parish  as  the  unit  of  the  Church,  the  need  for  missionary  work,  and 
greater  support  for  diocesan  institutions. 

There  were  some  good  signs  of  this  in  our  diocesan  family  this  past 
year. 

We  graduated  and  ordained  our  first  class  of  Vocational  Deacons 
from  our  diocesan  program.  This  is  really  the  revival  of  the  vocational 
diaconate,  for  as  James  S.  Brawley  points  out  in  the  diocesan  history: 
"The  Rev.  Frances  J.  Murdoch,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Salisbury,  reported  to 
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the  convention  of  1883  a  resolution  allowing  the  bishop  to  call  any 
layman  to  the  diaconate,  without  being  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  to 
serve  in  the  parish  at  his  own  expense." 

Frances  Murdoch's  successor  104  years  later,  the  Rev.  Mayo  Little, 
was  president  of  the  Standing  Committee  which  gave  permission  for  the 
ordination  of  the  1987  deacons.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Earl  Brill  and  his  committee 
and  faculty  are  to  be  congratulated,  and  our  four  new  deacons  have  join- 
ed the  two  who  already  were  ordained  under  other  programs  and  are 
hard  at  work.  We  have  also  taken  significant  steps  in  ordaining  women 
and  now  have  at  least  two  who  will  soon  be  rectors  of  parishes,  as  well  as 
19  canonically  resident  women  in  the  Diocese.  Our  recruitment  and 
training  of  black  clergy  is  still  painfully  slow,  yet  we  do  have  two 
seminarians  and  at  least  two  others  starting  the  process.  This  past  year  I 
ordained  one  new  black  priest,  and  we  are  starting  the  search  process  for 
black  clergy  at  St.  Titus  in  Durham  and  Christ  the  King  Center  in 
Charlotte. 

Two  newly  appointed  part-time  coordinators  are  at  work  in  impor- 
tant areas  of  diocesan  life.  Frances  Payne,  of  Greensboro,  is  our  Youth 
Coordinator,  and  Kathy  Beetham  is  the  Coordinator  for  our  ministry  with 
the  deaf.  I  am  especially  grateful  to  the  Rev.  Diane  Corlett  for  chairing 
the  Task  Force  for  Deaf  Work,  which  task  force  will  now  be  a  commis- 
sion, and  will  continue  to  work  with  Ms.  Beetham  and  our  deaf  con- 
gregations. 

Just  as  individual  congregations  are  part  of  our  larger  diocesan  fami- 
ly, so  are  we  part  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  this  country  and  the 
Anglican  Communion  throughout  the  world. 

Our  continuing  companion  relationship  with  Belize  and  our  increas- 
ing interest  in,  and  connection  with,  Central  America,  enable  us  to  act 
out  our  broader  responsibilities.  I  hope  you  are  pleased,  as  I  am,  with  the 
companionship,  and  that  you  will  note  the  extent  to  which  it  has  grown. 
We  are  all  indebted  to  Martha  Alexander  and  her  commission  for  this. 
The  Lambeth  Conference  will  this  summer  bring  together  the  bishops  of 
the  Anglican  Communion  in  England.  While  Bishop  Vest  and  I  will 
represent  you  there,  with  the  help  of  our  Education  and  Training  Com- 
mission we  hope  figuratively  to  take  you  with  us.  Your  concern  and  in- 
volvement in  the  issues  there  can  be  reflected,  and  I  am  glad  that  a 
number  of  our  congregations  are  taking  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 
Through  that  conference  we  will  broaden  our  narrow  parochial  and 
diocesan  vision  to  address  issues  in  the  areas  of  mission  and  ministry, 
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polity  and  theological  concerns,  Christianity  and  the  social  order,  and 
ecumenical  relations.  I  am  grateful  to  you  for  making  it  possible  for  us  to 
go  to  this  conference,  and  I  hope  to  "bring  you  back  from  Lambeth,"  just 
as,  hopefully,  we  will  "take  you  with  us."  Again,  a  world  view  and  a 
sense  of  being  part  of  a  worldwide  communion  are  part  of  our  Anglican 
heritage. 

Here  at  home,  the  General  Convention  will  involve  us  in  national 
issues.  I  have  agreed  to  be  a  nominee  for  the  national  church's  Executive 
Council  at  this  Convention.  Part  of  my  reason  for  wanting  to  serve  is  my 
realization  of  how  valuable  it  has  been  for  us  to  have  Scott  Evans  as  a 
member  these  past  six  years.  She  has  served  well,  and  her  service  has  in- 
formed and  strengthened  us  in  this  Diocese.  If  I  am  elected,  I  will  hope  to 
do  likewise. 

The  question  of  human  sexuality  seems  to  have  dominated  the 
headlines,  beginning  in  the  Diocese  of  Newark  with  a  diocesan  study  and 
an  expression  of  personal  conviction  on  the  part  of  Bishop  Spong.  He  call- 
ed for  the  blessing  of  homosexual  unions  and  unions  of  those  living 
together  outside  marriage.  The  reactions  to  this,  in  retrospect,  were  both 
hasty  and,  in  some  cases,  hurtful.  Since  then,  the  Presiding  Bishop  has 
called  upon  the  Church  to  resist  taking  a  hardline  position  and  to  remain 
open  to  debate  and  discussion,  leading  toward  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention  in  July  and  the  final  report  of  the  commission  considering  the 
whole  matter.  Bishop  Browning  declined  to  take  a  personal,  public  stand 
on  such  matters,  opting  for  a  "model  of  leadership  which  enables  any 
subject  to  be  discussed  among  us  as  long  as  such  discussion  is  within  a 
framework  of  mutual  respect  and  loving-kindness,  which  brings  about  a 
pastoral  response." 

Bishop  Browning  stated  further  that  "We  must  continue  to  uphold, 
affirm  and  do  all  that  we  can  to  support  the  life-long  committed  relation- 
ship of  a  woman  and  man  as  the  ideal  context  for  the  expression  of 
human  sexual  intimacy."  He  admitted,  however,  that  "Many  people  do 
settle  for  relationships  and  sexual  intimacy  outside  the  Church's 
teaching." 

"The  question  before  us  is  how  does  the  Church  minister  to  those 
with,  and  those  outside,  the  Christian  community  who  engage  in  sexual 
intimacy  outside  the  married  state."  Bishop  Browning  called  upon  all  of 
us  to  strive  for  the  grace  to  hear  God's  voice  in  this  discussion  and  to  be 
faithful  to  His  will,  not  merely  bless  the  status  quo. 
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Bishop  Vest  and  I  signed  a  statement  made  by  the  Bishops  of  the  4th 
Province  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  which  was  then  printed  in  The  Com- 
municant. As  with  Bishop  Browning's  statement,  it  affirmed  the  union  of 
male  and  female  in  marriage.  We  agree  with  the  presiding  bishop,  and 
we  reaffirm  that  position.  We  are,  however,  also  aware  that  he  has  asked 
the  Church  to  remain  open  and  to  encourage  study,  debate  and  dialogue. 
We  agree  with  him  and  will  at  our  February  meeting  of  the  4th  Province 
Bishops  ask  our  brother  bishops  to  join  us  in  opening  doors  to  study  and 
discussion.  We  do  not  want  to  short-circuit  what  can  be  a  valuable  time 
of  study  for  the  whole  church.  We  ask  each  of  you  to  remain  open  as  we 
seek  to  develop  moral  and  spiritual  perspectives  in  matters  relating  to 
sexuality  and  family  life. 

Again,  we  are  not  being  asked  to  reject  the  Christian  teaching  on 
marriage  and  sexual  intimacy.  Study  materials  have  been  prepared  by 
the  General  Convention's  Task  Force  on  Human  Sexuality  and  Family 
Life,  and  copies  have  been  sent  to  all  of  our  clergy.  As  your  bishops,  we 
want  to  emphasize  this  study  and  to  encourage  you  to  develop  ways  of 
using  these  materials  in  your  congregation. 

Again  at  home,  I  want  to  commend  our  diocesan  staff.  You  see  and 
hear  from  them  during  the  year,  and  I  know  you  share  my  enthusiasm 
for  the  job  they  are  doing.  Bishop  Vest  continues  to  be  a  colleague  with 
amazing  abilities,  untiring  energies  and  insightful  and  creative  ideas.  It  is 
a  joy  for  Joyce  and  me  to  share  our  ministries  with  Frank  and  Ann,  with 
Letty  Magdanz,  John  Justice,  Neff  Powell,  Jim  Lewis  and  Michelle  Fran- 
cis. We  have  an  excellent  team,  and  I  am  grateful  to  each  of  them  and  to 
our  support  staff  of  secretaries  and  assistants. 

On  a  personal  note,  1987  was  a  year  in  which  our  youngest  daughter 
got  married,  our  son  and  his  wife  had  a  little  girl  (our  third  grand- 
daughter), I  passed  the  35th  year  of  my  ordination  to  the  diaconate,  and 
in  September  turned  60! 

I  would  like  to  think  that  your  Diocesan  House  staff  and  I  could  end 
one  year  and  begin  another  with  the  compliment  the  Quakers  pay  one 
another:  "Friend,  thee  has  been  used."  That  is  what  I  would  try  to  judge 
each  year  by,  and  I  hope  it  has  been  true  for  1987.

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Address  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop 

to  the  172nd  Convention 
of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

Brothers  and  Sisters  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

I  am  privileged  to  have  an  opportunity  to  address  you.  It  continues  to 
be  a  joy  to  be  able  to  serve  you  and  to  serve  with  you  as  your  Suffragan 
Bishop.  It  is  a  privilege  and  a  pleasure  to  work  with  Bishop  Estill,  with  an 
extraordinarily  able  Diocesan  House  staff,  a  remarkable  group  of  ordained 
men  and  women,  and  with  the  faithful  lay  persons  who  make  up  this  ex- 
citing Diocese. 

I  want  to  tell  you  about  a  group  of  people  who  were  among  the  most 
mournful  and  pitiful  people  whom  the  world  has  ever  seen— the  colony 
of  Jews  who  were  gathered  in  Babylonia  during  the  6th  century  B.C. 
They  were  proud  people  from  a  once  proud  nation— and  both  people  and 
nation  had  fallen  upon  hard  times.  Babylonia,  the  ascendant  world 
power,  under  the  brilliant  direction  of  Nebuchadnessar,  had  completely 
overcome  the  Jewish  nation.  In  the  year  598  the  Southern  Kingdom  had 
been  invaded  and  many  of  the  people  deported  to  Babylonia;  eleven 
years  later,  with  the  fall  and  destruction  of  Jerusalem,  the  deportation 
and  the  humiliation  were  complete. 

The  people  were  settled  as  aliens  and  outcasts  on  the  banks  of  the 
river  Chebar— which  was  actually  a  large  canal  which  brought  water 
from  the  Euphrates  to  the  desert  land  which  we  now  call  Iraq. 

Try  to  imagine  the  hopelessness  and  lostness  of  these  people: 
uprooted  from  their  homes,  and  from  their  land;  families  separated; 
stripped  of  their  dignity;  deprived  of  any  meaningful  future;  and  depen- 
dent upon  the  good  graces  of  the  despised  Babylonians. 

Their  world  was  upside  down— there  was  no  orientation.  There  is  a 
Psalm  from  this  period  of  exile  which  portrays  their  plight.  A  portion  of 
the  137th  Psalm  reads: 

By  the  waters  of  Babylon  we  sat  down  and  wept, 
when  we  remembered  thee  O  Sion. 

As  for  our  harps,  we  hanged  them  up  upon  the  trees 
that  are  therein. 
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For  they  that  led  us  away  captive,  required  of  us 
then  a  song,  and  melody  in  our  heaviness:  Sing  us 
one  of  the  Songs  of  Sion. 

How  shall  we  sing  the  Lord's  song  in  a  strange  land? 

How  indeed  do  you  sing  the  Lord's  song  in  a  strange  land?  How  do 
you  sing  the  Lord's  song  when  the  familiar  is  gone,  and  you  feel  forsaken 
and  forlorn?  A  most  amazing  thing  had  happened  to  the  people  of 
Israel— at  a  time  when  they  needed  God  as  perhaps  they  never  had 
before,  they  found  that  they  could  not  worship  Him;  they  could  not 
recapture  the  old  closeness;  they  were  wandering  not  only  in  physical  ex- 
ile, but  in  spiritual  exile. 

They  could  not  handle  the  change.  For  them  God  was  only  to  be 
found  in  Jerusalem,  only  worshipped  in  the  Temple.  Their  world  was  up- 
side down;  they  were  in  crisis;  and  the  Lord's  song  would  not  come  to 
their  lips. 

As  the  20th  century  begins  to  come  to  a  close,  as  we  stand  only 
twelve  years  from  the  brink  of  the  21st  century,  there  are  many  who  find 
an  affinity  with  the  exiles  in  Babylonia,  for  this  world  has  indeed  become 
a  "Strange  Land."  Margaret  Mead  said  one  time  that  the  only  people  who 
really  are  native  to  any  culture  are  the  very  young— because  they  have 
never  known  anything  else.  For  the  rest  of  us,  the  accelerated  changes 
and  confusions  of  our  world  casts  us  into  exile. 

Internationally,  nothing  is  predictable.  Old  enemies  are  now  staunch 
allies;  old  friends  are  now  suspect  or  outright  hostile.  Nations  that  didn't 
even  exist  forty  years  ago,  are  now  attempting  to  have  some  form  of  self- 
determination  and  corporate  national  life— and  some  are  tinderboxes 
which  could  ignite  the  whole  world.  Indeed  the  threat  of  nuclear  war  is 
one  that  hangs  over  us  with  an  increasingly  alarming  menace. 

The  economy  is  a  rollercoaster  source  of  fear  and  insecurity— where 
none  of  the  old  rules  seem  to  apply  any  more. 

Our  technology  is  exploding  geometrically,  and  our  ability  to  keep  up 
with  it  is  progressing  only  arithmetically  (if  that).  The  technology  in  every 
area  of  life  is  far  beyond  our  ability  to  cope  with  it— experientially,  moral- 
ly, ethically  or  intellectually.  There  were  a  hundred  years  between 
Copernicus  and  Galileo.  And  now  it  seems  that  we  have  Copernican  and 
Galilean  discoveries  at  the  rate  of  several  a  year. 

The  Church  finds  itself  being  cast  into  strange  new  lands  as  it 
wrestles  with  issues  such  as  we  struggled  with  yesterday  after- 
noon—issues of  peace  and  justice;  issues  of  human  sexuality.  These 
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issues  cry  out  for  prophetic  witness— and  yet,  in  many  cases,  these  are 
issues  which  lead  into  uncharted  ground;  that  lead  us  to  the  edge  of  that 
map  to  which  Bishop  Estill  referred,  and  beyond  which  dragons  may  in- 
deed lurk.  And  yet,  faithfulness  to  the  gospel  compels  us  to  venture  into 
these  lands,  even  though  they  be  filled  with  uncertainty  and  anxiety.  We 
need  to  listen  to  each  other  with  sensitivity  and  charity— as  I  think  we  did 
Thursday  night  and  yesterday  afternoon.  Our  job  is  to  discover,  not  what 
our  tightly  held  opinions  are,  but  to  attempt  to  discern  what  is  indeed 
God's  will  for  us  in  this  world  of  His. 

It's  a  strange  land— the  familiar  and  the  predictable  is  simply  no 
longer  there.  And  many  in  today's  world— and  an  increasing  number  in 
the  world  to  come,  I  believe,  will  be  able  to  understand  the  question  that 
was  raised  so  long  ago  in  ancient  Babylonia— "How  can  we  sing  the 
Lord's  song  in  a  strange  land?" 

The  second  Isaiah  strode  into  that  6th  century  B.C.  strange  land  and 
presented  them  with  a  message  of  hope. 

Comfort  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people,  saith  your  God.  Speak  ye  comfortably 
to  Jerusalem,  and  cry  unto  her  that  her  warfare  is  accomplished,  that  her  ini- 
quity is  pardoned,  for  she  hath  received  of  the  Lord's  hand  double  for  all  her 
sins. 

Every  valley  shall  be  lifted  up;  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be  made 
low;  and  the  crooked  shall  be  made  straight;  and  the  rough  places  plain; 

And  the  Glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  revealed  and  all  flesh  shall  see  it 
together:  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  has  spoken  it. 

The  essence  of  Isaiah's  message  was  given  600  years  later  to  the 
disciples  by  our  Lord  who,  prior  to  entering  His  own  strange  land  of 
crucifixion,  promised  them,  "I  will  not  leave  you  comfortless;  I  will  come 
to  you.  Let  not  your  hearts  be  troubled,  neither  let  them  be  afraid." 

Slowly,  but  inexorably,  the  Jews  of  the  Babylonian  exile  and  the 
disciples  of  Jesus  Christ  came  to  understand  what  Isaiah  and  Jesus  were 
saying— and  in  both  cases  the  realization  gave  life  and  power  and 
freedom  and  restful  hearts.  God  wasn't  promising  them  that  they  would 
not  be  entering  any  strange  lands— nor  does  God  make  that  promise  to 
us.  The  promise  is  that  He  will  always  be  in  the  land  before  us  and  pre- 
sent with  us.  It  is  that  assurance  that  causes  the  Lord's  song  to  well  up  in 
our  hearts. 

It  is  in  this  context  that  I  want  to  talk  about  the  ACTS  Campaign— A 
Celebration  Through  Stewardship. 
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It  is  the  church's  joy  and  obligation  to  help  exiles  learn  how  to  sing 
the  Lord's  song.  In  order  to  be  able  to  teach  that  song,  it  has  to  be  firmly 
implanted  in  our  own  hearts  and  voices.  When  all  is  said  and  done,  the 
ACTS  Campaign  is  simply  a  method  of  providing  the  tools  to  allow  us  to 
do  that. 

The  youth  facility  at  the  Conference  Center  will  provide  the  context 
and  the  setting  in  which  countless  numbers  of  children  and  young  people 
will  be  able  to  come,  be  fed,  and  be  taught  how  to  sing  the  Lord's  song. 
There  are  so  many  songs  competing  for  the  attention  and  the  commit- 
ment of  our  children  and  young  people,  that  it  is  absolutely  imperative 
that  we  provide  them  with  the  Lord's  song,  in  order  that  they  may  ap- 
propriate it  as  their  own  song.  In  addition  to  the  care  and  nurture  and 
education  of  our  own  Episcopal  young  people,  we  will  reach  out  to  all 
sorts  and  conditions  of  children  and  young  persons  through  that  facility. 
It  is  planned  and  dreamed  that  this  facility  would  also  be  a  center  of 
outreach  to  the  physically  and  emotionally  disabled,  and  to  the 
economically  deprived— all  of  whom  are  wandering  in  some  very 
frightening  and  strange  lands. 

Through  the  Diocesan  Fund  for  Christian  Outreach,  we  have  the  op- 
portunity to  reach  out  to  the  poor,  the  dispossessed,  the  oppressed,  in 
ways  that  will  provide  new  life  and  new  hope  for  those  who  find 
themselves  wandering  in  various  kinds  of  exiles.  The  priorities  for 
outreach  were  established  by  our  Christian  Social  Ministries  Commis- 
sion, and  the  breadth  of  the  various  kinds  of  needs  that  will  be  met 
through  this  fund  is  both  exciting  and  creative. 

And  finally,  we  want  to  have  the  capability  to  provide  for  the  mis- 
sionary expansion  of  congregations  within  this  Diocese,  and  for  equally 
important  assistance  to  already  existing  congregations.  A  congregation,  a 
local  gathering  of  the  members  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  is  the  locus  within 
which  we  gather  weekly  to  sing  the  Lord's  song,  to  teach  the  Lord's  song 
to  our  children  and  to  those  whom  we  have  brought  in  to  hear  it  for  the 
first  time,  and  to  learn  how  to  go  forth  from  that  place  and  teach  that  song 
to  the  rest  of  the  world.  A  congregation  is  a  base  camp,  to  which  people 
come  for  worship,  support,  education  and  nurture,  and  then  from  which 
they  go  forth  into  the  world  to  preach  the  gospel,  and  to  minister  in  the 
Lord's  name  to  even  "the  least  of  Christ's  brethren." 

Let  me  say  something  that  might  sound  peculiar  to  you.  Perhaps  it  is 
a  good  thing  that  we  continually  find  ourselves  going  from  one  strange 
land  to  another.  We  tend  to  equate  the  presence  of  God  with  the  familiar, 
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and  we  human  beings,  from  the  beginning  of  time,  have  substituted 
some  strange  idols  for  God.  It  was  the  heresy  of  the  6th  century  B.C.,  and 
I  believe  it  to  be  the  heresy  of  the  20th  century;  and  I  fear  it  will  continue 
to  be  the  heresy  of  the  21st  century. 

We  depend  on  things:  institutions,  alliances,  bombs,  stocks  and 
bonds;  and  we  also  depend  on  people— we  look  to  these  things  for  our 
security  and  our  salvation,  and  security  and  salvation  are  simply  not  to  be 
found  among  those  things  or  those  people.  Our  ultimate  security  and 
salvation,  when  all  is  said  and  done,  will  be  found  only  in  God.  And,  if 
we  are  seduced  into  lodging  our  dependence  anywhere  else,  then  we  are 
doomed. 

This  is  the  Biblical  record.  Abraham  and  Sarah,  Miriam  and  Moses, 
the  Prophets,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  were  all  thrust  out  of  the  familiar 
and  the  comfortable,  and  they,  and  countless  others,  went  out  into 
strange  lands.  And  there,  to  their  utter  amazement,  they  did  not  lose 
God— they  found  Him! 

How  can  you  sing  the  Lord's  song  in  a  strange  land?  We  must  learn 
how  to  do  it,  because— it  is  the  only  song  worth  singing!

Address  of  the  Retired  Bishop 

to  the  172nd  Convention 
of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

Although  my  plans  for  continuing  education,  a  walking  trip  through 
England  and  another  through  Ireland  did  not  all  work  out  as  I  had  hoped, 
I  honestly  believe  that  I  can  say  that  1987  was  a  good  year. 

When  you  go  on  trips  that  require  some  physical  conditioning,  you 
are  often  required  to  present  a  letter  of  consent  from  your  doctor.  In  late 
February  or  early  March  our  family  doctor  urged  me  to  have  a  check  up 
on  a  prostatectomy  I  had  14  years  ago.  I  was  checked  at  the  Medical 
Center  where  I  had  the  surgery  and  was  told  that  all  was  well.  My  family 
doctor  felt  that  it  might  be  wise  to  have  another  opinion.  A  second 
Medical  Center  was  dubious  and  wanted  a  biopsy.  In  the  meantime  I  at- 
tended an  exciting  conference  on  the  Rule  of  Benedict.  One  Abbot  was  in 
attendance,  several  others  visited  with  us;  all  who  attended,  about  20 
clergy  and  laity,  were  very  serious.  The  highlight  for  me  was  to  meet  and 
spend  a  week  with  Brother  Patrick  Hart,  friend  of  Thomas  Merton,  who 
now  collects  and  is  a  consultant  on  Merton' s  papers.  He  had  worked  on 
The  Asian  Journal  which  I  have  read  over  and  over.  He  knew  all  about  the 
accidental  death  of  Merton.  He  was  aware  of  Merton' s  interest  in  Eastern 
religions,  especially  Buddhism,  and  most  important  of  all  was  willing  to 
talk  about  these  subjects.  It  was  a  great  and  unforgettable  experience. 

At  my  family  doctor's  urging  I  finally  consented  to  a  biopsy.  No 
cancer  cells  were  found  but  they  still  wanted  to  do  further  exploratory 
surgery.  There  was  no  way.  I  was  off  to  England  and  as  I  hoped  later  to 
Ireland  and  suggested  that  I  would  be  in  touch  with  them  in  October. 
There  was  great  objection  from  all  quarters  but  in  three  days  I  was  on 
British  Airways.  I  wouldn't  have  missed  the  next  two  weeks  for 
anything.  There  were  7  of  us.  We  lived  in  a  renovated  18th-century 
English  Inn  in  a  village  with  100  permanent  residents.  It  rained  every 
day.  Each  morning  after  a  hearty  breakfast  we  gathered  our  rain  gear  and 
were  on  our  way.  This  was  the  Lake  District,  so  familiar  to  Wordsworth, 
Coleridge  and  Scott.  The  mountains  were  not  high,  about  3-4  thousand 
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feet.  The  country  is  gorgeous.  It  looks  like  God  make  it  with  his  own 
hands,  set  it  down  and  it  has  remained  untouched  to  this  day.  Before  din- 
ner we  had  refreshments  and  lectures  by  native  professionals  who  knew 
the  area,  its  history  and  geology  like  the  back  of  their  hands. 

I  had  forgotten  about  cancer  until  the  next  to  the  last  day.  I  packed 
and  did  a  12-mile  hike  from  Windemere  to  Grasmere  in  a  pouring  rain 
and  strong  winds.  I  had  to  hike  behind  the  stone  walls  to  rest  and  found 
refuge  under  a  little  bridge  to  eat  lunch.  I  returned  to  the  Inn  a  little  tired 
but  undaunted.  After  a  double  sherry  and  a  hot  bath,  I  was  reborn  and 
knew  that  I  had  no  cancer. 

When  I  returned  to  Raleigh  the  doctors  got  after  me  again.  So  after 
holding  services  for  two  Sundays  at  St.  Michaels' s,  I  quietly  entered  the 
hospital.  The  results  were  a  positive  malignancy  that  had  matastasized  to 
several  parts  of  my  body,  mainly  the  lungs.  The  time  for  a  decision  had 
arrived  and  I  checked-4nto-Dukc  Medical  Center.  Duke  was  not-a-strange 
place  to  me.  For  nearly  seven  years  I  had  been  a  chaplain  to  cancer  pa- 
tients. The  tests  began  with  high-tech  pictures,  a  biopsy  of  the  left  lung 
and  a  treatment  program  to  which  the  doctor  and  I  could  agree.  By  this 
time  I  was  on  a  roller  coaster  and  somewhat  of  a  basket  case.  The  details 
are  unimportant.  After  ten  weeks  I  came  to  the  place  where  I  had  for  me 
only  one  live  option.  I  am  grateful  to  all  the  health  care  people,  especially 
my  surgeon  and  his  staff. 

I  knew  about  coping  and  taking  control  of  your  life  for  I  had  tried  to 
teach  these  to  hundreds  of  patients  and  their  families.  But  I  had  three 
valuable  learnings. 

(1)  My  need  for  special  support.  There  were  two  people:  a  chaplain 
and  friend  who  had  actively  served  the  sick  at  Duke  for  30  years,  and  a 
woman  Oncology  Recreation  Therapist  also  trained  by  Hospice  with 
whom  I  had  worked  for  almost  six  years.  They  consented  to  stay  in  touch 
with  me  separately  and  at  least  once  a  week.  They  were  to  help  me 
evaluate  how  I  was  dealing  with  my  illness  and  family. 

(2)  I  discovered,  as  all  I  have  said  is  evidence,  that  my  natural  coping 
mechanism  had  always  been  one  of  positive  denial. 

(3)  I  knew  about  love— family,  sexual,  brotherly  and  love  of  self. 
I  knew  how  to  love  the  sick,  the  poor,  the  dying. 

I  knew  about  the  love  of  God  as  taught  and  understood  in  Bible 
Sacraments. 
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But  I  learned  about  the  power  of  healing  love.  It  was  expressed  dif- 
ferently by  my  doctor  and  hospital  staff,  by  family,  friends,  fellow 
bishops.  Bishop  Browning  called  me  three  times  but  I  only  heard  him 
once  for  I  was  out  of  it  most  of  the  time.  I  didn't  have  to  hear  him  or 
anyone  else— I  could  feel  the  power  of  that  healing  love.  It  didn't  cure  my 
illness,  but  it  did  and  it  does  heal.  The  power  of  healing  love. 

Often  I  find  myself  saying— I  will  thank  God  with  all  my  heart,  for 
ever  and  ever.

Summary  Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons 

The  report  from  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  to  the 
1988  Convention  of  the  Diocese  will  include  the  following  components: 

Parti 

A.  Amendments  to  the  Articles  of  the  Constitution  to  be  proposed  on 
Second  Reading,  having  been  passed  on  First  Reading  by  the  1987  Con- 
vention. (Ref.  1987  Journal,  pp.  214-16] 

B.  Amendments  to  canons  to  use  "enrolled  confirmed  adult  com- 
municants in  good  standing"  language  that  is  consistent  with  the  amend- 
ed Articles  in  Part  LA.,  above.  (Ref.  1986  Journal,  pp.  264-70) 

C.  Amendments  to  canons  to  be  proposed  on  the  following  subjects: 
—The  role  of  the  Trustees 

—Registers  and  reports  of  services  performed  by  clergy 

—The  Bishop's  presence  at  interviews  of  ordination  candidates  with 
the  Commission  on  Ministry 

—Eliminating  the  title  of  "Registrar,"  and  clarifying  the  functions  of 
the  Historiographer,  Department  of  Records  and  History,  and  Diocesan 
Archives 

—Setting  minimum  procedure  standards  for  meetings  of  parish  and 
mission  vestries. 

Part  II 

Amendments  to  Articles  of  the  Constitution  to  be  proposed  on  First 
Reading,  and  to  the  canons,  which  would  change  personal  pronouns  to 
gender-neutral  language. 

Part  III 

Amendments  to  Articles  XIII  and  XIV,  to  be  proposed  on  First 
Reading,  to  authorize  our  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  to 
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make  editorial  revisions  to  our  legislation  without  prior  action  by  the 
Convention.  Such  changes  would  be  reported  to  the  subsequent  Conven- 
tion and  would  stand,  as  changed,  in  the  absence  of  disapproval  by  that 
Convention. 

Other  Business  of  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons 

The  1987  Convention  passed  "Resolution  Number  One"  from  the 
Committee  on  Disability  Concerns  (Ref.  1987  Journal  p.  286)  which  re- 
quires that  all  diocesan  conventions  be  held  in  a  facility/center  where  the 
accommodations  are  accessible  to  people  with  mobility  impairments. 
The  Convention  then  acted  to  refer  this  resolution  to  the  Commission  on 
Constitution  and  Canons.  On  consideration  of  the  matter,  the  Commis- 
sion decided  against  framing  a  special  canon  or  Rule  of  Order  on  the  sub- 
ject. We  believe  that  the  subject  of  restricting  sites  considered  for 
Diocesan  Conventions  to  those  that  are  accessible  to  people  with  mobility 
impairments  should  be  the  concern  of  the  Commission  on  the  Dispatch 
of  Business  which  is  responsible  for  determining  where  Diocesan  Con- 
ventions shall  be  held.  The  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
therefore  respectfully  requests  that  it  be  discharged  from  further  con- 
sideration of  the  matter  of  "Resolution  Number  One",  and  that  the  Com- 
mission on  Dispatch  of  Business  be  asked  to  include  the  above- 
mentioned  Resolution  in  the  permanent  record  of  its  policy  and  pro- 
cedures. 

The  1987  Convention  passed  a  Resolution  on  "Broadening  the  Scope 
of  Work  for  the  Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church"  (Ref.  1987 Jour- 
nal, p.  296),  which  called  on  our  Commission,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Diocesan  Council,  to  propose  an  amendment  to  Canon  12,  Section  3,  so 
as  to  specify  that  the  Commission:  1)  would  "include  [in  its  report]  a 
review  of  the  Church's  life  and  ministry  in  this  diocese  at  the  congrega- 
tional level,  identifying  diocesan  strengths  and  weaknesses,"  and  2) 
would  be  composed  of  three  clergy  and  three  lay  members  serving  three- 
year  rotating  terms. 

Our  Commission  studied  the  present  mandate  and  membership  of  th 
Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church  (Canon  12,  Section  3.)  We  note 
that  the  wording  is  already  sufficient  to  include  the  review  desired  in  the 
Resolution.  Our  Commission  also,  and  from  its  own  experience,  finds 
continuity  of  Commission  membership  of  substantial  value,  and  we  note 
that  there  is  nothing  now  that  prevents  the  Bishop,  who  appoints 
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members  to  all  Diocesan  Comissions,  from  appointing  members  to  the 
State  of  the  Church  Commission  for  three,  or  even  more  years. 

The  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  however,  has  received 
no  advice  from  the  Diocesan  Council  in  regard  to  this  Resolution.  We  fur- 
ther note  that  the  Council's  structure  has  been  changed  by  the  creation  of 
its  new  Department  of  Planning  and  Review,  which  presumably  will 
enable  the  Council  to  follow  its  mandated  functions  outlined  in  Canon 
15,  Section  5,  and  Canon  17,  Section  1,  2. 

Because  of  remedies  already  available  to  serve  the  interests  of  the 
Resolution,  therefore,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  advice  on  the  matter 
from  the  Diocesan  Council,  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
respectfully  requests  that  it  be  discharged  from  further  consideration  of 
the  matter  of  proposing  amendments  to  Canon  12,  Section  3. 

As  you  may  have  noted,  certain  changes  in  format  by  our  Commis- 
sion appear  in  the  printing  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  bound  with 
the  1987  Journal- 
Pages  are  numbered  sparately  from  those  in  the  rest  of  the  Journal, 
and  they  appear  on  paper  of  a  different  color  in  order  to  indicate  that  the 
Constitution,  Canons  and  Rules  of  Order  exist  as  a  separate  document. 
Parenthesized  references  to  the  year  that  a  portion  of  a  canon  was 
last  amended  have  been  found  confusing  and  have  been  omitted.  In- 
stead, a  canon  that  was  enacted  or  amended  at  the  most  recent  Conven- 
tion is  so  noted  under  its  title. 

Finally,  Articles  of  the  Constitution  for  which  amendments  have 
been  approved  on  First  Reading  and  which  are  therefore  subject  to  Se- 
cond Reading  at  the  next  Convention,  are  so  noted  under  their  titles,  and 
with  appropriate  references  to  the  pages  in  the  Journal  where  the  amend- 
ed texts  as  proposed  may  be  found. 

The  Commission  has  received  a  request  from  the  Small  Church  Com- 
mission to  repeal  Canon  19,  Section  6  (d).  This  minimum  standard  re- 
quires that,  in  order  to  remain  in  union  with  the  Convention,  a  mission 
will  have  to  maintain  an  average  of  at  least  20  adult  communicants  dur- 
ing the  preceding  three  years,  or  during  the  term  of  its  union  with  Con- 
vention if  less  than  three  years.  But  this  standard  does  not  apply  to  mis- 
sions in  union  with  the  Convention  prior  to  February  1,  1987. 

This  minimum  standard  was  enacted  by  the  1987  Convention  in  re- 
sponse to  a  recommendation  of  the  Special  Committee  to  Study  Diocesan 
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Policy  Concerning  Parishes  and  Missions,  and  which  may  be  found  on 
pages  1 15  and  1 16  of  the  1987  Journal.  Our  Commission  has  reviewed  the 
rationale  underlying  this  minimum  standard  and  agrees  with  it.  The 
Commission  has  received  the  amendment  of  Canon  21,  Section  5  being 
proposed  by  the  Small  Church  Commission.  We  recommend  that  this 
Resolution  not  be  passed  by  the  Convention.

Report  of  the  Kanuga  Conferences 

It  has  clearly  been  a  successful  year  for  Kanuga  in  every  way.  The  center 
has  made  many  improvements  and  additions  to  its  physical  plant,  the 
programs  it  sponsors  are  being  well  received  and  attended  by  persons 
from  many  states,  and  its  reputation  for  quality  service,  especially  to  the 
Episcopal  Church  and  its  people,  continues  to  grow.  Some  significant 
events  were: 

—The  healthy  growth  of  the  Edgar  Hartley,  Jr.,  Program  Endow- 
ment; a  memorial  to  the  previous  Executive  Director,  the  fund  will  pro- 
vide scholarship  assistance  for  Kanuga  Conferences  and  support  for  the 
Program  Committee's  work. 

— Rannie  Townsend's  becoming  Kanuga's  second  full-time  Director 
of  Program  in  March. 

—Clark  Plexico's  joining  the  staff  as  Director  of  Promotion  in  April 
and  Sandy  Lynch's  return  as  Director  of  Maintence  in  September. 

—Moving  into  a  6800  square  foot  administration  building,  which  af- 
fords the  staff— for  the  first  time— both  adequate  and  comfortable  work- 
ing space. 

—The  announcement  of  three  major  memorial  gifts— the  Neill  En- 
trance Park  (for  Bob  Neill  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston-Salem|,  the 
Flanagan  Center  (in  the  Chapel's  undercroft,  a  meeting  room  for  up  to 
100  with  adjacent  small  group  rooms),  and  the  Minkler  Grove  (five 
classroom  buildings  with  nearby  restrooms,  renovated  and  landscaped 
for  groups  of  40  to  75  in  each  building). 

—The  magnificent  challenge  gift  from  Mrs.  Harry  L.  Fox  of  Atlanta 
to  construct  a  lakefront  activities  building  to  be  opened  in  June  1988  at 
Camp  Kanuga  for  Boys  and  Girls. 

—Another  year  of  good  attendance  beginning  with  the  Vestry  Con- 
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ference  in  January  and  concluding  with  Winterlight  XII  in  December, 
altogether  hosting  36  Kanuga  programs,  71  church  groups,  and  97  other 
client  organizations,  a  total  of  19,133  persons,  spending  67,153  guest  days. 

—The  National  (which  became  international)  Symposium  on  Faith 
Development  in  Young  Children,  an  ecumenical  effort  attracting 
representatives  from  18  religious  bodies  and  featuring  as  principal 
speakers  the  nation's  foremost  figures  in  the  field. 

In  making  this  report,  we  express  gratitude  to  the  many  parishes  and 
ECW  chapters  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  which  make  annual  gifts 
that  are  so  very  important  to  the  continuing  effort  for  this  good  place.  At 
the  same  time,  we  have  to  admit  disappointment  that  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  policy  excludes  line  items  of  gift  support  for  specific 
places  and  institutions  like  Kanuga.  A  grant  from  the  diocese,  which 
could  be  counted  upon  each  year,  would  give  the  center  a  budgetary 
boost,  but  as  importantly,  the  endorsement  of  the  largest  of  Kanuga's 
parent  Carolina  dioceses  could  mean  so  much  to  those  who  serve  at  and 
for  Kanuga.

Report  of  the  Historiographer 

The  Historiographer  has  worked  closely  with  the  Department  of 
Records  and  History  and  the  Archivist  Michelle  Francis  to  build  a  strong 
history  and  heritage  foundation  for  the  Diocese.  Within  the  year  the 
Historiographer  has: 

—Published  extensively  in  The  Communicant  with  the  avowed  pur- 
pose of  bringing  to  the  Diocese  parts  of  its  heritage. 

—Aided  in  obtaining  the  important  Rev.  John  Norton  Atkins  Papers 
concerning  Episcopal  missionaries  in  the  western  mountains  for  the  Ar- 
chives. 

—Aided  in  acquiring  Bishop  Thomas  Fraser's  40  boxes  of  papers  for 
the  Archives. 

—Developed  a  Master  File  Index  of  Diocesan  history  sources. 

—Helped  edit  parts  of  the  new  Diocesan  History  and  assembled  the 
Bibliography. 

—Answered  numerous  letters  concerning  the  history  of  the  Diocese. 

—Worked  with  the  Department  of  Records  and  History  and  the  Ar- 
chivist in  planning  the  Parish  Historians  Organization. 
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—Taught,  along  with  the  Archivist,  a  history  workshop  at  St.  Mary's 
College  and  along  with  the  Archivist  entertained  Dr.  Nell  Bellamy,  Na- 
tional Episcopal  Church  Archivist  from  Austin,  Texas. 

—Spoke  at  the  yearly  celebration  of  the  Committee  of  St.  John's  at  St. 
John's  Church,  Williamsboro,  N.C. 

—Sent  the  Committee  of  St.  John's  Church  historical  information  on 
the  origin  of  St.  John's  Church. 

—Outlined  the  Episcopate  of  Bishop  Baker  for  future  publication  and 
reference. 

—Along  with  the  Archivist  set  up  the  Parish  histories  project  which 
will  be  complete  in  two  years. 

—Began  a  new  mailing  of  a  Historiographer's  Newsletter  citing 
recently  acquired  historical  materials. 

—Developed  a  Historiographer's  logo  and  stationery  for  the  Diocese. 

—Mailed  a  list  of  reviewers  of  historical  works  to  the  Rev.  Harrison 
Simons  and  to  the  Publicity  Committee  for  the  new  Diocesan  History. 

The  Historiographer  plans  to  attend  the  National  Episcopal  Church 
Historiographers'  Convention  in  New  Orleans,  summer  1988.  The 
Diocese  has  established  a  new  travel  fund  for  the  Historiographer  to  at- 
tend the  meeting.  The  fund  pays  only  a  small  portion  of  the  cost. 

At  present  the  Historiographer  is  working  on  the  origin  of  North 
Carolina  Colonial  parishes. 

The  Historiographer  has  received  wonderful  cooperation  from  the 
Bishops,  the  Department  of  Records  and  History,  the  Archivist,  and  all 
those  Parish  historians  working  away  on  their  individual  histories.  Dr. 
Nell  Bellamy  stated,  "You  [the  Diocese]  are  far  ahead  of  most  other 
Dioceses  in  what  you  are  doing  in  our  history  and  heritage."

The  annual  homecoming,  commemorating  the  147th  year  since  the  con- 
secration, was  held  on  Aug.  30,  1987.  The  communion  service  from  The 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  (1789)  was  used.  This  book  was  in  use  when  the 
church  was  consecrated  in  1840.  The  celebrant  was  the  Rev.  Royal 
Dedrick,  St.  Matthew's,  Salisbury,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Paul  Tunkle,  St. 
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Luke's,  Salisbury,  and  the  Rev.  Willis  Rosenthal,  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Cooleemee.  Special  music  was  provided  by  an  antique  pump 
organ  and  a  hammer  dulcimer.  After  the  picnic  under  the  oaks,  the  Order 
of  Holy  Baptism  was  administered  by  the  Rev.  Claude  Collins,  St. 
George's,  Woodleaf.  The  candidate  for  Holy  Baptism  is  a  fourth  genera- 
tion member  of  a  St.  Andrew's-St.  George's  family. 

St.  Andrew's  is  included  on  a  list  of  historic  properties  in  Rowan 
County.  Tour  groups,  including  school  classes  studying  North  Carolina 
history,  visit  regularly.  A  historical  highway  marker  has  been  purchased 
to  designate  the  location  and  significance  of  St.  Andrew's.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  report  the  following  actions  taken  by  them 
as  Trustees  since  the  adjournment  of  the  One  Hundred  Seventieth  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese: 

Jan.  23,  1987:  The  Trustees  delivered  a  deed  of  trust  to  James  R. 
Bryant,  Trustee  for  Southern  National  Bank  of  North  Carolina  securing 
note  in  the  sum  of  $250,000  executed  by  St.  Margaret's  Episcopal 
Church,  Providence  Township,  Mecklenburg  County,  conveying  4.53 
acres  in  Providence  Township,  that  being  the  property  conveyed  to  the 
Trustees  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Margaret's  Mission  by  the  Vestry  of  Christ 
Church,  Charlotte. 

May  1,  1987:  The  Trustees  conveyed  lands  held  for  the  benefit  of 
Christ  Church  Parish,  Albemarle,  described  in  Deed  Books  106,  Page  167 
and  Book  115,  Page  38  Stanley  County  Registry  to  Christ  Episcopal 
Church  Parish,  Albemarle,  North  Carolina,  the  mission  congregation 
having  become  a  parish. 

May  10,  1987:  The  Trustees  conveyed  land  in  Fayetteville  to  the 
Diocese  of  East  Carolina.  The  land  conveyed  had  been  conveyed  to  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  prior  to  the  formation  of  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina. 

June  18,  1987:  The  Trustees  conveyed  Lots  7  and  8,  Block  46,  Map  of 
Mayodan  (property  of  the  Piedmont  Land  and  Manufacturing  Company) 
to  Jerry  Glenn  Kallam  and  wife,  Faye  Gonn  Kallam  for  the  sum  of 
$50,000.00;  the  net  sale  price  was  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
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Diocese  for  investment  in  the  trust  funds  of  the  Diocese;  the  Mission  con- 
gregation of  Mayodan  is  to  receive  the  income  from  said. 

June  23,  1987:  The  Trustees  executed  a  sewer  easement  10  feet  in 
width,  35.12  feet  in  length  over  property  on  Jefferson  Road  held  for  the 
benefit  of  St.  Barnabas  Mission,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  James  R.  Smutney. 

July  2,  1987:  The  Trustees  executed  an  easement  to  the  Town  of  Tar- 
boro  over  land  adjacent  to  Hendricks  Creek  over  which  a  drainage 
system  20  feet  in  width  will  be  constructed.  The  Church  may  use  the  pro- 
perty for  any  lawful  purpose  except  building  thereon.  The  sale  price  be- 
ing capital  funds,  the  use  of  the  principal  will  require  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Aug.  5,  1987:  The  Trustees  authorized  the  payment  of  $1,000  for  an 
option  granted  by  Dr.  Robert  L.  Phillips  to  buy  eight  acres  of  land  adjoin- 
ing the  Conference  Center  for  $85,000.  Dr.  Phillips  will  contribute 
$15,000  toward  the  purchase  price. 

Sept.  1,  1987:  The  Trustees  executed  deed  conveying  a  tract  of  land  in 
Franklinton,  N.C.,  60  by  100  feet  in  area,  to  Leslie  T.  Guiffrida  for  the 
sum  of  $2,500. 

The  Trustees  attach  a  list  of  Trusts  held  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  with  the  values  thereof.

Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Christian  Social  Ministries 

During  1987,  CSM  has  continued  to  carry  out  existing  programs  and  in- 
itiate new  ones.  A  few  of  the  highlights  are  as  follows: 

1.  I  came  on  board  as  the  new  Director  in  March.  Over  the  past  10 
months,  I  have  traveled  almost  15,000  miles  visiting  parishes  and  getting 
to  know  the  diocese.  My  schedule  has  been  full  with  preaching,  teaching, 
networking  with  people,  inside  and  outside  the  Episcopal  Church.  On 
top  of  that  travel,  I  took  part  in  a  peace  delegation  to  Israel,  Jordan  and 
Tunisia.  This  fall,  I  went  with  a  delegation  to  El  Salvador. 

2.  CSM  Commission  spent  three  days  together  in  March,  reorganiz- 
ing and  defining  four  major  work  areas:  (1).  Human  sexuality.  (2). 
Racism.  (3).  Peace  work,  with  particular  emphasis  on  Central  America. 
(4).  Criminal  justice.  Economic  justice  was  defined  as  the  basic  concern 
linking  all  of  our  work. 

3.  Thanks  to  a  gift,  we  were  able  to  contribute  $200,000  worth  of 
medical  supplies  to  Nicaraguan  relief  through  the  Carolina  Interfaith 
Task  Force  on  Central  America  (CITCA).  The  diocese  also  worked  with 
CITCA  to  raise  $30,000  for  powdered  milk  for  the  children  of  Nicaragua. 

4.  Migrant  ministries  was  engaged  in  assistance  to  people  who  want 
U.S.  status  through  the  new  immigration  law.  Plans  have  been  developed 
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and  a  grant  request  made  to  build  a  center  for  migrant  work  in  the 
Newton  Grove  area. 

5.  Legislatively,  we  worked  hard  to  get  a  new  law  passed  abolishing 
the  death  penalty  for  children  under  17.  In  the  Raleigh  area,  we  have 
worked  with  the  gay  and  lesbian  community  to  raise  civil  rights  issues 
before  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.  In  the  fall,  our  diocese  became  a 
member  of  the  State  Council  for  Social  Legislation.  This  will  help  us  to 
focus  as  we  do  legislative  advocacy  work  in  the  future. 

6.  Two  major  conferences  are  planned  for  1988:  one  on  human  sexu- 
ality on  April  16  and  one  on  racism  on  April  29-30.  In  1987,  we  participat- 
ed in  major  conferences  on  AIDS,  land  stewardship  and  the  rural  crisis. 

7.  After  doing  a  wonderful  job,  the  Rev.  Art  Kortheuer  resigned  as 
chair  of  the  Peace  Initiative  Task  Force.  Ann  Thompson  will  replace  him. 

8.  The  Refugee  Committee  is  presently  studying  new  ways  of  pro- 
viding help  to  refugees  and  in  1988  plans  to  define  an  active  program  for 
parishes  in  the  diocese. 

9.  Our  newly  formed  AIDS  Committee  is  planning  more  educational 
events,  a  booth  at  Convention,  possible  legislative  work  in  1988  and  a 
library  of  resources  at  the  Diocesan  House. 

10.  CSM  spent  long  hours  in  working  on  the  specifics  around  the 
social  ministries  portion  of  the  ACTS  capital  funds  drive. 

11.  The  Committee  on  Pastoral  Concerns  on  Homosexuality  has  been 
meeting  to  plan  for  educational  programs  on  homosexuality  in  local  chur- 
ches. They  also  are  planning  the  April  16  conference  on  human  sexuality. 

12.  The  Commission  received  the  abortion  resolution  from  Diocesan 
Convention  and  decided  not  to  return  it  to  the  172nd  Convention  for  any 
action. 

A  final  personal  analysis  and  thanks.  Analysis:  The  diocese  has  done 
great  work  in  spawning  various  projects— Habitat  for  Humanity,  soup 
kitchens,  hospice,  shelters,  etc.  That  work  must  continue,  but  the  crying 
need  now  is  how  to  get  to  the  root  causes  and  systems  which  make  these 
programs  necessary.  That  will  be  the  truly  difficult  work.  It  will  require  a 
willingness  to  see  the  social  crisis  through  the  lens  of  economic  justice. 

Finally,  thanks,  thanks  and  more  thanks  to  the  people  of  the  diocese 
who  have  welcomed  me  so  warmly.  I  am  especially  grateful  to  the  entire 
CSM  Commission  under  the  most  able  and  committed  leadership  of 
Brack  Townsend.  God  bless  you  all— real  good!

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Report  of  the 
Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach 

The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach,  composed  of  three 
members  of  the  Diocesan  Council  and  all  of  the  Convocation  Deans  and 
Lay  Wardens,  is  responsible  for  oversight  of  the  programs  of  the  Diocese, 
with  the  exception  of  College  Work,  which  is  a  separate  department.  In 
order  for  our  Department  to  understand  and  evaluate  the  various  pro- 
grams, each  Department  member  has  established  contact  with  two  com- 
missions; they  have  also  received  minutes  and  reports  from  the 
chairmen.  At  the  September  Budget  Hearings,  we  not  only  discussed 
budget  requests  with  each  of  the  chairmen,  but  we  also  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  hear,  firsthand,  about  the  work  of  their  commission  and  their 
plans  for  the  future.  Following  these  hearings,  our  Department  reviewed 
and  made  decisions  about  each  budget  line  item  pertaining  to  program 
and  submitted  them,  through  the  Budget  Department,  to  the  Diocesan 
Council.  We  felt  that  this  process  worked  well. 

Our  Department  has  spent  several  meetings  discussing  new  church 
development  (church  expansion).  This  function,  formerly  carried  out  by 
the  Small  Church  Commission,  is  part  of  our  responsibility  as  prescribed 
by  Canon.  Mr.  Ted  McEachern,  Province  IV  New  Church  Development 
consultant,  met  with  us  in  June.  From  his  presentation  and  discussion,  we 
have  developed  procedures  for  working  with  new  congregations  in  the 
initial  and  early  stages  of  their  growth.  As  you  know,  a  portion  of  the 
funds  raised  in  the  capital  funds  campaign  will  be  designated  for  new 
church  development.  We  have  designed  procedures  for  the  use  of  these 
funds  to  assist  new  congregations  with  land  purchase  or  construction 
costs  through  loans  and/or  grants.  We  are  also  looking  at  growth  patterns 
in  our  Diocese  with  an  eye  towards  future  church  expansion. 

Based  on  recommendations  from  last  year's  Department,  two  special 
task  forces  were  appointed  by  the  Bishop:  one  to  study  the  future  rela- 
tionship between  the  Diocese  and  Christ  the  King  Center;  the  other,  to 
study  the  most  effective  ministry  for  the  deaf  and  other  handicapped  per- 
sons in  this  Diocese.  We  received  reports  and  recommendations  from 
these  two  groups.  With  regard  to  the  first,  we  endorsed  the  recommenda- 
tion that  Christ  the  King  Center  and  the  Chapel  of  Hope  become  one  enti- 
ty; and  that  a  priest-director  be  employed,  with  the  Diocese  funding  this 
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salary  through  the  Program  Budget.  We  further  recommended  that  this 
plan  be  given  at  least  a  five-year  trial  period.  This  was  referred  to  the 
Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council  for  implementation.  With  regard  to  the 
second  study,  we  recommended  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Council  that  a 
Coordinator  for  Deaf  Ministries  be  employed,  and  that  this  item,  in- 
cluding salary,  travel,  and  program  funds  be  reflected  in  the  Program 
Budget. 

Our  Department  is  committed  to— and  challenged  by— our  tasks.  We 
will  continue  to  search  for  more  effective  ways  to  understand  and 
evaluate  programs.  We  will  also  evaluate  the  newly  developed  pro- 
cedures for  new  church  development  as  they  are  put  into  action.  It  has 
been  a  privilege  for  me  to  serve  with  the  members  of  this  Department  in 
these  important  tasks.

Report  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen 

An  ongoing  ministry  of  the  Churchwomen  for  the  past  ten  years  has 
been  the  goal  of  a  completed  facility  for  our  youth.  In  1977  the  ECW 
voted  unanimously  at  its  Annual  Meeting  to  fund  a  feasibility  study  for  a 
"Camp  and  Conference  Center."  Since  that  time  the  Churchwomen  have 
consistently  contributed  toward  this  vision.  We  applaud  the  decision  of 
the  diocese  to  raise  funds  to  accomplish  this  and  we  pledge  our  constant 
support. 

Today's  ECW  continues  to  recognize  and  affirm  the  vast  diversity  of 
talents  and  ministries  of  women  in  the  Church— those  gifts  given  to  us  by 
God  to  be  used  in  service  for  others.  With  this  emphasis  in  mind,  our 
1987  theme,  "The  Vine  and  the  Branches,"  was  initiated  at  the  annual 
February  Retreat.  It  was  continued  in  the  officers'  training  sessions  held 
in  March  in  the  convocations;  and  at  our  105th  Annual  Meeting  in  April 
the  keynote  speaker,  Jean  Haldane  of  Seattle,  further  developed  this 
as— "He  is  the  Vine:  Empowering  Our  Ministries." 

A  second  theme  has  been  evident  this  year.  Underlying  all  events  is 
the  women's  cry  against  sexism  and  for  full  participation  in  the  Church. 

In  June  we  co-sponsored  "Second  Decade  .  .  .  And  Beyond,"  reflec- 
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ting  on  the  years  since  women's  ordination  and  looking  at  the  problems 
and  potential  of  both  ordained  and  lay  women.  1987  has  been  a  year  that 
the  churchwomen  have  "discovered"  our  clergywomen  and  the  dimen- 
sion, perspective  and  balance  that  they  bring  to  our  ordained  ministry. 

At  our  annual  Fall  Seminar,  the  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano 
validated  for  us  that,  indeed,  women  are  not  the  invisible  gender  of  the 
people  of  God.  Citing  myriads  of  selections  from  the  Bible,  she  affirmed 
the  definite  inclusiveness  of  the  Bible.  It  enlightened  all  and  opened  eyes 
for  some,  as  she  uncovered  lost  traditions  and  unveiled  mistranslations. 

In  the  hopes  that  women  will  begin  to  participate  more  in  national 
security  issues,  Sessions  on  Saturday,  in  conjunction  with  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Women's  Organizations,  sponsored  in  November  a 
statewide  conference  entitled  "Demystifying  the  Arms  Race:  A  Citizen's 
Guide  to  National  Security." 

The  Lex  Mathews  Scholarship  for  Women,  also  included  in  the 
ACTS  campaign,  represents  a  giant  step  forward  for  women.  This  fund 
designed  to  help  women  over  35  re-enter  the  work  force  has  already 
reached  over  $28,000,  nearing  our  targeted  goal  of  $30,000  at  which  time 
the  first  scholarship  will  be  awarded. 

Our  Diocesan  UTO  Treasurer,  Ellen  Forsyth,  has  taken  steps  to 
change  procedures  for  grant  applications  in  order  to  expand  the  role  of 
women  in  the  decision-making  process.  This  year  our  diocese  gave  a 
record  amount  of  $70,768  of  a  national  total  of  $3,025,877.  Three  grants 
were  returned  to  our  diocese:  $10,000  to  Tarboro  Community  Outreach, 
$5,000  to  Hospice  of  Harnett  County,  and  $5,000  to  the  Resource  Center 
for  Women's  Ministries  in  the  South,  based  in  Greensboro. 

At  present  we  have  83  pledging  ECW  branches  in  our  diocese.  In 
1986  these  Churchwomen  gave  more  than  $268,000  in  outreach. 

1987  finds  the  ECW  integrating  into  its  program  the  ideas  generated 
by  a  two-year  study  under  Mary  Harris'  leadership;  benefiting  from  our 
first  year  of  computerization,  having  enlisted  the  services  of  the  Women's 
Resource  Center  in  Raleigh;  and  beginning  to  work  toward  a  new  goal  of 
encouraging  each  Branch  to  assess  its  relevancy  as  we  seek  to  carry  out 
Christ's  twofold  mission  of  faith  and  service.

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Report  of  the  Pastoral  Concerns 
Committee  on  Homosexuality 

The  Pastoral  Concerns  Committee  on  Homosexuality  was  established 
by  the  1986  Diocesan  Convention  to  foster  better  understanding  of 
homosexuality  by  dispelling  myths  and  prejudices  about  homosexuality, 
to  provide  pastoral  support,  and  to  give  life  to  the  claim  of  homosexual 
persons  "upon  the  love,  acceptance,  and  pastoral  care  and  concern  of  the 
Church,"  as  recognized  by  the  General  Convention  resolution  in  1976, 

This  Committee  was  established  in  the  summer  of  1986  and  our  first 
task  was  to  better  understand  the  pastoral  dimensions  of  homosexuality, 
and  to  learn  how  to  talk  about  and  support  one  another  in  these  discus- 
sions. 

This  past  year  we  have  developed  a  comprehensive  bibliography  for 
laity  and  clergy  of  the  Diocese.  On  an  individual  basis,  we  have  provided 
counseling  and  information  to  a  variety  of  requests  for  help  from  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Diocese,  and  we  have  shared  books  and  other  resources  with 
the  clergy.  We  have  also  set  up  displays  at  the  Diocesan  Convention  and 
the  Clergy  Conference.  In  addition,  there  have  been  articles  by  members 
of  our  committee  in  "Please  Note"  and  The  Communicant. 

Several  members  attended  conferences  on  Homosexuality  and  the 
Church,  and  we  have  invited  outside  resource  people  to  come  and  speak 
to  the  Committee.  We  have  also  advocated  for  the  civil  rights  of 
homosexuals  in  local  newspapers,  with  the  Governor's  Office,  and  with 
the  Raleigh  Civil  Rights  Commission. 

The  Committee  tries  to  maintain  contact  with  the  Integrity  AIDS 
Committee  and  efforts  of  the  Durham  clergy,  in  order  to  be  a  source  of 
compassion  in  the  Durham  community.  The  Committee  has  also  been  in 
contact  with  other  similar  Diocesan  committees  in  other  states  for  the 
purpose  of  sharing  information  and  resources. 

In  1988,  the  Committee  will  be  co-sponsoring,  with  Bill  Brettmann  of 
Continuing  Education,  a  Diocesan  conference  on  Spirituality  and  Sexuali- 
ty to  be  held  at  St.  Francis  Episcopal  Church  on  April  16,  1988.  The  theme 
of  this  conference  will  reflect  our  growing  concern  that  the  Episcopal 
Church  speak  to  the  relationship  between  sexuality  and  spirituality,  and 
that  homosexuality  is  a  dimension  of  sexuality,  and  that  we  all  need  to 
enter  into  this  dialogue  and  learn  from  each  other,  and  thereby  reduce 
homophobic  fears  and  concerns. 
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The  Committee  also  intends  to.be  a  continuing  resource  for  the 
Diocese  in  1988  with  the  new  Episcopal  Church  curriculum  entitled  "Sex- 
uality: A  Divine  Gift— A  Sacramental  Approach  to  Human  Sexuality  and 
Family  Life."  One  of  the  Committee  members  will  be  attending  a  training 
session  in  1988  on  these  curricular  materials. 

The  Committee  has  traveling  teams  available  to  visit  and  meet  with 
congregations,  vestries,  and  adult  education  classes  on  request  to  lead 
discussions  on  issues  of  sexuality  and  spirituality.  The  Committee  hopes 
to  have  a  brochure  printed  in  1988  which  will  be  available  to  all  laity  and 
clergy.

Report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Memorial  Society 

The  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  was  founded  by  Margaret 
Murdoch  to  honor  her  brother,  the  Rev.  Francis  J.  Murdoch,  late  rector  of 
St.  Luke's  Episcopal  Church,  Salisbury.  The  Society  makes  loans  to  per- 
sons preparing  for  the  ordained  ministry  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  The 
loan  is  converted  to  a  non-repayable  grant  when  the  recipient  is  actually 
ordained. 

During  1987  the  Society  made  grants  to  Samuel  Howard  Johnson, 
Virginia  Norton  Herring,  Sonja  Snyder  Hudson,  and  John  K.  Gibson  for 
study  at  various  theological  seminaries. 

Applications  for  grants  by  the  Society  may  be  obtained  from  the  Con- 
venor of  the  Trustees,  whose  name  is  listed  in  the  Journal  of  the  Conven- 
tion. Completed  applications  should  be  endorsed  by  the  aspirant's  Rector 
or  Vicar  and  sent  to  the  Convenor  for  Trustee  action. 

Because  of  the  increased  cost  of  seminary  education,  combined  with 
the  ever-decreasing  sums  available  for  financial  aid,  the  Society  is  being 
called  upon  increasingly  to  make  grants  available  to  seminary  students. 
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The  result  is  that  grants  tend  to  be  quite  small  and  sometimes  the  Society 
can  make  no  response  at  all.  For  these  reasons  it  would  be  a  great  help  for 
the  Society  to  receive  gifts  from  interested  persons  and  organizations  to 
support  and  extend  this  very  important  work.

Report  of  the  Thompson  Children's  Home 

Thompson  Children's  Home  has  had  another  good  year  ot  ministry  to 
emotionally  disturbed  children  and  their  families.  It  has  also  been  a  year 
of  staff  transition.  No  interim  person  was  ever  more  blessed  than  I  with 
the  cooperation  and  support  he  received  from  our  fine  staff. 

Two  other  reports  supplement  this  one.  The  first  was  written  by 
Craig  Bass,  Campus  Administrator,  and  the  second  by  Brenda  Lea,  Ad- 
ministrator of  Development  &  Public  Relations.  During  1987  Thompson 
Children's  Home's  Charlotte  campus  and  Goldsboro  group  home  con- 
tinued serving  children  and  families  through  five  very  special  programs. 

The  Charlotte  Residential  Treatment  program  remained  full  through- 
out the  year,  directly  serving  34  individual  children,  ages  6-13,  and  22 
families,  with  an  average  daily  population  of  24  children  in  care. 

By  virtue  of  its  location  in  the  east,  Thompson's  Goldsboro  Group 
Home  furthers  the  agency's  mission  as  a  statewide  agency  for  children 
and  their  families.  The  program  is  designed  to  support  family  reunion. 
Proximity  to  families  is  important  in  reaching  that  goal.  Last  year  we 
served  9  children  and  their  families  with  all  9  families  involved  in  pro- 
gram goals.  3  of  those  children  have  been  reunited  with  their  families. 

Respite  Care  for  mentally  handicapped  individuals  was  begun  in 
Charlotte  as  a  new  service  to  families.  This  program,  which  provides 
weekend  care  with  a  leisure  focus,  currently  serves  9  individuals  and 
families.  We  hope  to  extend  the  program  to  serve  36  individuals  by  the 
end  of  1988. 

Two  programs  on  the  Charlotte  campus  have  been  established  to 
meet  the  needs  of  "latch-key"  children  and  their  families  in  eastern 
Mecklenburg  County.  The  After-School  Care  program  serves  an  average 
of  18  school-aged  children  each  afternoon  and  on  school  holidays.  The 
children  are  transported  to  Thompson  from  area  schools  for  activities 
such  as  swimming,  games,  arts  and  crafts,  and  gymnasium  fun. 
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Thompson  Day  Camp  provides  summer  day  care  and  camping  oppor- 
tunities. 63  children  were  served  in  the  10-week  camp  this  year,  with  an 
average  weekly  attendance  of  36  children.  The  camp,  which  featured 
swimming,  nature  skills,  overnight  camping,  outdoor  cooking,  fishing, 
arts  and  crafts,  and  many  other  activities,  was  a  huge  success! 

What  makes  Thompson  special?  Our  Episcopal  Church  family! 
Thompson  Home  is  your  home,  our  ministry  and  your  ministry,  and 
most  importantly,  our  children  are  your  children. 

Dr.  Robert  Coles  of  Harvard  University  once  wrote,  "Few  centers 
treating  children  have  a  chapel  or  a  chaplain,  but  Thompson  has  both.  At 
Thompson  there  is  a  moral  and  spiritual  perspective  which  psychiatry 
alone  doesn't  offer;  there's  a  general  philosophy  of  faith  and  hope." 

Of  the  some  250  Episcopal  churches  and  missions  across  the  state, 
165  give  to  Thompson.  In  1987,  119  contact  people  were  named  to  repre- 
sent Thompson  in  their  local  churches.  Thirty-six  (36)  churches  are  par- 
ticipating in  a  Cottage  Adoption  Program  designed  to  meet  some  of  the 
special  needs  of  the  children  and/or  their  cottages. 

Less  than  20%  of  Thompson's  voluntary  support  comes  directly  from 
Episcopal  church  budgets.  We  rely  heavily  on  churchwomen  and  the  an- 
nual Thanksgiving  Offering.  As  one  Episcopal  rector  noted  at  a  recent 
meeting,  "Thompson  is  family.  We  must  help.  Surely  Christ  Himself 
comes  to  us  in  and  through  these  children."

Report  of  the 
Department  of  Planning  and  Review 

It  is  stated  in  Canon  15  Section  5  that  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council 
shall  have  the  responsibility  for  a  continuing  study  of  the  long  range  ob- 
jectives of  the  church's  work  in  the  Diocese  and  in  Section  4  of  the  same 
canon,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  organize  "such  other  departments  as  in 
its  judgement  may  be  necessary."  To  this  end,  the  Department  of  Plann- 
ing and  Review  was  organized  this  year. 

A  resolution  passed  at  the  last  convention  asked  for  the  appointment 
of  a  task  force  to  study  Diocesan  Commissions,  Committees  and  Agen- 
cies. We  have  started  this  study  with  the  following  results. 
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Evangelism  and  Renewal  Commission:  Their  needs  are  being  address- 
ed, but  not  met.  Evangelism  takes  many  forms  and  the  church's  role 
should  be  to  let  people  know  they  can  witness  in  many  different  ways. 
Various  workshops  have  been  held  and  hopefully  these  can  be  extended 
to  the  convocation  level.  We  commend  what  they  are  doing  and  hope 
their  objectives  can  be  met  in  1988. 

We  recommend  to  the  Education  and  Training  Commission  that  they 
put  their  efforts  into  all  kinds  of  education:  children,  confirmands,  and 
adults.  There  are  a  lot  of  dedicated  people  teaching  and  no  Episcopal  pro- 
grams for  them.  We  are  very  concerned  that  materials  are  not  available 
and  we  heartily  endorse  their  work  to  get  some  and  hope  they  pursue 
with  highest  priority  this  line  of  endeavor.  The  Education  and  Training 
Commission  suggested  a  purpose  statement  for  each  Commission  be  put 
in  the  Diocesan  directory  which  lists  "Other"  Commission  Members. 
They  feel  that  this  would  be  helpful. 

The  Commission  on  Christian  Social  Ministries'  stated  role  is  "to 
pioneer,  to  interpret,  to  enable,  and  to  encourage  the  Diocese  and  con- 
gregations to  recognize  and  to  develop  programs  and  ministries  to  ad- 
dress human  and  social  needs;  to  celebrate  what  is  being  done  on  a  local 
level  and  convey  the  Good  News  of  these  efforts  to  the  Diocese."  We  feel 
that  these  goals  are  generally  acceptable  within  the  Diocese  and  will  pro- 
vide a  united  focus  for  Christian  Social  Ministries.  We  believe  that  any 
substantial  extension  of  these  goals  should  not  be  undertaken  without 
thorough  consideration. 

While  the  Diocese  does  not  generally  support  Educational  and 
Charitable  Institutions,  it  does  maintain  a  high  profile  in  educational  in- 
stitutions through  its  college  chaplaincy  programs  serving  10  institutions 
of  higher  learning  in  the  Diocese.  This  work  constitutes  28%  of  the 
church's  program  budget  (exclusive  of  National  Church  program).  With 
particular  regard  to  charitable  institutions,  the  church  has  become  an 
enabler— a  facilitator  of  new  initiatives,  rather  than  a  supporter  of  ex- 
isting institutions. 

We  realize  that  the  mission  of  the  church  is  to  reach  out  to  help  those 
in  need  all  over  the  Diocese.  Through  the  Parish  Grant  program  we  have 
enlisted  the  imagination  and  energy  of  local  congregations  and  their  com- 
munities to  meet  the  particular  needs  of  those  communities.  It  needs  to 
be  used  more! 

The  Hunger  Commission  is  an  excellent  form  of  evangelism.  They 
recommend  a  decrease  of  5  on  their  commission.  Has  this  been  done? 
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The  Companion  Diocese  Commission  has  been  very  active  and  we 
commend  their  good  work. 

More  use  could  be  made  of  the  Clergy  Deployment  Commission.  Word 
of  mouth  seems  to  be  the  preferred  route. 

ECW  has  stated  that  they  feel  their  board  is  too  large  and  they  are 
studying  this. 

Women's  Issues  Commission  is  very  strong  on  long  range  planning. 

We  believe  the  ACTS  campaign  should  be  the  major  focus  for  this 
year  and  therefore  we  do  not  recommend  any  new  financial  or  program 
goals  for  the  Diocese. 

A  resolution  from  convention  concerning  lay  employees  of  the 
Diocese  was  also  given  to  us  for  our  consideration.  After  sending  ques- 
tionnaires to  all  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  concerning  salary,  benefits  and 
educational  requirements  of  their  lay  employees  we  collated  all  replies. 
We  feel  that  to  compete  in  the  work  place  and  keep  good  lay  employees 
we  must  pay  salaries  and  have  benefits  equitable  with  those  in  business. 
Since  so  many  of  our  lay  employees  are  part-time,  it  is  very  hard  to  com- 
pare salaries  from  city  to  town.  We  have  great  concern  that  health 
benefits  and  pensions  are  not  being  offered  to  all  full  time  employees.  We 
would  like  to  refer  this  issue  to  the  Business  and  Finance  Department  of 
Council  to  see  that  all  lay  employees  are  compensated  fairly  and  with  full 
benefits.

Report  of  the  Commission  on  Marriage 

During  1987,  the  Commission  on  Marriage  completed  the  "study, 
review,  and  report"  phase  of  its  charge  contained  in  the  1984  Diocesan 
Journal  of  the  168th  Annual  Convention.  Submitted  to  the  Joint  Standing 
Commission  on  Human  Affairs  and  Health,  in  order  for  them  to  study, 
review,  and  report  to  the  69th  General  Convention  were:  the  1984  Clergy 
Survey,  the  1986  Lay  Survey  and  their  respective  findings;  a  series  of 
essays  on  the  "Aspects  of  Redemption  in  Marriage"  by  a  commission 
member  and  psychotherapist;  a  document  entitled  "Considerations  of  the 
Marriage  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States"  and  a 
Communicant  article  by  a  commission  member  and  seminarian;  commis- 
sion members'  responses  to  a  working  paper  proposed  by  the  said  Joint 
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Standing  Commission;  and,  a  Clergy  Resource  Manual  for  Marriage  Pre- 
paration and  Counseling  by  yet  another  commisson  member  and 
member  of  the  clergy. 

Appointed  at  last  year's  convention  to  succeed  the  very  able  Nancy 
Pagano,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  saying  to  her  and  to  the  very  able 
members  of  the  Commission  who  have  served  since  1984,  "Servants,  well 
done!" 

The  present  task  before  the  Commission  is  to  sponsor  an  educational 
workshop! s]  on  Holy  Matrimony  for  Clergy  and  Laity  (topics  such  as,  for 
example,  changing  roles  of  marriage  partners,  is  Christian  marriage 
changing,  intimacy  beyond  Christian  marriage,  etc.).  Workshops  could 
be  offered  both  on  interchurch  and  Diocesan  bases. 

In  addition  we  shall  continue  to  be  a  vehicle  of  communication  on 
matters  affecting  marriage  and  the  family  both  on  the  provincial  and 
diocesan  levels.

Report  of  the  Commission  on  Aging 

The  Commission  hosted  two  symposia  in  1987  at  the  Penick  Home  for 
Network  members,  clergy,  and  other  interested  persons.  In  June  the 
symposium  focused  on  "Seeking  the  Wholeness  of  Life  .  .  .  An  Ongoing 
Journey,"  featuring  addresses  on  "Living,  Dying,  Loving"  by  Rene  Mc- 
Swain,  Coordinator  of  Volunteer  Services,  Hospice  of  Winston-Salem/ 
Forsyth  County,  and  on  "We  Can  Make  A  Difference,"  highlighting  ad- 
vocacy issues  and  the  legislative  process,  by  Kay  Saintsing,  Editor,  Aging 
Aggregate,  Journal  of  the  N.C.  Association  on  Aging.  About  70  persons  at- 
tended the  Symposium,  which  included  a  tour  of  the  Penick  Home. 

In  November,  featured  speakers  were  the  Rev.  Jim  Lewis,  Director 
of  Christian  Social  Ministries  for  the  Diocese,  who  spoke  on  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  Church  as  advocate  with,  among,  and  for  the  elderly, 
challenging  everyone  to  become  advocates  of  vital  issues  that  affect  the 
lives  of  all,  and  Elizabeth  Huskey,  a  member  of  the  Diocesan  Commis- 
sion on  Alcoholism  and  Drug  Dependency,  pinpointing  special  hazards 
for  the  elderly  from  alcohol  and  other  drugs.  Fifty  persons  were  in  atten- 
dance. At  each  of  these  symposia,  Network  representatives  reported  on 
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the  aging  ministries  in  their  respective  parishes.  Reports  from  the  Ad- 
vocacy subcommittee  and  from  a  member  who  had  attended  the  national 
church's  "Under  One  Roof"  conference  were  also  heard.  Planning  got 
underway  for  a  major  conference  in  1988,  perhaps  in  conjunction  with 
Hospice  of  N.C.,  and  the  Commission  Chair  spoke  on  duties  to  the  elder- 
ly and  duties  of  the  elderly,  including  the  cultivation  of  virtues. 

Results  of  a  survey  of  parishes  concerning  their  aging  ministries  were 
tabulated  and  used  by  the  long-range  planning  group  of  the  Commission 
as  a  basis  for  future  work.  There  were  76  responses  out  of  109  surveys 
distributed;  a  summary  report  was  published  in  the  June  issue  of  The 
Communicant.  In  January,  one  of  our  members  attended  a  conference  on 
"Religion,  Spirituality,  and  Aging,"  sponsored  by  the  National  Interfaith 
Coalition  on  Aging.  The  Advocacy  group  is  in  touch  with  legislative 
issues  through  AARP  and  other  groups  and  regularly  publicizes  oppor- 
tunities for  legislative  action  through  the  Network  and  special  mailings. 

"A  Good  Age,"  the  newsletter  of  the  Network,  was  launched  in  the 
fall,  and  three  persons  from  the  Network  will  begin  work  early  in  1988  as 
the  editorial  board,  in  conjunction  with  Commission  members.  The 
newsletter  will  be  a  source  of  communications  and  support  among  the 
aging  ministries  in  the  several  parishes,  as  well  as  a  vehicle  to 
disseminate  resources  and  ideas.

Report  of  the  Deacons'  Training  Program 

The  focal  point  of  1987  was  the  ordination  of  four  persons  to  the  Voca- 
tional Diaconate:  Barbara  Armstrong,  Charles  Oglesby,  Virginia  Poole, 
and  Patsy  Walters.  They  are  now  serving  among  the  helpless  in  the  name 
of  Christ;  their  base  is  in  the  parishes  to  which  they  are  bringing  the 
needs  of  the  world  to  the  Church  and  where  they  are  enabling  the  ser- 
vant ministry  of  laypersons,  priests,  and  bishops.  Their  ministries  are 
with  migrant  workers,  university  students  who  seek  counseling,  battered 
women  and  the  aging. 

Currently  there  are  11  participants  in  the  training  program  (three  in 
the  first  year  and  four  in  each  of  the  second  and  third  years);  two 
ministerial  interns  are  in  the  initial  stages  of  preparation  for  the  Voca- 
tional Diaconate. 
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The  Deacons'  Training  Program  Commission,  instituted  in  1986,  was 
preceded  by  a  special  advisory  committee  to  Bishop  Estill  that  began 
work  in  1983  to  recommend  the  outlines  of  the  program.  The  Commis- 
sion serves  as  a  board  of  overseers  for  the  program,  prepares  the  budget, 
makes  recommendations  regarding  curriculum,  and  evaluates  the 
results.  In  addition,  each  Commission  member  maintains  a  personal  rela- 
tionship with  one  of  the  trainees.  The  three-year  course  of  study  includes 
Bible,  theology,  ethics,  history,  liturgy,  and  the  practice  of  ministry,  as 
well  as  supervised  field  work.  A  major  budgetary  change  in  1988  reflects 
a  policy  decision  by  Council  whereby  the  program  is  fully  funded 
through  the  Diocesan  Program  Budget,  no  monies  being  derived  from 
Trust  Funds,  as  heretofore. 

Any  member  of  the  Commission  would  be  happy  to  respond  to  in- 
quiries concerning  the  Deacons'  Training  Program  or  the  Vocational 
Diaconate.  Persons  who  believe  they  may  have  a  calling  to  the  Voca- 
tional Diaconate  should  consult  with  their  local  presbyter;  the  Rev.  Earl 
Brill,  Director  of  the  Program,  is  available  to  provide  more  specific  infor- 
mation and  guidance.

Report  of  the  Commission  on  Ministry 

During  the  past  year  the  Commission  on  Ministry  has  met  six  times. 
Five  of  the  meetings  were  overnight  at  our  Diocesan  Conference  Center 
in  Browns  Summit.  The  sixth  meeting  was  held  at  our  Diocesan  House  in 
Raleigh.  The  commission  members  after  serious  deliberation  of  each  per- 
son interviewed  render  what  is  in  our  judgment  the  appropriate  recom- 
mendation to  the  Bishop  for  his  action. 

There  seems  to  be  some  confusion  on  the  part  of  many  within  the 
Diocese  as  to  the  authority  of  the  Commission  on  Ministry.  The  canons  of 
our  church  are  quite  clear  on  that  issue.  The  Commission  on  Ministry  is  a 
recommending  body  only.  Our  task  is  to  interview  all  of  the  individuals 
seeking  ordination  who  have  been  referred  to  us  by  the  Bishop  for 
recommendation.  The  Commission  on  Ministry  does  not  make  the  deci- 
sion relative  to  the  acceptance  or  redirection  of  the  person  whom  we  in- 
terview. Obviously  the  commission's  recommendation  plays  a  significant 
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role  on  the  Bishop's  decision  to  accept  or  redirect  the  person.  The  Bishop 
does  not  have  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  commission. 

The  members  of  the  commission  respectfully  request  that  com- 
munication about  the  individuals  in  the  ordination  process  be  addressed 
to  the  Bishop.  We  on  the  commission  try  very  diligently  to  guard  our  in- 
tegrity as  a  recommending  unit. 

The  commission  members  take  their  responsibilities  very  seriously 
and  we  attempt  to  guide  the  person  through  the  process  with  dignity  and 
compassion.  The  members  of  the  commission  find  it  extremely  painful 
when  we  make  an  unfavorable  recommendation  to  the  Bishop.  Con- 
versely we  are  filled  with  joy  when  we  make  favorable  recommenda- 
tions. 

There  are  sixteen  members  on  the  Commission  on  Ministry.  All  of  us 
are  very  different  but  all  of  us  share  a  great  love  for  this  church.  We  ask 
for  your  prayers,  trust,  and  support.  We  shall  continue  to  assist  the 
Bishop  as  he  seeks  to  select  and  nurture  the  persons  who  will  ultimately 
serve  the  church  of  God  in  an  ordained  capacity.

Report  of  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

The  following  constitutes  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  undersigned 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  during  the  calendar  year 
1987. 

1.  In  my  capacity  as  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  as  Parliamen- 
tarian of  the  Convention,  I  attended  all  sessions  of  the  1987  Convention 
held  in  Winston-Salem  on  January  29,  30. and  31,  1987  and  the  Special 
Convention  held  at  St.  Mary's  College  in  Raleigh  on  September  19,  1987. 
In  connection  particularly  with  the  Special  Convention  I  consulted  with 
the  Bishops  and  the  Diocesan  Secretary  concerning  the  mechanics  of  the 
meeting  and  prepared  in  proper  form  the  resolution  that  was  presented 
and  adopted. 

2.  Throughout  the  year  I  served  as  a  member  of  the  Commission  on 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

3.  On  January  14,  1987  I  advised  a  mission  that  the  canonical  provi- 
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sions  for  the  encumbering  of  mission  property  require  that  the  security 
instrument  by  executed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  as  the  title  holder 
of  the  mission's  property. 

4.  On  March  11,  1987  I  attended  a  gathering  held  at  St.  Augustine's 
College  in  connection  with  the  quarterly  meeting  there  of  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  National  Church. 

5.  At  the  request  of  the  Diocese's  Episcopal  Lay  Administrators 
Association  I  prepared  and  on  May  20,  1987  presented  to  the  organization 
a  paper  on  the  organization  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  the  effects  of 
some  of  its  constitutional  provisions  and  canons  on  the  work  of  the 
members  of  the  Association. 

6.  On  March  16,  1987  I  advised  a  parish  rector  that  there  are  no 
canonical  provisions  for  a  communicant  to  designate  himself  or  herself  as 
an  "inactive  member."  Unless  the  member  positively  resigns  from  or 
leaves  the  Church,  he  or  she  will  retain  his  or  her  previous  status  except, 
of  course,  a  communicant  would  not  under  the  canons  be  considerd  to  be 
"in  good  standing."  This  advice  probably  should  have  been  modified 
somewhat  in  view  of  Title  III  Canon  15  Section  3(c)  of  the  National 
Canons  that  requires  every  clergy  person  in  charge  of  a  congregation  to  " . 
.  .  indicate  upon  the  Parish  Register  each  year  the  names  of  ...  (1)  those 
whose  domicile  is  unknown  and  (2)  those  whose  domicile  is  known  but 
are  inactive." 

7.  On  March  16,  1987  I  advised  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Raleigh,  that  under  the  will  of  Maude  B.  Inscoe,  deceased,  of  which  the 
Parish  is  a  remainder  beneficiary  of  two  trusts,  what  the  parish  receives 
under  one  trust  has  no  restrictions  on  its  use  by  the  parish,  but  what  it 
receives  under  another  trust  (in  the  corpus  of  which  both  the  parish  and 
the  Diocese  have  equal  undivided  interests)  is  restricted  to  the  use  of  in- 
come only  in  the  discretion  of  the  person  who  from  time  to  time  is  the 
Rector  of  the  parish.  What  the  Diocese  receives  is  likewise  restricted  to 
the  use  of  income  only  in  the  discretion  of  the  person  who  from  time  is 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  ongoing  administration  of  the  decedent's 
estate  is  being  monitored  by  me. 

8.  In  March  and  April,  1987,  in  conjunction  with  the  Chancellor  of 
East  Carolina,  I  saw  to  the  obtaining  of  the  necessary  consents  and 
thereafter  to  the  conveyance  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  of  a  lot  in  Fay- 
etteville  that  was  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  by  deed  in  1881  in  Book  D-4  at  Page  122,  Cumberland  County 
Registry,  but  that  was  overlooked  and  not  transferred  on  the  public 
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records  to  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  at  the  time  that  the  Diocese  was 
created  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  in  1883. 

9.  In  order  to  satisfy  a  mortgage  lender  as  to  the  record  title  of  the 
property  of  Christ  Church,  Albemarle,  I  prepared  and  saw  to  the  execu- 
tion and  delivery  of  an  appropriate  deed  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
to  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Albemarle,  which  was  a  mission  when 
the  property  was  orginally  acquired  for  it,  but  is  now  a  parish.  The  mat- 
ter was  concluded  May  14,  1987. 

10.  In  connection  with  the  death  of  the  original  trustee  of  a  testamen- 
tary trust  in  New  York  under  the  will  of  Carolyn  S.  Mayer,  deceased,  of 
which  the  Diocese  is  a  remainder  beneficiary,  I  examined  appropriate  ac- 
counts of  the  deceased  trustee  and  saw  to  the  approval  by  the  Diocesan 
Council  and  to  the  execution  of  the  necessary  documents  to  release  the 
estate  of  the  deceased  original  trustee  in  order  to  effect  the  appointment 
of  Citibank  N.A.  as  successor  trustee.  The  matter  was  concluded  June  24, 
1987. 

11.  On  April  21,  1987  I  wrote  to  Superior  Court  Judge  Robert  H. 
Hobgood  to  explain  to  him  the  canonical  status  of  parishes  and  missions 
and  their  relationship  to  each  other  and  to  the  Diocese  for  his  use  in  con- 
nection with  a  dispute  that  is  in  his  court  over  a  trust  under  the  will  of 
Edward  White  created  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  distress  of  needy 
residents  in  Warren  County,  it  appearing  that  Emmanuel  Church,  War- 
renton,  a  parish,  All  Saints'  Church,  Warrenton,  a  mission,  and  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Ridgeway,  a  mission,  are  contending  en- 
tities seeking  control  over  the  assets  of  the  trust.  I  never  heard  from 
anyone  about  this  and  do  not  know  what  disposition  was  ever  made  of 
the  dispute. 

12.  For  its  accounting  purposes,  on  May  29,  1987  I  advised  Williams, 
Overman,  Pierce  &  Company,  the  Diocese's  certified  public  accountants, 
that,  as  far  as  I  know,  there  are  no  pending  or  threatened  claims  or  litiga- 
tions against  the  Diocese. 

13.  On  August  17,  1987  I  advised  the  Diocesan  Business  Ad- 
ministrator that  the  proper  way  for  a  donor  to  implement  a  gift  of  funds 
to  generate  income  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  wildlife  on  a  pond 
that  is  a  part  of  the  cemetery  of  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Neck,  would  be 
for  the  donor  to  execute  a  deed  of  gift  to  the  Vestry  of  the  parish,  its  suc- 
cessors in  office,  and  to  specify  therein  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
gift. 

14.  On  August  17,  1987  I  advised  Mrs.  Elizabeth  W.  Littlejohn  that  in 
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my  opinion  it  was  not  necessary  to  incorporate  a  youth  organization 
known  as  "Happening,"  but  that  if  it  should  be  incorporated  the  charter 
should  not  specify  nor  imply  that  it  is  any  sort  of  legal  adjunct  of  the 
Diocese  without  prior  approval  by  action  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

15.  In  September  and  October,  1987,  after  numerous  consultations 
and  conversations  on  the  subject  with  the  Diocesan  Business  Ad- 
ministrator, the  Bishop,  and  the  Diocese's  accountant,  I  advised  the 
Diocese  that  in  my  opinion  it  should  not  receive  or  accept  gifts  of  proper- 
ty or  money  designated  for  passage  on  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  a  designated 
person  or  organization  or  to  pay  the  expenses  involved  in  passing  such 
property  or  money  on  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  such  designated  person  or 
organization  unless  that  designated  person  or  organization  holds  a  proper 
tax  exempt  status  under  the  United  States  Internal  Revenue  Code.  I  fur- 
ther advised  the  Diocese  that  in  any  gift  of  property  to  it,  the  Diocese 
should  not  in  any  way  participate  in  the  donor's  valuation  of  such  gifted 
property  for  his  or  her  tax  deduction  purposes. 

16.  On  October  6,  1987  I  advised  the  Vestry  of  St.  Michael's  Church, 
Raleigh,  that  a  vestry  bylaw  providing  that  Vestry  action  is  restricted  to  a 
two-thirds  vote  requirement  is  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Diocese. 

17.  On  October  7,  1987  I  suggested  to  the  Diocese  a  possible  course 
of  action  that  might  enable  the  City  of  Tarboro  to  take  over  the  care  of  a 
dilapidated  cemetery  conveyed  to  the  Diocese  in  1892  for  the  use  of  St. 
Luke's  Mission,  Tarboro,  since  it  is  no  longer  being  used  by  that  church. 

18.  I  have  corresponded  with  the  Chancellors  of  Louisiana  and 
Wyoming  in  regard  to  their  efforts  to  formulate  Diocesan  canons  pertain- 
ing to  the  trial  of  clergy,  sending  copies  of  our  canons  on  the  subject  and 
noting  that  fortunately  the  subject  is  not  exactly  high  on  the  list  of 
priorities  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

19.  On  October  23,  1987  I  advised  a  parish  that  a  priest  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese  cannot  serve  on  the  Vestry  of  a  parish  of  the  Dio- 
cese. 

20.  In  1943,  the  Trustee  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Thompson  Or- 
phanage conveyed  land  to  the  City  of  Charlotte  under  a  use  restriction  for 
"playground  purposes."  In  October,  1987  I  conferred  with  interested  peo- 
ple who  wished  to  have  this  restriction  released  as  to  part  of  this  property 
in  order  that  a  Child  Care  Center  may  be  built  on  it.  I  advised  them  that 
the  consent  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  Board  of  Trustees  as  well  as  the 
Diocesan  Council  and  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
would  be  necessary  in  order  to  effect  such  release. 
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21.  On  October  26,  1987  I  advised  Reverend  Harrison  Simons  a 
possible  procedure  he  might  use  in  his  efforts  to  collect  a  substantial  bill 
for  books  purchased  from  his  Education  Liturgy  Resources  organization 
by  a  priest  from  outside  the  Diocese.  I  suggested  that  he  inform  the 
priest's  bishop. 

22.  In  the  Fall  of  1987,  I  met  with  Michelle  Francis,  the  Diocesan  Ar- 
chivist, and  with  Dr.  Carolyn  Wallace,  Director  of  the  Southern 
Historical  Collection  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  we  effected 
an  agreement  regarding  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  Collection 
under  which  there  will  be  retained  by  the  Collection  all  items  fairly  con- 
sidered to  be  personal  to  Bishop  Cheshire,  and  there  will  be  returned  to 
the  Diocese  for  its  archives  papers  involving  the  official  acts  of  the 
Diocese  during  the  time  of  Bishop  Cheshire  except  certain  Bishop  Fraser 
papers  that  are  considered  personal  to  him. 

23.  In  November  1987  I  consulted  with  the  Bishop  and  advised  him 
with  respect  to  the  canonical  requirements  and  procedure  involved  in  the 
renunciation  of  the  ministry  by  a  priest  for  causes  which  do  not  affect  the 
priest's  moral  character. 

24.  On  November  12,  13  and  14,  1987  with  Bishop  Vest  and  our 
wives,  I  attended  and  participated  in  a  Conference  of  the  Chancellors  and 
Bishops  of  the  Fourth  Province  at  the  Conference  Center  of  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina  on  Seabrook  Island  near  Charleston. 

25.  Aside  from  the  foregoing,  at  various  times  during  the  year  I  have 
conferred  with  or  given  advice  to  the  Bishop,  the  Suffragan  Bishop,  the 
Diocesan  Business  Administrator,  other  Diocesan  officials,  clergy  and  lay 
people  on  a  great  many  matters,  both  legal  and  otherwise,  arising  in  the 
administration  of  Diocesan  and  parochial  affairs.

Report  of  Saint  Mary's  College 

The  opening  of  the  145th  academic  year  at  Saint  Mary's  College  on 
August  25,  1987  marked  an  increased  enrollment  of  465  students.  One  of 
the  major  goals  of  the  school  has  been  to  increase  our  enrollment  with 
those  students  who  will  most  benefit  from  the  Saint  Mary's  ex- 
perience—academically, socially,  and  spiritually.  The  success  of  the  Ad- 
missions Office  in  attracting  young  women  ready  to  take  advantage  of 
the  educational  program  and  provide  leadership  is  apparent. 
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The  availability  of  scholarship  money  is  a  crucial  part  of  the  college's 
recruiting  strategy.  Many  of  the  students  we  would  most  like  to  enroll 
need  financial  assistance.  The  Presidential  Scholarship  is  one  of  the  most 
prestigious  merit  awards,  given  to  students  who  have  not  only  demon- 
strated an  impressive  academic  record,  but  also  a  record  of  community 
service.  This  year,  14  Presidential  Scholarships,  covering  full  tuition,  were 
awarded.  The  group  meets  together  regularly  with  their  faculty  sponsor 
and  other  guests  for  discussions  on  challenging  and  controversial  subjects. 

A  brand  new  scholarship  was  awarded  to  four  students  this  year. 
Given  by  an  anonymous  trustee  of  the  college,  the  Trustee  Scholarship  is 
worth  $3,000  to  each  recipient.  Tuition  assistance  to  daughters  of 
Episcopal  clergy  in  the  five  affiliated  dioceses  has  also  been  increased; 
boarding  students  now  receive  $1,500  assistance.  This  reflects  the 
college's  continuing  commitment  to  our  Episcopal  family. 

A  summer  reading  requirement  was  re-instituted  for  all  students  this 
year.  High  school  and  college  students  were  required  to  read  three  books, 
which  included  David  Copperfield  for  everyone.  Discussion  groups  were 
held  with  faculty  members  during  the  opening  weeks  of  school,  and  all 
students  were  required  to  write  short  essays  about  the  books.  Parents 
and  alumnae  have  been  very  supportive  of  this  program,  and  students 
are  waiting  to  see  what  next  summer's  list  will  be. 

Saint  Mary's  has  a  rich  tradition  from  which  to  draw  for  new 
strength.  One  of  our  challenges  is  to  continue  to  uphold  and  nurture  the 
values  of  our  tradition  in  ways  which  are  meaningful  to  young  women  in 
1987.  We  keep  in  mind  that  we  are  training  leaders  for  the  21st  century. 
We  seek  to  create  a  graduate  literate  in  the  great  events  of  the  Judeo- 
Christian  tradition  and  Western  civilization.  Required  chapel  reflects  this 
commitment. 

In  addition  to  four  weekly  services,  the  Chapel  program  sponsors  our 
outreach  in  the  community.  Groups  of  students  are  currently  serving  as 
volunteers  at  the  Governor  Morehead  School,  Frankie  Lemmon  School 
for  the  Mentally  Retarded,  Hillhaven  Convalescent  Center,  and  as  spon- 
sors of  Brownie  troops  at  local  schools.  Nearly  100  students  serve  as 
acolytes,  lay  readers,  altar  guild  members  and  Vestry  members.  During 
the  1986-87  school  year,  99  services  were  held  in  the  Chapel. 

We  feel  we  can  assure  you  that  you  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of 
living  in  the  home  diocese  of  the  Episcopal  high  school  and  college  for 
women,  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  country.

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Report  of  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  Business  Methods 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  as 
stated  in  Canon  15  of  the  Diocesan  Canons  is  that  it:  "shall  direct,  coor- 
dinate, and  administer  the  business  affairs  of  the  Diocese  not  vested  by 
Canon  in  other  officers  and  agencies  and  not  otherwise  assigned  by  the 
Council."  According  to  these  stated  guidelines,  the  Department  reports 
the  following  actions  taken  in  1987: 

1.  Considered  the  question  of  contributions  into  the  various  Diocesan 
Trust  Funds  and  the  distribution  of  income  therefrom,  and  made  the 
following  recommendations: 

-That  any  funds  tendered  to  the  Diocese  for  a  new  fund  be  first 
reviewed  by  this  Department  before  acceptance. 

-That  there  be  no  minimum  amount  established  for  contribution  to 
any  of  the  trust  funds. 

-That  there  be  no  quarterly  income  distributions  of  less  than  $50.00. 

2.  Recommended  that  Diocesan  personnel  covered  under  group 
hospitalization  insurance  who  terminate  their  association  with  the  Dio- 
cese of  North  Carolina  may  continue  hospitalization  insurance  coverage 
for  a  temporary  period  of  time  until  other  coverage  can  be  secured,  but 
such  temporary  coverage  will  be  available  only  upon  written  application 
and  agreement  to  pay  the  premium  for  such  coverage.  This  Department 
prepared  the  necessary  application. 

3.  Received  and  considered  the  recommendation  from  the  North 
Carolina  Episcopal  Clergy  Association  for  adoption  of  a  Resolution  urging 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  each  Congregation  therein  to  include 
as  soon  as  possible  a  Social  Security  Offset  Allowance  in  clergy  compen- 
sation according  to  a  defined  formula.  This  Department  recommended 
that  a  Resolution  be  drafted  for  adoption  at  the  1988  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion to  request  the  U.S.  Congress  to  enact  the  necessary  Social  Security 
regulations  so  that,  for  Social  Security  purposes,  Episcopal  Clergy  will  be 
treated  as  employees  rather  than  self-employed. 

4.  For  the  Diocesan  staff,  exclusive  of  the  two  Bishops,  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  following  areas: 

-Implementation  of  Annual  Evaluations. 
-Employment  Application. 
-Development  of  Job  Descriptions. 
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5.  Consulted  with  the  Diocesan  Business  Manager  on  numerous  mat- 
ters, included  among  these  being: 

-Development  of  a  Requisition  Form  for  use  in  requesting  expen- 
diture of  Diocesan  funds. 

-Updating  and  implementing  of  a  Parish  Treasurers'  Handbook 
and  Manual. 

-Review  of  insurance  questions  and  expansion  of  the  Insurance 
Committee. 

-Proper  review  and  analysis  of  Parish  Parochial  Reports. 

6.  Submitted  salary  recommendations  for  1988  for  the  Episcopal 
Maintenance  Fund  falling  within  the  purview  of  this  Department. 

7.  Recommended  clergy  minimum  salary  increases  for  1988. 

8.  Recommended  mileage  refunds  within  federal  guidelines  for 
diocesan  business  travel,  if  such  refunds  are  requested. 

9.  Considered  and  presented  to  Council  information  concerning  pro- 
vision of  income  replacement  insurance  coverage  for  all  Diocesan  staff, 
conference  center  staff  and  chaplains. 

10.  Considered  and  recommended  to  Council  adoption  of  a  policy 
providing  for  Clergy  Sabbaticals  after  five  to  seven  years  service  in  a 
given  position. 

11.  Advised  and  assisted  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  in  overseeing 
the  expenditure  of  Diocesan  funds.

Report  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Conference  Center 

Your  Conference  Center  will  have  completed  six  (6)  full  calendar  years 
of  operation  by  January  1988.  The  usage  of  this  Center  still  continues  to 
grow  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  our  complete  facilities  have  not  yet  been 
accomplished  as  we  originally  planned. 

Through  ten  (10)  months  of  1987,  our  occupancy  rate  was  down 
slightly  for  Diocesan  use  but  up  for  outside  usage  to  give  us  a  10%  overall 
increase  over  1986.  Both  bednights  and  meals  served  showed  a  con- 
siderable increase  compared  to  1986. 
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While  we  do  not  have  a  final  year's  figure  at  this  time,  through  ten 
(10)  months  our  gross  income  is  slightly  more  than  1986.  It  should  be 
noted  that  the  severe  weather  in  our  first  quarter  caused  significant 
cancellations  and  the  recovery  in  the  second  (2nd)  and  third  (3rd) 
quarters  was  remarkably  good.  We  believe  at  this  time  that  we  will  break 
even  or  have  a  small  deficit  at  year  end.  This  is  due  to  the  severe  weather 
last  winter  plus  increased  expenses  especially  payroll. 

The  third  (3rd)  Board  of  Visitors  was  held  in  late  April  and  again  Em- 
mett  Sebrell  did  a  fine  job  in  presenting  the  Conference  Center  to  our 
visitors. 

Gifts  to  the  Conference  Center  are  always  welcome  but  due  to  a  pro- 
bable Diocesan  Capital  Fund  Drive,  we  did  not  institute  a  separate  cam- 
paign. Gifts  from  parishes,  Board  of  Visitors  and  individuals  did  total 
$25,980.00  through  October. 

These  gifts  are  used  for  miscellaneous  capital  needs.  The  Board 
decided  in  November  to  proceed  with  a  resurfacing  of  our  road  which  we 
believe  all  recent  visitors  will  be  extremely  pleased  with.  Other  small 
capital  expenditures  were  also  made. 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  met  three  (3)  times  so  far  with  one  (1) 
meeting  cancelled  in  the  winter  due  to  snow  and  ice.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee has  met  seven  (7)  times  at  this  writing  along  with  various  commit- 
tees of  the  Board.  The  six  (6)  members  of  our  Board  who  rotate  off  in 
January  are  Mrs.  Phyllis  Barrett,  Mrs.  May  Sherrod,  Mr.  A.H.A. 
Williams  and  the  Revs.  Verdery  Kerr,  Stephen  Elkins-Williams  and  G. 
Kenneth  Henry.  The  Board  appreciates  very  much  their  devoted  and 
constructive  service  and  their  successors  will  be  named  at  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 

The  great  news,  however,  is  that  the  Special  Convention  at  St.  Mary's 
in  September  voted  to  call  for  a  Diocesan  Campaign  to  be  started  prompt- 
ly and  featuring  the  expansion  of  the  Conference  Center,  especially  the 
youth  facilities. 

The  Board  not  only  wants  to  express  its  appreciation  to  its  retiring 
members,  but  all  former  directors  and  the  many  others  who  worked  and 
voted  for  this  sorely  needed  expansion. 

Our  Conference  Center,  as  you  know,  does  not  have  the  advantage 
of  the  mountains  or  seashore  and  the  lack  of  adequate  swimming 
facilities  has  been  extremely  detrimental  in  attracting  the  youth  of  the 
Diocese.  Our  plans  for  expansion  include  not  only  a  swimming  pool  but 
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also  an  activities  building,  more  appropriate  housing  and  separate  eating 
facilities.  The  additional  housing  will  also  be  helpful  in  accommodating 
our  larger  parish  family  weekends  and  better  handling  of  the  annual 
clergy  conference. 

In  closing,  we  would  especially  like  to  congratulate  Dick  Hord,  Betty 
Brown,  Phil  Whitacre,  Bob  Nordbruch  and  Brenda  Purcell  and  the  other 
members  of  the  staff.  Their  loyalty  and  efficiency  was  superior  during 
this  past  year  and  we  look  forward  to  their  dedicated  service  in  the  years 
to  come.

Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Evangelism  and  Renewal 

This  report  needs  to  begin  with  a  note  of  thanksgiving  for  many  people, 
and  the  varied  gifts  they  shared  during  the  last  year.  Sometimes  any  com- 
mission's most  difficult  task  may  be  to  recognize  and  appreciate  the  work 
the  Holy  Spirit  is  already  doing.  For  that  work,  we  are  thankful. 

The  Evangelism  and  Renewal  Commission  works  on  two  levels. 
First,  the  commission  serves  as  the  coordinator  of  many  diocesan  ac- 
tivities. In  that  role  this  report  will  mention  several  group's  activities.  Se- 
cond, the  commission's  own  events  will  also  be  mentioned. 

The  year  1987  was  exciting  and  productive.  Several  renewal  groups 
continued  to  provide  their  offerings  to  the  diocese.  The  Anglican 
Fellowship  of  Prayer  and  the  E.C.W.  established  a  prayer  network  in  the 
Raleigh  convocation.  The  intent  is  that  this  will  be  a  pilot  for  a  diocesan- 
wide  prayer  network. 

The  two  renewal  groups  oriented  toward  young  people,  Y.E.S.  and 
Happening,  both  completed  two  full  weekends  this  year.  Y.E.S.  located  a 
camp  which  will  provide  better  facilities  for  future  weekends.  Also,  the 
Y.E.S.  weekend  now  uses  more  young  people  as  staff,  thereby  increasing 
the  number  of  young  people  involved  on  each  weekend. 

Cursillo  presents  a  "Short  Course  in  Christian  Living",  with  a  follow- 
up  structure  to  support  and  encourage  participants  after  the  weekend. 
The  movement  is  governed  by  a  16-member  Secretariat,  made  up  of 
clergy  and  lay  people,  serving  under  the  direction  of  our  Bishop.  During 
1987,  224  people  participated  in  the  three  weekends  (106  for  the  first 
time).  Endowment  fund  contributions  have  allowed  participant  costs  to 
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remain  the  same  in  spite  of  rising  expenses.  The  main  emphasis  during 
the  year  has  been  on  the  follow-up  support  structure  that  strongly  en- 
courages renewed  parish  involvement. 

Faith  Alive  held  a  weekend  for  St.  Paul's  in  Cary.  Marriage  En- 
counter referred  interested  couples  to  nearby  dioceses.  The  Society  of  St. 
John  the  Evangelist  continues  to  provide  the  valuable  resource  of  St. 
John's  House  in  Durham.  The  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  also  continued 
their  valuable  work  in  the  diocese  and  are  looking  forward  to  a  national 
meeting  here  in  1988.  The  Order  of  St.  Luke's  year  has  been  very  produc- 
tive. At  least  one  new  chapter  is  anticipated  in  1988.  Kairos,  a  renewal 
ministry  for  men  in  prison,  made  excellent  progress  toward  an  active  role 
in  this  diocese. 

The  commission  offered  a  renewal  weekend  led  by  Bishop  William 
Frey  of  Colorado  at  Christ  Church,  Charlotte.  The  commission's  major 
new  thrust  was  presenting  workshops  entitled  "Evangelism  for  Episco- 
palians." These  consist  of  5  separate  workshops  on  how  evangelism  is 
part  of  our  life  in  the  areas  of  Service,  Worship,  New  Members,  Witness- 
ing, and  Pastoral  Care— essentially  the  SWEEP  outline.  All-day  work- 
shops were  held  at  All  Saints',  Concord  and  St.  Timothy's,  Winston- 
Salem.  As  a  spin-off  from  those  workshops,  commission  members  spoke 
at  several  parishes  with  a  focus  on  one  of  those  5  areas. 

The  year  1988  looks  to  be  even  more  exciting  than  1987.  The  commis- 
sion will  increase  its  emphasis  on  offering  parishes  information  through 
workshops  and  other  speakers.  The  proposed  budget  includes  funds  to 
offer  a  workshop  for  parish  evangelism  committee  chairmen.  The  ten- 
tative topic  is  "new  member  incorporation."  We  are  examining  additional 
renewal  opportunities  to  see  if  they  would  benefit  the  people  of  this 
diocese.  As  we  continue  to  increase  the  information  we  have  to  share,  we 
learn  over  and  over  again  how  many  activities  we  all  should  be  proud  of 
and  thankful  for  in  our  diocese.

Report  of  the  Clergy  Deployment  Commission 

In  1987  the  Clergy  Deployment  Commission  continued  its  ministry  of 
assisting  clergy  in  registering  with  the  Church  Deployment  Office  (CDO] 
in  New  York  and  in  assisting  parishes  in  their  search  for  clergy. 

Diocesan  clergy  were  contacted  by  mail  or  in  person  and  urged  to 
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update  with  the  CDO.  Many  clergy  took  advantage  of  this  invitation  and 
conferred  with  members  of  the  Commission. 

The  excellent  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Consultant  Net- 
work continues  to  be  essential  in  the  diocesan  search  process.  Small  con- 
gregations should  note  that  a  special  manual  for  their  search  process  has 
been  developed  and  is  available  from  the  Bishop's  office. 

Members  of  the  Commission  (the  Revs.  William  Lantz,  James 
Mathieson  and  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano)  look  forward  to  continuing  their 
assistance  to  the  diocese  in  1988.

Report  of  the  Parish  Grant  Commission 

Since  1972,  when  the  Parish  Grant  Commission  was  created  by  the 
Diocesan  Council  to  carry  out  the  mandate  of  that  year's  Convention,  144 
different  grants  to  congregations  have  been  made  for  a  total  expenditure 
of  $380,800. 

The  Parish  Grant  program  has  provided  seed  money  to  congrega- 
tions of  this  diocese  to  help  them  in  their  efforts  to  become  involved  in 
social  outreach  in  their  local  communities,  with  an  emphasis  on  member 
participation  and  ecumenical  cooperation.  Filling  in  the  application 
forms,  available  from  the  Diocesan  House,  requires  careful  planning  so 
as  to  meet  the  Council's  criteria,  which  it  is  the  task  of  the  Commission  to 
monitor.  The  specific  guidelines  of  the  program  stipulate  that  innovative 
pilot  projects  are  particularly  to  be  encouraged  and  that  assurances  are  to 
be  given  that  future  funding  has  been  considered.  Vestries  are  required 
to  supervise  the  expenditure  of  grants  and  the  Parish  Grant  Commission 
receives  year-end  evaluations  of  each  program. 

In  1986  the  Parish  Grant  Commission  appeared  for  the  first  time  as  a 
line  item  in  the  diocesan  budget.  Previous  sources  of  funding,  diocesan 
trust  funds  or  budget  surpluses,  were  unreliable;  furthermore,  this  kind 
of  funding  strategy  did  not  truly  reflect  the  commitment  of  the  Diocese  to 
the  outreach  ministry  of  its  congregations. 

Congregations  large  and  small  have  called  on  this  resource  to  assist 
them  in  new  ventures  among  those  in  need  in  the  name  of  Christ.  The 
commission  been  heartened  by  the  diverse  and  generous  witness  made 
by  Episcopal  Churches  throughout  the  communities  of  our  Diocese.

Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Women's  Issues 

Ever  since  the  Commission  on  Women's  Issues  has  existed  as  a  task 
force,  we  have  periodically  reviewed  and  reworked  our  mission  state- 
ment to  keep  it  current  with  our  working  objectives.  Our  commission 
wants  a  church  community  that  gives  women  opportunities  to  deepen 
their  spiritual  life,  to  serve  that  community  with  all  their  talents,  and  to 
witness  to  the  Gospel  by  word  and  example  both  as  lay  and  clergy 
women.  Because  of  the  inclusion  in  Part  11(A)  of  the  NC  2000  Report  "to 
enhance  the  Diocesan  volume  and  level  of  female  leadership,  both  clergy 
and  lay,"  we  are  encouraged  that  our  goals— the  increase  of  women  in 
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policy-making  decisions  and  the  employment  of  more  female  clergy— are 
also  those  of  the  NC  2000  Commission. 

Listed  below  is  a  summary  of  our  activities  during  the  current  year. 

At  the  Diocesan  Convention  and  the  ECW's  Annual  Meeting  we 
presented  the  documentary,  "Women  in  Poverty:  The  NC  Story,"  which 
described  how  easy  it  is  for  a  woman  to  find  herself  in  poverty  and  how 
difficult  it  is  for  her  to  escape. 

We  continue  to  educate  men  and  women  in  the  Diocese  to  the  needs 
of  women  thrown  suddenly  into  the  work  force.  The  Lex  Mathews 
Scholarship  fund  is  our  practical  and  symbolic  answer  to  this  problem. 
We  advocated  that  this  scholarship  be  included  in  the  Diocesan  fund 
drive  and  are  excited  that  this  has  become  a  reality.  We  expect  to  reach 
$30,000  soon  so  that  we  can  begin  offering  a  modest  scholarship  with  the 
interest.  In  order  to  publicize  the  fund  more  effectively,  we  now  have  an 
attractive  brochure  that  is  being  distributed  throughout  the  parishes. 

At  the  1987  Diocesan  Convention,  delegates  passed  a  resolution  on  af- 
firmative action  as  it  applies  to  women  in  the  Church.  In  order  to  imple- 
ment an  effective  plan  through  the  search  process,  members  of  our  com- 
mission have  met  with  members  of  the  Deployment  Commission  and  the 
Consultant  Network,  who  have  been  enthusiastic  and  supportive  about 
working  with  us. 

A  recent  compilation  of  figures  showing  the  number  of  women  serv- 
ing in  such  parish  positions  as  senior  and  junior  wardens,  treasurers,  and 
priests  and  such  diocesan  positions  as  Standing  Committee,  Diocesan 
Council,  and  Commission  on  Ministry  shows  that  this  Diocese  has  a  long 
way  to  go  to  achieve  equality  in  leadership.  That  is  true  whether  the 
figures  represent  elective  or  appointive  activities. 

We  continue  to  search  for  the  best  way  to  offer  support  to  Episcopal 
women  in  ministry,  lay  and  clergy.  We  desire  input  from  these  women 
themselves  and  so  far,  are  excited  by  their  enthusiasm.  Our  Second 
Decade  Conference  was  held  June  5-7  at  St.  Mary's  College,  co-sponsored 
by  the  college  and  by  the  ECW;  this  celebrated  the  second  decade  of  the 
ordination  of  women  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  Out  of  the  52  persons  at- 
tending, nine  came  from  outside  the  diocese,  43  from  inside  the  diocese; 
15  were  clergy  or  in  process;  37  were  laity;  51  were  women,  one,  male. 
The  enthusiasm  was  so  great  that  Janet  Watrous  is  planning  another  con- 
ference to  be  held  on  campus  in  1988. 

We  have  begun  building  a  Talent  Bank  of  women  qualified  for  ap- 
pointive and  elective  Diocesan  positions,  to  support  both  clergy  and  lay 
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women  as  they  seek  leadership  roles  and  to  have  a  network  of  represen- 
tatives in  every  parish  in  the  Diocese.  One  of  our  Commission  members, 
Colleen  Hartsoe,  is  working  out  a  detailed  plan  of  increasing  this  parish 
representative  list.  A  fall  conference  is  in  the  planning  stage;  in  fact,  we 
have  reserved  the  Conference  Center  for  Sept.  23-24,  1988. 

It  is  difficult  to  determine  how  many  people  receive  information 
about  our  program.  Our  most  effective  method  has  been  a  quarterly 
newsletter  from  CWI  initiated  in  1987,  and  mailed  to  someone  in  every 
parish.  Organizations  within  the  Diocese  have  begun  showing  interest  in 
the  Commission's  activities.  We  will  have  a  slide  presentation  on  the  Se- 
cond Decade  Conference  for  groups  to  borrow  as  well  as  a  videotape  of 
the  "Women  in  Poverty"  film  mentioned  earlier. 

We  developed  an  organization  plan  for  ourselves  that  we  hope  will 
be  a  model  in  openness  and  wide  lay  involvement.  This  plan  was 
presented  to  the  Bishop  and  CSM  Director  and  met  with  their  approval. 
Part  of  our  plan  includes  a  system  insuring  that  members  will  rotate  off  the 
Commission  after  three  years  and  that  the  chairperson  will  serve  no  more 
than  two  terms.  At  the  end  of  1987,  four  members  of  the  original  task 
force  will  be  replaced.  We  thank  the  Bishop,  the  late  Lex  Mathews,  and 
the  1986  Convention  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  this  Diocese  in  its  effort 
to  encourage  the  empowerment  of  all  its  members. 

Even  though  we  have  a  full  agenda  with  the  programs  listed  above, 
the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  recently  reported  to  the  Commis- 
sion its  recommendation  to  move  in  the  next  few  years  into  broad  issues 
that  affect  women:  Child  abuse,  wife  abuse,  AIDS,  economic  status. 

The  Commission  on  Women's  Issues  believes  that  the  overriding  ine- 
quity facing  women  today  is  their  low  income  base.  That  becomes  not 
simply  women's  problems  but  everyone's  problem.  In  our  Church  today, 
we  are  challenged  by  an  increasing  number  of  complex  issues  that  de- 
mand solution  in  innovative  ways.  Until  we  involve  both  men  and 
women  in  the  decision-making  process,  we  are  utilizing  only  half  of  our 
energy  and  available  talent.  How  to  encourage  women  to  realize  their 
potential  is  everyone's  problem.  Our  commission  can  only  serve  as 
catalyst  for  change.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  women  in  leadership 
positions  would  indicate  change  was  occurring.  There  are  so  many  fac- 
tors that  stand  in  the  way  of  a  woman's  being  able  to  offer  herself  as  a 
leader  that  any  action  of  the  Church  that  recognizes  this  and  determines 
to  do  something  about  it  would  be  a  sign  of  success.

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Report  of  the  Department 
of  Records  and  History  and  Registrar 

The  big  event  for  the  Department  of  Records  and  History  in  1987  was,  of 
course,  the  publication,  after  20  years  of  preparation,  of  The  Episcopal 
Church  in  North  Carolina,  1701-1959.  The  book  was  guided  through  its 
final  stages  by  the  committee  headed  by  Dr.  Sarah  Lemmon  with  the  in- 
valuable assistance  of  Matthew  Hodgson,  director  of  the  UNC  Press. 
Distribution  is  being  handled  through  the  diocesan  book  store  at  St. 
Stephen's  Church  in  Oxford.  Copies  will  be  available  at  the  Convention 
in  January,  and  it  certainly  should  be  in  the  library  of  every  congregation 
in  the  Diocese. 

The  Department  honored  the  nine  living  authors  of  the  chapters  in 
the  History  at  an  open  house  and  autographing  event  in  the  Diocesan 
House  in  November.  Three  who  wrote  chapters  for  the  book— Hugh  T. 
Lefler,  James  W.  Patton,  and  James  S.  Brawley— are  now  deceased.  The 
other  nine— Sarah  McCulloh  Lemmon,  Henry  W.  Lewis,  Blackwell  P. 
Robinson,  William  S.  Powell,  Lawrence  Foushee  London,  George  H. 
Esser,  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  Lawrence  Fay  Brewster,  and  Elizabeth  W. 
Thomson— were  all  at  the  open  house,  the  first  time  ever  they  had  all 
been  together. 

At  the  1987  Convention  the  Department  and  the  Convention  honored 
Dr.  Lawrence  London  with  a  resolution  and  a  plaque  recognizing  his  50 
years  as  Historiographer  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  Dr.  Frank 
Grubbs  was  named  as  new  Historiographer  and  he  serves  as  an  ex  officio 
member  of  this  Department.  His  first  project  in  this  capacity  is  working  on 
the  development  of  a  directory  of  the  churches  in  the  Diocese  which  will 
contain  a  brief  history  of  each  one. 

Dr.  Nelle  Bellamy,  archivist  for  the  National  Episcopal  Archives,  was 
keynote  speaker  for  the  annual  Parish  Historians  conference  and 
workshop  in  the  fall.  The  conference  included  detailed  instructions  and 
demonstration  of  the  conservation  of  parish  records  by  our  own  ar- 
chivist, Michelle  Francis. 

The  Business  Administrator,  Letty  Magdanz,  met  with  the  Depart- 
ment to  discuss  the  preservation  of  business  records  on  microfilm. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  the  Ven.  Neff  Powell,  met  with  the 
Department  to  discuss  his  work  as  Secretary,  especially  the  publication 
of  the  Journal.  A  time  table  and  a  schedule  of  responsibilities  has  been

worked  out  with  the  hope  that  this  will  facilitate  a  more  timely  produc- 
tion of  the  Journal. 

Acquisitions  for  the  archives  this  year  include  papers  of  John  Norton 
Atkins,  an  early  missionary  in  the  western  part  of  the  State,  given  by  his 
son  George;  Bishop  Fraser's  papers,  the  journal  of  Bishop  Cheshire's  of- 
ficial acts,  and  some  of  Bishop  Lyman's  papers,  all  of  which  had  been 
deposited  with  the  Southern  Historical  Collection  in  Chapel  Hill;  addi- 
tional papers  and  books  given  by  George  London  of  Raleigh;  and  a  collec- 
tion of  Bishop  Penick's  sermons. 

Members  of  the  Department  are  the  Chairman  and  Lucy  Davis  from 
the  Diocesan  Council,  Archivist  Michelle  Francis,  Historiographer  Frank 
Grubbs,  Carolyn  Hager,  Sarah  Lemmon,  George  London,  the  Rev. 
William  Price,  Patricia  Rosenthal  and  the  Rev.  Bartine  Sherman. 

The  Chairman  of  this  Department  is,  by  Canon,  also  the  Registrar, 
and  because  the  responsibilities  assigned  to  that  position  are  in  fact  part 
of  the  work  done  by  the  Department,  this  report  serves  as  both  the  report 
of  the  Registrar  and  of  the  Department  of  Records  and  History.

Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Historic  St.  John's 

Seemingly  out  of  place  in  space  and  time,  it  sits  near  a  village  crossroad,  a 
magnificent  example  of  colonial  architecture  reminding  us  of  the  Sacred. 
In  its  secular  history  the  world  moved  away,  decade  by  decade.  No 
communicants,  no  congregation— St.  John's,  Williamsboro,  reminds  us 
that  without  witness,  worship  or  ministry  there  is  no  life  in  a  church. 

Yet  there  is  a  responsibility  to  still  make  history  live  and  remind  us  of 
the  spread  of  the  Gospel  through  generations.  At  least  three  times  a  year 
the  Committee  for  Historic  St.  John's  hosts  special  services;  and  on  sum- 
mer Sunday  afternoons  keeps  open  the  doors  to  all  visitors  and  pilgrims. 

This  past  year  our  annual  service  (always  the  second  Sunday  in  Oc- 
tober) was  a  Eucharist,  with  Dr.  Frank  Grubbs,  Historiographer  of  the 
Diocese,  our  speaker.  Once  again  we  hosted  an  Ascension  Eve  Eucharist; 
and  a  candlelight  carol  service  on  the  Sunday  before  Christmas. 

The  Committee  has  welcomed  special  school  groups  and  civic  or- 
ganizations plus  two  confirmation  classes.  We  have  overseen  use  of  the 
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property  and  building.  The  Committee  thanks  the  Guild  members  who 
have  helped  us  and  the  interest  shown  by  so  many  of  the  diocese  in  our 
mother  church.

Report  of  the  Land  Stewardship  Commission 

The  Land  Stewardship  Commission  continues  its  efforts  to  educate 
members  of  this  Church  on  good  use  of  God's  land  and  care  for  His  crea- 
tion. 

We  are  grateful  that  Bishop  Estill  enlarged  our  Commission  this  year 
and  added  three  persons  to  it;  they  have  brought  new  ideas  and  specific 
expertise. 

To  date,  our  attempts  to  get  churches  to  include  environmental  issues 
in  their  education  curricula  have  not  been  as  successful  as  we  wished. 
Members  of  the  Commission  attended  meetings  of  clergy  in  three  con- 
vocations and  made  presentations  to  them  explaining  our  materials  and 
our  willingness  to  come  into  parishes  or  convocations  and  hold 
workshops  for  Christian  Education  leaders  and  clergy.  At  our  request, 
the  Education  and  Training  Commission  developed  a  study  guide  to  be 
used  in  conjunction  with  our  Land  Stewardship  Syllabus  and  it  was  for- 
warded to  all  clergy  in  a  "Please  Note"  mailing.  We  remain  hopeful  that 
more  parishes  will  look  at  these  issues  for  inclusion  in  their  education 
programs.  Our  offer  of  help  and  training  remains  firm. 

In  response  to  a  request  from  the  Commission,  Holy  Trinity,  Greens- 
boro, agreed  to  develop  a  pilot  program  for  1988  Lenten  Study  on  issues 
attendant  to  the  use  of  the  land.  We  look  forward  to  a  report  and  evalu- 
ation of  this  study  with  the  expectation  that  it  will  become  a  model  for 
other  churches. 

Our  Commission  is  in  the  process  of  producing  its  second  slide  show 
which  will  be  available  for  congregational  use  in  early  1988.  The  focus 
will  be  on  stewardship  around  the  home  and  promises  to  be  evocative. 
Wallace  Kaufman,  Commission  member,  is  the  author  of  the  script. 

The  ecumenical  work  continues  with  the  Land  Stewardship  Council. 
With  them,  we  co-sponsored  the  Lex  Mathews  Land  Stewardship  Con- 
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ference  at  Camp  Caraway  in  November,  with  more  than  60  persons  in  at- 
tendance. Speakers  included  Congressman  David  Price,  Robert  Rodell, 
Ferrell  Guillory  and  among  panel  leaders  were  the  Rev.  Jim  Lewis,  Bill 
Bulloch  and  Wallace  Kaufman  of  our  Commission.  Feedback  was  so 
positive  that  the  Council  expects  to  continue  the  Conference  on  an  an- 
nual basis. 

The  Council  has  been  more  legislatively  active  this  year  than  in 
previous  years.  With  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
resolutions  supporting  the  ban  on  laundry  phosphates,  careful  storage  of 
radioactive  waste,  and  cleanup  of  inactive  and  abandoned  hazardous 
wastes  dumps  were  forwarded  to  members  of  the  General  Assembly. 
While  we  see  the  advantage  of  a  more  pro-active  stance,  the  Council  has 
the  constraint  of  its  tax-free  status  which  limits  these  activities. 

Continued  growing  ecumenical  support  for  the  work  of  the  Land 
Stewardship  Council  is  evidenced  by  increased  financial  support  from 
participating  judicatories.  The  support  by  this  diocese  is  matched  by  the 
two  Catholic  dioceses  in  the  State  and  the  Presbyterian  Synod.  Giving  has 
increased  from  the  other  two  Episcopal  dioceses  in  North  Carolina  and 
by  the  Methodist  Conferences. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Land  Stewardship  Commission,  I  sit  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Council  as  the  Bishop's  representative.  In  that 
capacity  I  have  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  its  annual 
meeting. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  Diocese  is  aware  that  it  is  on  the  cutting  edge  of 
these  issues  in  the  Church  and  the  Commission  and  the  Council  serve  as 
models  for  the  Episcopal  Church.  Our  issues  are  also  Presiding  Bishop 
Edmond  Browning's  issues  and  one  of  his  mission  thrusts  is  Stewardship 
of  God's  Creation.  Our  diocesan  structure  is  in  place  to  move  forward; 
we  are  excited  about  the  possibilities  before  us.

Report  of  the  Small  Church  Commission 

Over  the  years  of  our  existence  this  Commission  has  moved  from  studies 
of  small  church  needs  and  concerns  to  support  of  small  churches  in  living 
with  or  working  through  such  needs.  We  have  moved  from  awareness  of 
isolation  to  reassurance  of  cooperative  support  and  affirmation  of  small 
church  ministry.  But  over  these  same  years  the  Commission  also  took  on 
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the  exciting  responsibility  of  encouragement  and  development  of  new 
congregations  which  began  as  small  churches.  Both  emphases  of  older 
churches  and  new  ones  included  planning  educational  opportunities  and 
strategizing  for  the  future.  But  both  emphases  required  more  work  than 
we  could  continue  to  responsibly  handle. 

Such  led  us  in  the  Spring  of  this  year  to  consult  with  our  bishops  and 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Department  of  Outreach  and  Mission;  and  to  a 
restructuring  proposal  by  all  of  us  to  the  Council  of  the  diocese.  We 
believe  the  results  have  strengthened  the  future  of  small  churches  in  the 
diocese.  The  responsibility  for  locating  property  sites  and  developing 
new  congregations  has  been  assumed  by  the  Department  of  Outreach 
and  Mission.  The  responsibility  for  nurturing  and  supporting  new  con- 
gregations is  assumed  by  the  Small  Church  Commission  when  they  begin 
their  existence  and  growth. 

Such  nurture  and  support  we  have  attempted  to  carry  out  by  con- 
sultations to  several  congregations  or  by  liaison  teams  working  closely 
with  some  other  congregations.  We  have  encouraged  small  churches 
which  lack  membership  or  resources  for  a  fulltime  priest  to  consider  new 
forms  of  parish  ministry  such  as  coalitions,  yoked  congregations,  or  part- 
time  clergy.  We  have  encouraged  laity  to  discover  and  live  out  their  own 
ministries  in  small  congregations  and  to  affirm  the  ministry  of  all— priest 
and  people.  This  included  a  regional  conference  at  Trinity  Center  par- 
ticipated in  by  four  of  our  small  churches. 

All  of  these  steps  have  made  us  aware  of  a  need  for  continued  sup- 
port and  training.  We  are  in  the  process  of  planning  a  major  conference 
for  our  small  churches.  It  will  enable  teams  from  each  participating  con- 
gregation to  share  and  discover  new  ways  to  affirm  ministry;  effectively 
carry  out  mission;  and  develop  or  strengthen  congregational  life  and 
witness.  With  six  new  congregations  in  the  diocese  we  are  planning  a 
workshop  in  1988  to  afford  them  an  opportunity  of  sharing  their  new  life 
and  discovering  help  to  strengthen  their  ministry  and  witness  for  the 
future  of  their  churches  in  this  diocese. 

It  has  been  a  busy  year  for  this  Commission  and  the  chairman 
acknowledges  with  deep  appreciation  the  time,  travel  and  assistance 
given  by  its  members.  We  remain  committed  to  the  value  of  total 
ministry  for  every  small  church  in  our  diocese.

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Report  of  the 
Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church 

Our  task  is  to  take  the  pulse  of  the  Diocese.  As  we  went  about  this  task, 
two  areas  of  major  concern  emerged:  church  expansion  and  communica- 
tion. 

I.  Church  Expansion. 

A.  Existing  Congregations.  It  is  our  perception  that  the  reasons  people 
go  to  church  today  are  (1)  a  feeling  of  warmth  or  a  real  sense  of  Christian 
Community,  (2)  preaching  that  moves  people's  souls,  (3)  participation  in 
the  Eucharist,  (4)  vibrant  educational  programs,  (5)  strong  outreach. 

Do  we  feel  good  enough  about  our  parishes  to  invite  other  people  to 
join  us?  National  statistics  show  that  the  majority  of  people  go  to  church 
because  they  were  invited  by  other  members.  How  would  we  respond  if 
the  Bishop  asked  every  communicant  to  bring  one  new  member  into  his 
or  her  parish  with  the  goal  of  doubling  membership  throughout  the 
Diocese  in  1988? 

B.  New  Congregations.  Our  Diocese  is  woefully  behind  in  the  expan- 
sion of  new  churches,  especially  when  compared  to  other  denominations 
in  the  area.  We  also  believe  it  is  important  to  identify  and  promote  dif- 
ferent strategies  for  growth  and  non-growth  areas.  The  Diocese  has  made 
no  systematic  effort  at  land  acquisition,  conducting  demographic  studies, 
and  projecting  areas  for  new  congregations.  If  we  are  serious,  we  need  to 
consider  immediately  a  separate  department  and  fulltime  person  for 
planning  and  management,  just  as  we  have  done  with  the  capital  cam- 
paign. 

II.  Communication. 

A.  Diocesan  Family.  We  are  becoming  more  of  a  diocesan  family.  We 
believe  this  is  attributable  to  the  attitude  of  the  diocesan  leadership,  the 
visibility  and  circulation  of  diocesan  staff  around  the  Diocese,  and  the 
continuity  brought  about  by  three-year  terms  of  diocesan  delegates.  The 
following  gatherings  and  publications  have  brought  increased  com- 
munication and  feeling  on  oneness:  conferences  for  secretaries,  wardens, 
clergy,  clergy  spouses,  parish  representatives  of  the  Commissions  on 
Women's  Issues,  Hunger,  Aging,  Episcopal  Church  Women,  Youth;  Cur- 
sillo;  festivals  for  Altar  Guilds  and  acolytes;  convocation  meetings; 
"ECW's  Patchwork,"  the  clergy's  "Please  Note,"  the  Clergy  Association 
Newsletter,  the  Commission  on  Women's  Issues  Newsletter,  parish  in- 
house  newsletters,  and  personal  stories  in  The  Communicant. 
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B.  General  Public.  We  recommend  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Communica- 
tions Commission  that  they  gather  together  religious  editors  and 
Episcopalians  in  advertising,  television,  and  print  media  to  a  think-tank 
conference  to  probe  ways  of  getting  the  good  news  of  the  work,  worship, 
and  fellowship  of  the  Episcopal  Church  to  the  general  public,  as  well  as 
ways  of  making  the  church's  voice  heard  in  public  debate. 

Finally,  we  feel  that  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  two  of  the 
best  bishops  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  some  of  the  better  clergy,  and  an 
unusually  large  number  of  talented  lay  leadership.  Therefore,  we  have 
the  responsibility  to  utilize  these  gifts  to  the  fullest.  Let  us  be  bold!

Report  of  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese 

The  ministry  of  the  Archdeacon,  Program  Director,  and  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese  reminds  me  of  a  roommate  I  had  in  college.  He  had  been  a 
drummer  in  his  high  school  band  and  could  play  four  different  rhythms 
at  once,  a  different  one  with  each  hand  and  foot.  That's  a  little  how  I  feel 
in  this  ministry.  And  I  love  it. 

The  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  is  dealt  with  in  another 
report.  This  brief  report  highlights  the  Program  side  of  my  ministry. 

The  Education  and  Training  Commission  continues  to  thrive  under 
the  leadership  of  Harrison  Simons.  Individual  requests  for  assistance, 
usually  for  Sunday  School  help  are  responded  to.  Conferences  such  as 
HOPE  (How  Our  Parish  Educates)  were  well  received  and  offered 
valuable  assistance  to  the  local  congregations. 

The  Stewardship  Commission,  under  the  direction  of  Ted  Voorhees, 
remains  strong.  The  Annual  Spring  Stewardship  Conference  continues  to 
be  the  centerpiece  of  this  ministry.  Local  assistance  has  been  given  to 
several  congregations,  especially  with  the  Every  member  Canvass.  Five 
persons  were  trained  as  Alabama-type  consultants.  I  am  proud  of  the 
way  that  the  Stewardship  commission  has  developed. 

The  Small  Church  Commission  is  also  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Rev.  Harrison  T.  Simons.  The  majority  of  congregations  in  the  Diocese 
are  small.  This  Diocese  is  not  unique  in  this,  nor  is  the  Episcopal  Church 
unique  in  this.  The  Commission  has  especially  sought  to  be  sensitive  to 
the  small,  rural,  struggling  congregations.  The  excitement  and  dynamic 
activity  seen  on  the  1-85  corridor  is  not  shared  in  all  corners  of  the 
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Diocese.  This  is  especially  noticeable  in  the  rural  and  small  town  con- 
gregations. The  Commission  has  served  as  a  council  of  advice  to  the 
Bishops,  has  designed  programs  for  the  small  churches,  and  has  respond- 
ed to  specific  requests  for  assistance  and  support. 

The  Planned  Giving  Commission  has  wrestled  with  its  purpose  and 
direction  under  changing  circumstances  this  year.  The  Rev.  Royal 
Dedrick  was  hired  to  assist  with  Planned  Giving  ministry.  Mr.  H.  G. 
Nicholson  ably  served  as  chair  until  forced  to  retire  due  to  ill  health. 

The  Rev.  Vic  Mansfield  this  year  has  done  outstanding  work  as  chair 
of  the  Youth  Commission.  The  highlight  of  that  work  was  the  calling  of 
Francis  Payne  to  be  Youth  Coordinator  for  the  Diocese.  Her  work  with 
the  Youth  Commission  is  already  bearing  fruit  in  regular  and  large  youth 
programs  for  our  junior  and  senior  high  school  students  designed  to  sup- 
port local  congregational  based  youth  programs. 

The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  is  chaired  and  guided  by 
Anne  Tomlinson.  I  assist  that  Department  with  its  work  as  well  as  the 
closely  related  quarterly  meetings  of  Convocation  Deans  and  Wardens. 
The  bulk  of  the  Programs  of  the  Diocese  are  carried  out  under  the  um- 
brella of  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach. 

Among  many  miscellaneous  ministries,  I  am  especially  proud  of  my 
work  on  the  annual  Secretaries  and  the  annual  Seniors  Wardens  Con- 
ferences. I  also  oversee  the  annual  Clergy  Conference  and  the  annual 
Clergy  Retreat,  produce  a  monthly  newsletter  for  clergy  and  maintain  a 
modest  Resource  Center  at  Diocesan  House. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  a  strong  Diocese,  with  able,  mature, 
and  steady  clergy  and  lay  leadership.  I  am  pleased  to  be  a  part  of  it.

Report  of  the 
Education  and  Training  Commission 

This  20-member  Commission's  stated  purpose  is  to  enhance  Christian 
Education  in  the  diocese  by  strengthening  development  of  ministries  and 
growth  in  personal  faith  and  congregational  life;  by  designing  and  offering 
programs,  conferences,  training  events  and  resources;  and  by  providing 
individual  scholarships,  assistance  and  consultative  services. 

In  attempting  to  accomplish  this  we  have  met  seven  times  during  the 
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year  and  provided  a  total  of  170  hours  of  consultations  or  parish  programs 
to  congregations  in  the  diocese  by  some  Commission  members.  Other 
members  have  worked  with  development  of  conference  and  workshop 
programs  for  three  major  conferences  sponsored  by  the  Commission. 
Those  were  the  Young  Adults  Conference;  a  one  day  Gift  Workshop  led 
by  Carolyn  Dicer  for  Christian  Educators;  the  HOPE  Conference;  and  a 
regional  Empowering  of  Ministry  series.  The  latter  was  a  very  successful 
pilot  project  in  Greensboro  in  the  style  of  the  Lay  Academy. 

The  Young  Adults  Conference  was  coordinated  by  Katherine  Broad- 
way. It  was  a  pilot  program  of  the  National  Church  and  us,  to  explore  the 
issue  of  special  concern  to  adults  in  their  20s  and  30s.  The  issues  selected 
by  the  Steering  Committee  were  Identity:  through  Job,  Intimacy  and 
Power.  A  followup  conference  is  scheduled  for  next  June  24-26  at  the 
Conference  Center. 

The  HOPE  Conference  (How  Our  Parish  Educates]  is  the  second  one 
developed  by  the  Commission.  The  Rev.  Tom  Downs  was  keynoter  and 
the  60  participants  attended  workshops  in  four  areas  of  parish  education. 
The  third  such  conference  is  scheduled  for  June  17-18. 

Your  Commission's  other  major  area  is  in  offering  support  systems 
for  education  and  training  for  ministry.  We  support  CLAY  (Clergy  and 
Laity  Together  in  Ministry],  an  ecumenical  organization  that  offers  small 
group  courses  in  congregations.  We  continue  to  sponsor  Sewannee's 
Education  for  Ministry,  a  four  year  program  which  provides  theological 
understandings  for  active  lay  ministry.  Our  EFM  coordinator  is  Mary 
Mainwaring  who  oversees  twenty  groups  throughout  the  diocese  involv- 
ed in  the  EFM  training. 

The  Rev.  Ted  Vorhees  is  our  supervisor  for,  and  representative  on, 
the  Middle  Atlantic  Training  and  Consulting  Association  Board.  Through 
our  participation  in  MATC  we  were  able  to  offer  reduced  rates  for  their 
training  programs  to  26  communicants  this  year  and  begin  to  offer 
MATC  conferences  in  the  diocese.  The  Commission  also  supports  the 
N.C.  Episcopal  Consultants  Network.  The  Network  finalized  an  Interim 
Procedures  Guide  for  Small  Congregations  and  revised  the  Diocesan 
Search  Procedures  guide  for  Parishes.  Consultants  have  worked  with  34 
congregations  and  one  local  or  diocesan  organization  which  included,  in- 
volved, or  affected  hundreds  of  individuals.  The  Network  expects  to  be 
self-supporting  by  1989.  Coordinated  by  the  Rev.  Rod  Reineke  since  its 
beginning  he  will  be  succeeded  this  year  by  interim  coordinator  Betsy 
Savage. 
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To  provide  resources  to  all  our  congregations  the  Ven.  Neff  Powell 
has  developed,  in  conjunction  with  the  Communications  Commission,  a 
lending  library  at  the  Diocesan  House.  It  offers  videotapes,  cassette  tapes, 
films  and  curriculum  resources  for  loan  to  congregations.  The  Educa- 
tion/Liturgy Resource  Center  at  St.  Stephen's,  Oxford,  offers  book  and 
curriculum  exhibits  for  all  diocesan  conferences  and  is  doing  the  same  for 
the  Christian  Education  Office  at  the  Episcopal  Church  Center  in  New 
York.  Two  of  our  mem  bers  serve  Christian  Education  in  the  Province. 

For  the  first  time  in  years  the  Commission  was  requested  to  assist  in 
development  of  some  curriculum  designs  for  parish  use  on  the  Land 
Stewardship  program;  and  another  to  encourage  congregational  study  of 
the  1988  Lambeth  Conference  issues. 

Most  of  our  various  diocesan  commissions  work  independently  of 
each  other.  An  initial  meeting  between  our  Commission  and  the  Chris- 
tian Social  Ministries  Commission  pointed  up  to  us  the  need  for  more 
networking  between  Commissions.  We  hope  to  see  such,  and  be  part  of 
such,  in  1988  so  that  the  total  ministry  of  Christ  is  enhanced  by  the  differ- 
ing gifts  we  each  have  to  offer.

Report  of  the 
Department  of  Property  Management 

In  1987  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Property  Management  was  done 
by  the  members  and  Business  Administrator  Letty  Magdanz,  who  works 
with  the  Department,  with  a  minimum  of  full  Department  meetings. 

The  repairs  and  refurbishing  of  the  Diocesan  House  are  almost  com- 
plete. The  new  roof  and  new  lexan  skylight  bubbles  have  been  installed. 
The  entire  interior  of  the  building  has  been  repainted  or  repapered;  the 
tile  floor  in  the  Bishop's  Chapel  has  been  cleaned;  new  carpets  are  in 
place;  new  furniture  and  blinds  or  drapes  where  needed  have  been  pur- 
chased for  the  lobbies  and  some  of  the  offices.  The  foundation  has  been 
laid  and  the  new  free  standing  cross  in  front  of  the  building  will  be  in 
place  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Still  to  be  done  is  the  work  on  the  ceiling 
tiles  and  the  lighting  and  on  improvements  to  the  handicap  accessibility. 
Letty  Magdanz  has  done  the  on  site  supervision  for  this  work. 
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The  Diehl  Street  property  sale  was  completed  and  the  $136,390.55 
netted  was,  by  Council  action,  added  to  the  scholarship  funds  for  the 
Penick  Home.  A  small  piece  of  property  in  Franklinton  was  sold  to  an  ad- 
joining landowner  for  $2500.00. 

The  entire  Department  met  with  the  Investment  Committee,  com- 
posed of  John  Red,  Jr.,  Garland  Tucker,  and  William  E.  McCrary,  and  ap- 
propriate members  of  the  staff  at  NCNB  in  Greensboro  for  a  full  discus- 
sion of  the  investments  of  Diocesan  Trust  funds.  At  the  request  of  the 
Department,  Ms.  Magdanz  continued  to  attend  the  regular  meetings  of 
the  Investment  Committee. 

The  on  site  inspection  of  all  Diocesan  property  has  been  completed 
by  Jane  House  and  Letty  Magdanz.  The  preparation  of  the  report  with 
locations,  descriptions,  evaluations,  and  pictures  is  in  progress.

Report  of  Saint  Augustine's  College 

This  past  academic  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  exciting  years  of  my 
presidency  and  it  is  my  joy  to  share  some  of  these  "mountain  top"  ex- 
periences with  you. 

Over  the  years  I  have  alluded  to  the  acute  shortage  of  resident  hous- 
ing on  our  campus,  thanks  to  this  Board  of  Trustees,  this  has  been 
alleviated  through  the  construction  of  a  new  residence  facility  capable  of 
accommodating  300  students;  in  addition  to  two  separate  suites  for  the 
resident  directors. 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church  had  its  meeting  on 
our  campus  in  March  of  this  year.  It  was  the  first  time  that  this  body  from 
our  National  Church  had  ever  been  on  our  campus,  and  we  are  certain 
that  as  a  result  of  their  meeting,  Saint  Augustine's  College  has  a  host  of 
new  friends.  The  entire  Council  pledged  its  support  to  the  three  pre- 
dominately Black  colleges  within  our  Church. 

Our  chapel  is  in  dire  need  of  renovation.  Thanks  to  a  grant  from  the 
United  Thank  Offering  and  other  donors,  we  repaired  our  most  pressing 
need,  our  slate  roof,  for  $65,000.  We  are  trying  to  devise  strategies  to 
raise  money  for  remaining  repairs— perhaps  $200,000  or  more— through 
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private  sources,  as  foundations  will  not  assist  with  the  chapel. 

Saint  Augustine's  College  has  entered  into  an  exciting  partnership 
with  the  City  of  Raleigh.  We  are  building  a  new  outdoor  track  for  our 
team  which  we  will  share  with  the  city.  We  will  raise  $250,000  and  the 
city  will  make  us  a  grant  of  $100,000  to  pay  for  the  facility. 

We  were  pleased  to  allow  a  national  peace  group  to  use  our  facilities. 
It  was  a  great  learning  experience  for  our  students,  especially  as  they  wat- 
ched the  interaction  between  the  officers  and  cadets  of  our  ROTC  pro- 
gram and  the  members  of  the  peace  group.  We  agonized  over  our  deci- 
sion to  allow  the  peace  group  to  meet  on  our  campus,  but  as  we  reflect 
upon  our  decision,  we  state  without  equivocation  that  our  decision  prov- 
ed to  be  excellent. 

We  have  received  the  official  audit  from  the  auditors  and  I  am  pleas- 
ed to  inform  you  that  we  have  operated  this  college  in  the  black  for  the 
21st  consecutive  year.  We  have  done  this  without  any  diminution  in  our 
program. 

The  faculty  has  approved  a  rigorous  core  program  beginning  with  the 
1987-88  freshman  class.  We  want  to  be  certain  that  our  graduates  are  able 
to  compete  in  the  marketplace.  Our  track  record  has  been  excellent  in  the 
past,  and  we  are  confident  that  we  shall  continue  to  challenge  our 
students  academically  and  spiritually. 

At  our  Board  meeting  in  October,  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Burgess,  retired 
Bishop  of  Massachusetts  and  former  Chairperson  of  the  Board,  rotated 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Saint  Augustine's  College  owes  a  deep  sense 
of  gratitude  for  the  unselfish,  dedicated  service  of  the  Bishop.  We  rejoice 
that  attorney  Margaret  Bush  Wilson,  also  a  devout  Episcopalian,  has 
assumed  the  position  as  Chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Our  enrollment  for  the  1987-88  academic  year  is  approximately 
1,670.  Our  applicant  pool  is  constantly  growing  and  we  are  grateful  that 
so  many  students  from  many  sections  of  this  country  and  the  world  want 
to  matriculate  at  Saint  Augustine's. 

On  a  personal  note,  let  me  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  so  many  of 
you  throughout  the  Diocese  who  have  wished  me  "Bon  Voyage"  as  I 
begin  my  sabbatical.  Please  keep  the  entire  Saint  Augustine's  College 
family  in  your  prayers.

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Report  of  the  Hunger  Commission 

The  Commission  serves  to  augment,  encourage,  and  support  hunger  pro- 
jects in  localities  throughout  the  Diocese.  Commission  members  have 
found  themselves  in  awe  of  what  is  being  accomplished  on  local  levels. 
We  discovered  that  small  size  is  no  barrier  to  social  ministry.  In  fact  the 
most  impressive  record  we  have  received  from  a  church  thus  far  has 
come  from  St.  Andrew's,  Haw  River.  Also,  though,  on  the  basis  of  our 
travels,  we  are  disturbed  that  little  or  no  coordination/collaboration  is  oc- 
curring in  North  Carolina  among  agencies,  organizations,  congregations, 
and  people  who  are  working  actively  on  hunger  projects.  To  our  know- 
ledge we  are  the  only  group  in  the  entire  state  which  is  striving  to  connect 
the  disparate  federal  agencies  with  non-profit  organizations  which  are 
concerned  with  the  hungry  and  the  malnourished. 

The  Commission  began  1987  with  the  publication  of  the  Hunger 
Survey  which  was  completed  in  November,  1986.  Copies  were  distri- 
buted to  the  Diocesan  Convention  in  Winston-Salem  and  to  the  whole 
Diocese  during  the  spring  due  to  the  support  of  John  Justice,  editor  of  The 
Communicant,  who  allowed  the  survey  to  be  inserted  into  an  issue  of  our 
Diocesan  paper.  Participation  in  the  survey  and  its  results  far  surpassed 
our  expectations.  The  commitment  to  social  ministry  is  strong  and 
widespread  in  the  Diocese.  There  is  much  for  which  we  should  be  proud 
and  thankful  in  this  regard. 

The  Commission  convened  four  full-day  meetings  and  held  two 
overnight  planning  retreats  this  year.  A  vow  was  made  at  the  end  of  1986 
to  take  the  Commission  into  the  convocations  where  the  Hands-on  work 
with  hunger  projects  is  taking  place.  The  Commission  met  in  the 
Charlotte,  Rocky  Mount,  Greensboro,  and  Durham  convocations.  Next 
year  we  will  travel  to  the  other  three  convocations  for  our  first  three-day 
meetings.  To  each  convocational  gathering,  we  invited  parish  contacts 
and  numbers  of  others  outside  the  Episcopal  Church  who  were  involved 
with  hunger  projects.  These  occasions  served  to  heighten  the  presence  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  as  our  church  was  commended  innumerable  times 
for  assuming  a  leading  role  in  the  area  of  hunger.  In  a  curious  way,  the 
Commission  is  providing  a  form  of  evangelism  for  the  Church. 

We  learned  to  our  dismay  in  all  four  locations  that  the  numbers  of 
homeless,  hungry,  undernourished  are  increasing  at  an  alarming  rate. 
The  existence  of  a  "safety  net  for  the  truly  needy"  we  found  to  be  an  illu- 
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sion.  And  we  observed  that  the  obstacles  to  collaboration  seem  far 
greater  in  a  rural  setting  than  an  urban  one.  The  barriers  of  town  limits 
and  the  vestiges  of  ethnocentrism  make  more  difficult  the  achievement 
of  cohesion.  We  conclude  that  collaboration  on  hunger  projects  is  essen- 
tial for  the  greatest  impact  of  the  projects.  There  is  tangible  support  that 
agencies  and  non-profits  can  give  which  will  enhance  the  effectiveness  of 
all. 

The  two  planning  retreats  have  been  essential  for  the  internal  work- 
ings of  the  Commission.  These  have  allowed  for  consolidation  of  our  ef- 
forts, rejuvenation  of  our  souls,  and  orchestration  for  the  future.  One 
learning  we  have  is  the  integral  factor  of  prayer  and  spiritual  life  for 
social  ministry.  Without  the  former,  the  latter  becomes  self-serving  and 
exhausted.  Without  the  latter,  prayer  and  spiritual  life  become  hollow 
and  incestuous.  We  commend  the  indivisible  relationship  of  retreat  and 
engagement  in  the  name  of  Christ. 

The  Commission  issued  three  newsletters  in  1987,  each  issue  con- 
taining short  articles  about  a  hunger  project  in  the  Diocese,  information 
about  a  future  educational  event,  and  news  about  upcoming  legislation 
pertaining  to  hunger. 

Thanks  to  the  support  of  Bishop  Estill  and  the  Diocesan  Convention 
Planning  Committee,  we  are  offering  lunch  on  Friday,  Jan.  22  at  the  Con- 
vention. No  charge  will  be  made.  Contributions  will  be  welcomed.  Pro- 
ceeds will  go  to  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief.  Cost  to  the 
Commission  will  be  $2  per  person.  The  speaker  for  lunch  will  be  Robert 
Hayes,  legal  counsel  for  the  National  Coalition  for  the  Homeless,  in  New 
York  City. 

The  Commission  is  grateful  for  the  continency  of  two  members  who 
will  not  be  with  us  in  1988,  Gennie  Stuckey  of  Charlotte  and  Paul  Tunkle 
of  Salisbury. 

I  close  with  a  well-known  quotation  from  Teresa  of  Avila.  It  is 
especially  fitting  for  the  work  of  the  Commission: 

Christ  has  no  body  now  on  earth  but  yours,  no  hands  but  yours,  no  feet  but 
yours.  Yours  are  the  eyes  through  which  must  look  out  Christ's  compassion  on 
the  world.  Yours  are  the  feet  with  which  he  is  to  go  about  doing  good.  Yours 
are  the  hands  with  which  he  is  to  bless.

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Report  of  the  Communications  Commission 

The  year  1987  has  been  a  very  active  one  for  the  Communications  Com- 
mission. We  continue  to  be  guided  by  a  statement  of  purpose  that  has  re- 
mained unchanged  since  its  formation:  To  provide  direction  to  com- 
munication efforts  in  the  diocese  which  will  enhance  and  spread  the 
work  of  the  ministry  of  the  Church  and  diocese  in  Jesus  Christ,  and  to 
support  the  Communications  Officer  of  the  diocese  via  advice,  counsel 
and  encouragement. 

We  are  very  proud  of  the  fine  work  of  our  Communications  Officer, 
Mr.  John  Justice.  The  Communicant  continues  to  receive  many  awards  for 
excellence  including  best  Episcopal  newspaper  as  attested  by  the  General 
Excellence  Award  in  the  Polly  Bond  Contest  of  the  Episcopal  Com- 
municators. At  each  meeting  of  the  Commission,  time  is  provided  to 
share  with  Mr.  Justice  feedback  concerning  our  diocesan  newspaper  and 
other  projects  and  duties  for  which  he  is  responsible.  One  area  of  difficul- 
ty concerns  production  of  the  Journal.  Several  things  combined  to  make 
for  a  late  production  date  this  year,  including  late  submittal  of  necessary 
information  and  time  spent  re-formatting  the  Journal  for  easier  use.  In 
February,  an  advance  copy  of  the  clergy  directory  and  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  were  sent  out,  providing  helpful  information  for  the  clergy 
and  others.  Additional  valuable  time  was  invested  in  preparation 
necessary  to  utilize  the  diocesan  computer  system  and  to  bring  on  board 
a  new  graphics  designer.  We  welcome  Mary  Sox,  Graphics  Designer  and 
Art  Director,  and  Wanda  Johnson,  secretary,  to  the  staff.  We  are  also 
very  pleased  that  Diocesan  Council  member  Jane  House  is  working  hard 
with  Mr.  Justice  and  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  Neff  Powell,  to  streamline 
and  facilitate  the  timely  production  of  the  Journal  in  the  year  ahead. 

The  Commission  continues  to  be  involved  in  other  areas  of  com- 
munication needs  within  our  diocese.  In  further  developing  the  Video 
Resource  Library,  a  videotape  listing  was  developed  and  sent  to  every 
church,  church  school,  institution  and  ECW  president  in  the  diocese.  In- 
cluded in  the  listing  are  the  names  of  available  tapes  with  a  short  descrip- 
tion. In  many  cases  the  length  of  the  tape  is  also  included.  Information 
about  the  procedure  for  borrowing  and  return  is  included  as  well. 
Already  there  exists  a  need  for  an  update  and  we  hope  to  have  both  the 
Resource  Catalogue  and  the  update  available  at  the  1988  Convention  in 
Raleigh.  The  commission  has  worked  hard  to  be  available  to  other  com- 
missions as  a  resource  in  the  area  of  video.  As  a  result,  tapes  have  been 
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made  of  the  ECW  keynote  speaker  at  their  Annual  Meeting  and  of  the 
keynote  speaker  at  the  Christian  Education  Commission  workshop  in 
May.  Displays  and  mini-workshops  have  been  provided  on  several  occa- 
sions in  conjunction  with  other  Diocesan  sponsored  workshops.  During 
1987  money  was  provided  for  the  microfilming  of  old  diocesan 
newspapers  from  the  19th  century,  thus  preserving  part  of  our  history. 
Some  of  our  most  recent  accomplishments  include  1)  Participation  in  a 
video  production  for  the  ACTS  campaign,  2)  A  tape  for  use  in  adult 
classes  of  the  Bishops  prior  to  Lambeth,  3)  Assistance  on  a  panel  concern- 
ing computer  use  in  the  parish  for  the  Treasurer's  Conference  in 
December.  We  are  also  happy  with  an  updated  "Fact  Sheet"  to  be  handed 
out  at  the  1988  Convention  in  Raleigh,  providing  helpful  information  to 
delegates  for  their  use  in  the  year  ahead.  At  this  time  plans  are  underway 
for  a  Diocesan  Video  Conference  to  be  held  at  the  Conference  Center  on 
Saturday,  May  7.  Keynote  speaker  Leonard  Freeman,  of  the  National 
Cathedral  staff,  will  be  leading  this  one-day  conference.  Further  details 
will  be  forthcoming. 

The  Communications  Officer  and  Chairman  of  the  Communications 
Commission  invite  inquiries  and  suggestions  as  we  seek  to  be  of 
assistance  to  the  people  of  our  Diocese.  As  chairman,  it  is  my  pleasure  to 
serve  with  the  talented  and  hard-working  persons  serving  on  this  Com- 
mission. Constant  changes  in  the  field  of  communications  make  this  a 
continually  exciting  and  challenging  area.  Please  help  us  to  help  you.

Report  of  the  Planned  Giving  Commission 

The  Ministry  of  Planned  Giving  in  our  Diocese  is  continuing  to  develop  as 
a  Stewardship  teaching  and  witnessing  function. 

Although  the  concept  of  planned  giving  is  sometimes  perceived  as 
giving  primary  emphasis  to  the  stewardship  of  accumulated(ing)  assets 
by  stressing  the  need  for  Christians,  in  particular,  to  have  regular  and 
periodic  financial  "check-ups"  (estate,  or  financial  planning),  the 
knowledge  and  insight  that  are  gained  therein  does  impact  upon 
budgeting  and  the  prioritizing  of  a  Christian's  financial  resources  to  the 
extent  that  both  annual  giving  and  capital  giving  are  illuminated  and 
facilitated— i.e.,  our  total  stewardship  of  life  is  enriched  and  enhanced. 
This  has  been  widely  and  standardly  experienced  by  those  participating 
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in  this  process.  We  continue  to  make  available  to  our  parishes  and  mis- 
sions the  services  of  our  part  time  Planned  Giving  Officer,  The  Rev. 
"Roy"  Dedrick,  who  will  make  suitable  presentations  to  vestries,  adult 
church  school,  E.C.W.,  pre-retirement  and  retired  member  groups,  and 
other  congregation  sponsored  meetings. 

Among  the  programs  presented  during  1987,  there  was  a  combina- 
tion preaching— teaching/regular  Sunday  service— luncheon— "mini"- 
estate  planning  seminar  at  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro,  in  March,  and  also 
a  presentation  in  May  at  Holy  Trinity,  Greensboro  under  the  auspices  of 
Holy  Trinity's  The  Ministry  of  The  Aging,  entitled,  "A  Gift  of  Love  for 
My  Family".  There  were  also  several  vestry  meetings,  along  with 
numerous  meetings  with  individual  clergy  and  lay  leaders.  Mr.  John  S. 
Thomas,  a  member  of  the  commission,  made  several  presentations  at  St. 
Thomas'  Church  in  Reidsville. 

The  Planned  Giving  Officer  attended  a  professional  development 
meeting  at  the  Bishop  Duncan  Conference  Center  in  Delray  Beach, 
Florida,  along  with  colleagues  from  other  dioceses,  where  in  addition  to 
continuing  education  advantages,  we  organized  a  network  to  share  ongo- 
ing salient  developments  of  mutual  concern. 

Your  Planned  Giving  Officer  has  been  attending  regularly  the 
scheduled  meetings  of  the  Stewardship  Commission,  by  invitation,  and 
with  great  benefit.

Report  of  the  North  Carolina 
Episcopal  Church  Foundation 

The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.  was  establish- 
ed in  1955  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  expansion  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese.  Funds  are  available  to  parishes  and  missions  and  to  other  in- 
stitutions owned  by  the  Diocese  for:  erection  of  buildings,  acquisitions  of 
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buildings  and  property,  and  repairs,  renovations  and  improvements  to 
existing  facilites. 

Low-interest-rate  loans  are  available  to  parishes  and  missions  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $60,000,  repayable  in  ten  years.  During  1981,  for  wholly- 
owned  Diocesan  institutions,  the  Board  of  Directors  raised  the  maximum 
limit  of  loans  to  $200,000.  Grants  are  also  available  on  a  limited  basis,  up 
to  a  maximum  of  $5,000  for  the  same  purposes.  All  applications  are 
reviewed  on  an  individual  basis  and  decisions  based  on  the  need  for  the 
application  and  funds  available.  Currently,  the  interest  rate  for  parishes 
and  institutions  is  six  percent  and  for  missions  five  percent.

Report  of  the  Companion  Diocese  Commission 

Renewal,  maintenance,  growth,  and  commitment  are  words  which 
identify  the  meaning  and  significance  of  the  relationship  between  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Diocese  of  Belize. 

Renewal  evoked  the  recommitment  between  the  two  dioceses  to 
continue  our  relationship  for  another  three  years.  In  January— the  Dio- 
cese of  North  Carolina  voted  to  renew  the  relationship  which  the  Diocese 
of  Belize  had  voted  on  earlier.  In  March  this  was  accepted  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  of  our  national  church.  During  the  prior  three  years  of 
the  establishment  of  the  relationship,  trust  and  understanding  developed 
and  there  was  an  increased  interest  and  awareness  of  the  relationship. 

Maintenance  of  the  relationship  was  manifest  in  many  ways 
throughout  both  dioceses  over  the  past  years.  Three  priests  went  to  Belize 
and  spent  about  three  months  in  the  area  ministering  to  and  being 
ministered  to  by  the  Belizians.  In  March  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
undertook  Lenten  Mission  1987,  a  week  set  aside  in  March  during  Lent, 
where  each  convocation  was  host  to  representatives  from  Belize.  This 
mission  was  established  in  such  a  way  that  the  whole  diocese  had  an  op- 
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portunity  to  participate  in  dialogue,  worship,  education,  and  have 
and— also-be  host/hostess  to  those  from  Belize.  The  Belizians  participated 
not  only  within  churches  in  the  individual  convocations  but  were  taken 
to  various  sites  such  as  soup  kitchens,  the  Penick  Home  etc.  to  witness 
service  within  our  diocese. 

Growth  includes  the  experience  of  nine  young  people  and  four  adults 
representing  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  who  went  to  Belize  for  seven- 
teen days  in  July.  This  Summer  Discovery  Program  was  jointly  spon- 
sored by  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Diocese  of  Belize.  The 
group  lived,  worked  and  played  in  an  atmosphere  of  genuine  Christian 
love.  Frustrations,  joys,  sorrows  but  most  of  all  growth  were  experienced 
by  all.  The  relationships  that  developed  and  the  understanding  and  love 
displayed  by  all  working  within  this  intense  setting  were  magnified  by 
the  way  in  which  many  difficult  situations  were  handled.  Our  group's 
primary  purpose  was  to  work  with  a  group  of  Belizians— also-youth  and 
adults— in  planning,  preparing  and  presenting  a  week  long  Bible  School 
in  Belize  City  for  sixty  children.  The  next  week  was  spent  in  the  fishing 
village  of  Placencia  where  our  young  people  participated  in  a  summer 
camp  with  rural  Belizian  young  people. 

Growth?  Our  group  had  the  opportunity  to  work  and  learn  from  the 
people  of  a  different  culture.  We  had  the  opportunity  to  learn  about 
ourselves,  our  reactions  to  adversity— physical  and  mental.  We  had  the 
opportunity  for  reflection  and  greater  understanding  about  our  journey 
in  life.  And— more  importantly— we  had  the  opportunity  to  reflect  on  the 
meaning  of  forgiveness— deepening  spirituality  and  the  meaning  of  what 
it  is  to  be  God's  people. 

Commitment  includes  the  upcoming  plans  for  the  next  two  years.  As 
the  relationship  continues  between  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and 
the  Diocese  of  Belize— we  plan  to  offer  another  youth  trip  in  1988  to 
Belize  as  well  as  having  the  oppportunity  of  some  Belizian  youth  coming 
to  visit  us.  We  plan  to  initiate  another  clergy  conference  in  Belize  and 
hope  to  have  some  adults  here  for  a  special  event.  Monies  continue  to  be 
designated  for  Belize  and  we  are  excited  about  the  support  that  continues 
within  our  diocese  for  the  Belize  Program. 

Commitment  also  includes  communication  and  we  are  aware  of  the 
relationships  that  have  been  established  and  the  correspondence  that 
takes  place.  This  past  year  the  Diocese  of  Belize  has  developed  their  own 
church  newspaper  which  has  been  very  informative  of  what  is  taking 
place  within  their  diocese  and  there  has  been  a  youth  group  established 
at  one  of  their  churches. 
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Renewal,  maintenance,  growth  and  commitment  are  words  to  ex- 
press the  work  of  the  commission  and  we  encourage  and  challenge  each 
of  you  to  join  us  in  working  over  the  next  two  years  with  the  Diocese  of 
Belize.

Report  of  the  Budget  Department 

1988  budgets  recommended  by  the  Council  for  the  Episcopal 
Maintenance  Fund  and  the  Church's  Program  Fund  are  set  out  below. 

The  Church's  Program  budget  differs  from  that  approved  by  Council 
in  September  and  presented  to  the  Convocations  in  November  because 
acceptances  are  $69,092  less  than  asked.  After  income,  a  shortfall  of 
$24,592  remains.  To  balance  the  budget,  the  Council  has  reduced  the 
recommended  appropriations  for  purposes  other  than  salaries,  employee 
fringe  benefits,  travel,  mission  church  assistance,  conference  center,  and 
national  church's  program  by  7.9%  across  the  board. 

Several  items  were  not  reduced  by  a  full  7.9%  because  they  include 
salary  or  travel  funds.  These  items  are  20,  24,  27,  31,  36,  40,  and  64.  Items 
70  and  70a  are  entirely  for  salary  assistance. 

A  similar  reduction  in  the  1987  Church's  Program  budget  was  avoid- 
ed by  appropriating  undesignated  fund  balances  from  prior  years.  As  of 
December  31,  1987,  there  is  no  undesignated  fund  balance  in  the 
Church's  Program  Fund.

Report  of  the  Penick  Home 

Penick  Home  will  be  25  years  old  on  April  15,  1989,  a  quarter-of-a- 
century  in  the  service  of  the  church.  During  the  past  years,  the  Home  has 
served  over  560  older  people  who  sought  its  ministry  of  care  and  con- 
cern. In  recognition  of  the  Home's  25th  Anniversary,  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors has  established  a  special  committee  to  plan  a  year  of  celebra- 
tion—1989. 

The  Friends  of  Penick  Home,  the  voluntary  support  group  for  the 
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Home,  has  provided  twenty-five  persons  who  give  at  least  two  hours  per 
week  to  serve  the  special  needs  of  the  residents.  In  addition,  they  spon- 
sored fund-raising  events  which  enabled  them  to  purchase  outdoor  ben- 
ches, a  public-address  system  for  the  new  auditorium,  and  many  new 
Christmas  decorations  for  the  home. 

During  1988,  the  Home  and  the  Friends  of  Penick  will  jointly  spon- 
sor a  seminar  for  residents  and  family  members  on  "Living  Wills— A 
Christian  Perspective  and  its  Implications  to  a  Church-Related  Facility." 
The  program  keynoter  will  be  the  Reverend  Dr.  Harmon  Smith  of  Duke 
Divinity  School.  In  addition,  a  psychiatrist,  the  Medical  Director,  an  at- 
torney, and  the  Home's  Administrator  will  round  out  the  panel  presenta- 
tion, allowing  ample  time  for  the  participants  to  exchange  ideas. 

The  Home  is  now  at  full  operation  after  completing  the  construction 
of  its  new  building  and  the  refurbishing  of  its  old  nursing  wing.  The 
average  census  is  225  with  a  staff  of  approximately  150  persons.  Because 
of  this  large  increase  in  numbers,  specialized  staff  development  programs 
are  under  way  to  help  the  staff  incorporate  the  Home's  philosophy  of 
care  with  each  resident's  special  set  of  needs.  The  emphasis  is  on  the 
Christian  perspective  which  believes  the  person  has  a  right  to  privacy, 
freedom,  self-development,  and  spiritual  growth  within  a  secure  environ- 
ment. 

A  Nursing  Assistant  training  program  has  been  approved  by  the  state 
of  North  Carolina  for  persons  seeking  the  required  state  certification  in 
order  to  work  in  a  licensed  nursing  home.  The  Home's  Director  of  Health 
Services,  Sylvia  Andrews,  R.N.,  M.S.N. ,  is  the  director  of  the  training 
program.  It  is  anticipated  that  twenty  persons  will  be  certified  during  the 
eighty-hour  session. 

The  Home  continues  to  be  able  to  serve  people  needing  a  single  room 
on  a  very  timely  basis.  Usually  the  need  can  be  met  within  six  months  or 
less  if  necessary.  New  applicants  are  encouraged. 

The  most  significant  achievement  of  1987  has  been  the  establishment 
of  an  Endowment  Fund,  the  earnings  of  which  are  used  exclusively  for 
support  of  residents. 

During  the  first  year,  the  fund  has  received  contributions  in  excess  of 
$250,000.  The  initial  gift  of  $136,000  came  from  the  Diocese  and 
represented  the  net  proceeds  of  the  home  formerly  occupied  by  Bishop 
and  Mrs.  Edwin  A.  Penick.  The  growth  of  this  fund  will  enable  the  Home 
to  continue  to  fulfill  the  dream  of  Bishop  Penick  "that  no  one  be  turned 
away  for  lack  of  funds." 
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The  demand  for  apartments  by  prospective  residents  has  been 
responded  to  by  the  the  Board  of  Directors'  approval  of  the  construction 
of  32  new  duplex  apartments.  Each  unit  will  have  at  least  1,350  square 
feet  of  living  area,  to  include  a  kitchen,  living  room,  two  bathrooms,  and 
deck  area.  The  units  will  be  built  on  a  "demand"  basis. 

The  Board  of  Directors,  staff  and  residents  express  their  deep  ap- 
preciation for  the  prayers  and  support  of  the  communicants,  congrega- 
tions, and  bishops.

Report  of  Christ  the  King  Center 

As  an  urban  ministry  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Christ  the  King  Center 
serves  people  of  many  ages  and  races  in  Charlotte's  low  income 
neighborhood  of  Optimist  Park.  Outreach  and  education  programs  are 
provided  through  partnerships  between  the  Diocese,  local  churches,  and 
numerous  volunteers  from  the  neighborhood  and  across  the  city. 

Christ  the  King  provides  neighborhood  members  with  a  number  of 
programs  within  the  context  of  Christian  service:  Summer  Camp  at 
Home  for  children  aged  three  to  twelve;  summer  job  opportunities  for 
teens;  operation  of  the  Christ  the  King  Weekday  School  for  three,  four 
and  five  year  olds;  girl  and  boy  scout  troops;  Adult  Basic  Education 
Classes;  daily  meetings  for  older  adults;  provision  of  firewood  to  families 
in  need;  job  skills  training  and  placement  opportunities  for  young  adults; 
and  crisis  intervention  and  referral  services  related  to  food,  clothing  and 
shelter. 

Related  programs  housed  at  Christ  the  King  and/or  supported  by 
Center  staff  include  Habitat  for  Humanity,  Shalom  Homes,  the  Charlotte 
Organizing  Project,  the  St.  Francis  Jobs  Program,  a  neighborhood  food  co- 
op, the  Habitat  Homeowners  Association  and  the  Optimist  Park  Com- 
munity Organization.  Whether  individuals  are  involved  with  building 
their  own  homes,  learning  to  read,  improving  their  job  skills,  or 
volunteering  in  their  children's  classroom,  all  of  Christ  the  King's 
ministries  are  designed  to  allow  individuals  to  learn  from  each  other,

share  their  spiritual  gifts  and  talents,  and  work  together  to  improve  the 
quality  of  their  own  lives. 

The  spiritual  foundation  of  Christ  the  King's  ministry  is  evident 
throughout  each  of  its  programs:  the  congregation  of  the  Chapel  of  Hope 
gathers  each  Sunday  for  worship  and  study;  children  learn  the  impor- 
tance of  cooperation,  trust,  and  respect  for  God's  world  in  the  Weekday 
School  classroom;  the  Older  Adults  share  in  regular  Bible  study  and  sing- 
ing; and  staff  from  all  the  ministries  housed  at  the  Center  join  for  a  prayer 
and  share  luncheon  each  month. 

Throughout  the  past  year  individuals  have  given  generously  of  their 
time  as  well  as  their  financial  support  to  Christ  the  King  and  its  related 
ministries.  Christ  the  King's  volunteers  have  built  houses,  prepared  mail- 
ings, written  computer  programs,  chopped  and  delivered  firewood, 
prepared  dinners,  set  up  field  trips,  assisted  in  the  Weekday  School 
classroom,  acted  as  support  staff  for  Summer  Camp  at  Home,  befriended 
youth  involved  in  job-training  programs,  and  served  in  countless  other 
ways.  Their  willingness  to  serve  others  in  such  personal  ways  has 
brought  the  Gospel  home  to  Optimist  Park.  "Whenever  you  do  these 
things  unto  the  least  of  these,  you  do  them  unto  me." 

Having  operated  as  a  separate  church  and  outreach  ministry  since 
1968,  long-range  plans  prepared  by  a  diocesan  task  force  call  for  the 
reuniting  of  Christ  the  King  Center  and  the  Chapel  of  Hope.  Currently 
Christ  the  King  Center  is  directed  by  Brother  Richard  Banks  of  the 
Church  Army  Society  and  the  Center  Council,  a  decision-making  body 
which  is  made  up  of  representatives  from  each  of  Mecklenburg  County's 
Episcopal  parishes;  the  Chapel  of  Hope  is  governed  by  its  own  mission 
committee,  with  Holy  Eucharist  celebrated  weekly  by  part-time  clergy- 
person  Fred  Pinkston.

Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Alcohol  and  Drugs 

What's  in  a  name?  Initially  founded  as  the  Commission  on  Alcoholism, 
the  Diocesan  Commission  has  changed  its  name.  The  new  name  is  consi- 
tent  with  the  church's  National  Episcopal  Coalition  on  Alcohol  and 
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Drugs.  As  is  often  the  case,  there  is  more  to  this  than  a  simple  name 
change.  This  name  reflects  an  awareness  that,  though  often  perceived 
differently,  alcohol  and  drugs  are  a  part  of  the  same  coin,  no  matter  how 
it's  tossed.  It  also  reflects  the  fact  that  there  is  more  to  alcohol  than  an 
"ism"  and  more  to  drugs  than  "abuse  or  dependency."  In  other  words, 
Prevention  is  also  the  church's  business. 

The  Diocesan  Commission  has  tried  over  the  years  to  be  a  resource 
for  clergy  and  laity  in  the  Diocese.  This  mission  continues  to  be  a  vital 
part  of  our  work.  The  Commission  is  attempting  to  develop  a  resource 
list  for  all  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Diocese.  This  will  include  profes- 
sionals in  the  field  of  Chemical  Dependency,  Self  Help  Groups,  and  con- 
tact persons  familiar  with  local  resources.  The  initial  effort  reveals  a 
number  of  Episcopalians  who  are  already  involved  in  some  professional 
or  volunteer  capacity  and  who  are  very  willing  to  be  helpful  to  clergy  and 
others  seeking  assistance. 

The  most  needed  assistance  for  our  churches  is  in  the  area  of  alcohol 
and  drug  education  and  prevention.  In  this  regard,  the  Commission  has 
furnished  every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  with  the  "Alcohol- 
Drug  Awareness  Sunday"  materials  published  by  the  National  Episcopal 
Coalition.  Using  the  theme,  "The  Congregation,  A  Community  of  Care 
and  Healing,"  this  year's  packet  of  information  provides  church  leader- 
ship with  a  number  of  suggestions  on  model  policies  for  parishes,  alcohol 
and  other  drug  education  programs,  and  suggested  activities  for  the  local 
congregation. 

Sunday,  November  22,  found  many  of  our  churches  using  bulletin 
covers,  inserts,  sermons  and  other  methods  for  highlighting  the  church's 
concern  about  this  most  serous  physical  and  spiritual  health  problem. 
Reports  thus  far  indicate  a  significant  level  of  participation  in  A/D 
Awareness  Sunday.  This  will  be  a  continuing  part  of  the  Commission's 
work. 

Because  Prevention  is  the  church's  business,  the  establishment  of  a 
Diocesan  Employee  Assistance  Program,  Alcohol  and  Drug  Commissions 
in  every  congregation,  an  Information  and  Referral  Directory,  a  cata- 
logue of  educational  resources  and  a  plentiful  supply  of  materials  and 
films  for  local  parish  use  are  among  the  ongoing  goals  of  our  Commis- 
sion.

Summary  of  Diocesan  Council  Action 

February  16,  Raleigh.  An  ice  and  snow  storm  was  in  progress  during  the 
meeting.  Letty  J.  Magdanz,  CPA,  was  elected  Business  Administrator, 
upon  the  nomination  of  Bishop  Estill.  Department  appointments  were 
made.  New  Departments  of  College  Work  and  Planning  and  Review 
were  established.  Several  Convention  resolutions  were  distributed  to  the 
appropriate  Departments. 

April  26  and  27,  the  Conference  Center,  Browns  Summit.  The  Rev. 
G.  William  Poulos  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  the  resignation 
of  The  Rev.  Geoffrey  Hoare.  The  Treasurer's  Report  showed  a  first 
quarter  income  in  the  Maintenance  Fund  of  $143,711  and  expenditures  of 
$165,151.  The  Program  Fund  showed  an  income  of  $305,148  and  expen- 
ditures of  $288,039.  Expenditures  from  the  undesignated  fund  balance 
were  approved  for:  Saint  Mary's  College,  Raleigh;  St.  Augustine's  Col- 
lege, Raleigh;  Conferences  and  Retreats  for  Clergy;  The  Deacons  Train- 
ing School;  Seminary  Scholarships;  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Raleigh 
(through  1988);  and  an  electric  golf  cart  for  the  Conference  Center  to 
assist  the  elderly  and  handicapped.  Responsibility  for  the  establishment 
of  new  congregations  was  delegated  to  the  Department  of  Mission  and 
Outreach. 

June  15,  Raleigh.  A  resolution  calling  for  a  Special  Convention  to  con- 
sider a  Capital  Funds  Campaign  with  a  goal  of  $6,645,000  was  passed. 
The  report  of  the  Special  Task  Force  studying  Christ  the  King  Center  and 
the  Chapel  of  Hope  was  enthusiastically  received  and  accepted. 

September  8,  The  Conference  Center,  Browns  Summit.  It  was  ap- 
proved to  assist  several  seminarians  from  unexpended  funds.  A  motion 
to  recommend  to  the  Special  Convention  details  on  the  allocation  of 
funds  raised  was  passed. 

September  21,  Raleigh.  A  resolution  pledging  the  support  of  the 
members  of  Council,  plus  the  Bishops,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary, 
to  the  ACTS  Campaign  was  passed.  Tentative  budgets  for  1988  were  pass- 
ed and  referred  to  the  Convocations.  A  clergy  minimum  salary  policy 
was  passed. 

November  30,  Raleigh.  A  motion  was  passed  regarding  how  Quotas 
and  Assessments  are  established.  The  proposed  1988  budgets  were 
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amended  and  approved.  A  recommended  diocesan  sabbatical  policy  was 
approved.  A  hospitalization  coverage/termination  policy  was  approved. 
Bishop  Estill  announced  the  appointment  of  Miss  Kathy  Beetham  to  be 
Coordinator  of  Ministry  with  the  Deaf.  The  1988  Council  meeting  dates 
were  announced:  February  1,  April  17  and  18,  June  20,  September  26,  and 
November  28. 

The  Secretary  of  Convention 

The  work  of  the  Secretary  of  Convention  is  outlined  in  the  Canons  of  the 
Diocese,  especially  Canon  5,  and  by  the  Pre-Convention  Time  Table. 
Both  are  published  in  the  Journal.  It  is  a  July  through  July  project  and 
would  not  be  possible  without  the  able  assistance  of  Diocesan  House 
secretary  Annette  Hemmer.  Much  of  the  paper  work  this  year  has  been 
computerized,  smoothing  out  the  process.  I  expect  more  progress  to  be 
made  on  computerizing  in  1988. 

Processing  of  the  Parochial  Reports  and  production  of  the  Journal 
continue  to  be  the  major  headache  of  this  ministry.  It  is  made  more  dif- 
ficult by  the  many  late  and  incorrect  reports  and  forms  which  are  receiv- 
ed. 

The  Department  of  Records  and  History  is  charged  by  the  canons 
with  supervising  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  This  has  prov- 
ed valuable  in  providing  accountability  and  guidance  for  the  Secretary. 
Many  thanks  to  Jane  House  who  as  chair  of  that  Department  has  provid- 
ed many  hours  of  volunteer  work,  support,  and  guidance.

Report  of  the 
University  of  the  South 

It  should  not  be  surprising  that  the  Episcopal  Church  has  been  a  leader 
in  founding  schools  and  colleges.  The  historical  foundations  of  the 
Church  are  built  upon  reason  and  intellect  in  the  search  for  biblical  truth. 

What  is  so  surprising  is  that  so  many  Episcopal  colleges  and  univer- 
sities have  either  drifted  away  from  the  Church  on  secular  courses  or 
have  disappeared  entirely. 

Arthur  Ben  Chitty,  historiographer  of  the  University  of  the  South  and 
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former  president  of  the  Association  of  Episcopal  Colleges,  provides 
details  of  the  Church's  work  in  higher  education  in  his  monograph,  The 
Episcopal  Church  in  Education.  Mr.  Chitty  lists  69  American  colleges  and 
universities  that  have  been  founded  by  the  Church.  Today,  although 
seven  colleges  claim  to  have  some  link  with  the  Episcopal  Church,  only 
one,  the  University  of  the  South,  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Church- 
by  28  dioceses  in  12  states,  including  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

From  its  earliest  days,  the  University  of  the  South  was  blessed.  It  was 
not  blessed  with  riches;  we  know  that  seldom  does  God  choose  to  bless 
with  wealth.  But  Sewanee  was  blessed  with  men  and  women  of  great 
faith,  great  courage,  and  great  wisdom. 

In  the  first  few  decades  of  Sewanee's  existence,  these  leaders  and  the 
students  they  taught  built  for  Sewanee  a  reputation  of  academic  ex- 
cellence and  clear  thinking  that  few  colleges  and  universities  of  any  per- 
suasion can  match  to  this  day.  This  reputation  transcends  the  boundaries 
of  denomination  and  in  so  doing  brings  much  credit  to  the  Church. 

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  the  School  of  Theology  con- 
tinue to  succeed  in  graduating  people  with  a  solid  education  and  a  solid 
faith.  Carrying  with  them  Sewanee's  traditions  of  liberal  and  classical 
education,  Sewanee  alumni  are  working  out  their  vocations,  often  quiet- 
ly, in  communities  around  the  nation  and  abroad. 

It  is  fortunate  for  both  the  Church  and  Sewanee  that  the  bond  bet- 
ween them  has  not  been  broken.  As  former  University  Chancellor,  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Girault  M.  Jones,  has  said:  Sewanee  is  a  tool  in  the  work  of  the 
Church,  and  if  a  tool  is  not  used,  it  will  soon  become  useless. 

In  recent  events  in  the  life  of  the  University  of  the  South,  Robert  M. 
Ayres,  Jr.,  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  President,  announced  he  will  be  retir- 
ing effective  September  1,  1988,  after  11  years  as  Sewanee's  chief  ad- 
ministrative officer.  The  search  for  a  new  vice-chancellor  has  begun 
under  the  direction  of  Chancellor  C.  Judson  Child,  bishop  of  Atlanta,  and 
a  16-member  committee  chaired  by  Manning  M.  Pattillo,  Jr.,  a  Sewanee 
trustee  and  president  of  Oglethorpe  University  in  Atlanta. 

The  years  of  the  Ayres  administration  have  been  marked  by  increas- 
ing financial  stability  and  a  closer  Sewanee  relationship  with  the  Episco- 
pal Church. 

Strategic  Planning  is  the  newest  term  and  latest  effort  on  campus.  In- 
volving faculty,  students,  staff,  trustees,  and  community  members, 
strategic  planning  is  helping  the  University  to  focus  on  significant  long- 
range  plans  for  campus  planning  and  facilities,  curriculum,  enrollment, 
and  all  other  aspects  of  the  institution. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  approved  the  Strategic  Planning  Document  in 
November  and  at  the  same  meeting  elected  a  chaplain.  The  new  chaplain 
is  the  Rev.  Samuel  T.  Lloyd  III,  rector  of  the  Church  of  St.  Paul  and  the 
Redeemer  in  Chicago.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Lloyd  was  educated  at  the  University 
of  Mississippi,  Georgetown  University,  the  University  of  Virginia,  and 
Virginia  Theological  Seminary.  He  also  taught  at  the  University  of 
Virginia  while  serving  as  assistant  to  the  rector  and  chaplain  at  St.  Paul's 
Memorial  Church  in  Charlottesville,  Virginia.  He  will  begin  his  duties  at 
Sewanee  during  the  Lenten  semester. 

The  Very  Rev.  Robert  E.  Giannini  completed  his  first  year  as  dean  of 
the  School  of  Theology  and  was  installed  during  the  Board  of  Trustees 
meeting  in  May.  Soon  afterward  he  was  joined  by  the  Seminary's  first 
associate  dean,  the  Rev.  Carleton  Hayden,  scholar,  rector,  and  ad- 
ministrator. The  Rev.  Dr.  Hayden  became  the  first  black  member  of  the 
Administrative  Cabinet. 

The  School  of  Theology  graduated  32  students  in  1987—25  with 
master  of  divinity  degrees  and  7  with  doctor  of  ministry  degrees.  The 
current  enrollment  is  62  resident  students. 

Education  for  Ministry  has  an  enrollment  of  more  than  5,000 
students  throughout  the  nation  and  in  several  foreign  countries.  During 
the  year,  EFM  completed  a  Spanish  translation  of  first-year  material. 

The  total  number  of  1987  graduates  from  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  was  242,  including  202  who  received  B.A.  degrees  and  40  who 
received  B.S.  degrees. 

Episcopalians  everywhere  can  take  pleasure  in  knowing  that  every 
year  Sewanee  is  sending  out  its  graduates  with  a  solid  educational  foun- 
dation instilled  with  Christian  values.

Report  of  the 
Stewardship  Commission 

The  Stewardship  Commission  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  believes 
that  Christian  stewardship  is  our  thankful  response  to  God's  grace.  In  our 
giving  we  are  blessed  and  the  Church  is  energized  for  its  mission. 

We  commit  ourselves,  as  individuals,  to  the  Biblical  tithe  as  the 
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minimum  standard  of  Christian  giving,  and  to  be  cheerful  givers  of  our 
time,  talent,  and  treasure  in  God's  service.  As  a  Commission,  we  commit 
ourselves  to  the  task  of  leading  others  in  deepening  their  understanding 
of  the  Gospel  and  of  Christ's  call  to  faithful  stewardship  and  generous 
giving. 

We  commend  to  all  persons  of  this  Diocese  the  process  of  stewardship 
education  by  which,  beginning  where  we  are  in  our  giving  as  families 
and  congregations,  we  can  journey  toward  the  Biblical  tithe  and  toward 
ever  more  faithful  stewardship  as  God's  servants  in  the  world. 

In  1987,  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  the  work  of  the  Steward- 
ship Commission  has  been  to  offer  education  to  people,  assistance  to 
parishes,  and  encouragement  to  other  Diocesan  organizations  as  they  ad- 
dress the  issue  of  Christian  Stewardship  in  their  life  and  work.  We  have 
accomplished  this  through  the  following  events: 

—An  overnight  planning  meeting  of  the  Stewardship  Commission 
with  the  Rev.  Ron  Reed,  Staff  Officer  for  Stewardship  from  the  Episcopal 
Church  Center  in  New  York. 

—Training  of  seven  people  (lay  and  clergy)  to  be  Stewardship  Con- 
sultants by  the  Rev.  Chuck  Murphy,  Pawley's  Island,  S.C.  (Speaker  at  the 
1986  Spring  Stewardship  Conference). 

—The  Fifth  Annual  Spring  Stewardship  Conference  held  at  St.  Fran- 
cis Church,  Greensboro,  with  the  Rev.  John  Guernsey  of  Sprinfield,  Va. 
as  the  speaker.  Seventy-three  people  from  throughout  the  Diocese  at- 
tended. A  video  tape  was  made  of  the  Conference  and  has  been  used  by 
many  churches  as  an  introduction  to  Stewardship  education. 

—Two  members  of  the  Commission  attended  a  Regional  Steward- 
ship Conference  at  Trinity  Center  in  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  spon- 
sored by  the  Episcopal  Church  Center. 

—Two  clergymen  of  the  Diocese  attended  a  Stewardship  Practicum 
at  Nashotah  House  in  Wisconsin,  again  sponsored  by  the  Episcopal 
Church  Center. 

—Provided  written,  audio,  and  video  resources  to  many  congrega- 
tions, as  well  as  telephone  and  on-site  consultation. 

—Interacted  with  the  ACTS  Campaign  Executive  Committee  on  the 
issue  of  Christian  Stewardship  and  capital  fund  raising. 

—Planned  for  the  Sixth  and  Seventh  Annual  Spring  Stewardship 
Conferences:  The  Rt.  Rev.  John  MacNaughton,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
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West  Texas  (and  author  of  More  Blessed  to  Give),  will  be  the  speaker  at  the 
Sixth  Annual  Spring  Stewardship  Conference  on  March  4-5,  1988  at  the 
Conference  Center;  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Burrill,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Rochester,  will  be  the  speaker  at  the  Seventh  Annual  Spring  Stewardship 
Conference,  April  14-15,  1989  at  the  Conference  Center.

Report  of  the 
Appalachian  People's  Service  Organization 

The  Appalachian  People's  Service  Organization  (APSO)  was  founded  in 
1964  when  the  bishops  of  six  southern  Appalachian  dioceses  and  national 
church  representatives  met  to  find  a  way  for  the  church  to  respond  to  the 
needs  in  the  Appalachian  region.  The  APSO  coalition  has  grown  to  in- 
clude 15  dioceses. 

Diocesan  representatives  gather  for  regional  and  interdiocesan  plan- 
ning, to  exchange  information  and  resources,  share  experiences,  discuss 
common  problems,  and  support  and  enable  each  other  in  ministry.  These 
representatives  are  grouped  into  four  ministry  units. 

Economic  Justice:  This  unit  recently  changed  its  name  from  Social  and 
Specialized  Ministries  to  better  reflect  its  course  in  working  with  already 
existing  organizations  to  advocate  legislation  beneficial  to  Appalachia  and 
to  educate  the  church  on  issues  affecting  the  region.  Dr.  Roger  Dow,  pro- 
fessor of  reading  diagnostics  at  Frostburg  State  University  (Md.),  works 
with  the  Central  Appalachian  Reading  Project,  a  Jubilee  model  for  rural 
education,  to  train  persons  in  parishes  and  dioceses  wanting  to  open 
literacy  centers.  The  Rev.  Jim  Lewis  has  been  named  to  this  unit. 

Intramont:  A  ministry  of  leadership  training  and  development  for  lay 
and  ordained  persons.  It  is  a  cooperative  effort  of  local  congregations, 
dioceses,  seminaries  and  the  national  church.  The  unit  recently  submit- 
ted a  paper,  "Strategies  for  Rural  Ministry,"  to  the  National  Jubilee  Ad- 
visory Committee,  along  with  a  proposal  for  implementing  these 
strategies.  One  part  of  the  proposal  dealt  with  funding  parish  training 
sites  for  interns  in  outreach  ministries  of  service,  advocacy  and  evange- 
lism. 

Trinity,  Statesville,  was  the  first  such  training  site  in  the  region.  The

The  Rev.  Harrison  Simons  represents  the  diocese  on  Intramont. 

Urban:  This  unit  helps  parishes  and  dioceses  respond  to  the  plight  of 
the  urban  poor  with  special  attention  to  urban  Appalachians,  that  is, 
those  who  have  migrated  from  the  mountains  in  search  of  prosperity  in 
the  cities.  Beth  McKee  of  Browns  Summit  serves  on  this  unit. 

Youth  and  Volunteer  Ministries:  YVM  offiers  leadership  training,  op- 
portunities for  increased  awareness  of  Appalachian  history,  culture  and 
concerns,  work/learn  experiences  and  resources  for  persons  wanting  to 
volunteer  in  the  Appalachian  region.  All  YVM  projects  must  meet  these 
criteria:  1)  Respond  to  the  needs  of  Appalachian  youth  (15-25)  as  the 
youth  have  defined  them;  2)  Youth  and  adults  involved  in  the  planning 
and  carrying  out  of  the  programs  will  have  shared  responsibility;  3)  Pro- 
vide opportunity  for  youth  and  volunteers  from  elsewhere  to  become  in- 
volved; 4)  Understand  and  deal  with  youth  as  a  part  of  a  larger  family 
and  community;  and  5)  Claim  pride  in  the  Appalachian  identity.  Leader- 
ship training  workshops  will  lead  to  locally  organized  Community  Work 
Projects  in  which  outside  volunteers  will  have  an  opportunity  to  work 
and  learn. 

Julie  Weinstein  of  Matthews,  and  Susannah  Wood  and  Mary 
Dashiell  of  Winston-Salem  are  active  with  this  unit. 

Trinity,  Statesville,  sponsored  a  workcamp  at  Barnes  Mountain. 
They  had  five  adults  and  seven  youths  to  attend. 

All  four  ministry  units  offer  resources  and  consultations.  APSO 
maintains  a  library,  films,  video  tapes  and  a  slide  show  concerning  the 
APSO  ministry  and  issues  affecting  the  region.  A  newsletter,  APSOlution, 
is  published  five  times  a  year.  APSOlution  Spotlights  is  published  six 
times  annually.  Other  publications  available  from  APSO  include  the  Ur- 
ban unit's  "Layperson's  Manual  for  Social  Ministry  Planning  and  Im- 
plementation" and  YVM's  workcamp  manual  "To  Love  is  to  Serve." 

APSO  co-sponsors  the  Working  Class/Hourly  Wage  Earner  Ministry 
Conferences.  The  fifth  annual  conference  is  scheduled  for  St.  Mark's, 
Plainfield,  Indiana,  April  29-30. 

APSO  Board  of  Governors  members  from  the  diocese  are  Bishop 
Vest,  the  Rev.  Bob  Dannals  and  Laura  Hooper. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  contributed  to  the  support  of  APSO  in 
1987.  Other  support  came  from  the  ECW  of  St.  Paul's,  Winston-Salem; 
Calvary,  Wadesboro,  and  St.  Paul's,  Winston-Salem. 
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APSO  is  the  Episcopal  representative  on  the  Commission  on  Religion 
in  Appalachia  (CORA),  an  18-denomination  planning  and  coordinating 
group  working  through  four  program  units  similar  to  APSO's  four 
ministry  units.  As  the  Episcopal  representative,  APSO  advocates  for 
denominational  funds  for  grassroots  projects  screened  and  selected  by 
CORA's  Appalachian  Development  Projects  Committee  (ADPC). 
Through  this  process  in  1987,  $60,000  has  been  raised  for  grassroots  pro- 
jects in  the  area.  The  North  Carolina  Committee  on  Occupational  Safety 
and  Health  in  Durham  is  on  1987  and  1988  advocacy  lists.

Report  of  the 
Task  Force  on  Ministry  with  the  Deaf 

The  Task  Force  on  Ministry  with  the  Deaf  was  established  by  Bishop 
Estill  following  the  departure  of  the  Rev.  Barry  Kramer,  former  Mis- 
sioner  with  the  Deaf  in  this  Diocese.  The  Task  Force  was  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  examining  the  needs  of  the  deaf  community  within 
the  context  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  reporting  recommendations  for 
action  to  the  Bishop.  The  Task  Force  met  three  times  as  a  body  and  a 
small  group  met  on  other  occasions  with  Bishop  Estill.  We  are  composed 
of  deaf  members,  one  hearing  clergy  and  two  interpreters. 

We  sent  our  recommendations  to  Bishop  Estill  in  April  regarding 
long-range  plans  and  interim  plans  to  stabilize  our  ability  to  offer  regular 
services  of  worship  and  Christian  education  opportunities  for  deaf  Chris- 
tians. We  found  quickly  that  our  network  of  communication  had  broken 
down  as  no  newsletter  had  been  sent  out  since  the  missioner  left.  We  also 
found  that  there  was  no  pastoral  care  available  for  deaf  Episcopalians  in 
emergencies.  Since  the  chair  of  the  Task  Force  could  not  take  on  the  addi- 
tional responsibilities  involved  in  coordinating  services,  sending  out  a 
newsletter  and  meeting  pastoral  needs,  the  Task  Force  decided  to  pro- 
ceed with  hiring  a  Coordinator  of  Ministry  with  the  Deaf. 

A  Coordinator  was  hired  at  the  beginning  of  November  and  she  is 
working  20  hours  per  week.  Our  new  Coordinator,  Kathy  Beetham,  is 
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well-known  in  the  deaf  community  in  North  Carolina.  She  is  certified  at 
the  state  and  national  levels  as  an  interpreter,  and  she  is  presently 
teaching  interested  parish  members  to  interpret  services  for  the  deaf 
across  the  diocese.  A  communication  has  gone  out  of  her  office  to  the 
deaf  community  in  our  church  letting  them  know  what  is  happening  at 
the  diocesan  level. 

The  Task  Force  has  contacted  every  deaf  communicant  and  their 
families  in  this  diocese  in  addition  to  talking  with  the  president  and  the 
vice-president  of  the  Episcopal  Conference  of  the  Deaf.  We  com- 
municated with  approximately  80  people  who  are  deaf.  The  North 
Carolina  Council  for  the  Hearing  Impaired  gave  us  their  most  recent 
statistics  (1985)  regarding  the  deaf  and  hearing  impaired  population  in 
North  Carolina.  In  1985  there  were  55,  655  deaf  people  in  North  Carolina 
and  422,139  hearing  impaired  people.  The  Task  Force  would  like  to  be 
able  to  reach  out  to  this  large  number  of  deaf  and  hearing  impaired  peo- 
ple in  our  communities  with  the  Good  News  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  Gospel 
will  go  unheard  and  unseen  in  the  deaf  community  without  the  help  of 
hearing  Christians.  We  thank  God  for  the  support  that  we  are  receiving 
from  this  Diocese,  and  we  look  forward  to  an  even  more  productive  year 
in  1988.

Report  of  the 
Department  of  College  Work 

Pursuant  to  action  taken  at  the  1987  Diocesan  Convention,  a  new  col- 
lege chaplaincy  has  been  established  in  Charlotte  serving  UNC-Charlotte, 
Piedmont  Community  College,  and  Queens  College.  The  Charlotte 
Chaplaincy  is  held  by  the  Rev.  William  H.  Hinson,  Jr.,  and  brings  to  eight 
the  number  of  College  Chaplains  ministering  to  13  colleges  in  the 
Diocese.  The  others  are:  the  Rev.  William  S.  Brettmann,  North  Carolina 
State  University,  Raleigh;  the  Rev.  Robert  Rector  McGee,  Wake  Forest 
University,  School  of  the  Arts,  Winston-Salem  State  and  Salem  College, 
all  in  Winston-Salem;  the  Rev.  Earl  H.  Brill,  Duke  University,  Durham; 
the  Rev.  David  D.  Stanford,  UNC-Chapel  Hill;  the  Rev.  Charles  M. 
Hawes,  UNC-Greensboro;  the  Rev.  Janet  C.  Watrous,  St.  Mary's  College, 
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Raleigh;  and  the  Rev.  Cyril  C.  Burke,  St.  Augustine's  College,  Raleigh.  In 
addition,  the  diocese  provides  support  to  college  programs  at  a  number  of 
other  campuses  through  parishes  and  interdenominational  ministries. 

Recognizing  the  significant  commitment  the  diocese  has  made  to  col- 
lege work,  the  Department  and  the  Diocesan  Chaplains  are  working 
together  to  implement  an  evaluation  process  similar  to  institutional  ac- 
creditation to  focus  the  various  ministries  on  their  internally  developed 
objectives. 

There  is  concern  among  the  Chaplains  and  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment that,  while  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  made  a  greater  com- 
mitment to  college  work  than  any  other  diocese  in  the  country,  the 
nature  and  extent  of  that  commitment  is  not  generally  known  in  the 
diocese.  Therefore,  efforts  have  been  undertaken  to  raise  the  visibility  of 
the  college  ministry  in  order  that  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  diocese  might 
more  readily  claim  it  as  their  own.

Report  of  the  Ecumenical  Commission 

The  Ecumenical  Commission  has  been  involved  in  a  number  of  in- 
teresting undertakings  during  1987: 

A  Pilot  Lenten  Program  was  planned  and  carried  out  involving 
Lutheran,  Anglican  and  Roman  Catholic  congregations  in  five  com- 
munities: Raleigh,  Laurinburg,  Rocky  Mount,  Greenville  and  Wilm- 
ington. This  was  well  responded  to  and  included  a  shared  Lenten  pro- 
gram occurring  on  three  to  five  Wednesday  evenings  in  each  area  and  in 
some  included  Sunday  morning  involvement  and  shared  Palm  Sunday 
processions  among  the  three  participating  churches. 

2)  A  LARC  (Lutheran/ Anglican/Roman  Catholic]  Overnight  Clergy 
Conference  was  planned  by  the  ecumenical  commissions  of  the  Dioceses 
of  North  and  East  Carolina,  the  R.C.  Diocese  of  Raleigh  and  the  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  This  took  place  in  late  October  at  Trinity  Con- 
ference Center,  Salter  Path.  It  was  attended  by  some  100  clergy  of  the 
three  churches.  The  Bishops  of  the  four  judicatories  were  present  and  did 
presentations  on  the  Eucharist.  A  special  lecture  on  the  Eucharist  was 
also  given  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Westerhoff . 

3)  In  mid-November,  in  cooperation  with  the  Commission  on  Chris- 
tian Unity  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  the  Ecumenical 
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Officer  sponsored  a  Consultation  on  Fundamentalism  and  Pentecos- 
talism.  This  occurred  at  our  own  Browns  Summit  Conference  Center. 

4)  In  the  planning  stage  is  the  possible  formation  of  shared  parishes 
between  ourselves  and  the  Roman  Catholic  Diocese  of  Raleigh  in  the  fast 
growing  areas  relating  to  the  Research  Triangle,  north  Raleigh,  Cary,  etc. 
We  envision  the  possibility  of  shared  facilities,  educational  and  pastoral 
ministries  and  shared  expense.  We  are  just  beginning  to  explore  the 
possibilities  and  they  are  very  exciting. 

The  Commission  has  received  with  deep  regret  the  resignation  of  the 
Rev.  Paul  Tunkle,  Coordinator  for  Christian/Jewish  Affairs.  Paul  is  leav- 
ing the  diocese  to  become  rector  of  Holy  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  in 
South  River,  N.J.  We  thank  Paul  sincerely  for  his  work  on  the  Commis- 
sion and  wish  him  the  very  best  in  his  new  responsibilities.

These  include 
addresses,  classes  and  workshops,  and  assistance  with  planning  for  Or- 
dination Services,  the  Celebration  of  a  New  Ministry,  and  the  Visitation 
of  the  Bishop. 

At  the  request  of  the  Bishops,  the  Commission  has  updated  sample 
service  leaflets  for  the  Visitation  of  the  Bishop,  and  developed  guidelines 
for  the  Celebration  of  a  New  Ministry.  A  packet  of  publications  publish- 
ed by  Associated  Parishes  has  been  sent  to  every  congregation  in  the 
diocese,  dealing  with  the  theological  and  liturgical  framework  of  the 
Prayer  Book.  These  booklets  are  intended  for  use  by  clergy,  musicians, 
worship  committees,  and  in  Christian  Education  programs. 

In  the  coming  year  additional  Workshops  for  Small  Congregations 
are  planned,  as  well  as  a  liturgy  and  music  workshop  at  the  Conference 
Center,  9-10  September.  The  Commission  will  jointly  sponsor,  with  the 
Royal  School  of  Church  Music,  a  Diocesan  Choir  Festival,  29-30  April 
1988,  in  Chapel  Hill.

Fortunately,  our  investments  have  scored  record  gains  these  past 
several  years  despite  occasional  fluctuations  in  the  stock  market.  As  of 
March  31,  1987,  the  close  of  our  fiscal  year,  they  had  increased  by  16% 
over  the  1986  total  to  $1.4  billion.  The  actual  rate  of  return  on  our  in- 
vestments has  averaged  22.3%  over  the  past  five  years,  comparing  quite 
favorably  with  the  performance  of  comparable  tax  exempt  funds.

Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Institutions 


Bishop  Estill,  Bishop  Vest,  members  of  the  Convention,  the  members  of 
the  Commission  on  Institutions  have  reviewed  the  annual  reports  of  five 
of  the  six  institutions  to  which  our  Diocese  is  related  and  find  them  in 
order.  The  reports  received  were  from  St.  Augustine's  College,  St.  Mary's 
College,  Episcopal  Child  Care  Services,  the  Penick  Home  and  the  Con- 
ference Center.  The  report  from  the  University  of  the  South  was  not 
received. 
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Kanuga  Conferences. 

Nineteen  Hundred  Eighty-Seven  has  been  a  very  successful  year 
from  the  perspective  of  physical  improvements,  utilization,  program  par- 
ticipation and  funding  support.  Significant  growth  of  the  Edgar  Hartley 
Jr.  Program  Endowment  supports  scholarship  assistance;  completion  of 
the  administration  building  provides  enhanced  working  conditions  for 
the  staff;  three  memorial  gifts  will  provide  increased  meeting  spaces  and 
renovated  areas.  In  addition,  a  major  challenge  gift  from  Mrs.  Harry  L. 
Fox  of  Atlanta  will  enable  the  construction  of  a  lakefront  activities 
building  to  be  opened  in  June  of  1988. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  many  parishes  and  ECW  chapters  in 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  for  their  significant  support.  There  is, 
however,  acknowledged  disappointment  that  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  "excludes  line  items  of  gift  support  for  specific  places  and  in- 
stitutions like  Kanuga."  It  is  felt  by  Albert  Gooch,  president  of  Kanuga 
conferences,  that  such  a  grant  would  not  only  help  financially  "but  as 
importantly"  the  endorsement  from  the  largest  of  Kanuga's  parent 
Carolina  diocese  would  be  most  supportive  of  those  who  serve  at  and  for 
Kanuga. 

The  Penick  Home. 

It  is  with  a  sense  of  pride  in  the  residents,  staff  and  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Penick  Home  that  we  review  their  annual  report.  We  join 
them  in  expectation  as  they  plan  for  their  25th  anniversary  in  1989  with  a 
year  of  celebration. 

Their  report  gives  recognition  to  the  voluntary  support  group  known 
as  Friends  of  Penick  Home  who  give  many  hours  of  service  and  provide 
for  special  services  and  needs  for  the  home  and  its  residents. 

The  most  significant  achievement  in  1987  was  the  establishment  of 
an  endowment  fund,  the  earnings  of  which  are  to  be  used  exclusively  for 
support  of  residents.  An  initial  gift  of  $136,000  from  the  sale  of  the  former 
home  of  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Edwin  A.  Penick  was  made  by  the  Diocese.  Ad- 
ditional contributions  have  expanded  the  fund  to  over  $250,000. 

The  State  of  North  Carolina  has  approved  Penick  Home  for  a  nursing 
assistant  training  program.  It  is  anticipated  that  20  persons  will  be  cer- 
tified for  work  in  a  licensed  nursing  home  as  the  result  of  the  80-hour  ses- 
sion. 

The  board  of  directors  has  responded  to  the  demand  for  apartments 
by  approving  construction  of  32  duplex  units  to  be  built  on  a  demand 
basis. 
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The  home  currently  has  225  residents  with  a  staff  of  150  and  a 
waiting  list  of  260.  This  continues  to  raise  the  question  of  the  need  for 
another  home,  perhaps  in  another  section  of  the  Diocese. 

Thompson  Children's  Home. 

Nineteen  Hundred  Eighty-Seven,  "a  year  of  staff  transition,"  was 
another  good  year  of  ministry  to  emotionally  disturbed  children  and  their 
families  for  Thompson  Children's  Home's  Charlotte  campus  and 
Goldsboro's  group  home.  The  former  served  "34  individiual  children, 
ages  6-13,  and  22  families,"  while  the  latter  served  "nine  children  and 
their  families"— with  three  children  being  reunited  with  their  families. 

In  Charlotte,  respite  care  for  mentally  handicapped  individuals  was 
begun  with  the  hope  to  serve  36  by  the  end  of  1988.  Also,  two  programs 
"to  meet  the  needs  of  'latch-key'  children  and  their  families"  are  the  after- 
school  care  program  serving  an  average  of  18  school-age  children  each 
afternoon  and  on  school  holidays  and  Thompson  Day  Camp,  providing 
summer  day  care  and  camping  opportunities.  Sixty-three  children  were 
served  in  the  10-week  camp! 

Thompson  Home  is  grateful  for  the  support  given  by  165  Episcopal 
churches,  with  119  contact  representatives,  and  36  churches  "par- 
ticipating in  a  Cottage  Adoption  Program."  Even  so,  it  relies  heavily  on 
churchwomen  and  the  annual  Thanksgiving  offering.  Won't  you  help 
your  family? 

St.  Augustine's  College. 

The  year  1987-88  saw  an  enrollment  of  approximately  1,670  students 
from  all  over  the  world,  with  a  "rigorous  core  program"  to  challenge  the 
students  academically  and  spiritually.  Do  tune  in  to  WAUG  750  AM,  St. 
Augustine's  own  radio  station. 

Nineteen  Hundred  Eighty-Seven  included  such  highlights  as  the  pre- 
siding bishop  and  the  executive  council  meeting  at  St.  Augustine's,  as 
well  as  a  national  peace  group,  and  the  college  entering  in  with  the  City 
of  Raleigh  on  a  very  creative  use  of  its  track. 

A  much-needed  residence  for  students  was  constructed.  It  will  ac- 
commodate 300,  plus  suites  for  resident  directors.  Although  a  repaired 
roof  was  accomplished,  it  is  estimated  that  remaining  needed  renovations 
may  exceed  $200,000. 

Attorney  Margaret  Bush  Wilson  is  now  chairperson  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  succeeding  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Burgess,  who  rotated  off. 

Finally,  the  President  is  now  on  a  much-deserved  sabbatical. 
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Saint  Mary's  College. 

Clauston  L.  Jenkins,  president  of  the  college,  reported  that  Saint 
Mary's  began  its  145th  academic  year  in  August  of  1987,  serving  as  the 
only  Episcopal  high  school  and  college  for  women  in  the  country.  A  proud 
history  of  preparing  young  women  academically,  socially  and  spiritually 
to  become  leaders  in  our  society  continues  as  their  major  goal.  Reflective 
of  this  effort  is  the  chapel  program  which  places  groups  of  students  as 
volunteers  in  various  settings  for  community  service. 

In  addition,  14  Presidential  Scholarships  were  awarded  this  year  to 
students  who  have  shown  an  impressive  academic  and  community  ser- 
vice record.  The  need  for  funding  for  the  scholarship  programs  continues 
to  be  a  high  priority  in  order  to  assure  qualified  young  women  the  oppor- 
tunity to  benefit  from  the  unique  educational  experience  offered  at  Saint 
Mary's.

Report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Address  of  the  Bishop 

Bishop  Estill,  Bishop  Vest  and  members  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina. 

I  report  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  our  committee:  the  Rev. 
Christopher  Gray,  Melba  Martin  and  Karen  Ridout. 

Bishop  Estill,  from  the  time  of  his  first  address  as  diocesan  bishop  in 
1983,  has  called  us  to  remember  our  "goodly  heritage."  We  are  reminded 
of  the  words  of  George  Santayana  who  said,  "Those  who  cannot 
remember  the  past  are  condemned  to  repeat  it."  We  trust  that  our  entire 
Diocese  will  be  strengthened  and  enlightened  by  our  recently  published 
diocesan  history  and  by  Bishop  Estill's  constant  call  to  us  to  remember 
and  study  our  heritage  and  history. 

We  applaud  this  historical  underpinning  for  our  ACTS  campaign  and 
call  on  this  Convention  and  the  people  of  this  Diocese  to  make,  in  the 
words  of  Bishop  Estill,  "a  new  commitment  to  mission  and  to  steward- 
ship for  our  Diocese." 

For  those  of  us  at  this  Diocesan  Convention,  it  is  easy  to  understand 
the  role  of  the  Diocese  in  church  organization  but  for  most  of  the 
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members  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  the  role  of  the  Diocese 
is  distant  and  unclear.  We  support  Bishop  Estill's  call  to  us  to  use  the 
ACTS  campaign  as  a  time  to  educate  us  and  all  of  the  people  of  this 
Diocese  in  the  role  of  the  Diocese  in  the  life  of  our  church. 

We  note  the  graduation  and  ordination  of  the  first  class  of  Vocational 
Deacons  from  the  program  first  called  for  by  Bishop  Estill  in  his  address 
in  1983.  We  note  with  approval  also  the  expanding  number  of  women 
clergy  in  the  Diocese  and  the  efforts  to  expand  the  number  of  black 
clergy. 

We  applaud  the  continuing  support  of  Bishop  Estill  and  the  Diocese 
for  our  companion  relationship  with  Belize.  We  look  with  great  interest 
to  the  participation  of  our  bishops  in  the  Lambeth  Conference  this  sum- 
mer and  the  efforts  of  the  Education  and  Training  Commission  to  ac- 
quaint the  people  of  the  Diocese  with  the  role  of  the  Lambeth  Conference 
and  its  proceedings  and  actions. 

We  wish  Bishop  Estill  all  success  in  seeking  a  position  on  the  national 
church's  Executive  Council  to  further  strengthen  this  Diocese's  relation- 
ship with  and  input  to  the  national  Episcopal  Church. 

We  listen  with  great  interest  to  the  issues  being  raised  within  the 
Episcopal  Church  relating  to  human  sexuality  and  family  life.  We  are 
pleased  that  Bishops  Estill  and  Vest  join  with  Presiding  Bishop  Browning 
in  affirming  "the  life-long  committed  relationship  of  a  woman  and  man 
as  the  ideal  context  for  the  expression  of  human  sexual  intimacy."  We 
acknowledge  the  controversy,  pain  and  feelings  of  disaffiliation  of  those 
who  struggle  with  expressions  of  human  sexuality  in  a  different  context. 
We  look  to  our  bishops  to  lead  us  in  the  study  of  this  issue  yet  being  sen- 
sitive to  the  strong  and  intense  feelings  of  many  people  of  this  Diocese 
who  wish  to  draw  the  line  at  that  of  the  traditional  relationship  of  man 
and  woman. 

Finally,  we  commend  Bishops  Estill  and  Vest  for  their  continuing  ef- 
forts to  strengthen  the  diocesan  staff  and  are  thankful  for  the  ability, 
energies  and  commitment  of  this  group  of  people. 

In  closing,  we  repeat  Bishop  Estill's  call  to  a  new  commitment  to  mis- 
sion and  stewardship  in  the  ACTS  campaign  and  in  the  spirit  of  Christ 
among  us,  we  trust  we  will  be  truly  blessed  in  this  place  of  a  "goodly 
heritage."

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Report  of  the  Youth  Commission 

The  past  year  has  been  a  banner  year  for  ministry  to  and  with  youth  in 
the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  Activities  have  increased,  atten- 
dance at  Diocesan  Youth  Conferences  have  increased,  planning,  coor- 
dinating, and  publicizing  events  has  improved  a  hundred-fold. 

The  main  reason  for  this  increased  activity  and  performance  is  the 
employment  of  a  Youth  Coordinator  for  our  Diocese.  This  step  has  been 
long  in  coming,  and  the  results  are  obvious!  Frances  Wilson  Payne  joined 
the  Diocesan  Staff  on  April  1,  1987,  in  a  half-time  position  as  Coordinator 
of  Youth  Ministries.  An  excellent  search  and  interview  process  was  set 
up  and  chaired  by  commission  member  Gloria  Anderson  Mansfield.  The 
entire  Youth  Commission  was  involved  in  the  interviewing  of  can- 
didates, and  Frances  Payne  was  the  overwhelming  choice  for  the  posi- 
tion. Frances'  organizational  abilities,  experience  with  youth,  and  in- 
credible energy  have  re-awakened  an  exciting  program  of  conferences, 
leadership  training  events,  and  other  offerings  for  youth  and  adults  who 
work  with  youth.  But  we  have  only  begun  to  tap  the  resources  available 
and  the  needs  evident. 

Among  the  exciting  events  that  happened  in  1987  were  successful 
Diocesan  Youth  Events,  including  the  attendance  by  1 1  youth  at  the  na- 
tional Episcopal  Youth  Event  in  San  Antonio,  Texas.  Also,  the  Youth 
Commission  and  the  Companion  Diocese  Commission  co-sponsored  a 
trip  to  Belize  for  a  number  of  youth.  A  similar  trip  is  planned  for  the  sum- 
mer of  1988. 

The  Youth  Commission  has  begun  to  improve  its  organization  in 
order  to  have  representation  from  throughout  the  Diocese,  run  programs 
with  better  stewardship,  and  to  allow  for  the  freedom  and  grace  of  the 
Spirit  to  be  better  heard  and  acted  upon.  A  newsletter  to  youth  and  adults 
who  work  with  them  has  been  developed  and  is  keeping  an  ever-increas- 
ing number  of  people  informed  on  trends  in  youth  ministry,  upcoming 
events,  and  spiritual  life  with  youth. 

Publicizing  events  well  in  advance  has  allowed  us  to  offer  a  more  ef- 
fective ministry  to  and  with  youth  in  this  Diocese.  The  coming  ACTS 
campaign  will  help  us  provide  a  place  for  youth  at  our  Conference  Center 
near  Browns  Summit.  The  prospects  are  exciting  and  energizing. 

We  have  just  begun  to  see  what  can  happen  in  youth  ministries  in 
this  Diocese.  Our  program  has  improved  so  much  that  we  can  but  give 
thanks  and  rejoice.  Frances  Payne  had  added  much  to  our  ability  to  get 
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things  done  because  we  have  a  staff  .person  who  can  focus  on  the  details 
and  workings  of  this  ministry.  And  the  increased  involvement  of  the 
members  of  the  Youth  Commission,  youth  and  adult,  has  been  a  fountain 
of  wisdom,  ideas,  and  grace  for  our  program.  They  are  to  be  commended 
and  thanked  for  their  hard  work.  We  have  begun  to  sow  more  seeds,  and 
who  knows  what  the  harvest  may  be:  some  twenty-fold,  some  sixty,  and 
some  a  hundred-fold. 

Let  us  give  thanks  to  the  Lord!

St.  Barnabas',  Greensboro:  To  approve  the  sale  of  14.18  acres  to  the 
state  of  NC,  of  St.  Barnabas'  Mission  property  in  Greensboro,  for  the  sum 
of  $108,200,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Property 
Management  of  the  Diocesan  Council  (10/27). 

Thompson  Orphanage  &  Training  Institution:  To  enter  into  a  contract 
with  the  John  Crosland  Company  concerning  297.8  acres  lying  on  the 
northerly  and  southerly  sides  of  Margaret  Wallace  Road  in  Mecklienburg 
County  with  the  understanding  that  Thompson  Orphange  &  Training  In- 
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stitution  would  benefit  over  the  period  of  the  contract  in  a  sum  of 
$4,667,180  (3/30). 

The  Committee  discussed  other  real  estate  transactions  involving  St. 
James,  Kittrell,  and  Grace  Church,  Lawrence  (5/26),  St.  Clement's 
Church,  Clemmons,  and  St.  David's  Church,  Laurinburg  (10/27)  but  took 
no  action. 

Grant  Applications.  Applications  to  United  Thank  Offering:  In  accor- 
dance with  established  diocesan  procedures,  the  committee  considered 
the  request  from  Rural  Ministry-Spirit  Alive  for  a  grant  from  the  United 
Thank  Offering  in  the  amount  of  $20,000  and  from  the  Hospice  of  Hart- 
nett  County  for  a  grant  of  $10,000  and  recommended  to  the  Bishop  that 
he  interpose  no  objection  to  either  of  them  (3/30). 

Status  of  parishes  and  missions.  Pursuant  to  its  responsibilities  to 
survey  the  status  of  parishes  and  mission  to  determine  whether  they  are 
meeting  the  canonical  requirements  for  maintaining  status,  the  Commit- 
tee was  advised  that  as  of  2/20  thirteen  missions  and  fifteen  parishes  had 
not  complied  with  Section  5  of  Diocesan  Canon  30  concerning  parochial 
reports.  The  Committee  was  further  advised  that  one  mission  and  one 
parish  did  submit  their  parochial  report  as  of  2/24. 

Also  at  the  February  24  meeting,  the  president  advised  the  Commit- 
tee pursuant  to  Diocesan  Canon  25,  Section  1,  that  eight  congregations 
continued  delinquent  in  their  audits  for  the  years  indicated  and  that  these 
churches  had  until  September  in  which  to  comply:  Chapel  of  Hope, 
Charlotte,  (1984,  1985);  St.  Michael's  &  All  Angels,  Charlotte  (1985);  St. 
Philip's,  Germantown  (1984,  1985);  Messiah,  Mayodan  (1985);  St. 
Mark's,  Roxboro  (1983,  1984,  1985);  St.  Paul's,  Cary  (1985);  Advent,  En- 
field (1984,  1985);  St.  Philip's,  Durham  (1985). 

At  its  May  26  meeting,  the  President  advised  the  Committee  that 
pursuant  to  Diocesan  Canon  25,  Section  1,  that  of  the  eight  congregation 
delinquent  in  February  four  were  forthcoming. 

At  its  August  25  meeting,  the  President  advised  the  Committee  that 
eight  parochial  reports  for  1986  were  still  delinquent. 

At  it  October  27  meeting,  the  President  advised  the  Committee  that 
pursuant  to  Diocesan  Canon  25,  Section  1,  twenty-three  missions  and 
twenty-six  parishes  were  delinquent  in  submission  of  their  audits  and  or 
parochial  reports  for  1986.

Report  of  the  Treasurer 

I  have  heard  it  through  the  grapevine  that,  a  copy  of  the  unaudited 
Treasurer's  Report  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  for  the 
year  1987  is  included  in  your  registration  packet.  This  report  is  presented 
on  the  accrual  basis  recommended  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants  and  the  Generally  Accepted  Accounting  Principles  of 
the  Episcopal  Church. 

Page  208  of  the  report  is  the  Balance  Sheet,  which  is  a  consolidated 
report  of  each  fund.  The  balance  sheet  reflects  policies  approved  by  con- 
vention for  the  designated  fund  balances.  The  amounts  of  $310,994  and 
$402,251  in  the  designated  operating  reserves  represent  50%  of  the  1988 
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Maintenance  Budget  and  30%  of  the  1988  Program  Budget.  Since 
Dioceses  are  required  to  report  on  the  accrual  basis,  $15,240  and  $92,797 
of  receivables  are  reflected  in  the  undesignated  fund  balances.  I  would 
like  for  you  to  note  the  effect  of  including  the  $92,797  in  receivables  on 
the  balance  sheet.  Even  though  it  is  income,  it  is  only  income  on  paper. 
The  actual  cash  balance  for  the  program  fund  is  -0-.  $8024  of  assessment 
and  $62,481  of  quota  has  been  collected  to  date  in  1988.  The  item  listed 
as  "other  receivables"  totaling  $212,367  in  the  maintance  fund  includes 
approximately  $169,000  of  expenditures  to  date  for  the  ACTS  campaign 
expenses,  $20,000  of  the  undepreciated  costs  of  the  Bishop's  cars  and 
other  items,  such  as  sales  tax  receivable,  accrued  interest,  trust  fund  in- 
come receivables,  etc.  The  undesignated  fund  balance  for  the 
maintenance  fund  and  program  fund,  less  receivables,  will  be  addressed 
at  this  convention  or  at  the  first  council  meeting  in  1988. 

On  pages  209  and  210  is  the  comparative  Statement  of  Revenues  and 
Expenditures  for  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  for  1986  and  1987. 
The  1987  revenue  total  of  $582,408,  as  previously  stated,  includes 
$15,240  in  receivables  outstanding  from  assessments  at  December  31, 

1987.  Total  expenditures  are  $629,650.  This  leaves  an  excess  of  $47,242 
expenses  over  income.  $75,080  of  this  deficit  was  tranferred  to 
designated  funds  budgeted.  With  this  transfer,  the  Maintenance  Fund 
has  an  excess  of  $27,838  over  budget.  $10,000  of  the  excess  has  been  en- 
cumbered to  offset  the  Bishops'  Lambeth  Conference  expenses. 

Pages  211,  212  and  213  comprise  the  comparative  Statement  of 
Revenues  and  Expenditures  for  the  Episcopal  Program  Fund  for  1986 
and  1987.  The  1987  revenue  total  of  $1,248,486,  as  previously  stated,  in- 
cludes $92,797  in  receivables  outstanding  from  accepted  quotas  at 
December  31,  1987.  Total  expenditures  are  $1,165,160.  This  leaves  an  ex- 
cess of  $83,326  income  over  expenditures.  $2,626  was  transferred  to 
designated  fund  balances,  leaving  an  excess  of  income  over  budget  of 
$80,700.  The  $98,667  undesignated  program  fund  balance  includes 
$28,500  of  encumbered  funds  for  1988  Parochial  Mission  Assistance, 
which  leaves  an  unencumbered  balance  of  $70,167.  As  of  January  21, 

1988,  $30,316  of  this  balance  are  unpaid  quotas.  This  leaves  only  an  ex- 
pendable amount  of  $39,851  in  the  undesignated  program  fund  balance. 

Pages  214  through  220  contain  details  of  the  1987  Episcopal  Mainte- 
nance assessments,  the  Church's  Program  quotas  assigned  and  accep- 
tances, and  the  Theological  Education  support  assessments  and  the  pay- 
ments received. 
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The  Custodian  Fund  subsidiary  ledger,  which  shows  the  activities  of 
the  Custodian  Fund  during  1987,  is  found  on  pages  221  and  222  Dis- 
bursements for  the  Theological  Education  Support  are  also  reflected  on 
these  pages. 

The  comparative  Statement  of  Revenue  and  Expenditures  of  the 
Conference  Center  at  Browns  Summit  for  1986  and  1987  are  shown  on 
pages  223  through  224.  Gross  profit  on  sales  for  1987  is  $293,961.  Ad- 
ministration and  overhead  expenses  are  $307,796,  leaving  a  net  loss 
before  equipment  replacement  of  $13,835.  Equipment  replacement  ex- 
penditures are  $1,201,  leaving  a  net  loss  from  operations  of  $15,036.  Non- 
operating  budget  income  of  $6,000  has  been  transferred  to  the  Con- 
ference Center  from  the  Church's  Program  Fund,  leaving  income  under 
budget  by  $9,036.  Contributions  of  $4,836  have  been  used  for  capital  ex- 
penditures. The  current  designated  fund  transfer  is  a  deficit  of  $4,200. 

Trust  Fund  Income  and  Disbursements  on  pages  225  and  226  show 
the  activities  of  the  Trust  Fund.  Page  227  is  a  detail  of  how  the  Trust 
Fund  distribution  have  been  applied. 

Page  228  is  the  Statement  of  Changes  to  the  Unrestricted  Fund 
Balances.  Disbursement  of  the  1986  undesignated  program  fund  bal- 
ances as  recommended  and  approved  by  council  are  as  follows:

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Report  of  the  Investment  Committee 

The  Investment  committee  is  responsible  for  the  investment  of  the  Com- 
mon Trust  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  which  is  a  pooled  fund  for  a  large 
number  of  individual  trusts,  and  a  Fund  managed  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Thompson  Home.  These  two  funds  are  actively  managed  by  the  Trust 
Department  of  the  NCNB  National  Bank,  and  have  been  for  a  number  of 
years.

The  historic  stock  market  collapse  in  October  caused  a  sudden  shift 
downward  in  the  asset  value  of  the  Common  Trust  Fund  by  approx- 
imately 10.5%.  It  is  worth  noting  however,  in  spite  of  the  sharp  drop  in 
share  prices,  the  fund  during  calendar  year  1987  has  increased  in  value 
by  almost  5%  as  of  November  1,  1987. 

Further,  the  unprecedented  stock  market  and  interest  rate  volatility 
is  not  expected  to  unfavorably  affect  the  present  level  of  current  income 
for  the  coming  year.  The  Fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  Thompson  Home 
which  invests  only  in  fixed  income  instruments,  gained  2.7%  in  value 
during  October  1987  and  is  up  some  2.5%  during  calendar  year  1987  to 
date.

Resolution  to  Amend  Canon  21 

Be  it  resolved  that  Canon  21,  Section  5,  be  amended  by  adding  a  subsec- 
tion (b)  as  follows  and  that  the  existing  sentence  be  numbered  subsection 
(a): 
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Should  any  parish  fail  to  meet  the  numerical  requirements  set  forth  above 
in  Section  4(a),  it  may  yet  maintain  parish  status  if  it  demonstrates  to  the 
Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council  that 

1.  It  has  the  financial  resources  to  meet  the  requirements  in  Section  4,(b-j) 

2.  That  it  in  fact  accepts  and  pays  its  full  annual  Church's  Program  Quota 

3.  That  it  maintains  the  normal  church  programs,  particularly  outreach 
and  Christian  Education  programs,  appropriate  to  the  character  and  needs  of 
its  membership. 


Resolution  on 
A  Diocesan  Stewardship  Statement 

Whereas  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church  has  publicly  af- 
firmed and  made  a  statement  that  he  and  his  wife  accept  the  practice  of 
tithing  as  a  minimum  of  their  financial  giving  to  the  Church; 

and  whereas  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  adopted  a  Stewardship  Statement  in  June  of  1987  "in- 
dividually and  corporately  affirm(ing)  the  tithe  of  10%  as  the  minimum 
standard  of  (their)  giving; 

and  whereas  the  Bishops  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  have  both 
made  public  statements  affirming  the  Biblical  standard  of  a  tithe  of  10% 
as  the  minimum  of  their  giving  to  the  work  of  God's  Kingdom; 

and  whereas  the  Diocesan  Council,  the  Stewardship  Commission, 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  ACTS  Campaign,  and  many  vestries  and 
other  organizations  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  have  all  adopted 
Stewardship  Statements  affirming  the  tithe  of  10%  as  the  minimum  stan- 
dard of  giving  for  the  work  of  God's  Kingdom; 

be  it  therefore  resolved  by  this  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-Second 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  respon- 
ding to  the  call  of  the  Gospel  to  work,  pray,  and  give  for  the  spread  of 
God's  Kingdom,  adopt  the  following  Stewardship  Statement  as  an  expres- 
sion of  this  Convention: 

We  affirm  the  tithe  of  10%  as  the  minimum  standard  of  our  giving  as  set 
forth  by  the  authority  of  Holy  Scripture. 

We  do  this  joyfully  and  in  thanksgiving  because  of  our  conviction  that 
each  of  us  is  created  in  the  likeness  of  God  who  is  a  God  of  giving  and  creating. 

We  affirm  the  positions  of  individuals  either  tithing  or  adopting  a  pro- 
gram of  proportional  giving  that  will  increase  yearly  until  the  tithe  is  reached. 
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While  stewardship  of  what  has  been  given  to  us  involves  far  more  than 
money,  we  recognize  that  the  tithing  of  our  money  is  a  critical  and  necessary 
way  of  witnessing  to  our  faith  and  sharing  with  others  in  God's  creation. 

We  invite  the  other  members  of  this  Diocese  to  join  us  in  this  witnessing  of 
faith. 

be  it  further  resolved  that  copies  of  this  Stewardship  Statement  be 
made  available  to  be  signed  by  those  lay  and  clergy  delegates  of  this  One 
Hundred  and  Seventy-Second  Annual  Diocesan  Convention  that  are  so 
inclined,  and 

be  it  further  resolved  that  the  vestries  of  this  Diocese  that  have  not 
already  adopted  a  Stewardship  Statement  for  their  parishes  and  missions 
be  encouraged  to  do  so,  and  that  vestries  that  have  adopted  a  Steward- 
ship Statement  be  encouraged  to  review  and  renew  their  Stewardship 
Statement  annually,  and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  this  Stewardship  Statement  be  review- 
ed and  renewed  by  the  Annual  Diocesan  Convention  on  even  numbered 
years. 


Resolution  on  Support  for  Members 
of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States 

Whereas  there  are  many  persons  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces  of  the 
United  States  of  America  within  and  from  this  Diocese: 

whereas  the  many  people  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces  by  virtue  of 
their  type  of  duty  are  often  without  usual  support  and  have  unique  need 
for  ministry: 

be  it  resolved  that  the  172nd  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  resolve  to  assume  responsibility  for  those  serving  in  the  Armed 
Forces  of  the  United  States  as  well  as  associated  civilian  support  positions 
by:

b.  by  communicating  our  concern  and  support  to  them  by  correspon- 
ding with  them  via  congregational  and  diocesan  newsletters,  etc.; 

c.  by  informing  those  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United 
States  of  America  of  the  existence  of  the  Diocesan  and  National  Armed 
Forces  Commission  and  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  same,  and  inviting  them 
to  voice  concerns  and  issues  they  wish  the  Church  to  address. 
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Resolution  on  Youth  Ministry 
Memorializing  General  Convention 

Whereas  The  Church's  ministry  to  youth  is  a  vital  and  important  part  of 
her  total  ministry,  and 

whereas  the  Church's  ministry  to  youth  needs  to  be  understood 
more  clearly  and  defined  more  specifically,  and 

whereas  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  a  Youth  Com- 
mission which  desires  to  increase  its  effectiveness,  and 

whereas  the  National  Episcopal  Youth  Event,  held  in  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  in  August  1987  passed  a  resolution  asking  the  69th  General  Con- 
vention of  the  Episcopal  Church  to  pass  legislation  directing  the  Presiding 
Bishop  to  appoint  and  see  to  funding  of  a  Task  Force  to:  (1)  study  the  true

Episcopal  Youth  Event  as  stated  above. 

Resolution  Regarding  a  Study 
of  the  Funding  of  the  Diocesan  Budgets 

Whereas  we  believe  that  Christian  Stewardship  is  our  loving  response  to 
God  and  the  gifts  of  God's  creation; 

and  Whereas  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  promoted  Christian 
Stewardship  at  the  individual  and  parish  level  as  our  intentional  response 
to  the  authority  of  Holy  Scripture; 

and  Whereas  the  Stewardship  Commission  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  has  promoted  the  formation  of  individual  congregational 
budgets  only  after  their  receiving  their  pledges  of  financial  support; 

and  Whereas  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  now  funds  its  budgets 
through  assessments  and  quotas,  which  may  be  inconsistent  with  the 
current  understandings  of  stewardship;

hoc  study  commission  be  formed  to  consider  alternatives  to  funding  of 
the  Diocesan  budgets  consistent  with  the  teachings  of  Christian  Steward- 
ship, and 

be  It  Further  Resolved  that  the  members  of  this  study  commission 
be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  and  include  a  member  of  the  Department  of 
Budgets,  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach,  and  a 
member  of  the  Stewardship  Commission,  and  other  members  as  the 
Bishop  may  see  fit,  and 

be  It  Further  Resolved  that  this  study  commission  report  to  the 
One  Hundred  and  Seventy-Fourth  Annual  Convention  its  findings,  with 
an  interim  report  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-Third  Annual  Con- 
vention. 

be  it  further  resolved  that  the  study  commission's  expenses  shall 
be  paid  from  funds  made  available  to  the  Stewardship  Commission. 


Resolution  on  Employee  Relations 

Resolved  that  this  172nd  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
encourages  all  hiring  authorities  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to  define 
employment  relationships  with  their  employees  by  means  of  written 
policies  or  agreements,  which  should  include  procedures  for  perfor- 
mance review  and  dispute  resolution.

Resolution  on

Whereas:  President  Ronald  Reagan  and  General  Secretary  Mikhail  Gor- 
bachev have  signed  the  INF  Treaty  to  remove  nuclear  missiles  from 
Europe,  missiles  that  threaten  not  only  Europe  but  also  the  world 
because  of  the  danger  they  pose  of  accidental  nuclear  war; 
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and  Whereas:  The  171st  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  in  recognition  of  the  danger  posed  to  all  creation  by  the 
larger  number  of  nuclear  weapons  in  the  world's  arsenals,  resolved  to 
support  good  faith  efforts  of  our  governmment  to  limit  and  reduce 
nuclear  armaments; 

therefore:  be  it  resolved  that  this  172nd  Convention  of  the  Episcopal 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  commend  President  Reagan  for  his  efforts  to 
limit  and  reduce  nuclear  armaments  and  state  its  support  the  INF  Treaty 
and  urge  parishioners  to  write  to  the  Senators  from  North  Carolina  urging 
them  to  ratify  the  treaty  without  undue  delay;

ning environment,  a  violation  of  our  valued  freedom  of  speech  occurs, 

therefore  be  it  resolved:  that  this  172nd  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  strongly  supports  the  right  of 
freedom  of  speech  allowing  information  of  all  philosophical  views  to  be 
made  available  for  public  consideration.

Political  and  Religious  Violence 

Whereas:  The  United  States  is  a  pluralistic  society,  and 

whereas:  In  our  diverse  society  people  will  hold  widely  differing 
political  and  religious  views,  and 

whereas:  Social  stability  requires  the  differing  political  and  religious 
ideas  to  compete  in  an  atmosphere  of  respect  and  tolerance, 

therefore  be  it  resolved:  That  this  172nd  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  opposes  and  abhors  violence  in  pur- 
suit of  these  diverse  political  and  religious  views. 

Resolution  on 
Central  American  Peace  Proposal 

Whereas:  The  United  States  Congress  will  vote,  in  a  straight  "up  or 
down"  vote  on  more  aid  to  the  contras  fighting  in  Nicaragua  (Feb.  3  in 
the  House  and  Feb.  4  in  the  Senate),  and 

whereas:  The  Central  American  peace  treaty,  initiated  by  President 
Oscar  Arias  Sanchez  of  Costa  Rica  and  signed  last  August  by  the 
Presidents  of  Nicaragua,  Honduras,  Guatemala,  Costa  Rica  and  El 
Salvador  is  a  constructive  attempt  by  countries  in  Central  America  to 
solve  their  problems, 

therefore  be  it  resolved:  that  this  172nd  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  go  on  record  as  being  opposed  to 
contra  military  aid  at  this  time,  believing  that  existing  problems  in  Cen- 
tral America  can  best  be  solved  by  Central  Americans, 

be  it  further  resolved:  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
President,  and  to  the  North  Carolina  members  of  Congress. 

Resolution  on 
Israeli-Palestinian  Conflict 

Whereas:  The  Israeli-Palestinian  conflict  continues  to  explode  in  the 
streets  of  Jerusalem,  Gaza  and  the  West  Bank,  and 

whereas:  the  situation  threatens  the  peace,  not  only  in  the  Middle 
East,  but  around  the  world, 
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therefore  be  it  resolved:  that  this  172nd  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  go  on  record  in  support  of  an  interna- 
tional conference  convened  to  help  resolve  the  conflict,  and  that  all  parties 
involved  be  included,  including  the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
(PLO),  and 

be  it  further  resolved:  that  the  U.S.  Government  deliver  a  clear 
message  to  the  government  of  Israel  opposing  unnecessary  violence  being 
employed  by  Israel  against  the  Palestinian  people  in  the  Occupied  Ter- 
ritories, and 

be  it  further  resolved:  that  the  Episcopal  Churches,  throughout  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  be  encouraged  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the 
events  taking  place  in  the  Middle  East,  through  study  programs,  sponsor- 
ing forums  and  workshops  and  through  regular  prayer,  and 

be  it  further  resolved:  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
President,  Secretary  of  State,  NC  members  of  Congress  and  the  Presiding 
Bishop, 

and  be  it  further  resolved:  that  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the 
General  Convention  of  this  Church,  meeting  in  Detroit,  July  1988  as  a

The  Standing  Committee's  "Check-List"  of 
Requirements  Regarding  Real  Estate  Transactions 

Under  the  canons,  real  estate  or  any  interest  therein  may  be  conveyed, 
mortgaged,  otherwise  encumbered,  leased  (as  Lessor)  or  otherwise  alien- 
ated by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  or  by  any  Vestry  of  any  congregation, 
or  by  the  governing  body  of  any  Diocesan  institution,  only  with  the  writ- 
ten consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  (normally  the  Bishop)  who  can 
only  act  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  The  Standing  Committee.  To  as- 
sist The  Standing  Committee  and  the  Bishop  in  performing  their  duties  in 
the  usual  transactions  that  occur,  a  seeker  of  such  consents  shall  furnish 
in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  with  copy  to  the  President  of  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee, at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  meeting  of  The  Standing  Committee 
at  which  action  is  desired,  such  of  the  following  information  as  is  appro- 
priate to  its  particular  transaction. 

All  Transactions 

Every  document  that  is  executed  under  any  of  the  following  categories 
should  contain  a  recital  that  it  is  executed  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop 
of  North  Carolina  who  has  obtained  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Stan- 
ding Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

Sale 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the 
terms  of  sale  including  the  price  agreed  or  sought,  gives  the  provisions  of 
any  listing  with  a  real  estate  agent,  and  gives  the  reasons  for  the  sale,  in- 
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eluding  the  application  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  and  a  statement  that  the 
property  is  not  needed  for  the  on-going  operations  of  the  congregation 
or  institution. 

2.  If  the  sale  contemplates  any  purchase  money  financing  by  the 
Seller,  an  explanation  thereof  with  copies  of  pertinent  documents  that 
will  be  involved. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized  by  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee, two  independent  appraisals  by  two  separate  competent  ap- 
praisers who  are  not  business  associates  and  who  are  not  members  of  or 
otherwise  connected  with  any  party  involved  in  the  transaction. 

Lease  (as  Lessor) 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the 
terms  of  the  lease  including  the  rental  payments,  term,  renewal  or  can- 
cellation options  and  other  pertinent  provisions,  gives  the  reasons  for  the 
lease  including  the  application  of  the  rents  to  be  received  and  a  statement 
that  the  property  is  not  otherwise  needed  during  the  lease  period  for  the 
on-going  operations  of  the  congregation  or  institution,  and  contains  facts 
supporting  the  opinion  of  the  Vestry  or  other  governing  body  that  the 
rent  and  other  provisions  of  the  lease  are  fair  and  adequate. 
2.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  lease. 

Right  of  Way  or  Easement  Grant 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the  de- 
tails of  the  proposed  right  of  way  or  easement  grant,  states  the  considera- 
tion or  lack  of  consideration  to  be  paid  and  the  Vestry  or  other  governing 
body's  opinion  thereof,  states  whether  the  Vestry  or  other  governing 
body  considers  that  the  grant  will  enhance  or  injure  the  property,  states 
the  application  to  be  made  of  any  consideration  to  be  paid  for  the  grant, 
and  states  whether  the  Grantee  has  the  power  of  eminent  domain. 

2.  A  map  locating  the  right  of  way  or  easement  on  the  property. 

3.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  right  of  way  or  easement. 

Mortgage  Loan 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property  to  be  mortgaged 
as  security  for  the  loan,  and  sets  forth  the  reason  or  reasons  for  the  loan, 
its  amount,  rate  of  interest  and  time  period,  the  schedule  and  source  of 
repayment,  and  the  terms  of  any  repayment  privileges  or  penalties. 
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2.  Unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized  by  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee, two  independent  appraisals  by  two  separate  competent  ap- 
praisers who  are  not  business  associates  and  who  are  not  members  or 
otherwise  connected  with  any  party  involved  in  the  transaction. 

3.  Where  there  are  any  contracts  or  other  papers  of  any  sort  to  be 
signed  other  than  ordinary  notes  or  deeds  of  trust,  an  exact  copy  of  said 
contracts  or  other  papers. 

4.  If  the  mortgagor  is  a  parish  or  mission,  the  following  additional  in- 
formation: 

(a)  a  statement  of  ALL  capital  assets  of  the  parish  or  mission,  in- 
cluding real  estate,  endowment  funds,  funds  held  in  reserve,  special 
funds,  investments,  bank  accounts,  and  other  assets  of  any  kind. 

(b)  a  copy  of  the  previous  full  year's  statement  of  receipts  and 
disbursements. 

(c)  a  copy  of  the  current  year's  budget,  with  an  indication  as  to 
whether  or  not  receipts  and  disbursements  are  current. 

(d)  a  copy  of  the  proposed  budget  for  next  year,  if  then  available. 

(e)  statement  as  to  status  of  payments  for  the  Diocesan  assessment. 

(f)  statement  as  to  status  of  acceptance  and  payments  for  the 
Church's  program  the  current  and  past  three  years,  and  of  accep- 
tance for  next  year. 

(g)  statement  as  to  status  of  current  operating  obligations. 

(h)  statement  as  to  all  obligations  other  than  current  operating 
ones,  including  as  to  each:  date  obligation  arose;  purpose  of  obliga- 
tion; original  amount;  amount  now  owed;  security  given,  if  any; 
source  and  schedule  of  repayments. 

(i)  statement  as  to  total  number  of  baptized  persons  and  total 
number  of  communicants  in  good  standing. 

Other  Transactions 

If  a  particular  contemplated  transaction  does  not  fit  any  of  the  forego- 
ing categories,  the  seeker  of  the  required  consents  should  address  ap- 
propriate inquiries  directly  to  the  President  of  The  Standing  Committee. 
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Bishop's  Pastoral  Letter 

To  Our  Brothers  and  Sisters  gathered  in  Worship  on  This  Day,  Greetings. 

"Let  us  with  gladness  present  the  offerings  and  oblations  of  our  life  and 
labor  to  the  Lord." 

I  have  asked  that  this  Pastoral  Letter  be  read  from  all  the  pulpits  of 
our  Diocese  today.  This  is  the  first  such  request  that  I  have  made  as  your 
Bishop,  and  I  make  it  because  of  the  vital  importance  I  attach  to  what  we 
are  doing  through  our  Celebration  Through  Stewardship  Campaign, 
known  by  its  acronym,  "ACTS". 

After  nearly  five  years  on  long  range  planning  in  which  hundreds  of 
people  were  involved,  your  representatives  to  the  Diocesan  Convention 
set  priorities,  authorized  a  Feasibility  Study  conducted  by  Professional 
Fund  Raisers,  and  then  a  Special  Convention  in  September,  voted  over- 
whelmingly to  proceed  with  this  Campaign.  We  have,  since  then,  set  up 
our  organization  in  every  congregation,  called  upon  individuals  who  have 
made  pattern  gifts  in  advance  of  the  recent  Convention,  and  now  are 
coming  to  you.  It  is  my  hope  that  every  member  of  our  Diocesan  family 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  make  an  offering  towards  our  work  and  mis- 
sion together. 

Your  elected  delegates  have  agreed  upon  three  purposes  for  this 
Campaign.  $2.9  million  dollars  will  enable  us  to  complete  our  Con- 
ference Center  so  that  it  will  be  usable  for  persons  of  all  ages,  especially 
youth.  We  hope  to  apply  that  money  first  after  paying  for  our  profes- 
sional counsel  and  will  start  construction  as  soon  as  the  money  is 
available.  The  delegates  have  also  agreed  that  another  $2  million  dollars 
should  be  allocated  to  Outreach  Ministries.  These  areas  are  consistent 
with  the  directions  that  we  have  been  going  and  will  enable  us  to  do 
more  work  especially  in  the  vital  areas  of  parish  grants,  scholarships  for 
minorities  and  women  and  attention  to  some  of  the  urgent  human  needs 
in  our  state  and  beyond.  Your  delegates  have  also  agreed  that  we  need 
$1.5  million  for  starting  new  congregations  in  the  growing  areas  of  the 
Diocese.  If  we  are  to  preach  the  Gospel  in  our  State,  we  simply  must 
have  new  churches.  We  are  already  behind  in  this,  and  it  is  one  of  the 
Gospel  imperatives  that  we  do  so.  We  are  also  hoping  under  that  cate- 
gory to  use  a  half  million  dollars  for  loans  and  grants  to  those  congrega- 
tions which  need  help  from  our  existing  Foundation. 

The  total  figure  including  a  3%  cost  for  Professional  Counsel  and  the 
expenses  involved  in  a  campaign  is  $6,645,000.  Despite  the  need  for  the 
money,  the  challenge  to  give  is  of  greater  importance.  Our  Stewardship 
Commission  has  led  us  in  the  past  few  years  into  a  renewed  commitment 
to  the  biblical  tithe  as  the  standard  for  Christian  giving.  Most  of  our  con- 
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gregations,  the  Diocesan  Council  and  the  Leadership  of  the  ACTS  Cam- 
paign, have  affirmed  the  principle.  Many  of  us  are  tithing  or  are  working 
towards  it.  This  campaign,  on  a  Diocesan  level,  depends  on  your  offer- 
ings, over  and  above  your  tithe.  This  Campaign  depends  on  your  will- 
ingness to  share  your  resources  with  the  larger  Church.  This  Campaign 
depends  on  your  trust  in  and  support  of  your  bishops,  clergy  and  lay 
leaders  who  have  discerned  these  needs.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  ask  you  for 
your  offerings  for  these  purposes.  Indeed,  I  say  again,  "Let  us  with  glad- 
ness present  the  offering  and  oblations  of  our  life  and  labor  to  the  Lord". 
The  ACTS  Campaign  is  consistent  with  the  Gospel  and  with  our  duty  as 
Christians  in  the  world  today.  Of  course,  there  are  many  more  needs  and 
many  of  them  having  to  do  with  our  Diocesan  life  together.  It  is  my  hope 
that  we  will  address  those  needs  in  the  future.  Still,  we  must  draw  priori- 
ties and  start  where  we  can.  Your  elected  representatives  have  agreed 
upon  the  course  we  are  proposing  and  I  hope  every  member  of  the 
Diocese  will  get  behind  those  things  and  pull  together  in  order  to  achieve 
our  goal.  I  hope  we  will  enter  into  this  joyfully  and  with  a  deepened 
sense  of  the  power  that  comes  from  doing  things  together  in  the  Lord. 

It  is  happy  coincidence  that  our  long  awaited  Diocesan  history 
(bringing  us  up  to  1959)  has  just  been  published.  It  recalls  the  hard  work 
and  sacrifice  of  many  who  have  gone  before  us  and  who  have  provided 
for  us  the  means  to  do  our  ministry.  A  real  part  of  what  the  ACTS  Cam- 
paign is  about  is  the  ministry.  A  real  part  of  what  the  ACTS  Campaign  is 
about  is  the  future.  You  and  I  are  called  in  our  generation  to  provide  for 
those  who  will  come  after.  A  Conference  Center,  response  to  human 
need  and  new  churches  and  the  buttressing  up  of  existing  ones  are  the 
ways  we  can  respond. 

In  my  Annual  Address  at  the  recent  Convention,  I  quoted  Bishop 
Cheshire  who  in  1894,  spoke  to  his  first  Diocesan  Convention  as  bishop. 
He  stressed  three  subjects  that  were  to  become  the  focal  points  of  this  ad- 
ministration: the  necessity  for  regarding  the  Diocese  rather  than  the 
parish  as  the  unit  of  the  Church,  the  need  for  missionary  work,  and 
greater  support  for  Diocesan  institutions.  Ninety-four  years  later,  those 
are  still  focal  points. 

In  this  Epiphany  Season  and  as  we  move  on  towards  Lent  and  Easter, 
what  better  task  could  we  set  for  ourselves  as  members  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  North  Carolina?  Bishop  Vest  joins  me  in  thanking  you  for  your 
support  and  for  the  privilege  we  have  in  being  your  bishops.  May  God, 
who  has  caused  a  new  light  to  shine  in  our  hearts,  give  us  the  grace  and 
power  for  that  light  to  radiate  through  us,  to  others.

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Journal  of  Proceedings 
Special  Convention 

September  19,  1987 

The  Special  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was 
called  to  order  by  The  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill  at  11:30  a.m.,  following 
Holy  Eucharist  in  the  chapel. 

Mrs.  Lucy  Davis,  chair  of  the  Credentials  Committee,  reported  124 
clergy  registered  and  present,  and  253  lay  delegates  representing  104  con- 
gregations registered  and  present.  This  being  over  one-third  of  the  clergy 
eligible  to  vote  and  over  one-third  of  the  congregations  in  union  with  con- 
vention, a  quorum  was  certified  as  present  (according  to  Article  V  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.) 

The  Bishop  gave  a  brief  explanation  of  the  reason  for  the 
Convention's  being  called  and  presented  the  Order  of  Business. 

The  Very  Rev.  B.  Daniel  Sapp,  Chair  of  the  Committee  on  the  Pro- 
gram of  the  Church,  was  recognized  by  the  Bishop.  Dean  Sapp  read  the 
following  Diocesan  Council  resolution: 

The  Diocesan  Council  feels  called  to  recommend  that  this  Diocese  embark 
on  a  Capital  Funds  Campaign.  The  Council  feels  called  by  the  action  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  throughout  our  Diocese  to  a  new  commitment  to  young  people  and 
families,  to  outreach  and  growth.  There  is  also  a  sense  of  urgency  in  our  mis- 
sion for  the  spread  of  God's  kingdom. 

We  therefore  recommend  to  the  Special  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  to  be  held  on  September  19th,  1987,  to  accept  a  goal  of 
$6,645,000  to  be  raised  through  a  Capital  Funds  drive  in  our  Diocese. 

—$2,900,000  for  the  expansion  of  the  Conference  Center  to  include  youth 
facilities  and  facilities  for  families  with  children. 

—$2,000,000  for  Christian  Outreach. 

—$1,500,000  for  Mission  Expansion  and  Congregation  Development. 

—$254,000  cost  of  campaign. 

The  Diocesan  Council  also  recommends  that  we  employ  the  firm  of  Ward, 
Dreshman  and  Reinhardt,  Inc.,  to  assist  us  in  this  campaign. 

June  15,  1987 
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Dean  Sapp  then  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
seconded  by  the  Rev.  Edwin  H.  Vorhees,  Jr.,  Vicar  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Wake  Forest,  and  chair  of  the  Commission  on  Stewardship: 

Be  it  resolved  that  this  Special  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  accept  a  goal  of  $6,645,000  to  be  raised  through  a  Capital  Funds 
drive  in  our  Diocese,  divided  as  follows: 

—$2,900,000  for  the  expansion  of  the  Conference  Center  to  include  youth 
facilities  and  facilities  for  families  with  children; 

—$2,000,000  for  Christian  Outreach; 

—$1,500,000  for  Mission  Expansion  and  Congregation  Development; 

—$245,000  for  cost  of  campaign;  and  be  it 

Further  Resolved  that  the  firm  of  Ward,  Dreshman  &  Reinhardt,  Inc., 
be  employed  to  assist  in  this  campaign;  and  be  it 

Further  Resolved  that  after  the  payment  of  campaign  costs,  the  next 
$2,900,000  will  be  allocated  to  the  Conference  Center  and  additional  funds 
(including  funds  in  excess  of  the  goal)  will  be  allocated  to  Christian  Outreach, 
and  Mission  Expansion  and  Congregation  Development  in  a  four  to  three 
ratio;  and  be  it 

Further  Resolved  that  in  the  event  of  a  shortfall,  afterpayment  of  cam- 
paign costs,  up  to  $2,900,000  will  be  allocated  to  the  Conference  Center  and 
any  balance  remaining  will  be  allocated  between  Christian  Outreach,  and 
Mission  Expansion  and  Congregation  Development  in  a  four  to  three  ratio; 
and  be  it 

Further  Resolved  that  if,  during  the  first  year  of  the  campaign,  a 
reasonable  forecast  of  its  results  will  warrant  it,  all  cash  receipts  during  that 
year  will  be  allocated  80  percent  to  the  Conference  Center  and  the  remaining 
20  percent  between  Christian  Outreach  and  Mission  Expansion  and  Congrega- 
tion Development  in  a  four  to  three  ratio. 

Bishop  Estill  recognized  Mr.  John  S.  Thomas,  a  delegate  from  St. 
Stephen's,  Durham,  and  a  member  of  the  Diocesan  Council.  Mr.  Thomas 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  resolution  and  corrected  some  errors  in  the  printed 
material  in  The  Communicant  and  the  handout  at  the  Convention.  He 
thanked  all  who  had  participated  in  the  planning  process  leading  up  to 
this  Convention  for  the  past  seven  years.  He  introduced  Mrs.  Frances 
Payne,  a  member  of  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Greensboro,  and  the  Diocesan 
Youth  Coordinator.  Mr.  Thomas  reviewed  the  time-line  for  the  campaign 
and  introduced  Mr.  William  Ralston  of  the  firm  of  Ward,  Dreshman,  and 
Reinhardt,  Inc. 
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The  Convention  next  entered  a  time  of  questions  and  answers,  which 
lasted  until  1:10  p.m.  At  that  time,  Bishop  Estill  recessed  the  Convention 
for  lunch. 

The  Convention  was  called  back  to  order  at  1:50  p.m.  by  Bishop 
Estill. 

Mrs.  Bertha  M.  "B"  Holt,  a  delegate  from  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Comforter,  Burlington,  rose  to  offer  the  following  amendment: 

"That  the  first  three  areas  of  need  be  met  proportionately  without  priority." 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  David  R.  Williams,  Rector  of  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Burlington.  Following  a  brief  discussion, 
the  amendment  was  defeated. 

Mrs.  Holt  rose  to  offer  another  amendment:  "That  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  Browns  Summit  Conference  Center  be  authorized  to  conduct  a  $1.45 
million  fund  drive  for  the  Youth  Center  to  be  matched  with  Diocesan  funds." 
Following  a  brief  discussion,  the  amendment  was  defeated. 

Mrs.  Holt  rose  a  third  time  to  offer  an  amendment:  "That  ten  (10)  per- 
cent of  the  funds  raised  for  the  Youth  Center  be  used  as  a  permanent  scholar- 
ship endowment,  the  income  of  which  be  used  to  assure  every  Episcopalian 
youth  an  opportunity  to  attend  the  Youth  Center."  Following  some  debate, 
Mr.  Joseph  Ferrell,  a  delegate  from  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill, 
moved  to  refer  the  amendment  to  the  Diocesan  Council.  The  Chancellor 
ruled  the  motion  out  of  order  and  Mrs.  Holt  withdrew  her  motion. 

Mr.  Sydenham  B.  Alexander,  Jr.,  a  delegate  from  the  Chapel  of  the 
Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  rose  to  ask  the  Bishop  if  he  would  reveal  to  the  Con- 
vention those  whom  he  intended  to  appoint  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
should  the  resolution  pass.  The  Bishop  announced  his  intention  to  ap- 
point Alfred  L.  Purrington  III,  General  Chair,  and  The  Rev.  Edwin  H. 
Voorhees,  Jr.,  Mr.  John  Thomas,  Mrs.  John  T.  (June)  Gregory,  The  Very 
Rev.  John  Campbell,  Mr.  J.  Emmett  Sebrell,  Mr.  Marshall  Bass,  Mrs. 
Haywood  (Scott)  Evans,  Mrs.  Walter  Elsee,  and  the  two  Bishops. 

A  motion  was  made  and  supported  by  11  other  Convention  delegates 
(on  a  show  of  hands)  for  a  vote  by  orders. 

Following  a  time  for  caucusing,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  a  vote 
by  orders.  The  Clergy  voted  first. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  98  Clergy  voted  "yes",  16  Clergy  voted 
"no".  The  motion  passed  in  the  Clergy  Order.  In  the  Lay  Order,  191  voted 
"yes"  and  47  voted  "no".  The  motion  passed  in  the  Lay  Order,  also. 
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The  resolution  having  passed  in  both  orders,  Mr.  Ferrell  rose  to  offer 
the  following  resolution:  Resolved  that  the  Diocesan  Council  be  instructed 
to  consider  whether  some  portion  of  the  funds  raised  in  the  campaign  can  be 
set  aside  as  a  permanent  scholarship  endowment,  the  income  of  which  will  be 
used  to  assure  every  Episcopalian  youth  an  opportunity  to  attend  the  Youth 
Center,  and  to  report  its  recommendations  to  the  next  Convention."  The  mo- 
tion passed  by  a  show  of  hands. 

Bishop  Estill  adjourned  the  Special  Convention  with  a  prayer  and 
blessing  at  2:30  p.m.

The  following  constitutes  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  undersign- 
ed Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  during  the  calendar  year 
1986. 

1.  In  my  capacity  as  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  as  Parliamen- 
tarian of  the  Convention,  I  attended  all  sessions  of  the  1986  Diocesan 
Convention  held  in  Charlotte  January  30  and  31,  and  February  1,  1986. 
In  connections  with  preparations  for  the  Convention,  I  consulted  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  regarding  qualifications  and  elections  of 
Convention  delegates  under  the  canonically  staggered  term  requirements 
for  such  elections. 

2.  Throughout  the  year  served  as  a  member  of  the  Commission  on 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

3.  In  February  at  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary,  attended,  with 
the  Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  a  2-day 
conference  on  Canon  Law. 

4.  At  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  studied  various  deeds  and  other 
documents  pertaining  to  several  gifts  of  land  to  the  Thompson  Or- 
phanage and  Training  Institution  or  to  the  Diocese  for  it,  and  the  restric- 
tions and  conditions  imposed  on  said  gifts  by  the  donors,  and  advised 
him  that,  absent  a  binding  judicial  determination  of  the  effect  of  these 
restrictions  and  conditions,  the  Diocese  is  obligated  to  preserve  the  iden- 
tity of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  or  condemnations  of  these  lands  held  in 
its  Common  Trust  Fund  so  that,  if  the  Orphanage  should  hereafter  cease 
to  exist,  a  proper  disposition  of  these  funds  can  be  made.  Futher  advised 
him  that  so  long  as  such  identity  is  preserved,  there  is  no  reason  why 
these  funds  cannot  be  combined,  for  investment  purposes,  with  other 
funds  of  the  Orphanage  held,  separately  from  the  Diocesan  Common 
Trust  Fund,  by  NCNB  National  Bank  for  the  benefit  of  the  Orphanage. 

5.  Conferred  with  and  advised  the  Reverend  Samuel  Walker  concer- 
ning the  administration  of  the  Krebs  Trust  held  by  a  testamentary  trustee 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Diocese  and  a  second  trust  held  for  the  benefit  of 
Emmanuel  Church  for  scholarship  awards. 
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6.  On  two  occasions  advised  the  Bishop  in  regard  to  the  determina- 
tion of  marital  status  provisions  of  title  I  Canon  19  Section  2  of  the  Na- 
tional Canons  and  in  each  case  developed  the  necessary  facts  and  drafted 
a  marital  status  judgment  for  his  execution. 

7.  For  it's  accounting  purposes,  advised  Pierce,  Strange  &  Company, 
the  Diocese's  certified  public  accountants,  that,  as  far  as  I  know,  there 
are  no  pending  or  threatened  claims  or  litigation  against  the  Diocese. 

8.  For  the  Diocese,  analyzed  the  provisions  of  the  Trust  left  under  the 
will  of  Rose  Monsure  "to  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Hamlet,  N.C.,  for  in- 
digent people  in  need,  especially  people  growing  older,  who  need  help," 
the  assets  of  which  trust  are  held  in  the  Diocesan  Common  Trust  Fund. 
Advised  the  Diocesan  Business  Administrator  that  in  my  opinion,  the  tex- 
tratrix  intended  to  benefit  individuals  and  not  organized  charities,  and 
detailed  to  her  the  procedure  previously  devised  by  a  former  Chancellor, 
Mr.  Henry  Bourne,  for  the  handling  with  All  Saints' ,  Hamlet,  of  the  selec- 
tion process  for  individual  gifts  under  the  Trust. 

9.  Advised  a  parish's  business  administrator  that  if  a  group  of  people 
within  a  parish  raise  money  for  a  donation  to  the  parish  for  particular 
purpose,  the  vestry  is  not  thereby  obligated  to  accept  the  money. 
However,  if  it  has  participated  in  or  condoned  the  money-raising  venture 
either  directly  or  by  acquiesence,  it  would  have  an  obligation  to  accept 
the  money.  If  it  does  accept  the  money,  it  then  has  the  responsibility  to 
invest  it  and  to  honor  the  restrictions  imposed  on  the  gift  or  gifts. 

10.  Advised  a  parish's  business  administrator  of  a  vestry's  obligation 
to  keep  minutes  of  its  meetings,  and  generally  as  to  the  form  they  should 
be  in. 

11.  Corresponded  with  an  interested  priest  concerning  the  legal 
status  of  both  the  Diocese  and  individual  parishes  within  the  Diocese  as 
unincorporated  religious  societies  under  Chapter  61  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  North  Carolina,  discussing  the  advantages  of  this  method  of 
ownership  as  opposed  to  incorporation.  (This  is  a  repeat  of  a  similar  in- 
quiry in  1985.  See  Item  21  of  the  Chancellor's  Report  for  1985  in  the  1986 
Journal.) 

12.  Advised  the  Bishop  that  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  Fuquay- 
Varina,  with  his  approval,  may  allow  the  Charismatic  Fellowship  Church 
to  use  its  church  building  for  services  at  times  set  by  the  Vestry  and  with 
the  understanding  that  the  Vestry  may  rescind  such  permission  at  any 
time. 
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13.  Referred  a  retired  priest  of  the  Diocese  who  has  a  social  security 
benefit  problem  to  a  lawyer  specializing  in  that  field. 

14.  For  the  Diocese,  consented  to  a  Consent  Judgment  in  a  suit  by 
NCNB  under  the  will  of  William  A.  Smith  designed  to  solve  some  federal 
tax  problems  for  the  trust.  The  Diocese's  involvement  with  this  trust  was 
determined  and  concluded  several  years  ago  and  the  Diocese  has  no  fur- 
ther interest  in  it,  and  my  cooperation  with  the  trustee  at  this  time  was 
purely  to  indicate  that  fact  and  to  assist  the  trustee  to  resolve  its  tax  pro- 
blems. 

15.  Prepared  the  required  Canonical  form  for  use  by  the  Bishop  in 
the  deposition  of  a  priest  from  the  ministry. 

16.  Interpreted  for  the  Suffragan  Bishop  an  employment  contract  bet- 
ween a  vestry  and  its  rector. 

17.  At  the  request  of  the  parish,  examined  the  proposed  new  Bylaws 
for  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford,  and  made  suggestions  for  desirable 
changes  therein. 

18.  In  regard  to  a  trust  under  the  will  of  Maude  B.  Inscoe,  deceased, 
of  which  the  Diocese  is  a  remainder  beneficiary,  conferred  with  the  ex- 
ecutor concerning  his  plans  for  the  handling  and  sale  of  real  estate  in 
which  the  Diocese's  interest  is  an  undivided  one,  and  for  the  distribution 
to  the  Diocese  of  its  part  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  of  other  assets  to 
which  the  Diocese  is  entitled.  The  on-going  administration  continued  to 
be  monitored  by  me. 

19.  Aside  from  the  foregoing,  the  Chancellor,  at  various  times  during 
the  year,  has  conferred  with  or  given  advice  to  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop 
Suffragan,  the  Business  Administrator,  other  Diocesan  officials,  clergy 
and  laypeople  on  a  great  many  matters,  both  legal  and  otherwise,  arising 
in  the  administration  of  Diocesan  affairs.

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Constitution 

(Amendments  to  the  Constitution  Passed  on  First  Reading,  on  page  8) 


Article  I 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts  the 
Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  as  set  forth  in  General  Convention  thereof,  and  acknowledges 
its  authority  accordingly. 

Article  II 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Di- 
ocese at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  next  preceding 
convention,  or,  in  the  event  of  no  such  determination,  then  at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Stan- 
ding Committee. 

Section  2.  The  time  and  place  of  the  annual  Convention  may  be  chang- 
ed, or  special  conventions  called,  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
diocese,  subject  to  such  canonical  provisions  as  may  hereafter  be  made. 

Section  3.  Written  notice  of  a  special  convention  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary  to  every  member  of  the  clergy  who  is  eligible  for  a  seat  and 
vote  in  the  Convention  and  to  the  senior  warden  of  every  parish  and 
every  mission  therein  at  least  60  days  before  the  date  thereof.  This  notice 
shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  the  special  convention  is  called,  and 
no  other  business  shall  be  in  order  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
delegates. 

Article  III 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  two  orders,  clerical 
and  lay. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Bishop  Coad- 
jutor, or  any  bishop  in  charge,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical  Author- 
ity, shall,  in  the  order  named  above,  if  present,  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Convention  and  shall  appoint  all  committees  unless  it  be  otherwise 
ordered. 

Section  3.  Every  member  of  the  clergy  of  the  Church  who  is  canonically 
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connected  with  the  Diocese  and  who  is  resident  therein,  and  every 
member  of  the  clergy  not  so  connected  with  the  Diocese  but  actually  resi- 
dent therein  and  regularly  serving  a  parish  or  mission  in  the  Diocese, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  and  to  a  vote  therein.  The 
restriction  of  residence  as  above  required  shall  not  apply  to  professors, 
tutors,  or  students  in  any  recognized  theological  seminary  of  this  Church, 
or  college  maintained  and  governed  in  part  by  the  Diocese,  or  to  any  of- 
ficers or  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Executive  Council,  or  to  chaplains  in 
the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States,  or  to  members  of  the  clergy  in 
charge  of  congregations  of  this  Diocese. 

Section  4.  Each  parish  and  mission  in  union  with  the  Convention  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  represented  at  its  sessions  by  lay  delegates  whose 
number  shall  be  determined  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  enrolled  con- 
firmed adults  who  are  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  parish  or 
mission  as  specified  by  canon. 

These  delegates  shall  be  elected  by  the  vestry  from  among  the  enroll- 
ed confirmed  adults  who  are  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the 
parish  or  mission. 

The  delegates  shall  be  chosen  in  a  manner  provided  by  canon  to 
assure  that  approximately  one-third  of  the  entire  lay  membership  of  the 
Convention  is  subject  to  election  each  year.  The  initial  terms  of  delegates 
elected  by  virtue  of  this  article  shall  be  determined  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Convention  in  accordance  with  canon.  Subject  to  changes  in  repre- 
sentation required  by  changes  in  the  numbers  of  enrolled  confirmed 
adults  who  are  communicants  in  good  standing  of  parishes  and  missions, 
and  upon  the  expiration  of  each  term  thereafter,  each  vestry  shall  elect 
for  a  term  of  three  years  a  successor  for  each  lay  delegate  whose  term  has 
expired. 

Each  vestry  shall  be  entitled  to  elect,  for  one-year  terms,  a  number  of 
alternate  delegates,  subject  to  the  same  qualifications,  equal  to  the 
delegates  elected,  who  shall  be  authorized,  in  the  order  of  their  election, 
to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  delegation  originally  chosen. 

Section  5.  When  a  mission  desires  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the 
Convention,  it  shall  follow  the  same  procedure,  so  far  as  applicable,  as 
that  prescribed  for  the  admission  of  a  parish. 

Section  6.  No  person,  clerical  or  lay,  under  ecclesiastical  censure, 
publicly  declared  by  a  competent  tribunal,  shall  be  admissible  to  a  seat  in 
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the  Convention.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  represent  more  than  one 
parish  or  mission  in  the  same  convention. 

Section  7.  If  any  parish  or  mission  shall  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint 
delegates,  or  if  any  of  those  appointed  shall  neglect  or  be  prevented  from 
attending,  such  parish  or  mission  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts 
of  the  Convention. 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  election  of  its 
own  members.  It  shall  have  power  to  adopt  rules  of  order  for  its  own 
government,  elect  officers  and  raise  funds,  and  shall  also  have  such  other 
legislative  powers  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  well-being  of 
the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  The  Convention  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  any  canon  in- 
fringing the  Episcopal  Authority,  or  affecting  the  spiritual  condition  of 
the  Diocese,  against  the  express  dissent  of  the  Bishop  stated  at  that  or  the 
ensuing  annual  Convention.  This  shall  not  prevent  the  Convention  from 
offering  independently  of  the  Bishop  resolutions  of  advice  or  inquiry,  or 
from  any  proceedings  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  impeachment. 

Article  V 

To  constitute  A  quorum,  except  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
under  Article  XII,  the  presence  of  one-third  of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to 
vote,  and  of  one  or  more  delegates  from  one-third  of  all  the  parishes  and 
missions  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Convention,  shall  be  necessary. 
Any  lesser  number  shall  be  competent  to  receive  reports  and  to  recess  or 
adjourn. 

Article  VI 

Section  1 .  Upon  any  question  before  the  Convention,  on  the  request  of 
any  clerical  or  lay  delegate  sustained  by  ten  other  delegates  present  and 
voting,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately.  In  all  cases  of  a  vote  by 
orders  each  clerical  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  each  lay 
delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  concurrence  of  majorities  of 
both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  a  decision.  When  no  such  division  is 
called  for,  each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Section  2.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  unanimously 
ordered. 
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Article  VII 


Section  1 .  Upon  nomination  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Conven- 
tion shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next 
annual  Convention,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  the  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Ec- 
clesiastical Authority. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  canon,  and 
such  other  services  as  may  be  required  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  4.  Upon  nomination  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Conven- 
tion shall  annually  elect  a  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  have  such 
powers  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  canon  or  re- 
quired by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  5.  The  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  other 
offices  in  the  Diocese  either  by  election  or  appointment. 

Article  VIII 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committee  or  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop, 
shall  consist  of  five  clergymen  of  the  Diocese  and  four  laymen  who  are 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing.  The  term  of 
office  shall  be  for  three  years,  with  three  members  being  elected  at  each 
annual  Convention.  No  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  eligi- 
ble for  re-election  until  one  year  shall  have  elapsed  following  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term  of  office. 

Section  2.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  its  own  body  between  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention. 

Section  3.  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  as  such  may  invite  the  tem- 
porary services  of  other  bishops,  and,  for  due  cause,  may  change  the  time 
or  place  of  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention.  It  may  also  summon 
special  conventions  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so  upon  the 
call  of  one-third  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese,  or  of  one-third  of  the 
parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention,  as  appearing  upon  the  lists  of  the 
Journal  last  before  published.  And  although  there  be  a  Bishop,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  special  conventions  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proceedings  relative  to  his  impeachment,  and  shall  do  so  upon  a 
similar  requisition  by  the  clergy  or  laity. 
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Article  IX 


Section  1.  Any  100  or  more  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  stan- 
ding of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  may 
organize  themselves  into  a  parish,  and  be  received  into  union  with  the 
Convention,  by  taking  such  steps  as  may  be  provided  for  by  canon.  And 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  may  organize  a  mission  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  canon,  in  any  part  of  the  Diocese 
not  included  within  the  neighborhood  of  a  parish  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention. 

Section  2.  It  shall  always  be  competent  for  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese,  with  the  written  consent  of  the  rector  of  any  parish,  a  copy 
of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  to  organize  a 
mission  within  the  neighborhood  of  said  parish.  The  ministers  of  such  a 
mission  shall  be  independent  of  the  rector  and  responsible  only  to  the  Ec- 
clesiastical Authority.  If  the  consent  of  the  rector  be  denied,  an  appeal 
may  be  taken  to  the  Bishop,  whose  decision,  if  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  final. 

Section  3.  In  all  parochial  and  mission  elections  only  those  shall  be  en- 
titled to  vote  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good 
standing,  and  who  thereby  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  this  Church  as  are  or  may  be  adopted  by  the  General  Con- 
vention, and  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  pursuant  thereto. 

Section  4.  Any  parish  ceasing  to  be  represented  in  the  Convention  for 
two  successive  years,  or  any  parish  resisting  the  authority  of  the  Conven- 
tion, may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation,  or  its  connec- 
tion with  the  Convention  be  dissolved,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
clergy  present  and  entitled  to  vote,  and  a  majority  of  lay  delegates  present 
and  entitled  to  vote.  No  such  suspension  or  dissolution  shall  take  place 
without  previous  inquiry  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  and 
a  report  upon  the  facts  of  the  case;  nor  until  after  30  days'  notice  to  the 
rector  or  vestry,  or  in  the  case  there  be  none  then  to  a  member  of  the 
parish  in  default. 

Section  5.  Any  parish  which  receives  aid  from  the  mission  funds  of  the 
Diocese  and  does  not,  for  two  consecutive  years,  pay  its  proportion  of  the 
salary  of  the  minister  serving  it,  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  in 
the  Convention  until  such  arrears  be  paid  or  remitted  by  the  Convention. 
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Section  6.  Any  parish  or  mission  which  shall  fail  for  three  consecutive 
years  to  pay  its  assessment  for  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund,  or  shall 
have  failed  to  observe  the  conditions  of  Title  I,  Canon  8  of  the  General 
Convention  relative  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  shall  be  deprived  of  the 
right  to  vote  in  the  Convention  until  such  arrears  be  paid,  or  remitted  by 
the  Convention. 

Article  X 

Section  1 .  Any  presbyter  regularly  called  to  the  charge  of  a  parish  and 
entering  thereupon,  shall  during  the  time  of  such  charge,  be  held  to  be 
the  rector  of  said  parish. 

Section  2.  The  rector  is  recognized  as  having,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  the 
exclusive  regulation,  under  his  canonical  superiors,  of  all  the  spiritual 
concerns  of  the  parish;  as  being  entitled  at  all  times  to  have  access  to  the 
church  building,  and  to  open  the  same  for  the  services  or  instruction  of 
this  Church,  as  he  may  deem  proper;  to  call  meetings  of  the  vestry  or 
congregation;  when  present,  to  preside  in  the  same,  and,  in  case  of  a  tie, 
to  cast  the  deciding  vote. 

Article  XI 

The  Convention  shall  pass  canons  for  the  trial  of  members  of  the 
clergy. 

Article  XII 

When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected  the  Convention  shall  vote  by  written 
ballot  and  separately  by  orders;  and  a  concurrence  on  the  same  ballot  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  clergy  including  those  not  present  who,  if  present, 
would  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Convention  and  of  a  majority  of  all  lay 
delegates  representing  the  parishes  and  missions  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention and  including  those  not  present  who,  if  present,  would  be  entitl- 
ed to  vote,  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election. 

Article  XIII 

No  new  canon,  or  change  in  an  existing  canon,  shall  be  considered  or 
adopted,  without  first  having  been  submitted  to  and  reported  on  to  the 
Convention  by  its  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  Nor  shall  the 
same  be  adopted  on  the  day  on  which  proposed,  except  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  those  entitled  to  vote  at  that  Convention. 
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Article  XIV 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  only  upon: 

(a)  The  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  orders  who  are  present  and 
entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  Convention  at  which  the  alteration  or 
amendment  is  proposed,  voting  separately  by  orders;  and 

(b)  The  adoption  of  the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  at  the  next 
ensuing  annual  Convention  by  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both 
orders  who  are  present  and  entitled  to  vote,  voting  separately  by  orders. 
At  this  Convention  the  consideration  of  a  proposed  amendment  may  be 
postponed  to  the  next  annual  Convention  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both 
orders  present  and  entitled  to  vote,  not  voting  by  orders  unless  required 
under  the  provision  of  Article  VI. 

Article  XV 

All  constitutional  enactments  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  ad- 
journment of  the  Convention  at  which  they  shall  have  been  ratified. 
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Gender  Neutralizing  Amendments 
to  the  Constitution 

(Passed  on  First  Reading  in  1988) 

Article  III 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  the  Bishop's  absence,  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  any  bishop  in  charge,  as  representing  the  Ec- 
clesiastical Authority,  shall,  in  the  order  named  above,  if  present,  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Convention  and  shall  appoint  all  committees  unless 
it  be  otherwise  ordered. 

Article  VII 

Section  1 .  Upon  nomination  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Conven- 
tion shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next 
annual  Convention,  or  until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Article  VIII 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committee  or  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop, 
shall  consist  of  five  members  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  and  four 
members  of  the  laity  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in 
good  standing.  The  term  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years,  with  three 
members  being  elected  at  each  annual  Convention.  No  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  until  one  year  shall 
have  elapsed  following  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  for  which  elected. 

Section  3.  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  as  such  may  invite  the  tem- 
porary services  of  other  bishops,  and,  for  due  cause,  may  change  the  time 
or  place  of  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention.  It  may  also  summon 
special  conventions  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so  upon  the 
call  of  one-third  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese,  or  of  one-third  of  the 
parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention,  as  appearing  upon  the  lists  of  the 
Journal  last  before  published.  And  although  there  be  a  Bishop,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  special  conventions  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proceedings  relative  to  impeachment  of  a  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so 
upon  a  similar  requisition  by  the  clergy  or  laity. 
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Article  X 


Section  2.  Rectors  are  recognized  as  having,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  the 
exclusive  regulation,  under  their  canonical  superiors,  of  all  the  spiritual 
concerns  of  the  parishes  they  serve;  as  being  entitled  at  all  times  to  have 
access  to  the  church  building,  and  to  open  the  same  for  the  services  or  in- 
struction of  this  Church,  as  they  may  deem  proper;  to  call  meetings  of  the 
vestry  or  congregation;  when  present,  to  preside  in  the  same,  and,  in  case 
of  a  tie,  to  cast  the  deciding  vote. 
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Canons 


Canon  1 
Members  of  the  Convention 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1 .  Clergy.  Before  the  opening  of  the  annual  Convention  or  of  a 
Special  Convention,  the  Secretary  shall  apply  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  for  a  list  of  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  shall  receive  such  list  at 
least  120  days  before  the  opening  of  an  annual  Convention,  or  60  days 
before  a  Special  Convention.  From  this  list  the  Secretary  shall  prepare,  at 
least  90  days  prior  to  the  annual  Convention  and  30  days  prior  to  a 
Special  Convention,  and  publish,  the  official  roll  of  the  Convention, 
which  roll  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  right  to  seats  therein.  After 
the  Secretary's  publication  of  the  roll,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  may 
certify  to  the  Secretary  additional  clergy  entitled  by  the  Constitution  to 
seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention  until  one  hour  prior  to  the  opening  ses- 
sion of  the  Convention. 

Section  2.  Laity.  The  clerks  of  the  several  parish  and  mission  vestries 
electing  lay  delegates  to  the  Convention  shall  furnish  three  certificates  of 
these  elections.  One  shall  be  handed  to  the  delegates-elect,  one  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and  one  shall  be  forward- 
ed to  the  person  or  agency  who  is  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention in  the  host  community.  The  latter  two  shall  be  mailed  at  least  110 
days  before  the  opening  session.  From  these  certificates  the  Secretary 
shall  prepare  and  publish  at  least  90  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Con- 
vention the  roster  of  lay  delegates  to  that  Convention.  The  Secretary  shall 
not  insert  any  name  upon  the  roll  without  the  evidence  of  one  of  these 
certificates  or  an  amended  certificate  signed  by  the  rector  or  clerk  of  the 
vestry  of  the  parish  or  by  the  vicar  or  clerk  of  the  mission,  submitted  to 
the  Secretary  not  later  than  one  hour  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the 
Convention,  unless  specially  directed  to  by  the  Convention  upon  recom- 
mendation of  its  Committee  on  Credentials.  Defective  or  doubtful  cer- 
tificates shall  be  laid  aside,  to  be  acted  on  after  the  Convention  shall  have 
organized. 

Each  congregation  (parish  or  mission)  shall  be  represented  in  the 
Convention  in  accordance  with  the  average  number  of  its  enrolled  con- 
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firmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  as  contained  in  the  last 
three  annual  statistical  reports  printed  in  the  Journal  as  follows:

50-149  2

1000  and  over  6 

Section  3.  (a)  Lay  persons  who  meet  the  constitutionally  required  quali- 
fications shall  be  elected  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  the  Conven- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  section.  The  length  of  initial 
terms  under  this  system  shall  be  prescribed  by  rule  of  order;  upon  the  ex- 
piration of  initial  terms  each  lay  delegate  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
three  years  except  as  may  be  required  under  the  provisions  of  Subsection 
(b)  below.  At  the  time  delegates  are  chosen  the  vestries  shall  elect  for  one- 
year  terms  alternate  delegates  equal  in  number  to  the  number  of 
delegates  authorized  by  Section  2,  above. 

(b)  Should  the  average  number  of  enrolled  confirmed  adult  com- 
municants in  good  standing  of  a  congregation  at  any  time  require  that  it 
elect  a  greater  or  smaller  number  of  lay  delegates  than  initially  prescrib- 
ed, the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  not  later  than  200  days  prior  to  the 
Convention  at  which  the  new  representation  is  first  to  take  effect,  shall 
notify  the  parish  or  mission  of  that  fact,  specifying  in  the  notice  which 
delegates,  if  any,  are  to  be  elected  for  terms  of  less  than  three  years  in 
order  to  maintain  so  far  as  possible  the  division  among  the  Convention's 
lay  membership  prescribed  by  the  Constitution.  Upon  the  expiration  of 
the  initial  terms  required  under  this  subsection,  each  lay  delegate  from 
the  affected  parish  or  mission  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

(c)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  become  effective  upon  the 
adoption  of  Section  4  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  as  initially  pro- 
posed by  the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization  at  the  167th  an- 
nual Convention. 

Canon  2 
Worship  at  Convention 

The  Holy  Eucharist  shall  be  celebrated  at  each  annual  or  special  Con- 
vention. Other  devotional  services  may  be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority. 
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Canon  3 
Rules  of  Order 

The  Convention  shall  adopt  rules  of  order,  which  shall  continue  in 
force  until  altered. 

Canon  4 
Presiding  Officer  of  the  Convention 

(as  amended  in  1988] 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  of  any  other  bishop 
qualified  by  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  to  preside,  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
shall  act  as  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention,  unless  the  Convention 
itself  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Canon  5 

Secretary  of  the  Convention 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall:  (a)  Take  all  necessary  steps  to  inform  the 
Convention  delegates  not  only  of  the  time  and  place  of  annual  and  special 
Conventions,  but  also  of  the  particular  business  of  each  Convention. 

(b)  Notify  vestries  of  the  number  of  lay  Convention  delegates  their 
parishes  and  missions  are  entitled  to  elect  and  the  length  of  terms  for 
which  such  delegates  are  to  be  elected. 

(c)  Prepare  the  canonical  lists  of  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  entitled 
to  membership  in  the  Convention. 

(d)  Call  the  Convention  to  order  for  the  purpose  of  organization  in 
the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  Suffragan  Bishop  (if  there 
be  such),  and  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

(e)  Keep  a  record  of  all  Convention  proceedings,  prepare  and  issue  its 
journals,  and  preserve  sufficient  copies  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  next  ensuing  Convention. 

(f)  Preserve  and  have  ready  for  reference  all  Convention  papers  not 
specially  given  into  other  hands. 

(g)  Present  to  the  Treasurer  for  payment  from  diocesan  funds  state- 
ments of  the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  discharging  the  duties  of 
the  Secretary. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  shall  mail  notices  of  all  Conventions  to  each 
member  of  the  clergy  who  is  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  therein,  and  to  the 
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senior  warden  of  each  parish  and  mission.  These  notices  shall  include  the 
forms  for  certifying  lay  delegates  and  alternates  and,  in  the  case  of  the  an- 
nual Convention,  shall  be  sent  at  least  140  days  prior  to  the  date  thereof, 
and  not  later  than  60  days  prior  to  the  date  of  a  Special  Convention. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  clergy  canonical- 
ly  resident  in  this  diocese,  or  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant 
in  good  standing  resident  in  this  diocese,  shall,  ex  officio,  always  have  a 
seat  and  voice  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  serve  as  Secretary  of  the 
Diocesan  Council. 

Canon  6 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall:  (a)  Have  custody  of  all  current  funds 
belonging  to  the  Diocese  excluding  all  trust  and  permanent  funds, 
depositing  them  in  a  bank  designated  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

(b)  Hold,  use,  and  dispose  of  current  funds  as  directed  by  represen- 
tatives of  the  Diocese  empowered  by  canonical  authority  to  do  so. 

(c)  Keep  a  complete  record  and  account  of  all  transactions  of  the  of- 
fice, reporting  them  in  summary  form  to  the  annual  Convention. 

(d)  Give  to  the  annual  Convention  a  summary  report  of  all  assets  of 
the  Diocese  then  held  by  the  Treasurer. 

(e)  Give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  Treasurer's  duties 
in  such  amount  as  the  Convention  or  Diocesan  Council  may  prescribe. 
(This  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Diocesan  Council  and  deposited 
with  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.) 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall,  ex  officio,  always  have  a  seat  and  voice  in 
the  Convention. 

Canon  7 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

The  Bishop  shall  nominate  and  the  Convention  confirm  a  person  learn- 
ed in  the  law  to  be  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
advise  regarding  any  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  in  the  administra- 
tion of  diocesan  affairs.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  an  enrolled  confirmed 
adult  communicant  in  good  standing  and  resident  of  the  Diocese.  The 
term  of  office  shall  be  three  years  and  until  a  successor  has  been  chosen 
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and  confirmed.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  entitled,  ex  officio,  to  a  seat  and 
voice  in  all  conventions  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  The  Bishop  may, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Chancellor,  nominate  and  the  Con- 
vention confirm  one  or  more  Vice-Chancellors  to  assist  the  Chancellor  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  that  office. 

Canon  8 
Historiographer,  Department  of  Records  and  History,  and  Archives 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  The  Historiographer  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop  and 
confirmed  by  the  Convention  for  a  three-year  term  of  office.  The 
Historiographer  shall  serve  ex-officio  on  the  Department  of  Records  and 
History  and  shall  assist  it  in  collecting,  classifying  and  preserving 
materials  relating  to  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
the  Historiographer,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  or  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, to  prepare  and  publish  materials  concerning  the  history  of  the 
Diocese  and,  from  time  to  time,  to  prepare  such  materials  for  publication 
on  the  Historiographer's  own  initiative.  The  Historiographer  shall  also 
encourage  parishes,  missions,  and  institutions  affiliated  with  the  Diocese 
to  preserve  historical  materials  and  encourage  the  writing  and  publica- 
tion of  materials  concerning  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  its  parishes,  mis- 
sions, and  affiliated  institutions. 

Section  2.  The  Department  of  Records  and  History,  as  the  agency  of 
the  Diocesan  Council,  shall  supervise  and  coodinate  all  departments, 
agencies,  and  diocesan  officers  charged  with  record-keeping,  main- 
tenance of  Archives,  and  preserving  and  writing  the  history  of  the  Dio- 
cese, it's  departments,  agencies  and  congregations.  The  Department  shall 
also  supervise,  coordinate  and  review  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  including  the  publication  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

Section  3.  Diocesan  Archives  shall  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Department  of  Records  and  History  and  shall  be  a  repository  for  books, 
papers  and  documents  which  belong  to  the  Diocese  and  which  are  im- 
portant as  historical  records  of  the  Diocese.  Except  for  such  records  as  are 
currently  in  use  by  Diocesan  officers  and  agencies,  these  archival 
materials  shall  include,  but  not  be  restricted  to:  journals  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention;  journals  of  the  General  Convention;  minute  books,  official 
records,  and  reports  of  all  diocesan  officers,  agencies,  boards,  and  com- 
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mittees  operating  under  the  authority  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  or 
Diocesan  Council  (including  the  minutes  of  the  Diocesan  Council); 
histories  and  documents  of  historical  interest  pertaining  to  the  parishes, 
missions,  and  institutions  affiliated  with  the  Diocese,  including  the 
registers  of  congregations  which  have  ceased  or  which  may  hereafter 
cease  to  be  active;  together  with  any  other  documents  and  records 
necessary  or  desirable  in  preserving  an  accurate  history  of  the  Diocese. 
Should  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council  determine  that  a  Diocesan 
Archivist  is  to  be  employed,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  to  the  post,  to  serve 
at  will,  a  person  trained  in  the  skills  requisite  for  that  work. 

Canon  9 
The  Standing  Committee 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1 .  The  Standing  Committee  shall  annually  elect  a  President  and 
a  Secretary  from  its  own  membership. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee: 

(a)  Whenever  the  President  may  deem  it  advisable. 

(b)  Whenever  required  to  do  so  by  the  Bishop,  or  by  any  three 
members  of  the  Committee. 

(c)  Within  30  days  after  knowledge  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate. 

Section  3.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  report  to  the  annual  Conven- 
tion the  transactions  of  the  preceding  year.  A  record  of  all  its  official  acts 
shall  be  kept  by  its  Secretary  and  be  available  for  inspection  by  the 
Bishop  and  the  Convention. 

Canon  10 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  Membership.  The  Trustees  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  shall 
consist  of  the  Bishop  and  two  lay  enrolled  confirmed  adult  com- 
municants in  good  standing  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  elected  by  the 
Convention  upon  nomination  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  When,  pur- 
suant to  appropriate  canon,  the  Bishop  has  been  designated  the  Ec- 
clesiastical Authority  of  the  Diocese,  then  the  one  so  designated  shall  be  a 
Trustee.  Whenever  there  is  no  bishop  who  is  or  has  been  designated  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  then  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  a  Trustee.  (1987) 
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The  lay  Trustees  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  shall,  at  the  first  an- 
nual Diocesan  Convention  at  which  their  election  is  in  order,  be  elected 
as  follows:  the  one  receiving  the  highest  vote  shall  serve  for  a  three-year 
term  and  the  one  receiving  the  next  highest  vote  shall  serve  for  a  two- 
year  term.  Thereafter,  whenever  a  term  expires,  one  lay  Trustee  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  for  three  years.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  lay 
Trustee  shall,  on  nomination  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  be  filled  by 
the  Diocesan  Council  for  the  period  until  the  next  annual  Diocesan  Con- 
vention; and  the  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  if  there  is  any  such 
remainder,  shall  be  filled  by  the  next  annual  Diocesan  Convention. 

Section  2.  Real  and  Tangible  Personal  Property,  (a)  The  Trustees  shall 
in  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  hold  title  to  all  real  property  and 
tangible  personal  property  of  the  Diocese,  except  property  the  title  to 
which  is  vested  in  a  parish  or  corporation.  The  Trustees  shall  convey, 
mortgage  and  encumber  or  otherwise  alienate  any  real  property  or  in- 
terest therein  and  tangible  personal  property  held  by  them: 

(1)  If  held  for  the  benefit  of  any  parish  or  corporation,  upon  an 
appropriate  written  resolution  of  the  vestry  of  such  parish  or  the 
directors  or  other  governing  body  of  such  corporation,  and  with  the 
written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the  advice 
of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese; 

(2)  If  held  for  the  benefit  of  a  mission,  upon  an  appropriate  writ- 
ten resolution  of  the  mission  vestry,  concurred  in  by  the  Trustees, 
and  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese: 

(3)  And  if  otherwise  held,  upon  an  appropriate  written  resolu- 
tion of  either  the  Diocesan  Council  or  the  Convention,  concurred  in 
by  the  Trustees,  and  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese. 

(b)  Any  real  or  tangible  personal  property  the  title  to  which  is  not 
held  by  the  Trustees  but  is  otherwise  held  by  or  for  a  corporation  or  in- 
stitution affiliated  with  Diocese,  shall  be  conveyed,  mortgaged,  en- 
cumbered, or  otherwise  alienated  by  the  title-holder  only  with  the  writ- 
ten consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

(c)  The  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  required  by  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  evidenced  by  the  signature  of  the  Bishop  who  is  at  the  time 
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the  Eccesiastical  Authority,  and  if  there  is  no  bishop  who  is  then  the  Ec- 
clesiastical Authority,  by  the  signature  of  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  3.  Other  Property.  The  Trustees,  except  as  hereinafter  specified, 
shall  hold  title  to  and  possession  of  all  other  property  not  specified  in  Sec- 
tion 2  of  this  Canon,  including  properties  delivered  to  the  Trustees  in 
trust  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  its  parishes,  missions,  bishops,  and  other  clergy,  organizations 
and  agencies.  As  directed  by  the  Diocesan  Council,  the  Trustees  shall 
deliver  the  possession  of  properties  not  specified  in  Section  2  above  to, 
and  place  them  in  the  name  of  whatever  bank  or  trust  company  may  be 
designated  by  the  Diocesan  Council  as  custodian  or  investment  manager. 
The  safe  custody  of  property  delivered  to  a  custodian  or  investment 
manager  shall  be  guaranteed  to  the  Trustees  by  the  bank  or  trust  com- 
pany nominated  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Section  4.  Records  of  Trustees.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep  a 
record  of  their  actions  and  shall  make  a  full  report  thereof  annually  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  which  report  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of 
the  Convention. 

Canon  11 
Disposition  of  Tangible  Personal  Property 

The  provisions  of  Canon  10,  Section  2,  regarding  the  necessary  consent 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing 
Committee  do  not  apply  to  the  disposition  of  certain  tangible  personal 
property,  as  follows: 

It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  any  officer,  employee,  or  other  represen- 
tative of  the  Diocese  or  of  any  parish,  mission,  agency,  institution  or 
other  organization  of  the  Diocese,  to  obtain  the  concurrence  or  written 
consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  or  of  the  Trustees  for  the  sale,  ex- 
change, abandonment,  surrender  or  other  disposition  of  any  tangible  per- 
sonal property  (for  example,  typewriters  and  other  office  equipment,  mo- 
tor vehicles,  general  furniture  and  furnishings,  appliances,  books,  etc.) 
acquired  and  used  directly  in  the  normal  and  routine  course  of  the  con- 
duct of  work  and  program  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese;  excluding,  how- 
ever, such  items  of  personal  property  as  have  been  consecrated  and  all 
furniture,  furnishings,  and  fixtures  that  are  peculiarly  designed  for  and 
used  within  a  church. 
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Canon  12 

Diocesan  Commissions 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1 .  The  Bishop  or  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  an- 
nually appoint  the  indicated  number  of  persons,  being  enrolled  confirm- 
ed adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  to  each  of  the  following 
Diocesan  Commissions.  Each  of  these  commissions  shall  serve  until  the 
adjournment  of  the  annual  Convention  following  the  one  at  which  they 
were  appointed.  In  all  cases  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  named  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  voice  in  the 
Convention  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  vote  therein  unless  a  delegate  to 
the  Convention.  The  Bishop  shall  also  fill  vacancies  in  these  commissions 
as  they  occur. 

(a)  On  Constitution  and  Canons— three  clergy;  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese;  two  lay. 

(b)  On  the  State  of  the  Church— three  clergy;  two  lay. 

(c)  On  Admission  of  Congregations— two  clergy;  three  lay. 

(d)  On  Institutions— two  clergy;  three  lay. 

(e)  On  Dispatch  of  Business:  two  clergy;  two  lay;  with  the  Diocesan 
Bishop  and  any  other  bishops  then  active  in  the  Diocese  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Convention  serving  as  ex  officio  members. 

Section  2.  The  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  The  Com- 
mission on  Constitution  and  Canons  shall  receive,  consider  and  present 
to  the  Convention  all  motions  or  resolutions  pertaining  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, canons,  and  rules  of  order  and  may  originate  new  material  touching 
these  subjects.  All  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  canons, 
and  rules  of  order  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  at  least  four 
weeks  in  advance  of  the  annual  Convention.  However,  the  Convention, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  may  waive  this  requirement,  thereby  permitting 
immediate  consideration  of  any  proposed  amendment. 

Section  3.  The  Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church  shall: 

(a)  Receive,  review  and  evaluate  the  annual  statistical  reports  on  the 
strength  and  condition  of  the  Diocese  and  the  parishes  and  missions 
therein,  and  to  submit  to  the  delegates  to  the  Convention  at  least  four 
weeks  in  advance  of  the  Convention  its  analysis  and  recommendations. 

(b)  Keep  the  structure  and  organization  of  the  Diocese  under  continu- 
ing study. 
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Section  4.  The  Commission  on  Admission  of  Congregations  shall  re- 
ceive all  applications  for  admission  of  parishes  and  missions  into  union 
with  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  opening 
session  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

In  the  cases  of  parishes  which,  by  failure  to  meet  the  standards  of 
Canon  21,  Section  3,  or  of  missions  which,  by  failure  to  meet  the  stan- 
dards set  forth  in  Canons  16,  19  and  20,  are  no  longer  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  applications  for  readmission  into  union  in  their  appropriate 
status  shall  be  referred  to  the  Bishop  for  endorsement  and  then  referred 
to  the  Commission  on  Admission  of  Congregations. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  ascertain  whether  all  such 
parishes  and  missions  conform  to  the  requirements  for  admission  as  set 
forth  in  Articles  III  and  IX  of  the  Constitution,  and  Canons  19  and  21,  and 
to  prepare  a  written  report  to  the  Convention  stating  that  the  require- 
ments have  been  met. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  Commission  that  the  requirements  have  been 
met,  the  parish  or  mission  applying  may  be  received  in  its  appropriate 
status  by  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  its  delegates  admitted  to  seats  and 
votes  therein. 

Section  5.  The  Commission  on  Institutions  shall  solicit  and  receive  re- 
ports from  each  of  the  institutions  related  to  the  Diocese  in  sufficient  time 
for  its  convenient  and  thorough  review  of  those  reports,  and  for  members 
of  the  Commission  to  visit  the  institution,  if  deemed  helpful,  prior  to  the 
Convention  to  which  it  reports. 

Section  6.  The  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business  shall  serve  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  in  the  following  ways: 

(a)  Before  a  Convention:  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Commission 
shall 

(1)  Prepare  the  agenda  for  the  forthcoming  Convention; 

(2)  recommend  to  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
four  weeks  in  advance  of  the  Convention  any  suggested  changes  in 
the  Rules  of  Order. 

(b)  During  a  Convention:  the  Commission  shall  provide  requested 
assistance  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention,  and  a  member  of 
the  Commission  shall  always  be  entitled  to  the  floor  on  the  business  of 
the  Commission.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  refer  to 
this  Commission  without  debate  all  resolutions  or  motions  suggesting 
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orders  of  the  day.  The  Commission  shall  also: 

(1)  suggest  special  orders  for  the  dispatch  and  furtherance  of 
Convention  business; 

(2)  recommend  the  disposition  of  all  resolutions  referred  to  it; 
and 

(3)  recommend  the  disposition  of  any  unfinished  Convention 
business. 

(c)  Invitations  from  a  parish  or  parishes  to  host  a  subsequent  annual 
Convention  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  at  least  60  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  Convention  that  will  act  on  the  invitation,  accompanied 
or  supplemented  by  such  information  as  the  Commission  may  require. 
The  recommendation  of  the  Commission  regarding  the  invitation  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Convention  for  its  action. 

Canon  13 
Convention  Committees 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  The  Bishop,  or  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention,  shall 
annually  appoint,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  clerical  and  lay  member- 
ship of  the  Convention  is  ascertained,  at  least  the  indicated  number  of 
persons  in  approximately  the  indicated  proportions,  being  members  of 
that  Convention,  to  each  of  the  following  Convention  Committees,  and 
shall  name  the  presiding  officer  of  each. 

(a)  On  Credentials:  2  clergy;  3  lay. 

(b)  On  Elections:  2  clergy;  3  lay. 

(c)  On  Social  and  Political  Concerns:  3  clergy;  5  lay. 

(d)  On  the  Program  of  the  Church:  3  clergy;  5  lay. 

(e)  On  the  Administration  of  the  Diocese:  2  clergy;  3  lay. 

Section  2.  All  of  these  committees  are  to  serve  until  the  adjournment  of 
the  Convention  for  which  they  are  appointed.  The  Bishop  shall  also  fill 
vacancies  as  they  occur. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  review,  investigate  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  Convention  on  all  matters  referred  to  it  re- 
garding the  claims  of  delegates  to  seats  and  votes  in  the  Convention. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Elections  shall  supervise  and  conduct  all 
Convention  elections,  certifying  the  election  results  to  the  presiding  of- 
ficer and  the  Secretary.  The  committee  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Bishop,  appoint  lay  persons  who  are  communicants  in  good  standing  in 
the  Diocese  to  assist  it  as  tellers. 
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Canon  14 
Salaries,  Compensations  and  Expenses 

Section  1.  The  salary  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  the  Suf- 
fragan Bishop,  shall  be  such  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  ordered  and 
provided  for  by  the  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention, the  Treasurer,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee  and  of  the  Diocesan  Commission  on 
Ministry,  in  actual  attendance  upon  the  duly  called  meetings  of  the 
bodies  to  which  they  severally  belong,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  their  nec- 
essary expenses  incurred  by  such  attendance  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Diocese,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  pay  the  same  upon  the 
personal  application  of  said  parties  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the 
amount  actually  and  necessarily  expended  in  each  case. 

Canon  15 
Diocesan  Council 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  Composition  of  the  Council.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  known  as  the  Diocesan  Council,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  the  persons  entitled  to  preside  in  the  Convention  and  15 
persons  to  be  elected  by  the  Convention.  These  15  persons  shall  consist 
of  six  members  of  the  clergy  eligible  to  vote  in  the  Convention  and  nine 
members  of  the  laity  (who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in 
good  standing  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese)  who  are  elected  to  the  Coun- 
cil for  terms  of  three  years,  staggered  so  that  one-third  of  the  15  are 
elected  each  year.  Members  shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election  for  one  year 
after  the  expiration  of  their  terms.  The  Council  shall  fill  vacancies  in  its 
membership  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  which 
then  shall  fill  all  vacancies  and  unexpired  terms.  Members  take  office  im- 
mediately following  adjournment  of  the  Convention  at  which  elected  or 
when  elected  by  the  Council,  immediately  following  adjournment  of  the 
Council  meeting  at  which  elected. 

Section  2.  The  Role  and  Function  of  the  Council.  Between  sessions  of 
the  annual  Convention,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall,  within  the  limitations 
established  herein,  perform  all  duties  specifically  committed  to  it  by  the 
Convention  and  function  as  and  for  the  Convention  in  conducting  the  af- 
fairs of  the  Diocese.  In  doing  so,  however,  the  Council  shall  not  contra- 
vene the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  of 
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the  General  Convention,  nor  shall  it  contravene  the  powers  of  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority.  Consistent  with  its  stated  role  and  function,  the  Coun- 
cil shall: 

(a)  Assist  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  in  plan- 
ning and  developing  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

(b)  Assist  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  in  admin- 
istering the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  through  whatever  depart- 
ments, divisions,  commissions,  or  other  agencies  may  be  established 
from  time  to  time  for  that  purpose. 

(c)  Supervise,  coordinate,  and  review  the  work  of  all  departments, 
agencies,  and  diocesan  officers  charged  with  holding  title  to  property;  be 
responsible  for  maintaining  such  property;  be  responsible  for  designating 
qualifying  church  buildings  as  "Historic  Churches";  be  responsible  for 
holding  and  investing  money  and  other  intangibles;  and  be  responsible 
for  administering  the  provisions  of  trusts  of  which  the  Diocese,  its  depart- 
ments, agencies,  or  congregations  are  beneficiaries. 

(d)  Direct,  coordinate,  and  administer  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Dio- 
cese not  vested  by  canon  in  other  officers  or  agencies. 

(e)  Directly  or  through  agents  under  its  direction  and  control,  fix  all 
compensation  except  that  fixed  by  the  Convention. 

(f)  Supervise  and  coordinate  all  departments,  agencies,  and  diocesan 
officers  charged  with  record-keeping,  maintenance  of  archives,  and  pre- 
serving and  writing  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  its  departments,  agencies, 
and  congregations. 

(g)  As  deemed  desirable,  adopt  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  for  its 
government  and  for  the  government  of  its  officials,  agents,  employees, 
departments,  and  agencies. 

(h)  Make  and  preserve  a  full  record  of  its  acts  and  of  the  work  of  each 
of  its  departments  and  furnish  to  each  annual  Convention  a  full  report  of 
all  its  actions  and  all  moneys  expended  under  its  direction  during  the 
preceding  year,  including  a  report  from  each  department  of  the  Council 
with  respect  to  the  work  done  by  such  department. 

Section  3.  Officers  and  Staff  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  serve  as 
presiding  officer  of  the  Council;  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  or  any  bishop  in  charge,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  shall,  in  the  order  named,  serve  as  presiding  officer.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall,  by  virtue  of  that  office,  serve  as 
Secretary  of  the  Council.  Upon  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council 
shall  annually  employ  a  Diocesan  Business  Administrator  who  may  be 
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the  same  person  as  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  such  principal  ad- 
ministrative staff  members  as  it  shall  deem  necessary.  Similarly,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  shall  have  authority  to  ter- 
minate any  such  employment.  Vacancies  in  such  positions  shall  be  filled 
in  the  same  manner  as  initial  employment.  The  duties  and  compensation 
of  persons  named  to  these  positions  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Council.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  positions  named,  the  Council  shall  also  have  authority  to  pro- 
vide for  the  employment,  compensation,  and  termination  of  other  per- 
sons named  to  staff  diocesan  offices,  departments,  and  agencies  not 
otherwise  provided  for  by  canon. 

Section  4.  Departments.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  organize  from  its 
membership,  supplemented  as  herein  provided,  a  Department  of  Mis- 
sion and  Outreach,  a  Department  of  Budgets,  a  Department  of  Finance 
and  Business  Methods,  a  Department  of  Property  Management,  a  De- 
partment of  Records  and  History,  and  such  other  departments  as  in  its 
judgment  may  be  necessary;  and  it  shall  provide  the  manner  and  means 
by  which  its  departments  shall  be  staffed  and  financed.  From  the  Council 
membership  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  presiding  officer  and  members  of 
each  department.  Subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Council,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  additional  members  to  departments  of  the  Council.  Each  depart- 
ment shall  elect  a  secretary  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings 
and  report  them  in  writing  to  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Council.  The 
Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  shall  be  members  of 
each  department.  Subject  to  Council  review  and  approval: 

(a)  The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  work  of  the  Council  with  respect  to  Church  expansion,  small  con- 
gregations, social  ministries,  college  chaplaincies,  hospital  chaplaincies, 
the  deaf,  youth,  evangelism,  stewardship,  communications,  and  educa- 
tion and  training  of  the  clergy  and  laity. 

(b)  The  Department  of  Budgets  shall  prepare  proposed  budgets  an- 
nually for  consideration  by  the  Council. 

(c)  The  Eiepartment  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  shall  direct, 
coordinate,  and  administer  the  business  affairs  of  the  Diocese  not  vested 
by  canon  in  other  officers  and  agencies  and  not  otherwise  assigned  by  the 
Council. 

(d)  The  Department  of  Records  and  History,  as  the  Council's  agen- 
cy charged  with  the  responsibilities  outlined  in  Section  2(f)  above,  shall 
supervise,  coordinate,  and  review  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention (including  publications  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention),  and  of 
the  Historiographer. 
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(e)  The  Department  of  Property  Management,  as  the  Council's 
agency  charged  with  the  responsibilities  and  functions  specified  in  Sec- 
tion 2(c)  above,  shall  supervise,  coordinate,  and  review  the  work  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese;  and  it  shall,  through  the  establishment  of  sub- 
committees or  by  other  means,  perform  the  responsibilities  and  functions 
specified  in  Section  2(c)  other  than  the  canonical  responsibilities  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

(1)  Investments.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  establish  within  its 
Department  of  Property  Management  a  subcommittee  to  be  known 
as  the  Investment  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  three  enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese  elected  by  the  Council  initially  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
Any  vacancy  on  the  Investment  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Diocesan  Council  for  the  unexpired  term.  A  majority  of  the  Invest- 
ment Committee  shall  control  its  actions.  Properties  not  specified  in 
Canon  10,  Section  2  belonging  to  the  Diocese  or  held  in  trust  for  its 
benefit,  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  of  its  parishes,  missions,  bishops,  or 
other  clergy,  organizations,  or  agencies,  shall  be  invested,  reinvested, 
sold,  delivered,  assigned,  and  transferred  and  otherwise  managed 
and  controlled  by  the  Diocesan  Council  through  its  Department  of 
Property  Management  and  Investment  Committee.  The  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  or  other  custodian  of  such  properties  not  specified  in 
Canon  10,  Section  2,  shall  take  such  action  in  respect  thereof  as  the 
Diocesan  Council  through  its  authorized  agency  shall  in  writing 
direct. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Property  Man- 
agement, on  the  advice  of  its  Investment  Committee,  the  Diocesan 
Council  is  authorized  to  appoint  and  employ  (and  pay  reasonable 
compensation  to)  such  attorneys,  investment  counsel,  investment 
managers,  and  other  agents  as  the  Investment  Committee  may  deem 
necessary  or  advisable  in  the  course  of  its  investment  functions;  and 
the  Council  may  delegate  to  an  investment  manager  recommended 
by  the  Department  of  Property  Management,  on  the  advice  of  its  In- 
vestment Committee,  as  much  of  the  Council's  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities hereunder  as  the  Council  deems  necessary  or  desirable,  sub- 
ject to  review,  control,  and  general  supervision  by  the  Council 
through  its  Department  of  Property  Management  and  Investment 
Committee. 

The  Investment  Committee  shall  maintain  a  record  of  its  invest- 
ment activities.  Annually  it  shall,  through  the  Department  of  Property 
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Management,  make  to  the  Diocesan  Council  a  full  report  thereof,  accom- 
panied by  (a)  a  certified  inventory  of  all  invested  assets  under  its  control 
and  (b|  a  statement  of  the  value  of  each  trust  administered  by  the  Invest- 
ment Committee,  with  a  copy  of  the  report  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
and  to  the  Convention  every  third  year  or  more  often  if  instructed  to  do 
so  by  the  Convention.  A  summary  report  of  significant  actions  of  the  In- 
vestment Committee  for  the  past  year,  showing  total  values  of  invested 
assets  for  the  past  two  years,  shall  be  submitted  annually  to  the  Conven- 
tion and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

(2)  Allocation  of  Investment  Income.  The  Diocesan  Council 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  prescribe  and  designate  the  pur- 
poses, and  to  make  allocations  and  apportionments  among  such  pur- 
poses, for  which  any  investment  income  not  otherwise  designated 
for  specific  purposes  shall  be  expended. 

(3)  Historic  Churches.  A  permanent  Committee  on  Historic 
Churches  shall  be  established  within  the  Department  of  Property 
Management  with  a  membership  of  not  more  than  nine  persons  to 
be  named  by  the  Bishop,  at  least  one  of  whom  is  a  member  of  the 
Department  and  the  remaining  members  to  be  chosen  half  from  ac- 
tive support  groups  for  Historic  Churches  and  half  from  congrega- 
tions without  Historic  Churches. 

This  Committee,  for  the  Department  of  Property  Management, 
shall  award  the  "Historic  Church"  designation  for  qualified  church 
buildings  after  establishing  criteria  and  examining  each  potentially 
qualified  church  for  such  designation. 

The  Committee,  in  developing  the  criteria  to  be  applied  in  deter- 
mining whether  a  given  site  meets  the  "historic  designation"  shall 
adopt  the  following  minimum  standards: 

(a)  The  church  building  must  be  at  least  100  years  old. 

(b)  The  church  building  must  have  architectural  or  historic 
significance. 

(c)  The  structure  must  be  physically  sound  or  restorable  with 
funds  available  for  that  purpose. 

(d)  There  must  be  an  active  congregation  able  and  willing  to 
maintain  the  structure  or,  in  the  alternative, 

There  must  be  an  endowment  sufficient  to  maintain  and  (if 

necessary)  restore  the  building,  or 

There  must  be  an  organized  group— committee  or  other  body— 
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from  the  community  in  which  the  structure  is  located  or 

elsewhere  that  is  able  and  willing  to  maintain  and  (if  necessary) 

restore  the  building. 

(e)  There  must  be  at  least  one  service  of  the  Church  regularly 

scheduled  in  the  building  in  each  calendar  year. 

This  Committee,  working  through  the  Department  of  Property 
Management  shall  exercise  oversight  of  Historic  Churches  other  than 
those  which  are  occupied  and  used  by  parishes  and  missions  in  union 
with  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  shall  assign  a  member  of  the  clergy  who  resides  in  a 
place  convenient  to  the  site  to  have  general  clerical  oversight  of  each 
Historic  Church  that  is  not  occupied  and  used  by  a  congregation  in  union 
with  the  Convention. 

Section  5.  Planning  Function.  The  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council 
shall  have  responsibility  for  a  continuing  study  of  the  long-range  objec- 
tives of  the  Church's  work  in  the  Diocese,  with  particular  emphasis  on 
strategy  and  methods  for  Church  extension;  diocesan  programs  in  reli- 
gious education,  Christian  social  relations,  and  evangelism;  diocesan  re- 
sponsibility for  the  support  of  educational  and  charitable  institutions;  the 
means  for  more  adequate  financial  support  of  all  diocesan  activities  in- 
cluding capital  facilities;  and  any  new  programs  found  necessary  for  the 
advancement  of  the  Church's  work  in  the  Diocese.  As  part  of  its  annual 
report  to  the  Convention,  as  required  by  Section  2(h)  above,  the  Diocesan 
Council  shall  submit  a  report  setting  forth  its  evaluation  of  the  work  and 
program  of  the  Diocese,  the  objectives  toward  which  it  believes  the 
Diocese  must  work,  and  its  specific  recommendations  for  objectives  to  be 
included  in  the  program  and  the  budget  of  the  Diocese  of  the  fiscal  year 
next  following  that  for  which  a  budget  is  being  adopted.  The  Convention 
may  by  resolution  express  its  opinion  on  such  objectives  for  the  guidance 
of  the  Diocesan  Council  in  preparing  and  submitting  a  program  and  a 
budget  for  the  Diocese  for  such  fiscal  year. 

Canon  16 
Business  Methods  in  Church  Affairs 

In  this  Diocese,  and  in  all  its  parishes,  missions,  and  institutions,  the  fol- 
lowing standard  business  methods  shall  be  observed: 

(a)  Trust  and  permanent  funds,  and  all  securities  of  whatsoever  kind, 
shall  be  deposited  with  a  federal  or  state  bank,  or  savings  and  loan  asso- 
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ciation,  or  a  diocesan  corporation,  or  with  some  other  agency  approved  in 
writing  by  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  of  the  Dioc- 
esan Council,  under  either  a  deed  of  trust,  or  an  agency  agreement,  pro- 
viding for  at  least  two  signatures  on  any  order  of  withdrawal  of  such 
funds  or  securities.  But  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  funds  and  secu- 
rities refused  by  the  depositories  named  as  being  too  small  for  accep- 
tance. Such  small  funds  and  securities,  and  trust  and  permanent  funds  of 
missions  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  added  to  the 
Common  Trust  Fund  and  invested  as  a  part  of  those  funds  by  the  Invest- 
ment Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Council's  Department  of  Property 
Management.  Income  from  such  invested  funds  shall  be  paid  quarterly  to 
the  parish,  mission  or  organization  entitled  thereto. 

(b)  Records  shall  be  made  and  kept  of  all  trust  and  permanent  funds 
showing,  in  respect  to  each  trust  and  each  fund,  at  least  the  following: 

(1)  Source  and  date. 

(2)  Terms  governing  the  use  of  principal  and  income. 

(3)  To  whom  and  how  often  reports  of  condition  are  to  be  made. 

(4)  How  the  funds  are  invested. 

(c)  Treasurers  and  custodians  other  than  banking  institutions  shall  be 
adequately  bonded,  except  treasurers  of  funds  that  do  not  exceed  $500  at 
any  one  time  during  the  fiscal  year. 

(d)  Books  of  account  shall  be  so  kept  as  to  provide  the  basis  for 
satisfactory  accounting.  The  Department  of  Finance  and  Business 
Methods  may  establish  a  system  of  accounts. 

(e)  The  fiscal  year  begins  January  1st. 

(f)  All  accounts  shall  be  audited  annually  by  a  certified  or  indepen- 
dent public  accountant,  or  by  such  an  accounting  agency  as  shall  be  per- 
mitted by  the  ^Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods.  (1983] 

(g)  The  expense,  it  there  be  any,  of  auditing  the  account  of  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Diocese  by  a  certified  public  accountant  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  out  of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund. 

(h)  All  buildings  and  their  contents  shall  be  kept  adequately  insured. 

(i)  The  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  may  require 
copies  of  any  or  all  accounts  described  in  this  section  to  be  filed  with  it, 
and  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  upon  its  ad- 
ministration of  this  canon. 

(j)  Minutes  of  all  meetings  of  governing  bodies  shall  be  made  and 
kept,  showing  all  resolutions  which  have  been  officially  enacted. 
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Canon  17 
The  Diocesan  Assessment  and  Quota 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall,  after  September  1  of  each  year, 
prepare  and  adopt  two  separate  tentative  budgets  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
(calendar]  year,  including  therein  (a)  as  to  one  budget,  expenses  to  be  in- 
curred for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Diocese;  and  (b)  as  to  the  other  budget,  the  quota  apportioned  to  the 
Diocese  by  the  Executive  Council,  proposed  expenditures  for  work,  pro- 
grams or  projects  currently  being  administered  or  supported  by  the 
Diocesan  Council,  as  well  as  such  work,  programs  or  projects  as  it  may 
have  undertaken  since  the  last  Convention  and  as  it  proposes  to  under- 
take. 

In  preparing  such  budgets,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration its  recommendations  to  the  last  preceding  Convention  con- 
cerning proposed  new  programs  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  the  action  of 
the  Convention  with  respect  to  such  recommendations,  the  proposed 
budgets  submitted  by  each  department  and  agency  of  the  Diocese,  and 
any  other  information  believed  pertinent. 

Subsequent  to  adopting  the  tentative  budgets,  the  Diocesan  Council 
shall  prepare  a  scale  of  assessments  to  be  laid  upon  the  parishes  and  mis- 
sions pursuant  to  the  budget  which  provides  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  and  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  apportion 
the  quotas  under  the  other  budget  among  the  parishes  and  missions  of 
the  Diocese  in  such  manner  as  shall  have  been  directed  by  the  Conven- 
tion or  by  action  of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall,  not 
later  than  October  1,  send  notice  of  the  assessment  and  the  quota, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  two  tentative  budgets,  to  the  rector,  vestry 
and  treasurer  of  each  parish,  and  to  the  vicar  and  the  officials  of  each 
mission  in  the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  Every  parish  and  mission  shall  include  the  amount  of  the 
assessment  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  current  expenses  of  the 
Diocese  in  its  annual  budget,  and  one  twelfth  of  each  such  assessment 
shall  be  paid  to  the  diocesan  Treasurer  monthly,  on  or  before  the  25th 
day  of  the  month  for  which  it  is  payable.  In  the  event  any  parish  or  mis- 
sion shall,  for  good  reason,  believe  that  it  cannot  meet  its  assessment  or 
that  the  amount  of  the  assessment  should  be  altered,  it  shall  lodge  an  ap- 
peal with  the  Diocesan  Council  on  or  before  December  31  of  the  year 
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prior  to  which  the  assessment  shall  take  effect.  The  Diocesan  Council 
shall  provide  an  opportunity  for  such  appeals  to  be  heard  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  annual  Convention,  and  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  have 
power  to  modify  the  scale  of  assessments  on  the  basis  of  such  appeals. 
The  Diocesan  Council  shall  recommend  the  budget  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate  and  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese  to  the  annual 
Convention,  shall  report  the  assessments  made  on  the  parishes  and  mis- 
sions for  the  support  of  such  budget,  and  shall  report  any  appeals  and  ac- 
tion taken  thereon  to  the  Convention.  The  Convention  shall  have  the 
power  to  act  on  this  budget  and  to  make  any  modification  in  the  expen- 
ditures budgeted  or  the  assessments  imposed  which,  in  its  discretion,  it 
deems  wise. 

Section  3.  Every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  shall  report  to  the 
Diocesan  Council  not  later  than  December  31  of  each  year  the  action  it 
proposes  to  take  with  respect  to  the  quota  apportioned  to  it  for  the  sup- 
port of  all  diocesan  programs  and  obligations  other  than  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate  and  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  one  twelfth  of 
the  amount  accepted  shall  be  paid  to  the  diocesan  Treasurer  monthly.  On 
the  basis  of  such  acceptances  from  the  parishes  and  missions,  the 
Diocesan  Council  shall  recommend  a  final  budget  to  the  annual  Conven- 
tion, showing  the  expenditures  recommended  in  the  tentative  budget,  the 
quota  apportioned  to  the  parishes  and  missions,  the  acceptances  from 
each  parish  and  mission,  and  the  expenditures  recommended  on  the 
basis  of  such  acceptances.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  power  to  act  on 
this  budget  and  to  make  any  modification  which,  in  its  discretion,  it 
deems  wise. 

Section  4.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  power  to  expend  all  moneys 
provided  in  each  budget  for  the  purposes  therein  specified,  to  expend  any 
surplus  received  in  any  years  over  and  above  diocesan  and  national 
obligations,  and  to  amend  the  budget,  or  either  of  them,  when  in  its  judg- 
ment, a  changed  situation  with  respect  to  revenues  received  or  obliga- 
tions incurred  makes  a  change  necessary  or  prudent. 

Canon  18 
Convocations 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  shall  estab- 
lish, on  recommendation  of  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council  at  least  two 
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convocations  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Convention  shall 
determine  the  number  and  the  boundaries  of  the  convocations  in  re- 
sponse to  recommendations  from  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council. 

In  determining  the  number  of  convocations  and  in  defining  their 
boundaries,  the  Bishop,  Council,  and  Convention  shall  consider  at  least 
(a)  the  furtherance,  welfare,  and  efficiency  of  diocesan  programs  and  ad- 
ministration; (b)  the  communicant  strength  produced  in  each  convoca- 
tion under  each  proposal  for  drawing  boundaries;  (c)  the  geography  of 
each  convocation  as  proposed,  including  the  convenience  of  travel 
among  the  congregations  in  the  territory;  and  (d)  the  regional  or  com- 
munity ties  and  economic,  social,  and  other  similarities  existing  within 
each  proposed  convocational  area. 

Section  2.  Each  convocation  shall  elect  a  dean  from  among  the  resi- 
dent clergy,  and  a  warden,  to  serve  with  and  assist  the  dean  from  among 
resident  lay  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing, 
each  to  serve  for  a  3-year  term,  and  each  to  be  eligible  for  re-election.  At  a 
meeting  where  the  dean  and  warden  are  to  be  elected,  the  presence  of  a 
majority  in  each  order  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  a  simple  majority 
of  those  present  and  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election. 

The  deans  and  wardens  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  members  of  the 
Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Section  3.  Each  convocation  shall  meet  at  stated  times  for  at  least  the 
following  purposes: 

(a)  To  advance  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese; 

(b)  To  provide  education  and  training  for  both  clergy  and  laity; 

(c)  To  offer  opportunities  for  worship  and  devotion; 

(d)  To  participate  in  the  administration  of  diocesan  affairs  through 
two  annual  meetings  as  described  in  Section  4,  below. 

Section  4.  The  two  meetings  referred  to  in  Section  3(d),  above,  shall  be 
composed  of  (1)  those  members  of  the  clergy  resident  in  the  convocation 
who  are  eligible  to  vote  in  the  next  succeeding  annual  Convention  and  (2) 
those  members  of  the  laity  who  have  been  elected  to  represent  the  par- 
ishes and  missions  of  the  convocation  as  delegates  in  the  next  succeeding 
annual  Convention. 

One  such  meeting  is  to  be  held  not  later  than  75  days  before  the  Con- 
vention is  to  convene  and  is  to  be  devoted  to  hearings  on  tentative  pro- 
grams and  supporting  budgets  being  proposed  for  Convention  adoption. 
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The  second  such  meeting  is  to  be  held  not  later  than  10  days  prior  to 
the  date  on  which  the  Convention  is  to  convene  and  is  to  be  devoted  to  ( 1) 
review  and  discussion  of  the  budgets  as  revised  for  Convention  adoption, 
(2)  election  of  a  dean  and  a  warden,  (3)  other  matters  of  business. 

Section  5.  All  members  of  the  clergy  resident  or  doing  duty  in  any  con- 
vocation shall  be  members  of  the  convocation,  and  each  parish  and  mis- 
sion in  the  convocation  shall  be  invited  to  send  lay  delegates  to  every 
meeting  of  the  convocation.  The  number  and  nature  of  the  lay  delegates 
to  be  sent,  and  the  purpose  of  the  meeting,  shall  be  indicated  by  whom- 
ever shall  have  called  the  meeting,  dean,  warden,  or  Bishop. 

Canon  19 
Missions 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  Definition.  A  mission  is  a  congregation  of  adult  com- 
municants of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America  that  has  been  organized  under  the  Constitution  and  canons  of 
this  Diocese,  but  which  is  not  recognized  as  a  parish. 

Section  2.  Establishment  of  Missions.  Missions  may  be  established  out- 
side the  neighborhood  of  existing  parishes  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
at  its  discretion.  Pending  the  selection  of  a  vestry  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  3  of  this  canon,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  appoint  a  vestry. 
With  the  approval  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  mission  so  established 
shall  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  upon  application  of  the 
mission  and  by  vote  of  the  Convention. 

A  mission  in  the  form  of  a  special  ministry  may  be  established  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  acting  with  the  advice  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  for  such  period  of  time  and  in  such  places  as  may 
be  designated  by  that  authority. 

Missions  may  also  be  established  within  the  neighborhood  of  an  al- 
ready existing  parish  by  the  rector  of  the  parish  with  the  consent  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority.  Missions  so  established  shall  be  accounted  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  parish  to  which  they  belong  until  such  time  as  they  may 
be  received  by  the  annual  Convention  as  missions  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention. And  every  mission  so  established  shall,  within  five  years  of  its 
establishment  make  application  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  to  be 
received  as  a  mission  in  union  with  the  Convention. 
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In  cases  where  a  parish  is  supporting  a  mission  within  the  parish,  the 
Diocesan  Council,  in  determining  the  missionary  quota  of  that  parish, 
shall  give  due  regard  to  the  expense  borne  by  the  parish  in  support  of  the 
mission. 

Section  3.  Vestry  and  Officers.  Upon  the  first  Monday  in  Advent,  unless 
some  other  appropriate  date  has  been  designated  by  the  vestry,  an  annual 
meeting  of  the  members  qualified  to  vote  in  the  mission  shall  be  held. 
There  shall  be  annually  elected  at  each  meeting  by  a  majority  vote  from 
its  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standings  vestry  of 
not  fewer  than  three  nor  more  than  nine  persons,  who  shall  hold  office 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected 
and  qualified.  The  congregation  may,  upon  vote,  adopt  a  rotating  system 
if  the  number  to  be  elected  is  either  six  or  nine  persons,  by  electing  one- 
third  in  number  to  serve  one  year,  one-third  in  number  to  serve  two 
years,  and  one-third  in  number  to  serve  three  years;  and  thereafter  an- 
nually electing  from  its  qualified  members  who  have  not  served  on  the 
vestry  during  the  past  year  one-third  of  said  vestry,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  three  years.  A  senior  and  a  junior  warden  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually by  the  vestry  from  among  its  members.  The  senior  warden  shall 
be  elected  on  the  vicar's  nomination  if  there  be  a  vicar.  The  vestry  shall 
also  elect  a  clerk  and  a  treasurer,  who  need  not  be  members  of  the  vestry 
and  whose  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors 
are  elected.  The  names  of  these  officers  shall  be  reported  promptly  to  the 
Diocesan  Council.  If  a  mission  should  fail  to  elect  a  vestry  and  necessary 
officers,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  such  vestry  and  officers  as  are  deemed 
necessary. 

All  the  provisions  of  Canon  22,  Section  5  relating  to  vestry  meetings 
of  parishes  shall  apply  equally  to  vestry  meetings  of  missions. 

Section  4.  Admission  to  Union  with  Convention.  In  order  to  be  admit- 
ted into  union  with  the  Convention,  a  mission  congregation  comprising 
20  or  more  adult  communicants  shall: 

First.  Obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Second.  If  within  the  neighborhood  of  any  already  existing  parishes 
or  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention,  obtain  and  present  to  the  Con- 
vention written  statements  from  the  rectors  of  such  parishes  or  vicars  of 
such  missions  that  they  have  been  consulted  with  regard  to  the  wisdom 
of  the  establishment  of  the  new  congregation. 

Third.  Assume  a  name  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  elect  a 
vestry. 
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Fourth.  Subscribe  and  present  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Ad- 
mission of  Congregations,  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, a  certificate  in  the  following  words,  viz: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  being  adult  communicants,  desirous  to  form 
ourselves  into  a  mission  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  do  certify  that 

(a)  We  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Convention,  and  in  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese; 

(b)  We  have  assumed  the  name  of ;  and 

(c)  We  have  elected  the  following  persons  as  members  of  the  Vestry: 


(d)  We  have  the  ability  and  it  is  our  purpose  to  provide  a  suitable 
place  of  worship  and  to  bear  our  proportion  of  the  Episcopal 
Maintenance  and  Church's  Program  Budgets;  and 

(e)  With  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  it  is 
our  purpose  to  provide  and,  if  within  the  financial  ability  of  our  con- 
gregation, pay  for  regular  priestly  ministrations. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  suscribed  our  names;  this 

day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord ." 

For  the  purpose  of  recording  said  subscriptions,  as  also  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  the  subscriptions  of  subsequent  voters,  provided  for  by 
Article  IX,  Section  $,  of  the  Constitution,  a  book  shall  be  kept  by  the 
vestry  of  each  mission,  and  shall  be  available  at  elections  for  vestry 
members. 

Section  5.  Report  of  Mission  Officers.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  mis- 
sion, the  Bishop  shall  promptly  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
a  copy  in  writing  of  the  appointment  of  the  member  of  the  clergy  desig- 
nated as  the  vicar,  as  well  as  the  officers  appointed  for  the  mission, 
together  with  their  respective  post  office  addresses. 

Section  6.  Maintaining  Status.  In  order  to  maintain  its  status  as  a  mis- 
sion in  union  with  the  Convention,  a  congregation 

(a)  must  at  all  times  meet  the  minimum  of  standard  business 
methods  prescribed  by  Canon  16,  and  submit  to  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  Business  Methods  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  on  or  before 
September  1  each  year,  a  certified  copy  of  its  annual  audit  for  the  preced- 
ing fiscal  year  as  prescribed  by  Canon  16(f). 
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(b)  must  not  fail  in  any  single  year  to  file  with  the  Bishop  or  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  the  Secretary  has  been  designated  as  the 
Bishop's  agent  for  that  purpose,  a  complete  and  correct  parochial  report 
as  prescribed  in  Canon  30;  and 

(c)  must  not  fail  for  two  consecutive  years  to  be  represented  at  the 
Diocesan  Convention. 

(d)  must  beginning  three  years  following  the  adoption  of  this  canon, 
be  able  to  demonstrate  that  it  has  maintained  an  average  of  at  least  20 
adult  communicant  members  during  the  preceding  three  years,  or  during 
the  term  of  its  union  with  the  Convention  if  less  that  three  years;  provid- 
ed that  the  provisions  of  this  (d)  shall  not  apply  to  missions  in  union  with 
the  Convention  prior  to  February  1,  1987. 

(e)  must  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

(f)  must,  within  its  financial  ability,  pay  for  regularly  priestly 
ministrations,  including  at  least  two  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist 
each  calendar  month. 

(g)  must,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  17,  Section  3,  have  reported 
to  the  Diocesan  Council  by  December  31  what  steps  it  has  taken  and  ex- 
pects to  take  in  order  to  accept  and  pay  its  full  Church's  Program  Quota, 
and,  if  accepting  less  that  its  full  Quota,  to  explain  why  it  is  unable  to 
carry  out  the  intention  it  certified  when  admitted  to  union  with  the  Con- 
vention. 

(h)  must  maintain  a  suitable  place  of  worship. 

Canon  20 
Reports  of  Mission  Churches 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1 .  The  ministers  and  officers  of  all  missions  and  of  all  parishes 
supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  appropriations  of  missionary  funds, 
whether  diocesan  or  general,  shall  make  reports  to  the  Diocesan  Council 
as  to  their  work. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  each  mission  and  of  each  parish  whose  minis- 
ters receive  a  missionary  stipend  shall  report  to  the  Diocesan  Council  by 
the  15th  day  of  December  each  year,  the  amounts  subscribed  or  pledged 
by  the  members  of  such  mission  or  parish  toward  the  salary  of  the 
minister  thereof,  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund,  and  the  Diocesan 
Church's  Program  Fund  for  the  next  calendar  year.  When  the  amounts  so 


Canons  35 


pledged  or  subscribed  by  any  congregation  appear  inadequate,  or  when 
the  treasurer  thereof  has  failed  to  report,  the  presiding  officer  of  the  com- 
mittee charged  with  the  responsibility  for  missions,  either  in  person  or  by 
deputy,  may  canvass  the  members  of  such  congregation  for  pledges  or 
subscriptions. 

Canon  21 
Organization  of  Parishes 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1 .  In  order  to  organize  a  new  parish  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Car- 
olina, the  proposed  congregation,  comprising  100  or  more  enrolled  con- 
firmed adult  communicants  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  its  application 
for  admission  into  union  with  Convention  shall: 

First.  Obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Second.  If  within  the  neighborhood  of  any  existing  parishes  or  mis- 
sions, obtain  written  statements  from  the  rectors  or  vicars  thereof  that 
they  have  been  consulted  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  establishment  of  the 
new  congregation. 

Third.  Assume  a  name  and  elect  a  vestry. 

Fourth.  Subscribe  and  present  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Ad- 
mission of  Congregations,  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  a  certificate  in  the  following  words,  viz: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in 
good  standing,  desirous  to  form  ourselves  into  a  parish  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  do  certify  that  we 
consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as 
set  forth  in  the  General  Convention,  and  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  that  we  have  assumed  the  name  of 

,   and  have 

elected  the  following  persons  to  serve  as  a  vestry:  ; 

that  we  have  the  ability  and  that  it  is  our  purpose  either  to  employ  and 
support  a  full-time  priest  at  a  salary  in  an  amount  not  less  than  that 
adopted  for  mission  clergy  by  the  Diocesan  Council  from  time  to  time, 
together  with  such  other  emoluments  pertaining  to  the  office  of  rector  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  minimum  salary  schedule,  or,  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Bishop,  to  employ  a  resident  priest  on  a  part-time  basis.  It  is 
also  our  purpose  to  provide  and  maintain  a  suitable  place  of  worship  and 
to  pay  our  proportion  of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  and  Church's  Pro- 
gram Budgets.  In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our 
names,  this day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
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For  the  purpose  of  recording  said  subscriptions,  as  also  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  the  subscriptions  of  subsequent  voters,  provided  for  by 
Article  IX,  Sec.  3,  of  the  Constitution,  a  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  vestry 
of  each  parish,  and  shall  be  available  at  elections  for  members  of  the 
vestry.  For  the  purposes  of  this  canon  the  expression  "full-time"  shall 
mean  being  on  call  at  all  times  at  least  five  days  (including  Sunday)  a 
week. 

Section  2.  A  Multi-Congregation  Parish.  Whenever  more  than  one  and 
not  more  than  three  contiguous  congregations  shall  organize  themselves 
into  a  parish  and  shall  have  been  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention, 
it  shall  have  only  one  vestry,  elected  according  to  by-laws  assuring  pro- 
per representation  for  its  component  congregations;  a  single  parish 
budget  which  shall  include  at  least  the  minimum  compensation  of  its  rec- 
tor; and  a  single  set  of  lay  representatives  in  Diocesan  Convention.  Under 
its  by-laws  the  parish  is  authorized  to  establish  whatever  local  advisory 
bodies  it  considers  desirable. 

Section  3.  Any  parish  which  may  wish  to  locate  or  to  establish  a  mission 
in  the  neighborhood  of  another  parish  or  mission,  or  any  parish  or  mis- 
sion which  shall  deem  its  rights  encroached  upon,  or  its  prosperity  or 
usefulness  endangered  by  the  proposed  location  in  its  neighborhood  of  a 
parish  or  mission  by  whatever  authority,  may  ask  for  a  determination  of 
the  matter  under  the  good  offices  of  the  Bishop.  In  such  case  the  Bishop 
shall  call  for,  and  appoint  the  time  and  place  of,  a  conference  of  the  rec- 
tors, vicars,  and  vestries  of  the  parishes  and  missions  in  interest.  But,  if 
such  conference  with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  shall  not  result  in  an 
amicable  adjustment  of  the  differences  between  the  parties  thereto,  the 
Bishop  or  either  of  the  parties  in  interest,  may  lay  the  matter  at  issue 
before  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  After  careful  investigation 
and  consideration,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  render  its  decision, 
which  shall  be  final. 

Section  4.  To  maintain  its  status  as  a  parish,  the  parish  must  meet  the 
following  standards: 

(a)  It  must  have  an  average  of  at  least  100  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing  for  the  three  years  preceding  the  date  of 
ascertaining  whether  this  standard  has  been  met,  or  the  term  of  its  ex- 
istence if  less  than  three  years. 

(b)  It  must  maintain  and  control  a  suitable  place  of  worship. 

(c)  It  must  bear  its  proportionate  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese 
and  the  Church  according  to  the  canons. 
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(d)  It  must  employ  and  support  as  rector  a  full-time  resident  priest, 
or,  with  the  permission  of  the  Bishop,  a  resident  priest  on  a  part-time 
basis.  The  full-time  rector  and  any  full-time  assistants  shall  be  paid  a 
salary  for  each  in  an  amount  not  less  than  the  minimum  salary  adopted 
for  mission  clergy  by  the  Diocesan  Council  from  time  to  time,  together 
with  such  other  emoluments  pertaining  to  the  office  of  rector  or  assistant 
to  the  rector  as  may  be  prescribed  under  said  minimum  salary  schedule; 
provided  that  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  a  parish  the  Bishop  may  deem  it 
expedient  and  proper  to  maintain  divine  service  in  the  parish  under  the 
provisions  of  Canon  26,  Section  1,  and  may  procure  the  part-time  ser- 
vices of  a  minister  for  the  parish  until  a  rector  can  be  obtained.  The 
parish  shall  pay  to  the  part-time  minister  such  compensation  for  the  tem- 
porary services  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Bishop. 

(e)  It  must  not  fail  for  two  consecutive  years  to  be  represented  at  the 
annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

(f)  It  must  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina. 

(g)  It  must  not  fail  in  any  single  year  to  file  with  the  Bishop  or  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  the  Secretary  be  designated  as  the 
Bishop's  agent  for  such  purpose,  a  complete  and  correct  parochial  report 
as  prescribed  and  required  by  the  provisions  of  Canon  30. 

(h)  It  must  at  all  times  meet  the  minimum  standard  of  business 
methods  prescribed  by  Canon  16,  and  submit  to  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  Business  Methods  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  on  or  before 
September  1,  each  year,  a  certified  copy  of  its  annual  audit  for  the 
preceding  fiscal  year  prepared  as  prescribed  by  Canon  16(f). 

(i)  It  must,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  17,  Section  3,  have 
reported  to  the  Diocesan  Council  by  December  31  what  steps  it  has  taken 
and  expects  to  take  in  order  to  accept  and  pay  its  full  Church's  Program 
Quota,  and,  if  accepting  less  than  its  full  Quota,  to  explain  why  it  is 
unable  to  carry  out  the  intention  it  certified  when  admitted  to  union  with 
the  Convention. 

(j)  It  must  comply  with  any  decision  of  the  Bishop  rendered  under 
Canon  42. 

Section  5.  (a)  The  increase  in  the  numerical  requirement  of  com- 
municants for  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  a  parish  shall  become 
effective  on  and  after  February  1,  1990  (or  three  years  following  the  Con- 
vention at  which  these  provisions  of  this  canon  were  adopted.)

(b)  Should  any  parish  fail  to  meet  the  numerical  requirements  set 
fourth  above  in  Section  4(a),  it  may  yet  maintain  parish  status  if  it 
demonstrates  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council  that  (1)  It  has  the 
financial  resources  to  meet  the  requirements  in  Sections  4(b-j) 

(2)  It  in  fact  accepts  and  pays  it  full  annual  Church's  Program  Quota 

(3)  It  maintains  the  normal  church  programs,  particularly  outreach 
and  Christian  Education  programs,  appropriate  to  the  character  and 
needs  of  its  membership. 

Canon  22 

Meetings,  Vestries  and  Wardens  of  Parishes 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1 .  Parish  Meetings,  (a)  Annual  Meeting.  An  annual  meeting  of 
the  members  qualified  to  vote  in  a  parish  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  Advent  unless  the  vestry  of  the  parish  designates  some  other  date 
for  the  required  annual  meeting. 

(b)  Other  Parish  Meetings.  Upon  the  call  of  the  vestry,  a  meeting  of 
the  members  qualified  to  vote  in  a  parish  may  be  held  at  any  time. 

(c)  Persons  Qualified  to  Vote  in  Parish  Meetings.  An  enrolled  con- 
firmed adult  communicant  in  good  standing  in  this  Church  may  vote 
when  present  at  any  meeting  of  that  parish,  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Article  IX,  Section  3  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese. 

(d)  By-Laws.  For  the  orderly  conduct  of  parish  meetings,  for  the 
adoption  of  a  rotating  vestry  system  as  authorized  by  Section  2  of  this 
canon,  and  for  the  election  of  members  of  the  vestry,  by-laws  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  may  be  adopted 
by  any  parish  meeting. 

(e)  Voting.  Motions,  resolutions,  elections,  and  all  other  matters  pre- 
sented to  a  parish  meeting  for  vote  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  2.  Vestries,  (a)  Size  and  Composition.  A  vestry  shall  be  com- 
posed of  not  fewer  than  three  nor  more  than  15  members  of  the  parish 
who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

(b)  Vestry  Plan  One.  At  each  annual  parish  meeting  a  vestry  shall  be 
elected  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  parish  meeting  or  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected. 

(c)  Vestry  Plan  Two.  As  an  alternative  to  Vestry  Plan  One,  a  parish 
may  adopt  a  rotating  vestry  system.  At  the  first  election  following  the 
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adoption  of  a  rotating  system,  which  shall  be  held  at  the  annual  parish 
meeting,  one-third  of  the  members  of  the  vestry  are  elected  to  serve  for 
one  year,  one-third  for  two  years,  and  one-third  for  three  years. 
Thereafter,  at  the  annual  parish  meeting,  one-third  of  the  vestry  shall  be 
elected  from  among  those  who  have  not  served  on  the  vestry  during  the 
past  year,  except  that  those  appointed  during  the  past  year  to  fill  unex- 
pired terms  of  one  year  or  less  may,  under  provisions  of  parish  by-laws, 
be  made  eligible  for  election  to  a  full  term,  and  the  terms  of  those  so 
elected  shall  be  for  three  years.  A  parish  may  include  in  its  rotating 
system  a  provision  that  no  retiring  member  of  the  vestry  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election  until  a  specified  period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  five  years, 
has  elapsed  following  the  expiration  of  that  person's  term  on  the  vestry. 

(d)  Vestry  Plan  Three.  As  an  alternate  to  Vestry  Plans  One  and  Two, 
a  parish  may  adopt  a  two-year  rotating  system,  as  follows:  At  the  first 
election  after  such  a  system  is  adopted,  one-half  of  the  members  of  the 
vestry  shall  be  elected  for  one  year  and  one-half  for  two  years. 
Thereafter,  at  the  annual  meeting,  one-half  of  the  vestry  shall  be  elected 
from  among  those  who  have  not  served  on  the  vestry  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  terms  of  those  so  elected  shall  be  for  two  years.  Persons  ap- 
pointed during  the  past  year  to  fill  unexpired  terms  of  one  year  or  less, 
under  provisions  of  parish  by-laws,  may  be  made  eligible  for  election  for 
a  full  term,  and  the  terms  of  those  so  elected  shall  be  for  two  years. 
Should  a  parish  vote  to  change  the  Vestry  Plan  Two  to  Vestry  Plan  Three, 
the  change  shall  be  effected  by  electing  for  two-year  terms  those  who  are 
to  take  the  place  of  persons  whose  terms  of  office  had  been  three  years.  A 
parish  may  include  in  its  rotating  vestry  system  a  provision  that  no  retir- 
ing member  of  the  vestry  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  until  a  specified 
period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  five  years,  has  elapsed  following  the  expira- 
tion of  that  person's  term  on  the  vestry. 

(e)  Filling  Vestry  Vacancies.  (1)  In  case  of  a  vacancy  on  a  vestry  by 
reason  of  death,  resignation,  or  other  cause,  the  remaining  members  of 
the  vestry  may  fill  the  vacancy  from  among  those  eligible  to  serve  under 
the  provisions  of  this  canon. 

(2)  A  person  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  a  vestry  shall  hold  office  until 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  person  whose  office  is  to  be  filled. 

(f)  .By-Laws.  For  the  orderly  conduct  of  its  meetings  and  other 
business,  a  vestry  may  adopt  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  Diocese.  A  copy  of  the  by-laws  and  each  amend- 
ment thereto  adopted  by  each  parish,  certified  by  the  secretary,  shall  be 
filed  within  30  days  thereafter  with  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
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Diocese  for  approval.  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  may,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  disapprove  any  by-law  which  is 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Diocese  or  of  the 
General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

(g)  Nomination  and  Election  Procedures.  (1)  Nominations  of  per- 
sons to  be  elected  to  a  vestry  may  be  received  at  an  annual  parish 
meeting  in  accordance  with  by-laws  adopted  by  the  parish.  By-laws 
governing  the  nomination  of  persons  for  election  to  the  vestry  may  pro- 
vide for  taking  preferential  ballots  prior  to  the  time  of  the  annual  parish 
meeting,  but  if  this  is  done,  the  by-laws  shall  provide  that  the  number  of 
nominees  presented  for  election  at  the  annual  parish  meeting  shall  be  at 
least  twice  the  number  of  positions  to  be  filled  on  the  vestry  at  that 
meeting. 

(2)  A  majority  of  those  present  and  voting  in  an  annual  parish  meet- 
ing shall  be  necessary  to  elect  a  member  of  the  vestry.  Nominees  receiv- 
ing a  majority  shall  be  declared  elected.  If  additional  ballots  are  required, 
the  nominees  to  be  voted  on  shall  be  limited  to  twice  the  number  of  posi- 
tions remaining  to  be  filled  and,  within  that  number,  shall  be  those  not 
elected  on  the  previous  ballot  who  received  the  highest  number  of  votes. 
However,  should  there  be  a  tie  vote  for  the  last  position  on  any  subse- 
quent ballot,  the  number  of  nominees  to  be  placed  on  that  ballot  shall  be 
increased  to  include  the  two  or  more  nominees  whose  votes  were  tied. 

(3)  Nominations  and  elections  for  members  of  the  vestry  may  be  by 
paper  ballot  or  by  voice  vote  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  adopted  by  a 
parish  meeting  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  canon. 

Section  3.  Wardens,  (a)  Election.  Each  vestry  shall  annually  elect  from 
among  its  own  number  a  Senior  and  a  Junior  Warden.  The  vestry  shall 
elect  the  Senior  Warden  upon  nomination  by  the  rector  unless  there  is  no 
rector,  in  which  case  the  election  shall  proceed  without  the  rector's  nomi- 
nation. If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Senior  or  Junior  Warden,  a  suc- 
cessor shall  be  nominated  and  elected  in  the  same  manner. 

(b)  Duties.  In  the  absence  of  the  rector,  the  wardens  shall  preside  in 
all  meetings  of  the  vestry  or  congregation,  in  order  of  their  official  senior- 
ity. As  representatives  of  the  vestry,  they  shall  (subject  to  the  vestry's 
directions  and  consistent  with  the  rights  of  the  rector)  have  charge  of  the 
church  building,  and  they  shall  see  that  it  is  kept  from  all  uses  inconsis- 
tent with  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
and,  so  far  as  possible,  in  good  repair,  as  becomes  the  house  of  God.  The 
wardens  shall  see  that  the  church  is  prepared  for  public  worship  and  that 
order  is  preserved  during  that  worship;  that  suitable  books  are  provided 
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for  the  services,  vestments  for  the  clergy,  and,  when  necessary,  the 
elements  for  the  Holy  Communion. 

Section  4.  Treasurer.  In  the  absence  of  any  other  appointment,  the 
Junior  Warden  shall  act  as  treasurer  of  the  parish. 

Section  5.  Vestry  Meetings  in  Certain  Cases,  (a)  Should  the  rector 
refuse  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  vestry  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  wardens  or 
a  majority  of  the  vestry,  such  a  meeting  would  be  of  importance,  the 
wardens  or  any  three  members  of  the  vestry  may  call  a  vestry  meeting. 
In  such  a  case,  however,  the  rector  shall  be  notified  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  called  meeting  of  the  Vestry. 

(b)  Except  by  unanimous  consent,  all  vestry  members  shall  receive  at 
least  3  days  advance  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  vestry  meeting 
other  than  regular  meetings  that  have  been  scheduled  by  the  vestry  at  the 
beginning  of  each  year,. 

(c)  At  each  vestry  meeting,  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  member- 
ship shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  Motions,  resolutions, 
elections  and  all  other  matters  presented  to  the  vestry  for  vote  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting  at  which  a 
quorum  if  present. 

(d)  Accurate  minutes  of  each  vestry  meeting  shall  be  kept,  signed  by 
the  secretary  or  clerk,  presented  to  the  next  meeting  for  approval,  revised 
if  necessary,  thereafter  approved,  and  preserved  with  the  records  of  the 
parish. 

Canon  23 
Legal  Powers  of  a  Parish  Vestry 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1 .  The  vestry  of  a  parish  shall  be  the  trustees,  shall  have  charge 
of  all  the  secular  concerns  thereof,  shall  hold  the  property  belonging 
thereto,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  collect,  invest  and  disburse  its  funds. 

Section  2.  Before  the  vestry  of  any  parish  shall  be  authorized  to  sell, 
mortgage,  or  otherwise  convey  or  encumber  any  real  property  held  by  it , 
it  shall  obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 
Upon  obtaining  this  consent,  the  vestry  may,  by  appropriate  resolution, 
authorize  the  wardens  of  the  parish  to  execute  such  instruments  as  may 
be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  purpose,  and  instruments  so  executed 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  executed  individually  by  the 
members  of  the  vestry.  In  such  instruments,  a  recital  by  the  wardens  of

their  authority  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  vestry,  and  of  the  fact  that  the  writ- 
ten consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  has  been  obtained,  shall 
be  prima  facie  true,  and,  in  the  absence  of  notice  or  knowledge  to  the  con- 
trary, may  be  relied  upon  by  the  grantee  or  grantees  in  such  instruments. 

Canon  24 
Junior  or  Associate  Vestry 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1 .  The  Congregation  of  each  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese 
shall  have  the  authority  at  any  regular  annual  meeting,  notice  of  which 
shall  include  a  copy  of  such  proposed  action,  to  create  and  elect  a  junior 
or  associate  vestry,  composed  of  no  more  than  six  enrolled  confirmed 
adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  and  prescribing  the  number,  term 
of  office,  and  defining  the  scope  of  authority  delegated  to  such  junior  or 
associate  vestry.  If  a  junior  or  associate  vestry  is  established,  all  matters 
which  have  been  or  may  be  placed  specifically  within  the  power  and 
authority  of  the  regular  vestry  of  parishes  and  missions  by  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  or  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  shall  remain  in  the  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  vestry. 

Section  2.  Any  regular  vestry  of  a  parish  or  mission  may,  in  its  discre- 
tion, invite  the  junior  or  associate  vestry  to  meet  jointly  with  it,  par- 
ticipate in  discussion  of  all  matters  and  vote  on  all  matters  coming  before 
the  vestry,  except  matters  of  contract,  real  property,  trusts  committed  to 
the  vestry,  or  other  matters  concerning  which  minors  are  not  authorized 
to  act  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  3.  The  congregation  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  have  the  autho- 
rity to  change,  modify,  amend  or  rescind  any  action  theretofore  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  this  canon. 

Canon  25 
Status  of  Parishes  and  Missions 

Section  1.  By  December  15  of  each  year,  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  have  annually  made  a  survey  of  the  parishes  and  missions  of 
the  Diocese. 

If,  after  any  survey,  they  shall  find  that  a  parish  does  not  meet  the 
standards  set  in  Canon  21,  Section  4,  they  shall  notify  the  parish  that  un- 
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less  it  meets  the  aforesaid  standards  within  one  year,  the  Bishop,  with  the 
advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  will  change  its  status  to  that  of  mis- 
sion. Such  a  change  will  go  into  effect  at  the  end  of  the  year  if  minimum 
standards  are  not  met. 

If,  after  any  survey,  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
find  that  a  mission  does  not  meet  the  standards  set  in  Canons  16,  19,  and 
20,  they  shall  notify  the  mission  that  unless  it  meets  the  aforesaid  stan- 
dards within  one  year,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, will  request  the  Convention  next  following  the  end  of  that  year  to 
dissolve  the  mission's  union  with  the  Convention. 

Any  parish  or  mission  affected  by  this  canon  is  entitled,  upon  its  re- 
quest, to  a  hearing  before  the  Standing  Committee  within  the  year's  time 
granted  in  this  canon.  ' 

Section  2.  If  a  parish  is  dissolved  or  if  its  status  is  changed  from  parish  to 
mission,  the  property  belonging  to  it  shall  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese, in  trust  for  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  late  parish,  and  shall, 
upon  the  bona  fide  reorganization  and  admission  into  union  with  the  Con- 
vention as  a  parish,  be  reconveyed  to  the  parish. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  dissolution  of  a  parish  or  mission,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese,  upon  failure  of  the  congregation  of  the  parish  or  mission  to 
reorganize  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  upon  the  adoption  of  a  resolu- 
tion by  the  Trustees  that  it  will  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Church  in 
the  Diocese,  shall  have  the  power  and  the  authority  to  sell  and  convey 
such  property  and  to  execute  and  deliver  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  upon 
the  payment  of  such  sale  price  as  may  be  determined  or  to  manage,  rent, 
lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  said  property  by  instrument  sufficient  for 
that  purpose,  first  having  obtained  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop,  act- 
ing with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The  pro- 
ceeds and  income  from  such  a  sale  shall  then  be  held  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  to  be  used  for  the  establishment  of  a  mission  or  parish  in  the 
community  or  area  available  to  the  members  of  the  congregation  who 
formerly  attended  the  parish  or  mission  which  had  been  dissolved;  and 
should  this  not  be  practical  and  feasible  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Trustees, 
the  proceeds  and  income  from  said  property  and  all  accumulations  there- 
to, less  any  expense  incurred  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  or  applied  to 
and  used  for  such  other  Godly  purpose  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Diocesan  Convention. 
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Canon  26 
Filling  Vacant  Cures 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1 .  When  a  parish  or  congregation  becomes  vacant,  the  wardens 
or  other  proper  officers  shall  inform  the  Bishop.  If  the  authorities  of  the 
parish  shall  for  30  days  have  failed  to  make  provision  for  services,  the 
Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  for  the 
temporary  maintenance  of  divine  services  therein. 

Section  2.  No  rector  shall  be  elected  by  any  vestry  until  the  member  of 
the  clergy  who  is  proposed  by  the  vestry  shall  have  been  approved  in 
writing  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  3.  Written  notice  of  the  election  signed  by  the  wardens  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese.  If  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  be  satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen  is  a  duly  qualified  minis- 
ter and  has  accepted  the  office,  it  shall  send  notice  thereof  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  so  record  it.  Such  record  shall  be 
sufficient  evidence  of  the  relation  between  the  minister  and  the  parish. 

Section  4.  No  assistant  minister  shall  be  called  by  the  rector  of  a  parish 
without  the  consent  of  the  vestry,  and  until  the  proposed  assistant  be 
approved  in  writing  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  5.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  a  mission,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a 
vicar  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  four  years;  at  the  end  of  such  term  the 
vicar  may  be  re-appointed. 

Canon  27 
Memorials 

No  memorial  shall  hereafter  be  placed  in  any  church  without  the  con- 
sent both  of  the  rector  or  vicar  and  of  the  vestry.  No  memorial  heretofore 
placed  in  any  church,  and  none  hereafter  placed  in  accordance  with  this 
canon,  shall  be  altered  or  removed  without  the  consent  both  of  the  rector 
or  vicar,  and  of  the  vestry.  When  there  is  no  rector  or  vicar,  the  consent 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  with  that  of  the  vestry, 
shall  suffice,  and  if  there  be  no  vestry,  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  with  that  of  the  vicar,  must  be  obtained. 
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Canon  28 
Collections  and  Offerings 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1 .  Annually  on  Thanksgiving  Day  all  clergy  of  the  diocese  shall 
take  an  offering  from  the  congregations  they  serve  for  the  Thompson  Or- 
phange  and  Training  Institution. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vestry  of  each  parish  and  mission  in 
the  Diocese  to  obtain,  with  the  assistance  of  the  rector  of  the  parish  and 
the  vicar  of  the  mission,  from  every  member  of  the  same,  if  possible,  an 
individual  subscription,  payable  weekly  to  the  work  of  the  Diocesan 
Council  and  to  such  missionary  and  benevolent  objects  as  may  be  includ- 
ed in  the  diocesan  programs. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  such  funds  in  each  par- 
ish or  mission  to  remit  promptly  each  month  to  the  proper  officer  entitled 
to  receive  them  all  amounts  collected  as  herein  provided.  Any  funds  con- 
tributed for  the  above  purposes  shall  not  be  used,  even  temporarily,  for 
any  purpose  other  than  that  for  which  they  were  contributed. 

Canon  29 

Clergy  Liable  to  Missionary  Duty 

All  clergy  receiving  aid  from  the  missionary  funds  of  the  Diocese  shall 
be  liable  to  perform  regular  missionary  duty.  The  sphere  of  such  duty 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Bishop  and  the  amount  of  aid  therefor  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Canon  30 
Definitions,  Registers,  and  Reports 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  Registers.  Each  congregation  of  this  Diocese  shall,  by  and 
under  the  supervision  of  its  rector  or  vicar,  and  vestry,  keep  and  main- 
tain in  a  permanent  book  known  as  its  Parish  or  Mission  Register,  an  up- 
to-date  record  of  all  baptisms,  confirmtions,  marriages  and  burials  solem- 
nized within  that  congregation.  This  record  shall  specify  the  names  of  the 
persons  in  each  instance;  the  parentage  and  date  of  birth  of  those  baptiz- 
ed with  the  names  of  their  sponsors  or  witnesses;  the  date  when  each  rite 
was  performed;  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  officiating  minister  or 
ministers.  In  the  case  of  each  individual  baptism,  the  officiating  minister 
shall  sign  the  Register.  This  Register  signed  by  the  minister,  or  by  the 
Senior  Warden  if  there  is  no  minister,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Bishop  for 
inspection  at  every  annual  visitation. 
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Section  2.  Other  Required  Reports.  Every  minister  canonically  resident 
in  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials 
solemnized  by  him  or  her  that  are  not  otherwise  reported  in  the  Register 
of  a  congregation  of  this  Diocese  as  required  by  Section  1,  as  well  as  any 
other  otherwise  unreported  official  acts  done  or  performed  or  services 
held  by  him  or  her  during  the  preceding  calendar  year,  and  shall  annual- 
ly before  February  1  report  them  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  If  he  or 
she  has  not  performed  any  such  official  acts  or  held  any  such  services  in 
that  period,  he  or  she  shall  report  that  fact  and  the  causes  or  reasons 
which  have  prevented  him  or  her  from  performing  them. 

The  provisions  of  this  Section  2  shall  apply  equally  to  otherwise 
unreported  rites  solemnized  or  services  held  in  this  Diocese  by  clergy 
who  are  not  canonically  resident  in  but  are  licensed  to  serve  in  this 
Diocese 

Section  3.  (a)  Definitions.  A  Member  of  this  Church  is  a  person  who  has 
been  baptized  with  water  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  whose  baptism  has  been  duly  recorded  in  this 
Church. 

An  adult  member  is  a  member  who  is  16  years  of  age,  or  older. 

A  confirmed  member  is: 

(1)  one  who  has  been  baptized  in  this  church  as  an  adult  and  has 
received  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  the  Bishop  at  Baptism,  or 

(2)  one  who  has  been  baptized  in  this  church  as  an  adult  and  at  some 
time  after  the  Baptism  has  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  the  Bishop 
in  Reaffirmation  of  Baptismal  Vows,  or 

(3)  any  baptized  person  who  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  at  Con- 
firmation by  any  bishop  in  apostolic  succession  and  has  been  received  in- 
to the  Episcopal  Church  by  a  Bishop  of  this  Church,  or 

(4)  any  baptised  person  who  has  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  a 
Bishop  of  this  Church  at  Confirmation  or  Reception. 

A  communicant  is  a  member  who  has  received  the  Holy  Communion 
in  this  Church  at  least  three  times  during  the  preceding  year. 

A  communicant  in  good  standing  is  a  communicant  who,  for  the 
preceding  year,  has  been  faithful  in  corporate  worship  (unless  for  good 
cause  prevented)  and  has  been  faithful  in  working,  praying  and  giving  for 
the  spread  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

An  enrolled  member  of  a  congregation  is  a  member  whose  baptism  has 
been  recorded  in  that  congregation,  or  who  has  been  duly  transferred  to 
that  congregation. 
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(b)  For  statistical  purposes  the  minister  in  charge  of  a  parish  or  mis- 
sion shall  annually  report  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  mar- 
riages and  burials.  The  minister  shall  also  report  the  total  number  of  bap- 
tized members,  distinguishing  those  16  and  over  from  those  under  16 
years  of  age;  the  total  number  of  confirmed  communicants  in  good  stan- 
ding, distinguishing  those  16  and  over  from  those  under  16  years  of  age; 
as  well  as  other  items  required  by  the  Parochial  Report  form  approved  by 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

(c)  The  minister  in  charge  of  a  parish  or  mission  shall  also  maintain 
for  current  and  future  use  lists  of  families  and  individuals  within  that 
cure,  and  for  purposes  of  the  enrollment  or  removal  of  each  member 
maintain  an  indication  of  the  member's  status  as  baptized,  under  16  or 
adult,  whether  or  not  a  communicant,  and  if  so  whether  in  good  stan- 
ding, and  whether  considered  confirmed  or  not. 

Section  4.  Letters  of  Transfer.  At  least  once  a  year  rectors  and  vicars 
shall  instruct  the  people  of  their  cures  in  regard  to  the  law  of  this  church 
concerning  letters  of  transfer.  When  members  move  their  residence,  the 
rector  or  vicar  of  their  former  congregation  shall  promptly  inform  the 
rector  or  vicar  of  a  congregation  in  the  area  to  which  they  have  moved, 
and  that  members  of  the  clergy  shall  use  all  diligence  to  see  that  these 
persons  may  become  affiliated  with  an  appropriate  parish  or  mission 
without  delay. 

Section  5.  Parochial  Reports.  A  report  of  every  parish  or  mission  in  this 
Diocese  shall  be  prepared  annually  for  the  year  ending  on  December  31 
preceding,  upon  the  blank  form  prepared  by  the  Executive  Council  of 
this  Church  and  approved  by  the  General  Convention  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church.  It  shall  be  sent  in  duplicate  not  later  than  February  1 
to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 
The  Bishop  may  require  that  this  report  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Secre- 
tary, who  shall  report  to  the  Bishop  any  parish  or  mission  whose  report 
has  not  been  received  by  February  1.  The  report  shall  include  all  infor- 
mation necessary  to  complete  the  prescribed  form  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Title  I,  Canon  6,  Section  1,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention.  In  every  parish  the  preparation  and  delivery  of  this  report 
shall  be  the  joint  duty  of  the  rector  and  vestry  unless  there  is  no  rector,  in 
which  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vestry  to  prepare  and  deliver  the 
report.  In  every  mission  the  preparation  and  delivery  of  this  report  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  vicar  thereof. 
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Section  6.  Printing  Reports.  The  parochial  reports  required  by  Section  5 
of  this  canon,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  fit,  shall  be 
printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

Canon  31 

Trial  of  Clergy 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  The  Presentment.  Any  member  of  the  clergy  shall  be  liable  to 
presentment  and  trial  for  false  doctrine,  immorality,  disorderly  conduct, 
violation  of  the  rubrics,  or  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church  in 
the  United  States,  or  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  by  the  vestry  of  the  parish  of  which 
said  member  of  the  clergy  has  charge,  or  in  which  the  accused  resides,  or 
by  at  least  three  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  stan- 
ding of  the  Diocese,  or  by  two  or  more  presbyters,  who  shall  have  been 
canonically  resident  therein  for  one  year. 

But  no  presentment  shall  be  made  in  any  case  of  any  offense  alleged 
to  have  been  committed  more  than  three  years  before  the  date  of  the  pre- 
sentment: Provided,  That  if  the  accused  be  convicted  of  the  alleged  of- 
fense in  a  civil  court,  presentment  may  still  be  made  within  one  year  af- 
ter said  conviction. 

Said  presentment  shall  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  in  writing,  with  the 
names  of  the  presenters  subscribed,  and  shall  distinctly  declare,  with  all 
reasonable  specification  of  time  and  circumstances,  the  nature  of  the  of- 
fense or  offenses  with  which  the  said  member  of  the  clergy  may  be 
charged. 

Section  2.  Public  Rumor.  But  although  no  such  presentment  be  made,  if 
public  rumor  charge  any  member  of  the  clergy  with  the  commission  of 
any  offenses  above  enumerated,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  two  or  more 
presbyters  to  investigate  the  truth  of  such  rumor;  and  if  such  investiga- 
tion prove  adverse  to  the  member  of  the  clergy  so  charged,  the  said  pres- 
byters shall  make  the  presentment  as  above,  according  to  the  form  and 
regulations  there  provided. 

The  presenters  shall,  in  all  cases,  assume  the  responsibility  of  con- 
ducting the  prosecution. 
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Section  3.  Service  of  Presentment — Constitution  of  Court.  Should  the 
Bishop  be  of  the  opinion,  from  the  nature  of  the  charge  or  charges  made, 
that  the  presentment  contains  sufficient  grounds  for  proceeding  to  trial, 
the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  forthwith  sent  to  the  accused 
and  shall  then  give  notice  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  thereupon 
shall  select  seven  presbyters,  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese,  from  whom  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall,  in 
writing,  call  upon  the  accused  to  elect  three.  But  in  case  the  accused 
refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  election  within  ten  days  after  due  notice 
as  aforesaid,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  make  the  said  election. 

The  three  presbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  court  for  the  trial  of 
the  accused  and  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  for  the  due  conducting  of 
the  said  trial. 

Section  4.  Lay  Assessor.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  member  of  the  legal 
profession,  who  shall  be  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in 
good  standing  of  the  Church,  as  assessor  to  the  court,  to  advise  the  court, 
if  requested,  upon  all  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  during  the  trial. 

Section  5.  Time  and  Place  of  Trial  and  Notice  Thereof.  The  Bishop 
shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  of  trial,  and  shall  give  at  least  30  days' 
notice  of  the  same  to  the  members  of  the  court,  the  assessor,  the 
presenters,  and  the  accused;  at  which  time  and  place  the  witnesses  also 
shall  be  notified  to  attend. 

Section  6.  Assembling  of  Court  and  Record  of  Proceedings.  The  court 
shall  assemble  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  shall  proceed  to  ex- 
amine fully  the  charges;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  their 
proceedings  and  of  the  evidence. 

Section  7.  Nature  of  Evidence  and  How  Given.  No  charge  shall  be 
considered  as  established,  unless  proven  by  two  witnesses,  or  by  one 
witness  and  corroborating  circumstances. 

Testimony  may  be  given  orally  before  the  court,  or  in  writing,  upon 
interrogatories  and  cross-interrogatories,  to  be  previously  filed  with  the 
secretary  or  registrar  of  the  court.  Any  one  or  more  of  the  witnesses  may 
be  examined  on  oath  or  affirmation,  on  the  requisition  of  either  party. 

Section  8.  Decision  of  the  Court  and  the  Sentence.  An  unanimous  vote 
of  the  court  on  one  or  more  of  the  charges  shall  be  necessary  to  the 
conviction  of  the  accused;  and  if  their  decision  be  adverse  to  the  accused 
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they  shall  proceed  to  determine  the  kind  and  degree  of  punishment 
commensurate,  in  their  opinion,  with  the  offense  or  offenses  committed. 
They  shall  transmit  the  records  of  their  proceedings  under  their  hands  to 
the  Bishop,  who  shall  have  power  to  affirm,  modify,  or  set  aside  said 
judgment,  and  whose  decision  shall  be  final,  except  that  the  Bishop  shall 
have  no  power  to  increase  the  punishment  recommended  by  the  court. 

Section  9.  Effect  of  Sentence.  Suspension,  or  any  heavier  sentence, 
shall  ipso  facto  sever  the  connection  of  the  member  of  the  clergy  from  the 
parish  or  mission  with  which  affiliated. 

Section  10.  The  Record  to  be  Filed.  The  record  provided  for  in  the  sixth 
section  of  the  canon,  together  with  the  Bishop's  sentence  endorsed,  shall 
be  preserved  among  the  papers  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1 1 .  Notices.  For  the  purpose  of  any  notice  provided  for  by  this 
canon,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  serve  it  either  personally  or  by  leaving  a 
copy  thereof  at  the  last  place  of  residence  of  the  accused. 

Section  12.  Confession  of  an  Offense.  When  a  member  of  the  clergy 
shall  make  confession  to  the  Bishop  of  the  commission  of  any  of  the  of- 
fenses enumerated  in  the  first  section  of  this  canon,  the  Bishop  shall  pro- 
ceed to  inflict  such  ecclesiastical  censure,  or  punishment,  upon  the 
member  of  the  clergy  so  confessing,  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  right. 

Section  13.  Renunciation  of  False  Doctrine.  In  the  case  of  any  accusa- 
tion of  false  doctrine,  a  renunciation  of  the  same,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Bishop,  shall  stay  all  further  proceedings. 

Canon  32 
Diocesan  Commission  on  Ministry 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  Membership  and  Term.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on 
Ministry  composed  of  16  clerical  and  lay  persons  who  are  enrolled  con- 
firmed communicants  in  good  standing  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese  appointed  by  the  Bishop  and  confirmed  by  the  annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese.  At  each  annual  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  appoint 
and  present  for  Convention  confirmation  four  persons  to  serve  for  four 
years  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed  and  confirmed.  If  a  va- 
cancy occurs  on  the  Commission  between  annual  sessions  of  the  Conven- 
tion, it  may  be  filled  until  the  next  annual  Convention  by  appointment  of 
the  Bishop  and  confirmation  by  the  Standing  Committee. 
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Section  2.  Adoption  of  Rules.  For  the  performance  of  its  duties,  the 
Commission  may,  with  the  Bishop's  approval,  adopt  rules  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  canonical  and  other  legislative  actions  of  the  General  Con- 
vention or  the7  Diocesan  Convention. 

Section  3.  Assistance  to  Bishop.  The  Commission  on  Ministry  shall  as- 
sist the  Bishop  in  matters  pertaining  to: 

(a)  The  enlistment  and  selection  of  persons  for  the  ministry  and  in 
the  guidance  and  pastoral  care  of  all  candidates  for  Holy  Orders; 

(b)  The  guidance  and  pastoral  care  of  deacons  and  professional 
church  workers; 

(c)  The  continuing  education  of  the  ministry;  and 

(d)  Such  other  related  matters  as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Bishop. 

Section  4.  Examinations.  Under  the  guidance  and  oversight  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Commission  on  Ministry  shall  interview  each  candidate, 
alike  to  the  diaconate  and  priesthood,  to  ascertain  personal  readiness  for 
that  ordination. 

Section  5.  Reports  under  Canons  of  General  Convention.  In  cases  in 
which  the  conduct  and  evaluation  of  the  examinations  of  persons  for  Ho- 
ly Orders  is  assigned  to  the  Commission  on  Ministry,  it  shall  make  the  re- 
port required  by  Title  III,  Canon  30,  of  the  General  Convention  and  shall 
transmit  a  copy  of  the  report  to  the  General  Board  of  Examining  Chap- 
lains. 

Canon  33 
Diocesan  Conference  Center 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  The  Diocesan  Conference  Center,  located  at  Browns  Summit 
in  Rockingham  County,  North  Carolina,  is  a  conference  and  retreat  cen- 
ter, owned  by  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  a  facility  for  the  use  of  the 
Diocese's  committees,  agencies,  institutions,  departments,  parishes  and 
missions  and,  to  the  extent  not  so  used,  of  other  organizations.  It  shall  be 
maintained  and  operated  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Direc- 
tors constituted  as  hereinafter  provided. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  who  shall 
be  its  presiding  officer,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  who  shall  be  its 
Treasurer,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  (if  there  is  one),  the  Suffragan  Bishops  (if 
there  are  any),  the  President  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  a  represen- 
tative of  the  current  diocesan  youth  organization  elected  by  it  annually, 
and  nine  clerical  members  who  are  active  in  and  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese,  and  nine  lay  members  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing  in  the  Diocese,  elected  by  the  Diocesan 
Convention  from  a  list  composed  of  (1)  at  least  the  number  to  be  elected 
and  not  more  than  twice  that  number,  nominated  by  the  Diocesan  Coun- 
cil, and  (2)  any  other  nominees  that  may  be  nominated  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Convention.  After  1982  each  an- 
nual Convention  shall  elect  three  directors  in  each  order  for  three-year 
terms  and  shall  also  fill  any  unexpired  terms  that  may  have  arisen  since 
the  previous  Convention.  Any  director  whose  immediately  prior  service 
has  been  for  less  than  three  continuous  years  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election to  a  full  three-year  term;  otherwise,  no  elected  director  shall  be 
eligible  for  re-election  until  one  year  shall  have  elapsed  following  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term  of  office. 

The  Bishop  may  designate  any  member  of  the  clergy  who  is 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  or  any  enrolled  confirmed  adult  com- 
municant in  good  standing  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  and  resident  in  the  Diocese  to  serve  for  the 
Bishop  on  the  Board.  The  Bishop  may  designate  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  to  serve  as  presiding  officer  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Any 
such  designee  as  a  member  of  the  Board  or  as  presiding  officer  shall  serve 
a  term  of  one  year,  and  such  appointment  shall  be  announced  by  the 
Bishop  at  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  if  no  such  designee 
is  announced  the  Bishop  shall  serve  ex  officio  until  the  next  annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  responsible  for  and  supervise 
the  maintenance,  operation  and  improvement  of  the  Conference  Center, 
and  in  the  performance  of  its  duties  shall  elect  such  additional  officers, 
create  such  committees,  engage  such  employees,  and  adopt  such  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations,  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  and  desirable. 

Section  4.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  application  of  other  ca- 
nons, the  Conference  Center  specifically  shall  be  subject  to  such  provi- 
sions of  Canon  16  and  of  Canon  23  as  are  applicable  to  Diocesan  institu- 
tions. 
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Section  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  submit  to  each  annual  Conven- 
tion a  full  rep6rt  of  the  operations  of  the  Conference  Center  for  the  previ- 
ous year,  with  appropriate  appraisals  of  its  physical  and  financial  con- 
dition and  its  prospects  for  the  future.  This  report  shall  be  published  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

Canon  34 
Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 

(as  amended  in  1987) 

Section  1 .  At  the  annual  Convention  held  in  the  year  preceding  the  cal- 
endar year  in  which  the  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  is  to 
be  held,  there  shall  be  elected  as  clerical  deputies  four  ordained  persons, 
presbyters  or  deacons  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  and  four  lay 
deputies,  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  stan- 
ding of  this  Church  and  resident  in  this  Diocese. 

Section  2.  There  shall  also  be  elected,  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as 
the  deputies,  four  alternate  clerical  and  four  alternate  lay  deputies  who 
shall  succeed  to  vacancies  in  the  original  deputation  in  the  order  of  their 
election;  and  in  this  order  shall  the  Secretary  insert  their  names  in  the 
Journal. 

Section  3.  Deputies  elected  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  the  General  Con- 
vention who  find  themselves  unable  to  attend  shall  notify  the  Bishop  im- 
mediately. The  Bishop  shall  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  who 
shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention  the  name  and 
mailing  address  of  the  alternate  deputy  elected  to  serve  in  the  resigned 
deputy's  place. 

Canon  35 
Deputies  to  the  Synod  of  the  Fourth  Province 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  The  deputies  and  alternate  deputies  to  the  Synod  of  the 
Fourth  Province  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  shall  be  enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  of  this  Church  in  good  standing, 
canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  and  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
Diocesan  Council,  upon  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  and  shall  be  members 
of  such  departments,  committees  and  organizations  of  this  Diocese  as 
may  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Ordinances  of  the  Fourth 
Province. 
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Section  2.  From  among  the  membership  of  the  Synod  delegation,  the  Ec- 
clesiastical Authority  shall  designate  six  presbyters  and  six  lay  persons 
who  shall  constitute  the  voting  deputies  for  this  Diocese. 

Canon  36 
The  Church  Pension  Fund 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  In  conformity  with  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  General 
Convention  of  1913,  pursuant  to  which  The  Church  Pension  Fund  was 
duly  incorporated,  and  in  conformity  with  the  Canon  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, "Of  The  Church  Pension  Fund,"  as  heretofore  amended  and  as 
it  may  hereafter  be  amended,  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  hereby  ac- 
cepts and  acknowledges  The  Church  Pension  Fund,  a  corporation  creat- 
ed by  Chapter  97  of  the  Laws  of  1914  of  the  State  of  New  York  as  subse- 
quently amended,  as  the  authorized  and  approved  pension  system  for  the 
clergy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 
and  for  their  dependents,  and  declares  its  intention  of  supporting  said 
Fund  in  accordance  with  its  rules. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  appoint,  annually,  a  Commit- 
tee on  The  Church  Pension  Fund  to  consist  of  three  lay  persons,  who  are 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  for  a  term  of 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed  or  quali- 
fied, and  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time  fill  by  appointment  any  va- 
cancies in  said  Committee  caused  by  resignation,  death  or  inability  to  act. 

Section  3.  The  duties  of  said  Committee  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  To  be  informed  of,  and  to  inform  the  clergy  and  laity  of  this 
Diocese  of,  the  pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention  and 
committed  by  it  to  the  Trustees  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund,  in  order 
that  the  ordained  clergy  of  the  Church  may  be  assured  of  pension  protec- 
tion for  themselves  in  the  event  of  old  age  or  total  and  permanent 
disability  and  for  their  surviving  spouses  and  minor  orphan  children  in 
the  event  of  death. 

(b)  To  receive  reports  from  The  Church  Pension  Fund,  from  time  to 
time,  on  the  status  of  the  pension  assessments  payable  to  said  Fund,  un- 
der its  rules  and  as  required  by  canon  law,  by  this  Diocese  and  by  the 
parishes,  missions  and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  within  this 
Diocese. 

(c)  To  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  on 
such  matters  relating  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund  as  may  be  of  interest 
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to  the  said  Convention.  Also  make  interim  reports  to  the  Diocesan  Coun- 
cil just  prior  to  its  stated  meetings. 

(d)  To  cooperate  with  The  Church  Pension  Fund  in  doing  all  things 
necessary  or  advisable  in  the  premises  to  the  end  that  the  clergy  of  this 
Diocese  may  be  assured  of  the  fullest  pension  protection  by  said  Fund 
under  its  established  rules. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  parishes,  mis- 
sions and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  therein,  each  through  its  trea- 
surer or  other  proper  official,  to  inform  The  Church  Pension  Fund  of  sal- 
aries and  other  compensation  paid  to  the  clergy  by  said  Diocese,  parish, 
mission  and  other  ecclesiastical  organization  for  services  rendered,  cur- 
rently or  in  the  past,  prior  to  their  becoming  beneficiaries  of  said  Fund, 
and  changes  in  salaries  and  other  compensation  as  they  occur;  and  to  pay 
promptly  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the  pension  assessments  required 
thereon  under  the  canon  of  the  General  Convention  and  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  said  Fund. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  clergy  canonically 
resident  in  or  serving  in  this  Diocese  to  inform  The  Church  Pension  Fund 
promptly  of  such  facts  as  dates  of  birth,  of  ordination  or  reception,  of 
marriage,  birth  of  children,  deaths,  and  changes  in  cures  or  salaries,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  its  proper  administration  and  to  cooperate  with  said 
Fund  in  such  other  ways  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  that  said  Fund 
may  discharge  its  obligations  in  accordance  with  the  intention  of  the 
General  Convention  in  respect  thereto. 

Section  6.  Any  parish  or  mission,  failing  for  two  calendar  years  to  pay 
the  pension  assessments  in  full,  shall  be  deprived  of  its  rights  to  the  floor 
of,  and  to  vote  in,  Convention  until  all  such  arrears  are  paid  in  full,  when 
its  restoration  to  rights  shall  be  declared. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  upon  noti- 
fication of  arrears  of  four  months  or  more  to  the  Pension  Fund,  to  deduct 
from  the  amount  payable  to  any  member  of  the  clergy  officiating  in,  or  in 
charge  of,  any  aided  parish;  or  the  missionary  in  charge  of  any  mission; 
or  a  member  of  the  clergy  connected  with  any  institution  or  agency,  of 
the  Diocese,  the  unpaid  assessments  due  from  such  congregation  or  agen- 
cy on  any  stipend  payable  by  such  congregation,  institution  or  agency,  in- 
cluding any  prior  year's  arrears,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Church  Pen- 
sion Fund. 
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Canon  37 
Murdoch  Memorial  Society 

(as  amended  in  1988] 

Section  1.  "The  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  for  the  Increase  of 
the  Ministry"  shall  be  composed  of  six  persons  together  with  the  Bishop, 
ex  officio.  The  Bishop  shall  annually  nominate,  and  the  Convention  shall 
confirm  or  reject  two  clergy  and  one  lay  person,  who  is  an  enrolled  con- 
firmed adult  communicant  in  good  standing,  to  serve  two-year  terms  as 
members  of  the  Society. 

Section  2.  The  Society  shall  choose  from  among  its  members  such  offi- 
cers as  it  shall  deem  necessary,  shall  hold  meetings  at  its  own  discretion, 
keep  a  record  of  all  its  activities,  and  report  annually  to  the  Convention  in 
such  form  as  in  its  judgment  may  seem  best. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  diligent  in  aiding  fit  persons  who  desire  to  prepare 
for  the  ministry  of  the  Church. 

Section  4.  Aid  from  the  Society  shall,  under  all  ordinary  circumstances, 
be  in  the  form  of  a  loan,  adequately  protected  by  good  and  legal  security, 
and  with  or  without  interest,  as  the  Society  may  decide.  Such  a  loan  may, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Society,  be  canceled  upon  the  ordination  of  the 
beneficiary,  and  shall  be  canceled  in  the  event  of  death  before  ordination. 
Otherwise  it  shall  be  in  full  legal  force  and  effect  until  paid. 

Section  5.  Necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  by 
members  of  the  Society  may  be  paid  from  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Society. 

Canon  38 
Permanent  Episcopal  Missionary,  and  Unappropriated  Funds 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate, a  fund  to  be  called  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  to  include  all 
sums  hitherto  contributed  specifically  to  that  object  or  which  may  here- 
after be  contributed,  whereof  the  principal  shall  remain  untouched,  and 
only  the  interest  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Section  2.  When  any  funds  shall  be  contributed  or  collected  for  a  Perma- 
nent Missionary  Fund,  the  amount  shall  be  invested  and  only  the  interest 
thereof  shall  be  applied  to  current  missionary  expenses. 
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Canon  39 
Consecration  of  Churches,  Chapels  or  Other  Buildings 

Section  1.  In  this  Diocese,  no  church,  chapel  or  other  building  or  part  of 
a  building  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  church  purposes  shall  be  dedicated 
or  consecrated  except  according  to  the  rubrics  pertaining  thereto  as  set 
forth  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  in  accordance  with  the  canons 
of  the  Episcopal  Church  not  inconsistent  with  those  rubrics. 

Section  2.  No  previously  consecrated  church,  chapel,  building  or  part  of 
a  building  that  is  owned  or  controlled  by  this  Diocese  or  by  any  congrega- 
tion or  institution  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  removed,  taken  down,  or  other- 
wise disposed  of  for  any  worldly  or  common  use,  without  the  previous 
written  consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  nor  until  the  Sentence  of  Consecra- 
tion previously  placed  thereupon  has  been  properly  removed  therefrom. 

Canon  40 
Suffragan  Bishop  May  Act  as  Ecclesiastical  Authority 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

In  the  event  of  the  Bishop's  death,  disability,  or  extended  absence  from 
the  Diocese,  and  if  there  be  no  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Suffragan  Bishop 
may  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  Diocese  by  the  Standing  Committee  and 
become  temporarily  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

Canon  41 
Pastoral  Mediation 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  Except  as  provided  in  Title  III,  Canon  19,  Section  1  of  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  a  rector  may  not  resign  a  parish 
without  the  consent  of  the  vestry  thereof,  nor  may  a  rector  canonically 
chosen  and  in  charge  of  a  parish  be  removed  therefrom  by  its  vestry 
against  the  rector's  will,  except  as  provided  by  canon. 

Section  2.  If  a  rector  and  the  vestry  of  the  parish  served  are  unable  to 
agree  in  a  matter  or  matters  that  might  lead  to  a  request  by  either  party 
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for  dissolution  of  the  pastoral  relation,  either  or  both  parties  shall  promp- 
tly deliver  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  written  notice  describing  their 
differences  and  requesting  mediation  thereof  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 

Upon  receiving  such  a  request,  the  Bishop  shall  mediate  the  disagree- 
ment and  seek  a  solution. 

As  part  of  the  mediation  process,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  commit- 
tee composed  of  one  presbyter  and  one  lay  person,  neither  of  whom  is  af- 
filiated with  the  parish  in  which  the  disagreement  exists,  to  investigate 
and  make  a  written  report  thereof,  stating  the  nature  of  the  dispute  and 
the  position  of  each  party.  This  report  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop, 
the  rector,  and  the  vestry  within  21  days  after  the  committee's  appoint- 
ment. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  exercise 
the  role  assigned  the  Bishop  in  this  canon. 

Canon  42 
Dissolution  of  the  Pastoral  Relation 

(as  amended  in  1988) 

Section  1.  If  the  pastoral  mediation  called  for  by  Canon  41  has  been  ex- 
hausted without  success  and  a  rector  or  the  vestry  of  the  parish  served 
wishes  to  have  the  pastoral  relation  dissolved,  either  party,  within  60 
days  of  the  conclusion  of  the  pastoral  mediation  process,  may  request 
final  disposition  of  the  dispute  by  giving  notice  thereof  to  the  Ec- 
clesiastical Authority  and  to  the  other  party  concerned. 

Section  2.  Within  30  days  after  receiving  the  written  notice  provided  for 
in  Section  1,  the  Bishop  shall  conduct  a  hearing  on  the  issue.  The  Bishop 
shall  fix  the  date,  time,  and  place  for  the  hearing  ,  notify  the  parties  af- 
fected, and  conduct  the  hearing  as  ultimate  arbiter  and  judge.  In  all  cases, 
the  Bishop  shall  consult  and  seek  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee 
before  reaching  a  decision. 

Section  3.  At  the  Bishop's  request,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  pre- 
sent at  the  hearing  provided  for  in  Section  2  and  shall  be  permitted  to 
question  persons  present  for  the  hearing.  The  Chancellor  shall  be 
available  to  the  Bishop  for  consultation  at  the  hearing. 
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Section  4.  Each  party,  his,  her,  or  their  representative  may  present  a 
statement  of  position  and  the  reasons  supporting  it.  No  testimony  or 
other  evidence  shall  be  presented  at  the  hearing  unless,  exercising  discre- 
tion, the  Bishop  shall  allow  it  for  compelling  reasons  in  the  interests  of 
justice.  Oral  statements  and  testimony  shall  be  subject  to  cross- 
examination. 

Section  5.  The  Bishop  shall  render  a  decision  not  later  than  15  days 
following  the  close  of  the  hearing  and  that  decision  shall  be  final  and  bin- 
ding. 

Section  6.  If  the  pastoral  relation  is  to  be  dissolved: 

(a)  The  Bishop  shall  set  forth  in  writing  the  reasons  and  conditions 
for  the  dissolution.  A  copy  shall  be  provided  each  of  the  parties  to  the 
issues,  and  a  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection. 

(b)  The  Bishop  shall  require  just  and  compassionate  compensation  or 
indemnity  (if  any)  and  shall  undertake  to  offer  such  supportive  services 
as  may  be  suitable. 

Section  7.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal  of  either  party  to  comply 
with  the  terms  of  the  decision,  the  Bishop  may  impose  such  penalties  as 
may  be  provided  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese;  and  in 
default  of  any  provisions  for  such  penalties  therein,  the  Bishop  may  act  as 
follows: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  a  rector,  inhibit  such  rector  from  officiating  in  the 
parish  until  the  decision  is  complied  with. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  a  vestry,  recommend  to  the  Diocesan  Convention 
that  the  union  of  the  parish  with  Convention  cease  until  the  parish  com- 
plies with  the  decision. 

Section  8.  Statements  made  during  the  course  of  the  proceedings  under 
this  Canon  are  not  admissible  in  any  proceeding  under  Title  IV  of  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention  or  Canon  31  of  this  Diocese. 
However,  this  rule  does  not  require  the  exclusion  of  evidence  in  pro- 
ceedings under  the  above  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this 
Diocese,  which  evidence  is  otherwise  discoverable  and  admissible. 
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Rules  of  Order 


I.  Order  of  Business.  The  Order  of  Business,  at  the  annual  Convention, 
or  any  Special  Convention,  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  or  the 
presiding  officer,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  Convention  to  make  any 
change  in  the  Order  of  Business  prescribed  under  the  authority  hereof. 

II.  Any  of  these  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  by  simple  majority  vote 
of  the  Convention,  except  those  rules  which  specify  a  larger  majority  for 
a  specific  action.  Any  such  rule  may  be  suspended  upon  the  affirmative 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  delegates  present  and  voting. 

III.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  the  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  all  Dio- 
cesan Commissions  and  Convention  Committees,  and  the  presiding  of- 
ficer shall  refer  to  an  appropriate  Diocesan  Commission  or  Convention 
Committee  for  consideration  and  report  all  resolutions  introduced  for 
Convention  action  except  those  which  already  accompany  the  reports  of 
Convention  Committees  and  Diocesan  Commissions. 

IV.  After  the  President  has  taken  the  chair  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

V.  Speakers  shall  address  the  Chair,  and  shall  confine  themselves  to  the 
point  in  debate. 

VI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded,  and,  if  required,  re- 
duced to  writing. 

VII.  When  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  con- 
tinue in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

VIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, unless  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to  divide;  and  motions  for  any 
of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  The 
motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate;  and  of  these  the  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
take  precedence. 

IX.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions,

the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a  vote  taken 
separately,  except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisi- 
ble. 

X.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
moved. 

When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to 
amend  the  same  may  be  made.  No  amendment  to  a  second  amendment 
shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under 
consideration,  a  substitute  for  the  whole  matter  may  be  received.  No 
proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  the  one  under  consideration  shall 
be  received  under  color  of  a  substitute. 

XI.  In  a  vote  by  orders  the  individual  votes  of  the  clergy  and  laity  shall  be 
taken  separately.  A  majority  of  affirmative  votes  in  both  orders  shall  be 
necessary  to  any  decision  on  any  vote  by  orders. 

In  any  vote  by  orders,  upon  the  request  of  any  two  members  of  the 
clergy  who  do  not  serve  the  same  congregation  (parish  or  mission),  or  any 
two  lay  delegates  representing  different  congregations,  the  vote  shall  be 
by  roll  call  of  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates.  The  votes  of  the  lay  delegates 
shall  be  announced  by  a  member  designated  by  the  delegation  when  the 
name  of  that  church  is  called.  The  delegation  shall  be  polled  upon  request 
of  any  member  thereof. 

XII.  A  question  once  decided  shall  stand  as  the  action  of  the  Convention 
and  shall  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate.  A  motion  to  reconsider  any 
vote  shall  be  in  order  only  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day  to  that  on 
which  the  vote  is  taken,  except  that  a  vote  or  question  may  be  recon- 
sidered at  any  time  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Convention. 

XIII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  re- 
ceived without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  recommitted.  All  reports 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the 
Convention  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  corresponding  resolution. 

XIV.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  presiding  officer 
without  debate,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision.  And  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave. 

XV.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the  Convention 
without  leave,  or  unless  unable  to  attend. 
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XVI.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  remain 
seated  until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

XVII.  On  motion  duly  put  and  carried,  the  Convention  may  resolve  itself 
into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  with  or  without  closed  doors,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discussing  such  subjects  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  may  select  and  announce  subjects  for  discussion:  Provid- 
ed, that  if  the  motion  to  go  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  has  specified 
the  subject  to  be  discussed,  that  subject  shall  first  be  disposed  of. 

XVIII.  (a)  No  nomination  shall  be  received  unless  the  person  to  be 
nominated  has  indicated  assent  thereto.  Nominations  for  election  by  the 
annual  Convention,  unless  otherwise  provided  for,  may  be  submitted  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  at  least  40  days  before  the 
opening  session  thereof  by  delegates  eligible  to  vote  in  that  Convention. 
Any  nomination  received  by  the  Secretary  after  the  specified  date  shall 
be  returned  to  the  nominator  and  may  be  submitted  from  the  floor  of  the 
Convention  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  rule  of  order.  At  the 
first  business  session  of  the  Convention  the  presiding  officer  shall  call  for 
nominations  from  the  floor,  at  which  time  the  Secretary  shall  read  the 
names  of  all  persons  whose  nominations  have  been  received  at  least  40 
days  before  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  after  which  additional 
nominations  may  be  received  from  the  floor,  provided  that  any  such 
nomination  is  seconded  by  two  delegates  other  than  the  nominating 
delegate,  each  of  the  seconders  being  from  a  parish  or  mission  other  than 
that  of  the  nominator  and  different  from  that  of  each  other.  Each  nomina- 
tion, whether  by  voice  from  the  floor  or  in  writing,  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  brief  biography  of  the  nominee  on  a  form  prepared  by  the  Commis- 
sion on  Dispatch  of  Business  and  made  available  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  to  all  delegates  who  are  properly  certified  to  the  Secretary. 
The  information  to  be  included  on  the  biographical  form  (to  be  signed  by 
the  nominator)  shall  include  at  least  the  following:  Nominee's  name,  age, 
address  and  home  congregation,  occupation,  and  prior  as  well  as  present 
parochial  and  diocesan  offices. 

(b)  The  names  and  biographies  of  all  persons  nominated  in  writing  to 
the  Secretary  at  least  40  days  before  the  opening  session  of  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  given  to  the  deans  of  the  convocations  and  shall  be  included 
in  the  advance  materials  distributed  by  the  Secretary  to  members  of  the 
Convention  prior  to  the  meetings  of  each  convocation  which  are  to  be 
held  not  later  than  10  days  prior  to  the  Convention.  The  Secretary  shall

also  post  the  biographical  forms  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  or  adjacent  to 
the  room  in  which  the  Convention  meets  so  that  they  may  be  seen 
throughout  the  Convention  session  by  all  delegates. 

(c)  All  nominations  shall  be  reported  to  the  Convention  by  the  Secre- 
tary in  the  form  of  an  official  ballot  on  which  the  names  of  nominees  for 
the  designated  office  shall  be  printed  in  alphabetical  order,  with  space 
opposite  each  name  in  which  to  indicate  a  choice,  and  with  instruction  as 
to  the  number  of  nominees  to  be  voted  for,  and  the  manner  of  marking 
the  ballots. 

(d)  All  elections,  unless  otherwise  provided  for,  shall  be  by  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  on  the  ballot. 

(e)  Nominees  receiving  a  majority  vote,  as  herein  defined,  on  any 
ballot  shall  be  declared  elected.  If  subsequent  ballots  be  required  the 
nominees  to  be  voted  on  shall  be  limited  to  the  number  remaining  equal 
to  twice  the  number  of  offices  to  be  filled,  who  received  on  the  preceding 
ballot  the  highest  number  of  votes,  exclusive  of  those  declared  elected. 

(f)  After  the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  or  dele- 
gates to  other  meetings,  the  alternates  for  these  deputies  or  delegates 
shall  in  like  manner  be  elected  from  among  those  already  nominated  for 
deputies  or  delegates. 

XIX.  Resolutions  to  be  acted  on  at  the  annual  Convention  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  on  or  before  the  40th  day  pre- 
ceding the  opening  date  of  the  Convention.  Resolutions  so  submitted 
shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  Convention  Committees  or  Diocesan 
Commissions  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  texts  thereof  shall  be  included  in  the 
advance  materials  distributed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  the 
members  of  the  Convention  prior  to  the  convocation  meetings  that  take 
place  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  Convention.

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By-Laws  of  the  Council 


I.  The  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  any,  and  any  Suffragan  Bishops  of  the  Diocese 
shall  have  seat  and  voice  in  the  Council. 

II.  The  Treasurer  and  the  Business  Administrator  of  the  Diocese  shall 
have  seat  and  voice. 

III.  Members  of  the  Council  shall  attend  each  annual  and  special  Con- 
vention of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.

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First  Business  Day— Thursday  Night 

The  Right  Reverend  Robert  W.  Estill,  Bishop,  called  to  order  the  One 
Hundred  Seventy-Third  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  at  7  o'clock  in  the  evening.  The  Rev.  Carlton  Morales  lead  the 
Order  of  Worship  for  the  Evening.  A  meditation  was  given  by  the  Rev. 
Keith  Reeve,  who  also  gave  a  meditation  at  each  of  the  offices.  Bishop 
Estill  welcomed  the  delegates  and  announced  his  appointment  to  Con- 
vention Committees  (p.  12). 

The  Bishop  nominated  the  Ven.  Frank  Neff  Powell  to  be  Secretary  of 
the  Convention  and  of  the  Diocese,  Mrs.  Tog  Newman  to  be  Assistant 
Secretary,  and  Mrs.  Letty  Magdanz,  CPA,  to  be  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 
Each  nomination  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Bishop  Estill  called  for  late  resolutions,  as  per  Rule  of  Order  XIX. 
Mrs.  Lucy  Davis,  Chair  of  the  Council  Department  of  Records  and 
History,  rose  to  offer  a  Resolution  on  the  Bicentennial  Celebration  of  the 
1790  Conventions.  Upon  a  motion  passed  by  more  than  two- thirds,  the 
presiding  officer  referred  the  resolution  to  the  Convention  Committee  on 
the  Program  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Julie  Clarkson  was  recognized  by  Bishop  Estill  to  present 
the  report  of  the  Commission  on  the  Admission  of  Congregations  (p.  127). 
She  moved  that  the  mission  congregation  of  St.  Margaret's,  Charlotte,  be 
recognized  by  the  Convention  as  a  parish.  Upon  being  seconded,  the  mo- 
tion passed  with  applause.  The  Rev.  Anthony  Ferguson,  vicar,  rose  to 
thank  the  delegates. 

The  Bishop  recognized  the  Hon.  Frank  Montgomery,  Chair  of  the 
Convention  Committee  on  Credentials.  Judge  Montgomery  announced 
that  122  of  the  197  clergy  eligible  to  vote,  and  138  lay  delegates  represen- 
ting 100  of  the  congregations  in  union  with  the  Convention  were  present, 
making  a  quorum. 

Bishop  Estill  recognized  the  Rev.  David  Williams  and  Mr.  Mai  Ken- 
ny, who  jointly  chaired  the  Convention  Committee  for  the  Host  Convoca- 
tion. They  welcomed  the  delegates  and  were  applauded  for  their  hard 
work. 
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The  Bishop  recognized  Joseph  P.  Cheshire  Jr.,  Chancellor  and  appointed 
him  as  Parliamentarian. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  Callaway,  chair  of  the  Commission  on  the  Dispatch 
of  Business,  was  called  upon  by  the  Presiding  Officer.  Father  Callaway 
announced  that  an  invitation  had  been  received  from  the  Charlotte  Con- 
vocation inviting  the  One  Hundred  Seventy-Fourth  Annual  Convention 
to  meet  at  the  Adam's  Mark  Hotel,  Charlotte,  on  January  25-27,  1990. 
This  invitation  was  gratefully  accepted  upon  a  motion  duly  made  and 
seconded.  The  Rev.  Arthur  Callaway  moved  that  adoption  of  the  propos- 
ed schedule  and  agenda,  including  special  orders  of  business.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  passed. 

Bishop  Estill  called  upon  the  Rt.  Rev.  Frank  H.  Vest  Jr.,  Suffragan 
Bishop,  to  introduce  the  clergy  new  to  the  Diocese  since  the  last  Annual 
Convention,  senior  seminarians,  and  the  senior  class  of  the  Deacons 
Training  School:  John  Howard,  a  senior  at  the  Virginia  Theological 
Seminary,  Patricia  Earl,  a  senior  at  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary, 
the  Rev.  Vicki  Wesen,  Rector  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Warrenton,  Vicar  of 
All  Saints'  Church,  Warrenton,  and  Vicar  of  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Ridgeway,  the  Rev.  Edwin  (Ned)  Baily,  Vicar  of  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Cooleemee,  and  Vicar  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension, 
Fork,  the  Rev.  Virginia  Herring,  Assistant  to  the  Rector,  St.  Luke's, 
Salisbury,  the  Rev.  Boyd  Coarsey,  Executive  Director  of  Rowan  Helping 
Ministries,  Elizabeth  Grant,  a  senior  in  the  Deacons  Training  School,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Ehrich,  Rector  of  St.  Martin's,  Charlotte,  the  Rev.  Joan 
Grimm,  Vicar  of  St.  Clements,  Clemmons,  the  Rev.  Elizabeth  (Penny) 
Moulton,  Assistant  to  the  Rector,  All  Saints',  Roanoke  Rapids,  Vicar  of  St. 
Anna's,  Littleton,  Vicar  of  St.  Alban's,  Littleton,  and  Rector  of  Grace 
Church,  Weldon,  the  Rev.  Stephen  Freeman,  Interim  Rector  of  St. 
Stephen's,  Durham,  the  Rev.  Keith  Matthews,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Scotland  Neck,  the  Rev.  Edmund  Pickup,  Assistant  to  the  Rector,  St. 
Mary's,  High  Point,  the  Rev.  Jane  Gurry,  Rector  of  St.  Mark's,  Raleigh, 
the  Rev.  Marvin  Aycock,  Deacon  at  Christ  Church,  Albemarle,  the  Rev. 
Meta  Ellington,  Deacon  at  St.  Timothy's,  Raleigh,  and  the  Rev.  Patricia 
Shoemaker,  Deacon  at  St.  Christopher's,  High  Point.  They  were  welcom- 
ed with  warm  applause. 

The  Rev.  Huntington  Williams  was  recognized  by  Bishop  Estill  to 
present  the  First  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
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The  Bishop  called  upon  the  Secretary  to  read  the  names  of  those 
nominated  to  elected  offices,  received  forty  days  prior  Convention,  per 
Rule  of  Order  XVIII.  Following  which,  Bishop  Estill  called  for  late 
nominations.  Mr.  John  Thomas,  St.  Stephen's,  Durham,  was  nominated 
for  the  Diocesan  Council  in  the  Lay  Order.  The  Assistant  Secretary  mov- 
ed that  whereas  there  were  four  lay  persons  nominated  for  four  lay  posi- 
tions on  the  Diocesan  Council,  three  for  three  year  terms  and  one  for  a 
one  year  term,  the  four  be  declared  elected  ant  that  they  determine  by  lot 
who  would  receive  the  one-year  term.  The  motion  was  defeated,  lacking 
unanimous  consent. 

The  reports  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  and  Archdeacon  were  fil- 
ed by  title  (p.  161  and  164). 

The  Rev.  Earl  Brill  filed  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  the  State  of 
the  Church  by  title  (p.  196)  with  summary  comments. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Hamilton  read  the  report  of  the  Commision  on  Insti- 
tutions. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Cyril  Burke  filed  the  report  of  the  Commission  on 
Ministry  by  title  (p.  1 14)  with  summary  comments. 

As  the  hour  was  yet  early,  Bishop  Estill  asked  permission  to  suspend 
the  Rules  of  order  to  deliver  his  Annual  Address  immediately,  rather 
than  on  Friday  morning.  The  request  was  moved,  seconded,  and  passed 
unanimously.  (The  full  text  of  the  Bishop's  Address  begins  on  page  80.) 

The  Chair  of  the  Commission  on  the  Dispatch  of  Business  made 
several  announcements  and  gave  directions  regarding  the  "Meet  the 
Candidates"  reception  and  the  open  Convention  hearings. 

The  Convention  recessed  at  9:00  p.m. 

Second  Business  Day— Friday 

Bishop  Vest,  who  had  been  invited  to  preside  for  the  morning  session  by 
Bishop  Estill,  called  the  Delegates  to  order  at  8:30  a.m.  Morning  Prayer 
was  led  by  the  Rev.  Julie  Clarkson. 

The  Credentials  Committee  reported  133  clergy  and  259  lay  dele- 
gates representing  one  hundred  thirteen  congregations  in  union  with 
Convention  present. 

Ballots  were  distributed  for  elections. 

Bishop  Vest  called  upon  the  Rev.  Huntington  Williams  to  present  the 
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Second  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  (p.  168). 
He  moved  the  approval  of  gender  neutralizing  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution as  passed  on  first  reading  at  the  One  Hundred  Seventy-Second 
Annual  Convention  and  published  on  pages  eight  and  nine  of  the  Con- 
sitution  and  Canons  of  the  1988  Journal  of  Convention.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed  on  a  vote  by  orders  in  both  Orders. 

The  Rev.  Huntington  Williams  moved  to  amend  the  following 
Canons:  Canon  1,  Section  1;  Canon  1,  Section  2;  Canon  5,  Section  5; 
Canon  12,  Section  1(d),  Canon  12,  Section  7;  Canon  13,  Section  1;  Canon 
13,  Section  2;  Canon  13,  Section  4;  and  33,  Section  2.  Each  amendment 
was  separately  seconded  and  passed  by  a  show  of  hands  following  debate 
and  an  amendment  to  the  amendment  of  Canon  13. 

The  Rev.  Huntington  Williams  moved  to  amend  the  following  Rules 
of  Order:  III;  XIII,  A;  XIII,  B;  XIII,  C;  XIX,  A;  XIX,  B;  and  XX.  Each 
amendment  was  separately  seconded  and  passed  by  a  show  of  hands 
following  debate  and  an  amendment  to  the  amendment  of  Rules  of  Order 
XIX,  A  and  B. 

Bishop  Vest  asked  permisison  to  suspend  the  rules  and  proceed  im- 
mediately to  the  Address  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop.  The  request  was 
seconded  and  passed  unanimously  by  a  show  of  hands.  (The  full  text 
begins  on  page  90.) 

Mrs.  Anne  Tomlinson,  chair  of  the  Convention  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration was  recognized  to  present  the  report  of  that  committee.  She 
read  the  report  (p.  214)  and  expressed  her  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Diocese  for  much  fine  leadership.  She  moved  that  the  proposed  Resolu- 
tion on  a  Diocesan  Personnel  Committe  be  rejected.  The  Rev.  Earl  Brill, 
speaking  as  chair  of  the  Commission  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  rose  to 
speak  in  favor.  The  motion  to  reject  was  defeated.  The  main  motion  pass- 
ed on  a  show  of  hands,  following  an  amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Ferrell.  (The  text  of  all  Resolutions  passed  by  Convention  begins  on  p. 
254.)  Mrs.  Tomlinson  and  the  members  of  her  Convention  Committee 
were  thanked  by  Bishop  Vest. 

Mr.  Dalton  Ruffin,  chair  of  the  Convention  Committee  on  the  Pro- 
gram of  the  Church  was  recognized.  He  read  the  report  of  that  commit- 
tee. He  then  moved  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  duly  seconded 
and  passed  following  debate  and  amendments:  Youth,  Diocesan  Land 
Stewardship,  St.  John's  House,  and  Inclusive  Language. 
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Noontime  Prayers  were  led  by  the  Rev.  James  Prevatt  and  the  Con- 
vention recessed  for  lunch. 

The  Convention  was  called  back  into  session  by  Bishop  Estill  at  1:35 
p.m. 

Mr.  Ruffin  continued  his  report  and  moved  a  substitute  resolution  on 
behalf  of  the  Committee  for  the  resolution  Supporting  the  Ordination  of 
the  Rev.  Barbara  Harris  as  Suffragan  Bishop.  The  Rev.  David  Williams, 
who  had  sponsored  the  original  resolution  rose  to  support  the  substitute 
resolution.  The  resolution  passed,  following  debate  on  a  show  of  hands 
by  a  vote  of  two  hundred  thirty-nine  to  one  hundred  forty-six. 

The  results  of  the  first  ballot  were  announced  and  new  ballots  were 
distributed.  It  was  noted  that  while  the  Rules  of  Order  called  for  only  two 
persons  to  be  listed  for  the  one  remaining  position  to  be  elected  on  the 
Penick  Home  Board,  three  names  would  be  listed  as  there  was  a  three- 
way  tie. 

Bishop  Estill  called  upon  the  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano  to  offer 
the  report  of  the  Convention  Committee  on  Social  and  Political  Concerns, 
which  she  read.  On  behalf  of  the  Committee,  she  moved  that  the  resolu- 
tion On  Humane  Services  for  the  Mentally  111,  be  passed  as  published. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  on  a  show  of  hands.  She  moved 
that  the  resolution  Land  Stewardship  be  passed  as  published.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  passed  on  a  show  of  hands.  She  moved  that  the  resolu- 
tion On  Abortion  be  rejected  on  the  grounds  that  this  topic  is  adequately 
addressed  by  the  1988  General  Convention  Resolution  on  Abortion.  The 
motion  to  reject  was  seconded  and  passed  on  a  show  of  hands.  She  mov- 
ed a  substitute  resolution  for  the  resolution  On  An  Alternative-to- 
Abortion  Ministry.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  following  a 
motion  to  amend,  proposed  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Parsley,  accepted  by  the 
Committee.  The  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano,  on  behalf  of  the  Commit- 
tee, moved  rejection  of  the  resolution  Operation  Rescue  on  the  grounds 
that  we  are  free  at  all  times  to  pray  for  any  person  or  cause  we  choose 
and  to  single  out  any  party  in  a  controversy  constitutes  advocacy.  The 
motion  to  reject  was  seconded  and  passed  by  a  show  of  hands.  She  mov- 
ed the  adoption  of  the  resolution  Against  Executing  the  Mentally  111  and 
Retarded,  with  an  editorial  correction  in  the  first  whereas  clause.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed  by  a  show  of  hands.  She  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution  On  the  Strategic  Defense  Initiative,  but  noted 
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that  the  committee  voted  four  to  two  to  recommend  passage.  Following 
extensive  debate,  the  motion  passed  by  a  rising  vote.  She  moved  to  reject 
the  resolution  On  Freedom  of  Religion  on  the  grounds  that  it  represented 
an  unbalanced  assessment  of  the  issue.  The  resolution  was  rejected, 
following  debate.  The  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  resolution  of  Honorable  Political  Campaigns.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed.  The  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution  on  AIDS  Anti-Discrimination  Legislation.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed.  The  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano 
moved  to  reject  the  resolution  on  AIDS,  because  of  inaccuracies  and  lack 
of  clarity.  The  motion  to  reject  was  passed.  The  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds 
Pagano  moved  to  adopt  the  resolution  on  Human  Sexuality.  The  motion 
was  seconded.  Following  two  motions  to  amend,  which  failed,  the  main 
resolution  was  passed  on  a  rising  vote.  The  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano 
moved  to  reject  the  resolution  on  Other  Parts  of  the  Body  of  Christ  as 
unhelpful  and  tending  to  be  divisive.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  fail- 
ed. Following  a  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  fourth  whereas 
clause  was  deleted  and  the  resolution  passed  as  amended  on  a  vote  of  212 
to  130.  The  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano  moved  to  adopt  the  resolution 
on  Minimizing  the  Use  of  Non-Biodegradable  Materials.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed.  The  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano  moved  to  adopt 
the  resolution  on  Birth  Control  and  Sex  Education  with  an  amendment, 
deleting  the  words,  "without  disabling  restrictions  in  relation  to  abor- 
tions or  other  counseling."  Following  debate  and  several  motions  duly 
made  and  second  which  failed  to  amend  the  amendment  or  table  the 
main  motion,  the  resolution  was  adopted  as  amended.  The  Rev.  Nancy 
Reynolds  Pagano  moved  to  reject  the  resolution  on  Child  Care  as 
unhelpful  and  tending  to  confuse  the  legitimate  role  of  church  school  and 
day  care.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed.  The  report  of  the  Con- 
vention Committee  on  Social  and  Political  Concerns  having  concluded, 
the  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano  and  her  committee  were  thanked  for 
their  hard  work. 

Bishop  Estill  recognized  the  Rev.  Robert  Dannals  who  spoke  about 
APSO.  (p.  127) 

The  Rev.  John  Shields  was  recognized  to  speak  about  the  Commis- 
sion on  Alcoholism  and  Drug  Abuse,  (p.  124) 

Bishop  Estill  recognized  Mrs.  Martha  Alexander  to  present  the  report 
of  the  Companion  Diocese  Commission,  (p.  154) 
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The  Rev.  Hall  Partrick  lead  Evening  Prayer  at  4:35  p.m.,  following 
which  the  Convention  was  recessed  to  prepare  for  the  evening  banquet. 

Third  Business  Day— Saturday  Morning 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  8:30  a.m.  by  Bishop  Vest.  Open- 
ing Prayers  were  led  by  the  Rev.  J.  Bryan  Griswold.  The  report  of  the 
Convention  Committee  on  Elections  was  given  by  the  Secretary  and  new 
ballots  were  distributed. 

Mrs.  Letty  J.  Magdanz,  CPA,  was  recognized  to  present  the  report  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  (p.  221)  The  report  was  accepted  by  ap- 
plause following  one  question  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  Walker. 

Bishop  Vest  called  upon  Mr.  Thomas  Fanjoy,  chair  of  the  Council 
Department  of  Budgets,  to  present  the  1989  budgets.  Mr.  Fanjoy  began 
by  reviewing  the  budgeting  process.  The  Rev.  John  Campbell,  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee  was  invited  to  preside  during  the  presentation 
of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  Budget.  While  the  Rev.  John  Camp- 
bell approached  the  platform,  Bishop  Estill  enumerated  the  many  con- 
tributions the  Rev.  John  Campbell  has  made  to  the  Diocese  preceeding 
his  retirement  at  the  end  of  1988. 

Mr.  Fanjoy  moved  the  adoption  of  an  Episcopal  Maintenance  Budget 
in  the  amount  of  $649,331.  He  explained  the  budget  in  detail  and 
answered  two  questions.  The  motion  having  been  seconded,  it  was  pass- 
ed by  a  show  of  hands. 

Mr.  Fanjoy  moved  that  adoption  of  the  Church's  Program  Fund 
Budget  in  the  amount  of  $1,454,888.  He  explained  the  budget  in  detail 
and  answered  several  questions.  There  was  discussion  regarding  several 
congregations  not  accepting  their  full  program  quota  request  and  the 
Diocesan  Council  recommendation  to  reduce  or  eliminate  the  Land 
Stewardship  Commission,  the  Marriage  Commission,  and  the  Aging 
Commission.  The  motion  having  been  seconded,  it  was  passed  by  a  show 
of  hands,  with  few  negative  votes.  (The  1989  budgets  are  printed  on 
pages  216-220.) 

Bishop  Estill  resumed  the  chair  and  the  full  and  final  report  of  the 
Elections  Committee  was  given.  Standing  Committee,  Lay  Order,  Mrs. 
June  Gregory;  Council,  Lay  Order  for  three  years,  Mr.  Joseph  S.  Ferrell, 
Mr.  Cheston  V.  Mottershead,  and  Mr.  Lawrence  A.  Tomlinson;  Council, 
Lay  Order  for  one  year,  Mr.  John  Thomas;  Council,  Clerical  Order,  the 
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Rev.  Fred  Thompson  and  the  Rev.  David  R.  Williams;  Conference 
Center  Board,  Lay  Order,  Mr.  James  O.  Arthur,  Mr.  William  Bryant,  and 
Mr.  Austin  H.  Carr;  Conference  Center  Board,  Clerical  Order,  the  Rev. 
Julie  Clarkson,  the  Rev.  Dudley  Colhoun,  the  Rev.  Robert  Haden,  and 
the  Rev.  David  Sweeney;  Conference  Center  Board,  Clerical  Order,  af- 
firmed to  continue  to  serve  for  one  year,  the  Rev.  Lawrence  Brown; 
Penick  Home  Board  of  Directors;  Mr.  E.  E.  Carter,  Mr.  William  P.  Davis, 
Mrs.  Bette  Hanham,  Mrs.  Peter  L.  Katavolos,  Mrs.  M.  Eugene  Motsinger 
Jr.,  Mr.  Francis  I.  Parker,  Mr.  Charles  W.  Pickney,  the  Rev.  Robert  Lee 
Sessum,  Mr.  Richard  E.  Thigpen  Jr.,  and  Mr.  Paul  Wright  Jr.;  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Rev.  Paul  Martin. 

The  Bishop  introduced  the  Rev.  E.  James  Lewis,  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Ministres  who  summarized  his  report  (p.  163)  and  introduced 
Mr.  Arturo  Rodriguez  from  the  United  Farm  Workers.  Mr.  Rodriguez  ad- 
dressed the  delegates,  stressing  the  effects  of  pesticides  on  the  farm 
workers  and  local  townspeople. 

The  presiding  officer  recognized  the  members  of  the  Youth  Commis- 
sion who  presented  their  report  (p.  187),  led  by  George  Colhoun.  A  high 
school  senior,  he  was  a  youth  representative  from  the  Fourth  Province  to 
General  Convention  and  an  alternate  delegate  to  Convention  from  St. 
John's,  Charlotte. 

Bishop  Estill  called  upon  Mrs.  Mitti  Landi,  president  of  the  Episcopal 
Churchwomen  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  who  delivered  her 
report,  (p.  146) 

The  Bishop  recognized  Mr.  A.  L.  Purrington  to  present  a  report  on 
the  ACTS:  A  Celebration  Through  Stewardship  Campaign  report,  which 
has  resulted  in  the  largest  offering  of  pledges  and  money  in  the  history  of 
the  Diocese.  Still,  the  Campaign  is  not  over  and  several  congregations  are 
still  planning  their  local  campaigns.  Mr.  Purrington  called  on  each 
delegate  to  help  complete  the  total  of  the  $6.6  million  effort,  (p.  184) 

The  presiding  officer  introduced  Mr.  Lawrence  who  gave  the  Con- 
ference Center  report,  (p.  125)  The  Bishop  announced  that  although  Mr. 
Tomlinson's  term  of  office  on  the  Conference  Center  Board  has  conclud- 
ed, he  will  continue  on  the  building  committee. 

Bishop  Estill  called  upon  the  Rev.  Edwin  (Ted)  Voorhees  to  present 
the  Stewardship  Commission  report.  He  then  moved  adoption  of  a 
resolution  per  Rule  of  Order  XIX  on  the  subject  of  funding  for  Land 
Stewardship.  His  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 
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The  Bishop  recognized  Mr.  Kenneth  Kroohs  who  delivered  the 
Evangelism  Commission  report,  (p.  166) 

The  report  of  the  special  Committee  Studying  the  Funding  of  the 
Diocese  was  filed  by  title  (p.  158)  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Parsley. 

Bishop  Estill  announced  his  appointment  to  various  Commissions  of 
the  Diocese,  (pp.  5-11) 

The  Rev.  James  B.  Craven  was  recognized  by  the  Bishop  to  speak 
briefly  on  prison  ministry. 

The  Convention  recessed  at  noon  to  watch  a  presentation  on  AIDS  by 
a  group  of  UNCG  Students,  following  which  was  the  Closing  Eucharist. 

Bishop  Estill  celebrated,  assisted  by  the  Greensboro  Convocation 
clergy,  and  preached.  Four  resolutions  of  courtesy  were  read  during  the 
announcements  at  the  eucharist.  (p.  267-268)  The  One  Hundred  Seventy- 
third  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  adjourned 
following  the  eucharist  at  2:15,  sine  die.

to  the  173rd  Convention 
of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

Joseph  Campbell  (The  Way  of  the  Animal  Powers)  has  made  the  observa- 
tion that  animals  no  longer  serve,  as  they  did  in  primeval  times,  to  teach 
and  to  guide  us— (they  are  all  in  cages  in  our  zoos). 

"...  our  immediate  neighbors  are  not  wild  beasts  but  other  human 
beings,  contending  for  goods  and  space  on  a  planet  that  is  whirling 
without  end  around  the  fireball  of  a  star." 

And  while  often  the  most  contentious  and  pressing  human  beings  are 
those  closest  to  us,  we  must,  I  believe,  live  always  with  the  awareness  of 
being  part  of  one-world,  in  a  shrinking  universe  where  an  emission  of 
carbon  monoxide  from  our  car,  as  we  start  it  in  the  morning,  affects  the 
quality  and  perhaps  even  the  length  of  life  on  our  planet. 

This  past  year,  I  have  been  more  aware  of  the  relationship  we  have 
in  the  world.  Lambeth  highlighted  that  awareness.  Never  again  will 
Joyce  and  I  hear  of  the  catastrophic  things  happening  in  the  Sudan, 
without  thinking,  with  our  hearts  breaking,  of  Grace  and  Daniel  Zimba, 
who  shared  our  quarters  for  the  three  weeks.  .  .or  of  South  Africa, 
without  the  warmth  of  an  embrace  with  our  brother  Desmond  and  his  in- 
fectious good  humor.  Suddenly,  Hymns  431,  437,  and  438  mean  more 
for  having  studied  the  scriptures  every  morning  with  their  author, 
Timothy  Dudley-Smith.  .  .and  Robert  Runcie  is  no  longer  merely  a  dis- 
tant inheritor  of  the  chair  of  St.  Augustine,  but  a  real-life  person  and  col- 
league. 

The  farthest  corners  of  Asia,  the  nearer  reaches  of  Canada  and  the 
Nipan  Se  Ko  Kai,  now  stand  out  as  we  pray  for  each  other  and  share  in 
the  mission  of  the  Church. 

I  hope  every  member  of  this  Church  will  get  the  Anglican  Cycle  of 
Prayer  booklet  and  use  it  daily  to  expand  horizons  and,  through  prayer, 
lift  up  our  sisters  and  brothers  around  the  world  and  their  needs. 

Two  years  ago  I  asked  this  Convention  to  build  upon  our  companion 
relationship  with  Belize  and  to  begin  to  explore  ways  that  we  can  be 
more  involved  in  the  issues  of  Central  America.  We  set  up,  at  my  re- 
quest, a  Central  American  Task  Force,  and  it  has  been  actively  engaged 
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under  the  direction  of  its  chair,  Bill  Bryant,  of  Emmanuel,  Southern 
Pines.  In  addition  to  our  continuing  involvement  in  Belize,  a  group  of  18 
persons  from  our  diocese  went  with  me,  at  the  invitation  of  Bishop 
Frade,  to  Honduras.  As  you  might  guess,  it  was  a  life-changing  ex- 
perience. As  you  will  hear  from  his  report,  we  visited  church 
establishments,  campesino  villages,  military  bases,  our  embassy  (where 
our  Ambassador  Edward  Briggs  gave  us  an  hour  and  a  half  of  his  time) , 
and  various  organizations  which  are  addressing  the  needs  of  that  country. 
On  the  basis  of  that,  I  would  like  to  make  the  Task  Force  on  Central 
America  a  permanent  part  of  our  diocesan  structure  by  asking  you  to 
name  them  a  Commission.  Their  budget  line-item,  already  approved  by 
Mission  and  Outreach  and  the  Diocesan  Council,  will  remain  the  same. 

I  intend,  with  Frances  Payne,  our  Youth  Coordinator,  to  lead  a  group 
of  young  people  on  a  smilar  visit  to  Honduras  at  the  urging  of  Am- 
bassador Briggs,  and  with  the  encouragement  of  Bishop  Frade.  It  is  my 
hope  that  Honduras  will  give  us  a  base  from  which  to  expand  this 
diocese's  involvement  in  Central  America. 

On  another  note,  as  Martha  Alexander  will  tell  you  in  more  detail, 
our  companion  diocese  will  have  a  new  bishop  next  month.  He  is  Brother 
Desmond  Smith,  SSF,  a  Franciscan  monk,  a  native  Belizean,  and,  ap- 
parently, a  popular  choice.  Since  his  consecration  conflicts  with  the  ECW 
Retreat  which  I  am  leading,  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Vest  will  join  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Alexander  to  represent  us  at  the  service.  After  Brother  Desmond  has 
caught  his  breath,  we  will  be  talking  with  him  about  the  future  of  our 
relationship  which  formally  ends  in  1989. 

In  less  formal  ways,  our  diocese  has  shared  in  the  broader  Church  by 
visits  from  our  laity  and  clergy  to  other  parts  of  the  world,  by  direct 
volunteer  for  mission  programs  participated  in  by  Frank  Hobart  from 
Smithfield  and  Andrew  Gregg,  son  of  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Gregg 
and  by  Bradford  Barefoot,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richard  barefoot  of  St. 
Michael's,  Raleigh.  A  group  led  by  the  Rev.  Blair  Both  from  St.  Michael's, 
Raleigh,  has  visited  Guatemala,  and  we  continue  to  reach  out  in  Haiti 
through  our  medical  teams,  college  student  work  forces,  headed  by  the 
Rev.  David  Stanford  of  Chapel  Hill  and  through  Bishop  Fraser's  visits  to 
the  Sisters  of  St.  Margaret.  We  have  participated  in  sending  medical  sup- 
plies to  Nicaragua,  and  will,  as  I  shall  say  later,  have  an  opportunity  to 
join  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  in  sending  further  relief  to  them. 

I  mention  this  because  of  its  importance  to  all  of  us  in  the  total  pic- 
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ture  of  the  Church.  Our  Presiding  Bishop,  Edmond  Browning,  has  raised 
the  national  Church's  awareness  of  its  world  mission  and  I  hope  that  will 
become  a  major  thrust  in  this  diocese  as  well.  Many  of  our  people  in  this 
diocese  travel  extensively,  and  our  witness  by  our  actions  and  our  rlea- 
tionship  with  the  people  of  those  places  can  be  important  ways  of  con- 
necting with  those  who  "contend  for  goods,  and  space"  on  this  planet. 

There  may  be  other  theological  insights  gained  by  world  travelers, 
too.  In  a  recent  edition  of  the  Penick  Home  newsletter,  there  was  an  il- 
lustration of  "The  Difference  Between  Heaven  and  Hell."  In  Heaven,  the 
article  stated,  the  police  are  British,  the  chefs  are  French,  the  lovers  are 
Italians,  the  mechanics  are  German,  and  it's  all  organized  by  the  Swiss.  In 
Hell,  the  chefs  are  British,  the  mechanics  are  French,  the  lovers  are 
Swiss,  the  police  are  German,  and  it's  all  organized  by  the  Italians! 

Our  Council,  in  a  special  meeting,  had  to  reduce  the  1989  Proposed 
Budget,  due  to  a  number  of  churches  which  did  not  accept  their  full  Pro- 
gram Fund  Quota.  Acting  with  the  advice  of  its  several  departments 
which  had  held  budget  hearings,  the  council  regretfully  made  some  addi- 
tional cuts.  Over  the  past  few  years,  members  of  the  staff  and  I  have  held 
meetings  with  a  number  of  vestries  to  talk  about  quotas.  Some  of  those 
have  improved  dramatically  and  I  am  grateful  to  those  who  are  making 
an  effort  to  reach  their  quota.  Members  of  the  Council  will  be  making 
similar  calls  this  year.  As  always,  we  are  faced  with  a  Convention  which 
calls  for  new  programs,  adopts  budgets  and  campaigns  such  as  the  ACTS 
Campaign  and  still  have  congregations  which  fail  to  meet  their  share  in 
the  work.  Delegates  from  these  places  need  to  pay  attention  to  this  and 
members  of  the  Council  will  be  joining  me  in  making  calls  on  those  who 
have  not  done  their  part.  You  who  are  delegates  to  this  Convention  need 
to  return  to  your  congregations  and  interpret  and  support  the  work  of  the 
diocese  and  involve  the  members  of  your  congregations  in  that  work. 

The  massive  study  we  did  several  years  ago  which  resulted  in  a 
number  of  changes  in  our  structure  and  organization  helped  us  define 
among  other  things,  what  it  takes  to  be  a  parish  and  a  mission.  With  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  I  am,  after  this  Conven- 
tion, notifying  several  congregations  that  they  will  be  returned  to  mission 
status  under  our  canonical  provisions.  I  believe  this  will  be  a  positive  step 
for  those  congregations  and  that  their  continued  service  and  mission  will 
be  enhanced.  Under  the  same  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, I  am  advising  St.  Luke's,  Northhampton  County,  St.  Philip's,  Ger- 
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manton,  St.  James,  Kittrell  and  St.  George's,  Woodleaf,  that  our  Historic 
Churches  Commission  will  be  designating  them  under  that  category. 
Again,  I  believe  this  will  clarify  and  strengthen  their  ongoing  life.  I  feel 
sure  that  the  neighboring  congregations  will  continue  to  join  them  in  im- 
aginative use  and  mutual  ministry.  St.  John's,  Williamsboro,  our  most 
historic  church,  is  a  fine  example  of  what  these  churches  can  mean  in 
their  communities  and  in  the  diocese.  I  rejoice  with  you  and  with  the 
members  of  St.  Margaret's,  Charlotte,  as  they  have  received  parish  status 
at  this  Convention.  Few  missions  in  the  history  of  North  Carolina  have 
experienced  more  rapid  growth  or  have  developed  in  a  shorter  time  a 
more  dynamic  and  lively  congregation.  I  congratulate  their  Rector-elect, 
the  Rev.  Tony  Ferguson,  and  the  members  of  their  parish  family. 

The  ACTS  Campaign  and  the  hard  work  of  the  Mission  and  Outreach 
Department  of  the  Council,  under  the  leadership  of  Anne  Tomlinson,  of 
Christ  Church,  Charlotte,  will  enable  us  in  the  near  future,  to  realize 
several  new  mission  efforts  in  the  targeted  areas  of  our  diocese.  As  I  have 
said  from  the  beginning  of  my  episcopate,  this  is  very  high  in  my 
priorites  and  as  witnessed  in  the  ACTS  Campaign,  it  is  high  in  diocesan 
priorities,  too. 

While  regretfully,  we  have  cut  back  on  our  ministry  with  the  deaf 
because  of  budget  limitations,  we  still  have  a  task  force  headed  by  the 
Rev.  Diane  Corlett  of  Christ  Church,  Cleveland,  and  at  least  two  con- 
gregations have  dynamic  programs  in  operation  and  another  is  starting.  I 
have  met  periodically  with  that  task  force  and  will  continue  to  do  so. 
Ideally,  we  would  like  to  have  at  least  three  priests  working  across  the 
diocese,  and  that,  financially,  is  well  beyond  our  means  even  if  such 
priests  were  obtainable.  Fortunately,  our  endowment  for  work  among 
the  deaf  continues  to  produce  $6,000  a  year,  and  this  makes  possible  the 
task  force  which  can  continue  to  coordinate  pastoral  needs  in  the  deaf 
community  and  provide  interpreters  for  those  congregations.  Our  deter- 
mination to  place  the  responsibility  for  ministry  with  the  deaf  on  the  con- 
gregational level  is  taking  shape  in  exciting  ways  at  Nativity,  Raleigh,  and 
All  Saints,  Concord,  and  is  continuing  in  one  of  our  largest  programs  at 
St.  Paul's,  Winston-Salem. 

In  the  past  year  several  of  our  long-range  plans  have  begun  to 
mature.  St.  John's  House  of  the  Society  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  has 
completely  renovated  its  facility  and  has  extended  its  ministry  as  a 
Center  for  Spiritual  Direction  to  Charlotte  under  the  leadership  of  the 
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Rev.  Ken  Henry,  Rector  of  Holy  Comforter,  and  the  Rev.  Ginny  Herring 
of  St.  Luke's,  Salisbury.  So,  too,  we  are  gradually  increasing  the  number 
of  women  in  the  ordained  ministry  and  now  count  approximately  20  per- 
cent of  our  active  clergy  as  women.  A  growing  number  are  becoming 
Rectors  of  parishes  and  our  Women's  Issues  Commission  has  im- 
plemented a  great  many  appointments  and  offices  in  the  diocese  for 
women.  Of  course,  the  Lex  Mathews  Scholarship  awaits  its  full  funding 
from  the  ACTS  Campaign,  but  has  already  assisted  two  women  with  par- 
tial scholarships. 

We  ordained  our  second  class  of  Deacons  this  past  Fall  and  June  17, 
1989,  has  been  set  for  this  year's  ordination.  Deacons  are  serving  in 
prison  ministries,  with  the  elderly,  among  the  dispossessed  from  Ap- 
palachia  who  come  to  our  diocese,  with  student  counseling,  urban  work 
and  many  other  outreach  ministries. 

Our  Christian  Social  Ministries  Commission  is  organized  and  actively 
engaged  in  hundreds  of  ways  both  here  and  abroad.  You  will  hear  from 
that  Commission  in  this  convention  and  we  should  be  very  proud  of  its 
work.  As  the  Rev.  James  Lewis  begins  his  third  year  as  CSM  Director,  I 
want  to  assure  him  of  my  support  and  my  gratitude  and  affection.  No  one 
knows  better  than  I,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  of  the  difficulty  one  has  in 
reaching  any  kind  of  consensus  on  many  of  the  issues  we  face.  There  will 
be  times  of  disagreement  and  differences  of  opinion.  But  Jim,  in  his 
tireless  way,  calls  all  of  us  beyond  mere  "talk"  to  action.  Never  before 
has  this  diocese  been  as  involved  on  as  many  different  fronts.  Never 
before  have  as  many  creative  and  energetic  people  been  turned  loose  in 
the  face  of  incredible  needs  ranging  from  women's  issues  and  farm- 
worker's rights  and  needs,  to  concern  for  and  involvement  in  Central 
America,  the  Middle  East  and  South  Africa. 

It  would  be  very  sad  indeed,  looking  back  on  this  time  in  the  life  of 
our  diocese,  if  those  who  came  after  us  saw  no  involvement  with  the 
issues  of  the  times.  Indeed,  to  be  faithful  stewards  of  the  time  and  talent 
and  treasure  God  has  given  us  demands  our  involvement. 

As  Chair  Alfred  Purrington  III  will  tell  in  more  detail,  we  still  have 
work  to  do  on  the  ACTS  Campaign.  Two  of  our  largest  congregations  had 
to  postpone  the  campaign  because  of  local  conflicts  and  are  only  now  get- 
ting under  way.  If  they  can  reach  their  targeted  goals  and  if  the  other 
pledges  are  paid  we  should  be  at  the  $5  million  mark.  That  leaves  us  over 
$1.5  million  short  if  we  are  to  realize  the  full  ministry  made  possible  by 
$6.6  million. 
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I  am  convinced  that  we  can  accomplish  our  goal,  but  we  will  need 
renewed  help  from  every  congregation  in  the  diocese.  I  have  asked  the 
clergy  at  our  Annual  Conference  and  I  am  asking  each  delegate  here,  to 
do  several  things  to  help  achieve  our  goal.  Ask  those  who  have  pledged,  if 
possible,  to  pay  their  pledge  now  or  as  soon  as  they  can.  This  will  give  us 
the  cash  flow  to  complete  the  $2.9  million  for  the  Conference  Center  and 
will  keep  us  from  having  to  borrow.  That  work  is  going  along  at  a  rapid 
pace  thanks  to  Emmett  Sebrell,  and  McDevitt  &  Street,  our  Charlotte 
contractors,  and  Kent  Cooper,  our  architect.  We  owe  an  enormous  debt 
of  thanks  to  Bob  Darst,  of  Holy  Trinity,  Greensboro,  chair  of  the  Building 
Committee,  to  its  members,  Larry  Tomlinson,  Rose  Flannagan,  The  Rev. 
Fred  Warnecke  and  the  Rev.  Vic  Mansfield  and  Letty  Magdanz.  So,  too, 
Dick  Hord  and  our  Conference  Center  staff  have  been  "on  the  site"  and 
invaluable  assistants  in  the  process.  It  will  be  a  facility  that  we  can  all 
"own"  and  of  which  we  can  be  proud. 

Another  task  for  all  of  us  is  to  enlist  those  who  have  not  contributed 
to  the  ACTS  Campaign.  There  are  those  who  could  not  give  at  the  par- 
ticular time,  who  may  be  able  to  give  now.  And,  of  course,  there  are 
newcomers  who  will  want  to  share  in  the  campaign.  Again,  I  am  very 
grateful  to  Letty  Magdanz,  our  Treasurer  and  Business  Administrator, 
and  her  staff  who  have  taken  over  the  bookkeeping  and  administration  of 
the  ACTS  Campaign.  Her  office  can  supply  you  with  pledge  cards  and 
promotional  material. 

The  Conference  Center  is  something  we  can  see  and  use.  Equally  im- 
portant are  the  other  parts  of  the  ACTS  plan.  New  congregations,  parish 
grants,  outreach  ministries  and  scholarships  all  wait  the  successful  com- 
pletion of  the  campaign.  Please  share  this  concern  with  me  and  do  your 
part  to  bring  our  dreams  to  fruition.  We  can  do  it,  and  I  believe  we  will. 

In  an  annual  address,  I  feel  I  should  elaborate  a  bit  on  what  comes 
out  in  the  Diocesan  Journal  as  my  Official  Acts.  When  one  is  ordained 
and  consecrated  a  Bishop,  it  is  made  clear  that  one  of  the  tasks  of  a 
Bishop  is  to  "take  part  in  the  counsels  of  the  church."  I  take  that,  as  I  do 
all  my  vows,  very  seriously.  Over  the  nine  years  I  have  been  a  Bishop  I 
have  served  beyond  the  diocese  in  several  ways.  At  present  I  am  on  the 
first  of  a  six-year  appointment  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  to  the  National 
Church's  Board  for  Theological  Education.  We  meet  four  times  a  year 
usually  at  one  of  our  seminaries. 

I  also  serve  on  the  General  Convention's  Joint  Commission  on 
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Health,  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Select  Committee  of  Bishops  and  Deans 
and  am  Vice  President  of  Province  IV.  I  am  on  the  National  Advisory 
Board  for  Deaf  Work,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Urban  Bishop's 
Coalition  and  the  Board  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  In  North 
Carolina,  I  serve  as  First  Vice  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  and  on  their  Executive  Committee. 

Since  the  Lambeth  Conference  took  place  this  past  summer,  there 
are  several  things  I  feel  are  of  importance  for  our  consideration  at  this 
Convention  and  beyond  it,  in  the  diocese.  So,  this  address  may  be  a  bit 
longer  than  in  a  "normal  year." 

Still,  all  of  us,  especially  preachers,  should  remember  what  the  little 
boy  wrote  in  his  essay  on  Socrates: 

"Socrates  was  the  wisest  of  the  ancient  Greeks.  He  knew  everything 
about  everybody,  and  he  told  everything  he  knew,  and  they  poisoned 
him." 

It  is  sage  advice  to  hold  back  in  telling  everything  we  know,  but  I  am 
trusting  you  to  trust  me  and  to  bear  with  me  a  little  longer.  So  far,  I  can- 
not see  any  cups  of  hemlock  nearby! 

At  Lambeth,  the  bishops  agreed  that  "The  mission  of  the  Church  is 
twofold— to  seek  the  renewal  of  society  by  the  spiritual  renewal  of  the  in- 
dividual, and  to  seek  the  renewal  of  the  individual  by  the  spiritual 
renewal  of  socfety.  Words  of  Christ's  Gospel,  such  as  repentance, 
forgiveness,  love  and  hope,  will  thus  have  implications  both  for  in- 
dividual and  social  renewal." 

So,  too,  we  are  called  by  Lambeth  to  share  our  resources— 
"Desperate  poverty  in  the  face  of  affluence  is  an  offense  against  God." 
With  this  in  mind,  I  am  calling  on  this  diocese  to  join  with  the  Presiding 
Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief  and  to  use  Lent  this  year  to  fast  and  pray 
and  give.  I  am  asking  our  congregations  to  fast  in  solidarity  with  our 
brothers  and  sisters  who  are  farmworkers. 

I  am  asking  for  prayers,  and  in  this  Year  of  Prayer,  prior  to  the 
Decade  of  Evangelism,  I  am  asking  you  to  add  special  prayers  for  the 
poor  of  this  country  and  of  the  world.  I  am  asking  you  to  give  over  and 
above  your  tithe  through  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief. 
He  has  called  upon  us  to  give  with  the  special  intention  of  assisting  in  the 
appalling  need  in  Nicaragua— both  as  a  result  of  the  devastating  hurri- 
cane and  the  poverty  and  suffering  brought  on  by  civil  war  and  by  our 
country's  economic  boycott. 
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While  I  believe  we  can  do  a  great  deal  of  good  for  the  poor  and 
dispossessed  by  this  Lenten  observence,  I  will  have  to  say  that  the  sym- 
bolic witness  of  a  disciplined  life  style  (even  for  the  40  days  of  Lent)  will 
do  a  great  deal  for  us  as  well.  The  spiritual  testimony  of  this  can  be 
powerful,  and  I  challenge  each  of  you  to  make  this  a  Lenten  discipline. 

Again,  as  the  report  from  Lambeth  puts  it:  "Poverty  in  my  life  is  my 
material  problem.  Poverty  in  the  lives  of  800  million  human  beings  is  my 
moral  and  spiritual  problem.  Affluence  should  not  be  allowed  to  stifle 
our  conscience  or  sap  our  wills  in  the  work  for  the  eradication  of 
poverty." 

On  another  important  note,  the  Lambeth  Conference  strongly  affirm- 
ed marriage.  It  is  sacred,  instituted  of  God  and  blessed  by  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  The  bishops  also  stated  that  no  human  institution  is  more  impor- 
tant than  the  family.  Our  diocese  will  sponsor  a  Conference  on  Marriage, 
March  4,  1989,  at  Holy  Trinity,  Greensboro,  and  I  hope  many  of  you  will 
be  there.  I  will  be  the  keynoter  and  there  will  be  workshops  and  discus- 
sion groups  throughout  the  day.  The  alarming  rate  of  breakup  in  families 
among  clergy  and  laity  should  be  a  matter  of  grave  concern. 

Another  world  issue  and  concern  is  the  AIDS  crisis,  and  Lambeth 
made  the  obvious  point  that  Christians  have  no  option  but  to  be  in  the 
forefront  of  those  committed  to  care  and  education.  This  Convention 
several  years  ago  instructed  me  to  form  an  AIDS  Commission,  and  we 
have  had  since  then  two  excellent  conferences,  have  sponsored  AIDS  ed- 
ucation and  understanding  and  have  participated  in  efforts  to  minister  to 
people  with  AIDS.  We  have  tried  to  see  that  AIDS  is  discussed  every- 
where, as  well  as  in  special  meetings.  AIDS  is  a  preventable  disease  and 
much  of  the  prevention  lies  in  education  and  consequent  behavioral 
change.  It  is  estimated  that  50  percent  of  the  deaths  from  AIDS  are  drug- 
related,  and  it  is  vital  that  people  understand  how  it  is  spread  and  how  it 
is  not  spread.  I  am  grateful  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Parsley  of  Christ  Church, 
Charlotte,  who  chairs  this  Commission  and  to  the  members  of  this  Com- 
mission. I  hope  every  congregation  in  our  diocese  will  engage  in  pro- 
grams of  education,  pastoral  care  for  those  living  with  AIDS,  and  oppose 
any  forms  of  discrimination  for  those  people  with  AIDS. 

Finally,  the  Lambeth  Conference  affirmed  throughout  its  three 
weeks  and  in  every  publication  since  then,  the  ministry  to  and  with 
young  people.  Happily,  that  fits  well  into  our  own  diocesan  priorities. 
Never  since  I  have  been  bishop  have  more  young  people  been  involved 
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in  programs  and  have  more  things  been  offered  to  our  youth.  Much  of 
the  credit  goes  to  Frances  Payne,  our  Youth  Coordinator,  and  the  Council 
gave  her  a  vote  of  confidence,  as  well  as  a  well-earned  bonus,  in  the 
budget  allocation.  So  too,  our  Youth  Commission  is  extremely  active  and 
their  concerns,  ideas  and  needs  have  been  represented  on  the  Conference 
Center  Building  Committee  by  the  Rev.  Vic  Mansfield.  Nothing  is  of  a 
higher  priority  than  our  young  people  and  I  am  very  pleased  with  the 
progress  in  this  area. 

This  Convention  will  be  faced  with  a  large  number  of  reports,  resolu- 
tions and  decisions.  Some  of  these  will  flow  from  similar  resolutions  that 
came  out  of  the  recent  General  Convention. 

One  of  these  is  the  Resolution  on  Human  Sexuality.  It  calls  us,  as  did 
General  Convention  to  encourage  dialogue  within  the  church  on  matters 
pertaining  to  homosexuality,  and  our  Pastoral  Concerns  Committee  on 
Homosexuality  stands  ready  to  assist  us  in  starting  that  dialogue.  I  hope 
every  congregation  will  take  part  in  that.  I  am  as  a  Bishop  of  the  Church, 
obedient  to  the  General  Convention's  action  in  1989,  which  prohibits  the 
ordination  of  a  practicing  homosexual  or  of  a  heterosexual  who  is  sexual- 
ly promiscuous.  I  am  also,  in  encouraging  dialogue,  aware  that  there  are 
those  who  may  wish  to  hear  from  many  sides  of  the  issue.  Integrity,  the 
Episcopal  organization  for  gays  and  lesbians,  now  with  two  chapters  in 
our  diocese,  is  ready  to  make  members  available  for  dialogue.  Regenera- 
tion, a  group  offering  assistance  in  changing  one's  sexual  orientation,  is 
also  available  as  are  members  of  our  Commission. 

Several  resolutions  have  to  do  with  concern  for  our  environment— 
certainly  a  major  concern  with  life-threatening  consequences.  And  while 
we  have  had  to  cut  our  Land  Stewardship  Commission  from  the  budget,  I 
am  assureed  that  this  will  be  the  first  order  of  business  at  the  CSM 
meeting  following  convention  and  that  those  concerns  will  not  be  lost.  I 
am  grateful  to  Scott  Evans  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Durham,  for  her  past 
leadership  of  the  Land  Stewardship  Commission.  She  will  continue  to 
serve  on  the  CSM  Commission  as  a  member-at-large  and  I  am  sure  will 
have  a  great  deal  to  bring  out  of  her  experience. 

So,  here  we  are  again  at  another  convention  of  our  Diocese.  God  has, 
as  the  Prayer  Book  puts  it,  called  us  in  this  diocese  to  "a  goodly 
fellowship  of  faith." 

John  Snow,  in  his  recent  book,  has  said  that  "we  are  living  in  a  kind 
of  meantime.  It  is  an  interim  period,  like  that  of  Moses  and  the  children 
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of  Israel  in  the  wilderness,  a  bit  nostalgic  for  Egypt  and  its  familiar  cap- 
tivity, frightened  by  the  unfamiliarity  and  the  unpredictability  and 
danger  of  the  wilderness,  and  with  an  increasingly  dim  view  of  the  pro- 
mised land  as  time  goes  by  and  it  doesn't  appear  on  the  horizon."  Perhaps 
this  is  overstated,  for  it  is,  I  believe,  for  us  a  time  to  show  forth  the  power 
of  God's  love  to  all  among  whom  we  live.  It  is  a  time  to  remind  all  who 
will  listen,  that  this  is  God's  world  and  that  He  is  in  it,  and  that  in  the 
mystery  of  the  Word  made  flesh,  He  has  caused  a  new  light  to  shine  in 
our  hearts  to  give  the  knowledge  of  His  glory  in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

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Address  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop 

to  the  173rd  Convention 
of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

This  summer  at  the  Lambeth  Conference,  the  entire  proceedings  were 
translated  into  Japanese,  Swahili,  French,  Spanish  and  English.  In  addi- 
tion to  that,  there  was  a  person  doing  sign  language  interpretation  for  the 
hearing-impaired.  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  in  one  of  his  major  ad- 
dresses to  the  conference,  noting  the  presence  of  all  of  these  interpreters, 
told  us  that  on  one  occasion  there  was  a  bishop  who  was  scheduled  to 
give  a  one-hour  lecture.  There  was  an  interpreter  who  was  going  to  inter- 
pret for  the  hearing-impaired.  However,  rather  than  doing  simultaneous 
translation,  the  format  was  that  the  bishop  would  do  his  one-hour  lecture 
in  four  segments,  and  then  after  each  fifteen-minute  segment,  the  inter- 
preter would  stand  up  and  communicate  to  the  interpreter's  audience 
what  the  bishop  had  said  during  the  past  fifteen  minutes.  The  bishop 
spoke  for  the  first  fifteen  minutes,  sat  down,  and  then  to  his  surprise,  the 
translator  was  on  his  feet  for  a  very  brief  period  of  time.  After  the  next 
fifteen-minute  segment  of  the  lecture,  the  same  thing  occurred.  After  the 
third  fifteen-minute  segment,  again  the  translator  was  on  his  feet  for  only 
a  minute  or  two.  The  bishop  decided  that  the  translator,  at  the  end  of  the 
entire  hour,  was  going  to  make  a  rather  long  summary,  and  was  astonish- 
ed when  the  translator  stood  up  and  spoke  through  the  sign  language  for 
only  a  moment. 

After  the  lecture  was  over,  the  bishop  asked  someone  what  the 
translator  had  said.  He  was  told  that  after  the  first  fifteen-minute  seg- 
ment, the  translator  said,  "He  hasn't  said  anything  yet."  After  the  second 
fifteen-minute  segment,  the  translator  communicated,  "He  still  hasn't 
said  anything."  At  the  conclusion  of  forty- five  minutes,  the  translator 
stood  up  and  said,  "I  don't  think  he's  going  to  say  anything."  And  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  hour's  lecture,  the  translator  stood  up  and  said,  "I  told 
you  so." 

I  am  pleased  to  note  that  we  are  experiencing  simultaneous  transla- 
tion during  this  convention,  and  I  assure  you  that  although  I  may  not  say 
anything,  I  won't  take  an  hour  not  to  say  it. 

I  am  struck  by  the  fact  of  being  in  Convention  here  in  Greensboro  at 
the  Holiday  Inn  Four  Seasons.  It  was  in  this  place,  four  years  ago,  that 
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you  conferred  upon  me  the  great  privilege  of  joining  Bishop  Estill  in  do- 
ing episcopal  ministry  in  your  midst.  I  cannot  tell  you  how  rich  and 
rewarding  the  past  four  years  have  been,  nor  can  I  adequately  tell  you 
what  a  privilege  it  is  to  work  with  our  bishop.  He  is  a  joy  to  be  with,  in 
every  conceivable  way,  and  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  him  for  the  oppor- 
tunities which  he  continues  to  give  to  me  as  the  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
North  Carolina.  I  would  also  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  say  how  much  the  staff 
at  the  Diocesan  House  continues  to  enrich  my  life,  and  to  make  my  work 
so  much  easier  and  more  joyful.  The  kind  of  work  that  our  entire  staff 
does,  in  the  name  of  God  and  on  behalf  of  all  of  you,  is  something  for 
which  I  trust  you  are  as  deeply  appreciative  as  I  am.  In  addition  to  all  of 
this,  the  depth  of  the  love  and  warmth  with  which  you  receive  Ann  and 
me  and  Bob  and  Joyce  as  we  travel  about  the  diocese  is  a  constant 
testimony  to  the  richness  of  the  community  which  we  are  so  privileged  to 
experience  in  this  part  of  God's  vineyard. 

I  would  like  to  say  a  brief  word  to  you  about  some  of  the  specific 
areas  in  which  I  have  responsibility.  I  have  pastoral  responsibility  for 
working,  very  informally,  with  our  eight  full-time  college  chaplains.  We 
are  blessed  in  this  diocese  with  a  quality  of  ministry  on  that  significant 
missionary  frontier,  which  I  believe  must  be  unparalleled  anywhere.  I 
am  looking  forward  to  keynoting  the  annual  retreat  for  our  college 
students  which  will  be  held  on  Feb.  24-25.  Let  me  share  with  you  what  is 
only  a  very  small  tip  of  an  enormous  iceberg.  The  mother  of  one  of  our 
college  students  in  this  diocese  came  to  me,  with  tears  in  her  eyes,  to 
testify  to  the  critically  important  ministry  which  one  of  our  chaplains  had 
with  her  son  during  a  very  traumatic  time  in  his  life.  She  said  that  she  tru- 
ly did  not  know  what  her  son  would  have  done  without  the  ministry  that 
was  so  available  and  so  freely  offered— and  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  that 
story  can  be  retold  a  thousand  times  on  the  various  campuses  which 
these  eight  people  serve. 

Mrs.  Laura  Hooper,  the  Reverend  Robert  Dannals  and  I  serve  as  the 
layperson,  priest  and  bishop  who  are  members  of  the  board  of  Ap- 
palachian People's  Service  Organization.  I  especially  want  to  commend 
the  work  of  Bob  and  Laura,  who  not  only  serve  on  the  board  of  APSO, 
but  also  serve  on  the  board  of  CORA  (Council  on  Religion  in  Appalchia). 
An  exciting  development  in  that  area  of  ministry  is  the  fact  that  one  of 
our  vocational  deacons,  the  Rev.  Patricia  Shoemaker,  will  be  working 
under  my  supervision  to  develop  a  vocational  and  servant  ministry  with 
Appalachian  concerns  and  problems  as  its  focus.  I  will  have  more  to  say 
later  about  the  vocational  diaconate. 
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As  you  know,  I  spend  a  fair  amount  of  my  time  working  with  our 
Companion  Diocese  Commission  and  our  companion  diocese.  Next 
week,  Ann  and  I  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Jim  Alexander,  will  represent  all  of 
you  at  the  consecration  of  the  newly-elected  Bishop  of  Belize.  Brother 
Desmond  Smith,  a  Belizian  by  birth  and  a  member  of  the  Franciscan 
order,  will  be  consecrated  as  the  Bishop  of  Belize  on  next  Thursday,  Feb. 
2.  I  will  be  there  to  participate  in  his  consecration,  and  along  with  Mar- 
tha, Jim  and  Ann  to  represent  you  on  that  happy  and  joyous  occasion  in 
the  life  of  our  sister  church  in  Belize.  I  might  mention  parenthetically  that 
I  will  be  participating  in  two  consecrations  within  a  period  of  nine  days, 
as  Bishop  Estill  and  I  will  be  going  to  Boston  on  Feb.  11  to  participate  in 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Barbara  Harris  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
Massachusetts. 

I  continue  to  be  fed  and  enriched  by  my  ongoing  relationships  with 
the  several  men  and  women  who  are  in  the  process  of  discerning  God's 
will  for  them  as  they  explore  the  possibility  of  ordained  ministry.  I  work 
closely,  and  stay  in  touch,  with  all  those  persons  who  are  in  the  intern 
process,  who  are  studying  for  the  vocational  diaconate  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Earl  Brill,  and  those  who  are  in  seminary  pursuing  or- 
dination to  the  priesthood. 

Finally,  let  me  say  a  brief  word  about  those  areas  of  ministry  beyond 
the  boundaries  of  our  diocese  where  I  have  involvement.  In  addition  to 
being  on  the  board  of  APSO,  I  also  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  at 
Sewanee  (and  was  privileged  last  October  to  be  chosen  by  Dr.  Sam 
Williamson  as  the  Presenting  Bishop  when  he  was  installed  as  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  President  of  the  University  of  the  South).  I  serve,  by  ap- 
pointment of  Bishop  Browning,  as  the  Bishop-at-Large  with  the  national 
Commission  on  Social  and  Specialized  Ministries.  And  I  am  once  again 
appointed  as  one  of  three  bishops  who  are  on  the  General  Convention's 
Joint  Committee  on  Nominations. 

Included  in  my  reading  during  the  last  several  months  has  been  John 
Booty's  book,  The  Episcopal  Church  in  Crisis.  Dr.  Booty,  a  former  pro- 
fessor of  mine  at  Virginia  Seminary,  has  also  taught  at  the  Episcopal 
Divinity  School  in  Cambridge,  been  dean  of  St.  Luke's  School  of 
Theology  at  Sewanne,  and  is  presently  on  the  faculty  at  St.  Luke's.  He  is 
one  of  our  most  imminent  church  historians  and  has  written  a  very 
significant  account  and  historical  analysis  of  the  last  forty  years  in  the 
Episcopal  Church.  As  I  read  this,  I  had  a  great  sense  of  deja  vu,  because  it 
really  is  my  history  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  I  recollected,  as  I  read  and 
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thought  and  prayed  about  this  book,  that  the  Chinese  character  for 
"crisis"  is  in  actuality  a  combination  of  two  Chinese  characters,  one 
meaning  "danger"  and  the  other  meaning  "opportunity." 

Also,  as  I  read  this  history  and  recollected  the  various  crises  through 
which  we  have  passed  and  are  passing,  some  favorite  lines  of  T.S.  Eliot's 
"Little  Gidding"  from  Four  Quartets  kept  coming  to  my  mind: 

What  we  call  the  beginning  is  often  the  end; 

And  to  make  an  end  is  to  make  a  beginning. 

The  end  is  where  we  start  from. 

With  the  drawing  of  this  love,  and  the  voice 

Of  this  calling,  we  shall  not  cease  from  exploration. 

And  the  end  of  all  our  exploring,  will  be  to  arrive 

Where  we  started  and  know  the  place  for  the  first  time. 
The  Book  of  Ecclesiastes  declares  that  there  is  "nothing  new  under 
the  sun."  In  some  ways,  I  agree  with  that  very  much.  History  does  tend 
to  repeat  itself,  and  our  experiences  of  the  people  of  God  seem  to  have 
cyclical  overtones.  However,  if  we  deal  with  our  history  in  terms  of  seek- 
ing new  revelation  from  a  God  who  is  living  and  not  dead,  then  occa- 
sionally there  is  something  new  under  the  sun.  A  new  life,  a  new  insight, 
a  new  breath  of  revelation  from  the  spirit  of  God.  Sometimes  we  "arrive 
where  we  started  and  know  the  place  for  the  first  time." 

One  of  the  ecumenical  jokes  which  I  heard  at  last  fall's  LARC  con- 
ference was  this.  In  response  to  the  question,  "Where  do  various  groups 
of  Christians  derive  their  authority?",  the  person  questioned  said,  "Ro- 
man Catholics  derive  their  authority  from  the  pope,  Protestants  from  the 
Bible,  and  Episcopalians  from  the  former  rector.  Well,  I  trust  we  Episco- 
palians still  derive  our  authority  from  that  place  which  we  have  always 
said  is  the  basis  of  our  authority,  namely,  the  Holy  Scriptures.  Every 
deacon,  priest  or  bishop  ordained  in  our  church  makes  the  following 
declaration:  "I  solemnly  declare  that  I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  be  the  word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all 
things  necessary  to  salvation." 

As  I  thought  about  Dr.  Booty's  book,  as  I  thought  about  the  life  of  our 
church  in  these  days,  and  as  I  thought  about  this  particular  Convention 
address,  I  was  particularly  struck  by  the  Epistle  which  was  appointed  for 
last  Sunday.  You  will  remember  that  it  was  a  portion  of  the  12th  chapter 
of  Paul's  letter  to  a  torn  and  divided  congregation  in  Corinth— a  congrega- 
tion that  found  itself  in  the  midst  of  a  significant  "crisis."  I  find  the  most 
pertinent  verse  in  that  rich  portion  of  Chapter  12  to  be,  "Now  you  are  the 
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body  of  Christ  and  individually  members  of  it." 

I  would  like  to  make  two  observations  about  what  I  sense  Paul  to  be 
talking  about  in  that  12th  chapter  of  Corinthians  (and  in  many  other 
places  in  his  epistles)  and  particularly  in  terms  of  how  I  think  this  biblical 
picture  of  us  as  a  body  has  very  pertinent  ramifications  for  us  as  the 
church  in  1989. 

The  first  observation  has  to  do  with  the  fact  that  Paul  made  it  very 
clear  that  diversity  would  be  one  of  the  hallmarks  of  the  body  of  Christ. 
Paul  rejoiced  in  that  diversity— and  so  do  I.  Apparently,  some  of  the  peo- 
ple in  Corinth,  in  common  with  some  of  the  people  in  this  present  day, 
were  afraid  of  diversity— threatened  by  diversity— and  saw  diversity  to 
be  disunity.  That  simply  is  not  the  case.  As  Paul  said,  "If  the  whole  body 
were  an  eye,  where  would  be  the  hearing?"  The  eye  (on  the  other  hand) 
cannot  say  to  the  hand,  "I  have  no  need  of  you,"  nor  again  the  head  to  the 
feet,  "I  have  no  need  of  you."  We  need  each  other,  and  we  need  each 
other  in  our  diversity,  not  just  in  one  homogenous  and  homogenized  mix. 
As  Paul  said  much  more  pointedly  to  the  Galatians,  "For  as  many  of  you 
were  baptized  into  Christ  have  put  on  Christ.  There  is  neither  Jew  nor 
Greek,  there  is  neither  slave  nor  free,  there  is  neither  male  nor  female. 
For  you  are  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus."  Indeed  we  are.  We  are  diverse,  but 
we  are  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus.  The  richness  of  the  many  varieties  of  gifts, 
varieties  of  service,  varieties  of  workings,  varieties  of  vocations  which  we 
bring  to  this  body  does  not  diminish  it— indeed,  quite  the  contrary,  it 
enriches  it.  Nowhere  have  I  seen  this  more  vividly  and  visually 
demonstrated  than  at  the  Lambeth  Conference,  where  the  greatest  varie- 
ty possible  of  race,  language,  culture,  political  persuasions  and  color 
gathered.  The  only  element  missing  in  our  diversity  was  the  presence  of 
female  bishops— and  as  of  the  11th  of  February,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord 
1989,  that  will  be  one  more  piece  of  diversity  woven  into  the  fabric  of  the 
body  of  Christ.  I  invite  us  not  to  be  threatened  by  our  diversity— not  to  be 
afraid  of  it  or  to  deplore  it,  but  to  celebrate  it  and  give  thanks  to  God 
almighty  for  the  gift  of  a  diverse  people. 

The  second  observation  which  I  would  like  to  make  about  the  body 
of  Christ  has  to  do  with  what  I  feel  is  the  primary  mark  of  that  body,  and 
that  is  the  fact  that  we  are  first  and  foremost  a  servant  body.  The  eminent 
theologian  John  MacQuarrie  spoke  of  the  servant  nature  of  the  church  in 
his  Principles  of  Christian  Theology  (1966).  He  wrote  that  Christ  himself 
was  primarily  identified  with  the  "servant  of  the  Lord,  of  whom  we  read 
in  Isaiah,  and  the  church  as  continuing  the  work  of  Christ's  body  in  this 
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world,  also  has  the  role  of  a  servant."  In  fact,  MacQuarrie  goes  on,  "The 
image  of  servanthood  is  the  one  primary  image  which  identifies  the 
character  of  the  church."  We  might  well  say  (along  with  Hendrik 
Kraemer)  that  the  church  is  diakonia.  Some  are  called  to  be  apostles, 
some  to  be  prophets,  some  are  to  be  evangelists,  some  to  be  shepherds 
and  teachers— but  all  are  called  "for  the  equipment  of  the  saints  for  the 
work  of  diakonia,  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  body  of  Christ."  (Ephesians 
4:11,  12) 

In  First  Corinthians  12,  Paul's  innated  wisdom  recollects  the  fact  that 
in  this  body  of  Christ,  "if  one  member  suffers,  all  suffer  together."  That  is 
a  clear  physiological  truth  about  these  biological  bodies  of  ours.  I  think  it 
is  even  more  true,  spiritually  and  theologically,  that  if  one  portion  of  the 
body  of  Christ  hurts,  we  all  hurt  together. 

If  you  are  hurting,  I  hurt,  too.  If  the  body  of  Christ  is  hurting  in  South 
Africa,  or  Nicaragua,  or  Moscow,  or  China,  then  it  hurts  in  Raleigh  and 
Greensboro  and  Haw  River  and  Monroe. 

That  to  me  is  one  of  the  most  exciting  things  about  the  beautiful  sym- 
bol which  the  vocational  diaconate  brings  to  us.  We  now  have  eight  per- 
sons ordained  to  the  vocational  diaconate.  We  have  eight  persons  who 
are  presently  enrolled  in  the  diaconal  training  program  under  Dr.  Brill. 
And  we  have  four  persons  who  have  just  been  accepted  as  postulants  for 
Holy  Orders  and  will  begin  their  three-year  training  next  year.  Quite 
apart  from  whatever  servant  ministry  these  people  are  now  carrying  on, 
or  will  carry  on  in  the  world,  is  the  fact  that  the  vocational  diaconate  pro- 
claims sacramentally  and  theologically  that  we  are  a  servant  church.  One 
of  the  persons  who  has  been  engaged  in  the  diaconal  training  program 
gave  me  a  beautiful  picture  of  what  vocational  deacons  do.  They  are,  in 
the  body  of  Christ,  not  hands,  not  feet,  not  eyes,  not  ears,  but  nerves. 
They  are  nerves  that  reach  throughout  the  body,  and  out  into  the  world, 
and  tell  us  where  the  pain  is.  Now  we  don't  always  want  to  hear  either 
that  there  is  pain  or  where  it  is.  We  sometimes  see  prophets  and 
messengers  as  people  who  bring  us  bad  news,  when  in  fact  they  are 
lovers  of  the  first  order.  The  nerves  of  the  body  of  Christ  are  the 
messengers  who  tell  the  rest  of  the  body  where  the  pain  is  located,  and 
then  help  the  body  marshall  its  enormous  resources  to  combat  and  over- 
come the  pain.  That  is  what  a  servant  Christ  did— that  is  what  a  servant 
church  does. 

John  Booty  is  right.  The  Episcopal  Church  has  been  in  crisis;  the 
Episcopal  Church  continues  in  crisis.  But  crisis  doesn't  have  to  be  bad 
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news:  Crisis  can  simply  be  God's  revelation  to  us  of  the  cutting  edge  of  op- 
portunity to  minister  in  his  name.  To  minister  in  and  through  our  diver- 
sity; to  minister  in  and  through  our  assuming  the  servant  role  of  our  Lord. 

What  we  call  the  beginning  is  often  the  end; 

And  to  make  an  end  is  to  make  a  beginning. 

The  end  is  where  we  start  from. 

With  the  drawing  of  this  love,  and  the  voice 

Of  this  calling,  we  shall  not  cease  from  exploration. 

And  the  end  of  all  our  exploring,  will  be  to  arrive 

Where  we  started  and  know  the  place  for  the  first  time. 
Now  you  are  the  body  of  Christ  and  individually  members  of  it. 
In  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
AMEN.

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Reports  Presented  to 
the  173rd  Annual  Convention 

Report  of  the  Commission  on  Aging 

The  Commission  on  Aging,  composed  of  19  members  and  officially  under 
the  Mission  and  Outreach  Committee,  began  about  eight  years  ago  with 
the  Rev.  Philip  Brown  as  chairman.  We  have  as  our  stated  purpose  to 
plan,  develop  and  implement  a  network  of  churches  throughout  the 
diocese  to  find  out  what  the  issues  of  aging  are  in  order  to  enhance  the 
ministry  by,  with  and  for  older  adults  in  each  parish. 

To  accomplish  this,  we  have  been  charged  to  educate  ourselves  and 
help  to  identify  and  disseminate  resources,  share  effective  parish  models, 
provide  training,  sponsor  educational  seminars  for  older  adults  and 
parish  leaders  and  work  toward  becoming  advocates  on  behalf  of  the  ag- 
ing, enabling  others  to  join  us. 

In  1988  this  commission  focused  on  two  issues:  advocacy— legislation 
which  concerns  older  adults— and  alcohol  and  substance  abuse  among 
the  elderly.  Our  Network  Meeting  on  April  13,  held  at  the  Penick  Home 
in  Southern  Pines,  was  attended  by  48  representatives  of  parishes 
throughout  the  diocese.  Greg  Brewer,  legal  counsel  for  the  North 
Carolina  Division  of  Aging,  spoke  to  the  group  and  led  them  through  the 
process  of  effective  advocacy/lobbying  for  favorable  legislation  affecting 
the  older  population.  He  urged  church  members  to  get  involved  with  the 
legislative  process  and  learn  how  to  impact  the  decisions  being  made. 

On  Sept.  14,  the  Commission  on  Aging  co-sponsored  a  workshop  for 
parish  representatives  and  interested  parishioners  with  the  Commission 
on  Alcohol  and  Substance  Abuse.  This  workshop,  also  held  at  the  Penick 
Home,  was  light  in  attendance,  but  intense  in  interest.  Convener  was 
Debbie  Hodsson,  member  of  the  Commission  on  Alcohol  and  Substance 
Abuse,  and  speakers  were  the  Rev.  John  Shields,  chair  of  the  commis- 
sion; Dr.  Ted  Clark,  medical  director  of  Piedmont  Treatment  Center, 
Southern  Pines;  Franklin  Ingram,  director  of  Chaps,  Inc.;  and  Dr.  James 
S.  Alexander.  The  overriding  message  from  the  workshop  was  that  one 
vital  component  of  ministry  to  the  aging  is  one  of  education,  especially 
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for  care-givers  (families  and  professionals).  Each  person  at  the  workshop 
representing  a  parish  was  urged  to  work  to  find  ways  to  disseminate  all 
available  material  and  information  on  the  subject.  John  Shields  offered 
the  services  of  the  speakers'  bureau  of  the  Commission  on  Alcohol  and 
Substance  Abuse  to  any  parish  desiring  it.  He  also  announced  that  the 
commission  was  sponsoring  a  conference  for  children  of  alcoholic 
parents  at  the  Conference  Center  in  Browns  Summit  in  early  December. 

Another  issue  our  commission  has  been  dealing  with  this  year  is  ade- 
quate housing  for  medium  to  low  income  elderly  persons.  The  commis- 
sion went  on  record  in  a  letter  to  Bishop  Estill  emphasizing  the  urgent 
need  in  our  diocese  for  quality  total  life-care  facilities  that  would 
recognize  the  inability  for  many  of  our  parishioners  to  be  able  to  pay  for 
high-cost  facilities.  Several  approaches  are  being  considered  at  present, 
and  we  will  continue  to  monitor  any  future  plans. 

The  Commission  on  Aging  took  a  quantum  leap  in  October,  co- 
sponsoring  an  Interfaith  Symposium  for  Ministry  with  the  Aging  with 
nine  other  inter-faith  organizations.  Other  sponsoring  organizations  were 
the  Mars  Hill  College  Gerontology  Center  (and  also  the  planning  group), 
Hillhaven  Corporation,  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina, 
Department  of  Aging,  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  the 
Moravian  Church,  Catholic  Diocese  of  Charlotte,  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
East  Tennessee,  Episcopal  Ministry  to  the  Aging,  South  Carolina. 

As  co-sponsors,  we  gave  financial  support  as  well  as  providing  mail- 
ing lists  and  actively  recruiting  participation  in  our  diocese.  Eight 
members  of  our  commission  were  in  attendance  with  a  number  of  other 
people  from  around  the  diocese.  This  symposium,  held  Oct.  26-28  in 
Asheville,  was  attended  by  185  people  from  13  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia.  Being  a  part  of  this  excellent  event  proved  to  be  very  helpful 
in  terms  of  involvement  and  attendance.  We  came  home  with  a  much 
better  vision  of  our  mission  in  terms  of  issues  and  priorities.  One  priority, 
which  we  have  already  set  for  next  year,  will  be  to  actively  involve  more 
parishes  in  our  diocese  in  the  process  of  identifying  the  concerns  and 
needs  of  older  people  among  us.  So  enthusiastic  was  our  commission 
with  our  ecumenical  networking  at  the  symposium  that  we  plan  to  co- 
sponsor  next  year's  symposium!

The  Commission  on  Ministry  meets  at  least  six  times  during  the  calendar 
year  at  our  diocesan  Conference  Center  in  Browns  Summit,  for  an  over- 
night meeting,  or  at  our  Diocesan  House  in  Raleigh.  The  vast  majority  of 
our  meetings  are  at  the  Conference  Center.  It  is  the  mission  of  the  com- 
mission to  meet  with  all  persons  who  are  desirous  of  ordination  from 
aspirancy  to  ordination  to  the  diaconate.  At  each  stage  of  the  ordination 
process,  we  meet  with  them  and  then  make  our  recommendations  to  the 
bishop.  We  serve  as  a  council  of  advice  to  the  bishop  and  assist  him  in 
discerning  and  affirming  those  who  are  called  to  the  ordained  ministry  at 
all  phases  of  their  spiritual  and  intellectual  development. 

This  year  has  really  been  exciting  as  we  grappled  with  strengthening 
the  Aspirancy  Overnight  Conference.  We  scheduled  a  special  planning 
meeting  at  our  Conference  Center  to  discuss  it.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  we  rejected  the  temptation  to  hire  outside  consultants  but  used  the 
tremendous  expertise  that  was  readily  available  on  our  commission.  All 
of  the  members  of  the  commission  join  me  in  thanking  our  co-members: 
Janet  Watrous,  Collins  Dawson  and  Stephen  Elkins- Williams  in  planning 
a  fruitful  and  successful  workshop. 

We  have  recommended  some  changes  in  the  format  of  the  con- 
ference to  the  bishop.  We  also  recommended  that  the  term  "Intern  Year" 
be  eliminated  and  that  we  change  the  designation  to  "The  Aspirant's  Or- 
dination Discernment  Year."  It  was  agreed  unanimously  that  this  new  ti- 
tle is  appropriate  as  the  year  in  which  the  aspirant  is  assigned  to  a  specific 
church  is  indeed  a  year  of  discernment. 

We  have  also  recommended  to  the  bishop  that  supervisors  of  the 
aspirants  be  chosen  with  care.  We  recommended  that  they  receive  train- 
ing before  being  asked  to  serve.  It  is  important  that  all  supervisors  seek  to 
nurture  and  affirm  within  the  individual  the  kinds  of  strengths  and 
spirituality  that  an  ordained  person  must  possess  to  be  an  effective 
minister. 

Province  IV  sponsors  a  meeting  yearly  for  the  Commissions  on 
Ministry.  Our  diocese  sent  the  chairperson  and  a  lay  person.  We  discuss- 
ed the  new  Canon  III  on  ministry.  As  you  know,  the  entire  canon  on 
ministry  has  been  revised,  and  the  Commission  on  Ministries  are  now 
responsible  to  assist  the  bishop  in  all  ministries,  lay  and  ordained.  In  that 
context,  the  commission,  at  the  request  of  the  bishop,  met  with  represen- 
tatives for  the  lay  academy  centered  primarily  in  Greensboro. 
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I  certainly  want  to  thank  all  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  on 
Ministry  for  their  support.  Every  year,  four  members  rotate  from  the 
commission  at  our  Diocesan  Convention. 

It  is  a  very  joyful  experience  to  watch  how  quickly  the  new  ap- 
pointees become  assimilated  on  the  commission.  Truly  the  spirit  of  God 
is  at  work  amongst  us.

Report  of  the  Commission 
on  Historic  St.  John's,  Williamsboro 

The  Commission  on  Historic  St.  John's,  the  colonial  church  in  our 
diocese,  has  held  three  special  services  this  past  year.  The  most  impor- 
tant one  was  our  annual  service  on  the  second  Sunday  in  October. 
Michelle  Francis,  archivist  of  the  diocese,  was  our  speaker.  We  also 
hosted  an  Ascension  Eve  Eucharist  and  a  candlelight  Advent  carol  service 
on  the  Sunday  before  Christmas. 

On  summer  Sunday  afternoons  we  have  hosted  open  house  to  all 
visitors.  We  had  two  churches  bring  their  congregations  on  pilgrimages 
which  included  their  own  services. 

The  commission  has  overseen  use  of  the  property  and  building,  in- 
cluding repainting  the  exterior.  The  commission  thanks  the  Guild 
members  who  have  helped  us.  We  are  grateful  for  the  support  and  in- 
terest shown  by  so  many  of  the  diocese  in  our  mother  church.

Report  of  the  Small  Church  Commission 

Your  Small  Church  Commission  has  met  five  times  this  year.  Its 
members  have  given  additional  time  to  consulting  with  several  con- 
gregations. A  couple  of  these  were  with  small  parishes  which,  because  of 
size  and  budget  limitations,  wished  to  consider  renewing  their  mission 
status  until  stronger.  We  encourage  other  congregations,  with  such  pro- 
blems, to  consider  the  same. 
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Other  consultations  have  been  to  help  churches  or  clergy  as  they 
begin  to  share  new  ministry  together;  to  assist  new  congregations  in  their 
development. 

To  become  more  aware  personally  of  the  needs  and  problems  of 
small  churches  in  our  diocese,  we  held  two  meetings  in  small  churches: 
one  at  St.  Mary  Magdalene,  Troy,  and  the  other  at  Trinity  Church, 
Scotland  Neck.  At  the  first  we  concentrated  on  new  church  ministry;  at 
the  other  we  concentrated  on  rural  church  problems. 

The  commission  is  always  interested  in  encouraging  persons  to  con- 
sider small  church  ministry.  One  of  the  programs  we  initiated  was  an  in- 
tern training  program  for  Episcopal  students  at  Duke  Divinity  School. 
The  Appalachian  Peoples  Service  Organization  (APSO)  encouraged  us  in 
this  with  a  $500  matching  grant  from  the  commission.  Duke  Divinity 
School  aided  us  with  a  $1,000  grant  and  the  sponsoring  congregations  of 
Oxford  are  providing  the  other  $1,000.  Hugh  Fulcher,  a  senior 
Episcopalian  at  Duke  Divinity  School,  is  fulfilling  his  intern  year  with  the 
Episcopal  Churches  of  Oxford,  providing  special  emphasis  of  ministry  to 
St.  Cyprian's.  We  hope  other  churches  will  see  the  value  of  this  program. 
Since  the  cost  may  be  prohibitive  for  some  interested  small  churches,  we 
hope  a  larger  church  of  the  diocese  would  offer  to  help  underwrite  it  as  a 
ministry  to  small  churches  in  future  years. 

While  we  have  had  no  major  diocesan  conferences  for  small  chur- 
ches this  year,  we  assisted  five  congregations  to  send  teams  to  the 
Virginia-Carolinas  Small  Church  Conference  at  Trinity  Center.  We  hope 
to  do  the  same  next  year.  Also,  we  have  begun  arrangements  to  host 
three  regional  workshops  in  the  diocese  in  1989  on  small  church  ministry 
to  be  led  by  the  Rev.  Webster  L.  Simons,  Jr.,  retired  Archdeacon  of  Coali- 
tion 16  of  East  Carolina. 

The  commission  continues  to  carry  on  a  valuable  supportive  ministry 
to  our  small  churches.  We  are  the  largest  number  of  congregations  in  this 
diocese,  including  eight  new  mission  churches  begun  over  the  last  five 
years.  However,  of  equal  concern  to  us  are  the  many  older  congregations 
that  seek  to  maintain  strong,  viable  ministries  in  communities  with 
limited  population  growth.  From  many  of  these  go  young  persons  and 
families  to  the  larger  metropolitan  congregations.  We  are  proud  of  the 
roots  of  the  faith  they  take  with  them  and  of  our  part  in  this.

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Report  of  the  Clergy  Deployment  Commission 

In  1988  the  Clergy  Deployment  Commission  continued  to  assist  clergy  in 
registering  and  updating  with  the  Clergy  Deployment  Office  (CDO)  in 
New  York.  In  addition,  17  congregations  used  the  diocesan  deployment 
officer  to  make  known  their  clergy  vacancies  and  to  receive  names  of 
available  clergy. 

Diocesan  clergy  were  contacted  by  mail  or  in  person  and  urged  to 
update  with  the  CDO.  Many  clergy  took  advantage  of  this  invitation  and 
conferred  with  members  of  the  commission.  A  welcome  booklet  on 
clergy/congregation  evaluation,  titled  Mutual  Ministry  Review,  was  made 
available  to  all  parochial  clergy  of  the  diocese. 

The  excellent  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Consultant  Net- 
work continues  to  be  essential  in  the  diocesan  search  process.  Small  con- 
gregations should  note  that  a  special  manual  for  their  search  has  been 
developed  and  is  available  from  the  bishop's  office. 

The  commission  looks  forward  to  continuing  its  assistance  to  the 
diocese  in  1989.

Report  of  the  Cursillo 

Cursillo  is  a  movement  of  the  church  that  helps  Christians  learn  and 
live  what  is  fundamental  for  being  a  Christian.  The  Cursillo  movement  in 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  continued  to  grow  and  mature  during 
1988.  Weekend  training  events  were  held  in  March,  July  and  November, 
in  which  123  team  members  served  the  105  people  attending.  Hundreds 
of  small  support  groups  called  "Group  Reunions"  meet  on  a  weekly  basis 
to  encourage  Christians  to  be  Christ's  witnesses  in  their  various  en- 
vironments. Each  month,  eight  regional  support  groups  called  "Ultreyas" 
also  meet  to  encourage  Christians  to  persevere.  Both  kinds  of  groups 
welcome  other  Christians  to  join  them. 

In  October,  1988,  Melanie  Dent,  Judi  Davis,  Collins  Dawson  and 
Carolyn  Darst  attended  the  National  Episcopal  Cursillo  Seminar  in 
Waterbury,  Conn.  This  is  the  fourth  year  that  our  diocese  has  been 
represented  at  the  national  seminar. 
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The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Cursillo  is  governed  by  a  17-member 
body  called  the  secretariat.  The  members  are  appointed  by  the  bishop. 
The  secretariat  met  six  times  in  1988.  The  newly  appointed  chairman  is 
Melanie  Dent,  Christ  Church,  Charlotte.  Members  of  the  secretariat  are 
available  to  speak  to  parish  groups  about  Cursillo.  For  more  information, 
contact  Carolyn  Darst,  Executive  Secretary,  North  Carolina  Episcopal 
Cursillo,  P.O.  Box  10322,  Greensboro,  NC  27404.

Report  of  the 
Education  and  Training  Commission 

1988  was  the  year  of  change  for  the  Education  and  Training  Commission. 
After  17  years  of  active  and  productive  service,  the  Rev.  Harrison  Simons 
left  the  chairmanship  of  the  commission.  As  the  new  chair,  I  felt  we 
needed  to  define  and  acquaint  ourselves  with  goals  and  objectives, 
especially  since  we  had  many  new  members  to  the  commission.  Seven- 
teen members  now  make  up  the  commisson. 

This  group  continues  to  support  the  commission's  purpose:  to 
enhance  Christian  Education  in  the  diocese  by  strengthening  devel- 
opment of  ministries  and  growth  in  personal  faith  and  congregational 
life;  by  designing  and  offering  programs,  conferences,  training  events 
and  resources;  and  by  providing  individual  scholarships,  assistance  and 
consultative  services. 

To  achieve  these  purposes,  the  commission  focused  on  the  develop- 
ment of  the  major  diocesan  conferences  and  workshops  already  in  the 
planning  stages.  These  were  continuations  of  past  years'  efforts:  HOPE 
Conference  (How  Our  Parishes  Educate);  the  Young  Adults  Conference; 
and  the  Empowering  for  Ministry  program  in  the  Greensboro  area. 

The  Education  and  Training  Commission  sponsored  three  regional 
post-Lambeth  meetings.  These  meetings  were  held  in  the  fall  at  St. 
Timothy's,  Winston-Salem;  St.  Mark's,  Raleigh;  and  St.  Martin's,  Char- 
lotte. 

Other  major  areas  of  continued  support  for  education  and  training 
for  ministry  are  CLAY  (Clergy  and  Laity  Together  in  Ministry),  an 
ecumenical  organization  that  offers  small  group  courses  in  congregations, 
and  EFM  (Education  for  Ministry),  a  four-year  program  which  provides 
theological  understandings  for  lay  ministry.  There  are  20  groups  func- 
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tioning  at  the  present  time  with  over  160  graduates  from  this  program. 

We  have  representation  on  the  Middle  Atlantic  Training  and  Con- 
sulting Board,  and  this  has  enabled  us  to  offer  reduced  rates  for  their 
training  programs  to  18  participants  this  year. 

A  lending  library  of  resources  for  use  by  our  congregations  is 
operated  through  the  Diocesan  House  office  of  the  Ven.  Neff  Powell.  The 
Education/Liturgy  Resource  Center  continues  to  provide  exhibits  at 
many  education  conferences  throughout  the  country.  Two  of  our  com- 
mission members  serve  in  Christian  Education  in  the  province. 

Although  we  are  in  transition  at  this  time,  the  commission  is  develop- 
ing its  programs,  defining  its  objectives  and  seeking  ways  to  reach  the 
congregations  with  improved  programs.  The  success  of  the  regional 
meetings  for  post-Lambeth  encourages  us  to  offer  similar  events  for  train- 
ing and  Christian  Education.  The  design  model  used  by  the  ELI  (Episco- 
pal Lay  Institute)  in  the  Greensboro  area  focusing  on  the  empowerment 
of  lay  ministry  has  shown  good  results  and  we  are  expectant  in  our  plan- 
ning to  use  this  course  material  in  other  areas  of  the  diocese. 

This  is  a  talented  group  of  education  leaders  with  many  gifts.  The 
commission  will  endeavor  to  use  these  talents  to  serve  you  well.  I  am 
grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  chair  such  an  exciting  commission.  Thank 
you.

Report  of  the  Commission  on  St.  Andrew's 

The  148th  anniversary  of  the  consecration  of  St.  Andrew's  was 
celebrated  on  Aug.  28,  1988.  The  communion  service  from  the  1789  Book 
of  Common  Prayer  was  used,  this  being  the  Prayer  Book  in  use  by  the 
Episcopal  Church  at  the  consecration  in  August,  1840. 

The  celebrant  and  preacher  was  the  Rev.  Downs  Spitler,  St. 
Timothy's,  Wilson,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Willis  Rosenthal  and  the  Rev. 
Claude  Collins.  Special  pump  organ  and  hammer  dulcimer  music  was 
provided.  Approximately  275  persons  attended  the  service.  The  service 
was  followed  by  a  picnic  under  the  oaks.  After  the  picnic,  the  Order  of 
Holy  Baptism  was  administered  by  the  Rev.  Mayo  Little,  St.  Luke's, 
Salisbury.

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Report  of  the  Planned  Giving  Commission 

The  Planned  Giving  Commission  serves  to  emphasize  and  enhance  what 
is  probably  the  most  neglected  side  of  stewardship— the  planned  disposi- 
tion of  our  accumulated  wealth.  While  institutions  such  as  schools, 
universities,  hospitals  and  charities  have  sought  to  develop  their 
organizations  through  the  procurement  of  bequests  and  special  gifts,  the 
church,  surprisingly,  has  only  in  recent  years  approached  this  aspect  of 
stewardship  in  a  serious  and  deliberate  manner. 

A  major  function  of  the  Planned  Giving  Commission  is  to  raise  im- 
portant questions  with  as  many  members  of  the  diocese  as  possible:  Do 
you  have  a  will?  What  do  you  plan  to  do  with  your  accumulated  assets? 
What  portion  do  you  plan  to  leave  for  the  work  of  your  church?  These  are 
questions  of  Christian  stewardship. 

The  Planned  Giving  Commission  disseminates  information  about  the 
importance  of  estate  planning.  More  especially,  it  endeavors  to  develop 
the  potential  for  greater  services  and  expanded  programs  for  the  church 
through  effective  estate  planning— which  can  result  in  benefits  for  both 
one's  family  and  one's  parish. 

Another  function  of  the  commission  is  to  provide  knowledgeable 
assistance  to  those  who  have  made,  or  hope  to  make,  decisions  about 
their  estates.  This  function  is  carried  out  through  the  work  of  our  Planned 
Giving  Officer,  the  Rev.  Royal  Dedrick,  who  serves  in  this  capacity  as  a 
part-time  diocesan  employee.  Because  estate  planning  usually  involves 
large  gifts,  careful  consideration  of  family  needs  and  tax  structures  is 
necessary.  This  requires  advice  from  someone  with  the  expertise  for 
which  Mr.  Dedrick  was  chosen.  While  an  ordained  priest,  he  has  had  ex- 
tensive business  experience  in  the  field  of  estate  planning;  he  also  draws 
on  the  resources  of  the  Planned  Giving  Office  of  our  national  church. 

To  implement  our  diocesan  planned  giving  program,  Mr.  Dedrick 
conducts  seminars  and  meets  with  individuals,  vestries,  and  various 
other  church  groups.  Because  estate  planning  demands  confidence  and 
trust  building,  the  Planned  Giving  Officer's  time  is  best  spent  making 
one-on-one  contacts  with  interested  persons.  During  these  individual 
visits,  the  Planned  Giving  Officer  is  able  to  provide  information  on  how 
best  to  combine  a  potential  donor's  desire  to  give  with  the  estate  planning 
needs  of  his  or  her  family. 

The  work  of  the  Planned  Giving  Commission  is  a  work  of  patience 
and  gentle  persistence.  It  is  also  work  that  takes  time  to  materialize  in 
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results  because  of  its  deferred  nature.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  churches  of 
the  diocese  will  make  use  of  the  commission  in  order  that  effective  plan- 
ned giving  programs  will  develop  in  each  parish  and  become  a  significant 
part  of  the  stewardship  of  our  diocese.

Report  of  the  Commission  on  Marriage 

The  Commission  on  Marriage  continues  to  be  a  vehicle  of  communica- 
tion on  matters  affecting  marriage  and  the  family,  both  on  the  provincial 
and  diocesan  levels. 

During  1988,  the  commission  has  directed  its  efforts  toward  planning 
a  one-day  seminar  entitled  "Affirming  Marriage:  A  Dialogue  on  Marriage 
and  the  Church."  This  seminar,  to  be  held  on  Saturday,  March  11,  from  9 
a.m.  until  4  p.m.  at  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Greensboro,  will  feature  Bishop 
Estill  as  the  keynoter.  The  focus  of  the  seminar  comes  from  clergy  and 
lay  questionnaires  circulated  in  previous  years  by  the  commission.  The 
results  indicated  that  clergy  would  like  more  help  in  the  area  of  pre- 
nuptial  preparation;  that  parishes  are  concerned  about  how  to  uphold 
and  nurture  marriages  and  family  life  in  general;  and  that  clergy  and  laity 
alike  are  confused  about  the  theological  foundation  of  marriage  in  the 
church. 

The  intent  of  the  Marriage  Commission  for  this  seminar  is  that  every 
parish  in  the  diocese  be  represented  by  clergy  and  laity,  including  youth 
(ages  16-25).  In  order  to  help  with  these  concerns,  the  afternoon  portion 
of  the  seminar  will  provide  a  wide  sampling  of  programmatic  materials 
and  workshop  speakers  on  such  subjects  as:  pre-marital  counseling, 
Engaged  Encounter,  Marriage  Encounter,  family  groups,  family  enrich- 
ment weekends,  etc. 

The  commission  has  also  directed  some  of  its  attention  to  the  prep- 
aration for  and  sponsoring  of  a  family  enrichment  weekend  program. 
The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  strengthen  the  family  unit.  This  is  done 
by  providing  forms  of  interaction  within  the  family  unit  as  well  as  relating 
with  the  members  of  other  families  on  the  weekend.  The  event  is  to  foster 
communication  within  the  family  unit  and  celebration  of  each  other. 
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John  McGee  of  Winston-Salem,  who  has  had  extensive  experience 
with  this  program,  has  brought  the  idea  to  the  commission  for  further 
development  and  implementation.  Plans  are  underway  to  offer  this 
weekend  experience  in  the  spring.

Report  of  the 
Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach 

The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach,  composed  of  three  members 
of  the  Diocesan  Council  and  all  of  the  convocation  deans  and  lay 
wardens,  is  responsible  for  oversight  of  the  programs  of  the  diocese,  with 
the  exception  of  college  work.  We  have  carried  out  this  responsibility  by 
continuing  to  maintain  contact  with  each  of  the  commissions  and  com- 
mittees through  their  chairmen,  as  well  as  receiving  minutes  and  reports 
from  them.  We  have  also  initiated,  this  year,  the  process  of  inviting 
representatives  from  these  commissions  and  committees  to  a  department 
meeting  to  share  informally  their  work  with  us. 

At  the  Mission  and  Outreach  meeting  immediately  preceding  the 
September  budget  hearings,  we  established  guidelines  which  we  would 
use  in  discussing  budget  requests  with  each  chairman.  These  guidelines 
took  into  consideration:  1]  Priorities,  as  set  forth  in  the  NC  2000  Report, 
the  ACTS  campaign  and  General  Convention;  2)  Ways  of  streamlining 
commission  and  committee  administrative  costs,  and  3)  Ways  of  reduc- 
ing diocesan  support  for  conferences  and  scholarships  without  jeopardiz- 
ing the  programs.  These  guidelines,  indeed,  proved  effective  at  the  hear- 
ings. But  more  importantly,  the  budget  hearings  gave  us  the  opportunity 
to  hear  about  the  work  of  each  commission  and  committee  and  to  learn 
of  their  plans  for  the  future.  Following  the  hearings,  our  department 
made  recommendations  on  each  program  budget  line  item  to  the 
Diocesan  Council.  We  further  recommended  the  possibility  of  merging 
certain  commissions  and  committees,  feeling  that  these  programs  could 
be  strengthened  and  made  more  effective  through  the  sharing  of 
resources,  etc.  We  are  also  aware  that  certain  programs  which  have  serv- 
ed us  well  in  the  past  may  need  to  be  discontinued  or  redirected  in  the 
future. 
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We  have  continued  throughout  the  year  to  address  the  other  major 
responsibility  of  our  department— new  church  development.  Procedures 
for  development,  along  with  financial  guidelines  for  diocesan  involve- 
ment, have  been  presented  to,  and  adopted  by,  the  Diocesan  Council.  At 
our  May  meeting,  we  heard  a  report  on  possible  church  expansion  for  the 
Charlotte  area;  this  demographic  study  remains  an  active  item  on  our 
agenda.  The  development  of  a  process  for  monitoring  demographic 
trends  of  the  diocese  will  be  an  ongoing  item. 

The  members  of  the  department  remain  committed  to— and  en- 
thusiastic about— the  carrying  out  of  our  responsibilities.  We  are  impress- 
ed by  the  quality  of  our  programs;  we  are  impressed  by  the  work  of 
many  persons  who  serve  on  these  diocesan  commissions  and  commit- 
tees. We  are  also  aware  that  we  should  always  be  searching  for  more  ef- 
fective and  creative  ways  of  carrying  out  our  mission.  In  our  overview  of 
programs,  we  will  look  for  these  avenues,  keeping  in  mind  diocesan  pri- 
orities and  available  resources.  Let  me  say,  once  again,  it  has  been  a 
privilege  for  me  to  serve  with  the  members  of  this  department.

Report  of  the  Commission 
on  the  Deacons'  Training  Program 

The  Commission  on  the  Deacons'  Training  Program  functions  as  a  board 
of  overseers  for  the  program,  which  is  directed  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Earl  H. 
Brill.  The  commission  is  reponsible  for  preparing  the  program  budget,  for 
making  recommendations  about  curriculum,  and  for  evaluating  the 
results.  In  addition,  commission  members  maintain  a  supportive  role 
with  participants  in  the  program,  and  provide  information  concerning 
the  diaconate  in  this  diocese. 

Four  persons  were  ordained  to  the  diaconate  in  1988:  Marvin  Aycock, 
Kermit  Bailey,  Meta  Ellington  and  Patricia  Shoemaker;  their  servant 
ministries  are  in  urban  work,  counseling  and  with  persons  who  are 
hospitalized,  enrolled  in  hospice  and  who  are  grieving.  Through  their 
connection  with  a  particular  parish,  the  deacons  articulate  the  needs  of 
the  world  to  the  church  and  enable  the  servant  ministry  of  lay  persons, 
priests  and  bishops. 
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The  commission  continues  to  build  and  revise  the  program  to  enhance 
its  effectiveness  for  the  participants  and  for  their  ministries;  we  are  great- 
ly assisted  in  this  endeavor  by  the  experience  of  the  participants 
themselves,  those  already  ordained  and  by  programs  in  other  diocese.  A 
proposed  alteration  in  the  ordination  date  for  deacons  will  take  effect  in 
1989,  when  they  will  be  ordained  in  June.  The  commission  addresses 
post-ordination  concerns  as  well,  encouraging  newly  ordained  deacons  to 
participate  in  the  diocesan  residents'  program  and  making  recommenda- 
tions in  such  areas  as  continuing  education  and  letters  of  agreement. 

The  commission  is  in  the  process  of  developing  an  internship  for 
aspirants  to  the  diaconate  that  is  distinctive  from  that  for  aspirants  to  the 
priesthood.  The  director  and  members  of  the  commission  continue  to 
strive  to  keep  open  communications  with  the  Commission  on  Ministry 
and  the  Standing  Committee  in  the  interest  of  providing  the  best  possible 
training,  formation  and  support  for  deacons  in  this  diocese. 

There  are  currently  eight  participants  in  the  program  (in  addition,  there 
are  a  number  of  aspirants  serving  internships):  two  juniors,  two  mid- 
dlers,  and  four  seniors.  Anyone  sensing  a  vocation  to  the  diaconate 
should  consult  the  rector  of  one's  parish.  The  director  is  available  to  pro- 
vide specific  information  and  guidance.

Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Alcohol  and  Drugs 

The  Commission  on  Alcohol  and  Drugs  has  been  involved  in  a  number  of 
activities  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  events  and  programs  offered  to 
the  diocese,  the  commission  met  six  times  for  planning,  program 
development  and  evaluation  purposes.  Participation  and  attendance  in 
these  meetings  confirm  the  commitment  commission  members  have  to 
the  ministry  of  Episcopalians  in  this  critical  area  of  human  concern. 

The  commission  continues  in  its  attempt  to  be  a  resource  to  the  clergy 
and  laity  of  the  diocese.  In  this  regard,  all  parishes  and  missions  were  fur- 
nished with  materials  for  Alcohol  and  Drug  Awareness  Sunday.  Publish- 
ed by  the  National  Episcopal  Coalition  on  Alcohol  and  Drugs  (NECAD), 
the  information  offers  many  concrete  suggestions  on  how  congregations 
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can  have  meaningful  involvement  in  this  ministry.  This  year  the  theme 
"Pastoral  Care  for  Priest  and  Parish"  highlights  the  need  for  joint 
ministries  (clergy  and  laity)  as  we  try  to  meet  the  mission  of  the  church  in 
the  restoration  of  all  persons  to  unity  "...  with  God  and  each  other  in 
Christ."  In  other  words,  we  are  all  in  this  boat  together. 

Aside  from  the  popular  display  and  literature  distribution  booth  at 
Diocesan  Convention,  the  commission  has  been  able  to  assist  local 
parishes  with  materials,  videos  and  books  for  individual  parish  displays 
and  workshops.  In  addition,  selected  commission  members  have  assisted 
several  parishes  in  setting  up  parish  alcohol  and  drug  commissions. 
Materials  on  parish  policies  concerning  alcohol  use  at  parish  functions 
have  also  been  provided  upon  request. 

The  Commission  on  Alcohol  and  Drugs,  working  jointly  with  the 
Commission  on  Aging,  staged  a  September  workshop  at  the  Penick 
Home  featuring  Dr.  Ted  Clark  of  the  Pinehurst  Treatment  Center. 
General  information  on  addictive  illness  was  integrated  with  specific 
concerns  on  drug  and  alcohol  problems  of  the  aging.  This  event  provides 
a  model  for  cooperative  programming  and  information  exchange. 

The  year  ended  with  the  commission-sponsored  workshop:  "Train- 
ing for  Ministry  with  Adult  Children  of  Alcoholics."  Held  at  Browns 
Summit,  this  event  offered  participants  a  curriculum  for  extending  the 
healing  ministry  of  the  church  to  their  parishioners  who  are  affected  by 
being  reared  in  an  alcoholic  home.  Every  participant  received  a  complete 
set  of  materials  that  will  assist  them  in  structuring  a  program  in  their 
local  parish.  The  Commission  on  Alcohol  and  Drugs  hopes  to  build  on 
this  beginning  effort  and  offer  similar  programs  to  our  diocese  in  the 
future.

Report  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Conference  Center 

The  big  news  at  your  Conference  Center  is  that  construction  is  underway 
to  add  our  long-awaited  youth  facility.  This  construction  funded  by  the 
ACTS  campaign  will  also  include  other  improvements  for  much-needed 
adult  meeting  areas  as  well.  Many  thanks  to  those  of  you  who  supported 
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the  campaign  and  we  hope  you  will  visit  the  Conference  Center  to  watch 
the  program  and  hopefully  see  its  completion  by  the  end  of  the  summer 
of  1989. 

We  have  completed  seven  full  years  of  operation  in  January  1989, 
and  our  occupancy  rate  and  usage  has  pretty  well  leveled  out.  Through  10 
months  of  1988,  our  occupancy  rate  is  very  slightly  ahead  of  the  1987  av- 
erage, and  it  appears  we  will  end  the  year  with  a  small  deficit.  Two-thirds 
of  our  income  still  comes  from  non-diocesan  usage,  but  the  occupancy 
rate  between  diocesan  and  outside  groups  is  a  little  closer  to  equal.  This  is 
due,  of  course,  to  the  price  advantage  we  give  to  diocesan  use!  We  hope 
and  plan  for  additional  diocesan  usage  with  our  new  and  improved 
facilities  and  you  will  hear  more  about  our  plans  in  the  spring. 

Gifts  to  the  Conference  Center  are  always  welcome,  but  due  to  the 
ACTS  campaign  last  year,  we  did  not  advertise  this  fact.  With  our  addi- 
tional facilities  now  in  progress,  I  am  sure  there  will  be  some 
miscellaneous  capital  items  needed  in  the  future. 

The  board  of  directors  met  six  times  in  1988,  and  the  executive  com- 
mittee and  other  committees  met  several  additional  times  as  well. 

Our  building  committee,  headed  by  Bob  Darst,  has  been  extremely 
busy  bringing  the  construction  to  fruition  and  will  have  its  hands  full 
throughout  the  construction  period.  The  members  of  this  committee  in- 
clude Rose  Flanagan,  Fred  Warneke,  Victor  Mansfield  and  myself. 

The  six  members  of  the  board  who  rotate  off  include  Willie  Long, 
Mrs.  Beverly  Wright,  the  Rev.  Phillip  Byrum,  the  Rev.  Robert  Johnson, 
the  Rev.  William  Smythe  and  myself.  Our  gratitude  to  them  and  the  en- 
tire board  for  their  fine  service  during  this  critical  period  in  the  life  of  the 
Conference  Center. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  especially  congratulate  Dick  Hord,  our 
director,  Phil  Whitacre,  Bob  Nordbruch,  Brenda  Pursell,  Betty  Brown 
and  other  members  of  the  staff  for  their  continuing  fine  service. 

A  new  era  begins  in  1989  for  the  Conference  Center,  and  we  believe 
the  facilities  offered  here  are  as  complete  as  you  will  find  anywhere.  It  is 
now  the  job  of  all  of  us  in  the  diocese  to  assure  that  the  program  and 
usage  will  be  devoted  to  deeper  Christian  living  and  to  the  glory  of  Our 
Lord.

The  com- 
mission contacted  this  congregation  to  review  their  application  and  to  ac- 
quaint them  with  the  necesssary  requirements  to  maintain  their  status  in 
union  with  convention. 

The  commission  is  pleased  to  report  that  all  constitutional  and 
canonical  requirements  have  been  met  by  this  congregation  and  wishes 
to  introduce  this  congregation  to  this  convention  for  approval  and  admis- 
sion into  union  with  convention. 

We,  the  Commission  on  Admission  of  Congregations,  have  received 
an  application  from  Saint  Margaret's,  Charlotte,  a  mission  congregation 
duly  constituted  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  This  congregation  is 
making  application  to  come  into  union  with  the  convention  as  a  parish. 
Their  application  is  in  order  and  they  have  met  all  the  requirements  of 
the  Constitution  and  Canons.  Members  of  the  commission  met  with  the 
mission  committee  of  this  church  to  go  over  the  requirements  necessary 
to  maintain  status  as  a  parish  in  this  diocese.  It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  plea- 
sure that  the  commission  recommends  to  this  convention  that  St. 
Margaret's,  Charlotte,  be  admitted  in  union  with  this  convention  as  a 
parish  of  this  diocese  with  all  rights,  privileges  and  responsibilities  per- 
taining thereto.

Report  of  the  APSO 

The  Appalachian  People's  Service  Organization  was  founded  in  1964 
when  the  bishops  of  six  southern  Appalachian  dioceses  and  national 
church  representatives  met  to  find  a  way  for  the  church  to  respond  to  the 
needs  in  the  Appalachian  region.  From  that  beginning,  the  APSO  coali- 
tion has  grown  to  include  15  dioceses. 
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Diocesan  representatives  gather  for  regional  and  interdiocesan  plan- 
ning, to  exchange  information  and  resources,  share  experiences,  discuss 
common  problems,  and  support  and  enable  each  other  in  ministry. 
Among  the  problems  the  representatives  attempt  to  address  together  are 
small,  relatively  isolated  parishes,  many  in  depressed  mining  and  farm 
communities;  the  exodus  of  industry  from  the  region;  environmental 
concerns  such  as  strip  mining  and  toxic  waste;  the  movement  of  moun- 
tain people  into  the  cities  seeking  prosperity;  substandard  housing  and 
poor  social  services  and  public  education  programs;  literacy  and  other 
concerns.  These  representatives  are  grouped  into  three  ministry  units. 

Intramont:  A  ministry  of  leadership  training  and  development  for  lay 
and  ordained  persons.  It  is  a  cooperative  effort  of  local  congregations, 
dioceses,  seminaries  and  the  national  church.  Funding  has  been  granted 
by  the  national  church's  Jubilee  Ministries  for  an  Appalachian  Ministry 
and  Education  Training  Project.  The  purpose  of  this  project  is  to  assist  in 
the  creation  of  an  environment  where  the  formation  and  survival  of  non- 
traditional,  indigenous  communities  of  faith  are  deemed  normative  and 
encouraged  to  flourish.  Four  communities  will  be  involved  in  this  pro- 
cess which  will  develop  pastoral,  sacramental  and  prophetic  ministries 
which  are  expressed  through  service,  advocacy  and  evangelism.  Our  vi- 
sion is  that  this  training  process  will  equip  and  train  local  leadership  of 
these  communities  for  all  essential  ministries  and  that  eventually  this  will 
become  the  foundation  for  a  non-traditional  center  for  theological  educa- 
tion in  rural  Appalachia. 

Intramont  is  supporting  a  pilot  project  with  Duke  Divinity  School 
and  the  Small  Church  Commission  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  for  a 
one-year  intern  training  program  for  small  churches.  Hugh  Fulcher,  an 
Episcopal  senior  at  Duke  Divinity  School,  is  doing  his  internship  under 
Harrison  Simons  at  St.  Stephen's  and  St.  Cyprian's  in  Oxford. 

Trinity,  Statesville,  has  had  interns  for  the  past  two  summers  as  part 
of  a  ministry  development  process  initiated  by  APSO. 

The  Rev.  Harrison  Simons  represents  the  diocese  on  the  Intramont 
Ministry  Unit. 

Leadership  Development:  This  unit  is  currently  divided  into  three  task 
forces  focusing  on  youth,  women  and  volunteer/intern.  Martha  Jones  of 
Durham  is  serving  on  the  Women's  Task  Force.  Leadership  development 
workshops,  community  work  projects,  women's  retreats  and  volunteer 
placements  all  come  under  this  unit. 

Urban:  This  unit  helps  parishes  and  dioceses  respond  to  the  plight  of 
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the  urban  poor  with  special  attention  to  urban  Appalachians,  that  is, 
those  who  have  migrated  from  the  mountains  in  search  of  jobs  in  the 
cities.  The  urban  consultant,  Mike  Maloney,  works  with  this  unit  and 
with  individual  parishes  and  dioceses  to  develop  comprehensive  mission 
strategies.  Beth  McKee  of  Browns  Summit  is  the  unit  representative. 

APSO  Board  of  Governors  members  from  North  Carolina  are  Suf- 
fragan Bishop  Frank  H.  Vest  Jr.,  the  Rev.  Robert  Dannals  and  Laura 
Hooper.  Both  Bob  Dannals  and  Laura  Hooper  also  serve  as  represen- 
tatives from  APSO  to  the  Commission  on  Religion  in  Appalachia  (CORA). 
Laura  is  a  member  of  the  CORA  board  and  Bob  has  served  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  Inclusive  Language  Liturgies. 

The  diocese  contributed  to  the  support  of  APSO  in  1988.  Other  con- 
tributions have  come  from  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Raleigh;  St.  Paul's 
ECW,  Winston-Salem;  and  the  Rev.  Gordon  and  Dorothy  Lyall  Founda- 
tion in  Pittsboro. 

APSO  is  the  Episcopal  representative  on  the  Commission  on  Religion 
in  Appalachia,  an  18-denomination  planning  and  coordinating  group.  As 
the  Episcopal  representative,  APSO  advocates  for  denominational  funds 
for  grassroots  projects  screened  and  selected  by  CORA's  Appalachian 
Development  Projects  Committee) ADPC).  Through  this  process, 
$113,500  has  been  approved  for  projects  in  the  region  by  Episcopal 
Church  funding  sources  (United  Thank  Offering,  Coalition  for  Human 
Needs  and  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief)  to  date  this 
year.  The  only  ADPC  project  in  the  diocese  is  the  North  Carolina  Oc- 
cupational Safety  and  Health  Project  in  Durham.

Report  of  the  Communications  Commission 

Since  its  formation  in  1983,  the  Communications  Commission  has  had 
these  purposes:  (1)  To  provide  direction  to  communications  efforts  in  the 
diocese  to  further  enhance  and  spread  the  work  of  the  ministry  of  the 
church  and  the  diocese  in  Jesus  Christ.  (2)  To  provide  specific  and  ongo- 
ing support  to  the  diocese's  communications  officer  in  the  form  of  advice, 
counsel  and  encouragement. 

In  1988,  the  eight  members  of  the  commission  met  six  times  to  work 
toward  these  goals.  At  each  meeting,  time  was  spent  with  Mr.  John 
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Justice,  communications  officer,  concerning  his  needs  and  work  and  The 
Communicant  and  the  Diocesan  Journal.  During  the  year,  Mr.  Justice  and 
the  diocesan  treasurer,  Mrs.  Letty  Magdanz,  have  done  research  on  pur- 
chasing a  desktop  publishing  system  for  the  Diocesan  House. 

The  commission  is  proud  of  the  fine  work  accomplished  by  Mr. 
Justice  and  his  staff  and  commends  them  on  their  many  accomplish- 
ments. In  the  year  just  past,  the  commission  was  especially  pleased  to 
have  the  opportunity  to  assist  Mr.  Justice  to  attend  the  Lambeth  Con- 
ference in  Canterbury,  England,  as  a  member  of  the  media  team 
assembled  by  the  conference's  London  planning  office.  In  addition,  the 
Associated  Church  Press  awarded  The  Communicant  an  honorable  men- 
tion certificate  for  general  excellence,  the  organization's  highest  award. 

The  Communications  Commission  continues  to  be  interested  in 
other  communication  media  being  used  in  our  diocese.  More  and  more  of 
our  congregations  are  using  video  technology.  The  commission  has  work- 
ed with  Archdeacon  Neff  Powell  over  the  last  few  years  to  create  a 
videotape  lending  library  housed  at  the  Diocesan  House.  New  tapes  are 
continually  being  added  to  this  library,  and  churches  in  the  diocese  are 
encouraged  to  borrow  tapes  for  parish  use.  We  are  preparing  a  new 
catalogue  of  videotapes  and  will  distribute  it  to  all  congregations,  church 
schools,  institutions  and  ECW  groups  in  the  diocese.  We've  improved 
our  videorecording  capability  by  buying  a  more  advanced  camcorder. 

During  the  year,  we  videotaped  the  keynote  speaker  at  the  HOPE 
Conference  and  the  ordination  of  deacons  in  October.  We  reiterate  our 
desire  to  be  available  for  recording  such  occasions  and  ask  that  commis- 
sions or  others  wishing  us  to  videotape  events  give  us  plenty  of  advance 
notice  so  we  can  schedule  our  time  and  talk  in  advance  about  any  costs 
that  may  be  incurred.  Currently  only  three  commission  members  are 
trained  in  the  new,  advanced  equipment.  (Our  general  policy  is  not  to 
loan  out  the  camcorder.)  Low  registration  forced  us  to  cancel  our 
scheduled  May  conference  on  the  use  of  video  in  the  local  church. 

On  Nov.  17,  Mr.  Justice  and  his  staff,  with  the  help  of  several  com- 
mission members,  trained  21  parish  newsletter  editors  in  design  and 
layout.  (Packets  given  participants  were  also  sent  to  seven  other  persons 
for  whom  there  wasn't  enough  space  in  the  workshop.) 

In  November,  a  sub-group  of  the  commission  held  the  first  meeting 
in  response  to  the  State  of  the  Church  Commission's  request  for  a  possi- 
ble diocesan  think  tank  on  communications.  We  are  grateful  for  the  State 
of  the  Church  Commisson's  suggestion  and  believe  this  will  be  an  ex- 
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citing  opportunity,  providing  many  practical  ways  to  be  effective 
evangelists  of  our  Lord  through  the  local  church  and  into  the  com- 
munities they  serve. 

We  plan  once  again  to  distribute  at  the  Diocesan  Convention  a  fact 
sheet  we  prepared  giving  delegates  information  on  the  Diocesan  Council, 
Standing  Committee,  Diocesan  House  personnel,  diocesan  church  in- 
stitutions and  convocational  deans.  This  is  something  we  have  done  for 
the  last  two  conventions. 

The  projects  mentioned  herein  have  been  faithfully  carried  out  by 
only  eight  members.  I  wish  to  express  my  personal  appreciation  to  all 
eight  hard-working  members  and  to  Mr.  John  Justice  for  their  fine  work 
in  the  past  year.  We  continue  to  invite  ideas  and  comments  from  around 
the  diocese  as  we  seek  to  serve  the  people  of  this  diocese  in  ministry  to 
our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ.

Report  of  the  Coordinator  for 
Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief 

In  October  of  this  year  I  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  diocesan  coor- 
dinator for  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief.  Before  I  tell  you 
about  the  plans  for  the  diocese,  let  me  enlighten  you  about  the  Presiding 
Bishop's  Fund.  The  fund  is  a  program  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  is  the 
principal  channel  through  which  the  church  responds  to  human  needs  in 
the  areas  of  relief,  rehabilitation,  development  and  refugee/migration 
concerns.  The  mission  of  the  fund  is  to  respond  to  human  need:  to  give 
food  to  the  hungry  and  water  to  those  who  thirst;  to  welcome  the 
stranger;  to  clothe  the  naked  and  house  the  homeless;  to  visit  and  comfort 
the  sick  and  the  prisoner. 

The  fund  has  a  fourfold  ministry:  relief,  rehabilitation,  development 
and  refugee/migration  concerns. 

Relief  is  assistance  to  areas  torn  by  war  or  civil  strife,  or  struck  by 
such  natural  disasters  as  earthquakes,  floods,  or  hurricanes.  This 
response  involves  funding  to  provide  food,  clothing,  shelter  and  medical 
care. 
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Rehabilitation  is  the  reconstruction  of  homes,  schools  and  other 
buildings;  and  provision  of  pastoral  care  and  counseling  following  a  ma- 
jor disaster.  The  purpose  is  to  help  people  struck  by  tragedy  begin  to 
rebuild  their  lives. 

Development  is  helping  people  to  become  self-sufficient  by  addressing 
the  root  cause  of  hunger,  poverty  and  forced  human  migration.  Fund 
grants  help  people  develop  water  resources  as  well  as  agricultural, 
health,  educational  and  vocational  training  programs. 

Refugee /Migration  Concerns  are  many.  The  fund  provides  emergency 
relief  for  and  assists  in  the  resettlement  of  refugees  who  are  victims  of 
war,  civil  unrest  and  famine.  It  assists  global  and  national  programs  for 
refugees,  displaced  persons  and  migrants.  It  helps  identify  sponsors  and 
assists  with  housing,  jobs  and  schools  for  refugees  entering  the  United 
States. 

In  the  coming  year,  the  national  church  and  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  hope  to  bring  the  message  of  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for 
World  Relief  to  every  parish  and  parishioner.  A  network  of  parish 
representatives  will  meet  to  learn  how  their  parishes  can  become  more 
involved  with  the  fund.  One  Sunday  will  be  set  aside  in  the  diocese  as 
Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief  Sunday.  Hopefully,  special  pro- 
grams will  be  presented  and  collections  taken  up.  The  fund  will  work  to 
educate  the  youth  of  the  diocese  about  the  pressing  needs  of  people  in 
distress  all  over  the  world.  Information  about  the  fund  will  be  given  to 
The  Communicant  on  a  regular  basis. 

I  look  forward  to  the  challenge  and  opportunity  that  this  job  pro- 
vides.

Sponsored  the  annual  Worship  and  Music  Camp  for 
Children,  with  71  children  attending.  Leaders  of  the  choir  camp  were  the 
Rev.  Richard  H.  Callaway,  director,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Garner, 
chaplain.  Directors  of  the  music  program  were  James  H.  Padgett  and 
Sister  Michael  Anne,  SSM. 

Aug.  23-25.  The  commission  held  a  planning  retreat  at  Wrightsville 
Beach. 

Sept.  9-10.  The  commission  sponsored  a  workshop  on  "Praying  the 
Liturgy:  A  Workshop  for  Those  Who  Plan  and  Lead  the  Liturgy."  The 
workshop  was  led  by  the  Rev.  Stephen  Elkins- Williams. 

Sept.  25.  Assisted  several  congregations  with  plans  to  observe  the 
Feast  of  Saint  Sergius,  and  the  millennium  of  Russian  Christianity. 

Oct.  3.  Planned  and  assisted  with  the  ordination  service  for  voca- 
tional deacons,  held  at  St.  Andrew's,  Greensboro,  in  consultation  with 
the  bishop  and  the  ordinands. 

Oct.  3.  In  consultation  with  the  bishop  and  the  Youth  Commission, 
planned  and  assisted  with  the  groundbreaking  service  of  the  youth  facili- 
ty at  the  Conference  Center. 

Oct.  3-5.  Assisted  with  the  services  at  the  annual  clergy  conference 
held  at  the  Conference  Center. 

Oct.  10.  The  commission  met  at  the  Conference  Center. 

Nov.  7-10.  The  commission  was  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  diocesan  Liturgical  and  Music  Commissions,  held  in  Takoma,  Wash. 
This  group  (known  as  ADLMC)  will  meet  in  our  diocese  in  November, 
1989,  in  Chapel  Hill  and  Durham. 

The  commission  has  consulted  with  clergy  and  congregations 
throughout  the  year  about  liturgical  and  musical  concerns.  These  include 
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addresses,  classes  and  workshops  and  assistance  with  planning  for  or- 
dinations, the  celebration  of  a  new  ministry  and  the  visitation  of  the 
bishop.

Report  of  the 
Land  Stewardship  Commission 

The  Land  Stewardship  Commission  has  had  a  productive  year.  As  the 
public  becomes  increasingly  aware  of  the  frightening  environmental  pro- 
blems facing  us,  intrest  in  learning  more  about  how  we  as  Christians  can 
respond  to  the  issue  and  make  a  difference  is  emerging.  The  greenhouse 
effect  has  begun  to  affect  all  of  our  lives,  and  interest  in  what  we  can  do 
to  help  reverse  this  trend  has  surfaced  among  some  congregations.  Six 
more  parishes  added  programs  on  the  environment  to  their  Christian 
Education  curriculum  this  year. 

A  questionnaire  sent  to  all  senior  wardens  will  enable  us  to  compile 
information  on  our  stewardship— how  we  use  our  physical  plants  and  the 
land  we  own.  The  results  of  these  inventories  will  be  published  in  The 
Communicant  in  1989. 

Once  again  we  co-sponsored  with  other  judicatories  and  the  Land 
Stewardship  Council  of  North  Carolina  the  second  annual  Lex  Mathews 
conference,  which  focused  on  the  tensions  existing  between  the 
philosophies  of  "Bigger  is  Better"  and  "Not  in  My  Back  Yard."  One  of  the 
panels  addressed  the  effect  of  the  Greenhouse  Effect  on  North  Carolina, 
an  issue  the  General  Convention  has  directed  the  Executive  Council  to 
^   study  during  the  coming  triennium. 

Our  diocese  continues  on  the  cutting  edge  of  these  concerns  within 
the  church.  We  have  done  work  on  the  theology  of  the  environment  as 
well  as  working  on  practical  responses  to  environmental  concerns. 

In  production  is  our  second  media  presentation,  "May  This  Home  Be 
Safe."  The  script,  written  by  commission  member  Wallace  Kaufman, 
points  out  ways  individuals  pollute  and  often  destroy  the  environment 
around  our  homes  and  how  this  can  be  changed  with  a  little  effort  on 
each  one's  part.  Funding  for  this  project  came  from  two  sources,  which 
speaks  to  a  commitment  and  concern  for  protection  of  God's  creation. 
Bishop  Estill  used  the  United  Thank  Offering's  hundredth  anniversary 
gift  for  him  for  this  project  because  he  sees  this  issue  as  a  priority  for  the 
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church  and  its  members,  because  the  film  is  an  educational  tool  which 
can  be  used  by  congregations  and  others  in  the  wider  church  and  because 
it  responds  to  one  of  the  church's  eight  Mission  Imperatives.  Emmanuel 
Church  in  Southern  Pines,  an  area  of  great  development,  likewise 
believes  that  this  is  one  of  the  great  concerns  the  church  must  face  and 
sees  this  production  as  a  means  to  arouse  our  awareness  and  evoke  in- 
dividual response.  The  commission  is  deeply  grateful  to  the  bishop  and 
Emmanuel  for  their  financial  support,  but  also  for  their  vision  and 
understanding  of  the  gravity  of  the  threat  to  this  planet,  "our  island 
home."  Plans  call  for  the  first  showing  of  the  10-minute  film  to  be  at  the 
1989  Diocesan  Convention  in  Greensboro. 

The  work  of  the  commission  has  been  gaining  respect  and  interest  in 
the  Episcopal  Church  outside  the  diocese.  Other  dioceses  have  expressed 
interest  in  establishing  commissions  similar  to  ours  and  packets  of  edu- 
cational materials  have  been  sent  to  several  who  have  requested  them. 
An  article  on  our  commission  and  on  the  Land  Stewardship  Council  of 
North  Carolina  appeared  in  the  March  issue  of  The  Episcopalian  and 
evoked  favorable  comment;  the  editor  has  expressed  interest  in 
publishing  other  articles  on  our  work.  The  chair  of  the  commission  has 
been  invited  to  lead  a  workshop  at  Province  Ill's  "Frontiers  of  Ministry" 
synod  in  the  spring  of  1989. 

We  look  forward  to  next  year  with  great  expectation  for  we  believe 
the  concern  for  creation  which  has  motivated  the  work  of  this  commis- 
sion is  becoming  a  concern  for  all.  The  commission  and  the  council  stand 
ready  to  offer  help  for  congregational  program  planning  as  well  as  prac- 
tical suggestions  for  individual  and  corporate  response  to  caring  for  God's 
gift  to  us— His  creation.

Report  of  the  Hunger  Commission 

The  contributions  and  impact  of  the  Hunger  Commission  on  the 
diocese  and  the  state  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  grow.  This  15-mem- 
ber  commission  has  been  able  to  undertake  a  number  of  projects  as  a 
result  of  the  commitment  of  all.  Leadership  is  collaborative.  At  most  the 
chair  serves  to  direct  energies.  Our  internal  life  as  well  as  our  labor  is 
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vibrant.  We  exmplify  the  genius  of  shared  power  not  hierarchically- 
based. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  engaged  in  a  number  of  endeavors  that 
have  fed  our  souls,  lifted  our  spirits  and  made  a  difference  in  the  move- 
ment toward  existence  in  this  world  as  envisioned  by  Jesus.  With  the 
support  of  Bishop  Estill  and  the  steering  committee  for  the  1988  Diocesan 
Convention,  we  orchestrated  a  hunger  lunch  on  the  campus  of  Shaw 
University  as  an  alternative  for  delegates  and  visitors  on  Friday  of  the 
convention.  The  fare  was  simple.  After  deduction  for  the  expense  of  the 
meal,  gifts  from  the  hunger  lunch  totaled  almost  $600,  which  was  sent  to 
the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief  in  the  name  of  the  diocese. 
The  commission  was  responsible  for  the  speaker's  fee.  We  concluded 
that  the  minimal  cost  of  the  food  ($2  per  person)  would  be  a  welcome 
relief  from  the  Friday  meal  expense  incurred  at  previous  conventions. 
Although  our  scheduled  speaker  from  New  York  City  was  forced  to 
cancel  his  visit  due  to  an  illness  which  ensued  the  early  morning  of  his 
flight,  we  were  aided  miraculously  by  the  "ninth-hour"  acceptance  of  an 
invitation  to  Dr.  Greg  Headen,  dean  of  Shaw  Divinity  School.  He  gave  a 
passionate,  moving  speech  that  stimulated  our  souls  and  minds  for  the 
work  of  the  convention.  Dr.  Headen  was  accorded  a  lengthy  standing 
ovation  and  many  tears.  The  commission  has  received  the  support  of  the 
bishop  and  convention  planners  to  offer  a  similar  occasion  for  delegates 
and  visitors  Friday  of  the  1989  convention.  We  look  forward  to  the 
establishment  of  this  event  as  a  norm  at  future  conventions. 

The  commission  completed  a  year  and  a  half  tour  of  the  diocese  with 
day  meetings  in  the  Raleigh,  Winston-Salem  and  Sandhills  convocations. 
We  noted  courageous  efforts  of  individuals  and  organizations  within 
those  three  convocations  toward  the  alleviation  of  hunger  and 
malnourishment.  The  sheer  determination  of  care-givers  and  policy- 
makers for  the  fate  of  the  poor  and  the  homeless  not  to  remain  hopeless 
was  heartening.  As  last  year  we  determined  that  the  extent  of  social 
ministry  remains  disparate,  sometimes  strong  and  well-organized,  other 
times  spotty  at  best.  We  have  engaged  the  sevices  of  Gordon  Chamberlin, 
executive  director  of  the  North  Carolina  Poverty  Project,  to  be  the  center- 
piece in  day  meetings  in  four  convocations  in  1989.  In  each  instance,  our 
parish  contacts  in  the  convocations  where  we  convene  will  be  our  guests 
for  lunch,  at  which  Gordon  will  address  us  on  the  work  and  findings  of 
the  Poverty  Project.  We  intend  to  build  on  our  network  with  the  project's 
educational  stimulus. 
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In  October  the  diocese  and  our  commission  hosted  the  annual  Pro- 
vince IV  meeting  on  hunger.  Delegates  from  15  of  the  20  dioceses 
gathered  at  the  Conference  Center  to  be  given  challenging  presentations 
by  Jim  Lewis  and  Gordon  Chamberlin.  These  plus  a  field  trip  through  the 
Greensboro  area,  time  with  Bishop  Estill,  and  mutual  support  resulted  in 
high  marks  in  the  closing  critique  of  the  conference.  Our  diocese  is  view- 
ed with  respect  for  the  work  of  the  Christian  Social  Ministries  and 
Hunger  commissions.  Not  that  there  is  not  need  for  improvement  but  in 
the  eyes  of  representatives  from  other  dioceses,  our  social  ministry  is 
hale  and  hearty.  The  planning  and  orchestration  of  this  annual  meeting 
was  a  perfect  illustration  of  the  collaborative  leadership  on  this  commis- 
sion. Many  were  the  members  who  enabled  the  event  to  be  successful. 

We  have  participated  in  the  launching  of  a  hunger  network  for  the 
entire  state.  From  the  onset  of  preliminary  discussions  we  have  con- 
tributed ideas,  time  and  money  to  the  obvious  need  to  marshal  the  con- 
siderable ventures  for  the  hungry  and  malnourished  ongoing  across 
North  Carolina.  We  are  banding  together  with  representatives  from  other 
denominations,  with  Church  World  Service  and  food  bank  represen- 
tatives to  develop  a  coherent  strategy  for  the  care  and  resolution  of  the 
hungry.  Presently  we  are  involved  in  the  publishing  of  a  paper,  "How  the 
Hungry  Are  Fed  in  North  Carolina."  The  quantifiable  information  about 
poverty  in  our  state  is  troubling;  the  resilience  of  the  poor  in  our  midst  is 
remarkable.  The  paper  weaves  numbers  and  percentages  into  the  amaz- 
ing witness  of  the  disadvantaged  through  their  statements.  A  copy  is  to  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  every  member  of  the  General  Assembly  and  of  the 
editors  of  every  daily  newspaper  in  the  state. 

We  applaud  efforts  throughout  our  diocese  to  sustain  the  poor  with 
food.  These  must  continue.  Through  our  network  and  our  convocation 
meetings,  we  strive  to  support  and  encourage  the  charitable  projects  in 
the  churches.  Also,  we  are  more  convinced  than  ever  before  of  the  calling 
of  the  church  to  be  involved  in  the  formulation  of  legislation  and  the 
making  of  policy  on  the  national,  state,  county  and  local  levels  that  affect 
deeply  the  hunger.  In  this  vein,  I  close  with  one  quote  (unattributed) 
which  speaks  for  our  conviction. 

"You  look  at  the  story  of  David  and  Goliath.  David's  family  was  suf- 
fering from  hunger  as  they  were  on  the  battlefield.  He  used  to  bring  food 
to  them.  But  that  did  not  decrease  the  number  of  casualties  they  suffered. 
It  was  only  when  David  began  to  deal  with  the  main  source  of  terror  and 
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violence,  which  was  Goliath,  that  there  was  no  more  need  to  send  food.  I 
think  this  is  one  of  the  problems  of  the  church.  It  tends  to  concentrate  on 
relief  programs.  When  Jesus  Christ  healed  the  poor,  the  sick,  the  hungry, 
he  was  liberating  them  from  charity.  They  were  dependent  on  alms,  on 
whatever  they  could  be  given.  But  Jesus  Christ  gave  them  back  their 
humanity,  so  they  could  have  life  and  have  it  in  abundance."

Report  of  the  Parish  Grant  Commission 

Since  1972  the  Parish  Grant  Commission  has  provided  seed  money  to 
congregations  of  this  diocese  to  help  them  in  their  efforts  to  become  in- 
volved in  social  outreach  in  their  local  communities,  with  an  emphasis  on 
member  participation  and  ecumenical  cooperation.  The  specific 
guidelines  of  the  program  stipulate  that  innovative  pilot  projects  are  par- 
ticularly to  be  encouraged  and  that  assurances  are  to  be  given  that  future 
funding  has  been  considered.  Vestries  are  required  to  supervise  the 
expenditure  of  grants  and  the  Parish  Grant  Commission  receives  year- 
end  evaluations  of  each  program. 

Congregations  large  and  small  have  called  on  this  resource  to  assist 
them  in  new  ventures  among  those  in  need  in  the  name  of  Christ.  The 
commission  has  been  heartened  by  the  diverse  and  generous  witness 
made  by  Episcopal  churches  through  the  communities  of  our  diocese.

Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Women's  Issues 

The  Commission  on  Women's  Issues'  1988  efforts  were  focused  on  two 
exciting  projects,  awarding  our  first  Lex  Mathews  Scholarships  and  co- 
sponsoring  a  major  conference  with  the  Episcopal  Church  Women.  Net- 
working, with  special  attention  on  supporting  women  clergy,  continues 
to  be  a  major  concern. 

The  Lex  Mathews  Scholarship  project,  initiated  when  the  commis- 
sion was  a  task  force,  is  a  response  to  our  recognizing  that  many  women 
over  35  lack  adequate  means  to  obtain  training  needed  for  independent 
living.  The  ECW  became  a  co-sponsor  of  the  project,  which  last  year  was 
incorporated  into  the  ACTS  campaign.  The  CWI  planned  to  begin  to  use 
the  interest  for  scholarships  when  the  fund  reached  $30,000;  this  impor- 
tant milestone  was  reached  in  1988!  After  screening  several  worthy  ap- 
plicants, two  scholarships  were  awarded.  The  recipients  are  Mary  Kath- 
leen Williams,  a  member  of  St.  Bartholomew's,  Pittsboro,  and  Elizabeth 
Devereaux  of  St.  Barnabas',  Greensboro.  We  expect  this  important  pro- 
ject to  continue  to  grow  to  help  meet  this  special  need  of  many  women  in 
our  society. 
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Sept.  23-25,  the  CWI  and  the  ECW  sponsored  the  Leadership  in  Ac- 
tion conference  at  Browns  Summit.  Over  70  women  participated  and  en- 
thusiastically responded  to  the  stimulating  leadership  provided  by  Ann 
Smith,  Pam  Chinnis,  Kathy  Tyler-Scott  and  the  Rev.  Betty  Bone  Schiess. 
Small  reflection  groups  allowed  an  opportunity  for  getting  to  know  one 
another  and  sharing  ideas.  A  highlight  of  the  weekend  was  receiving  the 
news  that  Barbara  Harris  had  been  elected  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
Massachusetts.  It  was  especially  moving  for  women  to  celebrate  together 
the  historical  and  significant  event  of  the  first  female  bishop  in  our 
church.  The  purpose  of  the  conference  was  to  discuss  how  working 
together,  churchwomen  can  focus  newfound  skills  on  common  pro- 
blems. We  feel  that  our  efforts  will  be  rewarded  by  the  enrichment  of  the 
church  as  women  are  more  involved  in  the  leadership  of  our  parishes 
and  our  diocese. 

Four  major  planning  meetings  and  numerous  subcommittee 
meetings  were  held  during  1988.  One  important  occasion  was  a  meeting 
deliberately  planned  to  overlap  with  the  women  clergy  retreat  at  Saint 
Mary's  College.  This  opportunity  reflects  our  concern  to  know  and  to 
support  our  women  clergy.  One  of  our  goals  is  to  develop  meaningful 
tools  for  congregations  as  they  struggle  with  the  significant  change  taking 
place  in  the  church,  the  full  participation  of  women,  the  "the  fresh  wind 
[which]  is  indeed  blowing." 

The  commission  continues  to  look  for  ways  to  address  the  particular 
needs  of  women,  resulting  from  societal  conditioning  and  economic 
discrimination.  The  CWI  feels  its  task  is  fulfilling  Christ's  call  to  work  for 
justice  in  the  world.

Report  of  the  Investment  Committee 

The  Investment  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  investment  of  the  com- 
mon trust  fund  of  the  diocese,  a  pooled  fund  for  a  large  number  of  in- 
dividual trusts,  and  a  fund  managed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Thompson 
Home.  These  two  funds  are  actively  managed  for  the  trust  department  of 
the  North  Carolina  National  Bank  and  have  been  for  a  number  of  years. 
The  primary  goal  of  our  investment  policy  is  the  preservation  of 
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capital,  with  a  secondary  goal  of  achieving  sufficient  capital  appreciation 
to  protect  against  the  erosion  of  economic  inflation.  Our  specific  invest- 
ment objectives,  which  are  reviewed  regularly,  are  to  obtain  a  real  com- 
pound rate  of  total  return  (current  income  plus  capital  appreciation  or 
depreciation)  of  4%  measured  over  the  most  recent  five-year  period.  This 
real  return  is  the  sum  of  the  actual  return  achieved,  less  a  factor  for  infla- 
tion as  measured  by  the  Consumer  Price  Index.  There  is  the  further  pro- 
viso that  the  annual  current  income  portion  of  the  above  will  not  be  less 
than  5.5%  of  market  value.  The  fund's  investment  results  have  exceeded 
these  guidelines  over  the  most  recent  five-year  period. 

Listed  below  is  a  comparison  of  the  market  value  and  income  on 
each  share  of  the  common  trust  fund  for  the  last  five  years  as  of  each 
Sept.  30:

Net  income  per  share  was  $1.41,  an  increase  of  27'  per  share  over  the 
prior  year.  The  income  yield  per  share  in  1988  is  6.1%,  compared  to  4.5% 
in  1987  and  6.5%  in  1986.  The  market  value  per  share  was  $23.30,  com- 
pared to  $25.18  in  1987. 

At  Sept.  30  the  asset  mix  of  this  fund,  based  on  market  value  was 
43.8%  equities,  48.2%  fixed-income  securities  and  8.0%  cash  or  cash 
equivalents.  The  total  return  for  the  fund  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30  was 
-1.1%.  The  total  return  of  the  equity  portion  was  -12.2%;  the  fixed-income 
portion  11.5%;  and  the  cash-equivalent  portion  6.8%.  The  total  return  of 
the  S&P  500  for  the  year  ended  Sept.  30  was  -12.8%. 

In  the  past  year  $162,169.64  has  been  added  to  the  total  of  the  funds 
being  managed  in  the  common  trust  fund.

Report  of  the  Kanuga  Conferences 


The  year  1988  will  be  remembered  happily  by  the  Kanuga  family  for 
many  significant  reasons: 

—The  growth  of  programs  as  measured  by  the  number  of  con- 
ferences offered  throughout  the  year  and  by  the  increasingly  imaginative 
and  ambitious  work  of  the  program  director  and  the  program  committee 
in  planning  them. 

—The  completion  of  the  cottage  renovation  program,  begun  39  cot- 
tages and  59  months  ago. 

—The  beginning  of  an  endowment  for  Kanuga  and  the  $100,000  gift 
of  Buford  and  Sally  Bowen,  which  sparked  the  effort  to  the  $400,000 
level,  some  40%  of  the  initial  goal. 

—The  completion  of  the  Fox  Activities  Building  at  Camp  Kanuga,  the 
camp's  sponsoring  two  weekends  in  May  and  August  for  homeless 
children  and  the  naming  of  the  camp's  dining  hall  in  honor  of  Bill  Ver- 
duin,  executive  director,  1950-1963. 
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—The  completion  and  dedications  of  Flanagan  Center  and  Minkler 
Grove,  outstanding  meeting  facilities  celebrating  the  lives  of  two  Kanuga 
stalwarts. 

—The  gifts  from  the  Carter  family  of  Pass  Christian,  Miss.,  and  the 
Janirve  Foundation  of  North  Carolina  to  renovate,  insulate  and  heat  for 
winter  guest  use  the  female  summer  staff  dormitory. 

—An  ever-growing  awareness  of  Kanuga  resulting  in  its  hosting  over 
20,000  persons  for  the  second  consecutive  year  and  its  being  open  to 
guests  an  incredible  331  of  the  year's  366  days! 

For  these  good  things,  for  loyal  and  supporting  friends  and  for  all  the 
other  blessings  of  the  year  1988,  we  give  sincere  and  hearty  thanks. 

Exciting  program  offerings  in  1989— in  addition  to  the  regular  sum- 
mer schedule— will  include  the  ever-popular  Vestry  Leadership  Conference 
in  January;  a  Pre-Lenten  Retreat  featuring  the  Very  Rev.  Horace  Dam- 
mers,  dean  emeritus,  Bristol  Cathedral,  England;  the  Growing  Multi-Staff 
Congregation  conference  in  April;  a  Woman's  Conference  featuring  Mary 
Donovan  in  June;  and  a  conference  for  Resource  Librarians  and  Archivists 
in  October. 

The  most  significant  program  will  be  the  inaugural  conference  on 
Christian  commitment  sponsored  by  the  Bowen  Endowment.  That  will 
be  held  Feb.  22-24  and  is  entitled  Connecting  Sunday  AND  Monday:  Ex- 
ploring the  Ethics  of  American  Corporate  and  Public  Life.  It  will  feature 
Robert  Bellah,  author  of  Habits  of  the  Heart,  William  Friday,  for  30  years 
president  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  noted  bank  executives 
Maria  Campbell  of  AmSouth  and  John  G.P.  Boatwright  of  NCNB. 

Also  scheduled  for  1989  will  be  Christmas  at  Kanuga,  a  week-long 
celebration  planned  both  for  farflung  families  seeking  a  convenient 
gathering  place  and  for  those  individuals  who  seek  a  community  of  new 
friends  to  share  this  special  time  in  the  Christian  year. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Kanuga  staff  will  be  working  hard  in  1989  to 
spread  the  word  about  what  this  place  has  to  offer,  then  to  provide  the 
quality  service  promised  and  finally  to  seek  continuing  gift  support  from 
individuals,  foundations  and  church  sources  which  enable  the  program 
to  grow  and  scholarship  opportunities  to  be  enhanced  while  keeping 
Kanuga's  fees  reasonable. 

Kanuga  owes  a  special  debt  to  the  people,  parishes  and  ECWs  in 
North  Carolina,  for  that  support  which  in  1988  again  reached  the 
$400,000  level.  At  the  same  time,  we  renew  our  pledge  to  use  those— and 
future— gifts  wisely  and  carefully.

Report  of  Saint  Augustine's  College 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  humility,  extreme  personal  joy  and  my 
privilege  to  make  my  22nd  report  as  president  of  Saint  Augustine's  Col- 
lege to  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  begin  this  report  with  sincere  thanks  to 
the  diocese,  especially  our  bishop  and  the  host  of  churches  that  have  in- 
cluded Saint  Augustine's  College  in  their  budgets.  Knowing  that  I  have 
the  support  of  so  many  of  my  fellow  Episcopalians  has  been  a  source  of 
strength  for  me  and  I  thank  you. 

Saint  Augustine's  College  has  begun  the  1988-89  academic  year  with 
an  enrollment  of  over  1,800  students.  We  received  in  excess  of  2,500  ap- 
plicants and  enrolled  the  largest  freshman  class  in  our  history.  As  a  result 
of  the  large  number  of  applicants,  we  were  able  to  strengthen  our  admis- 
sion requirements  considerably.  Our  current  freshman  class  has  the 
highest  SAT  scores  of  any  previous  classes.  Conversely,  I  am  grieved  by 
the  fact  that  we  could  not  admit  many  marginal  students  with  low  SAT 
scores  due  to  the  exceptional  quality  of  our  applicants.  \ 

We  have  instituted  a  rigorous  core  curriculum  and  consequently  had 
to  refer  many  of  our  less-qualified  applicants  to  other  institutions.  As 
president  of  this  institution  and  as  a  practicing  Christian,  this  reality 
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causes  me  great  pain.  Who  is  going  to  motivate  and  educate  the  marginal 
students?  I  don't  have  any  easy  answers,  but  the  question  must  be  raised 
continuously. 

We  have  just  received  our  report  from  the  auditors  and  I  am  pleased 
to  inform  you  that  we  have  completed  our  22nd  year  in  the  black. 

Last  year,  I  reported  on  our  track  and  field  project  in  partnership 
with  the  City  of  Raleigh.  The  track  is  now  being  built  and  will  be  ready  in 
the  spring.  Events  during  the  last  year  strengthened  our  desire  to  com- 
plete the  track  project.  Our  campus  was  selected  by  the  Olympic  Com- 
mittee for  track  and  field  eliminating  races,  but  our  present  track  was  rul- 
ed inadequate;  hence,  we  could  not  serve  as  hosts. 

On  a  more  positive  note,  the  trustees  voted  unanimously  to  embark 
on  a  $17  million  Renaissance  Campaign  beginning  in  the  fall  of  1988.  The 
Renaissance  Campaign  is  designed  to  fund  the  following  projects: 

(1)  Endowed  Student  Scholarships.  This  will  enable  us  to  compete  in 
terms  of  scholarship  aid  with  larger  institutions  that  are  offering  some  of 
our  brightest  students  excellent  academic  scholarships.  Many  young 
bright  students  turned  down  scholarships  elsewhere  to  attend  Saint 
Augustine's.  We  have  very  little  scholarship  funds  available,  but  this  will 
enable  us  to  respond  to  our  gifted  students. 

(2)  Endowed  Distinguished  Professorships.  This  will  enable  our  faculty 
to  do  more  research  and  independent  study.  The  college  will  be  able  to 
supplement  their  income.  At  this  juncture  we  have  named  three  persons 
in  whose  memory  we  shall  dedicate  the  distinguished  professorships. 

(3)  Student  Activities  Center.  We  anticipated  a  maximum  student  body 
of  1,000  when  most  of  our  facilities  were  built.  Fortunately,  we  have 
grown  tremendously.  All  of  our  previous  prognoses,  research  and  plann- 
ing gave  no  indication  of  our  tremendous  growth.  Hence,  we  must  rent 
facilities  off  the  campus  for  most  of  our  affairs.  The  cost  is  astronomical. 
We  propose  to  build  a  facility  on  our  campus  to  answer  the  problem. 

(4)  Communications  Center.  We  now  have  a  commercial  station 
WAUG  750AM  and  we  have  been  approved  for  a  low-powered  educa- 
tion TV  station.  We  propose  to  add  on  a  wing  to  our  fine  arts  building  for 
the  Communications  Center. 

(5)  Penick  Hall  of  Science.  We  received  a  grant  to  renovate  our  science 
center  which  is  currently  being  done.  When  it  is  completed,  it  will  have 
all  of  the  state-of-the-art  equipment  that  is  needed  for  a  first-rate  science 
program. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  facilities  are  being  used  by  the  City  of 
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Raleigh  and  the  State  of  North  Carolina  for  different  programs.  Indeed, 
this  past  summer  our  campus  was  quite  alive.  Again,  we  are  thankful 
that  so  many  different  groups  are  now  using  Saint  Augustine's  College. 

Our  Tuttle  Building,  which  houses  our  ROTC  program,  has  been 
totally  renovated  and  our  cadre  and  students  are  delighted. 

One  final  note:  Our  student  body  is  becoming  more  cosmopolitan 
every  year.  We  have  students  from  38  states,  the  District  of  Columbia 
and  20  international  countries,  including  the  Socialist  Republic  of  China. 
Indeed,  in  many  countries  Saint  Augustine's  College  has  enhanced  the 
ministry  and  mission  of  the  Episcopal  Church  throughout  the  world  and 
for  that  fact  we  give  constant  thanks.

Report  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen 

In  the  calendar  year  1988,  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  successfully  maintained  traditional  programs  in  the 
following  ways: 

I.  Adopted  a  theme,  "As  I  have  loved  you  .  .  ."  An  Affirmative  Vi- 
sion, John  13:34,  as  a  guide  for  our  spiritual  life.  This  was  introduced  at 
our  worship  retreat  in  February,  which  was  attended  by  70  women  and 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  Blair  Both.  This  theme  provided  the  focus,  in 
March,  for  Seminars  for  Service  (training  for  new  branch  officers),  which 
were  conducted  in  four  convocations.  Our  theme  was  further  developed, 
as  an  affirmation  of  the  talents  women  contribute  to  our  Lord's  service 
and  as  a  renewed  insistence  on  full  participation  by  women  in  all  areas  of 
the  church,  at  our  annual  meeting  held  at  St.  John's,  Charlotte,  in  April. 
Our  most  newsworthy  annual  meeting  in  recent  memory  forced  us  to 
look  in  a  fresh  way  at  the  practices,  structure  and  doctrine  of  our  organiz- 
ed faith.  Presiding  Bishop  Edmond  Browning  was  our  celebrant,  and 
Bishop  John  Spong  was  our  keynote  speaker. 

Sent  four  representatives  to  the  Province  IV  gathering  in  June  at 
Kanuga  to  prepare  for  Triennial  Meeting  and  then  to  Detroit  in  July  to  the 
triennial.  At  this  meeting,  with  its  theme  of  "Behold,  New  Life,  New  Vi- 
sion. .  .",  the  delegates  acquired  a  new  awareness  of  the  diversity  and 
scope  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  United  States  of  America.  We 
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saw  one  of  our  own,  our  immediate  past-president,  June  Gregory,  install- 
ed as  the  Province  IV  representative  to  the  ECW  national  board.  We 
returned  with  a  unified  proclamation  from  the  triennial— action  state- 
ments for  ministry  in  the  areas  of  human  sexuality,  justice  and  living  in 
the  new  age.  The  triennial  delegates  visited  all  seven  convocations  in  Oc- 
tober with  their  report. 

III.  Adopted  and  administered  a  budget  of  $26,000  pledged  by  85 
branches,  $17,000  of  which  is  designated  for  outreach.  We  also  made  a 
gift  to  ACTS  of  $2,300  from  the  1987  surplus.  With  the  joy  implicit  in  our 
historical  support  of  the  Conference  Center's  proposed  youth  program, 
we  look  forward  to  the  scheduled  opening  of  the  youth  facility  this  sum- 
mer; and  with  the  Commission  on  Women's  Issues,  we  experience  ela- 
tion over  the  awarding  of  the  first  Lex  Mathews  Scholarships. 

In  1987,  our  latest  total,  individual  branches  made  these  contributions: 

a.  To  the  farmworkers  ministry:  $3,512.40. 

b.  To  the  Conference  Center:  $4,210. 

c.  To  missionaries:  $934.14  in  an  Epiphany  offering.  This  was  sent  to 
the  Dick  White  family,  missionaries  engaged  in  training  and  evangelism 
among  Arabs  in  the  Middle  East.  Also,  $3,450  in  the  traditional 
Christmas  gift  to  10  missionaries.  This  year's  policy  will  reflect  some  revi- 
sions following  an  intensive  study  of  our  traditional  funding  policies  for 
missions. 

d.  To  the  Church  Periodical  Club:  $2,534.65,  divided  between  the 
national  books  fund  and  our  own  seminarians  and  vocational  diaconate 
candidates. 

e.  To  the  United  Thank  Offering:  $66,734.50.  At  triennial,  two  grants 
were  awarded  in  this  diocese:  the  Guilford  County  Women's  Residen- 
tial/Day Center  in  Greensboro  received  $20,000  and  the  Orange-Durham 
Coalition  for  Battered  Women  in  Durham  received  $5,000.  For  the  first 
time  in  our  diocese,  the  ECW  participated  in  the  screening  procedure. 
This  is  now  to  be  standard  practice,  agreed-to  by  Bishop  Estill  and  the 
Standing  Committee. 

IV.  Worked  to  improve  what  is  probably  our  most  valuable  resource, 
our  communications  network.  Our  newsletter,  Patchwork,  is  mailed 
quarterly  to  approximately  1,000  readers,  primarily  in  this  diocese.  We 
prepare  and  distribute  nearly  400  yearbooks,  using  the  Women's  Re- 
source Center  in  Raleigh,  where  we  also  maintain  our  database. 

V.  Maintained  representation  in  Churchwomen  United,  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Women's  Organizations  and  on  many  diocesan 
boards  and  commissions. 
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In  1988,  the  ECW  made  adaptations  and  introduced  new  programs  as 
follows: 

I.  Co-sponsored  a  conference,  "Leadership  in  Action,"  in  September 
at  the  Conference  Center  with  the  CWI.  This  replaced  our  fall  seminar 
and  SOS  event,  which  will  take  place  as  usual  in  1989.  We  hope  there  will 
be  many  future  opportunities  for  cooperative  projects  with  CWI.  It  is  to 
everyone's  benefit  for  us  to  share  resources  and  to  develop  understand- 
ing while  working  to  ensure  opportunities  for  women. 

II.  Planned  with  Bishop  Estill's  cooperation,  a  diocesan-wide  prayer 
network  to  be  activated  for  the  first  time  on  Jan.  2.  In  part,  this  is  in 
response  to  Presiding  Bishop  Browning's  designation  of  1989  as  a  year  of 
prayer,  ushering  in  the  1990s  when  evangelism  and  outreach  will  be  our 
standards. 

III.  Pledged  to  strengthen  our  relationship  with  our  national  body. 
We'll  expect  our  Province  IV  representative  June  Gregory  to  keep  us 
always  mindful  of  the  broader  picture. 

IV.  Approved  changes  recommended  in  our  constitution  and  by-laws 
by  the  restructure  committee  after  a  two-year  study. 

V.  Agreed  to  experiment  with  alternate  formats  for  annual  meeting 
and  board  meetings  in  1990.  In  an  attempt  to  make  membership  in  our 
organization  accessible  and  desirable  to  more  women  Episcopalians,  we 
feel  a  renewed  commitment  to  continually  examine  every  possibility  to 
get  maximum  benefit  from  any  donation  of  time  or  money. 

I  personally  thank  all  the  dedicated  women,  and  especially  the 
diocesan  ECW  executive  board,  who  have  worked  so  diligently  to  make 
this  past  year  successful.  I  ask  continued  commitment  to  this  branch  of 
His  service.

Report  of  the  North  Carolina 
Episcopal  Church  Foundation 

The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.  was  established 
in  1955  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  expansion  of  the  church  in  the 
diocese.  Funds  are  available  to  parishes  and  missions  and  to  other  institu- 
tions owned  by  the  diocese  for:  erection  of  buildings,  acquisitions  of 
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buildings  and  property,  and  repairs,  renovations  and  improvements  to 
existing  facilities. 

Low-interest-rate  loans  are  available  to  parishes  and  missions  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $60,000  per  borrower,  repayable  over  10  years.  For  wholly 
owned  diocesan  institutions,  the  maximum  limit  per  loan  is  $200,000. 
Grants  are  available  also  up  to  a  maximum  of  $5,000  each  for  the  same 
purposes.  Funding  decisions  are  based  on  the  need  for  the  project  and 
funds  available.  Currently,  the  interest  rate  for  parishes  and  institutions 
is  6%  and  for  missions  5%.

One  loan  with  a  balance  due  of  $46,233  is  delinquent  as  to  both  in- 
terest and  principal.  This  amount  represents  5%  of  loans  outstanding  and 
3.3%  of  total  assets. 

The  Wachovia  Bank  &  Trust  Company,  N.A.,  serves  as  fiscal  agent 
and  treasurer.  The  foundation  enjoys  a  sound  financial  condition;  as  of 
Oct.  31,  1988,  the  face  amount  of  loans  amounted  to  $1,471,420,  with  a 
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principal  balance  due  of  $923,947.  Total  assets  at  market  value  and  their 
current  yield  as  of  Oct.  31,  1988  are:

Report  of  the  Historiographer 

This  is  the  second  report  prepared  by  the  historiographer.  The 
historiographer's  job  is  to  encourage  the  preservation  and  publication  of 
our  diocesan  history.  The  position  is  non-salaried,  appointed  by  the 
bishop  and  confirmed  by  convention.  This  year  the  historiographer: 

Submitted  to  The  Communicant  an  article,  "The  Meaning  of  Diocesan 
Church  Names." 

Sent  to  Bishops  Estill  and  Vest  a  brief  analysis  of  the  new  diocesan 
history  book. 

Sent  out  a  second  historiographer's  newsletter  to  scholars  in  the  area 
concerning  new  acquisitions. 

Obtained  a  list  of  certified  Tiffany  stain  glass  windows  in  diocesan 
churches. 

Taught  four  lessons  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Cary,  on  Anglican  Church 
history. 

Taught  a  lesson  on  archaeology  and  the  Bible  at  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh. 
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Acted  as  a  resource  person  for  the  Rev.  Charles  Hocking  on  the 
religious  views  of  Thomas  Jefferson. 

Answered  several  letters  of  inquiry  about  diocesan  history. 

Taught  in  the  Historian's  Workshop  at  St.  Augustine's  College. 

Attended  the  annual  celebration  of  historic  St.  John's  Church, 
Williamsboro,  and  conferred  with  several  members  of  the  St.  John's  com- 
mittee on  the  acquisition  of  property  there. 

Weeks  of  the  historiographer's  time  were  spent  in  editing  128  copies 
of  the  parish  histories  and  in  writing  30  parish  histories  from  missions 
and  churches  not  responding  to  our  requests.  By  January  1989  we  should 
have  all  parish  histories  in  our  archives.  At  some  point  next  year  a 
reference  book  on  our  churches  will  be  published.  The  project  will  be  the 
first  ever  in  our  diocese. 

The  historiographer  can  report  that  the  archivist,  Michelle  Francis,  is 
doing  an  excellent  job  in  preserving  our  records.  The  diocese  has  set  up 
now  a  very  efficient  records  keeping  system  which  ranks  among  the  top 
of  all  United  States  Episcopal  dioceses. 

The  historiographer  recommends  to  the  diocese  that  it  purchase  a 
microfilming  machine  to  conserve  storage  space  and  to  prevent  the 
deterioration  of  its  documents  and  records  files.

Report  of  the  North  Carolina 
Association  of  Episcopal  Schools 

It  is  only  a  few  month  old,  but  already  growing  and  thriving  beyond  the 
most  optimistic  expectations! 

The  North  Carolina  Association  of  Episcopal  Schools(NCAES)  was 
born  on  October  1  at  the  organizational  meeting  at  Emmanuel  Church  in 
Southern  Pines  and  is  pleased  to  boast  11  charter  members.  With  20  eligi- 
ble schools  in  the  diocese,  this  level  of  interest  seems  to  indicate  a  real 
desire  for  networking  among  our  schools. 

The  purposes  of  the  NCAES  are  many,  but  primarily  to  act  as  a 
source  of  support  for  member  schools  and  as  a  vehicle  for  sharing 
resources  and  information. 

The  sharing  began  at  the  organizational  meeting  when  Ann  Gordon, 
executive  director  of  the  National  Association  of  Episcopal  Schools,  con- 
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ducted  a  workshop  on  church/schools  relationship.  Representatives  from 
church  and  school  staffs,  board  members  and  parents  came  together  to 
learn  effective  ways  of  working  together.  The  group  will  sponsor  two 
workshops  per  year.  One  for  school  faculty  is  in  the  planning  stages  for 
the  spring. 

Mary  Thompson,  headmistress  of  Episcopal  Day  School,  Emmanuel 
Church,  Southern  Pines,  was  elected  chairman  of  the  new  organization. 
Others  elected  were  Joanne  Marshall,  vice  chairman,  Holy  Trinity  Day 
School,  Greensboro;  Ellen  Easterling,  secretary,  Holy  Family  Day  Care, 
Chapel  Hill;  and  Judy  Bragg,  treasurer,  Christ  Church  Kindergarten, 
Charlotte.  In  addition  to  electing  officers,  the  group  also  adopted  bylaws 
and  a  set  of  guidelines.  The  group  also  drew  up  a  resolution  that  the 
organization  be  recognized  as  an  institution  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  the 
resolution  was  submitted  to  the  General  Convention.

Report  of  Saint  Mary's  College 

The  146th  academic  year  opened  with  the  arrival  of  an  exceptionally 
spirited  group  of  students.  There  has  been  a  remarkable  sense  of  school 
spirit;  faculty,  staff  and  students  have  noticed  and  commented  on  the 
renewed  sense  of  commitment  on  campus.  The  Student  Government 
Association  is  doing  a  very  effective  job  of  involving  students  in  campus 
life  and  providing  opportunities  for  a  variety  of  activities.  We  are  certain- 
ly proud  to  see  the  quality  of  leadership  which  these  experiences  are  pro- 
viding for  our  young  women. 

This  is  especially  evident  in  the  various  dimensions  of  our  outreach 
program,  which  is  coordinated  through  the  chapel.  Members  of  the 
vestry  have  specific  responsibilities  for  recruiting  new  volunteers  and  ar- 
ranging their  schedules.  Volunteer  work  in  the  community  is  a  tradition 
at  Saint  Mary's,  and  the  numbers  of  students  involved,  and  their  in- 
itiative and  commitment,  remain  outstanding.  In  an  era  when  students 
are  often  described  as  passive  and  uninvolved,  we  are  witnessing  a 
strong  and  steady  commitment  from  our  students.  Each  week,  we  have 
students  volunteering  at  the  Governor  Morehead  School  for  the  Blind, 
Hillhaven  Convalescent  Center  and  the  Frankie  Lemmon  School  for 
Retarded  Children.  Students  also  joined  in  the  CROP  Walk  and  are  spon- 
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soring  an  Angel  Tree  to  provide  gifts  for  children  of  inmates  in  North 
Carolina  prisons. 

In  line  with  this  emphasis  on  the  development  of  student  leadership, 
the  college  has  introduced  the  Leadership  Scholarship,  which  provides 
up  to  $3,000  to  students  who  apply  to  Saint  Mary's  with  a  record  of  ser- 
vice to  their  schools,  churches  and  communities.  One  of  the  documented 
strengths  of  a  woman's  college  is  the  leadership  opportunities,  and  this 
continues  to  be  true  at  Saint  Mary's.  As  our  dean  of  students  has  pointed 
out:  Where  else  can  a  college  sophomore  be  president  of  the  Student 
Government  Association,  or  senior  warden  of  the  vestry? 

The  academic  program  at  Saint  Mary's  continues  to  be  our  greatest 
strength.  We  are  proud  to  continue  serving  the  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
diocese  through  our  commitment  to  liberal  learning.  We  are  seeking  a 
variety  of  opportunities  to  help  our  students  connect  the  life  of  the  mind 
with  the  life  of  the  heart  and  spirit,  and  we  feel  blessed  in  this  mission.

Report  of  the  Ecumenical  Commission 

With  both  General  Convention  and  Lambeth  Conference  occurring  in 
1988,  the  Ecumenical  Commission  was  at  pains  to  see  that  both  of  our 
bishops  were  well  prepared  in  the  field  of  ecumenical  affairs  for, 
especially  at  Lambeth,  a  number  of  ecumenical  matters  of  considerable 
import  were  on  the  agenda.  Amongst  these  were  our  official  relationships 
with  the  Roman  Catholic  and  Lutheran  Churches  and  the  effect  that  the 
ordination  of  women  to  both  the  priesthood  and  episcopacy  in  some  pro- 
vinces of  the  Anglican  Communion  would  have  on  current  unity  discus- 
sions with  the  Roman  Church. 

Closer  to  home,  there  have  been  two  items  of  ecumenical  interest 
that  should  be  reported.  The  first  being  that  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  and  the  Roman  Catholic  Diocese  of  Raleigh  are  in  the  in- 
itial, exploratory  stages  of  investigating  the  possibility  of  establishing  one 
or  more  shared  parishes  to  be  located  (probably]  in  the  fast  growing  areas 
north  of  Raleigh  and  environs.  This  is  very  tentative,  but  nonetheless,  a 
real  possibility  for  the  not  so  distant  future.  The  commission  envisions  a 
common  facility  with  as  much  shared  as  possible  under  the  present 
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guidelines.  With  our  mutual  traditions  being  so  similar,  a  very  great  deal 
can  be  shared— educational,  pastoral  and  social  ministries,  for  example. 

Secondly,  the  third  in  a  series  of  Lutheran/ Anglican/Roman  Catholic 
overnight  conferences  occurred  in  late  November  at  Trinity  Conference 
Center,  Salter  Path.  This  was  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Lutheran  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina  and  the  Roman  Catholic  Diocese  of  Raleigh.  It  was  attended  by 
some  110  clergy  and  lay  persons  from  these  judicatories  and  was  a  truly 
worthwhile  and  productive  ecumenical  experience.  Both  of  our  bishops 
were  present  and  involved  in  the  leadership.  From  these  conferences,  it 
is  very  clear  that  our  three  churches  share  such  a  high  degree  of  common 
tradition  and  heritage  that  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  and  patience  until 
we  fully  recognize  each  other  and  are  in  full  communion.  (The  Episcopal 
Church  is  presently  in  communion  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  on  an  iterim  basis.)  A  fourth  such  conference  will  oc- 
cur in  1989. 

The  Ecumenical  Commission  is  also  responsible  for  our  relationship 
with  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  of  which  the  diocese  is  a 
member.  Members  of  the  commission  and  Bishop  Estill  hold  seats  in  its 
General  Assembly,  the  Commission  on  Christian  Unity,  the  Commission 
on  Finance  and  Budget  and  the  Executive  Board.  The  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  is  most  active  in  the  area  of  social  ministries  such  as 
health  care  for  low  income  people,  low  income  housing,  toxic  waste  con- 
cerns, the  death  penalty,  poverty,  prison  concerns  and  alternatives,  per- 
sons with  AIDS  and  their  problems  and  day  care  for  children.  About  25 
churches  belong  to  the  council. 

The  commission  invites  your  inquiries  and  questions  about 
ecumenical  affairs  and  concerns.  Speakers  on  the  current  ecumenical 
scene  are  available  upon  request.

Report  of  the  Companion  Diocese  Commission 

"Go  ye  therefore  into  all  the  world.  .  .  " 

Five  years  ago  the  companion  diocese  relationship  began  between 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Diocese  of  Belize.  The  Right 
Reverend  Keith  A.  McMillan  had  visited  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  a 
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few  months  before  the  relationship  was  officially  established,  and  there 
was  a  lot  of  excitement  and  interest  on  the  part  of  both  dioceses  as  the 
relationship  began! 

This  past  year  was  marked  with  the  untimely  death  of  Bishop 
McMillan,  who  died  after  a  short  illness.  He  was  a  man  of  vision  and  the 
pivotal  person  for  our  many  wonderful  times  in  Belize.  Martha  Alex- 
ander attended  his  funeral  in  Kingston,  Jamaica  and  the  Reverend  Tom 
Midyette  was  in  attendance  at  the  memorial  service  held  in  Belize. 

Even  though  this  tragedy  occurred— the  relationship  still  con- 
tinues—since it  is  indeed  a  relationship  between  the  two  dioceses. 

In  1988  we  were  grateful  to  all  those  within  the  diocese— both  in- 
dividuals and  churches— who  contributed  money  for  Belize.  We  were 
grateful  for  those  who  offered  their  service  to  Belize  and  we  were  con- 
tinually grateful  for  the  relationship  which  have  been  established  and  for 
the  correspondence  which  takes  place  between  the  dioceses. 

During  the  year  the  commission  did  an  extensive  appraisal  of  the 
relationship  and  plans  to  publish  a  summary  of  the  last  five  years  in  The 
Communicant  in  1989.  In  the  summer  a  youth  trip  comprised  of  10  youths 
and  five  adults  went  to  Belize  for  two  weeks  and  participated  with  youth 
and  adults  from  Belize  in  a  youth  mission.  One  of  the  main  projects  for 
those  on  the  trip  was  a  work  project  which  involved  building  much- 
needed  windows  for  St.  Mary's  School.  In  addition  to  the  actual  physical 
labor,  relationships  were  established  by  the  participants  as  they  worked, 
played,  studied  and  prayed  together.  A  trip  to  a  Mayan  ruin,  the  Belize 
zoo  and  to  Caye  Caulker  were  among  the  side  trips  that  took  place. 

Money  was  awarded  to  a  Belizian  student,  Julie  Moody,  at  St. 
Augustine's  to  attend  a  college  conference. 

The  Right  Reverend  Robert  W.  Estill  and  the  Reverend  Wilson 
Carter  stopped  in  Belize  in  November  to  establish  some  of  the  plans  for 
the  coming  year. 

A  memorial  for  Bishop  McMillan  and  a  trip  for  Belizian  youth  to  visit 
North  Carolina  are  planned  for  this  coming  year.  And  the  Anglican  News 
will  be  distributed  to  all  parishes  and  missions  in  North  Carolina  in  the 
early  part  of  1989. 

A  part  of  this  commission's  work  reaches  beyond  Belize.  Scholarship 
money  was  made  available  to  Haiti  and  to  the  Anglican  School  in  Haifa.

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Report  of  the  Committee  of  Friends 
of  Saint  Mary's  Chapel 

This  "annual"  report  covers  two  years  inasmuch  as  a  written  report 
was  not  submitted  in  November  1987.  During  this  two-year  interval  there 
has  been  considerable  contact  with  diocesan  officials,  progress  with  work 
of  the  committee,  and  change  in  the  committee  membership. 

Services:  Use  of  the  chapel  has  continued  to  include  an  annua! 
homecoming  in  October  and  occasionally  other  functions  such  as  wed- 
dings and  meetings.  Bishop  Vest  and  Bishop  Estill  preached  at  the  1987 
and  1988  homecoming  services  respectively,  and  the  Rev.  Jerry  Fisher  of- 
ficiated each  year. 

Financial  Activity  and  Contributions:  Contributions  in  1987  included  a 
gift  of  $5,000  from  the  St.  Stephen's  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  plus 
$2200  from  homecoming  offerings  and  other  gifts.  In  1988,  most  con- 
tributions were  designated  for  a  memorial  fund  for  John  Wallace  Bacor 
and  totaled  $1775  through  the  date  of  homecoming.  Interest  on  savings 
each  year  was  $405  in  1987  and  $560  in  1988.  Consideration  of  possible 
perpetual  funds  for  the  St.  Mary's  chapel  and  cemetery  resulted  in  a  visit 
with  Ms.  Letty  Magdanz,  business  manager  of  the  diocese,  by  Polly 
Roberts  in  August  1987.  Ms.  Magdanz  related  that  the  Helen  L  Webb 
Trust  Fund,  established  by  the  will  of  Bishop  Cheshire  in  1937,  has 
grown  to  a  principal  of  $6,470  and  an  interest  of  slightly  over  $8000. 

Progress  and  Proposed  Goals:  Significant  progress  on  the  chapel  is 
under  way  at  this  writing.  A  moisture  barrier  and  new  interior  walls  are 
being  installed  and  the  finalizing  of  other  interior  work—staining,  pain- 
ting, finishing  the  floor,  etc.— is  under  way.  This  represents  a  major  ac- 
complishment. The  committee  anticipates  working  on  the  chapel 
cemetery  in  1989  to  the  end  of  identifying  as  many  graves  as  possible 
repairing  markers  and  adding  plaques. 

Committee  Membership:  For  the  20  years  the  Committee  of  Friends  of 
St.  Mary's  Chapel  has  been  in  existence,  Wallace  Bacon  has  served  as 
chairman  and  been  a  real  advocate  of  restoration  and  use  of  the  chapel. 
Sadly,  in  a  human  sense,  Wallace  died  in  April  1988,  leaving  our  exten- 
sive  progress  at  St.  Mary's  as  a  memorial  to  his  dedication  and  commit- 
ment to  see  St.  Mary's  fully  restored  and  functional.  Fortunately,  his 
wife,  Mary  Lena,  agreed  to  assume  the  chairmanship  and  give  her  sup- 
port, more  fully,  to  accomplishing  the  goals  we  have  all  shared.  In  addi- 
tion, Warren  Walker,  one  of  the  original  five  members,  also  died.  The 
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committee  selected  three  new  members:  Mrs.  Don  Johnson,  daughter  of 
Wallace  and  Mary  Lean;  the  Rev.  Bruce  Lawrence;  and  David  Lyle,  all 
residents  of  the  St.  Mary's  community.

Report  of  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  Business  Methods 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods,  as 
stated  in  Canon  15  of  the  diocesan  canons  is  that  it:  "shall  direct,  coor- 
dinate, and  administer  the  business  affairs  of  the  diocese  not  vested  by 
Canon  in  other  officers  and  agencies  and  not  otherwise  assigned  by  the 
Council."  According  to  these  stated  guidelines,  the  department  reports 
the  following  activities  in  1988: 

1.  For  the  diocesan  staff,  exclusive  of  the  two  bishops,  continued 
making  progress  in  the  following  areas:  annual  evaluations  and  reviews; 
job  descriptions. 

2.  Consulted  and  worked  with  the  diocesan  business  manager  on 
numerous  matters,  included  among  these  being:  review  and  analysis  of 
parish  parochial  reports;  questions  about  parish  assessment  quotas  based 
on  parochial  reports;  arranging  for  line  of  credit  to  meet  cash  shortfall  in 
ACTS  campaign  for  Conference  Center  construction. 

3.  Submitted  salary  recommendations  for  1989  for  the  Episcopal 
Maintenance  Fund  falling  within  the  purview  of  this  department. 

4.  Recommended  clergy  minimum  salary  increases  for  1989. 

5.  Worked  closely  with  the  Budget  Department  to  develop  the  1989 
budgets  for  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund. 

6.  Dealt  with  and  advised  parishes  on  investment  of  parish  funds. 

7.  Met  with  diocesan  Investment  Committee  and  members  of  Pro- 
perty Management  Department  and  of  Christian  Social  Ministries  to 
discuss  question  of  socially  responsible  investments  for  the  diocese. 

8.  Recommended  referral  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons  matter  that  assessment  quotas  be  sent  to  the  parishes  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  diocese  rather  than  secretary  of  the  diocese  in  order  to 
conform  to  actual  practice. 

9.  Advised  and  assisted  the  treasurer  of  the  diocese  in  overseeing  the 
expenditure  of  diocesan  funds.

Report  of  the 
Department  of  Property  Management 

The  Department  of  Property  Management  met  three  times  during  the 
year.  Members  of  the  Department  also  met  with  the  Investment  Com- 
mittee at  their  regular  meetings,  and  at  a  special  meeting  with  the  Invest- 
ment Committee  and  representatives  from  the  Christian  Social  Ministries 
Commission  to  explore  socially  responsible  investing. 

A  contact  was  made  for  maintenance  of  the  cemetery  in  Gulf.  The 
church  building  that  had  stood  there  was  moved  some  years  ago  and  the 
cemetery  has  not  been  cared  for. 

Refurbishing  the  interior  of  the  Diocesan  House  was  continued,  and 
a  commercial  cleaner  was  contracted  with  to  do  the  routine  cleaning  of 
the  Diocesan  House. 

Work  is  continuing  on  the  property  file  which  will  include  pictures, 
locations,  descriptions,  and  other  pertinent  information  on  all  mission 
and  other  diocesan  property. 

The  diocesan  insurance  program— fire,  theft,  and  liability— was 
reviewed,  and  a  full  report  made  to  Council. 

The  department  recommended  to  the  Standing  Committee  that  a 
piece  of  property  on  Bald  Head  Island,  given  to  the  ACTS  campaign,  be 
sold  following  usual  procedures. 

Bishop  Estill  appointed  members  to  the  Historic  Church  Committee 
as  provided  by  Canon  15,  and  an  initial  meeting  has  been  held.

Report  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
to  Study  the  Funding  of  Diocesan  Budgets 

The  Committee  to  Study  the  Funding  of  Diocesan  Budgets  has  met  twice 
since  its  appointment  by  the  172nd  Convention.  We  have  undertaken 
study  in  three  areas:  (1)  to  learn  the  history  and  evaluate  the  effectiveness 
of  the  current  quota  and  assessment  funding  procedure  in  the  diocese;  (2) 
to  compare  the  funding  procedures  of  other  dioceses  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  especially  in  the  Fourth  Province;  and  (3)  to  understand  the  ra- 
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tionale  for  our  present  system  and  evaluate  its  congruency  with  the 
stewardship  theology  we  are  teaching  in  the  church  today. 

It  is  notable  that  in  the  Episcopal  Church  presently,  there  are  only  17 
dioceses  which  have  a  "two  budget"  system,  as  we  do  in  this  diocese. 
Eighty-three  dioceses  have  a  unified  budget.  There  are  wider  variations 
as  to  whether  congregational  giving  at  the  diocesan  level  is  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  a  mandatory  assessment  basis,  or  some  combination  of  the  two.  It 
has  evolved  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  that  the  budget  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  episcopate  is  based  on  a  mandatory  assessment  and 
the  program  budget  is  based  on  a  voluntary  contribution,  with  a  sug- 
gested quota  for  each  congregation.  Both  are  based  on  a  complex  formula 
administered  by  the  Diocesan  Council  through  the  office  of  the  Business 
Manager  and  Treasurer. 

It  may  be  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  two  budgets  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  to  be  unified.  If  so,  a  decision  must  be  made  to  con- 
tinue the  present  "quota  and  assessment"  funding  system  or  move 
toward  a  more  voluntary  system,  perhaps  with  suggested  minimum 
amounts  or  percentage  guidelines.  Regardless  of  the  course  we  follow,  it 
is  essential  that  our  approach  to  diocesan  funding  be  grounded  in  and 
congruent  with  sound  principles  of  Biblical  stewardship,  as  well  as  wise 
financial  management. 

We  believe  that  these  are  important  and  complex  issues  which  need 
future  study  and  discussion.  We  look  forward  to  continuing  the  delibera- 
tions of  this  committee  and  invite  the  ideas  and  opinions  of  the  diocesan 
community  in  1989.

Report  of  the  Trustees

the  ordained  ministry  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  the  loan  being  converted 
to  a  non-repayable  grant  when  the  recipient  is  ordained. 

Application  forms  for  grants  from  the  society  may  be  obtained  from 
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the  convenor  of  the  trustees,  whose  name  appears  in  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention.  Completed  applications  should  be  endorsed  by  the  appli- 
cant's rector  or  vicar  and  sent  to  the  convenor  for  trustee  action. 

During  1988,  the  society  made  grants  to  John  K.  Gibson,  Timothy  J. 
Patterson,  Sonja  S.  Hudson,  Katherine  J.  Broadway,  Samuel  Johnson 
Howard,  and  Lisa  G.  Fischbeck. 

Because  of  the  unusually  large  number  of  requests  for  support  this 
year,  allocations  to  each  individual  were  depressingly  small.  This  is 
especially  regrettable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  other  sources  of  support  for 
theological  education  are  declining. 

Perhaps  the  time  has  come  for  the  diocese  to  make  a  significant  effort 
to  raise  new  funds  for  the  support  of  those  studying  for  the  ordained 
ministry.  The  Murdoch  Society  stands  ready  to  assist  in  this  enterprise 
should  the  diocese  decide  to  undertake  such  an  effort.

Report  of  the  AIDS  Committee 

The  AIDS  Committee  of  the  diocese  is  committed  to  enabling  our  church 
to  respond  with  care  and  love  to  those  persons  in  our  society  affected  by 
AIDS.  In  spite  of  the  deep,  often  irrational  fear  which  this  epidemic  has 
evoked  throughout  our  society  and  the  moral  perplexity  which  often 
swirls  around  it,  AIDS  is  in  essence  a  tragic  disease  which  causes  great 
human  suffering.  It  has  moral  dimensions  to  be  sure,  as  do  many  human 
diseases.  But  the  urgent  and  central  issue  in  our  response  to  AIDS  must 
be  the  alleviation  of  human  suffering.  Together  our  goal  must  be  to  con- 
trol its  spread,  provide  effective  and  compassionate  care  for  those  who 
contract  it,  and  seek  its  cure. 

We  believe  that  the  Episcopal  Church  has  a  significant  role  to  play 
and  leadership  to  offer  in  this  effort.  Rather  than  distance  ourselves  in 
fear,  we  wish  to  reach  out.  Not  only  do  persons  affected  by  AIDS  need  to 
receive  the  pastoral  care  and  compassion  of  the  church,  but  there  are 
urgent  needs  for  housing,  economic  assistance,  and  legislative  action  on 
their  behalf.  We  challenge  the  congregations  of  our  diocese  to  become  in- 
volved and  offer  their  resources  to  meet  such  needs  in  our  several  com- 
munities. 

The  second  AIDS  conference  of  the  diocese  was  held  Nov.  11-12  at 
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Christ  Church,  Charlotte,  with  some  70  persons  in  attendance.  It  was  an 
effective  conference,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  begin  equipping  per- 
sons in  our  congregations  to  help  provide  ministry  in  and  through  local 
churches  to  persons  affected  by  AIDS.  Present  at  the  conference  were 
members  of  AIDS  service  organizations  in  the  Piedmont  area,  Professor 
John  Snow  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  the  Ensemble  Theatre  Company  of  the 
Weaver  Center  in  Greensboro,  and  a  number  of  experts  from  the  health 
and  human  care  community. 

The  AIDS  Committee  hopes  to  continue  building  a  network  of 
resources  and  caring  in  our  diocese  as  we  seek  ways  to  respond  to  the 
escalating  need  which  confronts  us.  We  invite  any  and  all  who  are  con- 
cerned about  AIDS  to  join  us  in  this  effort.

Report  of  the  Archdeacon 

To  work  and  minister  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  a  pleasure  and 
an  honor.  This  past  summer,  I  was  one  of  your  deputies  to  the  General 
Convention.  Thank  you  for  electing  me.  I  also  took  a  sabbatical  this  year, 
three  months  from  the  first  of  September  through  November.  This  enabl- 
ed me  to  take  the  time  to  get  a  little  different  perspective  on  the  life 
which  God  has  given  to  me  and  on  the  ministries  to  which  I  am  called. 
Again,  thank  you  for  allowing  and  encouraging  me  through  the  bishops 
and  Diocesan  Council,  to  observe  a  sabbatical.  Sabbath  is  a  great  and 
wonderful  gift  to  the  world,  from  God  through  our  Jewish  and  Christian 
faith. 

The  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  is  dealt  with  in  another 
report.  This  brief  report  highlights  the  program  side  of  my  ministry. 

The  Education  and  Training  Commission  is  working  to  break  new 
ground  and  settle  into  new  patterns  under  a  new  chair,  Betty  Johnson 
from  St.  John's,  Charlotte.  Important  Christian  Education  resolutions 
were  passed  at  General  Convention  and  work  has  begun  to  implement 
these. 

The  Stewardship  Commission,  under  the  direction  of  Ted  Voorhees 
remains  strong.  The  annual  Spring  Stewardship  Conference,  featuring 
Bishop  John  MacNaughton,  was  well  attended.  The  commission  offered 
a  one-day  fall  conference  with  the  Rev.  Charles  Minifie  from  the  College 
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of  Preachers  and  a  one  evening  meeting  in  the  Rocky  Mount  Convoca- 
tion. On  site,  local,  assistance  has  been  given  to  several  congregations. 
Five  persons  have  been  trained  as  stewardship  consultants.  The  merger 
of  the  Stewardship  Commission  with  the  Land  Stewardship  Commission 
will  bring  new  opportunities  for  creative  work  in  1989.  The  Rev.  Ted 
Voorhees  retires  as  chair  of  the  commission.  I  will  miss  his  contributions. 
I  am  proud  of  the  Stewardship  Commission. 

The  Small  Church  Commission  remains  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Rev.  Harrison  T.  Simons,  one  of  the  foremost  experts  on  small  churches 
in  the  Episcopal  Church.  As  the  members  of  this  convention  are  aware, 
the  majority  of  congregations  in  the  diocese  are  small.  This  is  true 
throughout  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  Small  Church  Commission  has 
especially  sought  to  be  sensitive  to  the  small,  rural,  struggling  congrega- 
tions. The  excitement  and  dynamic  activity  seen  on  the  1-85  corridor  is 
not  shared  in  all  corners  of  the  state.  The  commission  has  served  as  a 
council  of  advice  to  the  bishops,  designed  programs  for  the  small  church- 
es, and  has  responded  to  specific  requests  for  assistance  and  support. 

The  Planned  Giving  Commission  has  gained  new  leadership  under 
the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Glenn  Busch  as  chair.  The  Rev.  Royal  Dedrick 
continues  his  ministry  as  Planned  Giving  Officer.  I  encourage  you  to  call 
on  Glenn,  Roy,  and  this  commission  to  help  you  to  live  out  the  steward- 
ship rubric  of  the  Prayer  Book  (page  445)  regarding  our  need  plan. 

Najla  Nave  was  chair  of  the  Youth  Commission  this  past  year. 
Frances  Payne  has  finished  her  first  full  year  as  Youth  Coordinator  for 
the  diocese.  Her  work  with  the  Youth  Commission  has  been  significant. 
Youth  programs  for  our  junior  and  senior  high  school  students,  designed 
to  support  local  congregationally  based  youth  ministry,  have  been  ex- 
panded. 

The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  has  been  ably  chaired  and 
guided  by  Anne  Tomlinson.  She  retires  this  year  and  I  will  miss  her 
steady  guidance.  I  assist  that  department  with  its  work  as  well  as  the 
closely  related  quarterly  meetings  of  convocation  deans  and  wardens. 
The  bulk  of  the  programs  of  the  diocese  are  carried  out  under  the  um- 
brella of  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach. 

Among  many  miscellaneous  ministries,  I  am  especially  proud  of  my 
work  on  the  annual  secretaries  and  the  annual  senior  wardens  con- 
ferences. I  also  coordinate  the  annual  clergy  conference  and  the  annual 
clergy  retreat,  produce  a  nine  times  a  year  newsletter  for  clergy  and 
diocesan  lay  leaders,  and  maintain  a  modest  resource  center  at  the 
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Diocese  House.  This  year  coming,  the  Department  of  Mission  and 
Outreach  has  encouraged  me  to  add  a  gathering  of  all  of  the  chairpersons 
of  diocesan  commissions  and  committees  for  the  purpose  of  coordinating 
ministries  and  sharing  information  and  support. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  a  strong  diocese,  with  able,  mature, 
and  steady  clergy  and  lay  leadership.  I  am  pleased  to  be  a  part  of  it.

Report  of  the 
Christian  Social  Ministries 

Christian  Social  Ministries  highlights  for  1988: 

1.  Visitation  and  Consultation:  In  1988  I  traveled  about  15,000  miles 
making  visitations  with  congregations  and  doing  ecumenical  work  on 
behalf  of  the  diocese.  CSM  Commission  members  met  regularly  to  work 
on  their  agendas,  consulting  one  another  on  inter-related  work. 

2.  Greensboro  Episcopal  Housing  Ministry.  As  of  December  1,  there  is  a 
full-time  housing  person  in  place  in  Greensboro.  Using  local  and 
diocesan  funds,  he  will  develop  local  low  income  housing  and  serve  as  a 
consultant  to  the  diocese. 

3.  Diocesan  Investments:  Working  with  the  Diocesan  Council,  CSM 
has  set  in  motion  a  process  whereby  the  diocese  will  be  able  to  examine 
our  financial  investments  from  a  socially  responsible  perspective.  At  pre- 
sent, for  example,  the  trust  department  managing  our  portfolio  has  large 
holdings  in  South  Africa  and  we  have  about  30  investments  in  that  coun- 
try. It  is  hoped  that  we  can  look  at  our  investments  with  an  eye  on  issues 
such  as  health,  environment,  minority  and  women's  concerns. 

4.  Central  America:  In  November,  Bishop  Estill  accompanied  an 
18-person  delegation  from  the  diocese  to  Honduras.  This  was  in  answer 
to  his  prior  question,  "What  is  the  role  of  our  diocese  in  Central 
America?"  The  delegation  took  representatives  from  various  special  in- 
terest groups  in  the  diocese  (peace,  youth,  ECW,  farmworkers,  etc.)  and 
they  are  presently  mapping  out  a  strategy  for  future  work  in  the  region. 
One  plan  already  in  place  is  to  send  a  diocesan  youth  team  to  Honduras 
in  1989. 

5.  Lobbying:  This  year  we  put  in  place  a  full-time  lobbyist  to  represent 
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the  social  concerns  of  the  diocese  at  our  General  Assembly.  The  Rev.  Bar- 
bara Armstrong  will  be  actively  involved  during  the  upcoming  1989  ses- 
sion, directing  our  focus  on  issues  such  as  the  elderly,  migrant  workers, 
AIDS,  the  homeless  and  criminal  justice. 

6.  Conferences:  CSM  helped  diocesan  committees  plan  and  imple- 
ment a  number  of  conferences.  Of  particular  note  are  the  conferences  on 
human  sexuality,  peace,  AIDS,  racism  and  alcoholism. 

7.  Grants:  Through  the  CSM  office  in  1988,  we  were  able  to  help  get 
over  $125,000  worth  of  grants  and  donations  for  the  diocese  to  do 
regional  social  ministries  projects. 

8.  Middle  East  Peace:  This  past  summer  I  made  my  second  trip  to 
Israel  and  the  Occupied  Territories.  Using  our  diocesan  peace  network, 
we  are  raising  that  issue  to  a  higher  level  of  attention  in  the  diocese.  In 
November,  we  hosted  Mubarak  Awad,  Palestinian  peace  activist,  in  a 
Raleigh  forum  and  plan  in  1989  to  do  similar  events  around  the  diocese. 

9.  Relief  Work:  Raleigh  was  hit  by  a  tornado,  Nicaragua  and  Jamaica 
by  a  hurricane,  and  Armenia  by  an  earthquake.  Because  we  now  have  a 
diocesan  representative,  Linda  Hensley,  as  our  first  Presiding  Bishop's 
Fund  for  World  Relief  person,  we  are  raising  funds  to  meet  those 
tragedies,  as  well  as  future  disasters. 

10.  Racism:  CSM  is  expanding  its  membership  and  concern  over  the 
rising  racism  evidenced  in  North  Carolina.  In  1989  we  plan  to  do  major 
work  in  this  area. 

11.  Criminal  Justice:  In  1988  we  worked  to  change  the  death  penalty 
age  in  North  Carolina  from  21  to  under  18  and  continued  in  our  effort, 
with  the  N.C.  Council  of  Churches  to  foster  alternatives  to  prison.  That 
effort  will  continue  in  1989.

Summary  of  1988  Diocesan  Council  Action 

February  1,  Raleigh.  Bishop  Estill  announced  the  following  Department 
appoints:  Mission  and  Outreach,  Ms.  Tomlinson,  chair,  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Midyette,  and  the  Rev.  Christopher  Gray.  Budgets,  Mr.  Fanjoy,  chair,  the 
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Rev.  Gary  Gloster,  and  the  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano.  Finance  and 
Business  Methods,  Mr.  DeLoatch,  chair,  and  Ms.  Greenwood.  Property 
Management,  Ms.  House,  chair,  and  Mr.  Williams.  Records  and  History, 
Ms.  Davis.  College  Work,  the  Rev.  William  Poulos,  chair,  and  Ms. 
Swindell.  Planning  and  Review,  Mr.  Purrington,  chair,  and  the  Rev. 
Dudley  Colhoun.  The  seven  convocation  Deans  and  Wardens  were 
elected  to  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach.  Additional  members 
were  elected  to  the  Department  of  Records  and  History.  Mr.  John  W. 
Red,  chair,  Mr.  William  E.  McCrary,  and  Mr.  Garland  Tucker  were 
elected  to  the  Investment  Committee.  Ms.  Magdanz  was  elected  Business 
Administrator  of  the  diocese. 

April  17-18,  Conference  Center,  Browns  Summit.  Following  the 
treasurer's  report,  Ms.  House  reported  the  following  Conference  Center 
Expansion  Committee:  Robert  Darst,  chair,  Bishop  Estill,  Joseph  B.  Hord, 
Rose  Flannagan,  and  Lawrence  Tomlinson.  The  building  committee  was 
authorized  to  negotiate  with  the  firm  of  McDevitt  and  Street  for  the  con- 
struction. The  Rev.  Lawrence  K.  Brown  was  nominated  by  Bishop  Estill, 
and  approved  by  the  council,  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  on  the  Conference 
Center  Board.  Bishop  Estill  announced  the  death  of  Bishop  Keith 
McMillan,  Bishop  of  Belize,  our  companion  diocese.  A  gift  to  Mrs. 
McMillan  in  expression  of  our  gratitude  and  sympathy  was  authorized. 

June  20,  Raleigh.  Plans  for  the  expansion  of  the  Conference  Center 
were  approved  and  the  architectural  firm  of  Cooper-Leky  was  selected. 
An  ACTS  campaign  update  was  received. 

September  26,  Raleigh.  The  Maintenance  Fund  and  the  Churches' 
Program  Fund  proposed  budgets  for  1989  were  discussed  in  detail  and 
approved  for  discussion  at  the  fall  convocation  meetings.  A  report  on  the 
ACTS  campaign  was  received.  Funds  for  seminarian  support  were 
authorized. 

November  28,  Raleigh.  Mr.  Purrington  gave  a  status  report  on  the 
ACTS  campaign.  The  council  policy  regarding  travel  reimbursement  for 
members  of  the  various  diocesan  commissions  and  committees  was 
clarified.  Bishop  Estill  announced  that  he  has  officially  designated  the 
Rev.  James  Lewis  and  Deacon  Barbara  Armstrong  as  official  lobbyists  for 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  A  request  to  amend  Canon  17,  Section  1, 
was  approved  and  referred  to  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and 
Canons.  Council  nominees  to  convention  for  election  to  the  Conference 
Center  board  were  made.  The  1989  budgets  were  discussed  and  a  special 
council  meeting  was  set  for  January  11,  1989  to  conclude  budget  prepara- 
tions. 
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Secretary  of  Convention 

The  work  of  the  Secretary  of  Convention  is  outlined  in  the  canons  of  the 
diocese,  especially  Canon  5,  and  by  the  pre-convention  timetable,  both  of 
which  are  published  in  the  Journal.  It  is  a  July  through  July  project  and 
would  not  be  possible  without  the  able  assistance  of  Diocesan  House 
secretary  Annette  Hemmer.  This  was  especially  true  while  I  was  on  sab- 
batical. More  of  the  paperwork  has  been  computerized  this  year, 
smoothing  out  the  work  of  this  office.  New  equipment  to  arrive  in  1989 
should  help  us  to  speed  up  the  process  and  reduce  errors. 

Processing  of  the  parochial  reports  and  production  of  the  Journal 
continue  to  be  the  major  portion  of  this  ministry.  I  work  closely  with 
John  Justice  on  the  publication  of  this  Journal.  Many  late  and  incorrect 
reports  and  forms  received  by  this  office  make  the  work  significantly 
more  difficult. 

The  Department  of  Records  and  History  is  charged  by  the  canons 
with  supervising  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  This  has  prov- 
ed valuable  in  providing  accountability  and  guidance  for  the  Secretary. 
Many  thanks  to  Lucy  Davis  who  chairs  that  Department.  She  has  provid- 
ed many  hours  of  volunteer  work,  support,  and  guidance.

Report  of  the 
Evangelism  and  Renewal  Commission 

The  year  1988  has  been  a  time  of  excitement  and  transition.  The  excite- 
ment has  come  from  many  successful  activities  by  the  commission  and 
especially  by  the  various  groups.  Cursillo  has  held  three  full  weekends. 
Happening  and  Y.E.S.  continue  to  serve  our  youth  with  splendid 
weekends.  The  Order  of  St.  Luke  is  growing  as  people  in  this  diocese 
learn  about  this  healing  ministry.  St.  John's  House  has  offered  excellent 
programs  as  well  as  a  wonderful  site  for  personal  reflection  and  renewal. 
Faith  Alive  has  been  holding  a  steady  flow  of  weekends  at  individual 
churches.  The  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  continues  its  ministry  to  men 
and  youth  of  the  church.  The  Anglican  Fellowship  of  Prayer  recently 
developed  a  one-day  workshop  that  has  been  very  well  received.  It  is

particularly  exciting  to  see  additional  interest  in  Marriage  Encounter. 
Other  groups  not  associated  with  the  commission  also  provide  valuable 
ministries  to  all  of  us. 

The  sense  of  transition  during  1988  comes  from  a  reorganization  and 
refocusing  of  the  commission's  work.  Our  first  two  meetings  were  spent 
reviewing  our  purpose,  preparing  a  "wish  list"  of  activities,  and  then  set- 
ting priorities.  We  did  this  before  we  knew  that  General  Convention 
would  designate  the  1990s  a  Decade  of  Evangelism!  However,  even 
without  that  prior  knowledge,  we  believe  this  diocese  is  moving  in  the 
correct  directions. 

The  commission  has  restructured  the  one-day  workshop,  "Evan- 
gelism for  Episcopalians."  This  is  offered  to  any  church  or  group  of 
churches  which  wants  to  consider  how  telling  the  good  news  is  part  of  all 
our  regular  church  activities.  Also  during  1988,  a  team  of  seven  people  at- 
tended a  full  week  of  training  developed  by  the  National  Episcopal 
Church.  The  team  will  complete  a  second  week  of  training  and  then  offer 
to  serve  any  church  as  consultants  in  evangelism  programs.  Although 
new  members  ministries  is  usually  the  most  popular  segment  of  these 
programs,  evangelism  is  much  more  than  simply  inviting  a  friend  to 
church. 

We  are  also  working  to  improve  our  communications  with,  and 
assistance  to,  renewal  groups.  One  specific  goal  is  to  develop  information 
describing  each  group,  including  a  contact  person,  and  distribute  that  in- 
formation throughout  the  diocese. 

This  was  the  first  year  we  offered  a  workshop  for  people  working  on 
parish  evangelism  and  renewal  committees.  The  workshop  included 
both  a  description  of  resources  available  to  each  church,  and  an  inspiring, 
informative  talk  on  new  members  ministry  by  Mrs.  LaDonna  Wind. 
Some  of  the  materials  from  that  workshop  will  be  available  at  convention 
or  from  commission  members. 

Finally,  we  are  striving  to  improve  communications  with  other 
diocesan  groups.  Our  work  is  affected  by,  and  affects  the  work  done  by 
those  groups. 

My  thanks  go  to  all  the  members  of  the  commission,  and  members  of 
the  various  renewal  groups.  They  are  all  wonderful  people.  Working 
with  them  is  a  renewal  experience  for  me!

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Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons 

Parti 

The  Commission  will  move  for  Second  Reading  action  on  Constitutional 
amendment  to  neutralize  gender  Language.  (Arts.  Ill,  Sec.  2;  VII,  Sec.  1; 
Sees.  1  and  3;  and  X,  Sec.  2).  These  are  printed  at  the  back  of  the  1988 
Journal  on  pp.  8  and  9,  between  the  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Part  II 

The  Commission  proposes  the  following  amendments  to  the  Canons 
and  Rules  of  Order  for  purposes  of  clarifying  the  role  and  functions  of  the 
Committees  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  in  order  to  improve  their  effec- 
tiveness as  the  primary  deliberative  agencies  of  each  Annual  Convention. 

Canon  1.  Members  of  the  Convention 

Section  1 .  Clergy  .  .  .  [second  sentence  only]  At  least  90  days  prior  to 
the  annual  Convention  and  30  days  prior  to  a  Special  Covention,  the 
Secretary  shall  prepare  and  publish  from  this  list  the  official  clergy  roll  of 
the  Convention  (showing  names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers), 
which  rolls  shall  be  ...  . 

Section  2.  Laity  The  clerks  of  the  several  parish  and  mission  vestries 
electing  lay  delegates  to  the  convention  shall  furnish  three  certificates 
showing  the  names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  of  the  lay  persons 
elected,  One  shall  be  handed  .... 

Comment:  As  to  Section  1,  the  roll  to  be  prepared  by  the  Secretary  is 
the  official  clergy  roll,  not  that  of  the  entire  Convention;  thus  the  present 
wording  has  been  modified  accordingly,  the  canon  has  also  been  amend- 
ed to  ensure  that  this  roll  carry  the  addresses  and  telephone  numbers  of 
the  listed  clergy.  This  is  primarily  for  the  use  of  the  Bishop  in  notifying 
Convention  Committee  presiding  officers  of  these  data.  See  amended 
Canon  13,  Section  2. 

As  to  Section  2,  the  canon  is  amended  to  place  upon  parish  and  mis- 
sion vestry  clerks  an  affirmation  responsibility  to  include  addresses  and 
telephone  numbers  of  lay  delegates  on  the  required  certificates.  This 
assures  the  Bishop  of  these  data  in  preparing  the  notices  required  of  him 
in  Canon  13,  Section  2. 
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Canon  5.  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall:  .  .  . 

(d)  From  the  roster  of  the  preceding  annual  Convention  ascertain  the 
names  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates  whose  membership  in  the  next  annual 
Convention  can  be  presumed  and,  not  later  than  August  15,  inform  those 
persons  that  Convention  Committees  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
and  request  that,  not  later  than  September  10,  they  inform  the  Bishop  in 
writing  of  the  committees  to  which  they  have  an  interest  in  being  named. 

(e)  through  (h)  [transfer  present  (d)  through  (g)  unchanged] 
Comment:  Subsection  (d),  as  rewritten,  authorizes  and  directs  the 

Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  ascertain  the  names  of  Convention 
delegates  who  are  presumptively  eligible  to  serve  as  members  of  Conven- 
tion Committees  under  revised  Canon  13,  Section  2,  below.  The  source 
authorized  is  reasonably  accurate,  and,  if  used,  the  deadlines  specified 
seem  reasonable.  Delegates  are  called  on  to  give  the  Bishop  information 
on  their  desired  committee  assignments,  information  which  may  be 
useful  but  which  is  not  binding. 

Canon  12.  Diocesan  Commissions 
Section  1  .  .  .  . 

(d)  On  Institution— two  clergy;  three  lay;  none  of  whom  shall  be  of- 
ficially affiliated  with  any  such  institution. 

|e)  .  .  .  . 

Section  2  through  6  [no  change] 

Section  7.  Resolutions  Proposed  by  Commissions.  Resolutions  propos- 
ed for  Convention  action  by  Diocesan  Commissions  other  than  the  Com- 
mission on  Constitution  and  Canons  and  the  Commission  on  Dispatch  of 
Business,  shall  be  referred  to  appropriate  Convention  Committees  by  the 
Bishop  in  accordance  with  Canon  13  and  the  Rules  of  Order. 

Comment:  As  to  Section  1  (d),  the  restriction  on  eligibility  for 
membership  on  this  commission  is  new  and  is  based  on  the  belief  that 
unaffiliated  delegates  are  in  a  position  to  represent  the  Convention's 
views  better  than  persons  already  responsible  for  the  institutions  being 
surveyed. 

As  to  the  Section  7,  this  is  a  new  provision  designed  to  assure  that  all 
resolutions  that  Diocesan  Commissions  propose  for  Convention  considera- 
tion (with  indicated  exceptions)  are  considered  by  a  committee  composed 
of  Convention  delegates,  that  is,  representatives  of  the  legislative  body 
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itself.  Proposals  from  the  Commissions  on  Constitution  and  Canons  and 
Dispatch  of  Business  are  in  a  different  category;  in  the  normal  course  of 
affairs  they  are  presented  in  the  form  of  motions  prepared  by  technical 
agencies  and  do  not  seem  to  warrant  additional  Convention  scrutiny. 

Canon  13.  Convention  Committees 

Section  1.  Resolutions  Referred  to  Committees.  Except  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  those  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Convention,  and  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  Canon  12,  Section  7,  no  resolution  (other  than  resolutions  of 
courtesy  or  appreciation)  shall  be  considered  or  adopted  until  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  has  referred  it  to  one  of  the  Conven- 
tion Committees  required  by  Section  2  of  this  Canon  and  the  committee 
has  reported  its  recommendation  on  the  resolution  to  the  Convention. 

Comment:  The  new  provision  gives  canonical  status  to  the  mandate 
that  all  resolutions  (with  the  indicated  exceptions)  be  referred  to  a  Con- 
vention Committee  and  that  the  Convention  is  not  to  deal  with  a  resolu- 
tion until  reported  on  by  the  committee  to  which  referred.  This  mandate 
may  be  avoided  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Convention. 

Section  2.  Appointment  of  Committees.  Not  later  than  October  1,  the 
Bishop  (or  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention)  shall  annually  appoint  at 
least  three  clerical  and  five  lay  persons,  being  members  of  the  Conven- 
tion who  have  served  as  delegates  in  at  least  one  prior  annual  convention 
of  this  Diocese,  to  each  of  the  Convention  Committees  listed  below,  shall 
name  the  presiding  officer  of  each  such  committee,  shall  notify  each 
committee  member  of  the  appointment,  and  shall  inform  the 
committee's  presiding  officer  of  the  names,  addresses,  and  telephone 
numbers  of  the  members.  Should  a  larger  membership  be  desired  for  any 
Convention  Committeee,  the  Bishop  (or  presiding  officer  of  the  Conven- 
tion) may  appoint  additional  members  with  the  requisite  Convention  ex- 
perience but  shall  retain  approximately  the  same  proportion  of  lay  and 
clerical  members.  There  shall  be  seven  Convention  Committees,  and 
they  shall  be  designated: 

(a)  The  Committee  on  Administration  of  the  Diocese. 

(b)  The  Committee  on  Credentials 

(c)  The  Committee  on  Elections 

(d)  The  Committee  on  Faith  and  Morals 

(e)  The  Committee  on  National  and  International  Affairs 

(f)  The  Committee  on  the  Program  of  the  Church 

(g)  The  Committee  on  Social  Concerns 
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Comment:  Several  changes  in  present  Section  1  have  been  incor- 
porated in  this  revised  Section  2.  A  deadline  has  been  set  for  appointing 
Convention  Committees;  eligibility  to  membership  has  been  restricted  to 
persons  who  have  served  in  one  prior  annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese; 
notice  of  appointment  by  October  1  is  mandated;  and  by  the  same  date 
each  committee's  presiding  officer  is  to  be  given  the  names,  addresses, 
and  telephone  numbers  of  members.  These  amendments  are  closely  in- 
terrelated and  are  designed  to  meet  the  practical  needs  of  Convention 
Committees  and  to  facilitate  their  capacity  to  deal  with  resolutions  refer- 
red to  them.  They  also  take  into  consideration  the  important  role  the 
Bishop  plays  in  naming  Convention  Committees  and  their  presiding  of- 
ficers and  should  do  much  to  facilitate  early  meetings  of  such  committees 
as  assumed  by  Rule  of  Order  III,  A,  below.  The  Bishop's  sources  of  infor- 
mation for  naming  and  notifying  committee  members  and  presiding  of- 
ficers are  provided  in  revised  Canon  1  and  5,  above. 

Also  provided  in  this  addition  is  an  amended  provision  for  minimum 
Convention  Committee  strength— slightly  larger  and  uniform— and  a 
means  for  expanding  committee  size.  The  present  Committee  on  Social 
and  Political  Concerns  has  been  supplanted  by  three  committees— Faith 
and  Morals,  National  and  International  Affairs,  and  Social  Concerns— as 
the  product  of  recent  experience  with  heavy  loads  for  the  single  commit- 
tee. 

Section  3.  [Present  Section  2  unchanged] 

Section  4.  Each  Convention  Committee  shall  consider  the  resolution 
referred  to  it,  shall  offer  the  sponsors  of  resolutions  and  other  interested 
Convention  delegates  reasonable  opportunity  within  the  time  allotted  by 
the  Convention's  agenda  to  explain  their  views  thereon,  and  shall  report 
each  resolution  to  the  Convention  as  prescribed  by  the  Rules  of  Order. 
However,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  Convention  a  Con- 
vention Committee  to  which  a  resolution  has  been  referred  may  request 
the  Bishop  to  refer  it  to  a  different  Convention  Committee. 

Comment:  This  new  section  gives  canonical  status  to  the  role  and 
function  of  Convention  Committees  and  provides  for  hearings  on  resolu- 
tions referred  to  them  for  consideration  and  recommendation.  Although 
it  mandates  that  Convention  Committees  report  on  all  resolutions  refer- 
red to  them  as  provided  in  the  Rules  of  Order,  the  last  sentence  allows  a 
committee  to  ask  the  Bishop  to  rerefer  any  resolution  that  the  committee 
feels  should  best  be  handled  by  another  Convention  Committee— but  the 
final  decision  is  left  with  the  Bishop.  Alternative  committee  report  forms 
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are  set  out  in  Rule  of  Order  XIII,  C,  below,  rather  than  in  this  canon  so 
that  they  may  be  suspended  in  appropriate  instances  (by  two-third  vote) 
without  canonical  change. 

Section  5  and  6  [Present  Sections  3  and  4  unchanged] 

Rules  of  Order  III 

A.  Resolutions  for  Convention  action  may  be  submitted  by  members 
of  the  Convention  and  by  Diocesan  Commissions  provided  for  in  Canon 
12.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  refer  to  an  appropriate 
Convention  Committee  for  consideration  and  report  all  such  resolutions 
except  those  which  accompany  the  reports  of  the  Diocesan  Commission 
on  Constitution  and  Canons  and  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Dispatch 
of  Business.  To  assure  timely  reports,  it  is  appropriate  for  Convention 
Committees  to  meet  for  consideration  of  resolutions  referred  to  them  at 
any  time  after  they  have  been  appointed. 

B.  Reports  from  institutions  (and  portions  of  such  reports)  which  pro- 
pose no  resolutions  shall  be  referred  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Con- 
vention to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Institutions  for  study  and  evalua- 
tion; all  other  reports  (and  portions  thereof)  which  propose  no  resolutions 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
for  study  and  evaluation. 

Comment:  As  to  paragraph  A,  the  opening  sentence  merely  states  ex- 
plicitly what  is  the  assumption  of  the  present  canons  and  rules  of  order. 
The  rule  reiterates  the  requirements  of  Canon  13,  Section  1,  and  Canon 
12,  Section  7.  It  authorizes  and  encourages  Convention  and  Committee  to 
meet  for  business  before  the  Convention  convenes  when  such  a  course  of 
action  is  desirable  and  should  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Convention. 

As  to  paragraph  B,  this  is  a  new  rule  and  is  designed  to  assure  appro- 
priate consideration  of  reports  that  do  not  carry  resolutions  demanding 
Convention  action.  It  implements  Canon  12,  Section  3(b)  [Commission  on 
the  State  of  the  Church]  and  Section  5  [Commission  on  Institutions]. 

Rules  of  Order  XIII 

A.  Reports  to  the  Convention  from  Diocesan  Commissions,  Conven- 
tion Committees,  and  other  agencies  shall  be  in  writing.  All  reports 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the 
Convention  shall  be  accompanied  by  corresponding  resolutions. 

Comment:  This  paragraph  contains  a  simplified  version  of  present 
Rule  of  Order  XIII. 
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B.  Reports  to  the  Convention  that  require  no  action  or  expression  of 
opinion  by  that  body  and  which  have  been  distributed  in  advance  shall 
be  received  as  presented  and  shall  be  referred  to  the  Diocesan  Commis- 
sion on  the  State  of  the  Church  or  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Institu- 
tions as  provided  in  the  Rule  of  Order  III,  B,  above. 

Comment:  this  paragraph  reiterates  the  requirement  of  Rule  of 
Order  III,  B,  but  is  considered  useful  at  this  point  to  assure  that  the  provi- 
sion is  not  overlooked. 

C.  A  Convention  Committee  report  on  resolutions  referred  to  it  may 
include  statements  of  reasons  for  the  committee's  recommendations, 
may  be  accompanied  by  a  minority  report  (if  signed  by  one-fourth  of  the 
committee's  membership),  and,  with  respect  to  each  resolution  or  group 
of  related  resolutions  requiring  separate  action,  shall  take  one  of  the 
following  alternative  forms: 

1.  Recommend  adoption. 

2.  Recommend  adoption  with  amendments.  In  this  case  the  presiding 
officer  shall  put  amendments  offered  by  the  committee  before  recogniz- 
ing delegates  for  amendments  from  the  floor. 

Comment:  This  provides  for  treating  the  original  resolutions  as  if  it 
had  been  recommended  for  adoption  by  the  committee. 

4.  Recommend  rejection.  In  this  event  the  resolution  shall  lie  upon 
the  table  unless  (a)  a  majority  of  the  delegates  present  and  voting  call  for 
placing  the  resolution  on  the  agenda  for  immediate  consideration,  or  (b) 
the  report  is  accompanied  by  a  minority  report  recommending  adoption, 
in  which  case  the  question  shall  be  adoption  of  the  minority  report. 

5.  Report  without  recommendation.  In  this  case  the  presiding  officer 
shall  put  the  original  resolution,  stating  that  the  committee  makes  no 
recommendation. 

Comment:  the  provisions  of  this  rule  parallel  rules  of  the  House  of 
Deputies  of  the  General  Convention.  They  are  designed  to  quide  both  the 
Convention  Committees  and  the  Convention  itself  in  dealing  with  resolu- 
tions submitted  for  Convention  action.  The  goal  of  the  five  permitted 
alternative  reports  is  to  ensure  that  there  is  adequate  opportunity  for 
sponsors  of  resolutions  to  obtain  Convention  consideration  of  each 
resolution  presented  to  that  body— accompanied  by  the  recommendation 
of  a  Committee  representing  the  Convention  itself.  It  will  be  noted  that 
the  Convention  Committee  is  required  to  employ  one  of  the  five  alter- 
native procedures;  in  short,  a  committee  may  not  suppress  any  resolution 
referred  to  it.  Further,  in  no  case  is  more  than  a  majority  vote  of  the  Con- 
vention needed  to  place  a  resolution  before  the  body  for  its  consideration. 
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Rules  of  Order  XIX 

A.  Resolutions  to  be  acted  on  at  the  annual  Convention  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  on  or  before  the  40th  day 
preceding  the  opening  date  of  the  Convention.  Upon  submission,  resolu- 
tions shall  be  referred  to  appropriate  Convention  Committees  as 
prescribed  by  Rule  of  Order  III,  A,  and  the  texts  thereof  shall  be  included 
in  the  advance  materials  distributed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
to  the  members  of  the  Convention  prior  to  the  Convention.  Resolutions 
submitted  to  the  Secretary  later  than  specified  shall  be  returned  to  the  in- 
troducer without  action. 

Resolutions  may  be  introduced  during  the  Convention  but  may  be 
acted  upon  only  as  follows:  If  introduced  in  the  first  business  session  of 
the  Convention,  the  question  before  the  Convention  shall  be  whether  the 
resolution  shall  be  considered.  Upon  the  affirmation  vote  of  two-third  of 
the  delegates,  the  resolution  shall  be  referred  to  an  appropriate  Conven- 
tion Committee  for  study  and  report  to  that  Convention.  Such  resolutions 
that  fail  to  receive  the  required  vote,  as  well  as  resolutions  introduced 
after  the  close  of  the  first  business  session  of  the  convention,  shall  not  be 
considered. 

This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  resolutions  of  courtesy  or  appreciation. 

Comment:  Provisions  of  the  present  rule  for  referring  resolutions  to 
Diocesan  Commissions  have  been  deleted  as  not  consistent  with  the 
reason  for  having  Convention  Committees,  i.e..  agencies  of  the  Conven- 
tion itself.  Thus,  all  resolutions  to  be  considered  by  the  Convention  must 
be  referred  to  Convention  Committees  as  mandated  by  Canon  13,  Section 
1,  and  Rule  III,  A.  In  addition,  reflecting  the  fact  that  the  Convention  is 
not  a  continuing  legislative  body,  the  revised  rule  eliminates  the  provi- 
sion for  carry-over  of  resolutions  introduced  too  late  for  Convention  con- 
sideration. There  is,  of  course,  nothing  to  deter  a  sponsor  of  such  a  resolu- 
tion from  resubmitting  it  to  the  next  Convention  if  a  member  of  that 
body. 

B.  If  a  resolution  submitted  for  Convention  action  would  require 
adoption  of  a  new  canon  or  constitutional  provision  or  amendment  of  an 
existing  canon  or  constitutional  provision,  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Convention  shall,  at  the  time  the  resolution  is  referred  to  an  appropriate 
Convention  Committee  under  Rule  of  Order  III,  A,  also  request  the 
Diocesan  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  to  consider  the 
measure  and  prepare  whatever  canonical  or  constitutional  provision 
would  be  suitable  to  accomplish  the  resolution's  proposal  and,  if  the 
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resolution  receives  favorable  Convention  action,  report  the  canonical  or 
constitutional  provision  for  Convention  consideration. 

Comment:  This  implements  the  provision  of  Article  XIII  of  the 
Diocesan  Constitution. 

Rule  of  Order  XX 

If  a  resolution  submitted  for  Convention  action  would  substantially 
affect  diocesan  finances,  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall,  at 
the  time  the  resolution  is  referred  to  an  appropriate  Convention  Commit- 
tee under  Rule  of  Order  III,  A,  also  request  the  Convention  Committee 
on  Administration  of  the  Diocese  to  consider  the  measure.  The  Conven- 
tion shall  not  take  up  the  resolution  until  its  Committee  on  Administra- 
tion of  the  Diocese  has,  without  recommendation,  furnished  the  Conven- 
tion with  an  analysis  of  the  effect  adoption  of  the  resolution  would  have 
on  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Diocese. 

Comment:  Experience  in  recent  sessions  of  the  Convention  suggests 
that  confusion  can  arise  under  the  present  rule  when  two  committees  are 
called  upon  to  report  on  a  single  resolution  without  specifying  which 
committee's  report  takes  precedence  before  the  body.  This  revision, 
which  calls  for  an  analysis  rather  than  recommendation  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Administration  of  the  Diocese  (the  Convention's  "fiscal"  com- 
mittee), is  designed  to  ensure  that  resolutions  of  the  kind  described  are 
given  consideration  by  the  appropriate  subject-matter  committee  but 
that,  before  voting,  the  Convention  has  the  opportunity  to  hear  from  its 
fiscal  committee.  This  fiscal  analysis  would  not,  however,  supplant  or 
take  precedence  over  the  recommendation  of  the  subject  matter  commit- 
tee. 

Part  III 

The  Commission  will  move  the  following  amendment  to  Canon  33,  Sec- 
tion 2,  paragraph  1  on  the  Diocesan  Conference  Center: 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  who 
shall  be  its  presiding  officer,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  who  shall  be  its 
Treasurer,  The  Bishop  Coadjutor  (if  there  is  one),  The  Suffragan  Bishops 
(if  there  are  any),  The  President  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  a 
representative  of  the  current  diocesan  youth  organization  elected  by  it 
annually,  and  nine  clerical  members  who  are  active  in  and  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  nine  lay  members  who  are  enrolled  confirm- 
ed adult  communicants  in  good  standing  in  the  Diocese,  elected  by  the 
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Diocesan  Convention  from  a  list  composed  of  (1)  at  least  the  number  to 
be  elected  and  not  more  than  twice  that  number,  nominated  by  the 
Diocesan  Council,  and  (2)  any  other  nominees  that  may  be  nominated  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Convention.  Vacan- 
cies occurring  between  Conventions  may  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Bishop.  Each  annual  Convention  shall  elect  three  directors  in  each  order 
for  three  year  terms  and  shall  also  fill  any  unexpired  terms  that  may  have 
arisen  since  the  previous  Convention  that  were  not  filled  by  the  Bishop's 
appointment.  No  director  who  has  completed  two  consecutive  full  terms 
or  a  consecutive  combination  of  an  unexpired  term  and  a  full  term  shall 
be  thereafter  eligible  for  re-election  until  one  year  has  elapsed. 

Comment:  The  effects  of  this  amendment  would  be  1)  to  enable  the 
Bishop  to  appoint  to  vacancies  directors  to  fill  unexpired  terms  between 
Conventions,  and  2)  to  allow  for  six  years  of  continuous  service  as  a 
director  instead  of  three  without  a  break.  Both  of  these  changes  are  found 
desirable  by  the  Bishop  and  current  Board.

Report  of  Christ  the  King  Center 

Christ  the  King  Center  is  an  urban  ministry  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 
Based  in  the  low-income  neighborhood  of  Optimist  Park  in  Charlotte,  our 
goal  is  to  meet  spiritual,  educational,  recreational  and  physical  needs  of 
the  people  in  the  community.  To  do  this,  we  work  with  residents  and 
members  of  local  parishes  to  develop  programs  which  enable  people  to 
help  themselves.  Local  support  for  the  center  comes  in  the  form  of 
volunteer  service,  individual  donations  and  financial  support  from  local 
parishes. 

Since  its  beginning  as  an  urban  ministry  in  1968,  Christ  the  King  has 
sponsored  a  wide  variety  of  ministries.  This  year  our  programs  have  in- 
cluded scouting;  breakfasts,  Bible  study  and  ceramic  classes  for  older 
adults;  a  weekday  school  for  three,  four  and  five  year  olds;  an  after- 
school  program  for  elementary  school  children;  a  woodpile  project  which 
provides  free  firewood  to  needy  families  in  the  area;  and  summer  camp- 
at-home  for  neighborhood  youth.  In  addition,  our  doors  are  open  to  a 
number  of  affiliate  ministries  which  use  our  facilities  for  planning  ses- 
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sions,  dedication  ceremonies,  board  meetings  and  miscellaneous  ac- 
tivities. 

Affiliate  ministries  housed  at  Christ  the  King  during  1988  include  the 
St.  Francis  Jobs  Program,  which  trains  youth  between  the  ages  of  16  and 
22  in  job-seeking  and  job-keeping  skills;  Habitat  for  Humanity,  which 
works  with  the  working  poor  to  build  houses  which  can  be  purchased 
through  no-interest  mortgages;  Shalom  Homes,  a  housing  rehabilitation 
project;  Police  Athletic  League  teams;  and  a  neighborhood  food  co-op. 

Other  groups  which  meet  regularly  at  the  center  include  the  Op- 
timist Park  Community  Organization;  the  Charlotte  organizing  Project; 
the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  a  black  service  organization;  and  the 
Habitat  Homeowners  Association.  Christ  the  King  also  actively  supports 
the  Charlotte  CROP  Walk  by  serving  as  the  final  rest  stop  for  the 
organization's  annual  fundraiser. 

For  the  past  nine  years,  Christ  the  King  Center  has  operated  under 
the  direction  of  Brother  Richard  Banks  as  a  separate  entity  from  the 
Chapel  of  Hope,  which  shares  the  same  building  and  grounds.  Upon  the 
recommendation  of  a  recent  diocesan  task  force,  Christ  the  King  Center 
and  the  Chapel  of  Hope  will  be  united  under  the  leadership  of  a  new 
priest/director  in  early  1989.

Report  of  the 
Department  of  College  Work 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  this  department  was  given  the  charge  of 
establishing  an  evaluation  process  for  the  various  college  programs  and 
campus  ministries  for  which  this  diocese  has  some  reponsibility.  In  addi- 
tion, the  department  felt  that  ample  time  should  be  spent  at  the  sites  of 
the  campus  ministries  so  that  we  could  more  clearly  understand  the  true 
nature  of  these  diverse  ministries.  As  a  result  of  this  approach,  it  seemed 
natural  that  the  members  of  the  department  could  also  serve  as  support 
personnel. 

One  of  the  first  organizational  moves  we  made  was  to  establish  an 
evaluation/support  team  for  campuses  within  a  specific  geographic  area. 
The  coordinators  are:  the  Rev.  Douglas  G.  Hodson  (Charlotte);  Mrs.  Nan- 
cie  F.  LaRoche  (Greensboro);  Mrs.  Harriett  Sturges  (Louisburg);  the  Rev. 
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James  W.  Mathieson  (Rocky  Mount].  The  two  chaplains  who  serve  as 
liaison  are:  the  Rev.  Dr.  Earl  H.  Brill  (Durham)  and  the  Rev.  Robert  R. 
McGee  (Winston-Salem).  Each  area  coordinator  established  an  evalua- 
tion/support team  for  their  particular  area. 

Four  basic  questions  were  considered  by  each  team  as  they  establish- 
ed contact  with  each  program  and  initiated  the  evaluation  process.  The 
questions  are  as  follows: 

1.  Does  the  program  have  clearly  defined  goals/objectives? 

2.  Are  these  goals/objectives  being  met? 

3.  If  so,  can  this  be  documented? 

4.  Do  these  programs  relate  directly  and  effectively  to  the  program 
budget? 

It  is  clear  to  me  that  college  work  is  healthy  in  this  diocese.  We  have 
some  talent  chaplains  and  campus  ministers  who  are  implementing 
creative  and  effective  programs  on  their  campuses.  It  is  also  clear,  from 
the  data,  that  the  chaplains  would  like  to  see  continuity  established  bet- 
ween the  Department  of  College  Work  and  their  ministries.  Finally,  I  am 
convinced  we  need  to  hire  outside  help  to  assist  us  in  developing  a  stan- 
dardized evaluation  form  for  college  work  in  this  diocese.  These  are 
items  we  will  be  working  on  in  the  months  ahead. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  extend  my  heartfelt  thanks  and  gratitude  to 
the  members  of  the  Department  of  College  Work  for  their  efforts  and 
creative  input  during  this  past  year.  I  look  forward  to  working  with  them 
during  the  upcoming  year.  I  especially  would  like  to  thank  Mrs.  Priscilla 
Swindell  for  her  efforts  and  support  during  this  past  year.  I  would  also 
like  to  thank  Bishop  Estill  for  giving  me  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  College  Work.

Report  of  the 
Department  of  Records  and  History 

The  members  of  the  Department  of  Records  and  History  met  quarterly  in 
1988  with  Dr.  Frank  Grubbs,  Historiographer,  and  Michelle  Francis,  Ar- 
chivist. 

We  have  continued  to  sell  copies  of  The  Episcopal  Church  in  North 
Carolina,  1701-1959.  Approximately  800  books  have  been  sold. 

Dr.  Frank  Grubbs,  assisted  by  Michelle  Francis,  is  editing  and  com- 
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piling  a  directory  of  diocesan  church  histories.  Fifty-seven  church 
historians  have  submitted  brief  histories  of  their  churches.  The  edited 
version  of  these  histories  will  appear  in  the  directory  while  the  original 
history  will  be  on  file  in  the  diocesan  archives.  Dr.  Grubbs  is  writing 
histories  for  those  churches  who  have  not  submitted  histories. 

The  third  annual  meeting  of  the  diocesan  Church  Historians  was 
held  on  Sept.  24  at  St.  Augustine's  College.  Following  registration,  Dr. 
Frank  Grubbs  talked  on  "Writing  Your  Church's  History."  Michelle 
Francis  gave  a  workshop  on  "Oral  History:  a  Tool  for  the  Church 
Historian."  After  lunch  in  the  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  College  Union,  the 
church  historians  convened  in  St.  Augustine's  College  Chapel  to  hear  the 
Rev.  Cyril  C.  Burke's  remarks  on  the  history  of  the  chapel  building.  We 
now  have  75  church  historians  representing  69  churches  in  the  diocese. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  the  Ven.  Neff  Powell,  met  with  the 
department  to  consider  earlier  production  of  the  diocesan  Journal.  The 
delay  continues  to  be  caused  mostly  by  the  late  submission  of  parochial 
reports.  A  new  desktop  publishing  computer  should  help  speed  the 
publication  of  the  journal,  providing  that  the  parochial  reports  are  receiv- 
ed in  a  timely  manner  and  do  not  require  too  much  correction. 

In  1990,  we  are  planning  a  celebration  commemorating  the  bicenten- 
nial of  the  first  conventions  of  Episcopal  churchmen  in  North  Carolina, 
which  were  held  in  Tarboro  in  1790,  1793  and  1794.  We  anticipate  that 
the  dioceses  of  East  Carolina  and  Western  North  Carolina  will  join  with 
us  in  a  special  commemorative  service  in  Tarboro  sometime  during  the 
year  1990.  You  will  be  informed  of  the  time  and  date  as  plans  for  the 
celebration  are  finalized. 

In  1991  we  will  host  the  National  Episcopal  Historians'  Association  in 
Raleigh.  Michelle  Francis  is  a  member  of  the  organization  and  will  be  in 
charge  of  the  plans  for  this  meeting.  Ms.  Francis  is  also  on  the  program 
committee  for  the  NEHA's  1990  meeting  in  Los  Angeles  and  is  giving  a 
paper  on  "Establishing  a  Disaster  Preparedness  Plan  for  your  Archives" 
at  the  1989  NEHA  in  Hartford,  Conn. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  this  year's  members  of 
the  department:  Mrs.  Jane  R.  House,  who  serves  with  me  on  the 
Diocesan  Council,  the  Rev.  William  P.  Price,  Mrs.  Patricia  Rosenthal,  Dr. 
Sarah  M.  Lemmon,  Mr.  George  E.  London,  Mr.  George  A.  Atkins,  Mrs. 
Jaqueiin  Nash,  Dr.  Frank  L.  Grubbs,  historiographer  and  ex-officio 
member,  and  our  archivist,  Michelle  A.  Francis.

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Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 

April  7 ',  1988:  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  met  this  day  at  the  Diocesan 
House.  Bishop  Estill  presented  to  the  Trustees  information  concerning 
the  proposed  use  of  approximately  12  acres,  a  part  of  the  property  on 
which  the  Diocesan  House  is  located,  as  a  gift  to  the  City  of  Raleigh  to  be 
used  as  a  local  public  housing  center.  Another  proposed  use  of  the  pro- 
perty is  for  the  establishment  of  a  retirement  center  similar  to  the  Penick 
Home. 

June  14,  1988:  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  executed  a  letter  addressed 
to  Mrs.  Laura  Kratt,  Assistant  City  Attorney,  the  City  of  Charlotte,  exer- 
cising the  right  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  repurchase  6  acres  of 
land  on  Kenilworth  Avenue  in  Charlotte  for  $2,500.00 

June  30,  1988:  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  executed  a  deed  releasing 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  L.  Phillips  and  Robert  L.  Phillips,  Jr.  from  an  option 
agreement  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  recorded  in  Book  2902,  Page 
569,  Guilford  County  Registry  and  Book  718,  Page  259  of  the  Rock- 
ingham County  Registry. 

July  30,  1988:  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  executed  a  deed  of  trust 
conveying  a  tract  of  land  on  Yanceyville  Road  to  Robert  L.  Brady, 
Trustee  for  the  Gates  City  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Association  securing 
the  sum  of  $90,000.00 

August  10,  1988:  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  executed  a  deed  convey- 
ing to  Frank  Odell  Radcliffe,  Jr.,  a  tract  of  land  in  the  City  of  Charlotte  on 
the  southwest  side  of  McBride  Street  fronting  221.46  feet  on  McBride 
Street  adjoining  Lots  28  and  29  of  Hampshire  Hills. 

September  26,  1988:  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  executed  a  deed  of 
trust  correcting  a  former  deed  of  trust  recorded  in  Book  3679,  Page  1254, 
Guilford  County  Registry,  executed  on  July  29,  1988  to  Robert  L.  Brady, 
Trustee  securing  a  note  of  $90,000.00  to  Gates  City  Federal  Savings  and 
Loan  Association  conveying  property  on  Yanceyville  Road  in  Guilford 
County. 

October  25,  1988:  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  authorized  the  Trustees 
to  sell  the  interest  of  the  Diocese  in  a  house  and  lot  200  feet  by  218  feet  on 
Route  3,  at  Box  620,  Boiling  Road,  Roanoke  Rapids,  Halifax  County.  The 
property  is  jointly  owned  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage, 
the  Vestry  of  All  Saint's  Parish,  Roanoke  Rapids  and  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese.  The  sale  price  is  $53,500.00 

November  30,  1988:  The  Trustees  executed  an  easement  agreement 
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over  property  located  at  4700  Matthews-Pineville  Road  over  property  oc- 
cupied by  Saint  Margaret's  Episcopal  Church.  The  easement  is  described 
in  a  map  of  the  Charlotte  Engineering  Department  entitled  "Proposed 
Right-of-Way,  NC-51  Phase  III"  dated  March  18,  1988. 

Saint  Margaret's  Episcopal  Church  having  arranged  to  borrow  from 
NCNB  Bank  the  sum  of  $280,000  upon  the  agreement  of  the  Diocese  to 
the  following:  (1)  that  a  loan  of  $60,000.00  to  Saint  Margaret's  by  the 
Episcopal  Church  Foundation  be  subordinated  to  the  NCNB  loan,  (2)  that 
the  Diocese  agree  not  to  pledge  or  sell  the  real  estate  occupied  by  Saint 
Margaret's  in  whole  or  in  part  while  any  funds  are  owed  NCNB  on  the 
proposed  obligation  to  NCNB,  the  Diocese  agree  to  provide  NCNB,  at  its 
request,  with  a  first  deed  of  trust  in  the  amount  of  $280,000.00  on  the 
property  occupied  by  the  Church.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  agreed  to 
conditions  (2)  and  (3)  above  and  referred  the  condition  (1)  to  the  Episcopal 
Church  Foundation  for  consideration. 

The  Trustees  received  a  statement  of  the  proceeds  of  the  lot  sale  and 
the  use  thereof  in  the  Parking  Lot  Paving  Project  of  All  Saint's  Episcopal 
Church  in  Charlotte. 

December  15,  1988:  The  Trustees  executed  a  contract  with  McDevitt 
&  Street  Company  for  the  expansion  and  renovation  of  the  Conference 
Center  at  Browns  Summit  for  the  sum  of  $2,488,414.00.

Report  of  the  University  of  the  South 

Two  important  events  occurred  at  Sewanee  this  fall. 

The  University  of  the  South  installed  its  fourteenth  Vice-Chancellor 
and  President,  Samuel  R.  Williamson,  Jr.,  an  Episcopalian  and  former 
provost  and  professor  of  history  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in 
Chapel  Hill  replaced  retiring  President  Robert  M.  Ayres,  Jr.  Vice- 
Chancellor  Williamson  said:  "We  are  striving  to  create  a  collegiate  higher 
education  institution  that  is  avowedly  in  a  Christian  setting  and  a  Chris- 
tian community.  .  .  This  is  the  heritage  we  ought  to  nurture  and  pass  on 
to  the  genrations  that  come  after  us." 

The  second  event  recurs  as  do  the  seasons:  about  300  young  men  and 
women  began  their  college  careers,  and  twenty  Seminary  students  began 
their  course  toward  ordination  to  become  priests  in  the  Episcopal  church. 

There  is  perhaps  no  more  vital  place  than  a  college  campus  in 
September.  If  you  recall  your  own  freshman  year  and  perhaps  the 
freshman  year  of  your  son  or  daughter,  you  can  appreciate  what  a  pro- 
found experience  it  is.  The  friends  we  make,  the  challenges  we  face  and 
resolve,  the  concepts  we  are  taught,  the  values  we  accept  continue  to 
shape  us  for  the  rest  of  our  lives. 

The  founding  bishops  of  the  University  of  the  South  appreciated  this. 
They  sought  to  build  a  University  on  the  principles  of  "true  learning  and 
virtue,  that  God  may  be  glorified  and  man  advanced."  And  the  clergy 
and  lay  leaders  who  came  after  them  maintained  the  vision  and  built  a 
tradition  of  academic  excellence  within  a  Christian  community. 

The  young  men  who  journeyed  to  Sewanee  to  read  theology  were 
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eventually  organized  into  a  Seminary  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  With 
many  of  the  same  classical  traditions  that  shaped  the  undergraduate  Col- 
lege, the  School  of  Theology  has  far  more  than  a  century  produced  clergy 
for  the  Episcopal  Church.  More  than  100  of  those  alumni  have  become 
bishops. 

This  fall  Sewanee's  freshmen  are  reading  Chaucer,  Dante  and 
Shakespeare,  just  as  freshmen  have  done  for  decades  at  Sewanee.  Before 
they  complete  their  college  careers,  they  will  wade  through  a  core  cur- 
riculum of  mathematics,  the  natural  sciences,  history,  religion,  and  the 
arts. 

The  wooded  mountain  landscape  provides  opportunities  for  outdoor 
activities.  Organized  sports  abound.  More  than  eighty  organizations  are 
on  a  freshman's  potential  agenda.  The  University  chapel  is  literally  at  the 
center  of  the  campus,  and  around  it  are  organized  a  rich  variety  of  service 
and  instructional  programs. 

The  University  of  the  South  is  interested  in  the  whole  per- 
son—intellectual, physical,  psychological,  and  spiritual  development. 
And  in  helping  develop  young  people  for  a  lifetime  of  service,  the 
Episcopal  Church  has  no  greater  outreach  than  this  mountain-top 
University.  Sewannee  alumni,  including  thousands  of  alumni  of  the  ex- 
tension program,  Education  for  Ministry,  are  serving  their  communities 
and  churches  in  every  state  in  the  nation  and  in  many  foreign  countries. 
Twenty-four  percent  of  the  deputies  to  General  Convention  had  ties  to 
Sewanee. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  filled  with  these  alumni,  and  its 
communicants  are  all  owners  of  the  University  of  the  South.  You  are  part 
of  this  Sewanee  outreach. 

Members  of  the  Sewanee  Board  of  Trustees  from  North  Carolina  are 
your  Bishop,  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill,  The  Rev.  Paul  D.  Martin,  Mr. 
George  A.  Atkins,  and  Dr.  Edward  McCrady,  III. 


Report  of  the  ACTS  Campaign 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  ACTS  Campaign,  it  is  best  to  consider 
three  questions: 

—Where  have  we  been? 

—Where  are  we  now? 

—Where  are  we  going? 
Where  have  we  been? 
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One  year  ago,  we  formally  launched  the  most  ambitious  effort  to 
raise  funds  for  the  needs  of  the  Diocese  ever  undertaken.  We  had  put 
together  an  organization.  We  had  fundraising  counsel  in  place.  After  an 
initial  campaign  directed  at  those  persons  across  the  Diocese  who  were 
identified  as  having  the  means  to  make  large  lead  gifts,  we  were  poised  to 
spread  out  through  the  congregations.  Using  suggested  goals  based  on 
each  congregation's  demonstrated  capacity  to  give,  the  campaign  goal 
would  be  easily  met.  There  was  an  adequate  fudge  factor  included  to  in- 
sure that  the  weakness  of  one  link  in  the  chain  did  not  cause  the  chain  to 
fail. 

The  fudge  factor  was  not  enough.  As  you  have  heard,  we  did  not 
achieve  our  goal.  Pledges  in  hand  are  some  $2.3  million  short  of  that  goal. 

Where  are  we  now? 

Some  congregational  campaigns  continue. 

Some  congregational  campaigns  are  just  underway. 

It  is  the  expectation  of  your  executive  committee  that  the  successful 
completion  of  these  campaigns  and  other  cleanup  will  bring  total  pledges 
received  to  over  $5  million.  That  will  still  leave  us  some  $1.5  million  short 
of  our  goal,  a  goal  that  is  critical  to  the  program  of  the  diocese  in  the 
1990s.  That's  a  lot  of  money  to  be  short. 

Where  are  we  going? 

Except  for  congregations  which  have  delayed  campaigns  and  plan  to 
carry  out  those  campaigns,  the  ACTS  Campaign  is  over.  The  ACTS  Pro- 
gram is  not  over.  The  ACTS  Program  has  only  just  begun.  The  construc- 
tion of  the  youth  facility  at  the  Conference  Center  is  underway.  Funds 
have  been  made  available  for  Diocesan  Relief.  Support  is  underway  for 
other  programs. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  campaign  program  is  over,  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  will  continue  to  follow  up  with  potential  major  givers. 
Contacts  of  this  nature  are  often  a  matter  of  timing,  a  matter  of  special  in- 
terest, a  matter  of  special  personal  relationship. 

We  ask  that  all  of  you,  clergy  and  lay,  be  alert  to  special  oppor- 
tunities of  this  type.  Any  member  of  the  executive  committee,  including 
the  Bishops,  will  be  responsive  to  such  an  opportunity. 

The  committee  asks  all  of  you  to  keep  the  ACTs  program  alive  in 
your  congregations,  the  Bishop  mentioned  the  opportunity  to  involve 
newcomers  to  your  congregations.  I  would  add  those  persons  who  have 
not  pledged  or  who  have  pledged  but  may  wish  to  pledge  again.  Publicize 
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the  Conference  Center.  Publicize  the  programs  of  outreach.  Publicize  the 
establishment  and  support  of  new  congregations.  Publicize  the  central 
role  of  the  Diocese  in  the  life  of  the  Church  and  in  the  carrying  out  of 
these  programs.  Keep  the  material  out— keep  the  pledge  cards  available. 

Our  goal  of  $6.6  million  was  for  the  ACTs  Campaign.  The  goal  of  the 
ACTS  Program  has  no  dollar  figure  attached.  The  needs  to  be  addressed 
by  the  ACTS  Program  are  immense.  We  cannot  put  these  needs  behind 
us.  Keep  them  ever  alive  through  ACTS. 

We  did  not  reach  our  campaign  goal.  It  is  unlikely  that  we  will  reach 
that  goal  through  campaign.  What  we  have  done  is  to  raise  more  money 
for  these  purposes  than  has  ever  been  raised  by  this  Diocese  before. 
Some  congregations,  both  large  and  small,  had  fantastic  campaigns. 
Stories  of  renewal,  community  and  stewardship  abound.  It  has  been  an 
exciting  undertaking.  It  is  an  exciting  opportunity. 

We  are  properly  subject  to  criticism.  We  did  not  achieve  our  goal. 
We  can  rehash  the  reasons  for  that  failure,  but  finger-pointing  is  a  self- 
defeating  undertaking.  Prayerful  decisions  are  subject  to  question,  but 
not  criticism.  We  can  only  encourage  others  to  our  view  of  the  impor- 
tance of  this  program  and  the  ability  and  willingness  of  the  people  of  the 
Diocese  to  give. 

I  have  been  humbled  to  serve  you  as  General  Chair  of  the  ACTS 
Campaign.  Most  certainly,  I  have  not  served  alone.  Our  Executive  Com- 
mittee—Emmett  Sebrell,  John  Campbell,  John  Thomas,  June  Gregory, 
Ted  Vorhees,  Marshall  Bass,  Julia  Elsee,  Scott  Evans,  Bill  Smyth  and, 
most  particularly,  our  Bishops— have  worked  diligently  and  sacrificially. 
Letty  Magdanz  has  cheerfully  added  staff  support  of  ACTS  to  her  other 
duties.  Many  of  you  devoted  hours  of  time  and  bushels  of  enthusiasm, 
not  to  mention  your  earthly  treasure  to  the  success  of  the  campaign. 
Thanks  to  you  all! 

Nearly  eighteen  months  ago,  when  the  Bishop  approached  me  about 
serving  as  General  Chair,  we  anticipated  an  undertaking  ending  in  April 
or  May  of  last  year.  It  was  with  that  expectation  that  my  law  firm  and  I 
agreed  that  I  should  undertake  this  effort.  Like  many  things,  it  has  not 
turned  out  as  we  had  planned.  We  are  still  at  it  and  do  not  see  that  our  ef- 
fort will  end  soon.  We  ask  for  your  continued  support.  Stay  with  us.

General  Chair,  A  Celebration  Through  Stewardship 
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Report  of  the  Youth  Commission 

The  Youth  Commission  has  enjoyed  another  banner  year  in  1988.  Ob- 
viously the  highlight  was  the  groundbreaking  of  the  new  Youth  Facility 
at  Browns  Summit. 

Recognizing  the  diocese's  commitment  to  youth,  the  commission 
completed  many  goals  that  were  established.  The  Youth  Commission 
finalized  bylaws  which  were  three  years  in  the  making.  In  order  to 
minister  more  to  local  parishes,  Frances  Payne,  Youth  Coordinator,  serv- 
ed as  a  consultant  to  many  EYCs.  The  commission  hoped  to  establish  a 
convocational  network  in  order  to  build  relationships  among  parishes 
within  close  proximity.  At  the  time  of  this  report,  three  of  the  seven  con- 
vocations had  held  their  first  meetings.  Youth  Commission  elections  will 
eventually  result  out  of  these  convocation  meeetings  in  order  to  make  the 
commission  more  representative  of  the  entire  diocese.  Two  adult  leader- 
ship workshops  were  held  in  the  diocese.  We  also  cooperated  with  the 
other  four  dioceses  in  the  Carolinas  to  sponsor  the  first  Carolina  Connec- 
tion Adult  Leadership  Training  Workshop.  These  activities  resulted  in 
many  new  adults  expressing  excitement  in  youth  ministry  and  will  give 
the  diocese  new  resources  for  conference  leadership. 

Diocesan  conferences  reached  more  youth  from  parishes  of  all  sizes. 
Conference  themes  such  as  "Skeletons  in  the  Closet,"  "Change,"  "If  not 
me,  who?.  .  .If  not  now,  when?",  and  "Free  to  Be.  .  .You  and  Me"  gave 
us  the  opportunity  to  do  both  renewal  of  our  youth  and  outreach.  "Help- 
ing Understanding  God  Through  Sharing"  and  "Urban  Plunge"  were 
pilot  programs  during  the  summer  of  1988  which  gave  diocesan  youth  the 
opportunity  to  experience  the  youth's  role  in  a  Christian  service.  The 
commission's  hope  was  to  enable  youth  to  take  their  experiences  back  to 
their  local  parishes.  Our  statistics  are  impressive;  we  served  539  youth  at 
diocesan  events  of  which  28%  attended  conferences  for  the  first  time.  We 
expanded  participation  to  parishes  of  all  sizes:  11.43%  from  small 
parishes,  24.3%  from  medium,  45.08%  from  large,  15.3%  from  missions, 
and  3.89%  from  other  denominations. 

The  Youth  Commission  responded  to  a  resolution  referred  to  us  from 
Convention  on  Youth  Ministry.  Based  on  our  reflection,  a  substitute 
resolution  will  be  submitted  to  this  173rd  convention. 

Another  highlight  for  the  commission  was  the  opportunity  for 
George  Calhoun  to  be  one  of  the  youth  delegates  for  General  Convention 
in  Detroit.  We  were  also  very  active  in  Province  IV.  Lelia  Hood  served  as 
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our  youth  representative  for  the  past  year.  Our  work  included  coopera- 
tion with  the  Christian  Social  Ministries  Commission  and  the  Companion 
Diocese  Commission.  Frances  Payne  represented  the  Youth  commission 
on  a  trip  to  Belize  and  on  the  diocesan  trip  to  Honduras. 

In  light  of  the  new  Youth  Facility,  our  plans  for  1989  include  new 
conferences  at  Browns  Summit,  continuation  of  our  renewal  focus  and 
increased  support  at  the  local  parish  level. 

We  feel  blessed  to  be  a  part  of  a  diocese  that  supports  youth  ministry 
so  well.  We  can  only  be  pleased  with  what  was  accomplished  and  look 
forward  to  1989  with  excitement  and  anticipation.

Holdover  members 
were  (until  1989)  the  Rev.  Mr.  John  R.  Campbell,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hun- 
tington Williams,  Jr.  and  Joseph  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.  and  (until  1990)  the  Rev. 
Mr.  John  T.  Broome,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Louis  C.  Melcher,  Jr.  and  Frank  M. 
Montgomery.  The  Committee  elected  the  Rev.  Mr.  John  R.  Campbell 
President  and  Frank  M.  Montgomery  was  reelected  Secretary  (1/22). 

The  Committee  determined  to  continue  to  schedule  its  regular  mon- 
thly meetings  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  each  month  at  10:30  a.m.  at  the 
Diocesan  House  in  Raleigh. 

Council  of  Advice— Meetings  with  the  Bishop:  The  Bishop  met  with 
the  Standing  Committee  on  five  occasions  (2/22,  5/23,  6/27,  9/26  and 
10/24)  at  which  times  the  Committee  acted  as  Council  of  Advice. 

The  Ordination  Process.  Applications  for  admission  as  Candidates  for 
Holy  Orders:  The  Committee  met  with  and  interviewed  each  of  the 
following  Postulants  applying  to  the  Bishop  to  be  admitted  as  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders.  Following  each  interview,  upon  separate  motions  duly 
made,  seconded  and  passed  on  the  dates  indicated,  in  accordance  with 
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the  provisions  of  Title  III,  Canon  6,  Section  2(d)  of  the  Canons  of  General 
Convention,  the  Committee  agreed  to  and  certified  to  the  readiness  of 
each  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders:  Mr.  Foy  Bradshaw 
(9/26),  Mrs.  Betty  Grant  (9/26),  Mrs.  Delia  Higgins  (9/26),  Mrs.  Ann  Pugh 
(9/26),  Mr.  Harold  J.  Cobb,  Jr.  (11/21),  Mrs.  Sonja  S.  Hudson  (11/21),  Mr.

The  Standing  Committee 
was  also  concerned  by  the  fact  that  Thompson  Orphanage  is  also  a 
beneficiary  in  the  Last  Will  and  Testament  of  Jessie  G.  Baird  and  to  our 
knowledge  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  not  joined  in  a  request  for  sale 
(9/26).  To  the  trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  the  extent  re- 
quired, the  trustees  of  Thompson  Orphanage  and  the  Vestry  of  All  Saints 
to  sell  each  of  their  1/5  undivided  interests  in  a  house  and  200  x  218  foot 
lot  known  as  Rt.  3,  Box  620  Boiling  Road,  Roanoke  Rapids,  Halifax  Coun- 
ty, and  to  join  in  a  deed  conveying  their  respective  1/5  interests  in  the  pro- 
perty for  a  total  of  $53,500  less  closing  expenses  normally  borne  by  a 
seller  (10/24). 

Rockingham,  Church  of  the  Messiah:  To  sell  its  rectory  for  no  less  than 
$75,000  subject  to  a  3%  real  estate  commission,  provided  that  the  sale  is 
consummated  within  six  months  of  today's  date  and  also  provided  that 
the  vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah  adopt  a  formal  resolution  re- 
questing permission  of  the  Bishop  to  make  the  sale  in  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  terms  of  this  action  (3/21).

Greensboro,  Holy  Spirit:  To  purchase  property  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Spirit  for  the  sum  of  $130,000,  that  property  being 
known  as  3910  Yanceyville  Street,  Greensboro,  and  consisting  of  a  house 
and  11  ±  acres,  and  to  pay  for  it  with  funds  provided  by  the  Church  of  the

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Pesticide  Education  Project  (5/23);  North  Carolinians  Against  Racial  and 
Religious  Violence  (6/27);  Caswell  Family  Violence  Prevention  Program 
(6/27);  Carolina  Community  Project  (6/27). 

The  Standing  Committee  took  no  action  on  the  application  to  the 
Coalition  for  Human  Needs  from  Christie  Institute  South  (6/27). 
Status  of  Parishes  and  Missions: 

Pursuant  to  its  responsibilities  under  diocesan  Canon  25,  Section  1,  to 
survey  the  parishes  and  missions  to  determine  whether  they  are  meeting 
the  canonical  requirements  for  maintaining  status,  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee received  the  following  information  and  took  the  following  action  on 
the  dates  indicated: 

(2/22)  Pursuant  to  Canons  19  and  21  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  the  Committee  was  advised  that  13  churches  were  delin- 
quent in  submission  of  their  parochial  reports  for  1987,  due  February  1, 
1988.  Upon  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  passed,  the  Committee  ad- 
vised the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  write  to  the  delinquent 
parishes  and  missions.  The  Committee  was  further  advised  that  28 
parishes  and  missions  were  delinquent  in  submission  of  their  1987  audits; 
and  that  one  church  was  delinquent  in  submission  of  its  audits  for  1984 
and  1985. 

(4/25)  The  Standing  Committee  reviewed  the  records  of  seven 
parishes  for  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  21  and  the  records 
of  twenty-four  missions  for  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  19; 
it  also  reviewed  the  records  of  all  thirty-one  congregations  for  compliance 
with  Canon  16.  Upon  separate  motions  duly  made,  seconded  and  passed, 
the  Committee  further  found  that  three  missions  failed  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  Canons  16  and  19,  and  so  advised  the  Bishop  and  requested 
the  Bishop  to  join  the  Committee  in  adhering  to  the  notification  pro- 
cedure required  by  Canon  25,  Section  1. 

(5/23)  The  Standing  Committee  was  advised  that  nineteen  parishes 
and  missions  were  delinquent  in  submission  of  their  1986  audits.  Upon 
separate  motions  duly  made,  seconded  and  passed,  the  Committee  found 
as  a  fact  that  none  of  the  nineteen  met  the  requirements  of  Canons  16  and 
19,  so  advised  the  Bishop,  and  requested  the  Bishop  to  join  the  Commit- 
tee in  adhering  to  the  notification  procedure  required  by  Canon  25,  Sec- 
tion 1. 

(8/22)  The  Standing  Committee  noted  that  pursuant  to  Canons  16  and 
19,  fourteen  parishes  and  missions  remained  delinquent  in  submission  of 
their  1986  audits.  In  addition,  the  Committee  noted  that  one  church  re- 
mained delinquent  in  submission  of  its  1984  and  1985  audits.

Diocesan  Ministry  to  the  Deaf:  At  the  invitation  of  the  President,  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Commission  to  Examine  Needs  of  the  Deaf  and 
the  Coordinator  of  the  Diocesan  Ministry  to  the  Deaf  appeared  before  the 
Committee  and  gave  factual  information  on  the  status  of  certain  con- 
gregations which  have  traditionally  ministered  to  the  deaf  (4/25).  Upon 
motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  passed,  the  Standing  Committee  con- 
sented to  the  proposal  of  the  Bishop  for  a  Diocesan-wide  special  ministry 
to  the  deaf  for  a  period  of  three  years  under  Canon  19,  Section  2,  with  the 
understanding  that  until  it  can  meet  the  requirements  of  Canon  19,  Sec- 
tion 4  (Admission  to  Union  with  the  Convention),  it  cannot  successfully 
apply  to  the  Convention  for  union  with  it. 

Conference  on  Racism:  The  President  communicated  to  the  Commit- 
tee a  request  from  the  Diocesan  Director  of  Christian  Social  Ministries 
that  the  Committee  be  represented  at  an  April  Conference  on  Racism 
sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  (4/25). 

Communication  from  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina:  The  Committee 
received  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  a 
request  that  it  express  its  opinion  on  the  canonical  requirements  of 
diocesan  Standing  Committee  approval  of  episcopal  elections.  Upon  mo- 
tion duly  made,  seconded  and  passed,  the  Committee  instructed  its  Presi- 
dent to  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina

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Communication  from  the  Diocese  of  Florida:  Upon  motion  duly  made, 
seconded  and  passed,  the  Standing  Committee  asked  the  President  to 
write  a  letter  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  endorsing  the  letter  of  the  Standing 
committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Florida  (11/21).

Report  of  the 
Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church 

The  Commission  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  analyzing  the 
Parochial  Reports  of  the  churches  and  monitoring  the  organizational 
functioning  of  the  Diocese.  In  the  first  instance,  we  conclude  that  this 
year's  reports  indicate  a  continuation  of  the  trend  reported  in  earlier 
years:  churches  in  the  metropolitan  areas  are  growing  and  prosperous,  on 
the  whole.  Smaller  churches  in  the  non-metropolitan  towns  and  rural 
areas  are  declining  in  numbers  and  resources.  This  condition  reflects  the 
condition  of  our  state,  in  which  employment  opportunities  and  economic 
growth  seem  to  be  focused  in  a  few  metropolitan  areas,  while  the  rest  of 
the  state  suffers  from  unemployment,  slow  growth  and,  in  many  places, 
actual  loss  of  population. 

The  concerns  of  our  smaller  churches  are  being  addressed  im- 
aginatively and  energetically  by  the  Small  Church  commission.  The 
essence  of  its  approach  has  been  to  help  small  churches  learn  how  to  be 
innovative  and  resourceful,  while  accepting  the  reality  and  the 
legitimacy  of  their  small  size.  We  need,  however,  to  find  ways  to  make 
people  and  programs  available  to  those  churches  in  aid  of  their  mission. 
Clergy  exchanges,  lay-led  educational  ventures,  and  other  program 
resources  could  be  contributed  by  larger  and  more  affluent  parishes  at  no 
great  expense  to  either  party.  The  Small  Church  Commission  is  in  the 
process  of  making  suggestions  to  this  effect  during  the  coming  year. 

Diocesan  Council 

Our  Commission  has  chosen  to  honor  our  mandate  to  study  the 
working  of  the  Diocese  by  limiting  ourselves  to  a  few  areas  in  the  expec- 
tation that  in  future  years,  the  Commission  will  seek  out  other  areas  for 
analysis  so  that  eventually  the  whole  Diocese  will  be  examined  and 
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evaluated.  We  note  that,  while  several  Departments  and  Committees  of 
the  Diocesan  Council  report  to  the  Convention,  the  Council  itself  makes 
no  overall  report,  as  required  by  Canon  15  Sec.  2(h).  We  recommend  that 
the  Council  make  such  a  report  each  year,  with  the  reports  of  its  several 
Departments  included,  as  specified  in  the  Canon. 

We  note  an  increase  in  personnel  matters  affecting  diocesan  and 
church  employees,  including  issues  of  compensation  and  benefits  for 
both  clergy  and  lay  employees.  We  therefore  recommend  the  creation  of 
a  Personnel  Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Council  which  would  monitor 
and  make  recommendations  concerning  personnel  policies  for  the 
Diocese. 

Over  the  past  decade,  organizations  reporting  to  Convention  have  in- 
creased in  number  from  44  in  1977  to  60  in  1987.  Many  of  these  were 
mandated  for  specific  purposes  and  are  no  longer  needed.  We  recom- 
mend that  any  future  resolution  calling  for  the  creation  of  a  new 
organization  include  provisions  for  its  termination  at  a  specific  time.  Pre- 
sent organizations  should  also  be  monitored  to  see  if  their  functions  could 
be  carried  on  within  some  other  existing  organization. 

Diocesan  Leadership 

While  the  Diocese  is  blessed  with  a  number  of  dedicated  and  highly 
qualified  clergy  and  lay  people,  we  make  more  effective  use  of  our  clergy 
than  of  our  lay  leadership.  This  situation  is  due,  of  course,  to  the  inherent 
difficulty  in  identifying  gifted  lay  people  when  they  are  scattered  over  a 
large  geographical  area.  The  Bishop,  who  makes  many  appointments 
each  year,  has  to  rely  on  personal  knowledge  or  on  the  recommendations 
of  others. 

To  prevent  a  situation  in  which  the  same  relatively  few  people  are 
constantly  called  upon  to  exercise  all  the  leadership  functions  of  the 
Diocese,  we  recommend  that  the  Diocese  develop  an  informal  "talent 
bank,"  a  listing  of  people  and  their  qualifications,  along  with  an  indica- 
tion of  their  interest  in  particular  diocesan  affairs.  The  Commission  on 
Women's  Issues  has  already  made  a  start  in  this  direction,  by  sharing 
with  the  Bishop  the  names  of  women  who  would  be  qualified  to  serve  in 
various  capacities  in  the  Diocese. 

We  recommend  that  the  parish  clergy  take  the  responsibility  of  iden- 
tifying parishioners  who  could  exercise  effective  leadership  in  particular 
diocesan  organizations.  If  they  forward  those  names  to  the  Bishop,  along 
with  information  about  their  skills  and  interests,  the  Bishop  would  have  a 
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good,  substantial  list  of  people  from  among  whom  he  can  choose  his  ap- 
pointments. 

Diocesan  Committees 

It  is  frequently  observed  that  distance  adds  a  degree  of  difficulty  to 
diocesan  functioning.  Evening  meetings  are  almost  impossible  for  many 
diocesan  agencies,  when  members  have  to  travel  two  to  three  hours  to  at- 
tend. The  cost  of  travel  is  also  becoming  prohibitive,  to  the  extent  that  we 
are  no  longer  able  to  pay  travel  expense  for  attendance  at  meetings. 

One  way  of  coping  with  the  problem  of  distance  would  be  to 
organize  some  diocesan  bodies  on  a  regional  basis.  One  committee  might, 
for  example,  be  staffed  primarily  by  people  from  the  Triangle  area, 
another  by  people  from  Charlotte,  another  by  people  from  the  Triad. 
People  from  smaller  communities  could  travel  to  a  nearby  metropolitan 
area  more  easily  than  they  could  drive  to  Raleigh,  if  they  are  in  the 
western  part  of  the  Diocese,  or  to  Browns  Summit  if  they  are  in  the 
eastern  portion.  Organizations  such  as  Diocesan  Council  and  the  Com- 
mission on  Ministry  need  to  have  representation  from  all  regions  of  the 
Diocese,  but  many  of  the  more  specialized  committees  do  not.  We 
recommend  that  this  strategy  be  tried  out  and,  if  successful,  it  be  made  a 
policy  of  the  Diocese. 

C  ommunica  tion 

A  previous  Commission  suggested  that  the  Communication  Depart- 
ment initiate  conversations  with  people  in  the  various  media:  TV, 
newspapers,  etc.  and  those  in  advertising  to  see  if  we  could  find  ways  of 
getting  the  story  of  the  Episcopal  Church  before  the  general  public.  We 
noted  this  year  that  newspapers  reported  on  our  General  Convention  on- 
ly when  we  were  talking  about  sex  or  women  bishops. 

We  recommend  that  the  Communications  Department  expand  its 
functions  to  include  that  of  Public  Information.  The  Department  could 
generate  news  stories  for  dissemination  to  the  press  in  the  appropriate 
areas,  so  that  the  varied  interesting  and  useful  projects  of  the  diocese  and 
our  local  churches  become  known  outside  our  own  circles.  We  have 
many  accomplishments  to  point  to  and  we  do  not  need  to  confine  our 
public  image  to  conflict  and  controversy. 

Structure  of  the  Commission 

We  would  associate  ourselves  with  the  recommendations  of  previous 
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Commissions  to  the  effect  that  this  Commission  should  enjoy  a  greater 
degree  of  continuity  in  order  to  do  its  work.  Members  now  are  appointed 
for  one  year  and  are  seldom  reappointed,  with  the  effect  that  every  Com- 
mission has  been  a  collection  of  neophytes. 

The  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  indicates  that  they 
would  like  to  eliminate  the  canonical  requirements  for  specified  numbers 
of  Commission  members.  Assuming  that  they  do  this,  we  recommend 
that  the  Bishop  appoint  a  Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  con- 
sisting of  six  members,  three  clergy  and  three  lay  persons;  that  one  clergy 
and  one  lay  person  be  appointed  each  year  for  three-year  terms,  so  that 
there  will  always  be  a  reservoir  of  trained  and  experienced  people  on  the 
Commission. 


Report  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese 

The  following  constitutes  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  undersigned 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  during  the  calendar  year 
1988. 

1.  In  my  capacity  as  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  as  Parliamen- 
tarian of  the  Convention  I  attended  all  sessions  of  the  1988  Diocesan  con- 
vention held  in  Raleigh  on  January  21,  22,  23,  1988. 

2.  Throughout  the  year  I  served  as  a  member  of  the  Commission  on 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

3.  I  attended  as  a  lay  deputy  the  1988  General  Convention  at  Detroit 
from  June  30  to  July  12,  1988,  and  served  on  the  Committee  on  Canons. 
While  there  I  attended  a  meeting  and  dinner  of  the  Chancellors  of  the 
various  Dioceses  of  the  Church. 

4.  I  advised  the  business  manager  of  a  rather  large  parish  the 
Canonical  requirements  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  by  a  parish,  he  ap- 
parently not  having  been  aware  of  them.  In  this  connection,  attention  is 
invited  generally  to  a  checklist  of  requirements  regarding  real  estate  tran- 
sactions by  parishes  and  missions  that  is  included  in  each  Diocesan  Jour- 
nal. An  examination  of  this  checklist  can  help  avoid  a  good  many  such  in- 
quiries. 

5.  In  1943  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Thompson  Orphanage 
conveyed  to  the  City  of  Charlotte  approximately  six  acres  of  land  for  use 
as  a  playground,  with  a  reversionary  right  in  the  Diocese  to  buy  the  pro- 
perty back  for  $2,500  if  it  should  cease  so  to  be  used.  In  1988  I  conferred 
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with  officials  of  the  Diocese,  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  the  City  of 
Charlotte  in  connection  with  the  City's  desire  to  obtain  a  release  of  a  part 
of  this  property  from  the  condition  in  order  that  it  might  make  it 
available  for  use  as  a  child  care  center.  To  date  this  matter  has  not  been 
resolved. 

6.  In  regard  to  a  proposal  by  committees  of  the  Dioceses  of  North 
Carolina  and  East  Carolina  concerned  with  a  ministry  among  farm 
workers  that  there  be  acquired  in  Newton  Grove,  N.C.  IV2  acres  for  the 
construction  of  a  building  for  the  use  of  such  work,  I  advised  the 
Chancellor  of  East  Carolina  that  since  no  encumbrancing  of  the  property 
will  be  involved,  the  Standing  Committee  of  our  Diocese  would  not  have 
to  give  its  consent,  that  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council  would  be  the 
consenting  parties  for  our  Diocese,  and  that  since  the  property  in  fact  will 
be  in  East  Carolina  it  might  be  well  for  its  trustees  to  hold  legal  title  to  it. 

7. 1  advised  the  Bishop  that  while  the  requirements  under  Canons  16, 
19  and  25  to  dissolve  the  union  with  the  Convention  of  two  non- 
functioning deaf  missions,  Saint  Athanasius  in  Burlington  and  Ephphatha 
in  Durham,  cannot  be  canonically  completed  until  the  Convention  of 
1990,  there  is  no  reason  why  in  the  meantime  he  cannot,  under  Canon  19, 
Section  2,  establish  a  mission  in  the  form  of  a  special  ministry  to  embrace 
all  the  Diocesan  deaf  congregations  which  mission,  when  organized, 
would  be  entitled  to  delegate  representation  in  the  Convention  under  Ar- 
ticle III,  Section  4  of  the  Constitution. 

8.  Advised  the  Senior  Warden  of  a  parish  the  requirements  for  vestry 
elections  under  Canon  22  in  summary  as  follows:  vestry  members  are 
elected  at  the  annual  congregational  meeting;  nominators  to  the  vestry 
cannot  be  restricted  to  retiring  members  of  the  vestry  but  rather  any 
member  of  the  parish  eligible  to  vote  in  parish  meetings  may  make  vestry 
nominations;  bylaws  may  be  adopted  providing  for  a  preferential 
balloting  for  nominees  provided  that  at  the  meeting  there  must  be 
presented  at  least  twice  as  many  nominees  to  be  voted  on  as  there  are 
positions  to  be  filled;  even  so,  nominations  from  the  floor  shall  be  allow- 
ed at  the  meeting;  a  nominee  must  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
eligible  members  at  the  meeting;  if  necessary  a  second  or  even  subse- 
quent ballots  may  have  to  be  taken.  In  addition,  there  cannot  be  absentee 
or  proxy  voting,  and  no  election  can  be  accomplished  by  lot. 

9.  Advised  the  vestry  of  a  parish  as  follows:  assuming  (1)  that,  at  least 
to  the  extent  that  the  money  that  the  parish  advances  to  its  rector  and  his 
wife  to  use  as  a  down  payment  on  a  house  they  are  purchasing  comes 
from  the  fund  generated  by  the  parish's  sale  of  its  old  rectory,  it  receives 
a  second  deed  of  trust  or  other  security  instrument  that  it  is  recorded  giv- 
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ing  it  a  lien  on  the  rector's  house  to  secure  the  repayment  of  such  advance 
should  they  sell  the  property  or  move  or  die  while  still  owning  it,  and  (2) 
that  the  vestry  members  as  fiduciaries  feel  comfortable  in  not  charging 
interest  on  the  advance,  then  the  parish  will  have  fairly  met  the  restric- 
tion requiring  the  fund  generated  by  the  sale  of  its  old  rectory  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  purchase  of  a  new  rectory. 

10.  Monitored  and  approved,  after  prior  approval  by  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee,  the  release  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  an  op- 
tion to  purchase  held  by  the  Diocese  on  a  tract  of  land  containing  approx- 
imately 20  acres  near  the  Conference  Center  property,  which  tract  has 
been  heretofore  conveyed  by  Dr.  Robert  L.  Phillips  to  his  son  Robert  L. 
Phillips,  Jr.  in  Book  483,  Page  1111  and  in  Book  3552,  Page  742,  Guilford 
County  Registry. 

11.  Advised  the  Bishop  that  in  my  opinion  if  a  parish  vestry  passes  a 
resolution  stating  that  it  is  not  in  compliance  with  the  standards  set  out  in 
Canon  21,  Section  4,  specifying  those  standards  in  which  it  is  deficient, 
stating  that  it  cannot  bring  itself  within  them  and  asking  affirmatively 
that  its  status  be  changed  to  that  of  a  mission,  then  it  is  permissible  for  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  forthwith  to  make  such  status  change 
without  the  necessity  of  invoking  and  following  the  requirements  of 
Canon  25. 

12.  Advised  the  Chairman  of  the  Small  Church  Commission  that  if  a 
Building  Fund  of  a  parish  consists  of  money  that  was  given  for  that  pur- 
pose then  its  use  is  accordingly  restricted  and  that  this  would  be  so  even 
if  the  status  of  the  parish  is  changed  to  that  of  a  mission.  If  on  the  other 
hand  the  source  of  the  money  was  originally  unrestricted  gifts  and  the 
restriction  was  placed  on  it  by  the  parish's  vestry,  then  action  by  the 
parish's  vestry  could  change  or  eliminate  the  restriction. 

13.  Approved  as  to  form  a  contract  entered  into  by  the  Diocese  and 
the  Architect  for  the  expansion  of  the  facilities  of  the  Conference  Center. 

14.  At  the  request  of  the  Senior  Warden,  reviewed  for  St.  Francis 
Church,  Greensboro,  a  proposed  document  for  the  establishment  of  a 
General  Endowment  Fund  and  commented  thereon,  particularly  as  to 
the  fact  that  if  the  parish  should  subsequently  cease  to  exist  or  become  a 
mission,  control  of  the  funds  on  hand  would  be  vested  in  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  pursuant  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 

15.  Advised  the  rector  of  a  parish  that  if  a  day  school  is  operated  on 
parish  property  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Advice  elected  and 
supervised  by  the  vestry  of  the  parish,  then  the  school  is  simply  a  part  of 
the  parish's  total  operations  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in  connection 
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with  parochial  reports  and  Diocesan  assessments  and  quotas.  It  is  further 
my  opinion  that  the  vestry  does  have  the  power  to  receive  endowment 
contributions  restricted  to  the  support  of  the  school  under  conditions 
either  attached  in  writing  to  each  individual  gift  itself  or  under  a  general 
policy  previously  adopted  by  the  vestry  spelling  out  clearly  the  disposi- 
tion of  any  part  of  the  gift  that  may  remain  at  the  time  should  the  school 
cease  to  exist.  For  the  protection  of  the  parish  any  gift  under  such  general 
policy  should  be  accompanied  by  a  writing  signed  by  the  donor 
acknowledging  such  restrictions.  In  my  opinion  any  possible  income  tax 
deduction  problems  for  donors  of  restricted  gifts  would  be  the  problems 
of  the  donors  and  not  of  the  parish. 

16. 1  was  consulted  by  and  advised  with  an  attorney  whose  client  was 
proposing  to  make  a  will  leaving  substantial  property  to  the  Diocese. 

17.  Consulted  with  and  advised  the  Manager  of  the  Conference 
Center  and  members  of  its  Board  of  Directors  concerning  an  agreement 
with  Executive  Adventure,  Inc.  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  an 
outdoor  adventure  program  on  Conference  Center  property,  and  drew  a 
contract  therefor  embodying  the  terms  of  that  agreement  for  execution 
by  Executive  Adventure,  Inc.  and  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  on 
behalf  of  the  Conference  Center,  provided  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  is  obtained. 

18.  Advised  the  Bishop  and  the  rector  of  a  parish  concerning  a  pro- 
posed marriage  in  that  parish  in  a  case  where  one  of  the  parties  was 
previously  divorced  in  a  proceeding  in  the  Dominican  Republic. 

19.  Conferred  with  the  President  of  St.  Mary's  College  and  advised 
him  that,  absent  some  evidence  to  the  contrary  which  I  do  not  have,  it  is 
my  opinion  that  title  to  the  Chapel  on  the  premises  of  the  College  is  in  the 
Trustees  of  the  College  and  not  in  the  Diocese. 

20.  I  advised  the  Bishop  that  if  individuals  should  be  designated  by 
the  Diocese  to  represent  it  before  the  North  Carolina  Legislature,  such 
representation  should  deal  only  with  matters  on  which  and  to  the  extent 
that  the  Church  has  acted,  should  be  confined  to  appearances  before 
meetings  of  appropriate  legislative  committees  and  should  not  include 
"button  hole  lobbying." 

21.  Aside  from  the  foregoing,  at  various  times  during  the  year  I  have 
conferred  with  or  given  advice  to  the  Bishop,  the  Suffragan  Bishop,  the 
Diocesan  Business  Administrator,  other  Diocesan  officials,  clergy  and  lay 
people  on  a  great  many  matters,  both  legal  and  otherwise,  arising  in  the 
administration  of  Diocesan  and  parochial  affairs. 


Joseph  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  Chancellor 
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Report  of  the 
Department  on  Planning  and  Review 

Canon  15,  Section  5,  assigns  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council  the 
responsibility  for  continual  study  of  the  long  range  objectives  of  the 
Church's  work  in  the  Diocese,  with  particular  emphasis  on: 

(1)  The  strategy  and  methods  for  church  extension; 

(2)  Diocesan  programs  in  religious  education; 

(3)  Diocesan  programs  in  Christian  social  relations; 

(4)  Diocesan  programs  in  Evangelism; 

(5)  Diocesan  support  for  educational  and  charitable  institutions; 

(6)  The  means  to  achieve  more  adequate  financial  support  for 
diocesan  activities  and  capital  facilities; 

(7)  New  programs  necessary  to  advance  the  work  of  the  church  in 
the  diocese. 

The  role  of  the  Department  of  Planning  &  Review  is  to  assist  and  in- 
form the  Bishop  and  Council  in  conducting  that  study  as  the  basis  for  the 
Council's  report  to  Convention  "setting  forth  its  evaluation  of  the  work 
and  program  of  the  Diocese,  the  objectives  towards  which  it  believes  the 
Diocese  must  work,  and  its  specific  recommendations  for  objectives  to  be 
included  in  the  program  and  the  budget  of  the  Diocese  for  the  fiscal  year 
next  following  that  for  which  a  budget  is  being  adopted."  (Canon  15,  Sec- 
tion 5) 

The  format  of  this  report  will  be  first,  to  express  our  understanding 
of  the  long  range  objectives  of  the  Diocese  and  their  continued  suitability; 
second,  to  evaluate  the  work  and  program  of  the  Diocese  in  addressing 
those  objectives  utilizing  the  seven  guidelines  set  out  above;  and,  third,  to 
recommend  changes  in  the  objectives  and/or  programs  of  the  diocese. 

I.  Long  Range  Objectives  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  as  a  foundation  for  our  work  the  very 
detailed  records  and  reports  of  the  NC  2000  Commission,  appointed  by 
the  Bishop  in  1983  to  be  responsible  for  "long-range  planning  for  con- 
gregations and  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina." 

In  the  first  year,  the  Commission  studied  the  characteristics  of  the 
future  its  plan  was  to  address.  It  asserted  that  churches,  synagogues  and 
philosophical  institutions  would  play  a  larger  role  in  community  life  and 
defined  the  "successful  parish"  in  that  scenario  "not  in  terms  of  institu- 
tional tasks,  but  as  a  nurturing  and  caring  community,"  It  invited  parish 
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participation  in  its  planning  for  the  future  through  the  S.W.E.E.P.  pro- 
cess. 

Two  major  themes  emerged  from  the  parish  S.W.E.E.P.  reports:  (1)  a 
desire  for  increased  involvement  and  commitment  to  ministry  on  the 
part  of  the  laity  and  (2)  a  need  for  training  of  the  laity.  (1985  Report  of  the 
NC  2000  Commission) 

The  1986  Diocesan  Convention  adopted  as  its  own  the  Mission  State- 
ment, goals  and  strategies  of  the  NC  2000  Commission  expressed  in 
terms  of  fulfillment  of  our  baptismal  covenant: 

"-Deepening  our  spiritual  lives  as  part  of  the  worshiping  community; 

-Being  faithful  stewards  of  all  that  God  has  entrusted  to  us; 

-Witnessing  boldly  to  the  Gospel  in  the  world  by  word  and  example." 

In  short  form,  Worship,  Stewardship,  Witness. 

We  believe  that  this  Mission  Statement  continues  to  accurately 
reflect  the  long-term  objectives  of  the  church  in  this  Diocese  in  1988.  We 
believe  that  the  long  term  objective  of  the  Diocese  as  an  institution— as 
distinguished  from  its  constituent  parishes  and  communicants— is  to  pro- 
vide leadership  and  direction  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  Mission  Statement 
and  to  "equip  the  Saints"  for  their  mission. 

II.  Evaluation  of  the  Work  &  Program  of  the  diocese. 

A.  The  Strategy  and  Methods  for  Church  Extension. 

Prior  to  1987,  responsibility  for  the  most  visible  aspect  of  church  ex- 
tension—establishment of  new  congregations— was  vested  in  the  Small 
Church  Commission  under  the  theory  that  new  churches  would  be  small 
churches  and  thus  the  two  fit  naturally  together.  Like  the  obstetrician 
and  the  pediatrician,  however,  the  fact  that  the  patient  was  the  same 
didn't  overcome  the  need  for  the  development  of  special  skills  to  assist 
the  delivery  and  other  skills  to  foster  the  growth  and  development  of 
fledgling  congregations.  The  Small  Church  Commission  recommended 
transfer  of  the  responsibility  for  new  mission  or  congregational  develop- 
ment to  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach— where  responsibility 
for  church  extension  resides  under  the  canons— and  that  has  been  done. 

The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  has  moved  with  some 
dispatch  in  undertaking  their  responsibilities  with  regard  to  new  con- 
gregations. Guidelines  have  been  developed  and  adopted  by  the 
Diocesan  Council  whereby  persons  or  groups  of  persons  acting  in- 
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dependently  can  pursue  the  establishment  of  new  congregations  under 
the  aegis  of  the  Department  and  the  Bishop.  The  guidelines  emphasize 
collection  and  analysis  of  relevant  demographic  and  financial  data,  con- 
vocation involvement  and  support  and  the  possibility  of  financial 
assistance  from  the  Diocese. 

In  addition,  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  proposes  to 
develop  and  maintain  a  database  for  the  purpose  of  monitoring 
demographic  trends  in  the  Diocese  and,  when  appropriate,  initiate  new 
congregation  development  itself. 

The  capital  resources  being  generated  by  the  ACTs  Campaign  fit  well 
into  the  overall  plan  for  church  extension,  offering  the  potential  for 
meaningful  assistance  to  new  congregations  in  the  form  of  land  and  offer- 
ing an  incentive  to  the  convocations  to  be  attentive  to  opportunities  for 
church  extension.  In  addition,  these  resources  will  enable  the  Diocese  to 
anticipate  opportunities  rather  than  always  reacting  to  them. 

ACTS  also  will  provide  funds  for  education  of  minority  persons, 
hopefully  with  the  result  of  raising  up  priests  from  the  various  minority 
communities  to  further  assist  in  church  extension. 

Use  of  the  Alston  Fund  to  assist  clergy  in  new  congregations  is  a 
valuable  resource  to  the  establishment  of  these  congregations,  so  long  as 
the  assistance  is  limited  in  duration  and  amount  as  at  present  thus 
avoiding  undue  dependence  on  the  Diocese. 

Alston  funds  are  and  should  be  used  also  as  income  supplements  to 
maintain  clergy  in  marginal  parishes.  Mission  church  assistance  is  pro- 
vided through  the  Small  Church  commission.  However,  the  strategy 
should  be  one  of  church  extension,  not  simply  survival.  Those  parishes 
receiving  assistance  should,  as  a  condition  of  that  assistance,  develop  an 
action  plan  for  their  own  church  extension.  In  addition  to  income  sup- 
plements and  assistance,  other  incentives  and  strategies  need  to  be  devis- 
ed in  a  comprehensive  program  to  attract  and  encourage  the  best  clergy 
to  accept  the  call  to  our  great  challenge  of  expanding  the  church's  existing 
presence  in  small  towns  and  rural  areas.  While  we  need  to  establish 
many  new  congregations  in  growing  urban  areas,  we  must  not  neglect 
the  revitalization  of  existing  congregations  which  are  "dying  on  the  vine." 

In  the  process  of  developing  new  congregations,  an  objective  should 
be  to  build  up  a  body  of  knowledge  and  persons  with  expertise  who  can 
develop  literature  and  program,  as  well  as  provide  moral  support  and 
practical  advice  for  those  who  follow  them  in  this  important  work.  The 
Small  Church  Commission  presently  addresses  this  objective  for  its  client 
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group.  It  would  be  appropriate  to  establish  a  similar  commission  to  guide 
and  assist  new  congregations. 

Overall,  the  Diocese  now  appears  to  be  headed  in  the  direction  of  a 
measured,  positive  and  well-equipped  approach  to  the  opportunity  for 
church  extension.  Unfortunately,  in  most  urban  areas,  we  start  far 
behind  our  sister  denominations,  and  the  question  remains  as  to  the  ade- 
quacy of  resources  dedicated  to  this  objective. 

B.  Diocesan  programs  in  religious  education. 

Existing  programs  are  EFM,  Deacons'  Training,  the  Diocesan 
Resource  Center  and  various  programs,  workshops  and  conferences  of 
the  Commission  on  Christian  Education.  While  we  feel  these  programs 
are  worthwhile,  they  are  not  adequate  or  completely  responsive  to  the 
need  which  exists.  We  believe  that  implementation  of  the  Continuing 
Education  Program  described  hereinafter,  coupled  with  a  redefinition  of 
diocesan  commission  objectives,  would  more  efficiently  and  effectively 
enable  the  diocesan  family  in  "deepening  its  spiritual  life  as  part  of  the 
worshiping  community." 

C.  Diocesan  programs  in  Christian  Social  Relations. 

Diocesan  programs  in  Christian  Social  Relations  include  the  Director 
of  Christian  Social  Ministries  and  CSM  Program  Funds,  Parish  Grants, 
grants  to  Christ  the  King  Center  in  Charlotte,  APSO  and  probably  the 
work  of  the  Commissions  on  Aging,  Alcoholism,  Hunger,  Marriage  and 
Women's  Issues.  Approximate  financial  commitment  (1988)  is  as  follows: 

Staff $65,582 

Program   Funds 28,000 

Parish  Grants 27,000 

Other  Grants 21,000 

Commission  Work 13,210 

Possibly  the  grant  to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  in  the 
amount  of  $11,500  should  be  included  as  well,  since  much  of  its  resources 
are  dedicated  to  programs  of  social  action.  Total  budgeted  expenditures 
approximate  $166,892  (1988).  In  addition,  the  ACTS  Campaign,  if  fully 
subscribed,  will  create  a  diocesan  trust  fund  for  Christian  Outreach  in  the 
amount  of  $2  million,  all  but  $200,000  of  which  will  fund  programs  in 
Christian  Social  Relations.  Assuming  a  return  on  investment  of  6  percent, 
the  fund  will  provide  an  additional  $108,000  a  year  for  diocesan  pro- 
grams in  this  area. 
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In  the  history  of  this  diocese's  involvement  in  Christian  Social 
Ministries,  perhaps  no  single  program  has  been  more  well-received  than 
the  Parish  Grant  Program.  This  direct  financial  grant  to  parishes  to  invest 
their  own  time,  talent  and  treasure  in  a  tangible  expression  of  Christian 
love  and  concern  for  the  world  around  them.  In  so  doing,  the  base  of  par- 
ticipation and  involvement  in  social  ministry  is  greatly  expanded. 
Although  ACTS  income  will  provide  an  estimated  $24,000  for  parish 
grants,  we  believe  that  the  Parish  Grant  Program  could  be  profitably  ex- 
tended beyond  the  currently  available  and  anticipated  funds,  possibly 
diverting  funds  presently  allocated  for  central  distribution  as  CSM  pro- 
gram funds  for  this  purpose.  Also,  we  question  the  utility  of  program  fun- 
ding provided  to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  as  compared 
with  its  decentralized  application  as  Parish  Grant  Funds.  Such  re- 
direction of  funds  would  be  responsive  to  our  perception  of  the  diocese  as 
enabler  to  the  parishes  rather  than  implementer  of  programs. 

D.  Diocesan  Programs  in  Evangelism. 

The  formal  work  of  the  Diocese  in  this  area  appears  to  be  limited  to 
the  Commission  on  Evangelism  and  Renewal  which  was  funded  in  1988 
at  $7100.  The  commission  coordinates  the  work  of  various  independent 
evangelism  groups  in  the  Diocese  and  provides  financial  supplements  for 
groups  directed  towards  youth.  It  maintains  a  network  of  parish 
chairmen  and  provides  evangelism  training  programs.  In  addition  ,  the 
Diocese  has  lent  its  support  to  Cursillo,  which  is  very  active  in  the 
Diocese. 

While  the  work  of  the  commission  is  limited  in  scope  by  the 
resources  available  to  it,  the  commission  has  been  effective  in  reaching 
significant  numbers  of  people  in  the  Diocese  and  promoting  knowledge 
of  evangelistic  activity  and  opportunities.  It  would  be  hoped  that  the 
Continuing  Education  Program  described  hereinafter  would  expand 
training  and  participation  in  evangelism. 

E.  Diocesan  Support  for  Educational  and  Charitable  Institutions. 
Direct  diocesan  support  for  educational  and  charitable  institutions  is 

limited  to  support  for  Christ  the  King  Center  in  Charlotte  and  Ap- 
palachian People's  Service  Organization.  The  1988  budget  split  the  prior 
year's  allocation  to  Christ  the  King  Center  between  the  Center  ($15,000) 
and  the  Chapel  ($20,000),  reducing  by  more  than  half  the  support  for  the 
charitable  institution.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the  direction  of  diocesan 
policy  in  recent  years  to  reduce  direct  church  support  for  institutions. 

In  prior  years,  trust  income  has  been  used  to  supplement  salaries  for 
chaplains  at  St.  Mary's  College  and  St.  Augustine's  College. 
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While  the  Diocese  does  not  generally  support  educational  and 
charitable  institutions,  it  does  maintain  a  high  profile  on  the  campuses  of 
major  educational  institutions  through  its  chaplaincy  programs,  expen- 
ding 32  percent  of  the  church's  program  budget  (exclusive  of  National 
Church  Program)  for  that  purpose.  It  strongly  supports  theological  educa- 
tion through  the  1  percent  assessment  for  that  purpose  levied  on  parish 
net  disposable  income  for  the  preceding  year.  In  1987,  that  amount  was 
$123,459.00.  The  church  also  encourages  financial  support  for  Episcopal 
related  educational  and  charitable  institutions:  The  Penick  Home,  St. 
Mary's  College,  Saint  Augustine's  College,  and  the  Thompson  Home. 

As  noted  in  last  year's  report,  through  the  parish  grants  program,  the 
church  has  replaced  some  of  its  prior  support  for  static  charitable  institu- 
tions with  a  dynamic  vehicle  to  extend  its  reach  throughout  the  Diocese 
wherever  the  imagination  and  energy  of  local  congregations  and  the  com- 
munities of  which  they  are  a  part  perceive  a  worthy  object  of  their  chari- 
ty. 

We  believe  the  mode  of  delivery  of  support  for  education  and 
charitable  causes  in  practice  in  the  Diocese  at  the  present  time  allows 
greater  flexibility  and  more  efficient  use  of  the  resources  available  to  us 
than  would  reliance  on  support  for  institutions.  In  addition,  it  contributes 
significantly  to  all  three  of  the  church's  objectives  in  this  Diocese. 

F.  The  means  to  achieve  more  adequate  financial  support  for 
diocesan  activities  and  capital  facilities. 

Diocesan  financial  support  is  at  its  highest  level  ever.  At  the  same 
time,  the  ACTS  Campaign  has  raised  $4,000,000  of  its  $6,645,000  goal  to 
make  capital  imporvements  at  the  Conference  Center,  foster  church  ex- 
pansion, and  provide  endowment  for  projects  of  Christian  Social 
Ministry.  Our  happy  financial  circumstances  are  due,  in  no  small 
measure,  to  the  hands-on,  personal  leadership  consistently  provided  in 
recent  years  by  the  Stewardship  Commission  as  well  as  the  ongoing  ac- 
tivities of  the  ACTS  Campaign  Committee. 

While  the  Diocese  has  thus  been  successful  in  raising  both  operating 
and  capital  funds,  it  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  great  bulk  of  the 
work  of  the  church  is  carried  on  in  the  parishes,  which  are  also  the  major 
funding  source  for  diocesan  revenues.  It  would  be  tragic  to  expand 
diocesan  programs  and  revenues  at  the  expense  of  parish  financial  sur- 
vival; and  some  of  our  smaller  churches  are  presently  in  the  survival 
mode.  Fortunately,  the  Diocese  has  generally  been  sensitive  to  this  pro- 
blem and  granted  relief  in  appropriate  circumstances.

Funding  projects  of  Christian  Social  Ministries  out  of  income  from 
endowment  is  a  unique  stratagem  and  one  which  promises  stability  for 
such  programs  in  the  work  of  the  Diocese.  It  should  also  be  noted, 
however,  that  these  off-budget  resources  are  subject  to  the  authority  of 
the  Diocesan  Council  in  their  allocation  and  distribution  as  opposed  to 
the  Convention's  authority  with  regard  to  budget  items. 

The  two  most  promising  potential  sources  of  additional  diocesan  fun- 
ding are  new  congregations  and  Planned  Giving.  As  noted  elsewhere 
under  "Strategy  and  Methods  for  Church  Expansion,"  revenues  and 
policies  to  promote  the  establishment  of  new  congregations  are  nearing 
fruition.  With  regard  to  Planned  Giving,  an  effective  program  has  been 
devised  and,  with  adequate  funding,  holds  great  promise  for  the  Diocese 
as  well  as  its  constituent  parishes. 

In  the  final  analysis,  it  might  be  rationally  assumed  that  financial 
support  for  the  programs  of  the  Diocese  will  reflect  the  opinion  of 
parishes  and  individual  parishioners  as  to  its  value  in  addressing  mutual- 
ly acceptable  objectives.  While  the  church  cannot  and  should  not  operate 
on  a  referendum  basis,  effective  two-way  communication  is  essential  to  a 
mutual  understanding  of  motivation  and  objectives. 

G.  New  programs  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  the  churches' 
work  in  the  Diocese. 

As  noted  above,  the  NC  2000  Commission  defined  the  parish  of  the 
future  (and,  hopefully,  the  present)  as  a  "nurturing  and  caring  communi- 
ty." The  SWEEP  process  produced  two  major  themes:  (1)  the  desire  for 
increased  involvement  and  commitment  on  the  part  of  the  laity  and  (2)  a 
need  for  training  of  the  laity  for  that  increased  involvement  and  commit- 
ment. 

The  1986  final  report  of  the  NC  2000  Commission  contained  specific 
suggestions  for  action  to  address  each  component  of  the  Mission  State- 
ment which  was  adopted  by  the  Diocese.  The  general  thrust  of  that  com- 
mentary was  to  assign  to  the  Diocese  the  role  of  enabler,  through  provi- 
sion or  compilation  of  resources  and  particularly  through  educational 
training  in  religion  and  practical  skills  for  lay  ministry.  It  evinces  a  yearn- 
ing on  the  part  of  the  laity  to  become  proficient  in  "hands  on"  ministry  in 
the  acting  out  of  their  faith  in  the  local  community.  It  anticipates  that  the 
actual  implementation  will  be  carried  forward  in  the  parishes  and  by  in- 
dividual parishioners. 

This  expectation  of  resource  and  educational  support  from  the 
Diocese  is  not  surprising,  particularly  in  view  of  the  small  size  of  most  of 
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our  parishes  and  their  lack  of  significant  financial  and  personal  resources 
to  adequately  develop  high-quality  educational  resources  and  training 
programs  on  their  own.  It  is  also  consistent  with  expectations  of  "parent" 
organizations  in  the  secular  experience. 

At  present,  the  Diocese  maintains  a  part-time  Director  of  Continuing 
Education  funded  off-budget  and  providing  programs  and  services 
primarily  for  clergy  and  postulants. 

We  believe  the  Diocese  would  profit  from  a  formally  established  full- 
time  program  of  continuing  education  and  training  for  both  clergy  and 
lay  to  provide  advanced  and  specialized  educational  opportunities  in 
religion,  social  ministries  and  practical  skills  in  pastoral  care,  teaching 
and  evangelism.  The  program  should  be  professionally  directed  and 
located  within  the  diocesan  structure.  It  should  include  as  an  additional 
component  the  development  and  provisions  of  instructional  models  and 
resources  to  parishes  and  other  church-related  entities. 

While  the  continuing  education  program  would  be  professionally 
directed,  individual  education  programs  and  resource  development  pro- 
jects could  be  planned  by  appropriate  committees  or  commissions.  Indi- 
vidual educational  programs  could  be  staffed  utilizing  the  wealth  of  cler- 
gy and  lay  talent  within  the  Diocese.  "Expert"  assistance  from  other  dio- 
ceses or  outside  the  church  could  be  supplied  as  needed  or  desirable.  We 
believe  this  structure  would  provide  greater  opportunities  for  involve- 
ment, more  meaningful  participation,  and  increased  flexibility  and  re- 
sponsiveness to  the  changing  educational  needs  of  a  church  mobilized  as 
a  nurturing  and  caring  community  and  as  minister  to  the  world  around  it. 

We  are  pleased  to  see  in  the  recent  Mission  and  Outreach  hearings 
that  Church  commissions  are  giving  greater  emphasis  to  provision  of 
educational  training  and  consultant  services  to  the  people  and  parishes  of 
the  diocese.  We  believe  this  movement  is  in  the  right  direction  but  needs 
added  impetus.  Our  commissions  should  be  vehicles  for  education,  rais- 
ing the  level  of  awareness  of  what  is  happening  in  their  area  of  respon- 
sibility and  equipping  the  church  to  respond  rationally  and  spiritually  to 
what  is  happening.  We  therefore  recommend  the  development  of  a  com- 
mission structure  which  is  clearly  responsible  to  the  adopted  goals  and 
objectives  of  the  Diocese  and  incorporates  the  development  of  ap- 
propriate educational  materials  and  programs  in  its  fulfillment  of  those 
objectives. 
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Funding  for  an  expanded  and  heightened  program  of  continuing 
education  would  have  to  come  either  from  new  revenues  in  a  budget 
reflecting  increased  program  quota  or  a  reduction  in  diocesan  funding  for 
other  programs.  We  prefer  the  latter. 

The  program  budget  of  the  Diocese  for  1988  contains  a  large  alloca- 
tion of  resources  for  "education"  purposes,  totaling  approximately 
$352,675  and  categorized  as  College  Work  ($296,910),  Deacon's  Training 
($13,480)  and  educational  related  commission  expenditures  ($42,285).  In 
addition,  the  ACTS  Campaign  anticipates  the  income  from  $200,000 
(about  $12,000  annually)  for  education  of  minorities  at  the  secondary,  col- 
lege and  seminary  levels. 

While  we  applaud  the  amount  of  diocesan  resources  dedicated  to 
"education,"  we  question  whether  present  delivery  of  educational  ser- 
vices is  effective  or  necessarily  responsive  to  the  educational  needs  of  the 
diocese. 

In  particular,  we  believe  that  the  resources  earmarked  for  College 
Work  far  exceed  what  the  diocese  can  afford  for  that  ministry  when  con- 
sidered in  relation  to  competing  educational  needs  and  objectives  of  the 
diocese.  Of  24  specific  needs  for  education,  training  and  resource 
development  identified  in  the  report  of  the  NC  2000  Commission,  only 
two  or  8.3  percent  involve  college  ministries;  yet  84  percent  of  funds 
allocated  for  education  go  to  College  Work.  Indeed,  College  Work  con- 
sumes 32  percent  of  total  program  budget  excluding  National  Church 
Program. 

We  recommend  that  the  standard  college  ministry  be  changed  to  a 
modified  "Chapel  Hill"  model  whereby  one-half  the  cost  of  the  ministry 
is  paid  by  the  diocese  and  one-half  by  the  local  churches.  This  would 
mean  that  the  Episcopal  churches  in  Raleigh,  Durham,  Greensboro, 
Winston- Salem  and  Charlotte  would  assume  one-half  the  cost  of  the  col- 
lege ministry  carried  on  in  those  communities.  This  system  seems 
reasonable  financially  and  also  offers  advantages  to  the  college  ministry. 
These  cities  are  the  largest  in  our  diocese  and  contain  churches  which  are 
in  the  best  condition  financially  to  share  the  burden  of  a  ministry  which, 
in  truth,  is  an  outreach  to  a  significant  population  residing  in  their  com- 
munity. It  would  benefit  the  college  ministry  by  creating  one  or  more 
parish  relationships  for  it  and  by  developing  a  local  support  group  with  a 
vested  interest  in  its  success. 

The  partial  transfer  of  program  funding  responsibilities  from  diocese 
to  collegiate  churches  would  free  $118,266    to  address  the  identified 
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needs  of  the  parishes  for  diocesan  support  in  the  form  of  educational  and 
training  resources  and  programs  as  set  out  herein  and  perhaps  provide 
excess  revenues  to  encourage  establishment  of  more  parish  based  college 
programs  in  smaller  collegiate  communities. 

We  believe  that  implementation  of  this  program  of  continuing  educa- 
tion will  result  in  a  more  inclusive  ministry  for  the  church  and  better 
equipped  ministers— both  clergy  and  lay— to  carry  out  our  baptismal 
covenant. 

III.  Recommendations  for  changes  in  the  objectives  and/or  programs  of 
this  diocese. 

We  recommend  no  changes  in  the  objectives  of  the  diocese  other 
than  to  recognize  that  the  diocese  as  an  institution  is  an  enabler  to  the 
parishes  in  attaining  those  objectives. 

We  recommend  the  following  with  regard  to  program: 

(1)  That  parishes  receiving  assistance  from  the  diocese  develop,  as  a 
requisite  to  that  assistance,  a  local  action  plan  for  church  extension. 

(2)  That  incentives  and  strategies  be  developed  to  attract  the  best 
clergy  to  the  work  of  expanding  the  Church's  existing  presence  in  small 
towns  and  rural  areas. 

(3)  That  a  diocesan  level  commission  or  advisory  board  be  establish- 
ed to  develop  and  provide  "hands  on"  assistance  to  new  congregations. 

(4)  That  funds  presently  allocated  as  CSM  program  funds  be 
reallocated  to  the  Parish  Grant  Program. 

(5)  That  the  portion  of  funds  presently  allocated  to  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches  for  program  purposes  be  reallocated  to  the 
Parish  Grant  Program. 

(6)  That  the  diocese  establish  a  professionally  directed  full  time  pro- 
gram of  continuing  education  for  both  clergy  and  lay  members. 

(7)  That  a  diocesan  commission  structure  be  developed  which  is 
clearly  responsive  to  the  adopted  goals  and  objectives  of  the  diocese  and 
incorporates  the  development  of  appropriate  educational  materials  and 
programs. 

(8)  That  full  time  college  ministries  be  funded  one-half  by  the  diocese 
and  one-half  by  the  local  churches.

Committee  on  the  Address  of  the  Bishop 

The  Lambeth  Conference  clearly  was  a  life,  spirit  and  thought  changing 
experience  for  our  bishops,  and  we  can  be  thankful  that  they  have  shared 
with  us  the  energy,  wisdom  and  new  vision  of  the  world  that  experience 
gave  them.  Bishop  Estill  testified  that  while  his  horizons  have  been 
widened  by  the  conference,  his  world  has  grown  smaller.  He  reminds  us 
that  our  neighbors  do  not  just  live  in  places  like  Raleigh,  Rockingham  or 
Roanoke  Rapids,  but  in  the  Sudan,  Honduras  and  Japan.  Our  global 
neighborhood  needs  our  prayers,  and  the  Anglican  Cycle  of  Prayer 
should  be  used  regularly  and  with  ardor. 

We  rejoice  along  with  Bishop  Estill  in  the  deepening  relationship 
with  our  companion  diocese  of  Belize  and  the  impact  of  that  relationship 
on  numerous  members  of  our  diocese,  not  the  least  of  whom  is  Bishop 
Estill.  In  his  address,  Bishop  Estill  challenges  us  to  strenghthen  our  ties 
and  ability  to  aid  our  neighbors  in  Central  America  by  making  a  long 
term  financial  commitment  in  the  establishment  of  the  Task  Force  on 
Central  America  as  a  permanent  commission  in  the  diocesan  structure. 
The  establishment  of  any  commission  requires  a  significant  financial  in- 
vestment and  the  support  of  the  diocese  for  its  need.  Thereby  this  com- 
mittee puts  forth  the  resolution  to  convention  that  Diocesan  Council  be 
asked  to  consider  making  the  Task  Force  on  Central  America  a  perma- 
nent commission  and  report  on  their  considerations  at  the  1990  Conven- 
tion, and  that  in  the  interim  the  Task  Force  continue  its  good  work  for  an 
additional  year. 

The  Lenten  season  is  close  at  hand,  and  Bishop  Estill  asks  that  we  en- 
courage our  congregations  to  excercise  our  Lenten  disciplines  with  in- 
creased commitment  to  fast,  pray  and  give  on  behalf  of  the  world's  poor, 
especially  those  in  Nicaragua.  He  reminds  us  that  not  only  can  such  a 
discipline  bring  aid  to  those  who  suffer  but  can  strengthen  our  spiritual 
understanding  of  what  it  means  to  be  part  of  the  Body  of  Christ  in  the 
world. 

The  committee  wishes  to  thank  Bishop  Estill  for  his  strong,  une- 
quivocal leadership  on  difficult  and  sensitive  issues,  for  invariably  choos- 
ing the  high  road  and  not  just  the  easy  road.  Bishop  Estill  continues  to 
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challenge  us  beyond  where  we  thought  we  could  go,  such  as  honoring 
our  commitment  to  the  ACTS  campaign;  calling  for  an  above  and  beyond 
tithe  to  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief;  the  Christian  Social 
Ministries  Commission  daring  to  go  where  no  convention  dared  to  go 
before  and  the  ever  increasing  number  of  women  clergy  welcomed  and 
finding  places  for  ministry  in  our  diocese.  This  lists  only  a  few  of  the 
ways  in  which  our  diocese  is  responding  to  the  mission  of  the  gospel 
under  the  leadership  of  Bishop  Estill. 

In  the  Suffragan  Bishop's  address,  Bishop  Vest  shared  with  us  a 
description  of  the  vocational  deacon  saying  that  deacons  are  not  the 
hands  or  feet  or  eyes  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  but  deacons  are  the  nerves  of 
the  Body.  Using  this  description,  our  committee  calls  upon  Bishop  Estill 
to  continue  to  serve  as  our  diocese's  vocational  deacon  in  the  world.  Be 
our  nerves  in  this  worldwide  Body  of  Christ;  tell  us  where  people  are 
hurting;  and  empower  us  to  respond  to  that  pain  with  speed,  compassion 
and  long  lasting  efficacy.  Continue  and  seek  to  experience  the  church  on 
a  global  level  and  bring  the  world  home  to  us  so  that  we  share  in  bringing 
Christ  to  the  world.

We  have  reviewed  these  reports  and  find  them  in  order.  We  express 
thanks,  on  behalf  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  leadership  and  ministry  these 
reports  represent  in  this  Diocese. 

The  Committee  heard  requests  from  several  persons  seeking  restora- 
tion of  funds  in  two  specific  line  items  of  the  proposed  1989  Church's 
Program  Fund  Budget.  We  are  aware  of  the  several  budgetary  cuts  which 
the  Diocesan  Council  reluctantly  made  in  the  proposed  budget.  We 
regret  that  a  shortfall  in  the  program  quota  acceptances  necessitated  this 
action.  Undoubtedly,  these  reductions  will  diminish  the  effectiveness  of 
several  programs;  they,  unfortunately,  will  affect  the  morale  of  the 
leaders  of  these  programs.  To  increase  these  line  items,  would  necessitate 
reduction(s)  in  other  items.  It  is  our  hope  that  additional  revenues  will  be 
forth-coming,  in  this  event,  we  will  respect  the  decision  of  the  Diocesan 
Council  as  to  the  allocation  of  these  funds. 

Three  resolutions  were  initially  referred  to  this  Committee: 

1)  A  resolution  on  Work  Among  the  Deaf:  this  resolution  was 
withdrawn  prior  to  Convention. 

2)  A  resolution  On  An  Alternative  to  Abortion  Ministry:  this  resolu- 
tion was  referred,  solely  to  the  Committee  on  Social  and  Political  Con- 
cerns. 

3)  A  resolution  on  a  Diocesan  Personnel  Committee:  this  resolution 
was  addressed  in  our  deliberations  and  open  hearing.  Our  Committee  af- 
firms that  "the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  committed  to  fair,  equitable 
and  humane  treatment  of  those  employed  by  the  Diocese,  the  congrega- 
tions and  related  institutions",  but  we  feel  that,  the  plan  called  for  in  the 
resolution  is  unworkable  insofar  as  addressing  this  commitment.  The 
Committee  recommends,  and  I  move,  the  rejection  of  this  resolution.

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Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 

A  copy  of  the  unaudited  Treasurer's  Report  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  for  the  year  1988  is  included  in  your  registration  packet. 
This  report  is  presented  on  the  accrual  basis  recommended  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants  and  the  Generally  Ac- 
cepted Accounting  Principles  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Page  1  of  the  report  is  the  Balance  Sheet,  which  is  a  consolidated 
report  of  each  fund.  The  Assets  for  the  maintenance  fund  exclusive  of 
furniture,  fixtures,  buildings  and  land  is  $515,475,  the  liabilities,  which 
are  all  current  total  $19,037.  Total  designated  fund  balance  is  $478,146 
and  there  is  an  undesignated  fund  balance  of  $18,292  in  the  maintenance 
fund.  The  maintenance  fund  has  a  total  fund  balance  of  $496,438. 

The  program  fund  assets  total  $610,867  and  liabilities,  which  are  all 
current,  total  $12,767.  The  designated  fund  balance  is  $569,587  and  the 
undesignated  fund  balance  at  year  end  is  $28,513.  Total  fund  balance  is 
$598, 100.  The  balance  sheet  reflects  policies  approved  by  convention  and 
council  for  the  designated  operating  reserve.  At  its  January  11,  1989 
meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  a  motion  was  made,  seconded,  and 
passed  that  church  receivables  for  assessments  and  quotas  will  be  carried 
in  the  Designated  Operating  Reserve.  The  $354,529  maintenance  fund 
designated  operating  reserve  detail  and  the  $565,156  program  fund 
designated  operating  reserve  detail  is  found  on  page  27. 

The  Custodian  account  and  trust  fund  excess  income  accounts  are 
custodial  accounts.  These  are  monies  that  are  entrusted  to  the  care  of  the 
diocese. 

Property  and  equipment  of  $835,585  is  the  cost  value  placed  on  the 
Diocesan  owned  property  exclusive  of  the  conference  center. 

The  Conference  Center  assets  of  $1,901,236  carry  $1,785,546  of  fur- 
niture, fixtures,  building  and  land.  Part  of  the  $1,785,546  includes  the 
construction  in  progress  at  the  Conference  Center.  Liabilities  total 
$97,317,  which  includes  $78,701  of  unspent  direct  contributions  to  the 
Conference  Center.  These  contributions  are  only  spent  for  capital  expen- 
ditures upon  direction  of  the  donor  or  the  Conference  Center  board,  and 
reported  as  income  when  expended. 

On  page  2  and  3  is  the  comparative  Statement  of  Revenues  and  Ex- 
penditures for  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  for  1987  and  1988.  The 
1988  revenue  totals  $634,228  which  includes  $29,863  of  unpaid  assess- 
ments at  December  31,1988.  Total  expenditures  are  $609,598.  This  leaves 
an  excess  of  $24,  630  income  over  expenditures.  $29,544  has  been  trans- 
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ferred  from  designated  fund  balances,  which  leaves  an  excess  of  $54,174 
income  over  budget.  Page  24  reflects  the  distribution  of  this  excess. 

Pages  4,  5  and  6  comprise  the  comparative  Statement  of  Revenues 
and  Expenditures  for  the  Episcopal  Program  Fund  for  1987  and  1988.  The 
1988  revenue  totals  $1,347,639  which  includes  $81,190  of  unpaid  quotas. 
Expenditures  are  $1,310,603.  This  leaves  an  excess  of  $37,036  income 
over  expenditures.  $1,805  has  been  transferred  to  a  designated  fund 
balance  which  leaves  an  excess  of  $35,231  income  over  budget.  Page  24 
reflects  the  distribution  of  this  excess. 

Pages  7  through  15  contain  details  of  the  1988  Episcopal  Maintenance 
assessments,  the  Church's  Program  quotas  assigned  and  accepted,  and 
the  Theological  Education  support  assessments  and  the  payments  receiv- 
ed by  the  Diocesan  Business  office  as  of  December  31,  1988.  Payments 
received  after  December  31,  1988,  or  made  directly  to  seminaries  are  not 
reflected  on  this  report.  All  payments  received  and  postmarked  prior  to 
January  1,1989  are  credited  to  churches'  accounts. 

The  Custodian  Fund  subsidiary  ledger,  which  shows  the  activities  of 
the  Custodian  Fund  during  1988,  is  found  on  pages  16  and  17.  Dis- 
bursements for  the  Theological  Education  Support  are  reflected  on  page 
17.  The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  an  outstanding  record  on  the  sup- 
port of  the  seminaries  which  can  be  seen  by  the  payment  of  $125,742.30 
during  1988  to  the  seminaries  noted. 

The  comparative  Statements  of  Revenue  and  Expenditures  of  the 
Conference  Center  at  Browns  summit  for  1987  and  1988  are  shown  on 
pages  18  through  20.  Gross  profit  on  sales  for  1988  is  $305,188.  Ad- 
ministration and  overhead  expenses  are  $325,338,  leaving  a  net  loss 
before  equipment  replacement  of  $20,150.  Equipment  replacement  ex- 
penditures are  $3,851,  leaving  a  net  loss  from  operations  of  $24,001.  Non- 
operating  budget  income  of  $6,000  has  been  transferred  to  the  Con- 
ference Center  from  the  Church  Program  Fund  as  approved  by  conven- 
tion, leaving  a  budget  deficit  of  $18,001.  Direct  contributions  to  the  Con- 
ference Center  of  $5,824  has  been  utilized  for  capital  expenditures,  and 
$326,695  of  ACTS  income  has  been  transferred  from  the  ACTS  account 
to  the  Conference  Center  for  the  construction  in  progress  at  the  Con- 
ference Center. 

Trust  Fund  Income  and  Disbursements  on  pages  21  and  22  show  the 
activities  of  the  Trust  Fund.  Page  23  is  a  detail  of  how  the  Trust  Fund 
distributions  have  been  applied. 

Page  24  is  the  Statement  of  Changes  to  the  Unrestricted  Fund 
Balances. 
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Pages  25  through  27  are  Notes  to  Financial  Statements.  Note  #i 
reflects  the  unpaid  balances  of  assessments  and  quotas.  At  its  January 
11,1989  meeting,  the  council  directed  that  the  treasurer  is  to  write  off  as 
uncollected  revenue  any  assessment  or  quota  which  is  over  1  year  old. 
Therefore  all  1987  assessments  and  quotas  were  written  off  and  charged 
against  their  respective  budget. 

Pages  28  through  30  contain  a  detailed  list  of  the  1988  assessments 
and  quotas  assigned  and  accepted.  Thirty  churches  either  did  not  accept 
full  quota  or  did  not  respond.  The  shortage  totals  $74,350.00. 

An  unaudited  financial  report  for  the  ACTS  campaign  may  also  be 
found  in  your  packet.  This  report  covers  the  period  from  the  first  pledge 
received  by  the  Diocesan  business  office  to  December  31,1988.  This 
report  is  reported  on  the  cash  basis.  Page  one  is  the  balance  sheet.  It 
shows  assets  of  $3,587,738.32.  The  pledges  and  payments  totals  reflect 
the  actual  pledges  received  by  the  Diocesan  Business  office  and  their 
designation.  Additional  pledges  are  forthcoming  as  several  churches  will 
be  starting  their  campaigns  in  1989. 

Page  two  reflects  the  income  received  for  the  ACTS  campaign.  Coun- 
cil approved  an  amount  from  the  Undesignated  Maintenance  Fund 
Balance  which  assisted  the  Diocesan  Business  office  with  the  additional 
expenses  it  incurred  for  the  accounting  of  the  ACTS  campaign.  This  is 
reported  as  $10,592.19.  Total  expenses  for  the  ACTS  campaign  come  to 
$278,552.14.  Distribution  of  income  received  to  date  is  $376,695.09. 

The  Treasurer's  report  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
and  the  ACTS  campaign  report  will  be  audited  as  required  by  the  Na- 
tional Canon  before  September  1,1989. 

I  have  been  honored  to  be  appointed  to  the  Council  of  a  newly  form- 
ed Business  Institute  for  the  National  Church.  Members  of  this  Council 
will  act  as  consultants  to  the  business  office  of  the  National  Church,  train- 
ing newly  appointed  business  administrators  and  annually  conducting 
continuing  education  seminars  at  Virginia  Seminary.  I  have  also  been 
asked  to  be  one  of  the  instructors  at  these  seminars. 

Needless  to  say  this  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  one  for  the 
Business  office  with  the  ACTS  accounting.  However,  it  has  been  one  of 
the  most  rewarding  experiences  to  me  to  see  the  response  from  so  many 
thousands  of  individuals  in  this  diocese  to  the  outreach  and  ministry 
needs  of  this  Diocese  through  their  pledges  to  the  ACTS  campaign.  For 
this  I  want  to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  you  and  ask  you  to  thank  your 
congregations.

Resolution  on 
St.  John's  House,  Durham 

Whereas  the  Mission  Statement  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  adopted  at  its  170th  Convention,  states,  in  part,  that  "we  fulfill 
our  Baptismal  Covenant  by  deepening  our  spiritual  lives  as  part  of  the 
worshipping  community,"  and  calls  on  the  Diocese  to  "develop  spiritual 
and  liturgical  instructional  models  and  resources," 

now,  therefore  be  it  resolved  that  the  173rd  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  acknowledge  with  gratitude  and 
thanksgiving  the  ministry  provided  by  St.  John's  House,  Durham,  which 
serves  as  such  a  resource  for  the  deepening  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
Diocese. 

be  it  further  resolved  that  this  Convention  call  upon  the  people  of 
the  Diocese  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered  by  St.  John's 
House  for  worship,  prayer,  spiritual  direction,  and  retreat;  and  to  support 
the  ministry  of  St.  John's  House  by  their  prayers,  encouragement,  and 
financial  contributions  as  may  be  appropriate,  whether  individually  or 
parochially. 

Resolution  on  Human  Sexuality 

Whereas  our  General  Convention,  meeting  last  summer  in  Detroit, 
took  action  to  encourage  dialogue  within  the  church  on  matters  pertain- 
ing to  homosexuality,  therefore 

be  it  resolved  that  this  173rd  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  encourages  all  parishes  and  missions  to  participate  in 
open  and  non-judgmental  discussion  on  human  sexuality  using  the 
resource  of  the  Pastoral  Concerns  Committee  on  Homosexuality. 
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Resolution  Supporting  the  Ordination 
of  the  Rev.  Barbara  Harris  as  Suffragan  Bishop 

Whereas,  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts  chose  the  Reverend  Barbara 
Harris  to  be  its  Suffragan  Bishop  in  a  fair  and  legitimate  election  on 
September  24th,  1988. 

whereas,  in  fulfilling  the  canonical  requirements  for  ordination,  the 
Reverend  Barbara  Harris  has  been  confirmed  to  be  a  Bishop  in  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

be  it  resolved  that  this  1989  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  supports  and  affirms  the  election  of  the  Reverend  Barbara  Har- 
ris to  be  a  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts. 

Resolution  on  Positive  Campaigning 

Whereas  many  candidates  at  the  national,  state  and  local  levels  in  the 
1988  election  devoted  much  of  their  campaign  time  to  distortions,  half- 
truths  and  personal  attacks  on  their  opponents  rather  than  to  identifying 
and  addressing  the  important  issues  of  the  campaign,  and 

whereas  pre-election  polling  showed  that  the  majority  of  the 
American  people  were  displeased  with  the  manner  in  which  the  cam- 
paign was  conducted,  and 

whereas  a  large  percentage  of  the  American  electorate  expressed 
their  displeasure  by  not  voting  on  November  8,  1989,  and 

whereas  approximately  fifty  percent  of  those  who  did  vote  indicated 
that  they  were  casting  their  vote  against  rather  than  for  a  particular  can- 
didate, 

be  it  resolved  that  this  173rd  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  calls  for  candidates  in  future  elections  to  conduct  their 
campaigns  with  honesty  and  integrity  and  to  devote  their  energy  and 
resources  to  dealing  with  the  important  issues  of  their  respective  cam- 
paigns. 

be  it  further  resolved  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
national  and  North  Carolina  chairs  of  the  Democratic  and  Republican 
Parties. 
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Resolution  on  Inclusive  Language 
in  Diocesan  Communication 

Be  It  Resolved  That  guidelines  for  the  use  of  inclusive  language  be 
developed  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  by  a  Committee  that  in- 
cludes but  is  not  limited  to  representatives  from  the  Commission  on 
Women's  Issues,  Christian  Social  Ministries  Commission,  the  Com- 
munications Commission,  and  the  Education  and  Training  Commission, 
in  order  that  such  inclusive  language  might  be  used  in  all  diocesan  re- 
ports and  publications,  including  The  Communicant,  Please  Note,  and  the 
Diocesan  Journal,  as  of  1  January,  1990; 

and  be  it  further  resolved  that  these  guidelines  be  copied  and 
distributed  to  all  clergy  and  Christian  Education  contact  persons  within 
the  diocese  by  1  January,  1990,  for  guidance  in  preaching,  teaching,  and 
other  verbal  communication; 

and  be  it  further  resolved  that  the  Standing  Liturgical  Commis- 
sion's educational  packet  on  inclusive  language  be  copied  and  distributed 
to  every  parish  and  mission  in  the  diocese  with  encouragement  to  use 
these  materials  in  adult  edcation  prior  to  1  January,  1990. 

Resolution  on  Celebrating 
and  Strengthening  Marriage  and  Family 

Whereas  the  present  era  is  marked  by  many  forces  tending  to  weaken 
family  bonds. 

be  it  resolved  that  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  hereby  instruct  the 
Education  and  Training  Commission  and  the  Commission  on  Marriage  to 
work  together  within  the  coming  year  to  generate  activities  and  events 
that  will  celebrate  and  strengthen  the  bonds  of  the  Christian  family,  and 
to  develop  special  educational  events  that  enable  individual  parishes  to 
support  family  life  in  ways  that  strengthen  the  marriage  bonds  and 
reduce  the  stresses  that  cause  so  many  marriages  to  fail. 
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Resolution  Supporting 
AIDS  Anti-Discrimination  Legislation 

Whereas  there  currently  have  been  over  648  persons  in  North  Carolina 
who  have  been  identified  with  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome 
and  that  this  number  is  expected  to  double  within  the  next  fifteen  mon- 
ths; and 

whereas  there  have  been  documented  cases  in  which  persons  with 
AIDS  or  persons  perceived  to  have  AIDS  have  lost  their  jobs,  housing,  in- 
surance, or  have  otherwise  suffered  discrimination  because  of  their 
identification  with  AIDS;  and 

whereas  the  State  AIDS  Task  Force  and  the  Legislative  Study  Com-

Carolina  support  and  urge  the  passage  of  legislation  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  North  Carolina  which  would  prohibit  discrimination  in  the 
areas  of  housing,  employment,  insurance,  public  services,  public 
transportation,  or  in  the  use  of  places  of  public  accommodation  against 
any  person  in  North  Carolina  who  has  AIDS,  AIDS  Related  Complex, 
who  tests  positive  for  the  AIDS  virus,  or  who  is  perceived  to  have  any  of 
the  above;  and 

be  it  further  resolved  that  we  urge  all  Episcopalians  and,  indeed, 
all  citizens  of  North  Carolina  to  contact  their  local  State  legislators  and 
senators  to  request  their  support  and  votes  for  such  anti-discrimination 
legislation;  and 

BE  it  finally  resolved  that  the  delegates  of  this  173rd  Convention  of 
the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  further  endorse  this  resolution 
by  requesting  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  submitted  to  the  Governor 
and  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  chairper- 
sons and  all  members  of  House  and  Senate  committees  to  which  this  pro- 
posed legislation  might  be  assigned  in  the  General  Assembly. 
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Resolution  on  Humane  Services 
for  the  Mentally  111 

Whereas,  the  Christian  church  recognizes  that  all  persons,  including 
those  with  mental  illness  are  children  of  God  and, 

whereas  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America  have  a  basic  right  to 
at  least  a  minimal  standard  of  health  care  and, 

whereas  historically  persons  with  mental  illness  have  been  removed 
from  communities  and  imprisoned  or  placed  in  institutions  which  are 
poorly  staffed,  inadequately  funded  and  offer  little  or  no  rehabilitative 
programming  and, 

whereas  the  trend  of  deinstitutionalization  in  recent  years  has  led  to 
large  scale  homelessness  and  the  further  aggravation  of  their  psychiatric 
problems  and, 

whereas  these  problems  frequently  lead  to  readmission,  failure  to 
receive  appropriate  services  and  an  increased  incidence  of  victimization, 
alcoholism  and  other  forms  of  substance  abuse  and  or  suicide, 

therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  this  the  one  hundred  seventy-third 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  go  on 
record  as  supporting  humane  services  for  our  brothers  and  sisters  with 
mental  illness  which  include:

Guaranteed  access  to  specialized  groups  such  as  the  homeless,  AIDS 
patients,  children,  the  elderly  and  persons  with  chronic  and  severe  men- 
tal illness. 

therefore  be  it  further  resolved  that  parishes  and  individuals  of 
this  diocese  support  the  health  and  well  being  of  persons  with  mental  il- 
lness through  support  of  their  local  Mental  Health  Association  and  other 
organizations  which  promote  mental  health  and  through  expressing  their 
concerns  of  the  same  to  their  local,  state  and  federal  officials. 
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be  it  further  resolved  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  to  North  Carolina  Members  of  Congress,  and  to  all  members  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina. 


Resolution  on 
Birth  Control  and  Sex  Education 

Whereas:  The  rapid  rise  of  teenage  pregnancies,  pregnancies  to  unwed 
mothers,  unplanned  pregnancies,  and  poverty  are  intertwined  and; 

whereas:  The  problem  of  feeding  the  hungry  of  the  world  is  directly 
related  to  the  ever  increasing  population; 

therefore  be  it  resolved:  That  this  173rd  annual  convention  support 
private,  governmental  and  World  Health  Organizations  in  efforts  to  make 
birth  control  measures  and  sex  education  available  wherever  needed. 


Resolution  Affirming  Youth  Work 

Whereas:  Young  people  often  have  no  religious  background  which  can 
give  them  the  strength  and  guidance  to  choose  well  among  the  conflicting 
temptations  and  choices  of  this  life;  and 

and  whereas:  many  youth  have  become  mired  in  the  life  endanger- 
ing world  of  drugs,  illicit  sex,  senseless  violence  in  the  false  hope  of  giv-

whereas  we  follow  our  Lord's  example  and  seek  to  provide  safe  com- 
munities for  the  mentally  ill  and  the  mentally  retarded  within  which  they 
can  live  with  dignity  and  opportunity  to  grow  into  full  personhood  in  the 
image  of  God 
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whereas  we  as  servants  of  God  seek  not  to  break  the  bruised  reed 
be  it  resolved  that  this  173rd  Annual  Convention  of  the  Episcopal 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  petition  the  Governor  and  the  General 
Assembly  to  enact  laws  which  prohibit  the  execution  of  severely  mental- 
ly ill  and  mentally  retarded  people 

and  be  it  further  resolved  that  we  petition  the  Governor  and  the

3.  Publish  each  year,  on  the  authority  of  Diocesan  Council,  a 
schedule  of  minimum  salary  standards  for  both  clergy  and  lay  em- 
ployees;

tion of  Episcopal  Schools  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 


Resolution  on  Land  Stewardship 

Whereas  the  laws  of  our  state  and  nation  express  our  deeply  rooted 
values  and  our  hope  for  creation  and  civilization; 

whereas  we  recognize  an  increasingly  serious  conflict  between  these 
values  and  our  environment,  between  our  hopes  and  our  society;

Whereas  we  acknowledge  our  responsibility  as  stewards  of  God's  crea- 
tion, particularly  this  island  planet  we  call  our  home,  and  deplore  our 
personal,  national  and  international  failures,  past  and  present,  through 
ignorance,  carelessness,  and  greed,  to  be  good  stewards,  and  recognize 
that  such  failures  have  resulted,  among  other  things,  in  pollution  of  air 
and  atmosphere  that  is  threatening  to  human,  animal,  and  plant  health 
and  life,  and  is  depleting  the  ozone  layer  which  shields  the  earth  from 
harmful  ultraviolet  radiation,  in  the  fouling  of  our  waters,  inland  and  oce- 
anic, with  toxic  refuse  that  destroys  marine  life,  and  of  our  ground  water 
supply  with  runoff  from  harmful  chemicals  in  pesticides  and  fertilizers, 
endangering  the  safety  of  our  drinking  water,  in  the  loss  of  arable  land 
and  wildlife  habitat  by  irresponsible  agricultural,  forestry,  and  develop- 
ment practices  and  ill  advised  waste  management;  and 

whereas  we  recognize  that  these  problems  are  global  in  proportion 
and  will  require  international  political  and  industrial  cooperation  over  a 
long  time  span  to  correct  and  that  some  of  them  may  be  irreversible,  we 
also  recognize  that  there  are  some  steps  that  we  locally  can,  and  as  Chris- 
tians ought  to,  take  immediately,  including  minimizing  the  use  of 
chlorofluorocarbons  (CFCs— the  chemical  believed  to  be  responsible  for 
depleting  the  ozone  layer,  which  is  used  in  the  plastic  foam  commonly 
known  as  styrofoam)  and  of  other  non-biodegradable  materials,  and 
participating  in  and  supporting  programs  for  recycling  paper,  glass,  and 
aluminum; 

therefore  be  it  resolved:  that  this  173rd  Convention  of  the  Episco- 
pal Diocese  of  North  Carolina  urge  all  Episcopal  churches  and  institu- 
tions in  this  Diocese  to  minimize,  and  work  toward  discontinuing,  the 
use  of  cups,  plates,  containers,  and  other  items  made  with  CFC  at  any 
church  or  institutional  function,  and  when  disposable  items  are  desired, 
to  use  those  made  with  biodegradable  materials,  and  be  it  further. 

resolved  that  this  Convention  urge  all  Episcopal  churches  and  in- 
stitutions in  this  Diocese  to  become  involved  in  programs  for  recycling 
paper,  glass,  and  aluminum. 
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Resolution  on  the  Bicentennial 
Celebration  of  the  1790  Conventions 

Whereas,  the  first  attempt  to  organize  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was 
by  a  convention  held  in  Tarboro  on  5  June  1790,  and 

whereas,  that  convention,  and  three  succeeding  conventions,  repre- 
sent the  first  valiant  efforts  of  a  small  number  of  faithful  and  persistent 
clergy  and  laity  to  reestablish  the  church  in  North  Carolina  in  the  decades 
following  the  Revolutionary  War,  and 

WHEREAS,  THE  1890  ANNUAL  CONVENTION  MET  IN  TARBORO  TO  COM- 
MEMORATE AND  CELEBRATE  THE  CENTENNIAL  OF  THE  FIRST  CONVENTION  OF 
CHURCHMEN  IN  THIS  STATE, 

therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  a  commemorative  celebration  mark-

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The  Standing  Committee's 

"Check-List"  of  Requirements 

Regarding  Real  Estate  Transactions 

Under  the  canons,  real  estate  or  any  interest  therein  may  be  conveyed, 
mortgaged,  otherwise  encumbered,  leased  (as  Lessor)  or  otherwise  alien- 
ated by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  or  by  any  Vestry  of  any  congregation, 
or  by  the  governing  body  of  any  Diocesan  institution,  only  with  the  writ- 
ten consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  (normally  the  Bishop)  who  can 
only  act  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  The  Standing  Committee.  To  as- 
sist The  Standing  Committee  and  the  Bishop  in  performing  their  duties  in 
the  usual  transactions  that  occur,  a  seeker  of  such  consents  shall  furnish 
in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  with  copy  to  the  President  of  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee, at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  meeting  of  The  Standing  Committee 
at  which  action  is  desired,  such  of  the  following  information  as  is  appro- 
priate to  its  particular  transaction. 

All  Transactions 

Every  document  that  is  executed  under  any  of  the  following  categories 
should  contain  a  recital  that  it  is  executed  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop 
of  North  Carolina  who  has  obtained  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Stan- 
ding Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

Sale 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the 
terms  of  sale  including  the  price  agreed  or  sought,  gives  the  provisions  of 
any  listing  with  a  real  estate  agent,  and  gives  the  reasons  for  the  sale,  in- 
cluding the  application  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  and  a  statement  that  the 
property  is  not  needed  for  the  on-going  operations  of  the  congregation  or 
institution. 

2.  If  the  sale  contemplates  any  purchase  money  financing  by  the 
Seller,  an  explanation  thereof  with  copies  of  pertinent  documents  that 
will  be  involved. 
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3.  Unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized  by  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee, two  independent  appraisals  by  two  separate  competent  ap- 
praisers who  are  not  business  associates  and  who  are  not  members  of  or 
otherwise  connected  with  any  party  involved  in  the  transaction. 

Lease  (as  Lessor) 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the 
terms  of  the  lease  including  the  rental  payments,  term,  renewal  or  can- 
cellation options  and  other  pertinent  provisions,  gives  the  reasons  for  the 
lease  including  the  application  of  the  rents  to  be  received  and  a  statement 
that  the  property  is  not  otherwise  needed  during  the  lease  period  for  the 
on-going  operations  of  the  congregation  or  institution,  and  contains  facts 
supporting  the  opinion  of  the  Vestry  or  other  governing  body  that  the 
rent  and  other  provisions  of  the  lease  are  fair  and  adequate. 
2.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  lease. 

Right  of  Way  or  Easement  Grant 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the  de- 
tails of  the  proposed  right  of  way  or  easement  grant,  states  the  considera- 
tion or  lack  of  consideration  to  be  paid  and  the  Vestry  or  other  governing 
body's  opinion  thereof,  states  whether  the  Vestry  or  other  governing 
body  considers  that  the  grant  will  enhance  or  injure  the  property,  states 
the  application  to  be  made  of  any  consideration  to  be  paid  for  the  grant, 
and  states  whether  the  Grantee  has  the  power  of  eminent  domain. 

2.  A  map  locating  the  right  of  way  or  easement  on  the  property. 

3.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  right  of  way  or  easement. 

Mortgage  Loan 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property  to  be  mortgaged 
as  security  for  the  loan,  and  sets  forth  the  reason  or  reasons  for  the  loan, 
its  amount,  rate  of  interest  and  time  period,  the  schedule  and  source  of 
repayment,  and  the  terms  of  any  repayment  privileges  or  penalties. 

2.  Unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized  by  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee, two  independent  appraisals  by  two  separate  competent  ap- 
praisers who  are  not  business  associates  and  who  are  not  members  or 
otherwise  connected  with  any  party  involved  in  the  transaction. 
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3.  Where  there  are  any  contracts  or  other  papers  of  any  sort  to  be 
signed  other  than  ordinary  notes  or  deeds  of  trust,  an  exact  copy  of 
said  contracts  or  other  papers. 

4.  If  the  mortgagor  is  a  parish  or  mission,  the  following  additional 
information: 

(a)  a  statement  of  ALL  capital  assets  of  the  parish  or  mission, 
including  real  estate,  endowment  funds,  funds  held  in  reserve, 
special  funds,  investments,  bank  accounts,  and  other  assets  of  any 
kind. 

(b)  a  copy  of  the  previous  full  year's  statement  of  receipts  and 
disbursements. 

(c)  a  copy  of  the  current  year's  budget,  with  an  indication  as  to 
whether  or  not  receipts  and  disbursements  are  current. 

(d)  a  copy  of  the  proposed  budget  for  next  year,  if  then 
available. 

(e)  statement  as  to  status  of  payments  for  the  Diocesan  assess- 
ment. 

(f)  statement  as  to  status  of  acceptance  and  payments  for  the 
Church's  program  the  current  and  past  three  years,  and  of  accep- 
tance for  next  year. 

(g)  statement  as  to  status  of  current  operating  obligations. 
(h)  statement  as  to  all  obligations  other  than  current  operating 

ones,  including  as  to  each:  date  obligation  arose;  purpose  of 
obligation;  original  amount;  amount  now  owed;  security  given,  if 
any;  source  and  schedule  of  repayments. 

(i)  statement  as  to  total  number  of  baptized  persons  and  total 
number  of  communicants  in  good  standing. 

Other  Transactions 

If  a  particular  contemplated  transaction  does  not  fit  any  of  the  fore- 
going categories,  the  seeker  of  the  required  consents  should  address 
appropriate  inquiries  directly  to  the  President  of  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 
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Journal  of  Proceedings 

Special  Convention 

The  Special  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill  at  3:55  p.m.,  following 
Holy  Eucharist.  The  eucharist  and  the  convention  were  held  in  the  new 
gymnasium.  Bishop  Estill  was  celebrant  and  preacher.  The  text  of  his  ad- 
dress is  found  on  pages  298-301. 

Mrs.  Lucy  Davis,  Chair  of  the  Credentials  Committee  reported  94 
clergy  eligible  to  vote  registered  and  present,  and  227  lay  delegates 
representing  87  congregations  registered  and  present.  This  being  over 
one-third  of  the  clergy  eligible  to  vote  and  at  least  one  representative 
from  over  one-third  of  the  congregations  in  union  with  convention,  a 
quorum  was  certified  according  to  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Diocese. 

Mr.  William  McCrary,  Chair  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress was  recognized.  He  called  upon  Mrs.  Jeannette  Hassell,  a  member 
of  the  Committee  from  the  church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Burlington. 
She  moved  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  proposed  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  and  mailed  to  the  delegates  in  a  pre- 
convention  mailing: 

Whereas  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  has  asked  for  the  assistance  of 
a  Suffragan  by  reason  of  the  extent  of  the  diocesan  work, 

now  therefore  be  it  resolved  by  this  Special  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  that: 

1 .  The  Convention  approve  the  request  of  the  Bishop  for  the  election 
of  a  Suffragan  Bishop  by  reason  of  the  extent  of  a  diocesan  work. 

2.  The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  is  instructed  to  initiate 
canonical  process  to  obtain  the  required  consents  for  the  election. 

3.  The  Standing  Committee  is  instructed  to  appoint  a  Nominating 
Committee  for  the  Suffragan  Bishop  that  is  generally  representative  of 
the  diversity  of  the  Diocese. 

4.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  work  closely  with  the  Bishop  in 
developing  a  profile  for  the  position  of  Suffragan  Bishop. 

5.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  announce  to  the  Diocese  no  later 
than  December  1,  1989,  a  list  of  no  fewer  than  three  priests  as  the 
nominees  for  Suffragan  Bishop  and  certify  in  its  announcement  that  all  of 
its  nominees  are  acceptable  to  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina. 
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6.  The  Nominating  Committee,  in  consultation  with  the  Standing 
Committee  and  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  shall 
develop  rules  of  order  for  the  election  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop,  for  sub- 
mission to  the  174th  Annual  Convention. 

7.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  submit  a  budget  for  its  work  to 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  upon  approval  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  diocesan  council  shall  fund  the  budget  from  available  monies,  in- 
cluding, if  necessary,  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Reserve. 

8.  The  election  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop  shall  take  place  at  the  174th 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  the  floor  was  opened  to  debate.  Ms. 
Shara  Partin,  a  delegate  from  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Family,  Chapel  Hill, 
rose  to  amend  item  three  by  adding  "and  prepared  to  implement  fully 
the  affirmative  action  policy  of  the  Diocese,  insuring  the  consideration  of 
qualified  women  candidates."  This  amendment  was  accepted  by  Mr. 
McCrary  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop's  Address  and 
became  part  of  the  main  motion. 

Mr.  Robert  Mundt,  a  delegate  from  St.  Timothy's,  Winston-Salem, 
and  Warden  of  the  Winston-Salem  Convocation  rose  to  amend  item  three 
by  adding  "shall  include  at  least  one  lay  person  from  each  convocation." 
This  amendment  was  accepted  by  Mr.  McCrary  on  behelf  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Bishop's  Address  and  became  part  of  the  main  motion. 

The  question  was  called  and  passed.  Following  some  brief  discussion 
initiated  by  Mr.  Henry  Lewis,  a  delegate  from  Chapel  of  the  Cross, 
Chapel  Hill,  and  a  brief  speech  by  the  Rev.  Nancy  Reynolds  Pagano,  the 
main  motion  passed  on  a  show  of  hands. 

The  Special  Convention  adjourned  with  prayers  at  4:12  p.m.

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Address  of  the  Bishop 

to  the  Special  Convention 
of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

Welcome  to  your  Conference  Center. 

This  is  made  possible  through  the  response  ot  the  ACTS  Campaign, 
and  I  hope  you  will  stay  afterwards,  enjoy  a  box  supper  picnic,  and  tour 
the  facilities. 

As  you  will  see,  we  are  already  using  most  of  the  new  Youth 
Facilities,  with  our  Choir  Camp,  and  our  young  people  are  ready  to  lift 
their  programs  up  from  where  they  have  been  holding  them  (all  over  the 
map]  and  bring  them  here. 

We  should  be  very  proud  of  what  we  have  been  able  to  do  here,  and 
we  should  feel  good  about  our  "ownership"  of  this  place. 

Hundreds  of  you  have  made  this  possible.  .  .  .dozens  of  you  have 
had  direct  influence  on  the  design  and  the  planning  of  the 
facilities.  .  .  .and  I  hope  thousands  of  us  will  continue  to  use  the  center 
and  will  make  it  truly  a  spiritual  and  recreational  center  for  our  diocese. 

We  are  gathered  here  to  make  it  possible  for  me  to  request  the  election  of  a 
Suffragan  Bishop. 

I  will  make  that  request  now,  and  I  will  propose  to  you  a  format  for 
that  election,  similar  to  that  which  we  employed  when  we  elected  Bishop 
Vest  nearly  four  years  ago. 

As  I  did  then,  I  asked  the  Standing  Committee  to  draw  up  a  pro- 
cedure and  to  suggest  a  process  to  the  Convention.  I  want  to  be  clear  that 
it  is  the  Convention's  responsibility  to  say  "yes"  or  "no"  to  my 
request.  .  .  .to  decide  on  the  manner  of  the  election.  .  .  .and  to  elect 
whomever  the  Convention  pleases.  The  Standing  Committee,— my  chief 
council  of  advice,  and  on  some  canonical  matters,  consent,  seemed  to  me 
to  be  the  proper  group  to  make  the  suggestions  to  this  Convention,  and  I 
followed  that  path,— one  which,  and  I  have  said,  I  followed  before. 

I  have  also  met  with  nearly  every  clergy  person  in  the  diocese,  in  a 
series  of  regional  meetings  and  in  various  groups  and  committees, 
Likewise,  I  have  met  with  many  lay  persons,  with  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, the  Diocesan  Council,  the  Women  of  the  Diocese,  representatives  of 
the  Youth  Commission,  and  with  the  Deans  and  Wardens,  of  all  the 
seven  convocations.  /  expressed  my  own  conviction  that  it  would  be  our  best 
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for  the  diocese  at  this  time,  to  follow  the  route  of  electing  a  Suffragan.  I  am  61 
years  old,  despite  what  you  may  have  read  in  this  month's  Communicant 
which  puts  me  at  62!  I  was  elected  by  this  Diocese  in  1979  and  con- 
secrated in  1980  as  Bishop  Coadjuter.  .  .  .and,  I  became  Diocesan  Bishop 
in  January  of  1983,  when  Bishop  Fraser  retired.  That  means  that  I  am  in 
my  7th  year  at  diocesan.  .  .  .and  my  10th  year  as  a  bishop. 

While  the  Canons  require  that  I  retire  when  I  am  72,  I  do  not  think  it 
would  be  wise  to  retire  now,  or  for  the  next  several  years.  Despite  the 
success  of  our  ACTS  Campaign  which  has  raised  over  $4  million  to  this 
point  (twice  as  much  as  ever  raised  before).  .  .  .we  must  not  stop  short  of 
our  total  goal  of  $6.6  million.  .  .  .Too  many  of  our  goals  and  needs  would 
remain  unmet  if  that  were  to  happen. 

Two  of  our  largest  congregations  are  only  now  conducting  their  cam- 
paigns, because  of  local  needs  that  were  pressing  at  the  time  we  began 
the  ACTS  program.  .  .their  targeted  goals,  if  reached,  will  put  us  at  the  $5 
million  mark.  .  .  .So  there  is  still  much  to  do,  and  I  feel  that  I  must  be  the 
one  to  hold  us  to  our  original  goal,  and  to  do  all  that  I  can  to  see  that  the 
monies  we  had  planned  for  outreach.  .  .  .and  for  new  congregations  and 
for  the  support  of  existing  congregations,  are  obtained. 

I  do  not  want  to  see  this  drag  on  beyond  our  three-year  commitment 
anymore  than  you  do.  .  .  .but  to  reach  our  goal,  we  must  bear  down 
again  on  new  members  who  have  come  since  the  campaign  began,  upon 
those  who  either  could  not  or  would  not  give  orginally,  and,  on  those 
who  are  able  to  give  pattern  gifts  but  have  not  done  so. 

I  also  feel  a  great  responsibility , —as  I  hope  you  do.  .  .  .to  see  that 
these  new  facilities,  which  are  so  outstanding  and  such  a  great  gift,  are 
used  and  that  programs  which  will  affect  our  lives  and  the  life  of  the 
Church  in  this  place  are  implemented  and  begun.  We  have  been  given  a 
great  vehicle  for  evangelism  and  we  must  not  miss  the  opportunity  that 
such  a  facility  presents  to  us. 

As  the  ACTS  money  comes  in,  we  will  also  be  starting  new  congrega- 
tions. As  you  know,  that  is  something  I  have  urged  us  to  do  from  the  very 
beginning  of  my  episcopate.  In  the  upcoming  "Decade  of  Evan- 
gelism"—the  90' s,  we  must  reach  out  and  make  our  church  available  to 
the  growing  areas  of  our  diocese,  before  it  is  too  late.  .  .to  expensive.  .  . 
and  too  unwanted. 

Because  of  those  things,  I  feel  that  we  need  two  bishops.  And,  I  call 
upon  you  to  enter  into  the  process  towards  providing  that  for  this 
diocese. 
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In  the  interim,  I  plan  to  continue  to  use  the  retired  bishops  who  have 
been  so  generous  with  their  time.  .  .but  I  hope  too,  to  find  a  bishop  who 
will  come  for  the  period  between  now  and  the  consecration,  and  I  have 
been  actively  searching  for  that  person.  We  should  all  be  grateful  to 
Bishops  Fraser,  Crittendon  and  Hobgood,  who  cheerfully  and  wonderful- 
ly picked  up  Bishop  Vest's  visitation  schedule  and  have  fulfilled  that 
scheduel  through  June  of  this  year.  I  am  grateful  too,  to  you  and  to  your 
clergy  for  your  understanding,  and  for  your  flexibility  in  changing  and 
adjusting  schedules  as  you  have  done  and  will,  for  the  coming  months  be 
asked  to  do. 

In  searching  for  a  Suffragan  Bishop,  I  hope  you  will  keep  in  mind  the 
primary  importance  of  Bishop  s  relationship  to  the  clergy  and  to  the  con- 
gregations of  the  diocese.  The  Bishop's  visitation,  and  the  kinds  of 
meetings  with  vestries  and  Sunday  schools  and  adult  classes  that  the  Sun- 
day visitation  makes  possible,  along  with  baptisms,  confirmations,  recep- 
tions and  reaffirmations,  make  up,— in  my  opinion— the  most  important 
part  of  the  job  description  of  a  Diocesan  or  a  Suffragan.  .  . 

I  certainly  plan  to  use  a  new  Suffragan  in  much  the  way  I  used 
Bishop  Vest.  .  .  .of  course  his  or  her  individual  strengths  and  gifts  might 
indicate  different  directions  in  some  ways,  but  I  see  this  person  as  a  full 
colleague,  a  person  present  in  the  congregations  and  in  diocesan  life,  and 
actively  taking  part  in  the  councils  of  the  broader  church.  As  I  said  when 
I  described  the  job  before  Bishop  Vest  was  elected,  I  believe  the  Suf- 
fragan should  live  in  Raleigh  and  be  an  active  member  of  our  family  in 
Diocesan  House,  as  well. 

So  it  is  that  after  prayer,  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  many  of 
you  throughout  the  diocese,  I  ask  you  for  permission  to  enter  into  the 
process  for  the  election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop.  If  you  vote  "yes",  then  the 
Committee  on  Bishop's  Address,  has  the  proposal,— which  we  have  mail- 
ed to  each  of  you.  .  .which  I  asked  the  Standing  Committee  to  prepare. 
We  can,  and  should  consider  it,  and  if  it  is  your  will,  we  will  proceed  to 
set  up  a  Nominating  Committee.  .  .request  consent  from  the  Standing 
Committees  and  Bishops  of  the  Church.  .  .  .and  begin  the  process.  .  . 
leading  to  a  manageable  group  of  nominees  who  will  come  to  the  diocese, 
be  interviewed  by  you,  and  then  stand  for  election  at  our  regular  1990 
Convention  in  Charlotte,  in  January.  If  someone  is  elected  there.  .  .sub- 
ject again  to  the  consents  of  a  majority  or  the  Standing  Committees  and 
Bishops  with  jurisdiction.  .  .we  would  proceed  to  a  consecration  and  or- 
dination April  28,  1990  in  the  Duke  University  Chapel. 
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The  Gospel  at  this  service  ended  with  the  statement  attributed  to  our 
Lord,  that  if  we,  "bad  as  we  are".  .  .  .know  how  to  give  our  children 
what  is  good  for  them.  .  .how  much  more  will  the  heavenly  Father  give 
the  Holy  Spirit  to  those  who  ask  him!"  (Luke  11:13).  I  have  prayed  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  decision  to  ask  you  for  a  Suffragan. 

I  hope,  and  pray,  now  that  as  we  come  to  this  table,  and  as  we  join  in 
this  holy  communion,  we  would,  in  communion,  pray  for  the  guidance  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  on  this  meeting,  and  upon  our  decision  whatever  it  might 
be,  and  that  we  will  pray  that  we  might  truly  be  strengthened  by  the  gift 
of  that  spirit,  to  go  forth  from  here  to  love  and  serve  the  Lord.

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Constitution 


Article  I 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts  the 
Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  as  set  forth  in  General  Convention  thereof,  and  acknowledges  its 
authority  accordingly. 


Article  II 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  an  annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  next  preceding  convention, 
or,  in  the  event  of  no  such  determination,  then  at  such  time  and  place  as  may 
be  fixed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  time  and  place  of  the  annual  Convention  may  be  changed,  or 
special  conventions  called,  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  diocese, 
subject  to  such  canonical  provisions  as  may  hereafter  be  made. 

Section  3.  Written  notice  of  a  special  convention  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary  to  every  member  of  the  clergy  who  is  eligible  for  a  seat  and  vote  in 
the  convention  and  to  the  senior  warden  of  every  parish  and  every  mission 
therein  at  least  60  days  before  the  date  thereof.  This  notice  shall  specify  the 
purpose  for  which  the  special  convention  is  called,  and  no  other  business  shall 
be  in  order  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  delegates. 


Article  III 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  two  orders,  clerical  and 
lay. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  the  Bishop's  absence,  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  or  any  bishop  in  charge,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical  Author- 
ity, shall,  in  the  order  named  above,  if  present,  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
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Convention  and  shall  appoint  all  committees  unless  it  be  otherwise  ordered,  (as 
amended  in  1989) 

Section  3.  Every  member  of  the  clergy  of  the  Church  who  is  canonically 
connected  with  the  Diocese  and  who  is  resident  therein,  and  every  member  of 
the  clergy  not  so  connected  with  the  Diocese  but  actually  resident  therein  and 
regularly  serving  a  parish  or  mission  in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat 
in  the  Convention  and  to  a  vote  therein.  The  restriction  of  residence  as  above 
required  shall  not  apply  to  professors,  tutors,  or  students  in  any  recognized 
theological  seminary  of  this  Church,  or  college  maintained  and  governed  in 
part  by  the  Diocese,  or  to  chaplains  in  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States, 
or  to  members  of  the  clergy  in  charge  of  congregations  of  this  Diocese. 

Section  4.  Each  parish  and  mission  in  union  with  the  Convention  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  represented  at  its  sessions  by  lay  delegates  whose  number  shall 
be  determined  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  enrolled  confirmed  adults  who 
are  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  parish  or  mission  as  specified  by 
canon. 

These  delegates  shall  be  elected  by  the  vestry  from  among  the  enrolled 
confirmed  adults  who  are  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  parish  or 
mission  . 

The  delegates  shall  be  chosen  in  a  manner  provided  by  canon  to  assure 
that  approximately  one-third  of  the  entire  lay  membership  of  the  Convention 
is  subject  to  election  each  year.  The  initial  terms  of  delegates  elected  by  virtue 
of  this  article  shall  be  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in 
accordance  with  canon.  Subject  to  changes  in  representation  required  by 
changes  in  the  numbers  of  enrolled  confirmed  adults  who  are  communicants  in 
good  standing  of  parishes  and  missions,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  each  term 
thereafter,  each  vestry  shall  elect  for  a  term  of  three  years  a  successor  for  each 
lay  delegate  whose  term  has  expired. 

Each  vestry  shall  be  entitled  to  elect,  for  one-year  terms,  a  number  of 
alternate  delegates,  subject  to  the  same  qualifications,  equal  to  the  delegates 
elected,  who  shall  be  authorized,  in  the  order  of  their  election,  to  fill  any 
vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  delegation  originally  chosen. 

Section  5.  When  a  mission  desires  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the 
Convention,  it  shall  follow  the  same  procedure,  so  far  as  applicable,  as  that 
prescribed  for  the  admission  of  a  parish. 
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Section  6.  No  person,  clerical  or  lay,  under  ecclesiastical  censure,  publicly 
declared  by  a  competent  tribunal,  shall  be  admissible  to  a  seat  in  the  Conven- 
tion. No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  represent  more  than  one  parish  or  mission 
in  the  same  convention. 

Section  7.  If  any  parish  or  mission  shall  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  delegates, 
or  if  any  of  those  appointed  shall  neglect  or  be  prevented  from  attending,  such 
parish  or  mission  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the  Convention. 


Article  IV 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  election  of  its  own 
members.  It  shall  have  power  to  adopt  rules  of  order  for  its  own  government, 
elect  officers  and  raise  funds,  and  shall  also  have  such  other  legislative  powers 
as  may  be  necessary  andproper  for  the  well-being  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  The  Convention  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  any  canon  infringing 
the  Episcopal  Authority,  or  affecting  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  Diocese, 
against  the  express  dissent  of  the  Bishop  stated  at  that  or  the  ensuing  annual 
Convention.  This  shall  not  prevent  the  Convention  from  offering  independ- 
ently of  the  Bishop  resolutions  of  advice  or  inquiry,  or  from  any  proceedings 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  impeachment. 


Article  V 

To  Constitute  a  quorum,  except  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop  under 
Article  XII,  the  presence  of  one  third  of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and  of 
one  or  more  delegates  from  one-third  of  all  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to 
representation  in  the  Convention,  shall  be  necessary.  Any  lesser  number  shall 
be  competent  to  receive  reports  and  to  recess  or  adjourn. 


Article  VI 

Section  1 .    Upon  any  question  before  the  Convention,  on  the  request  of  any 
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clerical  or  lay  delegate  sustained  by  ten  other  delegates  present  and  voting,  the 
two  orders  shall  vote  separately.  In  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders  each  clerical 
member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  each  lay  delegate  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote,  and  a  concurrence  of  majorities  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to 
a  decision.  When  no  such  division  is  called  for,  each  member  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote. 

Section  2.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  unanimously 
ordered. 


Article  VII 

Section  1.  Upon  nomination  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Convention 
shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual 
Convention,  or  until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  (As  amended  in  1989) 

Section  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  the  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  canon,  and  such 
other  services  as  may  be  required  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  4.  Upon  nomination  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Convention 
shall  annually  elect  a  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  have  such  powers  and 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  canon  or  required  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  5.  The  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  other 
offices  in  the  Diocese  either  by  election  or  appointment. 


Article  VIII 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committee  or  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop,  shall 
consist  of  five  clergy  of  the  Diocese  and  four  members  of  the  laity  who  are 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing.  The  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  three  years,  with  three  members  being  elected  at  each  annual  Con- 
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vention.  No  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election until  one  year  shall  have  elapsed  following  expiration  of  their  term  of 
office  for  which  elected.  (As  amended  in  1989) 

Section  2.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur 
in  its  own  body  between  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention. 

Section  3.  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  as  such  may  invite  the  temporary 
services  of  other  bishops,  and,  for  due  cause,  may  change  the  time  or  place  of 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention.  It  may  also  summon  special  conven- 
tions when  there  is  no  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so  upon  the  call  of  one-third  of  the 
clergy  of  the  Diocese,  or  of  one-third  of  the  parishes  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  as  appearing  upon  the  lists  of  the  Journal  last  before  published. 
And  although  there  be  a  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
call  special  conventions  for  the  purpose  of  proceedings  relative  to  impeach- 
ment of  a  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so  upon  a  similar  requisition  by  the  clergy  or 
laity.  (As  amended  in  1989) 


Article  IX 

Section  1.  Any  100  or  more  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  may  organize  them- 
selves into  a  parish,  and  be  received  into  union  with  the  Convention,  by  taking 
such  steps  as  may  be  provided  for  by  canon.  And  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  the  Diocese  may  organize  a  mission  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by 
canon,  in  any  part  of  the  Diocese  not  included  within  the  neighborhood  of  a 
parish  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Section  2.  It  shall  always  be  competent  for  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese,  with  the  written  consent  of  the  rector  of  any  parish,  a  copy  of  which 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  to  organize  a  mission  within 
the  neighborhood  of  said  parish.  The  ministers  of  such  a  mission  shall  be 
independent  of  the  rector  and  responsible  only  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 
If  the  consent  of  the  rector  be  denied,an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Bishop, 
whose  decision,  if  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
shall  be  final. 
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Section  3.  In  all  parochial  and  mission  elections  only  those  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  and 
who  thereby  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church  as  are  or  may  be  adopted  by  the  General  Convention,  and  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  pursuant  thereto. 

Section  4.  Any  parish  ceasing  to  be  represented  in  the  Convention  for  two 
successive  years,  or  any  parish  resisting  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  may 
be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation,  or  its  connection  with  the 
Convention  be  dissolved,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  clergy  present  and 
entitled  to  vote,  and  a  majority  of  lay  delegates  present  and 
entitled  to  vote.  No  such  suspension  or  dissolution  shall  take  place  without 
previous  inquiry  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  and  a  report  upon 
the  facts  of  the  case;  nor  until  30  days'  notice  to  the  rector  or  vestry,  or  in  the 
case  there  be  none  then  to  a  member  of  the  parish  in  default. 

Section  5.  Any  parish  which  receives  aid  from  the  mission  funds  of  the  Diocese 
and  does  not,  for  two  consecutive  years,  pay  its  proportion  of  the  salary  of  the 
minister  serving  it,  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  the  Convention  until 
such  arrears  be  paid  or  remitted  by  the  Convention. 

Section  6.  Any  parish  or  mission  which  shall  fail  for  three  consecutive  years 
to  pay  its  assessment  for  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund,  or  shall  have  failed 
to  observe  the  conditions  of  Title  I,  Canon  8  of  the  General  Convention  relative 
to  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  in  the 
Convention  until  such  arrears  be  paid,  or  remitted  by  the  Convention. 


Article  X 

Section  1 .  Any  presbyter  regularly  called  to  the  charge  of  a  parish  and  entering 
thereupon,  shall  during  the  time  of  such  charge,  be  held  to  be  the  rector  of  said 
parish. 

Section  2.  Rectors  are  recognized  as  having,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  the 
exclusive  regulation,  under  their  canonical  superiors,  of  all  the  spiritual 
concerns  of  the  parishes  they  serve;  as  being  entitled  at  all  times  to  have  access 
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to  the  chufch  building,  and  to  open  the  same  for  the  services  or  instruction  of 
this  Church,  as  they  may  deem  proper;  to  call  meetings  of  the  vestry  or  congre- 
gation; when  present,  to  preside  in  the  same,  and,  in  case  of  a  tie,  to  cast  the 
deciding  vote.  (As  amended  in  1989) 


Article  XI 

The  Convention  shall  pass  canons  for  the  trial  of  members  of  the  clergy. 


Article  XII 

When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected  the  Convention  shall  vote  by  written  ballot  and 
separately  by  orders;  and  a  concurrence  on  the  same  ballot  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  clergy  including  those  not  present  who,  if  present,  would  be  entitled  to  vote 
in  the  Convention  and  of  a  majority  of  all  lay  delegates  representing  the 
parishes  and  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention  and  including  those  not 
present  who,  if  present,  would  be  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be  necessary  to  an 
election. 


Article  XIII 

No  new  canon  ,  or  change  in  an  existing  canon,  shall  be  considered  or  adopted, 
without  first  having  been  submitted  to  and  reported  on  to  the  Convention  by  its 
Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  Nor  shall  the  same  be  adopted  on  the 
day  on  which  proposed,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  entitled  to  vote  at 
that  Convention. 


Article  XIV 

The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  only  upon: 

(a)  The  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  orders  who  are  present  and 
entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  Convention  at  which  the  alteration  or  amendment 
is  proposed,  voting  separately  by  orders;  and 

(b)  The  adoption  of  the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  at  the  next 
ensuing  annual  Convention  by  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  orders  who 
are  present  and  entitled  to  vote,  voting  separately  by  orders.  At  this  Convention 
the  consideration  of  a  proposed  amendment  may  be  postponed  to  the  next

annual  Convention  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  orders  present  and  entitled 
to  vote,  not  voting  by  orders  unless  required  under  the  provision  of  Article  VI. 


Article  XV 

All  constitutional  enactments  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  Convention  at  which  they  shall  have  been  ratified. 
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Canons 


Canon  1 
Members  of  the  Convention 

(as  amended  in  1989) 

Section  1.  Clergy.  Before  the  opening  of  the  annual  Convention  or  of  a  Special 
Convention,  the  Secretary  shall  apply  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  a  list 
of  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  shall  receive  such  list  at  least  120  days  before  the 
opening  of  an  annual  Convention,  or  60  days  before  a  Special  Convention. 
From  this  list  the  Secretary  shall  prepare,  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  annual 
Convention  and  30  days  prior  to  a  Special  Convention,  and  publish  from  this 
list  the  official  clergy  roll  of  the  Convention  (showing  names,  addresses,  and 
telephone  numbers),  which  roll  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  right  to 
seats  therein.  After  the  Secretary's  publication  of  the  roll,  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  may  certify  to  the  Secretary  additional  clergy  entitled  by  the 
Constitution  to  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention  until  one  hour  prior  to  the 
opening  session  of  the  Convention. 

Section  2.  Laity.  The  clerks  of  the  several  parish  and  mission  vestries  electing 
lay  delegates  to  the  Convention  shall  furnish  three  certificates  showing  the 
names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  of  the  lay  persons  elected.  One  shall 
be  handed  to  the  delegates-elect,  one  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  and  one  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  person  or  agency  who  is 
designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  the  host  community.  The 
latter  two  shall  be  mailed  at  least  1 10  days  before  the  opening  session.  From 
these  certificates  the  Secretary  shall  prepare  and  publish  at  least  90  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Convention  the  roster  of  lay  delegates  to  that  Convention. 
The  Secretary  shall  not  insert  any  name  upon  the  roll  without  the  evidence  of 
one  of  these  certificates  or  an  amended  certificate  signed  by  the  rector  or  clerk 
of  the  vestry  of  the  parish  or  by  the  vicar  or  clerk  of  the  mission,  submitted  to 
the  Secretary  not  later  than  one  hour  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the 
Convention,  unless  specially  directed  to  by  the  Convention  upon  recommen- 
dation of  its  Committee  on  Credentials.  Defective  or  doubtful  certificates  shall 
be  laid  aside,  to  be  acted  on  after  the  Convention  shall  have  organized. 
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Each  congregation  (parish  or  mission)  shall  be  represented  in  the  Con- 
vention in  accordance  with  the  average  number  of  its  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing,  as  contained  in  the  last  three  annual  statistical 
reports  printed  in  the  Journal  as  follows:

50  -  149  2 

50  -  299  3 

300  -  599  4 

600-999  5 

1000  and  over  6 

Section  3.  (a)  Lay  persons  who  meet  the  constitutionally  required  qualifica- 
tions shall  be  elected  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  the  Convention  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  section.  The  length  of  initial  terms  under  this 
system  shall  be  prescribed  by  rule  of  order;  upon  the  expiration  of  initial  terms 
each  lay  delegate  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years  except  as  may  be 
required  under  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (b)  below.  At  the  time  delegates 
are  chosen  the  vestries  shall  elect  for  one  year  terms  alternate  delegates  equal 
in  number  to  the  number  of  delegates  authorized  by  Section  2,  above. 

(b)Should  the  average  number  of  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communi- 
cants in  good  standing  of  a  congregation  at  any  time  require  that  it  elect  a 
greater  or  smaller  number  of  lay  delegates  than  initially  prescribed,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  not  later  than  200  days  prior  to  the  Convention  at 
which  the  new  representation  is  first  to  take  effect,  shall  notify  the  parish  or 
mission  of  that  fact,  specifying  in  the  notice  which  delegates,  in  any,  are  to  be 
elected  for  terms  of  k  ss  than  three  years  in  order  to  maintain  so  far  as  possible 
the  division  among  the  Convention's  lay  membership  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  initial  terms  required  under  this 
subsection,  each  lay  delegate  from  the  affected  parish  or  mission  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

(c)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  become  effective  upon  the 
adoption  of  Section  4  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  as  initially  proposed  by 
the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization  at  the  167th  annual  Convention. 


CANONS  1 1 

Canon  2 
Worship  at  Convention 

The  Holy  Eucharist  shall  be  celebrated  at  each  annual  or  special  Convention. 
Other  devotional  services  may  be  held  at  the  discretion  of  Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 


Canon  3 
Rules  of  Order 


The  Convention  shall  adopt  rules  of  order,  which  shall  continue  in  force  until 
altered. 


Canon  4 
Presiding  Officer  of  the  Convention 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  of  any  other  bishop  qualified 
by  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  to  preside,  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall  act  as  presiding 
officer  of  theConvention,  unless  the  Convention  itself  shall  otherwise  provide. 


Canon  5 
Secretary  of  the  Convention 

(as  amended  in  1989) 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall:  (a)  Take  all  necessary  steps  to  inform  the 
Convention  delegates  not  only  of  the  time  and  place  of  annual  and  special 
Conventions,  but  also  of  the  particular  business  of  each  Convention. 

(b)  Notify  vestries  of  the  number  of  lay  Convention  delegates  their 
parishes  and  missions  are  entitled  to  elect  and  the  length  of  terms  for  which 
such  delegates  are  to  be  elected. 

(c)  Prepare  the  canonical  lists  of  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  entitled  to 
membership  in  the  Convention. 

(d)  From  the  roster  of  the  preceding  annual  Convention  ascertain  the 
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names  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates  whose  membership  in  the  next  annual 
Convention  can  be  presumed  and,  not  later  than  August  15,  inform  those 
persons  that  Convention  Committees  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  and 
request  that,  not  later  than  September  10,  they  inform  the  Bishop  in  writing  of 
the  committees  to  which  they  have  in  interest  in  being  named. 

(e)  Call  the  Convention  to  order  for  the  purpose  of  organization  in  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  Suffragan  Bishop  (if  there  be  such), 
and  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

(f)  Keep  a  record  of  all  Convention  proceedings,  prepare  and  issue  its 
journals,  and  preserve  sufficient  copies  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  members  of 
the  next  ensuing  Convention. 

(g)  Preserve  and  have  ready  for  reference  all  Convention  papers  not 
specially  given  into  other  hands. 

(h)  Present  to  the  Treasurer  for  payment  from  diocesan  funds  statements 
of  the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  discharging  the  duties  of  the  Secretary. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  shall  mail  notices  of  all  Conventions  to  each  member 
of  the  clergy  who  is  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  therein,  and  to  the  senior  warden 
of  each  parish  and  mission.  These  notices  shall  include  the  forms  for  certifying 
lay  delegates  and  alternates  and,  in  the  case  of  the  annual  Convention,  shall  be 
sent  at  least  140  days  prior  to  the  date  thereof,  and  not  later  than  60  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  a  Special  Convention. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  clergy  canonically 
resident  in  this  diocese,  or  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  resident  in  this  diocese,  shall,  ex  officio,  always  have  a  seat  and  voice 
in  the  Convention,  and  shall  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 


Canon  6 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall:  (a)  Have  custody  of  all  current  funds  belonging 
to  the  Diocese  excluding  all  trust  and  permanent  funds,  depositing  them  in  a 
bank  designated  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

(b)  Hold,  use,  and  dispose  of  current  funds  as  directed  by  representatives 
of  the  Diocese  empowered  by  canonical  authority  to  do  so. 

(c)  Keep  a  complete  record  and  account  of  all  transactions  of  the  office, 
reporting  them  in  summary  form  to  the  annual  Convention. 
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(d)  Give  to  the  annual  Convention  a  summary  report  of  all  assets  of  the 
Diocese  then  held  by  the  Treasurer. 

(e)  Give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  Treasurer's  duties  in 
such  amount  as  the  Convention  or  Diocesan  Council  may  prescribe.  (This 
bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Diocesan  Council  and  deposited  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese.) 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall,  ex  officio,  always  have  a  seat  and  voice  in  the 
Convention. 


Canon  7 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese 

The  Bishop  shall  nominate  and  the  Convention  confirm  a  person  learned  in  the 
law  to  be  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  advise  regarding 
any  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  in  the  administration  of  diocesan  affairs. 
The  Chancellor  shall  be  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  and  resident  of  the  Diocese.  The  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years  and 
until  a  successor  has  been  chosen  and  confirmed.  The  Chancellor  shall  be 
entitled,  ex  officio,  to  a  seat  and  voice  in  all  conventions  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese.  The  Bishop  may,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Chancellor, 
nominate  and  the  Convention  confirm  one  or  more  Vice-Chancellors  to  assist 
the  Chancellor  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  that  office. 


Canon  8 
Historiographer,  Department  of  Records  and  History,  and  Archives 

Section  1.  The  Historiographer  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop  and 
confirmed  by  the  Convention  for  a  three-year  term  of  office.  The  Historiogra- 
pher shall  serve  ex-officio  on  the  Department  of  Records  and  History  and  shall 
assist  it  in  collecting,  classifying  and  preserving  materials  relating  to  the 
history  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Historiographer,  at  the 
request  of  the  Bishop  or  Diocesan  Convention,  to  prepare  and  publish  materials 
concerning  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  and,  from  time  to  time,  to  prepare  such 
materials  for  publication  on  the  Historiographer's  own  initiative.  The  Histo- 
riographer shall  also  encourage  parishes,  missions,  and  institutions  affiliated 
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with  the  Diocese  to  preserve  historical  materials  and  encourage  the  writing  and 
publication  of  materials  concerning  the  history  of  the  Diocese,its  parishes, 
missions,  and  affiliated  institutions. 

Section  2.  The  Department  of  Records  and  History,  as  the  agency  of  the 
Diocesan  Council,  shall  supervise  and  coordinate  all  departments,  agencies, 
and  diocesan  officers  charged  with  record-keeping,  maintenance  of  Archives, 
and  preserving  and  writing  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  its  departments,  agencies 
and  congregations.  The  Department  shall  also  supervise,  coordinate  and 
review  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  including  the  publication 
of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

Section  3.  Diocesan  Archives  shall  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Records  and  History  and  shall  be  a  repository  for  books,  papers  and 
documents  which  belong  to  the  Diocese  and  which  are  important  as  historical 
records  of  the  Diocese.  Except  for  such  records  as  are  currently  in  use  by 
Diocesan  officers  and  agencies,  these  archival  materials  shall  include,  but  not 
be  restricted  to:  journals  of  the  Diocesan  Convention;  journals  of  the  General 
Convention;  minute  books,  official  records,  and  reports  of  all  diocesan  officers, 
agencies,  boards,  and  committees  operating  under  the  authority  of  the  Dioce- 
san Convention  or  Diocesan  Council  (including  the  minutes  of  the  Diocesan 
Council);  histories  and  documents  of  historical  interest  pertaining  to  the 
parishes,  missions,  and  institutions  affiliated  with  the  Diocese,  including  the 
registers  of  congregations  which  have  ceased  or  which  may  hereafter  cease  to 
be  active;  together  with  any  other  documents  and  records  necessary  or 
desirable  in  preserving  an  accurate  history  of  the  Diocese. 

Should  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council  determine  that  a  Diocesan  Archivist 
is  to  be  employed,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  to  the  post,  to  serve  at  will,  a  person 
trained  in  the  skills  requisite  for  that  work. 


Canon  9 
The  Standing  Committee 

Section  1.    The  Standing  Committee  shall  annually  elect  a  President  and  a 
Secretary  from  its  own  membership. 
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Section  2.  The  President  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee: 

(a)  Whenever  the  President  may  deem  it  advisable. 

(b)  Whenever  required  to  do  so  by  the  Bishop,  or  by  any  three  members 
of  the  Committee. 

(c)  Within  30  days  after  knowledge  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate. 

Section  3.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  report  to  the  annual  Convention  the 
transactions  of  the  preceding  year.  A  record  of  all  its  official  acts  shall  be  kept 
by  its  Secretary  and  be  available  for  inspection  by  the  Bishop  and  the 
Convention. 

Canon  10 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese 

Section  1.  Membership.  The  Trustees  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  shall 
consist  of  the  Bishop  and  two  lay  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in 
good  standing  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  elected  by  the  Convention  upon 
nomination  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  When,  pursuant  to  appropriate 
canon,  the  Bishop  has  been  designated  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese,  then  the  one  so  designated  shall  be  a  Trustee.  Whenever  there  is  no 
bishop  who  is  or  has  been  designated  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  then  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  Trustee. 

The  lay  Trustees  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  shall,  at  the  first  annual 
Diocesan  Convention  at  which  their  election  is  in  order,  be  elected  as  follows: 
the  one  receiving  the  highest  vote  shall  serve  for  a  three-year  term  and  the  one 
receiving  the  next  highest  vote  shall  serve  for  a  two-year  term.  Thereafter, 
whenever  a  term  expires,  one  lay  Trustee  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  three 
years.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  lay  Trustee  shall,  on  nomination 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  be  filled  by  the  Diocesan  Council  for  the  period 
until  the  next  annual  Diocesan  Convention;  and  the  office  for  the  remainder  of 
the  term,  if  there  is  any  such  remainder,  shall  be  filled  by  the  next  annual 
Diocesan  Convention. 

Section  2.  Real  and  Tangible  Personal  Property,  (a)  The  Trustees  shall  in  all 
cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  hold  title  to  all  real  property  and  tangible 
personal  property  of  the  Diocese,  except  property  the  title  to  which  is  vested  in 
a  parish  or  corporation.  The  Trustees  shall  convey,  mortgage  and  encumber  or 
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otherwise  alienate  any  real  property  or  interest  herein  and  tangible  personal 
property  held  by  them: 

(1)  If  held  for  the  benefit  of  any  parish  or  corporation,  upon  an  appropri- 
ate written  resolution  of  the  vestry  of  such  parish  or  the  directors  or  other 
governing  body  of  such  corporation,  and  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
Ecclesiastical     Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee 

of  the  Diocese: 

(2)  If  held  for  the  benefit  of  a  mission,  upon  an  appropriate  written 
resolution  of  the  mission  vestry,  concurred  in  by  the  Trustees,  and  with  the 
written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese: 

(3)  And  if  otherwise  held,  upon  an  appropriate  written  resolution  of  either 
the  Diocesan  Council  or  the  Convention,  concurred  in  by  the  Trustees,  and  with 
the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  acting  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

(b)  Any  real  or  tangible  personal  property  the  title  to  which  is  not  held  by  the 
Trustees  but  is  otherwise  held  by  or  for  a  corporation  or  institution  affiliated 
with  Diocese,  shall  beconveyed,  mortgaged,  encumbered,  or  otherwise  alien- 
ated by  the  title-holder  only  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

(c)  The  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  required  by  this  section  shall 
be  evidenced  by  the  signature  of  the  Bishop  who  is  at  the  time  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  and  if  there  is  no  Bishop  who  is  then  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  by 
the  signature  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  3.  Other  Property.  The  Trustees,  except  as  hereinafter  specified, 
shall  hold  the  title  and  possession  of  all  other  property  not  specified  in  Section 
2  of  this  Canon,  including  properties  delivered  to  the  Trustees  in  trust  for  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  its  parishes, 
missions,  bishops,  and  other  clergy,  organizations  and  agencies.  As  directed  by 
the  Diocesan  Council,  the  Trustees  shall  deliver  the  possession  of  properties 
not  specified  in  Section  2  above  to,  and  place  them  in  the  name  of  whatever 
bank  or  trust  company  may  be  designated  by  the  Diocesan  Council  as  custodian 
or  investment  manager.  The  safe  custody  of  property  delivered  to  a  custodian 
or  investment  manager  shall  be  guaranteed  to  the  Trustees  by  the  bank  or  trust 
company  nominated  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 
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Section  4.  Records  of  Trustees.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep  a 
record  of  their  actions  and  shall  make  a  full  report  thereof  annually  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  which  report  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention. 


Canon  11 
Disposition  of  Tangible  Personal  Property 

The  provision  of  Canon  10,  Section  2,  regarding  the  necessary  consent  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee  do 
not  apply  to  the  disposition  of  certain  tangible  personal  property,  as  follows: 
It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  any  officer,  employee,  or  other  representative 
of  the  Diocese  or  any  parish,  mission,  agency,  institution  or  other  organization 
of  the  Diocese,  to  obtain  the  concurrence  or  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  or  of  the  Trustees  for  the  sale,  exchange,  abandonment, 
surrender  or  other  disposition  of  any  tangible  personal  property  (for  example, 
typewriters  and  other  office  equipment,  motor  vehicles,  general  furniture  and 
furnishings,  appliances,  books,  etc.)  acquired  and  used  directly  in  the  normal 
and  routine  course  of  the  conduct  of  work  and  program  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese;  excluding,  however,  such  items  of  personal  property  as  have  been 
consecrated  and  all  furniture,  furnishings,  and  fixtures  that  are  peculiarly 
designed  for  and  used  within  a  church. 


Canon  12 
Diocesan  Commissions 

(as  amended  in  1989) 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  or  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  annually 
appoint  the  indicated  number  of  persons,  being  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing,  to  each  of  the  following  Diocesan  Commis- 
sions. Each  of  these  commissions  shall  serve  until  the  adjournment  of  the 
annual  Convention  following  the  one  at  which  they  were  appointed.  In  all  cases 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  Commission  shall  be  named  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  voice  in  the  Convention  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a 
vote  therein  unless  a  delegate  to  the  Convention.  The  Bishop  shall  also  fill 
vacancies  in  these  commissions  as  they  occur. 
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(a)  On  Constitution  and  Canons-three  clergy;  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese;  two  lay. 

(b)  On  the  State  of  the  Church-three  clergy;  two  lay. 

(c)  On  Admission  of  Congregations-two  clergy;  three  lay. 

(d)  On  Institutions-two  clergy;  three  lay;  none  of  whom  shall  be  officially 
affiliated  with  any  such  institution. 

(e)  On  Dispatch  of  Business;  two  clergy;  two  lay;  with  the  Diocesan 
Bishop  and  any  other  bishops  then  active  in  the  Diocese  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Convention  serving  as  ex  officio  members. 

Section  2.  The  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  The  Commission 
on  Constitution  and  Canons  shall  receive,  consider  and  present  to  the  Conven- 
tion all  motions  or  resolutions  pertaining  to  the  Constitution,  canons,  and  rules 
of  order  and  may  originate  new  material  touching  these  subjects.  All  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Constitution,  canons,  and  rules  of  order  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Commission  at  least  four  weeks  in  advance  of  the  annual  Convention. 
However,  the  Convention,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  may  waive  this  requirement, 
thereby  permitting  immediate  consideration  of  any  proposed  amendment. 

Section  3.  The  Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church  shall: 

(a)  Receive,  review  and  evaluate  the  annual  statistical  reports  on  the 
strength  and  condition  of  the  Diocese  and  the  parishes  and  missions  therein, 
and  to  submit  to  the  delegates  to  the  Convention  at  least  four  weeks  in  advance 
of  the  Convention  its  analysis  and  recommendations. 

(b)  Keep  the  structure  and  organization  of  the  Diocese  under  continuing 
study. 

Section  4.  The  Commission  on  Admission  of  Congregations  shall  receive  all 
applications  for  admissions  of  parishes  and  missions  into  union  with  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the 
Annual  Convention. 

In  the  cases  of  parishes  which,  by  failure  to  meet  the  standards  of  Canon 
21,  Section  3,  or  of  mission  which,  by  failure  to  meet  the  standards  set  forth  in 
Canons  16,  19  and  20,  are  no  longer  in  union  with  the  Convention,  applications 
for  readmission  into  union  in  their  appropriate  status  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Bishop  for  endorsement  and  then  referred  to  the  Commission  on  Admission  of 
Congregations. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  ascertain  whether  all  such 
parishes  and  mission  conform  to  the  requirements  for  admission  as  set  forth  in 
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Articles  III  and  IX  of  the  Constitution,  and  Canons  19  and  21,  and  to  prepare 
a  written  report  of  the  Convention  stating  the  requirements  have  been  met. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  Commission  that  the  requirements  have  been  met, 
the  parish  or  mission  applying  may  be  received  in  its  appropriate  status  by  vote 
of  the  Convention,  and  its  delegates  admitted  to  seats  and  votes  therein. 

Section  5.  The  Commission  on  Institutions  shall  solicit  and  receive  reports 
from  each  of  the  institutions  related  to  the  Diocese  in  sufficient  time  for  its 
convenient  and  thorough  review  of  those  reports,  and  for  members  of  the 
Commission  to  visit  the  institution,  if  deemed  helpful,  prior  to  the  Convention 
to  which  it  reports. 

Section  6.  The  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business  shall  serve  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  in  the  following  ways: 

(a)  Before  a  Convention:  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Commission  shall 

(1)  Prepare  the  agenda  for  the  forthcoming  Convention: 

(2)  recommend  to  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  four 
weeks  in  advance  of  the  Convention  any  suggested  changes  in  the  Rules  of 
Order. 

(b)  During  a  Convention:  the  Commission  shall  provide  requested 
assistance  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention,  and  a  member  of  the 
Commission  shall  always  be  entitled  to  the  floor  on  the  business  of  the 
Commission.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  refer  to  this 
Commission  without  debate  all  resolutions  or  motions  suggesting  orders  of  the 
day. 

The  Commission  shall  also: 

( 1 )  suggest  special  orders  for  the  dispatch  and  furtherance  of  Convention 
business; 

(2)  recommend  the  disposition  of  all  resolutions  referred  to  it;  and 

(3)  recommend  the  disposition  of  any  unfinished  Convention  business. 

(c)  Invitations  from  a  parish  or  parishes  to  host  a  subsequent  annual  Con- 
vention shall  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  Convention  that  will  act  on  the  invitation,  accompanied  or  supplemented 
by  such  information  as  the  Commission  may  require.  The  recommendation  of 
the  Commission  regarding  the  invitation  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Convention 
for  its  action. 

Section  7.  Resolutions  Proposed  by  Commissions.  Resolutions  proposed  for 
Convention  action  by  Diocesan  Commissions  other  than  the  Commission  on 
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Constitution  and  Canons  and  the  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business,  shall  be 
referred  to  appropriate  Convention  Committees  by  the  Bishop  in  accordance 
with  Canon  1 3  and  the  Rules  of  Order. 


Canon  13 
Convention  Committees 

(as  Amended  in  1989) 

Section  1.  Resolutions  Referred  to  Committees.  Except  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  those  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Convention,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Canon  12,  Section  7,  no  resolution  (other  than  resolutions  of  courtesy  or 
appreciation  or  those  in  response  to  the  Bishop's  Address)  shall  be  considered 
or  adopted  until  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  has  referred  it  to  one 
of  the  Convention  Committees  required  by  Section  2  of  this  canon  and  the 
committee  has  reported  its  recommendation  on  the  resolution  to  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Section  2.  Appointment  of  Committees.  Not  later  than  October  1,  the  Bishop 
(or  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention)  shall  annually  appoint,  at  least  three 
clerical  and  five  lay  persons,  being  members  of  the  Convention  who  have 
served  as  delegates  in  at  least  one  prior  annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  to 
each  of  the  following  Convention  Committees  listed  below,  shall  name  the 
presiding  officer  of  each  such  committee,  shall  notify  each  committee  member 
of  the  appointment ,  and  shall  inform  the  committee's  presiding  officer  of  the 
names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  of  the  members.  Should  a  larger 
membership  be  desired  for  any  Convention  Committee,  the  Bishop  (or  presid- 
ing officer  of  the  Convention)  may  appoint  additional  members  with  the 
requisite  Convention  experience  but  shall  retain  approximately  the  same 
proportion  of  lay  and  clerical  members.  There  shall  be  seven  Convention 
Committees,  and  they  shall  be  designated: 

(a)  The  Committee  on  Administration  of  the  Diocese 

(b)  The  Committee  on  Credentials 

(c)  The  Committee  on  Elections 

(d)  The  Committee  on  Faith  and  Morals 

(e)  The  Committee  on  National  and  International  affairs 


CANONS  21 

(f)  The  Committee  on  the  Program  of  the  Church 

(g)  The  Committee  on  Social  Concerns 

Section  3.  All  of  these  committees  are  to  serve  until  the  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  for  which  they  are  appointed.  The  Bishop  shall  also  fill  vacancies 
as  they  occur. 

Section  4.  Each  Convention  Committee  shall  consider  the  resolutions  referred 
to  it,  shall  offer  the  sponsors  of  resolutions  and  other  interested  Convention 
delegates  reasonable  opportunity  within  the  time  allotted  by  the  Convention's 
agenda  to  explain  tjieir  views  thereon,  and  shall  report  each  resolution  to  the 
Convention  as  prescribed  by  the  Rules  of  Order.  However,  at  anytime  prior  to 
the  convening  of  the  Convention  a  Convention  Committee  to  which  a  resolu- 
tion has  been  referred  may  request  the  Bishop  to  refer  it  to  a  different 
Convention  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  review,  investigate,  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Convention  on  all  matters  referred  to  it  regarding  the 
claims  of  delegates  to  seats  and  votes  in  Convention. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Elections  shall  supervise  and  conduct  all 
Convention  elections,  certifying  the  election  results  to  the  presiding  officer  and 
the  Secretary.  The  committee  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  appoint  lay 
persons  who  are  confirmed  communicants  in  good  standing  in  the  Diocese  to 
assist  as  tellers. 


Canon  14 
Salaries,  Compensations  and  Expenses 

Section  1.  The  salary  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  the  Suffragan 
Bishop,  shall  be  such  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  ordered  and  provided  for  by 
the  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee  and  of  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Ministry,  in 
actual  attendance  upon  the  duly  called  meetings  of  the  bodies  to  which  they 
severally  belong,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  their  necessary  expenses  incurred  by

such  attendance  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  shall  pay  the  same  upon  the  personal  application  of  said  parties 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  amount  actually  and  necessarily  expended 
in  each  case. 


Canon  15 
Diocesan  Council 

Section  1.  Composition  of  the  Council.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  known  as  the  Diocesan  Council,  which  shall  be  composed  of  the 
persons  entitled  to  preside  in  the  Convention  and  15  persons  to  be  elected  by 
the  Convention.  These  15  persons  shall  consist  of  six  members  of  the  clergy 
eligible  to  vote  in  the  Convention  and  nine  members  of  the  laity  (who  are 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese)  who  are  elected  to  the  Council  for  terms  of  three  years,  staggered  so 
that  one-third  of  the  15  are  elected  each  year.  Members  shall  be  ineligible  for 
re-election  for  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  their  terms.  The  Council  shall  fill 
vacancies  in  its  membership  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
which  then  shall  fill  all  vacancies  and  unexpired  terms.  Members  take  office 
immediately  following  adjournment  of  the  Convention  at  which  elected  or 
when  elected  by  the  Council,  immediately  following  adjournment  of  the 
Council  meeting  at  which  elected. 

Section  2.  The  Role  and  Function  of  the  Council.  Between  sessions  of  the 
annual  Convention,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall,  within  the  limitations  estab- 
lished herein,  perform  all  duties  specifically  committed  to  it  by  the  Convention 
and  function  as  and  for  the  Convention  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese. 
In  doing  so,  however,  the  Council  shall  not  contravene  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  General  Convention,  nor 
shall  it  contravene  the  powers  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  Consistent  with 
its  stated  role  and  function,  the  Council  shall: 

(a)  Assist  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  in  planning 
and  developing  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

(b)  Assist  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  in  admini- 
stering the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  through  whatever  departments, 
divisions,  commissions,  or  other  agencies  may  be  established  from  time  to  time 
for  that  purpose. 

(c)  Supervise,  coordinate,  and  review  the  work  of  all  departments, 
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agencies,  and  diocesan  officers  charged  with  holding  title  to  property;  be 
responsible  for  maintaining  such  property;  be  responsible  for  designation 
qualifying  church  buildings  as  "Historic  Churches";  be  responsible  for 
holding  and  investing  money  and  other  intangibles;  and  be  responsible  for 
administering  the  provisions  of  trusts  of  which  the  Diocese,  its  departments, 
agencies,  or  congregations  are  beneficiaries. 

(d)  Direct,  coordinate,  and  administer  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Diocese 
not  vested  by  canon  in  other  officers  or  agencies. 

(e)  Directly  or  through  agents  under  its  direction  and  control,  fix  all 
compensation  except  that  fixed  by  the  Convention. 

(f)  Supervise  and  coordinate  all  departments,  agencies,  and  diocesan 
officers  charged  with  record-keeping,  maintenance  of  archives,  and  preserving 
and  writing  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  its  departments,  agencies,  and  congre- 
gations. 

(g)  As  deemed  desirable,  adopt  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  for  its 
government  and  for  the  government  of  its  officials,  agents,  employees, 
departments,  and  agencies. 

(h)  Make  and  preserve  a  full  record  of  its  acts  and  of  the  work  of  each  of 
its  departments  and  furnish  to  each  annual  Convention  and  full  report  of  all  its 
actions  and  all  moneys  expended  under  its  direction  during  the  preceding  year, 
including  a  report  from  each  department  of  the  Council  with  respect  to  the  work 
done  by  such  department. 

Section  3.  Officers  and  Staff.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  serve  as 
presiding  officer  of  the  Council;  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  or  any  bishop  in  charge,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
shall,  in  the  order  named,  serve  as  presiding  officer.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  shall,  by  virtue  of  that  office,  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Council. 
Upon  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  shall  annually  employ  a  Diocesan 
Business  Administrator  who  may  be  the  same  person  as  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  and  such  principal  administrative  staff  members  as  it  shall  deem 
necessary.  Similarly,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  shall 
have  authority  to  terminate  any  such  employment.  Vacancies  in  such  positions 
shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  initial  employment.  The  duties  and 
compensation  of  persons  named  to  these  positions  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Council.  In  addition  to  the  positions  named,  the  Council  shall  also  have 
authority  to  provide  for  the  employment,  compensation,  and  termination  of 
other  persons  named  to  staff  diocesan  offices,  departments,  and  agencies  not 
otherwise  provided  for  by  canon. 
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Section  4.  Departments.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  organize  from  its 
membership,  supplemented  as  herein  provided,  a  Department  of  Mission  and 
Outreach,  a  Department  of  Budgets,  a  Department  of  Finance  and  Business 
Methods,  a  Department  of  Property  Management,  and  Department  of  Records 
and  History,  and  such  other  departments  as  in  its  judgment  may  be  necessary; 
and  it  shall  provide  the  manner  and  means  by  which  its  departments  shall  be 
staffed  and  financed.  From  the  Council  membership  the  Bishop  shall  appoint 
a  presiding  officer  and  members  of  each  department.  Subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  Council,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  additional  members  to  departments  of 
the  Council.  Each  department  shall  elect  a  secretary  who  shall  keep  a  record 
of  its  proceedings  and  report  them  in  writing  to  each  stated  meeting  of  the 
Council.  The  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  shall  be 
members  of  each  department.   Subject  to  Council  review  and  approval: 

(a)  The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  work  of  the  Council  with  respect  to  Church  expansion,  small  congregations, 
social  ministries,  college  chaplaincies,  hospital  chaplaincies,  the  deaf,  youth, 
evangelism,  stewardship,  communications,  and  education  and  training  of  the 
clergy  and  laity. 

(b)  The  Department  of  Budgets  shall  prepare  proposed  budgets  annu- 
ally for  consideration  by  the  Council. 

(c)  The  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  shall  direct, 
coordinate,  and  administer  the  business  affairs  of  the  Diocese  not  vested  by 
canon  in  other  officers  and  agencies  and  not  otherwise  assigned  by  the  Council. 

(d)  The  Department  of  Records  and  History,  as  the  Council's  agency 
charge  with  the  responsibilities  outlined  in  Section  2(f)  above,  shall  supervise, 
coordinate,  and  review  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  (including 
publications  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention),  and  of  the  Historiographer. 

(e)  The  Department  of  Property  Management,  as  the  Council's 
agency  charged  with  the  responsibilities  and  functions  specified  in  Section  2(c) 
above,  shall  supervise,  coordinate,  and  review  the  work  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese;  and  it  shall,  through  the  establishment  of  subcommittees  of  by  other 
means,  perform  the  responsibilities  and  functions  specified  in  Section  2(c) 
other  than  the  canonical  responsibilities  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

(1)  Investments.  The  Diocesan  council  shall  establish  within  its  De- 
partment of  Property  Management  a  subcommittee  to  beknown  as  the  Invest- 
ment Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  three  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  elected  by  the 
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Council  initially  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  on  the  Investment 
Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Diocesan  Council  for  the  unexpired  term. 
Properties  not  specified  in  Canon  10,  Section  2  belonging  to  the  Diocese  or  held 
in  trust  for  its  benefit,  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  of  its  parishes,  missions,  bishops, 
or  other  clergy,  organizations,  or  agencies,  shall  be  invested,  reinvested,  of 
sold,  delivered,  assigned,  and  transferred  and  otherwise  managed  and  con- 
trolled by  the  Diocesan  Council  through  its  Department  of  Property  Manage- 
ment and  Investment  Committee.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  or  other 
custodian  of  such  properties  not  specified  in  Canon  10,  Section  2,  shall  take 
such  action  in  respect  thereof  as  the  Diocesan  Council  through  its  authorized 
agency  shall  in  writing  direct. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Property  Management, 
on  the  advice  of  its  Investment  Committee,  the  Diocesan  Council  is  author- 
ized to  appoint  and  employ  (and  pay  reasonable  compensation  to)  such 
attorneys,  investment  counsel,  investment  managers,  and  other  agents  as  the 
Investment  Committee  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  the  course  ofits 
investment  functions;  and  the  Council  may  delegate  to  an  investment  manager 
recommended  by  the  Department  of  Property  Management,  on  the  advice  ofits 
Investment  Committee,  as  much  of  the  Council's  duties  and  responsibilities 
hereunder  as  the  Council  deems  necessary  or  desirable,  subject  to  review, 
control,  and  general  supervision  by  the  Council  through  its  department  of 
Property  Management  and  Investment  Committee. 

The  Investment  Committee  shall  maintain  a  record  of  its  investment 
activities.  Annually  it  shall,  through  the  Department  of  Property  Management, 
make  to  the  Diocesan  Council  a  full  report  thereof,  accompanied  by  (a)  a 
certified  inventory  of  all  invested  assets  under  its  control  and  (b)  a  statement 
of  the  value  of  each  trust  administered  by  the  Investment  Committee,  with  a 
copy  of  the  report  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Convention  every 
third  year  or  more  often  if  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  Convention.  A  summary 
report  of  significant  actions  of  the  Investment  Committee  for  the  past  year, 
showing  total  values  of  invested  assets  for  the  past  two  years,  shall  be  submitted 
annually  to  the  Convention  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention. 

(2)  Allocation  of  Investment  Income.  The  Docesan  Council  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  prescribe  and  designate  the  purposes,  and  to  make 
allocations  and  apportionments  among  such  purposes,  for  which  any  invest- 
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ment  income  not  otherwise  designated  for  specific  purposes  shall  be  ex- 
pended. 

(3)  Historic  Churches.  A  permanent  Committee  on  Historic  Churches 
shall  be  established  within  the  Department  of  Property  Management  with  a 
membership  of  not  more  than  nine  persons  to  be  named  by  the  Bishop,  at  least 
one  of  whom  is  a  member  of  the  Department  and  the  remaining  members  to  be 
chosen  half  from  active  support  groups  for  Historic  Churches  and  half  from 
congregations   without  Historic  Churches. 

This  Committee,  for  the  Department  of  Property  Management, 
shall  award  the  "Historic  Church"  designation  for  qualified  church  buildings 
after  establishing  criteria  and  examining  each  potentially  qualified  church  for 
such  designation. 

The  Committee,  in  developing  the  criteria  to  be  applied  in  deter- 
mining whether  a  given  site  meets  the  "historic  designation"  shall  adopt  the 
following  minimum  standards: 

(a)  The  church  building  must  be  at  least  100  years  old. 

(b)  The  church  building  must  have  architectural  or  historic 
significance. 

(c)  The  structure  must  be  physically  sound  or  restorable  with 
funds  available  for  that  purpose. 

(d)  There  must  be  an  active  congregation  able  and  willing  to 
maintain  the  structure  or,  in  the   alternative, 

There  must  be  an  endowment  sufficient  to  maintain  and  (if  neces- 
sary) restore  the  building,  or 

There  must  be  an  organized  group  -  committee  or  other  body  -  from 
the  community  in  which  the  structure  is  located  or  elsewhere  that  is  able  and 
willing  to   maintain  and  (if  necessary)  restore  the  building. 

(e)  There  must  be  at  least  one  service  of  the  Church  regularly 
scheduled  in  the  building  in  each  calendar  year. 

This  Committee,  working  through  the  Department  of  Property 
Management  shall  exercise  oversight  of  Historic  Churches  other  than  those 
which  are  occupied  and  used  by  parishes  and  missions  in  union  with  the 
Convention. 

The  Bishop  shall  assign  a  member  of  the  clergy  who  resides  in  a  place 
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convenient  to  the  site  to  have  general  clerical  oversight  of  each  Historic  Church 
that  is  not    occupied  and  used  by  a  congregation  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Section  5.  Planning  Function.  The  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council 
shall  have  responsibility  for  a  continuing  study  of  the  long-range  objectives  of 
the  Church's  work  in  the  Diocese,  with  particular  emphasis  on  strategy  and 
metho  d  for  Church  extension;  diocesan  programs  in  religious  education, 
Christian  social  relations,  and  evangelism;  diocesan  responsibility  for  the 
support  of  education  and  charitable  institutions;  the  means  for  more  adequate 
financial  support  of  all  diocesan  activities  including  capital  facilities;  and  any 
new  programs  found  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church's  work  in 
the  Diocese.  As  part  of  its  annual  report  to  the  Convention,  as  required  by 
Section  2(h)  above,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  submit  a  report  setting  forth  its 
evaluation  of  the  work  and  program  of  the  Diocese,  the  objectives  toward 
which  it  believes  the  Diocese  must  work,  and  its  specific  recommendations  for 
objectives  to  be  included  in  the  program  and  the  budget  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
fiscal  year  next  following  that  for  which  a  budget  is  being  adopted.  The  Con- 
vention may  by  resolution  express  its  opinion  on  such  objectives  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Diocesan  Council  in  preparing  and  submitting  a  program  and 
a  budget  for  the  Diocese  for  such  fiscal  year. 


Canon  16 
Business  Methods  in  Church  Affairs 

In  this  Diocese,  and  in  all  its  parishes  and  missions,  and  institutions,  the 
following  standard  business  methods  shall  be  observed: 

(a)Trust  and  permanent  funds,  and  all  securities  of  whatsoever  kind,  shall 
be  deposited  with  a  federal  or  state  bank,  or  savings  and  loan  association,  or  a 
diocesan  corporation,  or  with  some  other  agency  approved  in  writing  by  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  business  Methods  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  under 
either  a  deed  of  trust,  or  an  agency  agreement,  providing  for  at  least  two 
signatures  on  any  order  of  withdrawal  of  such  funds  or  securities.  But  this 
paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  funds  and  securities  refused  by  the  depositories 
named  as  being  too  small  for  acceptance.  Such  small  funds  and  securities,  and 
trust  and  permanent  funds  of  missions  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese,  added  to  the  Common  Trust  Fund  and  invested  as  a  part  of  those 
funds  by  Investment  Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Council's  Department  of 
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Property  Management.     Income  from  such  invested  funds  shall  be  paid 
quarterly  to  the  parish,  mission  or  organization  entitled  thereto. 

(b)  Records  shall  be  made  and  kept  of  all  trust  and  permanent  funds 
showing,  in  respect  to  each  trust  and  each  fund,  at  least  the  following: 

(1)  Source  and  date. 

(2)  Terms  governing  the  use  of  principal  and  income. 

(3)  To  whom  and  how  often  reports  of  condition  are  to  be  made. 

(4)  How  the  funds  are  invested. 

(c)  Treasurers  and  custodians  other  than  banking  institutions  shall  be 
adequately  bonded,  except  treasurers  of  funds  that  do  not  exceed  $500  at  any 
one  time  during  the  fiscal  year. 

(d)  Books  of  account  shall  be  so  kept  as  to  provide  the  basis  for 
satisfactory  accounting.  The  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods 
may  establish  a  system  of  accounts. 

(e)  The  fiscal  year  begins  January  1st. 

(f)  All  accounts  shall  be  audited  annually  by  a  certified  or  independent 
public  accountant,  or  by  such  an  accounting  agency  as  shall  be  permitted  by  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods. 

(g)  The  expense,  it  there  be  any,  of  auditing  the  account  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  by  a  certified  public  accountant  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
out  of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund. 

(h)  All  buildings  and  their  contents  shall  be  kept  adequately  insured. 

(i)  The  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  may  require  copies 
of  any  or  all  accounts  described  in  this  section  to  be  filed  with  it,  and  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  upon  its  administration  of  this  canon. 

(j)  Minutes  of  all  meetings  of  governing  bodies  shall  be  made  and  kept, 
showing  all  resolutions  which  have  been  officially  enacted. 


Canon  17 
The  Diocesan  Assessment  and  Quota 

Section  1.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall,  after  September  1  of  each  year,  prepare 
and  adopt  two  separate  tentative  budgets  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  (calendar)  year, 
including  therein  (a)  as  to  one  budget,  expenses  to  be  incurred  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate  and  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese;  and  (b)  as  to  the  other 
budget,  the  quota  apportioned  to  the  Diocese  by  the  Executive  Council, 
proposed  expenditures  for  work,  programs  or  projects  currently  being  admini-

stered  or  supported  by  the  Diocesan  Council,  as  well  as  such  work,  programs 
or  projects  as  it  may  have  undertaken  since  the  last  Convention  and  as  it 
proposes  to  undertake. 

In  preparing  such  budgets,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration its  recommendations  to  the  last  preceding  Convention  concerning 
proposed  new  programs  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion with  respect  to  such  recommendations,  the  proposed  budgets  submitted  by 
each  department  and  agency  of  the  Diocese,  and  any  other  information 
believed  pertinent. 

Subsequent  to  adopting  the  tentative  budgets,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall 
prepare  a  scale  of  assessments  to  be  laid  upon  the  parishes  and  missions 
pursuant  to  the  budget  which  provides  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the 
current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  apportion  the  quotas  under  the  other 
budget  among  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  in  such  manner  as  shall 
have  been  directed  by  the  Convention  or  by  action  of  the  Council.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Council  shall,  not  later  than  October  1,  send  notice  of  the 
assessment  and  the  quota,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  two  tentative  budgets,  to 
the  rector,  vestry  and  treasurer  of  each  parish,  and  to  the  vicar  and  the  officials 
of  each  mission  in  the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  Every  parish  and  mission  shall  include  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese  in  its 
annual  budget,  and  one  twelfth  of  each  such  assessment  shall  be  paid  to  the 
diocesan  Treasurer  monthly,  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  the  month  for  which 
it  is  payable.  In  the  event  any  parish  or  mission  shall,  for  good  reason,  believe 
that  it  cannot  meet  its  assessment  or  that  the  amount  of  the  assessment  should 
be  altered,  it  shall  lodge  an  appeal  with  the  Diocesan  Council  on  or  before 
December  3 1  of  the  year  prior  to  which  the  assessment  shall  take  effect.  The 
Diocesan  Council  shall  provide  an  opportunity  for  such  appeals  to  be  heard 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Convention,  and  the  Diocesan  Council  shall 
have  power  to  modify  the  scale  of  assessments  on  the  basis  of  such  appeals. 

The  Diocesan  Council  shall  recommend  the  budget  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  and  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese  to  the  annual  Conven- 
tion, shall  report  the  assessments  made  on  the  parishes  and  missions  for  the 
support  of  such  budget,  and  shall  report  any  appeals  and  action  taken  thereon 
to  the  Convention.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  power  to  act  on  this  budget 
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and  to  make  any  modification  in  the  expenditures  budgeted  or  the  assessments 
imposed  which,  in  its  discretion,  it  deems  wise. 

Section  3.  Every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  shall  report  to  the  Diocesan 
Council  not  later  than  December  31  of  each  year  the  action  it  proposes  to  take 
with  respect  to  the  quota  apportioned  to  it  for  the  support  of  all  diocesan 
programs  and  obligations  other  than  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  current 
expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  on  twelfth  of  the  amount  accepted  shall  be  paid 
to  the  diocesan  Treasurer  monthly.  On  the  basis  of  such  acceptances  from  the 
parishes  and  missions,  the  acceptances  from  each  parish  and  mission,  and  the 
expenditures  recommended  on  the  basis  of  such  acceptances.  The  Convention 
shall  have  the  power  to  act  on  this  budget  and  to  make  any  modification  which, 
in  its  discretion,  it  deems  wise. 

Section  4.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  power  to  expend  all  moneys 
provided  in  each  budget  for  the  purposes  therein  specified,  to  expend  any 
surplus  received  in  any  years  over  and  above  diocesan  and  national  obligations, 
and  to  amend  the  budget,  or  either  of  them,  when  in  its  judgement,  a  changed 
situation  with  respect  to  revenues  received  or  obligations  incurred  makes  a 
change  necessary  or  prudent. 


Canon  18 
Convocations 

Section  1.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  shall  establish,  on 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council  at  least  two  convocations 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Convention  shall  determine  the 
number  and  the  boundaries  of  the  convocations  in  response  to  recommenda- 
tions from  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council. 

In  determining  the  number  of  convocations  and  in  defining  their  bounda- 
ries, the  Bishop,  Council,  and  Convention  shall  consider  at  least  (a)  the 
furtherance,  welfare,  and  efficiency  of  diocesan  programs  and  administration; 
(b)  the  communicant  strength  produced  in  each  convocation  under  each 
proposal  for  drawing  boundaries;  (c)  the  geography  of  each  convocation  as 
proposed,  including  the  convenience  of  travel  among  the  congregations  in  the 
territory;  and  (d)  the  regional  or  community  ties  and  economic,  social,  and 
other  similarities  existing  within  each  proposed  convocational  area. 
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Section  2.  Each  convocation  shall  elect  a  dean  from  among  the  resident  clergy, 
and  a  warden,  to  serve  with  and  assist  the  dean  from  among  resident  lay 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  each  to  serve  for  a 
3-year  term,  and  each  to  be  eligible  for  re-election.  At  a  meeting  where  the 
dean  and  warden  are  to  be  elected,  the  presence  of  a  majority  in  each  order  shall 
constitute  a  quorum,  and  a  simple  majority  of  those  present  and  entitled  to  vote 
shall  be  necessary  to  an  election. 

The  deans  and  wardens  shall  serve  as  "ex  officio"  members  of  the 
Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Section  3.  Each  convocation  shall  meet  at  stated  times  for  at  least  the  following 
purposes: 

(a)  To  advance  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese; 

(b)  To  provide  education  and  training  for  both  clergy  and  laity; 

(c)  To  offer  opportunities  for  worship  and  devotion; 

(d)  To  participate  in  the  administration  of  diocesan  affairs  through  two 
annual  meetings  as  described  in  Section  4,  below. 

Section  4.  The  two  meetings  referred  to  in  Section  3(d),  above,  shall  be 
composed  of  (1)  those  members  of  the  clergy  resident  in  the  convocation  who 
are  eligible  to  vote  in  the  next  succeeding  annual  Convention  and  (2)  those 
members  of  the  laity  who  have  been  elected  to  represent  the  parishes  and 
missions  of  the  convocation  as  delegates  in  the  next  succeeding  annual 
Convention. 

One  such  meeting  is  to  be  held  not  later  than  75  days  before  the 
Convention  is  to  convene  and  is  to  be  devoted  to  hearings  on  tentative  programs 
and  supporting  budgets  being  proposed  for  Convention  adoption. 

The  second  such  meeting  is  to  be  held  not  later  than  10  days  prior  to  the 
date  on  which  the  Convention  is  to  convene  and  is  to  be  devoted  to  (1)  review 
and  discussion  of  the  budgets  as  revised  for  Convention  adoption,  (2)  election 
of  a  dean  and  a  warden,  (3)  other  matters  of  business. 

Section  5.  All  members  of  the  clergy  resident  or  doing  duty  in  any  convocation 
shall  be  members  of  the  convocation,  and  each  parish  and  mission  in  the 
convocation  shall  be  invited  to  send  lay  delegates  to  every  meeting  of  the 
convocation.   The  number  and  nature  of  the  lay  delegates  to  be  sent,  and  the 
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purpose  of  the  meeting,  shall  be  indicated  by  whomever  shall  have  called  the 
meeting,  dean,  warden,  or  Bishop. 


Canon  19 

Missions 

Section  1.  Definition.  A  mission  is  a  congregation  of  adult  communicants  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  that  has  been 
organized  under  the  Constitution  and  canons  of  this  Diocese,  but  which  is  not 
recognized  as  a  parish. 

Section  2.  Establishment  of  Missions.  Missions  may  be  established  outside 
the  neighborhood  of  existing  parishes  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  at  its 
discretion.  Pending  the  selection  of  a  vestry  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3 
of  this  canon,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  appoint  a  vestry.  With  the 
approval  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  mission  so  established  shall  be 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  upon  application  of  the  mission  and 
by  vote  of  the  Convention. 

A  mission  in  the  form  of  a  special  ministry  may  be  established  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  for  such  period  of  time  and  in  such  places  as  may  be  designated  by 
that  authority. 

Missions  may  also  be  established  within  the  neighborhood  of  an  already 
existing  parish  by  the  rector  the  parish  with  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority.  Missions  so  established  shall  be  accounted  an  integral  part  of  the 
parish  to  which  they  belong  until  such  time  as  they  may  be  received  by  the 
annual  Convention  as  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention.  And  every 
mission  so  established  shall,  within  five  years  of  its  establishment  make 
application  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  to  be  received  as  a  mission  in 
union  with  the  Convention. 

In  cases  where  a  parish  is  supporting  a  mission  within  the  parish,  the 
Diocesan  Council,  in  determining  the  missionary  quota  of  that  parish,  shall 
give  due  regard  to  the  expense  borne  by  the  parish  in  support  of  the  mission. 
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Section  3.  Vestry  and  Officers.  Upon  the  first  Monday  in  Advent,  unless  some 
other  appropriate  date  has  been  designated  by  the  vestry,  an  annual  meeting  of 
the  members  qualified  to  vote  in  the  mission  shall  be  held.  There  shall  be 
annually  elected  at  each  meeting  by  a  majority  vote  from  its  enrolled  confirmed 
adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  a  vestry  of  not  fewer  than  three  nor  more 
than  nine  persons,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting  or  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  congregation  may,  upon 
vote,  adopt  a  rotating  system  if  the  number  to  be  elected  is  either  six  or  nine 
persons,  by  electing  one-third  in  number  to  serve  one  year,  one-third  in  number 
to  serve  two  years,  and  one-third  in  number  to  serve  three  years;  and  thereafter 
annually  electing  from  its  qualified  members  who  have  not  served  on  the  vestry 
during  the  past  on-third  of  said  vestry,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  three 
years.  A  senior  and  a  junior  warden  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  vestry  from 
among  its  members.  The  senior  warden  shall  be  elected  on  the  vicar's 
nomination  if  there  be  a  vicar.  The  vestry  shall  also  elect  a  clerk  and  a  treasurer, 
who  need  not  be  members  of  the  vestry  and  whose  terms  of  office  shall  be  for 
one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  names  of  these  officers  shall 
be  reported  promptly  to  the  Diocesan  Council.  If  a  mission  should  fail  to  elect 
a  vestry  and  necessary  officers,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  such  vestry  and  officers 
as  are  deemed  necessary 

All  the  provisions  of  Canon  22,  Section  5  relating  to  vestry  meetings  of 
parishes  shall  apply  equally  to  vestry  meetings  of  missions. 

Section  4.  Admission  to  Union  with  Convention.  In  order  to  be  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Convention,  a  mission  congregation  comprising  20  or  more 
adult  communicants  shall: 

First.  Obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Second.  If  within  the  neighborhood  of  any  already  existing  parishes  or 
missions  in  union  with  the  Convention,  obtain  and  present  to  the  Convention 
written  statements  from  the  rectors  of  such  parishes  or  vicars  of  such  missions 
that  they  have  been  consulted  with  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  the  establishment 
of  the  congregation. 

Third.  Assume  a  name  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  elect  a  vestry. 

Fourth.  Subscribe  and  present  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Admis- 
sion of  Congregations,  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
a  certificate  in  the  following  words,  viz: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  being  adult  communicants,  desirous  to  form 
ourselves  into  a  mission  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
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North  Carolina,  do  certify  that 

(a)  We  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Convention,  and  in  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese; 

(b)  We  have  assumed  the  name  of ;  and 

(c)  We  have  elected  the  following  persons  as  members  of  the  Vestry: 


(d)  We  have  the  ability  and  it  is  our  purpose  to  provide  a  suitable  place 
of  worship  and  to  bear  our  proportion  of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  and 
Church's  Program  Budgets;  and 

(e)  With  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  it  is  our 
purpose  to  provide  and,  if  within  the  financial  ability  of  our  congregation,  pay 
for  regular  priestly  ministrations. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names;  this day 

of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord ." 

For  the  purpose  of  recording  said  subscriptions,  as  also  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  subscriptions  of  subsequent  voters,  provided  for  by  Article  IX, 
Section  3,  of  the  Constitution,  a  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  vestry  of  each 
mission,  and  shall  be  available  at  elections  for  vestry  members. 

Section  5.  Report  of  Mission  Officers.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  mission, 
the  Bishop  shall  promptly  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  a  copy  in 
writing  of  the  appointment  of  the  member  of  the  clergy  designated  as  the  vicar, 
as  well  as  the  officers  appointed  for  the  mission,  together  with  their  respective 
post  office  addresses. 

Section  6.  Maintaining  Status.  In  order  to  maintain  its  status  as  a  mission  in 
union  with  the  Convention,  a  congregation 

(a)  must  at  all  times  meet  the  minimum  of  standard  business  methods 
prescribed  by  Canon  1 6,  and  submit  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Business 
Methods  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  on  or  before  September  1  each  year,  a 
certified  copy  of  its  annual  audit  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  as  prescribed  by 
Canon  16(f). 

(b)  must  not  fail  in  any  single  year  to  file  with  the  Bishop  or  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  the  Secretary  has  been  designated  as  the 
Bishop's  agent  for  that  purpose,  a  complete  and  correct  parochial  report  as 
prescribed  in  Canon  30;  and 

(c)  must  not  fail  for  two  consecutive  years  to  be  represented  at  the 
Diocesan  Convention. 
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(d)  must  beginning  three  years  following  the  adoption  of  this  canon,  be 
able  to  demonstrate  that  it  has  maintained  an  average  of  at  least  20  adult 
communicant  members  during  the  preceding  three  years,  or  during  the  term  of 
its  union  with  the  Convention  if  less  that  three  years;  provided  that  the 
provisions  of  this  (d)  shall  not  apply  to  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention 
prior  to  February  1,  1987. 

(e)  must  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

(f)  must,  within  its  financial  ability,  pay  for  regularly  priestly  ministra- 
tions, including  at  least  two  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  each  calendar 
month. 

(g)  must,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  17,  Section  3,  have  reported  to 
the  Diocesan  Council  by  December  31  what  steps  it  has  taken  and  expects  to 
take  in  order  to  accept  and  pay  its  full  Church's  Program  Quota,  and,  if 
accepting  less  that  its  full  Quota,  to  explain  why  it  is  unable  to  carry  out  the 
intention  it  certified  when  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention. 

(h)  must  maintain  a  suitable  place  of  worship. 


Canon  20 
Reports  of  Mission  Churches 

Section  1.  The  ministers  and  officers  of  all  missions  and  of  all  parishes 
supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  appropriations  of  missionary  funds,  whether 
diocesan  or  general,  shall  make  reports  to  the  Diocesan  Council  as  to  their 
work. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  each  mission  and  of  each  parish  whose  ministers 
receive  a  missionary  stipend  shall  report  to  the  Diocesan  Council  by  the  15th 
day  of  December  each  year,  the  amounts  subscribed  or  pledge  by  the  members 
of  such  mission  or  parish  toward  the  salary  of  the  minister  thereof,  the 
Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund,  and  the  Diocesan  Church's  Program  fund  for  the 
next  calendar  year.  When  the  amounts  so  pledged  or  subscribed  by  any 
congregation  appear  inadequate,  or  when  the  treasurer  thereof  has  failed  to 
report,  the  presiding  officer  of  the  committee  charged  with  the  responsibility 
for  missions,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  may  canvass  the  members  of  such 
congregation  for  pledges  or  subscriptions. 
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Canon  21 
Organization  of  Parishes 

Section  1.  In  order  to  organize  a  new  parish  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
the  proposed  congregation,  comprising  100  or  more  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  its  application  for  admission  into 
union  with  the  convention  shall: 

First.  Obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Second.  If  within  the  neighborhood  of  any  existing  parishes  or  missions, 
obtain  written  statements  from  the  rectors  or  vicars  thereof  that  they  have  been 
consulted  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  establishment  of  the  new  congregation. 

Third.  Assume  a  name  and  elect  a  vestry. 

Fourth.  Subscribe  and  present  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Admis- 
sion of  Congregations,  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
a  certificate  in  the  following  words,  viz: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good 
standing,  desirous  to  form  ourselves  into  a  parish  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  do  certify  that  we  consent  to  be 
governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  the 
General  Convention,  and  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this 

Diocese;  thatwe  have  assumed  the  name  of , 

and  have  elected  the  following  persons  to  serve  as  a  vestry; ;  that 

we  have  the  ability  and  that  it  is  our  purpose  either  to  employ  and  support  a  full- 
time  priest  at  a  salary  in  an  amount  not  less  than  that  adopted  for  mission  clergy 
by  the  Diocesan  Council  from  time  to  time,  together  with  such  other  emolu- 
ments pertaining  to  the  office  of  rector  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  minimum 
salary  schedule,  or,  with  the  permission  of  the  Bishop,  to  employ  a  resident 
priest  on  a  part-time  basis.  It  is  also  our  purpose  to  provide  and  maintain  a 
suitable  place  of  worship  and  to  pay  our  proportion  of  the  Episcopal  Mainte- 
nance and  Church's  Program  Budgets.  In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto 
subscribed  our  names,  this day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 


For  the  purpose  of  recording  said  subscriptions,  as  also  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  subscriptions  of  subsequent  voters,  provided  for  by  Article  IX, 
Sec.  3,  or  the  Constitution,  a  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  vestry  of  each  parish,  and 
shall  be  available  at  elections  for  members  of  the  vestry.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  canon  the  expression  "full-time"  shall  mean  being  on  call  at  all  times  at 
least  five  days  (including  Sunday)  a  week. 
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Section  2.  A  Multi-Congregation  Parish.  Whenever  more  than  one  and  not 
more  than  three  contiguous  congregations  shall  organize  themselves  into  a 
parish  and  shall  have  been  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention,  it  shall  have 
only  one  vestry,  elected  according  to  by-laws  assuring  proper  representation 
for  its  component  congregations;  a  single  parish  budget  which  shall  include  at 
least  the  minimum  compensation  of  its  rector;  and  a  single  set  of  lay  represen- 
tatives in  Diocesan  Convention.  Under  it  by-laws  the  parish  is  authorized  to 
establish  whatever  local  advisory  bodies  it  considers  desirable. 

Section  3.  Any  parish  which  may  wish  to  locate  or  to  establish  a  mission  which 
shall  deem  its  rights  encroached  upon,  or  its  prosperity  or  usefulness  endan- 
gered by  the  proposed  location  in  its  neighborhood  of  a  parish  or  mission  by 
whatever  authority,  may  ask  for  a  determination  of  the  matter  under  the  good 
offices  of  the  Bishop.  In  such  case  the  Bishop  shall  call  for,  and  appoint  the 
time  and  place  of,  a  conference  of  the  rectors,  vicars,  and  vestries  of  the 
parishes  and  missions  in  interest.  But,  if  such  conference  with  the  advice  of  the 
Bishop  shall  not  result  in  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  differences  between  the 
parties  thereto,  the  Bishop  or  either  of  the  parties  in  interest,  may  lay  the  matter 
at  issue  before  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  After  careful  investi- 
gation and  consideration,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  render  its  decision, 
which  shall  be  final. 

Section  4.  To  maintain  its  status  as  a  parish,  the  parish  must  meet  the  following 
standards: 

(a)  It  must  have  an  average  of  at  least  100  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing  for  the  three  years  preceding  the  date  of 
ascertaining  whether  this  standard  has  been  met,  or  the  term  of  its  existence  if 
less  than  three  years. 

(b)  It  must  maintain  and  control  a  suitable  place  of  worship. 

(c)  It  must  bear  its  proportionate  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese  and 
the  Church  to  the  canons. 

(d)  It  must  employ  and  support  as  rector  a  full-time  resident  priest,  or, 
with  the  permission  of  the  Bishop,  a  resident  priest  on  a  part-time  basis.  The 
full-time  rector  and  any  full-time  assistants  shall  be  paid  a  salary  for  each  in  an 
amount  not  less  than  the  minimum  salary  adopted  for  mission  clergy  by  the 
Diocesan  Council  from  time  to  time,  together  with  such  other  emoluments 
pertaining  to  the  office  of  rector  or  assistant  to  the  rector  as  may  be  prescribed 
under  said  minimum  salary  schedule;  provided  that  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
a  parish  the  Bishop  may  deem  it  expedient  and  proper  to  maintain  divine 
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service  in  the  parish  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  26,  Section  1,  and  may 
procure  the  part-time  services  of  a  minister  for  the  parish  until  a  rector  can  be 
obtained.  The  parish  shall  pay  to  the  part-time  minister  such  compensation  for 
the  temporary  services  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Bishop. 

(e)  It  must  not  fail  for  two  consecutive  years  to  be  represented  at  the 
annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

(f)  It  must  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina. 

(g)  It  must  not  fail  in  any  single  year  to  file  with  the  Bishop  or  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  the  Secretary  be  designated  as  the  Bishop's 
agent  for  such  purpose,  a  complete  and  correct  parochial  report  as  prescribed 
and  required  by  the  provisions  of  Canon  30. 

(h)  It  must  at  all  times  meet  the  minimum  standard  of  business  methods 
prescribed  by  Canon  16,  and  submit  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Business 
Methods  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  on  or  before  September  1,  each  year,  a 
certified  copy  of  its  annual  audit  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  prepared  as 
prescribed  by  Canon  16(f). 

(i)  It  must,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  17,  Section  3,  have  reported  to 
the  Diocesan  Council  by  December  3 1  what  steps  it  has  taken  and  expects  to 
take  in  order  to  accept  and  pay  its  full  Church's  Program  Quota,  and,  if 
accepting  less  than  its  full  Quota,  to  explain  why  it  is  unable  to  carry  out  the 
intention  it  certified  when  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention. 

(j)  It  must  comply  with  any  decision  of  the  Bishop  rendered  under  Canon 
42. 

Section  5.  (a)  The  increase  in  the  numerical  requirement  of  communicants  for 
the  organization  and  maintenance  of  a  parish  shall  become  effective  on  and 
after  February  1,  1990  (or  three  years  following  the  Convention  at  which  these 
provisions  of  this  canon  were  adopted.) 

(b)  Should  any  parish  fail  to  meet  the  numerical  requirements  set  fourth 
above  in  Section  4(a),  it  may  yet  maintain  parish  status  if  it  demonstrates  to  the 
Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council  that 

(1)  It  has  the  financial  resources  to  meet  the  requirements  in  Sections 

4(b-j) 

(2)  It  in  fact  accepts  and  pays  its  full  annual  Church's    Program  Quota 

(3)  It  maintains  the  normal  church  programs,  particularly  outreach  and 
Christian  Education  programs,  appropriate  to  the  character  and  needs  of  its 
membership. 
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Canon  22 
Meetings,  Vestries  and  Wardens  of  Parishes 

Section  1.  Parish  Meetings,  (a)  Annual  Meeting.  An  annual  meeting  of  the 
members  qualified  to  vote  in  a  parish  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in 
Advent  unless  the  vestry  of  the  parish  designates  some  other  date  for  the 
required  annual  meeting. 

(b)  Other  Parish  Meetings.  Upon  the  call  of  the  vestry,  a  meeting  of  the 
members  qualified  to  vote  in  a  parish  may  be  held  at  any  time. 

(c)  Persons  Qualified  to  Vote  in  Parish  Meetings.  An  enrolled  con- 
firmed adult  communicant  in  good  standing  in  this  Church  may  vote  when 
present  at  any  meeting  of  that  parish,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Article  IX,  Section  3  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese. 

(d)  By-Laws.  For  the  orderly  conduct  of  parish  meetings,  for  the 
adoption  of  a  rotating  vestry  system  as  authorized  by  Section  2  of  this  canon, 
and  for  the  election  of  members  of  the  vestry,  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  may  be  adopted  by  any  parish  meeting. 

(e)  Voting.  Motions,  resolutions,  elections,  and  all  other  matters  pre- 
sented to  a  parish  meeting  for  vote  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  2.  Vestries,  (a)  Size  and  Composition.  A  vestry  shall  be  composed  of 
not  fewer  than  three  nor  more  than  1 5  members  of  the  parish  who  are  enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church. 

(b)  Vestry  Plan  One.  At  each  annual  parish  meeting  a  vestry  shall  be 
elected  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  parish  meeting  or  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected. 

(c)  Vestry  Plan  Two.  As  an  alternative  to  Vestry  Plan  One,  a  parish  may 
adopt  a  rotating  vestry  system.  At  the  first  election  following  the  adoption  of 
a  rotating  system,  which  shall  be  held  at  the  annual  parish  meeting,  one-third 
of  the  members  of  the  vestry  are  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  one-third  for  two 
years,  and  one-third  for  three  years.  Thereafter,  at  the  annual  parish  meeting, 
one-third  of  the  vestry  shall  be  elected  from  among  those  who  have  not  served 
on  the  vestry  during  the  past  year,  except  that  those  appointed  during  the  past 
year  to  fill  unexpired  terms  of  one  year  or  less  may,  under  provisions  of  parish 
by-laws,  be  made  eligible  for  election  to  a  full  term,  and  the  terms  of  those  so 
elected  shall  be  for  three  years.  A  parish  may  include  in  its  rotating  system  a 
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provision  that  no  retiring  member  of  the  vestry  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election 
until  a  specified  period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  five  years,  has  elapsed  following 
the  expiration  of  that  person's  term  on  the  vestry. 

(d)  Vestry  Plan  Three.  As  an  alternate  to  Vestry  Plan  One  and  Two,  a 
parish  may  adopt  a  two-year  rotating  system,  as  follows:  At  the  first  election 
after  such  a  system  is  adopted,  one  -half  of  the  members  of  the  vestry  shall  be 
elected  for  one  year  and  one-half  for  two  years.  Thereafter,  at  the  annual 
meeting,  one-half  of  the  vestry  shall  be  elected  from  among  those  who  have  not 
served  on  the  vestry  during  the  past  year,  and  the  terms  of  those  so  elected  shall 
be  for  two  years.  Persons  appointed  during  the  past  year  to  fill  unexpired  terms 
of  one  year  or  less  under  provisions  of  parish  by-laws,  may  be  made  eligible  for 
election  for  a  full  term,  and  the  terms  of  those  so  elected  shall  be  for  two  years. 
Should  a  parish  vote  to  change  the  Vestry  Plan  Two  to  Vestry  Plan  Three,  the 
change  shall  be  effected  by  electing  for  two-year  terms  those  who  are  to  take 
the  place  of  persons  whose  terms  of  office  had  been  three  years.  A  parish  may 
include  in  its  rotating  vestry  system  a  provision  that  no  retiring  member  of  the 
vestry  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  until  a  specified  period  of  time,  not  to 
exceed  five  years,  has  elapsed  following  the  expiration  of  that  person's  term  on 
the  vestry. 

(e)  Filling  Vestry  Vacancies.  (1)  In  case  of  a  vacancy  on  a  vestry  by 
reason  of  death,  resignation,  or  other  cause,  the  remaining  members  of  the 
vestry  may  fill  the  vacancy  from  among  those  eligible  to  serve  under  the 
provisions  of  this  canon. 

(2)  A  person  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  a  vestry  shall  hold  office  until 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  person  whose  office  is  to  be  filled. 

(f)  By-Laws.  For  the  orderly  conduct  of  its  meetings  and  other  business, 
a  vestry  may  adopt  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Diocese.  A  copy  of  the  by-laws  and  each  amendment  thereto  adopted  by 
each  parish,  certified  by  the  secretary,  shall  be  filed  within  30  days  thereafter 
with  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  for  approval.  The  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  may,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
disapprove  any  by-law  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  Canons 
of  the  Diocese  or  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church. 

(g)  Nomination  and  Election  Procedures. 

(1)  Nominations  of  persons  to  be  elected  to  a  vestry  may  be  received  at  an 
annual  parish  meeting  in  accordance  with  by-laws  adopted  by  the  parish.  By- 
laws governing  the  nomination  of  persons  for  election  to  the  vestry  may 
provide  for  taking  preferential  ballots  prior  to  the  time  of  the  annual  parish 
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meeting,  but  if  this  is  done,  the  by-laws  shall  provide  that  the  number  of 
nominees  presented  for  election  at  the  annual  parish  meeting  shall  be  at  least 
twice  the  number  of  positions  to  be  filled  on  the  vestry  at  that  meeting. 

(2)  A  majority  of  those  present  and  voting  in  an  annual  meeting  shall  be 
necessary  to  elect  a  member  of  the  vestry.  Nominees  receiving  a  majority  shall 
be  declared  elected.  If  additional  ballots  are  required,  the  nominees  to  be  voted 
on  shall  be  limited  to  twice  the  number  of  positions  remaining  to  be  filled  and, 
within  that  number,  shall  be  those  not  elected  on  the  previous  ballot  who 
received  the  highest  number  of  votes.  However,  should  there  be  a  tie  vote  for 
the  last  position  on  any  subsequent  ballot,  the  number  of  nominees  to  be  placed 
on  that  ballot  shall  be  increased  to  include  the  two  or  more  nominees  whose 
votes  were  tied. 

(3)  Nominations  and  elections  for  members  of  the  vestry  bay  be  by  paper 
ballot  or  by  voice  vote  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  adopted  by  a  parish 
meeting  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  canon. 

Section  3.  Wardens,  (a)  Election.  Each  vestry  shall  annually  elect  from 
among  its  own  number  a  Senior  and  a  Junior  Warden.  The  vestry  shall  elect  the 
Senior  Warden  upon  nomination  by  the  rector  unless  there  is  no  rector,  in  which 
case  the  election  shall  proceed  without  the  rector's  nomination.  If  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  office  of  Senior  Warden  or  Junior  Warden,  a  successor  shall  be 
nominated  and  elected  in  the  same  manner. 

(b)  Duties.  In  the  absence  of  the  rector,  the  wardens  shall  preside  in  all 
meetings  of  the  vestry  or  congregation,  in  order  of  their  official  seniority.  As 
representatives  of  the  vestry,  they  shall  (subject  to  the  vestry's  directions  and 
consistent  with  the  rights  of  the  rector)  have  charge  of  the  church  building  and 
they  shall  see  that  it  is  kept  from  all  uses  inconsistent  with  the  doctrine  or 
discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and,  so  far  as  possible,  in  good 
repair,  as  becomes  the  house  of  God.  The  wardens  shall  see  that  the  church  is 
prepared  for  public  worship  and  that  order  is  preserved  during  that  worship; 
that  suitable  books  are  provided  for  the  services,  vestments  for  the  clergy,  and, 
when  necessary,  the  elements  for  the  Holy  Communion. 

Section  4.  Treasurer.  In  the  absence  of  any  other  appointment,  the  Junior 
Warden  shall  act  as  treasurer  of  the  parish. 

Section  5.  Vestry  Meetings  in  Certain  Cases. 

(a)  Should  the  rector  refuse  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  vestry  and,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  wardens  or  a  majority  of  the  vestry,  such  a  meeting  would  be  of 
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importance,  the  wardens  or  any  three  members  of  the  vestry  may  call  a  vestry 
meeting.  In  such  a  case,  however,  the  rector  shall  be  notified  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  called  meeting  of  the  Vestry. 

(b)  Except  by  unanimous  consent,  all  vestry  members  shall  receive  at 
least  three  days  advance  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  vestry  meeting 
other  than  regular  meetings  that  have  been  scheduled  by  the  vestry  at  the 
beginning  of  each  year. 

(c)  At  each  vestry  meeting,  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  membership 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  Motions,  resolutions,  elections  and 
all  other  matters  presented  to  the  vestry  for  vote  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting  at  which  a  quorum  is  present. 

(d)  Accurate  minutes  of  each  vestry  meeting  shall  be  kept,  signed  by  the 
secretary  or  clerk,  presented  at  the  next  meeting  for  approval,  revised  if 
necessary,  thereafter  approved,  and  preserved  with  the  records  of  the  parish. 
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Legal  Powers  of  a  Parish  Vestry 

Section  1.  The  vestry  of  a  parish  shall  be  the  trustees,  shall  have  charge  of  all 
secular  concerns  thereof,  shall  hold  the  property  belonging  thereto,  and  shall  be 
authorized  to  collect,  invest  and  disburse  its  funds. 

Section  2.  Before  the  vestry  of  any  parish  shall  be  authorized  to  sell,  mortgage, 
or  otherwise  convey  or  encumber  any  real  property  held  by  it,  it  shall  obtain  the 
written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  Upon  obtaining  this 
consent,  the  vestry  may,  by  appropriate  resolution,  authorize  the  wardens  of  the 
parish  to  execute  such  instruments  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
purpose,  and  instruments  so  executed  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as 
if  executed  individually  by  the  members  of  the  vestry.  In  such  instruments,  a 
recital  by  the  wardens  of  their  authority  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  vestry,  and  of  the 
fact  that  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  has  been 
obtained,  shall  be  "prima  facie"  true,  and  in  the  absence  of  notice  or 
knowledge  to  the  contrary,  may  be  relied  upon  by  the  grantee  or  grantees  in 
such  instruments. 
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Cannon  24 
Junior  or  Associate  Vestry 

Section  1.  The  Congregation  of  each  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  shall 
have  the  authority  at  any  regular  annual  meeting,  notice  of  which  shall  include 
a  copy  of  such  proposed  action,  to  create  and  elect  a  junior  or  associate  vestry, 
composed  of  no  more  than  six  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good 
standing,  and  prescribing  the  number,  term  of  office,  and  defining  the  scope  of 
authority  delegated  to  such  junior  or  associate  vestry.  If  a  junior  or  associate 
vestry  is  established,  all  matters  which  have  been  or  may  be  placed  specifically 
within  the  power  and  authority  of  the  regular  vestry  of  parishes  and  missions 
by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  or  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  shall  remain  in  the  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction 
of  the  vestry. 

Section  2.  Any  regular  vestry  of  a  parish  or  mission  may,  in  its  discretion, 
invite  the  junior  or  associate  vestry  to  meet  jointlywith  it,  participate  in 
discussion  of  all  matters  and  vote  on  all  matters  coming  before  the  vestry, 
except  in  matters  of  contract,  real  property,  trusts  committed  to  the  vestry,  or 
other  matters  concerning  which  minors  are  not  authorized  to  act  under  the  laws 
of  North  Carolina. 

Section  3.  The  congregation  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  have  the  authority  to 
change,  modify,  amend  or  rescind  any  action  theretofore  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  this  canon. 


Canon  25 
Status  of  Parishes  and  Missions 

Section  1.  By  December  15  of  each  year,  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee 
shall  annually  made  a  survey  of  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese. 

If,  after  any  survey,  they  shall  find  that  a  parish  does  not  meet  the 
standards  set  in  Canon  21,  Section  4,  they  shall  notify  the  parish  that  unless  it 
meets  the  aforesaid  standards  within  one  year,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  will  change  its  status  to  that  of  mission.  Such  a  change 
will  go  into  effect  at  the  end  of  the  year  if  minimum  standards  are  not  met. 
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If,  after  any  survey,  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  find 
that  a  mission  does  not  meet  the  standards  set  in  Canons  16,  19,  and  20,  they 
shall  notify  the  mission  that  unless  the  mission  that  unless  it  meets  the  aforesaid 
standards  within  one  year,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  will  request  the  Convention  next  following  the  end  of  that  year  to 
dissolve  the  mission's  union  with  the  Convention. 

Any  parish  or  mission  affected  by  this  canon  is  entitled,  upon  it  request, 
to  a  hearing  before  the  Standing  Committee  within  the  year's  time  granted  in 
this  canon. 

Section  2.  If  a  parish  is  dissolved  or  it  its  status  is  changed  from  parish  to 
mission,  the  property  belonging  to  it  shall  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
in  trust  for  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  late  parish,  and  shall,  upon  the  bona 
fide  reorganizing  and  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention  as  a  parish,  be 
reconveyed  to  the  parish. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  dissolution  of  a  parish  or  mission,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  upon  failure  of  the  congregation  of  the  parish  or  mission  to  reorganize 
within  a  reasonable  time,  and  upon  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Trustees 
that  it  will  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  shall  have  the 
power  and  the  authority  to  sell  and  convey  such  property  and  to  execute  and 
deliver  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  upon  the  payment  of  such  sale  price  as  may 
be  determined  or  to  manage,  rent,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  said  property 
by  instrument  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  first  having  obtained  the  written 
consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing 
Committee.  The  proceeds  and  income  from  such  a  sale  shall  then  beheld  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  be  used  for  the  establishment  of  a  mission  or  parish 
in  the  community  or  area  available  to  the  members  of  the  congregation  who 
formerly  attended  the  parish  or  mission  which  had  been  dissolved;  and  should 
this  not  be  practical  and  feasible  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Trustees,  the  proceeds 
and  income  from  said  property  and  all  accumulations  thereto,  less  any  expense 
incurred  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  North  Carolina 
Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  or  applied  to  and  used  for  such  other  Godly 
purpose  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Diocesan  Convention. 
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Canon  26 
Filling  Vacant  Cures 

Section  1.  When  a  parish  or  congregation  becomes  vacant,  the  wardens  or  other 
proper  officers  shall  inform  the  Bishop.  If  the  authorities  of  the  parish  shall  for 
30  days  have  failed  to  make  provision  for  services,  the  Bishop  shall  take  such 
measures  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  for  the  temporary  maintenance  of  divine 
services  therein. 

Section  2.  No  rector  shall  be  elected  by  any  vestry  until  the  member  of  the 
clergy  who  is  proposed  by  the  vestry  shall  have  been  approved  in  writing  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  3.  Written  notice  of  the  election  signed  by  the  wardens  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese.  If  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  be 
satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen  is  a  duly  qualified  minister  and  has  accepted 
the  office,  it  shall  send  notice  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who 
shall  so  record  it.  Such  record  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  relation 
between  the  minister  and  the  parish. 

Section  4.  No  assistant  minister  shall  be  called  by  the  rector  of  a  parish  without 
the  consent  of  the  vestry,  and  until  the  proposed  assistant  be  approved  in  writing 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  5.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  a  mission,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  vicar 
for  a  term  of  not  more  than  four  years;  at  the  end  of  such  term  the  vicar  may  be 
re-appointed. 


Canon  27 
Memorials 

No  Memorial  shall  hereafter  be  placed  in  any  church  without  the  consent  both 
of  the  rector  or  vicar  and  of  the  vestry.  No  memorial  heretofore  placed  in  any 
church,  and  none  hereafter  placed  in  accordance  with  this  canon,  shall  be 
altered  or  removed  without  the  consent  both  of  the  rector  or  vicar,  and  of  the 
vestry.  When  thereis  no  rector  or  vicar,  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese,  with  that  of  the  vestry,  shall  suffice,  and  if  there  be 
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no  vestry,  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  with  that  of  the  vicar, 
must  be  obtained. 

Canon  28 
Collections  and  Offerings 

Section  1.  Annually  on  Thanksgiving  Day  all  clergy  of  the  diocese  shall  take 
an  offering  from  the  congregations  they  serve  for  the  Thompson  Orphanage 
and  Training  Institution. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vestry  of  each  parish  and  mission  in  the 
Diocese  to  obtain,  with  the  assistance  of  the  rector  of  the  parish  and  the  vicar 
of  the  mission,  from  every  member  of  the  same,  if  possible,  an  individual 
subscription,  payable  weekly  to  the  work  of  the  Diocesan  Council  and  to  such 
missionary  and  benevolent  objects  as  may  be  included  in  the  diocesan  pro- 
grams. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  such  funds  in  each  parish  or 
mission  to  remit  promptly  each  month  to  the  proper  officer  entitled  to  receive 
them  all  amounts  collected  as  herein  provided.  Any  funds  contributed  for  the 
above  purposes  shall  not  be  used,  even  temporarily,  for  any  purpose  other  than 
that  for  which  they  were  contributed. 


Canon  29 
Clergy  Liable  to  Missionary  Duty 

All  Clergy  receiving  aid  from  the  missionary  funds  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
liable  to  perform  regular  missionary  duty.  The  sphere  of  such  duty  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Bishop  and  the  amount  of  aid  therefor  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council. 


Canon  30 
Definitions,  Registers,  and  Reports 

Section  1.  Registers.  Each  congregation  of  this  Diocese  shall,  by  and  under  the 
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supervision  of  its  rector  or  vicar,  and  vestry,  keep  and  maintain  in  a  permanent 
book  known  as  its  Parish  or  Mission  Register,  and  up-to-date  record  of  all 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  burials  solemnized  within  that  congre- 
gation. This  record  shall  specify  the  names  of  the  persons  in  each  instance;  the 
parentage  and  date  of  birth  of  those  baptized  with  the  names  of  their  sponsors 
or  witnesses;  the  date  when  each  rite  was  performed;  and  the  name  or  names 
of  the  officiating  minister  or  ministers.  In  the  case  of  each  individual  baptism, 
the  officiating  minister  shall  sign  the  Register.  This  Register  signed  by  the 
minister,  or  by  the  Senior  Warden  if  there  is  no  minister,  shall  be  presented  to 
the  Bishop  for  inspection  at  every  annual  visitation. 

Section  2.  Other  Required  Reports.  Every  minister  canonically  resident  in 
this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials 
solemnized  by  him  or  her  that  are  not  otherwise  reported  in  the  Register  of  a 
congregation  of  this  Diocese  as  required  by  Section  1,  as  well  as  any  other 
otherwise  unreported  official  acts  done  or  performed  or  services  held  by  him 
or  her  during  the  preceding  calendar  year,  and  shall  annually  before  February 
1  report  them  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  If  he  or  she  has  not  performed  any 
such  official  acts  or  held  any  such  services  in  that  period,  he  or  she  shall  report 
that  fact  and  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  him  or  her  from 
performing  them. 

The  provisions  of  this  Section  2  shall  apply  equally  to  otherwise 
unreported  rites  solemnized  or  services  held  in  this  Diocese  by  clergy  who  are 
not  canonically  resident  in  but  are  licensed  to  serve  in  this  Diocese. 

Section  3.  (a)  Definitions.  A  Member  of  this  Church  is  a  person  who  has  been 
baptized  with  water  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  whose  baptism  has  been  duly  recorded  in  this  Church. 

An  adult  member  is  a  member  who  is  16  years  of  age,  or  older. 

A  confirmed  member  is: 

(1)  one  who  has  been  baptized  in  this  church  as  an  adult  and  has  received 
the  laying  on  of  hands  by  the  Bishop  at  Baptism,  or 

(2)  one  who  has  been  baptized  in  this  church  as  an  adult  and  at  some  time 
after  the  Baptism  has  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  the  Bishop  in 
Reaffirmation  of  Baptismal  Vows,  or 

(3)  any  baptized  person  who  received  the  laying  on  of  hands 

at  Confirmation  by  any  bishop  in  apostolic  succession  and  has  been  received 
into  the  Episcopal  Church  by  a  Bishop  of  this  Church,  or 

(4)  any  baptized  person  who  has  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  a 
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Bishop  of  this  Church  at  Confirmation  or  Reception. 

A  communicant  is  a  member  who  has  received  the  Holy  Communion  in 
this  Church  at  least  three  times  during  the  preceding  year. 

A  communicant  in  good  standing  is  a  communicant  who,  for  the 
preceding  year,  has  been  faithful  in  corporate  worship  (unless  for  good  cause 
prevented)  and  has  been  faithful  in  working,  praying  and  giving  for  the  spread 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

An  enrolled  member  of  a  congregation  is  a  member  whose  baptism  has 
been  recorded  in  that  congregation,  or  who  has  been  duly  transferred  to  that 
congregation. 

(b)  For  statistical  purposes  the  minister  in  charge  of  a  parish  or  mission 
shall  annually  report  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and 
burials.  The  minister  shall  also  report  the  total  number  of  baptized  members, 
distinguishing  those  16  and  over  from  those  under  16  years  of  age;  the  total 
number  of  confirmed  communicants  in  good  standing,  distinguishing  those  16 
and  over  from  those  under  16  years  of  age;  as  well  as  other  items  required  by 
the  Parochial  Report  form  approved  by  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Episcopal 
Church. 

(c)  The  minister  in  charge  of  a  parish  or  mission  shall  also  maintain  for 
current  and  future  use  lists  of  families  and  individuals  within  that  cure,  and  for 
purposes  of  the  enrollment  or  removal  of  each  member  maintain  an  indication 
of  the  member's  status  as  baptized,  under  16  or  adult,  whether  or  not  a 
communicant,  and  if  so  whether  in  good  standing,  and  whether  considered 
confirmed  or  not. 

Section  4.  Letters  of  Transfer.  At  least  once  a  year  rectors  and  vicars  shall 
instruct  the  people  of  their  cures  in  regard  to  the  law  of  this  church  concerning 
letters  of  transfer.  When  members  move  their  residence,  the  rector  or  vicar  of 
their  former  congregation  shall  promptly  inform  the  rector  or  vicar  of  a 
congregation  in  the  area  to  which  they  have  moved,  and  that  members  of  the 
clergy  shall  use  all  diligence  to  see  that  these  persons  may  become  affiliated 
with  an  appropriate  parish  or  mission  with-out  delay. 

Section  5.  Parochial  Reports.  A  report  of  every  parish  or  mission  in  this 
Diocese  shall  be  prepared  annually  for  the  year  ending  on  December  31 
preceding,  upon  the  blank  form  prepared  by  the  Executive  Council  of  this 
Church  and  approved  by  the  General  Convention  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church.  It  shall  be  sent  in  duplicate  not  later  than  February  1  to  the  Bishop,  or, 
if  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.    The  Bishop  may 
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require  that  this  report  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  report  to 
the  Bishop  any  parish  or  mission  whose  report  has  not  been  received  by 
February  1 .  The  report  shall  include  all  information  necessary  to  complete  the 
prescribed  form  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  to  title  I,  Canon  6,  Section 
1 ,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention.  In  every  parish  the  preparation  and 
delivery  of  this  report  shall  be  the  joint  duty  of  the  rector  and  vestry  unless  there 
is  no  rector,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vestry  to  prepare  and  deliver 
the  report.  In  every  mission  the  preparation  and  delivery  of  this  report  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  vicar  thereof. 

Section  6.  Printing  Reports.  The  parochial  reports  required  by  Section  5  of 
this  canon,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  fit,  shall  be  printed 
in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 


Canon  31 
Trial  of  Clergy 

Section  1.  The  Presentment.  Any  member  of  the  clergy  shall  be  liable  to 
presentment  and  trial  for  false  doctrine,  immorality,  disorderly  conduct, 
violation  of  the  rubrics,  or  of  the  Constitutions  or  Canons  of  the  Church  in  the 
United  States,  or  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 
Such  presentment  shall  be  made  by  the  vestry  of  the  parish  of  which  said 
member  of  the  clergy  has  charge,  or  in  which  the  accused  resides,  or  by  at  least 
three  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Diocese, 
or  by  two  or  more  presbyters,  who  shall  have  been  canonically  resident  therein 
for  one  year. 

But  no  presentment  shall  be  made  in  any  case  of  any  offense  alleged  to 
have  been  committed  more  than  three  years  before  the  date  of  the  presentment: 
Provided,  That  if  the  accused  be  convicted  of  the  alleged  offense  in  a  civil 
court,  presentment  may  still  be  made  within  one  year  after  said  conviction. 

Said  presentment  shall  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  in  writing,  with  the  names 
of  the  presenters  subscribed,  and  shall  distinctly  declare,  with  all  reasonable 
specification  of  time  and  circum-stances,  the  nature  of  the  offense  or  offenses 
with  which  the  said  member  of  the  clergy  may  be  charged. 

Section  2.  Public  Rumor.  But  although  no  such  presentment  be  made,  if  public 
rumor  charge  any  member  of  the  clergy  with  the  commission  of  any  offenses 
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above  enumerated,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  two  or  more  presbyters  to  inves- 
tigate the  truth  of  such  rumor;  and  if  such  investigation  prove  adverse  to  the 
member  of  the  clergy  so  charged,  the  said  presbyters  shall  make  the  present- 
ment as  above,  according  to  the  form  and  regulations  there  provided. 

The  presenters  shall,  in  all  cases,  assume  the  responsibility  of  conducting 
the  prosecution. 

Section  3.  Service  of  Presentment-Constitution  of  Court.  Should  the  Bishop 
be  of  the  opinion,  from  the  nature  of  the  charge  or  charges  made,  that  the 
presentment  contains  sufficient  grounds  for  proceeding  to  trial,  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  forthwith  sent  to  the  accused  and  shall  then  give 
notice  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  thereupon  shall  select  seven  presbyters, 
actually  and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  from  whom  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee  shall,  in  writing,  call  upon  the  accused  to  elect  three. 
But  in  case  the  accused  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  election  within  ten  days 
after  due  notice  as  aforesaid,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  make  the  said 
election. 

The  three  presbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  court  for  the  trial  of  the 
accused  and  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  for  the  due  conducting  of  the  said 
trial. 

Section  4.  Lay  Assessor.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  member  of  the  legal 
profession,  who  shall  be  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  of  the  Church,  as  assessor  to  the  court,  to  advise  the  court,  if  requested, 
upon  all  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  during  the  trial. 

Section  5.  Time  and  Place  of  Trial  and  Notice  Thereof.  The  Bishop  shall 
appoint  a  time  and  place  of  trial,  and  shall  give  at  least  30  days'  notice  of  the 
same  to  the  members  of  the  court,  the  assessor,  the  presenters,  and  the  accused; 
at  which  time  and  place  the  witnesses  also  shall  be  notified  to  attend. 

Section  6.  Assembling  of  Court  and  Record  of  Proceedings.  The  court  shall 
assemble  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  shall  proceed  to  examine  fully 
the  charges;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  their  proceedings  and  of 
the  evidence. 

Section  7.  Nature  of  Evidence  and  How  Given.  No  charge  shall  be  considered 
as  established,  unless  proven  by  two  witnesses,  or  by  one  witness  and 
corroborating  circumstances. 
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Testimony  may  be  given  orally  before  the  court,  or  in  writing,  upon 
interrogatories  and  cross-interrogatories,  to  be  previously  filed  with  the  secre- 
tary or  registrar  of  the  court.  Any  one  or  more  of  the  witnesses  may  be  examined 
on  oath  or  affirmation,  on  the  requisition  of  either  party. 

Section  8.  Decision  of  the  Court  and  the  Sentence.  An  unanimous  vote  of  the 
court  on  one  or  more  of  the  charges  shall  be  necessary  to  the  conviction  of  the 
accused;  and  if  their  decision  be  adverse  to  the  accused  they  shall  proceed  to 
determine  the  kind  and  degree  of  punishment  commensurate,  in  their  opinion, 
with  the  offense  or  offenses  committed.  They  shall  transmit  the  records  of  their 
proceedings  under  their  hands  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  have  power  to  affirm, 
modify,  or  set  aside  said  judgment,  and  whose  decision  shall  be  final,  except 
that  the  Bishop  shall  have  no  power  to  increase  the  punishment  recommended 
by  the  court. 

Section  9.  Effect  of  Sentence.  Suspension,  or  any  heavier  sentence,  shall  ipso 
facto  sever  the  connection  of  the  member  of  the  clergy  from  the  parish  or 
mission  with  which  affiliated. 

Section  10.  The  Record  to  be  Filed.  The  record  provided  for  in  the  sixth 
section  of  the  canon,  together  with  the  Bishop's  sentence  endorsed,  shall  be 
preserved  among  the  papers  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  11.  Notices.  For  the  purpose  of  any  notice  provided  for  by  this  canon, 
it  shall  be  sufficient  to  serve  it  either  personally  or  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  at 
the  last  place  of  residence  of  the  accused. 

Section  12.  Confession  of  an  Offense.  When  a  member  of  the  clergy  shall 
make  confession  to  the  Bishop  of  the  commission  of  any  of  the  offenses 
enumerated  in  the  first  section  of  this  canon,  the  Bishop  shall  proceed  to  inflict 
such  ecclesiastical  censure,  or  punishment,  upon  the  member  of  the  clergy  so 
confessing,  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  right. 

Section  13.  Renunciation  of  False  Doctrine.  In  the  case  of  any  accusation  of 
false  doctrine,  a  renunciation  of  the  same,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bishop,  shall 
stay  all  further  proceedings. 
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Canon  32 
Diocesan  Commission  on  Ministry 

Section  1.  Membership  and  Term.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  Ministry 
composed  of  1 6  clerical  and  lay  persons  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  commu- 
nicants in  good  standing  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  and  confirmed  by  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  At  each 
annual  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  and  present  for  Convention 
confirmation  four  persons  to  serve  for  four  years  or  until  their  successors  are 
duly  appointed  and  confirmed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  on  the  Commission 
between  annual  sessions  of  the  Convention,  it  may  be  filled  until  the  next 
annual  Convention  by  appointment  of  the  Bishop  and  confirmation  by  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Section  2.  Adoption  of  Rules.  For  the  performance  of  its  duties,  the  Commis- 
sion may,  with  the  Bishop's  approval,  adopt  rules  not  inconsistent  with  the 
canonical  and  other  legislative  actions  of  the  General  Convention  or  the 
Diocesan  Convention. 

Section  3.  Assistance  to  Bishop.  The  Commission  on  Ministry  shall  assist  the 
Bishop  in  matters  pertaining  to: 

(a)  The  enlistment  and  selection  of  persons  for  the  ministry  and  in  the 
guidance  and  pastoral  care  of  all  candidates  for  Holy  Orders; 

(b)  The  guidance  and  pastoral  care  of  deacons  and  professional  church 
workers; 

(c)  The  continuing  education  of  the  ministry;  and 

(d)  Such  other  related  matters  as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Bishop. 

Section  4.  Examinations.  Under  the  guidance  and  oversight  of  the  Bishop,  the 
Commission  on  Ministry  shall  interview  each  candidate,  alike  to  the  diaconate 
and  priesthood,  to  ascertain  personal  readiness  for  that  ordination. 

Section  5.  Reports  under  Canons  of  General  Convention.  In  cases  in  which 
the  conduct  and  evaluation  of  the  examinations  of  persons  for  Holy  Orders  is 
assigned  to  the  Commission  on  Ministry,  it  shall  make  the  report  required  by 
Title  III,  Canon  30,  of  the  General  Convention  and  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  the 
report  to  the  General  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains. 
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Canon  33 
Diocesan  Conference  Center 

(Amended  1989) 

Section  1.  The  Diocesan  Conference  Center,  located  at  Browns  Summit  in 
Rockingham  County,  North  Carolina,  is  a  conference  and  retreat  center,  owned 
by  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  a  facility  for  the  use  of  the  Diocese's 
committees,  agencies,  institutions,  departments,  parishes  and  missions  and,  to 
the  extent  not  so  used,of  other  organizations.  It  shall  be  maintained  and 
operated  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Directors  constituted  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  who  shall  be  its 
presiding  officer,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  who  shall  be  its  Treasurer,  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  (if  there  is  one),  the  Suffragan  Bishops  (if  there  are  any),  the 
President  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  a  representative  of  the  current 
diocesan  youth  organization  elected  by  it  annually,  and  nine  clerical  members 
who  are  active  in  and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  nine  lay 
members  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  in 
the  Diocese,  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  from  a  list  composed  (1)  at 
least  the  number  to  be  elected  and  not  more  than  twice  that  number,  nominated 
by  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  (2)  any  other  nominees  that  may  be  nominated 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Convention.  Vacancies 
occurring  between  Conventions  may  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Bishop. 
Each  annual  Convention  shall  elect  three  directors  in  each  order  for  three-year 
terms  and  shall  also  fill  any  unexpired  terms  that  may  have  arisen  since  the 
previous  Convention  that  were  not  filled  by  the  Bishop's  appointment.  No 
director  who  has  completed  two  consecutive  full  terms  or  a  consecutive 
combination  of  an  unexpired  term  and  a  full  term  shall  be  thereafter  eligible  for 
re-election  until  one  year  has  elapsed. 

The  Bishop  may  designate  any  member  of  the  clergy  who  is  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese  or  any  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 
and  resident  in  the  Diocese  to  serve  for  the  Bishop  on  the  Board.  The  Bishop 
may  designate  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  serve  as  presiding  officer 
of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Any  such  designee  as  a  member  of  the  board  or  as 
presiding  officer  shall  serve  a  term  of  one  year,  and  such  appointment  shall  be 
announced  by  the  Bishop  at  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  if  no 
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such  designee  is  announced  the  Bishop  shall  serve  ex  officio  until  the  next 
annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  responsible  for  and  supervise  the 
maintenance,  operation  and  improvement  of  the  Conference  Center,  and  in  the 
performance  of  its  duties  shall  elect  such  additional  officers,  create  such 
committees,  engage  such  employees,  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  and  desirable. 

Section  4.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  application  of  other  canons, 
the  Conference  Center  specifically  shall  be  subject  to  such  provisions  of  Canon 
16  and  of  Canon  23  as  are  applicable  to  Diocesan  institutions. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  submit  to  each  annual  Convention  a  full 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  Conference  Centerfor  the  previous  year,  with 
appropriate  appraisals  of  its  physical  and  financial  condition  and  its  prospects 
for  the  future.  This  report  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 


Canon  34 
Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 

Section  1.  At  the  annual  Convention  held  in  the  year  preceding  the  calendar 
year  in  which  the  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  is  to  be  held, 
there  shall  be  elected  as  clerical  deputies  four  ordained  persons,  presbyters  or 
deacons  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  and  four  lay  deputies,  who  are 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  this  Church  and 
resident  in  this  Diocese. 

Section  2.  There  shall  also  be  elected,  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  the 
deputies,  four  alternate  clerical  and  four  alternate  lay  deputies  who  shall 
succeed  to  vacancies  in  the  original  deputation  in  the  order  of  their  election; 
and  in  this  order  shall  the  Secretary  insert  their  names  in  the  Journal. 

Section  3.  Deputies  elected  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  the  General  Conven- 
tion who  find  themselves  unable  to  attend  shall  notify  the  Bishop  immediately. 
The  Bishop  shall  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  certify  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Convention  the  name  and  mailing  address  of  the 
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alternate  deputy  elected  to  serve  in  the  resigned  deputy's  place. 


Canon  35 
Deputies  to  the  Synod  of  the  Fourth  Province 

Section  1.  The  deputies  and  alternate  deputies  to  the  Synod  of  the  Fourth 
Province  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  shall  be  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  of  this  Church  in  good  standing,  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese,  and  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Council,  upon  nomina- 
tion of  the  Bishop,  and  shall  be  members  of  such  departments,  committees  and 
organizations  of  this  Diocese  as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Ordinances  of  the  Fourth  Province. 

Section  2.  From  among  the  membership  of  the  Synod  delegation,  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority  shall  designate  six  presbyters  and  six  lay  persons  who  shall 
constitute  the  voting  deputies  for  this  Diocese. 


Canon  36 
The  Church  Pension  Fund 

Section  1.  In  conformity  with  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  1913,  pursuant  to  which  The  Church  Pension  Fund  was  duly  incorpo- 
rated, and  in  conformity  with  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  "Of  The 
Church  Pension  Fund,"  as  heretofore  amended  and  as  it  may  hereafter  be 
amended,  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  hereby  accepts  and  acknowledges  The 
Church  Pension  Fund,  a  corporation  created  by  Chapter  97  of  the  Laws  of  1914 
of  the  State  of  New  York  as  subsequently  amended,  as  the  authorized  and 
approved  pension  system  for  the  clergy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America  and  for  their  dependents,  and  declares  its 
intention  of  supporting  said  Fund  in  accordance  with  its  rules. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  appoint,  annually,  a  Committee  on 
The  Church  Pension  Fund  to  consist  of  three  lay  persons,  who  are  enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  for  a  term  of  one  year  and 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed  or  qualified,  and  the  Bishop 
may  from  time  to  time  fill  by  appointment  any  vacancies  in  said  Committee 
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caused  by  resignation,  death  or  inability  to  act. 

Section  3.  The  duties  of  said  Committee  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  To  be  informed  of,  and  to  inform  the  clergy  and  laity  of  this  Diocese 
of,  the  pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention  and  committed  by  it 
to  the  Trustees  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund,  in  order  that  the  ordained  clergy 
of  the  Church  may  be  assured  of  pension  protection  for  themselves  in  the  event 
of  old  age  or  total  and  permanent  disability  and  for  their  surviving  spouses  and 
minor  orphan  children  in  the  event  of  death. 

(b)  To  receive  reports  from  The  Church  Pension  Fund,  from  time  to  time, 
on  the  status  of  the  pension  assessments  payable  to  said  Fund,  under  its  rules 
and  as  required  by  canon  law,  by  this  Diocese  and  by  the  parishes,  missions  and 
other  ecclesiastical  organizations  within  this  Diocese. 

(c)  To  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  on  such 
matters  relating  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund  as  may  be  of  interest  to  the  said 
Convention.  Also  make  interim  reports  to  the  Diocesan  Council  just  prior  to 
its  stated  meetings. 

(d)  To  cooperate  with  The  Church  Pension  Fund  in  doing  all  things 
necessary  or  advisable  in  the  premises  to  the  end  that  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese 
may  be  assured  of  the  fullest  pension  protection  by  said  Fund  under  its 
established  rules. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  parishes,  missions  and 
other  ecclesiastical  organizations  therein,  each  through  its  treasurer  or  other 
proper  official,  to  inform  The  Church  Pension  Fund  of  salaries  and  other 
compensation  paid  to  the  clergy  by  said  Diocese,  parish,  mission  and  other 
ecclesiastical  organization  for  services  rendered,  currently  or  in  the  past,  prior 
to  their  becoming  beneficiaries  of  said  Fund,  and  changes  in  salaries  and  other 
compensation  as  they  occur;  and  to  pay  promptly  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund 
the  pension  assessments  required  thereon  under  the  canon  of  the  General 
Convention  and  in  accordance  withthe  rules  of  said  Fund. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  clergy  canonically 
resident  in  or  serving  in  this  Diocese  to  inform  The  Church  Pension  Fund 
promptly  of  such  facts  as  dates  of  birth,  of  ordination  or  reception,  of  marriage, 
birth  of  children,  deaths,  and  changes  in  cures  or  salaries,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  its  proper  administration  and  to  cooperate  with  said  Fund  may  discharge  its 
obligations  in  accordance  with  the  intention  of  the  General  Convention  in 
respect  thereto. 
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Section  6.  Any  parish  or  mission,  failing  for  two  calendar  years  to  pay  the 
pension  assessments  in  full,  shall  be  deprived  of  its  rights  to  the  floor  of,  and 
to  vote  in,  Convention  until  all  such  arrears  are  paid  in  full,  when  its  restoration 
to  rights  shall  be  declared. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  upon  notification 
of  arrears  of  four  months  or  more  to  the  Pension  Fund,  to  deduct  from  the 
amount  payable  to  any  member  of  the  clergy  officiating  in,  or  in  charge  of,  any 
aided  parish;  or  the  missionary  in  charge  of  any  mission;  or  a  member  of  the 
clergy  connected  with  any  institution  or  agency,  of  the  Diocese,  the  unpaid 
assessments  due  from  such  congregation  or  agency  on  any  stipend  payable  by 
such  congregation,  institution  or  agency,  including  any  prior  year's  arrears,  and 
to  pay  the  same  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 


Canon  37 
Murdoch  Memorial  Society 

Section  1.  "The  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the 
Ministry"  shall  be  composed  of  six  persons  together  with  the  Bishop,  ex 
officio.  The  Bishop  shall  annually  nominate,  and  the  Convention  shall  confirm 
or  reject  two  clergy  and  one  lay  person,  who  is  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicant  in  good  standing,  to  serve  two-year  terms  as  members  of  the 
Society. 

Section  2.  The  Society  shall  choose  from  among  its  members  such  officers  as 
it  shall  deem  necessary,  shall  hold  meetings  at  its  own  discretion,  keep  a  record 
of  all  its  activities,  and  report  annually  to  the  Convention  in  such  form  as  in  its 
judgment  may  seem  best. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  diligent  in  aiding  fit  persons  who  desire  to  prepare  for  the 
ministry  of  the  Church. 

Section  4.  Aid  from  the  Society  shall,  under  all  ordinary  circumstances,  be  in 
the  form  of  a  loan,  adequately  protected  by  good  and  legal  security,  and  with 
or  without  interest,  as  the  Society  may  decide.  Such  a  loan  may,  at  the 
discretion  of  theSociety,  be  canceled  upon  the  ordination  of  the  beneficiary, 
and  shall  be  canceled  in  the  event  of  death  before  ordination.  Otherwise  it  shall 
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be  in  full  legal  force  and  effect  until  paid. 

Section  5.  Necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  by 
members  of  the  Society  may  be  paid  from  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Society. 


Canon  38 
Permanent  Episcopal,  Missionary,  and  Unappropriated  Funds 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
a  fund  to  be  called  th e  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  to  include  all  sums  hitherto 
contributed  specifically  to  that  object  or  which  may  hereafter  be  contributed, 
whereof  the  principal  shall  remain  untouched,  and  only  the  interest  be  applied 
to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Section  2.  When  any  funds  shall  be  contributed  or  collected  for  a  Permanent 
Missionary  Fund,  the  amount  shall  be  invested  and  only  the  interest  thereof 
shall  be  applied  to  current  missionary  expenses. 


Canon  39 
Consecration  of  Churches,  Chapels  or  Other  Buildings 

Section  1.  In  this  Diocese,  no  church,  chapel  or  other  building  or  part  of  a 
building  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  church  purposes  shall  be  dedicated  or 
consecrated  except  according  to  the  rubrics  pertaining  thereto  as  set  forth  in  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  in  accordance  with  the  canons  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  not  inconsistent  with  those  rubrics. 

Section  2.  No  previously  consecrated  church,  chapel,  building  or  part  of  a 
building  that  is  owned  or  controlled  by  this  Diocese  or  by  any  congregation  or 
institution  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  removed,  taken  down,  or  otherwise  disposed 
of  for  any  worldly  or  common  use,  without  the  previous  written  consent  of  the 
Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  nor  until  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  previously  placed  thereupon 
has  been  properly  removed  therefrom. 
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Canon  40 
Suffragan  Bishop  May  act  as  Ecclesiastical  Authority 

In  the  event  of  the  Bishop's  death,  disability,  or  extended  absence  from  the 
Diocese,  and  if  there  be  no  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Suffragan  Bishop  may  be 
placed  in  charge  of  the  Diocese  by  the  Standing  Committee  and  become 
temporarily  the  EcclesiasticalAuthority  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 


Canon  41 
Pastoral  Mediation 

Section  1.  Except  as  provided  in  Title  III,  Canon  19,  Section  1  of  the  Canons 
of  the  General  Convention,  a  rector  may  not  resign  a  parish  without  the  consent 
of  the  vestry  thereof,  nor  may  a  rector  canonically  chosen  and  in  charge  of  a 
parish  be  removed  therefrom  by  its  vestry  against  the  rector's  will,  except  as 
provided  by  canon. 

Section  2.  If  a  rector  and  the  vestry  of  the  parish  served  are  unable  to  agree  in 
a  matter  or  matters  that  might  lead  to  a  request  by  either  party  for  dissolution 
of  the  pastoral  relation,  either  or  both  parties  shall  promptly  deliver  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  written  notice  describing  their  differences  and 
requesting  mediation  thereof  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Upon  receiving  such  a  request,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  committee 
composed  of  one  presbyter  and  one  lay  person,  neither  of  whom  is  affiliated 
with  the  parish  in  which  the  disagreement  exists,  to  investigate  and  make  a 
written  report  thereof,  stating  the  nature  of  the  dispute  and  the  position  of  each 
party.  This  report  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  the  rector,  and  the  vestry 
within  21  days  after  the  committee's  appointment. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  exercise  the 
role  assigned  the  Bishop  in  this  canon. 
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Canon  42 
Dissolution  of  the  Pastoral  Relation 

Section  1.  If  the  pastoral  mediation  called  for  by  Canon  41  has  been  exhausted 
without  success  and  a  rector  or  the  vestry  of  the  parish  served  wishes  to  have 
the  pastoral  relation  dissolved,  each  party,  within  60  days  of  the  conclusion  of 
the  pastoral  mediation  process,  may  request  final  disposition  of  the  dispute  by 
giving  notice  thereof  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  to  the  other  party 
concerned. 

Section  2.  Within  30  days  after  receiving  the  written  notice  provided  for  in 
Section  1 ,  the  Bishop  shall  conduct  a  hearing  on  the  issue.  The  Bishop  shall  fix 
the  date,  time,  and  place  for  the  hearing,  notify  the  parties  affected,  and  conduct 
the  hearing  as  ultimate  arbiter  and  judge.  In  all  cases,  the  Bishop  shall  consult 
and  seek  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee  before  reaching  a  decision. 

Section  3.  At  the  Bishop's  request,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  present  at 
the  hearing  provided  for  in  Section  2  and  shall  be  permitted  to  question  persons 
present  for  the  hearing.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  available  to  the  Bishop  for 
consultation  at  the  hearing. 

Section  4.  Each  party,  his,  her,  or  their  representative  may  present  a  statement 
of  position  and  the  reasons  supporting  it.  No  testimony  or  other  evidence  shall 
be  presented  at  the  hearing  unless,  exercising  discretion,  the  Bishop  shall  allow 
it  for  compelling  reasons  in  the  interests  of  justice.  Oral  statements  and 
testimony  shall  be  subject  to  cross-examination. 

Section  5.  The  Bishop  shall  render  a  decision  not  later  than  15  days  following 
the  close  of  the  hearing  and  that  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding. 

Section  6.  If  the  pastoral  relation  is  to  be  dissolved: 

(a)  The  Bishop  shall  set  forth  in  writing  the  reasons  and  conditions  for  the 
dissolution.  A  copy  shall  be  provided  each  of  the  parties  to  the  issues,  and  a 
copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection. 

(b)  The  Bishop  shall  require  just  and  compassionate  compensation  for 
indemnity  (if  any)  and  shall  undertake  to  offer  such  supportive  services  as  may 
be  suitable. 
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Section  7.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal  of  either  party  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  the  decision,  the  Bishop  may  impose  such  penalties  as  may  be 
provided  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese;  and  in  default  of  any 
provisions  for  such  penalties  therein,  the  Bishop  may  act  as  follows: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  a  rector,  inhibit  such  rector  from  officiating  in  the  parish 
until  the  decision  is  complied  with. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  a  vestry,  recommend  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  that 
the  union  of  the  parish  with  Convention  cease  until  the  parish  complies  with  the 
decision. 

Section  8.  Statements  made  during  the  course  of  the  proceedings  under  this 
Canon  are  not  admissible  in  any  proceeding  under  Title  IV  of  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  or  Canon  3 1  of  this  Diocese.  However,  this  rule  does  not 
require  the  exclusion  of  evidence  in  proceedings  under  the  above  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese,  which  evidence  is  otherwise  discover- 
able and  admissible. 
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Rules  of  Order 


I.  Order  of  Business.  The  Order  of  Business,  at  the  annual  Convention,  or  any 
Special  Convention,  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  or  the  presiding 
officer,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  Convention  to  make  any  change  in  the  Order 
of  Business  prescribed  under  the  authority  hereof. 

II.  Any  of  these  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  by  simple  majority  vote  of  the 
Convention,  except  those  rules  which  specify  a  larger  majority  for  a  specific 
action.  Any  such  rule  may  be  suspended  upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  delegates  present  and  voting. 

III.  A.  Resolutions  for  Convention  action  may  be  submitted  by  members  of  the 
Convention  and  by  Diocesan  Commissions  provided  for  in  Canon  12.  The 
presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  refer  to  an  appropriate  Convention 
Committee  for  consideration  and  report  all  such  resolutions  except  those  which 
accompany  the  reports  of  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Constitution  and 
Canons  and  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business.  To  assure 
timely  reports,  it  is  appropriate  for  Convention  Committees  to  meet  for 
consideration  of  resolutions  referred  to  them  at  any  time  after  they  have  been 
appointed.(As  amended  in  1989) 

B.  Reports  from  institutions  (and  portions  of  such  reports)  which  propose 
no  resolutions  shall  be  referred  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  to  the 
Diocesan  Commission  on  Institutions  for  study  and  evaluation;  all  other  reports 
(and  portions  thereof)  which  propose  no  resolution  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Diocesan  Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church  for  study  and  evaluation. (As 
amended  in  1989) 

IV.  After  the  President  has  taken  the  chair  no  member  shall  continue  standing, 
except  to  address  the  Chair. 

V.  Speakers  shall  address  the  Chair,  and  shall  confine  themselves  to  the  point 
in  debate. 

VI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded,  and,  if  required,  reduced 
to  writing. 
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VII.  When  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in 
their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

VIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  received, 
unless  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to  divide;  and  motions  for  any  of  these 
purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  heroin  named.  The  motions  to  lay 
on  the  table  and  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate;  and  of  these  the  motion  to  adjourn  shall  take  precedence. 

IX.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  the  same 
shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a  vote  taken  separately, 
except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

X.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved. 
When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to  amend  the 
same  may  be  made.  No  amendment  to  a  second  amendment  shall  be  in  order. 
But  when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute 
for  the  whole  matter  may  be  received.  No  proposition  on  a  subject  different 
from  the  one  under  consideration  shall  be  received  under  color  of  a  substitute. 

XI.  In  a  vote  by  orders  the  individual  votes  of  the  clergy  and  laity  shall  be  taken 
separately.  A  majority  of  affirmative  votes  in  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to 
any  decision  on  any  vote  by  orders. 

In  any  vote  by  orders,  upon  the  request  of  any  two  members  of  the  clergy 
who  do  not  serve  the  same  congregation  (parish  or  mission),  or  any  two  lay 
delegates  representing  different  congregations,  the  vote  shall  be  by  roll  call  of 
the  clergy  and  lay  delegates.  The  votes  of  the  lay  delegates  shall  be  announced 
by  a  member  designated  by  the  delegation  when  the  name  of  that  church  is 
called.   The  delegation  shall  be  polled  upon  request  of  any  member  thereof. 

XII.  A  question  once  decided  shall  stand  as  the  action  of  the  Convention  and 
shall  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate.  A  motion  to  reconsider  any  vote  shall  be 
in  order  only  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day  to  that  on  which  the  vote  is  taken, 
except  that  a  vote  or  question  may  be  reconsidered  at  any  time  by  the  consent 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Convention. 

XIII.  A.  Reports  to  the  Convention  from  Diocesan  Commissions,  Convention 
Committees,  and  other  agencies  shall  be  in  writing.  All  reports  recommending 
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or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention  shall  be 
accompanied  by  corresponding  resolutions. (As  amended  in  1989) 

B.  Reports  to  the  Convention  that  require  no  action  or  expression  of 
opinion  by  that  body  and  which  have  been  distributed  in  advance  shall  be 
received  as  presented  and  shall  be  referred  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  or  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Institutions  as  provided 
in  Rule  of  Order  III,  B,  above. (As  amended  in  1989) 

C.  A  Convention  Committee  report  on  resolutions  referred  to  it  may 
include  statements  of  reasons  for  the  committee's  recommendations,  may  be 
accompanied  by  a  minority  report  (if  signed  by  one-fourth  of  the  committee's 
membership),  and,  with  respect  to  each  resolution  or  group  of  related  resolu- 
tions requiring  separate  action,  shall  take  one  of  the  following  forms: 

1.  Recommend  adoption. 

2.  Recommend  adoption  with  amendments.  In  this  case  the  presiding 
officer  shall  put  amendments  offered  by  the  committee  before  recognizing 
delegates  for  amendments  from  the  floor. 

3.  Recommend  adoption  of  a  substitute  resolution.  In  this  case  the 
presiding  officer  shall  first  put  the  substitute  resolution  recommended  by  the 
committee.  If  the  substitute  is  rejected,  the  presiding  officer  shall  then  put  the 
original  resolution  or  resolutions,  at  which  time  delegates  may  be  recognized 
for  offering  amendments  from  the  floor. 

4.  Recommend  rejection.  In  this  event  the  resolution  shall  lie  upon  the 
table  unless  (a)  a  majority  of  the  delegates  present  and  voting  call  for  placing 
the  resolution  on  the  agenda  for  immediate  consideration,  or  (b)  the  report  is 
accompanied  by  a  minority  report  recommending  adoption,  in  which  case  the 
question  shall  be  adoption  of  the  minority  report. 

5.  Report  without  recommendation.  In  this  case  the  presiding  officer 
shall  put  the  original  resolution,  stating  that  the  committee  makes  no 
recommendation. (As  amended  in  1989) 

XIV.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  presiding  officer  without 
debate,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision.  And  on  such  appeal 
no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave. 

XV.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  without 
leave,  or  unless  unable  to  attend. 

XVI.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  remain  seated 
until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 
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XVII.  On  motion  duly  put  and  carried,  the  Convention  may  resolve  itself  into 
a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  with  or  without  closed  doors,  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  such  subjects  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  may  select  and  announce  subjects  for  discussion:  Provided, 
that  if  the  motion  to  go  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  has  specified  the  subject 
to  be  discussed,  that  subject  shall  first  be  disposed  of. 

XVIII.  (a)  No  nomination  shall  be  received  unless  the  person  to  be  nominated 
has  indicated  assent  thereto.  Nominations  for  election  by  the  annual  Conven- 
tion, unless  otherwise  provided  for,  may  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  at  least  40  days  before  the  opening  session  thereof 
by  delegates  eligible  to  vote  in  that  Convention.  Any  nomination  received  by 
the  Secretary  after  the  specified  date  shall  be  returned  to  the  nominator  and  may 
be  submitted  from  the  floor  of  the  Convention  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  rule  of  order.  At  the  first  business  session  of  the  convention 
the  presiding  officer  shall  call  for  nominations  from  the  floor,  at  which  time  the 
Secretary  shall  read  the  names  of  all  persons  whose  nominations  have  been 
received  at  least  40  days  before  opening  the  Convention,  after  whichadditional 
nominations  may  be  received  from  the  floor,  provided  that  any  such  nomina- 
tion is  seconded  by  two  delegates  other  than  the  nominating  delegate,  each  of 
the  seconders  being  from  a  parish  or  mission  other  than  that  of  the  nominator 
and  different  from  that  of  each  other.  Each  nomination,  whether  by  voice  from 
the  floor  or  in  writing,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  brief  biography  of  the 
nominee  on  a  form  prepared  by  the  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business  and 
made  available  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  all  delegates  who  are 
properly  certified  to  the  Secretary.  The  information  to  be  included  on  the 
biographical  form  (to  be  signed  by  the  nominator)  shall  included  at  least  the 
following:  Nominee's  name,  age,  address  and  home  congregation,  occupation, 
and  prior  as  well  as  present  parochial  and  diocesan  offices. 

(b)  The  names  and  biographies  of  all  persons  nominated  in  writing  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  40  days  before  the  opening  session  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  given  to  the  deans  of  the  convocations  and  shall  be  included  in  the  advance 
materials  distributed  by  the  Secretary  to  members  of  the  Convention  prior  to 
the  meetings  of  each  convocation  which  are  to  be  held  not  later  than  10  days 
prior  to  the  Convention.  The  Secretary  shall  also  post  the  biographical  forms 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  or  adjacent  to  the  room  in  which  the  Convention 
meets  so  that  they  may  be  seen  throughout  the  Convention  session  by  all 
delegates. 
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(c)  All  nominations  shall  be  reported  to  the  Convention  by  the  Secretary 
in  the  form  of  an  official  ballot  on  which  the  names  of  nominees  for  the 
designated  office  shall  be  printed  in  alphabetical  order,  with  space  opposite 
each  name  in  which  to  indicate  a  choice,  and  with  instruction  as  to  the  number 
of  nominees  to  be  voted  for,  and  the  manner  of  marking  the  ballots. 

(d)  All  elections,  unless  otherwise  provided  for,  shall  be  by  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  on  the  ballot. 

(e)  Nominees  receiving  a  majority  vote,  as  herein  defined,  on  any  ballot 
shall  be  declared  elected.  If  subsequent  ballots  be  required  the  nominees  to  be 
voted  on  shall  be  limited  to  the  number  remaining  equal  to  twice  the  number 
of  offices  to  be  filled,  who  received  on  the  preceding  ballot  the  highest  number 
of  votes,  exclusive  of  those  declared  elected. 

(f)  After  the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  or  delegates 
to  other  meetings,  the  alternates  for  these  deputies  or  delegates  shall  in  like 
manner  be  elected  from  among  those  already  nominated  for  deputies  or 
delegates. 

XIX.  A.  Resolutions  to  be  acted  on  at  the  annual  Convention  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  on  or  before  the  40th  day  preceding  the 
opening  date  of  the  Convention.  Upon  submission,  resolutions  shall  be  referred 
to  the  appropriate  Convention  Committees  as  prescribed  by  Rule  of  Order 
III,  A,and  the  texts  thereof  shall  be  included  in  the  advance  materials  distributed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  the  members  of  the  Convention  prior  to 
the  Convention.  Resolutions  submitted  to  the  Secretary  later  than  specified 
shall  be  returned  to  the  introducer  without  action.  Resolutions  may  be  intro- 
duced during  the  Convention  but  may  be  acted  upon  only  as  follows:  If 
introduced  in  the  first  business  session  of  the  Convention,  the  question  before 
the  Convention  shall  be  whether  the  resolution  shall  be  considered.  Upon  the 
affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  delegates,  the  resolution  shall  be  referred 
to  an  appropriate  Convention  Committee  for  study  and  report  to  that  Conven- 
tion. Such  resolutions  that  fail  to  receive  the  required  vote,  as  well  as 
resolutions  introduced  after  the  close  of  the  first  business  session  of  the 
Convention,  shall  not  be  considered. 

This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  resolutions  of  courtesy  or  those  in  response 
to  the  Bishop's  Address. (As  amended  in  1989) 

B.  If  a  resolution  submitted  for  Convention  action  would  require 
adoption  of  a  new  rule  of  order,  canon  or  constitutional  provision  or  amend- 
ment of  an  existing  rule  of  order,  canon,  or  constitutional  provision,  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  resolution  is  referred

to  an  appropriate  Convention  Committee  under  Rule  of  Order  HI,  A,  also 
request  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  to  consider  the 
measure  and  prepare  whatever  rule,  canonical  or  constitutional  provision 
would  be  suitable  to  accomplish  the  resolution's  proposal  and,  if  the  resolution 
receives  favorable  Convention  action,  report  the  rule,  canonical  or  constitu- 
tional provision  for  Convention  consideration. (As  amended  in  1989) 

XX.  If  a  resolution  submitted  for  Convention  action  would  substantially  affect 
diocesan  finances,  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall,  at  the  time  the 
resolution  is  referred  to  an  appropriate  Convention  Committee  under  Rule  of 
Order  III,A,  also  request  the  Convention  Committee  on  Administration  of  the 
Diocese  to  consider  the  measure.  The  Convention  shall  not  take  up  the 
resolution  until  its  Committee  on  the  Administration  of  the  Diocese  has, 
without  recommendation,  furnished  the  Convention  with  an  analysis  of  the 
effect  adoption  of  the  resolution  would  have  on  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Diocese. 
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By-Laws  of  the  Council 


I.  The  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  any,  and  any  Suffragan  Bishops  of  the  Diocese 
shall  have  seat  and  voice  in  the  Council. 

II.  The  Treasurer  and  the  Business  Administrator  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  seat 
and  voice. 

III.  Members  of  the  Council  shall  attend  each  annual  and  special  Convention 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  The  Secretary  of  Convention  and  the  Committee 
on  the  Dispatch  of  Business  are  requested  to  take  appropriate  steps  to  facilitate 
such  attendance  by  lay  members  of  the  Council  who  are  not  otherwise  members 
of  the  Convention. 

IV.  The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  and  the  Department  of  Budgets 
shall  meet  jointly  at  least  annually  to  formulate  recommendations  for  that 
portion  of  the  budget  for  the  Church's  Program  Fund  that  relates  to  agencies 
and  programs  within  the  purview  of  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach. 
The  Department  of  Budgets  shall  be  responsible  for  developing  overall 
budgetary  guidelines.  The  Department  of  the  Mission  and  Outreach  shall  be 
responsible  for  developing  specific  budget  recommendations  for  individual 
line  items.  At  the  joint  meeting,  the  members  of  each  department  may 
participate  in  discussions  of  all  matters  of  mutual  concern,  but  each  department 
shall  vote  separately  on  issues  within  its  canonical  jurisdiction. 
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Pre-Convention  Time  Table

By  October  1:  The  Bishop  to  appoint  all  Convention  Committees  by  October 
1,  naming  the  presiding  officer  of  each,  notifying  all  members  of  their 
appointment,  and  informing  the  presiding  officer  of  the  committee  members 
names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers. 

1 10  Days  (Early  October):  Lay  delegates  elected  and  certified.  (Convention 
notice,  with  certification  forms  for  lay  delegates  will  need  to  be  mailed  in  late 
August  so  that  the  election  of  lay  delegates  can  take  place  at  the  September 
meeting  of  vestries  and  mission  committees.) 

90  Days  (Late  October):  Secretary  to  publish  the  names  of  clerical  and  lay 
delegates. 

75  Days  (Mid-November):  Convocation  meetings  of  delegates  for  hearings  on 
programs  and  supporting  budgets. 

60  Days  (Late  November):  Department  of  Budgets  of  Diocesan  Council  to 
prepare  final  budgets. 

40  Days  (Mid-December):  Final  date  for  submission  of  nominations  and 
resolutions. 

10  Days  (Mid-January):  Convocation  meetings  to  review  and  consider  revised 
budgets,  resolutions  and  nominations.

Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund.  Payment  required  by  Canon  monthly. 

Funds  For  the  Church's  Program.  Monthly
